Ten months after the formation of a 
serial killer task force, the man sus- 
pected of killing five Louisiana 
women is back in Baton Rouge. 

According to the Baton Rouge 
Advocate, Police arrested Derrick 
Todd Lee, 34, outside of a tire store in 
Atlanta Tuesday night. Wednesday, 
Lee stood before Fulton Country 
Superior Court Judge Richard Hicks 
where he waived his right to wait for 
an extradition order from Governor 
Mike Foster. . 

The serial task force has come under 
attack because Lee's DNA was 
obtained by an independent murder 
investigation. Officers obtained a war- 
rant for Lee's DNA while they were 
investigating the disappearance of 
Randi Mebruer, 28, of Zachary in 1998. 

Lee's DNA was connected with the 
murder of LSU graduate student Car- 
rie Lynn Yoder, Gina Wilson Green, 
Charlotte Murray Pace, Pam 
Kinamore and Trineisha Dene 
Colomb.

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West Nile fear returns 
to Natchitoches area

The initiation of mosquito season 
and the recent discovery of virus-car- 
rying bird corpses have brought West 
Nile concerns, once again, to the fore- 
front of Natchitoches awareness. 

According to a story posted in the 
May 22 online issue of the Shreveport 
Times, dead birds found in Natchi- 
toches were tested and

human contraction of West Nile in the 
area. Campbell explained that mos- 
quitoes feed on the birds, contract the 
virus, then transmit the virus to men 
and women through their bites. 

"If you see dead birds, call the 
Natchitoches Parish Health Unit," 
Campbell said. "They will remove the 
birds and do necessary testing to

she said. "And really be aware of any 
kind of pool of water." 

Rain, puddles, and even water col- 
lections in flowerpots can attract mos- 
quitoes to an area. 

Campbell also said that off-campus 
residents could help protect them- 
selves from mosquitoes by using spe- 
cial light bulbs.

"If you have outdoor lights, it's good 
to have yellow lights rather than white 
ones," Campbell said. 

Yellow bulbs can result in decreased 
mosquito frequentation. 

Campbell said that the city attempts 
to control the spread of infection 
through the use of insecticides. 

She explained that the Natchitoches 
Health Unit sometimes sends trucks 
around the parish to spray for mos- 
quitoes, including NSU campus. 

Campbell described the symptoms 
for West Nile as being similar to 
meningitis. Such symptoms include 
fever, headache, generalized body 
aches, swollen lymph glands in the 
jaw /neck area or underarms, rash, 
disorientation and seizures. In severe 
cases, West Nile can result in death. 

Campbell said that students who 
fear that they have contracted the 
virus should not hesitate in seeing a 
doctor. 
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Scholars' College hires

Tourney against red hot Cowboys 

Northwestern State exits SLC Tourney 
early, finishes season 35-22

The Demons were bounced 
from SLC postseason action last 
Thursday after losing 6-1 to a 
red hot McNeese State team. 

The Demons lost Wednesday 
to Texas-Arlington in their open- 
ing round game. 

Northwestern got off to a nice 
start Wednesday afternoon ver- 
sus UTA, jumping out to a three 
run lead in the 1st inning. Tigger 
Lyles got the offense started, 
singling to left field to open the 
game, and then coming around 
to score on a double by the 
Demon's first team All-SLC 
selection Josh Boop. 

Anatole Vincent and Steven 
Adams, who garnered third team 
and honorable mention honors, 
respectively, followed with run 
scoring singles and the Demons 
were off to a 3-0 lead. 

UTA answered back quickly, 
however, scoring three runs in 
the bottom of the inning off NSU 
starter Josh Dencausse. Den- 
causse settled down, though, 
and neither team was able to 



put any more runs on the board 
until the final inning. 

With the scored still knotted at 
three and Dencausse still on the 
hill in the bottom of the 9th 
UTA's Paul Bruder smashed a 
liner into center field that a div- 
ing Boop was unable to come 
up with. When the dust settled, 
Bruder was on third with a two- 
out triple. The next man up 
hit a slow roller to short that was 
just weak enough to allow the 
game-winning run to score. 

Dencausse (4-2) hurled a 
complete game in a losing effort 
for the Demons, who were led 
on offense by Boop, who was 2- 
4, and Brian Hobbs, who was 3- 
4 and came up just a home run 
short of the cycle. 

The loss on Wednesday pitted 
the Demons against in-state 
rival McNeese in an elimination 
game for NSU. 

The heartbreaker versus UTA 
seemingly stole the wind from 
the Demon's sail, because they 
quickly fell behind 4-0 to 
McNeese and were never able 
to recover. 

NSU had their best chance to

get back in the game in the bot- 
tom of the second. 

After giving up two runs in 
each of the first two innings, the 
Demons were looking for a rally. 
Vincent led off the inning reach- 
ing first after being hit by a 
pitch. Brandon Morgan soon fol- 
lowed with a double to left field, 
and the Demons were in busi- 
ness. 

Jeff Martin, yet another of the 

NSU's postseason award win- 
ners, stepped into the box next 
and drove a liner into the out- 
field that was run down by the 
McNeese centerfielder. Vincent, 



seemingly tagging up for the 
Demons first run, was ruled out 
for leaving the base too early. 

NSU was left with no runs and 
two out instead of scoring one 
run and having only one out. 
Adams would drive Morgan in 
with a double later in the inning, 
but the opportunity had been 
lost. McNeese added one run in 
the 4th and 6th innings to end 
the game at 6-1 . 

Senior southpaw Casey John- 
son (6-4) took the loss, giving 
up six runs in 5.2 innings. The 
2003 Demons finished their sea- 
son with a record of 35-22. 
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NSU Track finish third at SLC meet 

Both Demon Squads finish year strong, show a good outing at outdoor meet

Led by a triumphant return to com- 
petition by All-American javelin 
thrower Latrell Frederick, Northwest- 
ern State flexed its field muscles again 
Monday on the final day of the 2003 
Southland Conference Outdoor Track 
and Field Championships but the 
Demons fell short on the track and 
couldn't defend their 2002 team title. 



Host Southwest Texas State pulled 
away with heavy scoring in running 
events down the stretch and took the 
men's team title with 186 points, the 
highest total in the SLC meet since 
Lamar's record 229 in 1984. 

Sam Houston State surged late and 
took second with 141.5 while North- 
western was third at 135, nine more 
than the Demons scored in winning 
last year's meet. Texas-Arlington was 
fourth at 89.5 and Stephen F. Austin 



placed fifth with 68. 

NSU's point total would have been 
good enough to win the team title in 
three of the last four SLC Outdoor 
meets. 

In the women's competition, North- 
western got wins as expected from 
All-American Stephanie Sowell in the 
triple jump (42-6 1/4) and Brittany 
Littlejohn in the 100 meter hurdles 
(13.47, a season best), with both 
defending their 2002 SLC Outdoor 



crowns after winning 2003 SLC 
Indoor titles in their specialties. 

Stephen F. Auston ran away with 
the team title, scoring 157.5 points to 
outpace SWT (126.5), UTA (107.5), 
Sam Houston (94.5) and Northwest- 
ern (84) in the upper half of the 11- 
team field. 

The Lady Demons got 15 points in 
the triple jump as Sowell's win was 
supported by a fourth-place 41-7 leap 
by senior Jacqueline Canton.

Yonna Pasch, assistant director of

"The national chapter sent a letter at 
the beginning of June to suspend the 
ichapter," Pasch said. "This means that 
the fraternity won't have the privi- 
lege's of a recognized organization." 

Twelve members of the fraternity 
were charged with hazing Donald 
Haley, Jr. Haley suffered minor 
injuries from the incident and 
resigned from the University. 

Pasch said that the administration 
has not discussed how this will affect 
the campus. 

Members of Kappa Alpha Psi frater- 
nity refused to comment.

Severe thunderstorm 
sparks fire in the 

University 
Columns, no one 
injured

Tuesday afternoon an empty 
apartment in the University 
Columns was destroyed by fire dur- 
ing a fierce thunderstorm. 

Lightening struck Building 4, set- 
ting apartment 424 on fire. Sopho- 
more journalism major Olivia 
Hamilton was in apartment 428, 
which shares a back wall with 424. 

"I was starting to cook some eggs," 
Hamilton said. "I stopped cooking 
then because the lightening was so 
strong that it came through the win- 
dow and hit the pot and I felt it 
through the pot." 

Hamilton and her roommate, 
Danielle Ball, exited their apartment 
and saw the smoke coming from the 
roof. 

A few minutes after 4p.m. the 
Natchitoches Fire Department 
arrived and began fighting the fire 
that would consume 424. 

The other 15 units suffered smoke 
and water damage. The fire also

"By all indications, the fire was 
started by lightening, but the 
Natchitoches Fire Department will 
continue to investigate the cause of 
the blaze," Natchitoches Fire Depart- 
ment Chief Dennie Boyt said accord- 
ing to the Alexandria Town Talk. 

Graduate student Daina Causin 
was in her apartment when the light- 
ening struck. 

"It was really dark in here and all 
of a sudden I heard this loud crack 
outside, it seemed right outside," 
Causin said. "About two minutes 
later I heard sirens and saw flames 
coming out from the roof and flames

"There were a lot of people just 
stunned and kind of walking around 
while the firefighters worked," 
Causin said. "There were six feet of 
flames coming out of the roof." 

The Shreveport Times reported that 
the fire has displaced about 12 resi- 
dents.

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All students will have Health 
Service fee starting this fall

NSU will automatically add a 
Health Services fee to all full-time 
students, regardless of their living 
arrangements, starting this fall. 

Additionally, the cost for Health 
Services will decrease $10 to $25. 

Prior to these changes, off-campus 
students who wanted access to on- 
campus medical services had to 
specifically request for the fee to be 
added. The fee was automatically 
assessed, however, for all students 
living in residence halls or the Uni- 
versity Columns. 

University Director of Health Ser- 
vices Stephanie Campbell said off- 
campus students often said they were 



unaware of the need to request health 
services at fee payment, even though 
the information was posted on the 
University's Web site, brochures, 
schedule of classes, handbook, and 
sometimes on flyers. 

Campbell was required to turn 
away all students who visited the 
campus infirmary but did not pay the 
fee. It was because of the many griev- 
ances that she received from these 
students that the University's health 
services requested to have the policy 
changed. 

"I got a lot of complaints from off- 
campus students who needed treat- 
ment or to be referred to a doctor, 
because they found that they were 
not eligible for services," Campbell 
said. 



Campbell said that she kept count 
of how many students she was forced 
to turn away. During the last fiscal 
year, from July 1, 2001, to June 30, 
2002, Campbell turned away 268 stu- 
dents. She said that she has already 
turned away 265 ineligible students 
in the current fiscal year, from July 
2002 to April 2003. 

"Our mission is to help students 
take care of their health so that it 
doesn't interfere with their course- 
work and their abilities to get 
degrees," Campbell said. "Therefore, 
we felt it was in the best interest of 
the students to make these changes." 

Campbell said that off-campus stu- 
dents may choose to not pay the 
Health Services fee by going through 
an exemption process. 



New vice president of 
academic affairs appointed

Associate Provost Anthony Schef- 
fler will replace retiring Provost and 
Vice President of Academic Affairs 
Thomas A. Burns for a one-year inter- 
im period. 

Scheffler, also the dean of graduate 
studies, research and information 
systems, was appointed to the office 
by the University of Louisiana Board 
of Supervisors on May 30. 

He will begin work as provost and 
academic affairs vice president July 1. 
A replacement for graduate studies 
dean and associate provost has not 
yet been chosen. 

"The president has to make a rec- 
ommendation, and the board will 
make a decision," Scheffler said. 

Scheffler said whoever takes his 
place will need someone to fill that 
person's position, and the person suc- 
ceeding him or her will have to do the 
same. 

Scheffler said it's difficult to work 
out the logistics of the situation. 

"Somewhere along the way some- 
one's going to be doing two jobs," 



Scheffler said. 

University President Randall Webb 
said the vacant vice presidency would 
be opened to applicants this fall. 

Scheffler said he did not know if he 
would apply to keep the position per- 
manently. He said he will need to 
work and see how it goes. 

Webb said, "I think Dr. Scheffler will 
do an outstanding job, and we'll have 
a chance to evaluate him for the first 
year." 

Webb said Scheffler will be responsi- 
ble for focusing on recruiting non-tra- 
ditional and graduate students. 

Scheffler will also work with depart- 
ment heads to plan the future of the 
University, Webb said. 

Scheffler said he hopes to establish 
effective communication among the 



University's faculty. 

The NSU online student portal 
(my.nsula.edu) is running based on 
part by the work of Scheffler. 

He, along with Webb, went to Baton 
Rouge and won approval from the 
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state Senate for a technology improvi 
ment grant. 

The University has since used a po 
tion of that grant to create the studa 
portal.

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Former NSU QB 
excels in NFL Europe 

Ex-Northwestern State quarterback Craig 
Nail named best QB in NFL Europe

It has been the story of 
Craig Nail's football 
career, always fighting 
hard for a spot on some 
team or proving all the 
skeptics wrong. 

After splitting time at 
quarterback for the Scot- 
land Claymores of NFL- 
Europe for most of the sea- 
son the former NSU stand- 
out begin to progress rap- 
idly in the final four 
games, leading the Clay- 
mores to four straight 
wins, and being named to 
the All NFLEL first team. 

After turning down a 
scholarship offer from 
Steve Spurrier (now in the 
NFL with the Washington 
Redskins) and the Florida 
Gators, Nail headed to 
LSU only to receive limited 
playing time in three years 
at Baton Rouge. 

In 2001, Nail transferred 



to Northwestern State for 
his senior season and got 
the opportunity he had 
been waiting for. 

That fall Nail took 
Natchitoches and the 
entire Southland Confer- 
ence by storm, leading the 
Demons to an 8-4 record 
and a berth in the Division 
I-AA playoffs. Nail threw 
for over 2,000 yards, 11 
touchdowns and only 3 
interceptions (all of which 
were tipped) in 9 games 
that season. 

Nail gained the atten- 
tion of NFL scouts, and 
was drafted in the 5 th 
round by the Green Bay 
Packers on his 23rd birth- 
day. 

During his first two-pre- 
season games last year, 
Nail struggled and looked 
like he might not make the 
Packers' final roster. Nail 
put together two solid per- 
formances in the last two 
games and earned a spot 
as the number three quar- 




terback. 

Playing behind 
future Hall-of- 
Famer, Brett Favre, 
Nail didn't see any 
meaningful play- 
ing time in the 
2002 regular sea- 
son, and the Pack- 
ers sent him to 
NFL-Europe in 
hopes that he 
might continue to 
develop. 

Nail did not dis- 
appoint as he finished the league's best quarterback

season leading the league 
in quarterback rating (95.9) 
and touchdown passes (18) 
and was 2nd in the in pass- 
ing yards, averaging 205 
yards per game. 

He has also gained 
something of a celebrity 
status while in Europe, 
making guest appearances 
at NFL-Europe sponsored 
events in Scotland. Nail's 
work has just begun, 
though. 

Despite being named the 



during his time in Europe, 
he will find himself right 
back in a dog-fight for a 
spot on the roster. 

The Packers recently 
signed Akili Smith, a for- 
mer 1st round draft pick 
who has yet to fulfill his 
potential in the NFL. The 
Packers are currently 6- 
deep at the quarterback 
position, but most believe 
that the battle to be the 
heir apparent to Favre is 
primarily a race between 
Nail and Smith.

Regional title two weeks 
earlier, recorded a 222-9 
best Friday night. Brian 
Chaput of Perm won with a 
258-2 throw while Rob Min- 
nitti of Boise State was sec- 
ond at 246-3. 

In the women's javelin 
competition, Ford overcame 
two fouls and recorded a 
legal 142-5 mark to earn All- 
America status. 

The top eight finishers, 



and the top eight American- 
born finishers, are designat- 
ed Ail-Americans. There 
were four foreign-born 
competitors in both the 
men's and women's javelin 
finals. 

Ford, a freshman from 
Moss Bluff, won the South- 
land Conference title last 
month. She threw 162-7, a 
personal best and the 
fourth-best overall mark, in 
Wednesday's qualifying. 



Frederick won three 
Southland Conference 
championships and was 
fifth at the 2000 and 2001 
NCAA Championships. He 
was the 2000 USA Junior 
champion and was second 
at last year's USA Champi- 
onships. 

He is scheduled to com- 
pete in the USA Champi- 
onships next week in Palo 
Alto, Calif., on the Stanford 
campus.

SAB takes control of Minority 
Affairs/Cultural Diversity funds

Beginning next semester funds that 
had previously been accredited to the 
Office of Minority Affairs will be real- 
located to the Office of Cultural 
Diversity. 

In addition to the shift in monetary 
location, the Office of Cultural Diver- 
sity and the Office of Minority Affairs 
will also be placed under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Student Activities Board. 

The Office of Minority Affairs had 
been under the control of the Depart- 
ment of Continuing Education. 

SAB director Carl Henry said 
Director of Cultural Diversity Diane 
Jones will administer the estimated 
$3,000 budget while the SAB will 
supervise what he called "program- 
ming." 

Programming involves the process 
of approving budgetary requests. 
"The SAB routinely handles budget- 
ary issues so this is something we 
think we're better prepared to do," 
Henry said. 

Henry said location was also a fac- 
tor in the shift. 

"The Office of Cultural Diversity is 
right down the hall from us so it 



makes for better, easier communica- 
tion." 

Both Henry and Jones said as a 
result of dead week no official transfer 
of funds or responsibility had taken 
place yet, and neither could give an 
official comment on either matter. 

Administration officials refer to the 
last week of a semester as dead week 
because no official business transpires 
unless it is of urgent importance. 

However, Jones did say she hopes to 
use whatever position she holds to 
encourage and assist cultural diversity 
efforts on campus. 

Jones said she would like to see a 
larger Hispanic and Native American 
influence at NSU as well as better 
communication technologies for the 
offices of cultural diversity and minor- 
ity affairs such as a portable P.A. sys- 
tem and a fax machine.

Cable turns to riskier cartoon shows for males

Cartoons aren't just for 
children anymore. 

These days, prime-time 
animation often includes 
scantily clad women, foul 
language and humor that 
could make adults turn 
shades of red. 

Nevertheless, adult-orient- 
ed cartoons are the rage, and 
reaping large Nielsen 
rewards for such outlets as 
TNN, Comedy Central and 
the Cartoon Network. 

"Cartoons are a safer way 
for a cable network to get 
into edgier fare and can help 
them prove they're cutting- 
edge," said TV historian Tim 
Brooks, a research director at 
Lifetime Television. 

The goal of these shows is 
to suck in male viewers ages 
18 to 34, who have itchy 
remote trigger fingers and 
the disposable income to 
make them prime targets for 
advertisers. 

TNN, for example, was 
relaunched as a male- 
themed network with a 
handful of adult-flavored 
animated characters such as 



the busty superhero of 
"Stripperella," a raunchy 
pair of house pets in "Ren & 
Stimpy Adult Party Cartoon" 
and a lawyer-turned-rodent 
comedy on "Gary the Rat." 

But TNN is far from alone. 

Showtime is taking the 
same approach with a risque 
new cartoon, "Free for All," 
developed from a comic 
strip of the same name by 
artist Brett Merhar. 

The cartoon features two 
friends, Clay and Johnny G. 
Jenkins, who contend with a 
drug-addicted pet ferret, an 
alcoholic dad and a sexually 
active grandma who has a 
one-night stand with 
Eminem. The first episode 
airs Friday at 11 p.m. EDT. 

"Showtime told us, Tush 
the envelope.' And they 
haven't reined us in yet," 
said Merhar. 

In a world where young 
adults are torn between tele- 
vision, the Internet, cell 
phones and other entertain- 
ment options, getting them 
to sit before the small screen 
can be a huge task, so pro- 
grammers are taking a more 
targeted approach. 



"Our sense in talking with 
guys about television was 
that they like animation," 
said Kevin Kay, an executive 
vice president of program- 
ming at TNN. "Guys who 
grew up on sexy videos and 
sexuality on TV accept that 
in animation too, but also 
want it to be funny." 

The Cartoon Network 
caught the wave a few years 
ago, but the network's adult 
flavored late-night anima- 
tion block, "Adult Swim," 
has taken off of late. 

"From our earliest days, 
we saw that one-third of our 
audience was ages 18 or 
older and we realized that 
viewers carry a taste for car- 
toons all their lives," said 
Mike Lazzo, senior vice 
president of programming at 
Cartoon Network. 

And there's more to come: 

MTV will launch an 
updated edition of "Spider- 
Man" on Friday at 10 p.m. 
EDT. 

The Cartoon Network's 
newest offering, "The Ven- 
ture Brothers," from New 
York-based Noodlesoup 
Prods., will begin on July 27.

Well the dog days of summer are 
upon us, but the thoughts of the 
Demon faithful have already begun 
to turn to cool Saturdays in autumn, 
and the upcoming football season. 

The freshmen will not arrive until 
August 5 th with the first practice on 
the following day. In the minds of 
most fans, it is not early to start talk- 
ing a little football. 

Expectations will be high for sec- 
ond year head coach Scott Stoker and 
the young Demon squad. The 
Demons are coming off a 9-4 season 
and a second straight Division I-AA 
playoff appearance, four in the last 
six years. The Demons lost quite a 
few leaders last year, especially from 
a stout, Purple Swarm defense, but a 
strong recruiting class (helped out by 
a few televised games last year), a 



solid group of returning players, and 
a good spring should have NSU in 
the thick of the Southland Confer- 
ence race well into November. 

The Demons will have to replace 
eight starters on defense, three of 
which (McGee-now with the Buffalo 
Bills, Locks, Willis) were All-Ameri- 
cans and four-year starters. 

Coach Stoker expects 8-10 incom- 
ing freshmen to have an immediate 
impact on the team, most on defense, 
either as role players or possibly 
starting. 

Some of the newcomers may find 
an opportunity in the secondary on 
the Demons' 4-2-5 defenses, where 
hard-hitting senior safety Neil Pon- 
stein and senior cornerback Jerry 
Goldsmith are the only returning 
starters. 

The linebacker positions are both 
open, and look for newcomers Jamal 
Johnson and Buddy Garrett along 
with sophomore Lance Elmore to 
have opportunities to win the start- 



ing spots in August. 

On the defensive front, junior 
defensive tackle Quintene Newhouse 
is the lone returning starter. Look for 
junior end John Black to step in and 
fill a void in the defensive line. 

On offense, the quarterback posi- 
tion, vacated by Kevin Magee and 
Ben Beach, will be the number one 
concern for Coach Stoker. At this 
point, it appears to be a three- man 
affair 

"It's going to be a wide open race." 
Stoker said. 

The Demons already have two 
able-bodied back ups in sophomore 
Gerard Barrow and red shirt fresh- 
man Ryan Lewis. Then to heat up 
competition, Stoker brought in soph- 
omore transfer Davon Vinson, an 
exciting athlete from Baylor. 

Whoever ends up taking the snaps 
for Demons will have a potent 
offense already in place. The offen- 
sive line returns five starters and the 
tailback position is stacked, return-

ing veterans Derrick Johnese and 
Shelton Sampson who combined for 
1800 rushing yards and 22 touch- 
downs last year. Some freshmen 
might see playing time at wide 
receiver, where Toby Zeigler and 
Cory Bell, who had an excellent 
spring, return with experience.

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Scholars' moves into Morrison

Last week, the Scholars' College fac- 
ulty was allowed to move back into 
their newly renovated building, Morri- 
son Hall. 

They endured one semester cram- 
med into tiny library cubicles and 
spent three operating within the limit- 
ed space of South Hall's first floor. 

But the days of temporary, cramped 
offices and scattered classrooms are 
finally over. 

Scholars' College Admissions Coor- 
dinator Jeremy Thomas said that Mor- 
rison is greatly altered from its condi- 
tion two years ago. 

"It's almost a completely different 
building," he said. 

Thomas said that Morrison was in 
dire need of repair when it was closed 
for renovations in 2001. Some of the 
building's features had remained un- 
changed since Morrison's original con- 
struction. 

Professors' offices lacked central air, 
the building was not handicap accessi- 



ble, and much of the wiring in the 
building was inadequate. 

The building has now been 
equipped with updated features and 
improved facilities. Scholars' College 
Director Margaret Cochran said that 
Morrison now boasts several new 
additions, including a thesis room for 
displaying the major works of all grad- 
uates, language facility, student 
lounge, updated computer lab, and 
new admissions suite for consulting 
with students and working on recruit- 
ment mail-outs. 

Cochran said that the building's 
updated facilities and new layout bet- 
ter coincide with Scholars' curriculum 
and will foster greater instructional 
opportunities. 

"It will definitely be beneficial to 
have classrooms configured for semi- 
nar-style courses and computer access 
in all classrooms," Cochran said. 

Moreover, Cochran said that Morri- 
son was redesigned with particular 
attention to both the requirements and 
personalities of Scholars' College fac-

Wheelchair-bound student injured in hit-and-run

At about 6:30 p.m. Monday, a dis- 
abled NSU student was the victim of 
a hit-and-run on Keyser Avenue. 

Graduate student Heather Patton of 
Natchitoches was struck by a white 
two-door sports car with a black top 
that was pulling out onto Keyser 
Avenue from the shopping center 
where Planet Beach and AllTel are 
located. 

The vehicle hit Patton, confined to a 
wheelchair from birth due to a muscle 
disorder, on the left footrest of her 




electric wheelchair. 

The impact broke the 
footrest, bruised Pat- 
ton's left leg and lacer- 
ated her left foot. Amy 
Reiser, a junior busi- 
ness major working at 
Planet Beach, saw the 
car hit Patton. 
"I just saw the car pull out and saw 
her jerk, you could tell that she got 
hit," Reiser said. "The car hit her, she 
didn't hit the car." 

Reiser and her coworker Destiny 
Cedars, a junior nursing major, 
applied first aid to Patton's bleeding

foot and let her calm down in the 
office. 

"Her foot swelled up real fast," 
Reiser said. 

At about 9 p.m. Monday the swel- 
ling in Patton's foot had not subsided 
and the pain in her leg became more 
intense. Patton rode in her wheelchair 
to the Natchitoches Parish Hospital 
where X-rays were taken, but doctors 
determined that her injuries were 
confined to minor bruises and lacera- 
tions. 

"Oh, it hurt like hell," Patton said. 
Patton spoke with a Natchitoches 
Policeman Monday night after the

accident while at Wal-Mart. He told 
her that it would be a waste of time to 
file a report because the police would 
not be able to catch the person with- 
out a license plate or accurate make 
and model of the car. 

Tuesday afternoon, Patton regis- 
tered the incident with Natchitoches 
Police Corporal Tony Peluso. Howev- 
er, since none of the witnesses record- 
ed a license plate number, make and 
model of the vehicle or a description 
of the driver, Peluso said it is unlikely 
police will be able to make an arrest. 

"There is a chance we can catch

them because she gave me a general 
description," Peluso said. 

Peluso was only able to include the 
incident in the police blotter. He could 
not file a complete report because Pat- 
ton did not report the accident imme- 
diately after it occurred. 

But Peluso would not dismiss the 
case after he heard Patton's story. 

"I don't want to let this one go," 
Peluso said. "I found it hard to 
believe that this person would have 
bumped into a wheelchair and not 
known about it." 

"I want to follow up on this if I can. 
I like to hold people accountable if 
they cause injury or damage to other 
people," Peluso said. 

In the last two weeks, Peluso has

made two arrests for hit-and-run inci- 
dents in Natchitoches. 

Still, Cedars could not understand 
why such incidents happen at all. 

"Who hits somebody and just 
drives off?" Cedars asked. "There's 
no way that they couldn't have felt it. 
I felt so bad for her." 

Patton did not let her accident slow 
her down. On Tuesday, she rode her 
wheelchair out to Planet Beach to 
thank Reiser and Cedars for their 
help. 

"I drove six years around town and 
this is the first time I got hit," Patton 
said. "If I find out who they are, I'm 
pressing charges." 

The white sports car could have 
black paint or scratches from Patton's 
wheelchair on the driver's side.

These students can either add their 
names to the waiting list or seek other 
housing options. 

Students on the waiting list are as- 
signed rooms when other students 
cancel their approved room assign- 



ments. Young said that she receives 
several cancellations each day and that 
it is impossible to predict how many 
students might be cleared from the 
waiting list through this cancellation 
process. 

"As cancellations come in, we take 
people off the list," Young said. "You 
never know between now and then 
how many cancellations we'll get."

Bob Hope dead at 100

Bob Hope, the jokester-turned-giant 
whose ski-slope profile cast a wry shad- 
ow over the 20th century and into the 
21st, died late Sunday night, just two 
months after his 100th birthday. 

He died late Sunday of pneu- 
monia at his home in Toluca 
Lake, Calif., with his family at his 
bedside, longtime publicist Ward 
Grant told the Associated Press 
on Monday 

From vaudeville venues to 
wartime USO stages, from big-screen 
"Road" tales opposite Bing Crosby to 
small-screen holiday specials opposite 
Brooke Shields, he kept America chuck- 
ling for nearly 80 years. 

The legend was a bundle of contradic- 
tions. A high school dropout, he earned 
at least 47 honorary degrees. Long an 
icon to the troops he doggedly enter- 
tained, he endured scattered catcalls 
during the war-torn Vietnam era. And 
perhaps the quintessential American 
entertainer of the modern age, he was 
born a Brit. 

As a stand-up comic, he was noted for 
a rapid delivery and self-deprecating 
humor - a style that would help mold 
Johnny Carson, Woody Allen, Dick 




Cavett and Jay Leno, among many oth- 
ers. 

Just four years after his marriage, his 
movie and radio careers zoomed. He 
made "The Big Broadcast of 1938," the 
first of his 57 feature films and the one 
that introduced his trademark 
song "Thanks for the Memory," 
and he joined radio's "The Pep- 
sodent Show" for a 12-year stint 
as host. 

During the war years, he was 
patriotic without seeming pe- 
dantic. Frank Tashlin, who direc- 
ted him in "Son of Paleface," declared 
that the greatest male entertainers to 
emerge from World War II were Donald 
Duck and Bob Hope. The comparison is 
not farfetched. Like Walt Disney's ani- 
mated fowl, Hope's screen persona 
could be comically cantankerous and 
filled with grandiose self-delusions. 

If s typical, too, that while other stars 
have handprints and footprints in the 
forecourt of Mann's Chinese, Hope's 
famous "ski nose" is implanted in the 
Hollywood Boulevard showplace. He 
did things his way, even if it meant ta- 
king an unpopular stand in an unpopu- 
lar war, and his individuality served 
him well throughout an unprecedented 
career. 
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Sleeper flicks trump hype this summer 



This summer's hyped movies pro- 
vided more bust than bang for the 
buck. However, two unanticipated 
films turned out to be surprisingly well 
done. 

'Terminator 3: Rise of the Machines" 
and "The Matrix Reloaded" were woe- 
fully disappointing, while "Bruce 
Almighty" and "Pirates of the Carib- 
bean: The Curse of the Black Pearl" 
were not only entertaining but sparked 
discussion outside of the theater. 

"Matrix Reloaded" felt like it was 
written after "The Matrix" became suc- 
cessful, unlike the "Star Wars" trilogy. 
In "Reloaded," the machines devel- 
oped bombs that could be thrown at 
ships while the sentinels remained out- 
side of EMP range. If we believe that 
Neo is truly the sixth "one," then why 
did the machines take so long to devel- 
op this new weapon? Answer: bad 
writing. 

Another case of bad writing would 
be the extended sex scene between Neo 
and Trinity. This is supposed to be an 
action /adventure film, not a soft porn 
flick. 

I was also disappointed with the 
abrupt end to "Reloaded," cliffhangers 
can be an effective trick to get people to 
see the sequel, but I felt like 
"Reloaded" left me falling off the cliff, 
not hanging on by my fingernails. I 
also refuse to play 50 hours of a video 
game just to fill in the rest of a 
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storyline. 

The summer's other disappointment 
was "T3." Jonathan Mostow, who also 
directed "U571," helmed the third 
installment. Mostow cannot hold a can- 
dle to James Cameron, director of the 
first two Terminators. 

Some excuse Mostow' s poor per- 
formance because of his inexperience. I 
retort that you don't hand this impor- 
tant piece of cinematic history to the 
rookie. Since Cameron refused to 
direct, another experienced director 
should have been chosen. 

Nick Stahl was chosen to play the 
part of John Connor. Edward Furlong 
played that role superbly in "T2" and 
should have been chosen for "T3. " 

Perhaps Furlong read the plot and 
realized that it was heavy on action but 
light on plot. Linda Hamilton refused 
to be part of "T3," saying that it was 
time for her character to move on. 

Without Hamilton or Furlong to 
anchor the performances, the remain- 
ing actors and actresses look and make 
the audience feel like they're floating

Gaspard announced eight players 
have signed letters-of-intent with the 
Demons, including five junior college 
transfers.

Five of the seniors were pitchers, so 
rebuilding the staff was priority num- 
ber one for the Demons. Seven of the 
eight new recruits do some pitching. 

Rusty Jones from Butler County 
Community College in Kansas may be 
one of the fresh faces on the mound 
next year, and when he is not pitching 
there is a good chance he will hold 
down one of the outfield positions. 
Jones finished last season batting .317 
with 4 home runs and 30 stolen bases 
in 34 attempts, to go along with a 6-0 
record, 2.40 ERA and 45 strikeouts in 
only 43 innings pitched.

ry will also be a player to watch next 
season. 

The 6'5" pitcher has spent the last 
two seasons at Northeast Texas Com- 
munity College where he has accumu- 
lated a 16-5 record, and was impres- 
sive enough during his freshman cam- 
paign to gain the attention of the Col- 
orado Rockies, who drafted Lonsberry 
in the 31st round of the 2002 draft. 

Southpaw D. Wayne Hill, of Ethel, 
La., will also be expected to contribute 
to the revamped rotation.

Bryant case judge slaps 
limits on media coverage 

If you have been living under a 
rock for the past couple of weeks, 
you may not have heard that Kobe 
Bryant has been charged with sexual 
assault. The charges spring from a 
incident that occurred June 30 in a 
Colorado hotel where the 19 year old 
accuser is an employee. 

Bryant has admitted to sex but 
maintains that it was consensual. 

Due to the intense media attention 
this case has received, the presiding 
Judge, Terry Ruckriegle, has issued 
an order Monday that reporters cov- 
ering the case are not to use cell 
phones or tape recorders in the 
courtroom. 

They have also been barred from 
taking photographs of the accuser, 
her family, or potential jurors. 

Baylor player's body found 

The body of Baylor basketball 
player Patrick Dennehy was posi- 
tively identified Monday. Dennehy, 
who has been missing since June 1, 



is believed to be the victim of foul 
play. The body has been taken in for 
autopsy, but officials have yet to 
give a cause of death. 

Carlton Dodson, a fellow member 
of the Baylor basketball program 
and the victim's former roommate, 
is currently being held in Maryland, 
his home state, where he awaits 
extradition to face murder charges in 
Texas.

France title, promises sixth

de France last weekend. 

Armstrong has announced he will 
go for an unprecedented sixth 
straight title next year.

But Armstrong, who has survived 
cancer and charges of blood doping, 
is not the kind of athlete to pay 
much attention to his detractors.

tion. 

The next meeting is sched- 
uled for Monday at 7 p.m. in 
the Cane River Room of the 
Student Union. 

The senate previously met 
on Aug. 25, appointing an 
election commission led by 
student supreme court justice 
Kristen Huben. The commis- 
sion set student elections for 
Sept. 17-18. 

The elections are earlier 
this year than last year, and 
Manguno said it was to 
reserve the lever-based vot- 
ing machines that the SGA 
uses from the state govern- 
ment. 

"It seems like it gets earlier 



and earlier each year," Man- 
guno said. "This is the only 
time this could fall." 

Comeaux said the elections 
are early because the state 
needs the machines for the 
upcoming state elections. 
Absentee voting for the state 
elections are scheduled to 
start Sept. 22, with the pri- 
maries set for Oct. 4. 

Students can file to run for 
a student senate seat until 
Wednesday by picking up an 
application in Student Union 
Room 214.

NSU to upgrade net, phone wiring 

No residence halls targetted in speed, reliability upgrade

Northwestern State Univer- 
sity's Telecommunications De- 
partment is scheduled to begin 
wiring several campus build- 
ings for high speed Internet 
and network access on Oct. 1. 

The project, which will put 
fiber optic cables in the 
Health and RE. Majors Build- 
ing, Nesom Natatorium, the 
Creative and Performing Arts 
Buildings, Bienvenu Hall, 
and Fournet Hall, will pro- 
vide gigabit Internet access 
and more reliable telephone 
services. 

Telecommunications Coor- 
dinator Tracy Brown said the 
updated systems should be 



running by the fall of 2004. 

The buildings set to receive 
the upgrade were selected 
because their network systems 
are the most outdated and in 
need of repair. 

The Physical Plant has 
secured $500,000 through the 
state's capital outlay project 
and hopes to receive $392,000 
more to fund the project. 

Any remaining funds will 
then be set aside for a future 
wireless network for the cam- 
pus. 

Brown said that the wireless 
network might eventually 
cover the entire campus, but a 
timeframe has not yet been 
established for beginning 
work on it. 

NSU's Leesville campus has 
been outfitted for campus- 



How wireless would work 

Students would be able to insert a credit card-sized 
accessory into their computers — namely mobile 
computers like laptops. On a properly- 
configured computer, the card would be 
able to send and receive 
information over the University 
network without cables.

Housing 
at work 
despite 
audit

The University's depart- 
ment of residential life has 
continued to operate 
despite the empty chair of 
its coordinator. 

Sheila Gentry, the newly 
appointed assistant coordi- 
nator of residential life, 
began working in her posi- 
tion Aug. 18. In addition to 
her own duties, she is also 
handling the responsibili- 
ties of Woody Blair, the 
coordinator of residential 
life, who is on paid leave. 

Gentry said that she is 
responsible for managing 
residential life's student 
employees and budgets. 
She also handles mainte- 
nance concerns and works 
with the Physical Plant to 
correct major problems in 
the dorms. 

Gentry's previous posi- 
tion was coordinator of 
female residence halls, and 
she continues handling the 
duties of that position as 
well. 

The NSU News Bureau 
reported that Blair was 
placed on leave June 19 
when the University's inter- 
nal auditor began an inves- 
tigation of Blair's alleged 
violation of student em- 
ployment payroll proce- 
dures. 

No further information 
about the investigation's 
progress is currently avail- 
able. 

The last audit of a cam- 
pus institution was the state 
legislative auditor's inquiry 
into the University's Con- 
tinuing Education depart- 
ment. That audit resulted in 
the dismissal of department 
head Alvin Brossette and 
two other faculty members. 

Brossette was also placed 
on paid leave until the final 
audit report was released.

University receives fund^SC 
to complete endowments

Northwestern State University 
received matching funds to com- 
plete its first SI million endowed 
chair and two $100,000 endowed 
professorships at a ceremony 
held Tuesday in the Natchi- 
toches Room of Russell Hall. 

Louisiana Commissioner of 
Higher Education Joe Savoie 
presented the university with 
matching funds from the 
Louisiana Education Quality 
Support Fund for the Erbon W. 
and Marie Wise Endowed Chair 
in Journalism, the C. Creighton 
Owen Endowed Professorship in 
Nursing and the Hopper-Curry 
Endowed Professorship in Busi- 
ness. The LEQSF has grown from 
$540 million to $950 million 
since being created in the 1980's. 

"It is clear that Louisiana's 
future is tied to education," said 
Savoie. "The Louisiana Educa- 
tion Quality Support Fund is a 
Louisiana success story. It has 
created endowments equal to the 
amount of the original fund." 

Savoie said enrollment in the 
state's colleges and universities 
is at the highest level ever and is 
projected to remain stable this 
year. Louisiana has the fastest 
growing community college sys- 
tem in the country, he said. 
Savoie also pointed out that 
remedial education at colleges 
and universities has decreased,

retention and graduation rates 
have increased. The amount of 
research funding generated at 
Louisiana colleges and universi- 
ties has also increased. 

"More people are getting 
access to training and education 
which can change their lives for- 
ever," said Savoie. "The 
improvements are happening 
because colleges and universi- 
ties are focusing on the people 
they are serving." 

The Erbon W. and Marie Wise 
Endowed Chair in Journalism 
was created with a donation 
from Erbon and Marie Wise. The 
Owen Endowed Professorship 
was set up by a donation from 
the Claude "Buddy" Leach and 
C. Creighton Owen families. Ed 
Curry established the Hopper- 
Curry Endowed Professorship in 
Business. 

"These endowed chairs and 
professorships could not happen 
without donors who focus on the 
value of our work," said Savoie. 
"These people think beyond 
themselves. The endowments 
will help future generations and 
will help our colleges and uni- 
versities continue to make 
progress." 

Northwestern has also 
received a donation for an 
endowed chair in the College of 
Business and a pledge for an 
endowed chair for the College of 
Education. The university has 24 
endowed professorships.

The activity includes posting fly- 



ers or setting up information booths 
on the Northwestern campus. 

"The university has an obligation 
to know who is selling on campus," 
said Henry. "We want to make sure 
products and services are adver- 
tised and promoted that will have 
some benefit to our students." 

The system and university policy 
limits advertisements and notices to 
bulletin boards that are for general 
use only. Any flyers placed on trees, 
walls, doors, windows or vehicle 
windows will be removed. 

"Flyers that are improperly 



placed on walls do damage to the 
walls by removing paint," said 
Henry. "Having flyers all over cam- 
pus creates a great deal of clutter 
and actually makes it more difficult 
for people to get their message out." 

Henry says those wishing to 
advertise on campus can fill out an 
authorization form which is avail- 
able in Room 214 of the Friedman 
Student Union. University officials 
will be available to explain the poli- 
cy and answer any questions.

The fall of the Argus 



One of the best submissions for 
the 2002-2003 Argus was left on the 
editing room floor because Editor 
Glenn A. Ward Jr. bent over for the 
administration. 

The Argus is a piece of art that 
sings of the creativity of Ward and 
Asst. Editor Jessica Troske. Howev- 
er, one of the most powerful sub- 
missions, "Golden Gate Bridge," 
was not included because it con- 
tained "offensive language." 

Ward championed himself a rev- 
olutionary, one who would serve 
the interests of the students and not 
the whims of the administration. I 
am sad to report that he failed the 
students this past year. Ward pulled 
the poem written by Andrew 
Patrick David because it was sexu- 
ally graphic and used "racially 
insensitive" language. 

"Golden Gate Bridge" is a cas- 
cade of brilliant imagery that 
depicts the raping of a young man 
as he attempts to gaze upon the 
Golden Gate Bridge. Like the 
detestable act of rape, the poem 
makes most readers uncomfortable 
— that is the point. One should not 
get a warm and fuzzy feeling when 
reading about someone being 
physically and psychologically 
raped.

Julie Kane advised the Argus and 
told Ward that she would not per- 
mit her name to be associated with 
the Argus if the poem ran. She may 
object and perhaps be allowed to 
run a short editorial on the facing 
page saying that she did not 
approve of the poem, but it is not 
her place to make editorial deci- 
sions for the Argus. In effect, she 
blackmailed Ward into removing 
the piece. 

Kane was being reviewed for a 
tenured position in the English 
department when she advised the 
Argus. I charge that she pressured 
Ward into removing the poem 
because the administration, includ- 
ing President Randall Webb, pres- 
sured her. Kane, consequently, 
earned tenure this fall. 

In her classes, Kane advocates 
reading works by the well-known 
poet Allen Ginsberg. She said that 
Ginsberg is a great writer, in part, 
because he does not use offensive 
language. However, in Ginsberg's 



second most famous poem "Amer- 
ica" he does use "nigger." Of the 
thousands of poets available, Kane 
advocated Ginsberg, who used 
some of the same language that she 
professed to disdain. 

But Kane is not the audience of 
the Argus — the students are. You 
and I paid for the printing of the 
Argus and the scholarships for 
Ward and his staff. The staff is 
responsible to the students, not the 
adviser or the administration. 

To this end Ward sought council 
from members of the Student Gov- 
ernment Association, National 
Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People, African Ameri- 
can Caucus, National Association 
of Black Journalists, and various 
other students asking if it would be 
appropriate to publish the poem. 

After consulting with these 
groups and dozens of faculty mem- 
bers within the journalism and 
English departments, Ward wrote 
in the finished Argus that he pulled 
the poem because he felt that the 
"...poem's sexually graphic and 
racially insensitive use of language 
overshadows the piece's meaning 
and does not allow civil discussion 
of the ideas the poem expresses." 

Ward succumbed to the pres- 



sures of his adviser, English ai 
journalism professors, and sped 
interest groups like the NAAC 
and AAC. The revolution was ova 
and the losers were the students^ 
NSU themselves. You did not gett 
read "Golden Gate Bridge" and b 
to understand the message. Othe 
decided that you were not matui 
enough to read something conn 
versial and get something out of if 
People like this ban Of Mice m 
Men, Nigger, Mein Kampf, The Am 
chist Cookbook, Catch-22, and To K 
A Mockingbird — and these are juf 
a few of the books that other peopi. 
have determined the public wi 
not mature enough to read. Eac 
book has lessons on life, some a 
how to live and others on how in 
to live.

Censorship vs. Editing 



To many people who know 
Andrew David, Glenn Ward's deci- 
sion as editor of Argus to not run 
Andrew's "Golden Gate Bridge" 
was a surprise. I remember Glenn 
asking me to read "Golden Gate" — 
a harsh, chaotic crush of explicit 
sexual violence and a dense list of 
racial slurs. 

It did, however, look like a draft 
with promise; through the near- 
jumble of its structure and between 
the shock-words, the emotion 
slipped through. It was clearly 
angry, but I could see a sort of inner 
pain, the harsh suffering and confu- 
sion Andrew wanted to convey. 

But then I stepped back and 
looked at the poem from another 
perspective, one that doesn't know 
Andrew. I looked at it as a student 
who just picked up a copy of the 
Argus off the shelf and read it. 

That's when I saw the poem's 
weakness — without knowing who 
Andrew is, and without having 
read anything else by him, the read- 
er would be hard-pressed to see 
past the sheer amount of shock 
built into the poem. Unlike Allen 
Ginsberg, whose obscenity was 
sparingly and powerfully used, 
"Golden Gate Bridge" was flooded, 
saturated with it.

The Argus was indeed made for 
you and for me, the students of 
NSU. Thafs why I'm glad Glenn 
decided to ask students for their 
opinion. I don't entirely know why 
he went out and started bringing 
the poem to students — maybe it 
was to pull together student sup- 
port for the poem. Maybe Julie 
Kane asked him to, or advised him 
to. If she said she didn't want to be 
associated with the Argus if it ran, it 
was soil Glenn's decision to make. 
The Argus could run without men- 
tion of its adviser. 

But the bottom line was, Glenn 
Ward did what any editor should 
do, and what any good editor wants 
to do — he sought his audience's 
opinion. He wanted to know what 
they wanted. 

Glenn didn't just go to a few stu- 
dent organizations. He approached 
classmates and engaged them in 
debate. He spoke to members of 
other student media, to faculty and 
staff. He spoke to experts in student 



media law. He spoke to past Argus 
editors. He did nearly everything 
short of handing out copies of the 
poem with a survey attached. 

I do know that Glenn pressured 
himself more than anyone could. 
The Argus was on shaky enough 
ground as it was — the previous 
issue, helmed by Shane Erath, had 
come out and was widely viewed as 
a huge disappointment. It even 
warranted a spread in the Potpourri 
yearbook showing it next to Sabrina 
Key's Argus from a couple years 
back, with "Good Design" under 
Sabrina's and "Bad Design" under 
the Shane's. A petition campaign to 
get rid of the Argus failed not 
because of student support for the 
Argus, but because most students 
didn't know what it was, having 
not seen one in nearly two years. 

And then along came "Golden 
Gate Bridge." Along came a catalyst 
that made Glenn go out and find 
out exactly what his audience cared 
about, not out of fear of upsetting 
Julie Kane, but out of fear that stu- 
dents — the audience — would 
start nailing the Argus' already-pre- 
pared coffin shut themselves. 

The feedback Glenn received did- 
n't bring about any change what 
Andrew wrote. The poem would

Coffee Calls: 

Natchitoches 
welcomes 
java franchise

On August 27, the City of 
Natchitoches held a ribbon cut- 
ting ceremony for a new coffee 
house. 

PJ's Coffee and Tea Company 
officially opened on May 9. PJ's is 
the first franchise coffee shop to 
enter Natchitoches since the for- 
mer Albertson's Starbucks. 

"There were about forty to fifty 
people at the ceremony including 
the mayor and (University Presi- 
dent) Dr. (Randall) Webb," the 
PJ's owner, Michael Moulton said. 

"It was a really great turn out, 
and it felt great to have the sup- 
port from the community," Moul- 
ton said. 

Moulton, a professor in NSU's 
health and human performance 
department, and his wife Patrice, 
are partners in the coffee shop 
business. Moulton said not only 
did they want to give back to the 
community of Natchitoches, but 
they also wanted to invest in the 
business to pay for their son's col- 
lege education. 

"We have been going to PJ's 
ever since the late 80's," Moulton 
said. "So, we wanted to bring 
something to Natchitoches that 
the people could appreciate as 
much as we do." 

Moulton said that he has a won- 
derful group of employees that 
consists of one manager, Janice 
Fuller, and ten crew workers, all 
of whom attend NSU. 

"I do everything to help run the 
business from hiring to schedul- 
ing," Fuller said. 

Fuller said she is working on 
promoting the coffee shop 
through the working crew. Each 
employee receives coupons with a 
personal number on it and the 
employee with the most 
redeemed coupons receives a 
prize. 

"We have a different special 
every week for everyone includ- 
ing, teachers, doctors, and ele- 
mentary school kids, but our main 
goal is to let the community know 
we are out there," Fuller said. "I 
enjoy working with the employ- 
ees and it is a very comfortable 
atmosphere. It is very important 
that the employees know the 
product and be able to not only 
give quality service, but to edu- 
cate the customer as well." 

Among the ten employees that 
Fuller works with are Amanda 
Owens, a senior graphic commu- 
nications major and Adam 



Hebert, a senior health and exer- 
cise science major. Owens said 
that each employee went through 
a week of training to memorize all 
the recipes for the beverages, sal- 
ads, and sandwiches. 

"Our biggest rush is during the 
evening when the students from 
the University and LSMSA stu- 
dents come to study or relax," 
Owens said. 

"You get to know the regular 
customers well," Hebert said. 
"There is one particular lady that 
comes in the morning to order a 
sesame seed bagel and each time I 
before she orders it." 

Owens said that groups, such as 
the SGA executive board, come to 
have meetings. PJ's had done 
everything from catering to baby 
showers, and is looking to pro- 
mote amateur productions, 
including student poetry and art 
work, in the future. 

"My favorite thing from PJ's is 
the traditional coffee regular 
brew," said Rick Dressel, a gradu- 
ate student in clinical psychology. 
"I normally go through the drive- 
thru in the morning for my first 
cup and then a second cup at 
night." 

"The owners and manager have 
done an excellent of making the 
atmosphere feel relaxed in your 
coffee,. .experience," Owens said.

Nationally-ranked Alexander, Rodeo Team ready to compete

About 10 minutes south of 
campus, there is a small clus- 
ter of house trailers sur- 
rounded by green pastures 
and dozens of grazing horses. 
On the left side of the gravel 
drive a tin building sur- 
rounds horse stalls and a dirt 
arena. There, some members 
of the NSU Rodeo Team live a 
minute's walk from the hors- 
es they work with daily. 

Jehnna Alexander is one of 
those members, and her 
horse, Quincy, is one of those 
horses. 

Alexander is a sophomore 
nursing major from 
Stonewall, Louisiana and has 
competed in rodeos since she 
was nine years old. The years 
of practice and riding paid off 
on the collegiate level this 
past year when Alexander 
earned the opportunity to 
compete regionally in barrel 
racing. 

Alexander was nationally 
ranked in the National Inter- 
collegiate Rodeo Association 
throughout the year. 



"You have 10 rodeos per 
year, and the top 11 go to 
Nationals," she said about 
the competitors. 

Alexander finished two 
places shy of 11th in the 
regional competition, which 
would have propelled her 
and her horse to the next 
level. 

Alexander did win the 
Texas A&M Rodeo last year. 
The competition was Texas- 
sized, and succ ->.s was 
earned through hours of 
training. 

"I won a belt buckle and 
about $600," Alexander said. 
"It was pretty cool as a fresh- 
man. Not a lot of freshmen 
place at rodeos. Not a lot go 
to regionals." 

Alexander's family has 
been very supportive of her 
interest in rodeo competi- 
tions. The financial responsi- 
bilities associated with taking 
care of a horse can be daunt- 
ing without assistance. Her 
parents, in particular, have 
helped her a lot. 

"They pay for me to live 
out here. They pay for my 
stall rent here," Alexander 
said. "They pay my diesel, 



entry fees, feed... vet bills." 

Members of the Rodeo 
team do not have to live by 
the horses, but Alexander 
said it helps. 

Alexander feeds and exer- 
cises her horses' everyday. 
The practice might consist of 
a barrel race run, or weaving 
in and out of poles set up in 
the arena. 

"I sometimes just run them 
in the pasture," Alexander 
said. 

As for Alexander's physi- 
cal training, she does not 
work out to prepare for the 
competitions. She goes 
through the routine of a race 
with her horse, and the only 
physical demands are being 
mentally alert and holding 
on. 

Before a race begins, as 
Alexander sits on her horse 
waiting just outside the arena 
gate, she goes through a men- 
tal exercise to make sure she 
is ready. 

"It's funny. This is what my 
mom makes me do. I visual- 
ize my run," Alexander said. 
Her mom played basketball 
in high school and would 
visualize making a shot. 



Alexander does the same. 

"I kind of sit there and pic- 
ture it in my head. I pray 
right before. I pray right 
before I drive now too." 

Last May, Alexander was 
driving back from a competi- 
tion in Marshall, Texas when 
a drunk driver slammed into 
the horse trailer she was 
hauling. 

"Quincy was banged up 
but not seriously injured," 
Alexander said. The trailer, 
however, was totaled. 

"My grandpa just bought 
me my new trailer," Alexan- 
der said. "My grandma 
bought the stuff to decorate 
it." That is another example 
of her family's support. 

"I've fallen a couple of 
times. I've broken bones 
falling off a horse," Alexan- 
der said. Now her rodeoing 
fears are related to driving 
and not riding horses. 

Alexander said barrel rac- 
ing in rodeos has been per- 
sonally rewarding because it 
is an individual accomplish- 
ment. 

"I was the only one out 
there on the horse doing it," 
Alexander said. Through the 



years barrel racing remained 
the same solitary event for 
her, but the organizations she 
was a part of were all differ- 
ent. 

Alexander has been a part 
of Pinewoods Youth Rodeo 
Association and Louisiana 
Rodeo Cowboys Association. 
The rodeo team at NSU is 
small in comparison. 

"We're kind of close knit," 
Alexander said. "Here we 
travel together. We pretty 
much all get along." 

There are about six people 
competing on the rodeo 
team. When NSU had an 
agriculture program back in 
the 1970s, the team was much 
more popular. 

"NSU used to be the school 
to come to rodeo," Alexander 
said. When the Agriculture 
program left so did the Ag. 
majors, who mostly made up 
the rodeo team. 

The rodeo team is prepar- 
ing for an upcoming rodeo in 
Mt. Pleasant, Texas, in which 
Alexander will barrel race. 
The Northeast Texas Com- 
munity College Rodeo is the 
first of 10 rodeos the team 
will compete in this year. 



Football cruises past Jackson State

From the moment they ran 
onto the field in front of 
12,320 fans at Turpin Stadium 
to begin the 2003 season, the 
Demons and the revamped 
Purple Swarm defense were 
in complete control. Featur- 
ing a bruising ground game 
and a defense that turned in 
one of the most dominating 
performances in recent mem- 
ory, the Demons toppled vis- 
iting Jackson State, 23 - 7. 

The Northwestern State 
defense was definitely the 
story Saturday night in 
Natchitoches. With 8 new 
starters taking the field and 
facing a Jackson State offense 
that put up nearly 500 yards 
per game in 2002, the young, 
fast Demon squad frustrated 
the Tigers all night, limiting 
their opponents high-pow- 
ered attack to just 165 yards 
of total offense. 

The final score and even 
the statistics do not paint a 
true picture of just how well 
the defense played. Head 
Coach Scott Stoker and the 
NSU coaching staff used 
numerous variations of the 4- 
2-5 scheme, blitzing lineback- 
ers, corners, and safeties. 
Jackson State was unable to 
penetrate beyond the Demon 
49 yard line until just over a 



minute left in the 4th quarter 
when the Tigers avoided a 
shut out by scoring with only 
10.7 seconds remaining to 
play. 

The Northwestern State 
special teams and ball con- 
trol-style offense looked 
potent throughout the game. 
The running game, once 
again spear-headed by tail- 
backs Derrick Johnese and 
Shelton Sampson, racked up 
225 yards, with Johnese con- 
tributing 112 yards on just 12 
carries. Wide receiver/ kick 
and punt returner Toby 
Ziegler added 150 yards on 
seven punts and one kickoff 
return. The kicking game 
was also solid with Tommy 
Hebert going 3-3 in field goal 
attempts and punter Chris 
Stegall pinning JSU inside the 
20-yard line twice. 

Quarterback Davon Vinson 
finished 10-22 with 79 yards 
passing and 31 yards rushing 
played the whole game. 
Quarterback Ryan Ashley sat 
the game out due to a minor 
shoulder injury. The passing 
game was one of the few 
weaknesses that was spotted 
in the opener, but Vinson 
does not deserve the blame. 
The Demon receiving corps, 
which features two freshmen 
in the absence of injured 
Prentis West, looked to suffer 
from a case of opening night 
jitters.

New tape calls on Islamic 
extremists to 'bury' U.S. troops 

WASHINGTON (KRT Campus) - Arabic-language satel- 
lite TV channel Al Jazeera broadcast a new videotape of 
Osama bin Laden along with an audiotape, apparently 
from his top aide, exhorting Islamic extremists to 
"pounce" on U.S. troops and "bury them in Iraq's grave- 
yard." 

Al Jazeera, which is based in the Persian Gulf nation of 
Qatar, aired the tape on Wednesday, the eve of the sec- 
ond anniversary of the terrorist attacks in New York and 
Washington. Some U.S. officials feared that the record- 
ings might be a signal to al-Qaida terrorists to proceed 
with strikes that would coincide with the anniversary.

Sauce columns inaccurate, misrepresentative

Two columns printed in the 
Sept. 4 issue of the Current 
Sauce contained serious inac- 
curacies and grossly misrep- 
resented the roles, responsi- 
bilities and knowledge of sev- 
eral NSU faculty members. 

The columns, written by 
Sauce advertising sales repre- 
sentative Edward L. Bou- 
dreaux HI and Sauce editor in 
chief Garrett Guillotte, dis- 
cussed the decision to remove 
a poem written by Andrew 
David from the 2003 Argus, a 
campus literature and art 
magazine, by that editon's 



editor, Glenn Ward. 

After hearing complaints 
from NSU faculty and stu- 
dents, and after investigating 
these complaints, the Current 
Sauce has learned: 

• Julie Kane, adviser for 
the Argus, was not up for 
tenure, nor did she earn 
tenure last year, as claimed 
in Boudreaux's column. The 
Sauce also does not have any 
proof supporting Boudr- 
eaux's implied connection be- 
tween the role and perform- 
ance of any organization's 
adviser and any administra- 



tive decision to award tenure 
to faculty. 

• Ward sought and re- 
ceived advice on the deci- 
sion from Kane, English De- 
partment Head Joesph 
"Rocky" Colavito, and sever- 
al members of the adminis- 
tration. Ward was responsible 
for making all editorial deci- 
sions for the Argus, and he 
decided to seek advice from 
these faculty members, who 
had no direct authority to 
remove Ward from the posi- 
tion or alter the content of the 
Argus themselves. 



• All claims that any 
member of the University's 
faculty or staff pressured 
Ward into making any deci- 
sion were unfounded. 

• Ward also sought and 
received advice from more 
student and off -campus org- 
anizations than were listed 
in both columns. 

• Boudreaux's column 
misrepresented Kane's kn- 
owledge of poet Allen Gin- 
sberg. Boudreaux's column 
made unsubstantiated claims 
that Kane gave inaccurate 
information in class. 



• Guillotte's claim that 
most students at NSU did 
not know of the Argus' exis- 
tence was unfounded. 

In addition to these inaccu- 
racies, the Sauce did not fully 
disclose the personal relation- 
ships between Boudreaux, 
David and Ward, including 
Boudreaux's work as a mem- 
ber of the Argus paid support 
staff and his previous resi- 
dence with Ward. Nor did the 
Sauce fully disclose the 
friendship between Guillotte 
and Ward, Guillotte's unaud- 
ited support work with the 
Argus and Guillotte's previ- 
ous work with Kane as part 
of a spring 2003 poetry class.

For students expecting 
refund checks from the 
University, one may already 
be on its way. 

Misti Chelette, director for 
the office of student financial 
aid, said that the initial refund 
checks for the fall semester 
were issued last Friday. 

"We check refunds every 
night until the bulk of finan- 
cial aid has come in," Chelette 
said. For the rest of the semes- 
ter, we check refunds on 
Tuesdays and Thursdays and 
issue checks as they come in." 

Chelette said that funds are 
credited to the student within 
a few days after NSU receives 
the money. If any student has 
any aid exceeding her out- 
standing balance, that money 
is then refunded to the stu- 
dents. 



Chelette offered many rea- 
sons as to why certain finan- 
cial aid can arrive later than 
originally expected. 

Chelette said that before a 
student's refund check can be 
delivered, the University must 
first allocate enough money to 
pay off that student's tuition 
and other fees. If a student 
receives more than one type of 
financial aid, then the first aid 
to arrive will be credited 
toward tuition, even if that 
first money is a loan. Any suc- 
ceeding money is applied to 
any remaining balance, and 
the rest is refunded to the stu- 
dent Chellette said. 

Because most financial aid 
is dependent on a student's 
enrollment in a prescribed 
number of hours, no money 
can be awarded or refunded 
until the deadline to resign 
from or add a class has 
passed. 

According to Louisiana 



Office of Student Financial 
Assistance policy, the Uni- 
versity cannot request money 
from the state for tuition until 
the 14th day of class. Payment 
is then made to the University 
from LOSFA within 10 days 
after the reception and pro- 
cessing of the information 
sent by the school. 

However, freshman and 
first time borrowers must wait 
30 days after school starts 
before the student's account 
can be updated-. Also, stu- 
dents who applied for a loan 
past the deadline can expect to 
receive their checks later in 
the semester. 

"If a student shows up at 
fee payment with their finan- 
cial aid application, it can take 
30 days to complete verifica- 
tion of financial aid informa- 
tion if the student is selected 
for verification. Then, we have 
three days to process loan pro- 
ceeds," Chelette said.

Absences kill another SGA meeting 

President, senate speaker, senator skip meeting for fraternity obligations

The Student Government 
Association met Monday but 
were one member short fo 
the number needed to do 
business and pass legislation. 

SGA President Greg Co- 
meaux and two voting mem- 
bers, Speaker of the Senate 
Zachary Pulliam and Senator 
Chad Black, were absent due 
to fraternity obligations. Sen- 
ator Kayla Brossett was 
absent for an unknown rea- 
son. 

Because these absences 
made up more than a third of 
the active SGA, this week's 
business was postponed 
until next week's meeting on 
Monday at 7 p.m. in the Cane 
River Room of the Student 
Union. 

Among the business that 



was postponed was approval 
of the SGA budget presented 
by SGA Treasurer Edward 
"Beau" Boudreaux III and a 
bill proposing that $400 be 
set aside for organizational 
grants. 

Despite these delays, the 
individual committees have 
been busy proposing new 
ideas for future legislation. 

At the Monday meeting 
the Academic Affairs 
Committee announced its 
three choices for distin- 
guished speaker: human 
cloning advocate Dr. Panos 
Zanos, and former presiden- 
tial candidates Ralph Nader 
and Alan Keyes. 

The Wellness Center Over- 
sight Committee held its first 
meeting Wednesday. This 
committee will be in charge 
of developing guidelines for 
the new Wellness Center that 
is set to open Fall 2004. 



The committee will be 
working with the new associ- 
ate director of student activi- 
ties for wellness recreational 
and intramural sports, Patric 
DuBois, to create these 
guidelines. 

"We will be reviewing poli- 
cies from different schools' 
Wellness Centers and even- 
tually develop our own," 
said Senator Keith Gates, the 
committee's chair. 

At a special SGA meeting 
on Sept. 4, Geoff Clegg, a 
graduate student of English, 
was appointed and sworn 
into the Senate. 

SGA Vice President Scott 
Manguno said that Clegg is 
the first graduate student to 
serve on the Senate in a long 
time. 

The SGA is also exploring 
options to provide daily 
national newspapers to stu- 
dents.

Blanco 
stomps 
at NSU

Louisiana Lt. Governor 
and gubernatorial candidate 
Kathleen Blanco visited 
NSU's campus Sept. 4 to 
address the College of 
Education faculty and staff 
and University administra- 
tion, and to meet students.

Campus elections for Student 
Government Association senators, 
Homecoming Honor Court, and 
Mr. and Miss NSU will be held 
Sept. 17-18 until 4:30 p.m. in the 
lobby of the Student Union. 

Director of Student Affairs Carl 



Henry said there are currently 
eight SGA Senators, and 15 more 
will be elected. Those 15 will be 
comprised of three senators from 
each class as well as three graduate 
students, said Henry. 

SGA President Greg Comeaux 
said that elections are one week 
earlier this year due to the 
Louisiana Gubernatorial Election. 
The voting machines used by NSU 
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will be needed for absentee voting 
starting Sept. 22 and for primaries 
on Oct. 4. 

The SGA Constitution's election 
code states that elections must be 
held within the first five weeks of 
school. Therefore, the elections 
had to be moved up rather than 
postponed, said Comeaux. 

Comeaux also said that last fall's 
voter turnout of about 700 was 
average, and that most publicity 
for the event comes from the stu- 
dents seeking office. He expects a 
similar turnout for this election. 

Comeaux also expressed his 
desire to build a strong and uni- 
fied senate. 

"A few years ago, the Senate was 
everyone working together. It was 
student government, not student 
politics, and that's what it's turned 
into," said Comeaux. "It needs to 
go back to, 'Let's stop arguing 
amongst ourselves and get stuff 
done.'"

NSU looks at privatized dorms

The University, with the assis- 
tance of hired consultants, will 
prepare a new plan for housing 
which may include private dorm 
management. 

Director of Student Services 
Frances Conine said that the 
University will be signing a con- 
tract with Anderson Strickler, a 
consulting company in Wash- 
ington DC. 

"They are helping us prepare a 
long term plan for housing for the 
Natchitoches campus of North- 
western State University that will 
determine what our needs are," 
Conine said. 

Conine said she expects that 
part of the plan will be a proposal 
to request that private vendors 
come on campus and build new 
housing. 

"However, will we bring in a 
company to help us manage the 
existing residence halls? This is 
one of the many questions we will 
be asking," Conine said. 

The development of the housing 

plan will include market research, 

■ . , 



student surveys, and committee 
meetings of faculty, staff, students 
and community members. 

"We want to find out what stu- 
dents want, what kind of new con- 
struction we might need, what we 
might need to take out, how we 
would finance it, and how we 
would manage it," Conine said. 

NSU currently cooperates with 
several private companies that 
provide student services including 
the bookstore, food service, custo- 
dial services, and housing in the 
University Columns. 

"We've had really good experi- 
ences with our partners. The 
University and students benefit 
greatly from our private con- 



tracts," Conine said. "They tend to 
be experts on what students really 
like, and the University benefits 
from their market research." 

Conine said that another benefit 
of private services is that large cor- 
porations tend to get things done 
much quicker than state organiza- 
tions, because there is less paper- 
work and fewer procedures. 
However, she strongly empha- 
sized that all private services are 
still bound strictly by state regula- 
tions. 

Anderson Strickler has devel- 
oped housing plans for a large 
number of universities in the 
country including LSU and 
Tulane.

On Friday morning, the day 
after our first issue of the semester 
hit the racks across campus, I 
posted an open letter onto many 
of our distribution points and sev- 
eral buildings' bulletin boards. 

The first portion of the letter 
addressed just part of the issues 
that make up the topmost part of 
this week's front page: what was 
wrong in the opinion columns 
written by myself and by Edward 
L. "Beau" Boudreaux HI. 

The rest of letter read as fol- 
lows: 

"These actions and inactions 
represent a betrayal to you, our 
readers, of a scale that I have not 
seen in my three years of work 
with this newspaper. I personally 
apologize, on behalf of and also to 
the Sauce's staff, and will apologize 
in person to anyone who requests 
it. My contact information is listed 
below. 

In addition, the Sauce: 

• will form and implement an 
Editorial Board, consisting of the 
editor, managing editor, section 
editors, copy editor, photo editor 
and business manager, for the 
review of all columns, editorials 
and letters to the editor, 

• will devote the Opinions page 
of (this) week's issue not to a dis- 
cussion of Sept. 11 as previously 
planned, but to responses from 
students, staff members and facul- 
ty - . 

• will not publish or archive Mr. 
Boudreaux's column on the 
Current 'Sdiice's Web site, 

• will not print another column 
submitted by Mr. Boudreaux 
unless it is first thoroughly 
reviewed by the Editorial Board 
over a period of no less than two 
weeks, 

• will not print another column 
submitted by any student or facul- 
ty member unless it is first thor- 
oughly reviewed by the Editorial 
Board over a period of no less than 
one week. 

Again, I apologize to all readers 
of the Sauce. This terrible lapse of 
judgement, betrayal of trust and 
complete breakdown of communi- 
cation represent everything I 
wanted to avoid this year, and the 
damage to the Sauce's reputation 
that Mr. Boudreaux has caused, 
and that I have caused for allow- 
ing Mr. Boudreaux's column to be 
printed, may never be fully 
repaired." 

Since then, the Sauce editorial 
board has met and established a 



policy of review for submitted 
columns and collaborative work 
for writing future topical editori- 
als. The forum discussion on terror 
and Sept. 11, 2001, will be in next 
week's paper; the Sauce received 
only one e-mail that referred to the 
questionable columns at all, on 
Friday, from a professor who said 
he enjoyed seeing the debate. 

When I met with University 
President Randall Webb on 
Monday, he said he hadn't even 
read the column. When he did, he 
wasn't too surprised at its busi- 
ness-as-usual content. 

Why not? Because this is the 
Current Sauce. Because our audi- 
ence — the students, faculty and 
staff of NSU, and the Natchitoches 
community — is accustomed to 
seeing columns that lashed out, 
often with little or no support or 
reason in our arguments, at peo- 
ple, situations, events or organiza- 
tions on our Opinions page. 

I cannot apologize enough for 
allowing this to happen, on my 
watch as editor, on the first issue of 
a tenure that I had hoped would 
reach out to faculty and students in 
new ways. The only thing more 
damning to me as editor than the 
damage my actions have done to 
the Sauce's credibility is the realiza- 
tion of just how little credibility 
and respect this 90-year-old stu- 
dent newspaper has left with so 
many valuable members of the 
community if s supposed to serve. 

But most of all, I cannot apolo- 
gize enough to Julie Kane, to the 
Argus staff of last year, and to the 
Argus staff of this year. Dr. Kane is 
one of the most talented people I 
have ever had the immeasurable 
honor of "working with and study- 
ing under, and the Argus is a treas- 
ure to the University with a value 
that could never be overestimated. 
I have tried to help the Argus grow, 
volunteering small bits of my time 
and knowledge to it over the last 
two years. But the ignorance, care- 
lessness and insensitivity of just a 
couple hours' folly has wiped 
away any good I had ever done 
the Argus, and gave that jewel of a 
creative student outlet a tremen- 
dously undeserved and wretched 
introduction to the new members 
of the NSU student community. 

All I can do, and all the staff of 
the Sauce can do, is try to rebuild 
the trust of our community by 
doing the best jobs we can as mere 
students of the journalistic craft. To 
Dr. Kane, English department 
head Dr. "Rocky" Colavito, and all 
Argus staff this year and last, 
please accept my apology and the 
responsibility I take for my actions. 
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Our answer is the world's hope; it is to rely on youth. The 

cruelties and obstacles of this swiftly changing planet will not yield to 
obsolete dogmas and outworn slogans. It cannot be moved by those who 
cling to a present which is already dying, who prefer the illusion of 
security to the excitement of danger.

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Emotions of 9/11 should not be forgotten

Sept. 11, 2001, is burned into 
my memory. I didn't directly 
know anybody who died in the 
tragedy, but I knew people 
who knew victims. And I, like 
so many others, was emotion- 
ally affected. 

Today marks the two-year 
anniversary. But to be honest, I 
had completely forgotten about 
the anniversary. 

And that's part of the prob- 
lem. 

It seems the importance of 
Sept. 11 and its place in our 
recent history is waning. It's 
not completely forgotten, of 
course, but considering the 
enormity of the tragedy, the 
heartbreak has been pushed to 
the back of our collective mem- 
ory. 

I have been in classes where 
basic facts about 9-11, such as 
the number of people who 
died, have been forgotten. I 
have walked around Seattle 
and heard people mispro- 
nounce al-Qaida. I recently 
asked someone what anniver- 
sary takes place this week, and 
that person did not know. 

To be exact, 3,016 people 
died in the attacks at the World 
Trade Center and the Pentagon 
and aboard an airliner that 
crashed in Pennsylvania. 

How can people forget this 
number? How can we forget 
this anniversary? As a society, 
we've begun to forget, and it's 
an utter shame. 

A few days after 9-11, 1 was 
driving across an overpass 
with a friend when we saw 
that someone had draped a flag 
over the side for people to see 
from the freeway. 

Unfortunately, the wind had 
caught the flag and wrapped it 
up around the pole. We could- 
n't just drive by with it 
wrapped like that, so we 
stopped and straightened it. 

Such a simple act, yet such a 
patriotic and proud moment of 
my life. It was something I 
could actually do. There are 
thousands of these stories 
across the country and each 
conveys the strong emotion of 
that day and days to follow. 

But we are forgetting about 
them. 

Our schools, churches and 
community groups must teach 
about 9-11 in-depth — the emo- 
tion, the immensity and the 
importance of that day. 

On this second anniversary, 
nobody will forget 9-11. But it's 
not this day I'm worried about; 
it is the cold day in January or 
the lazy day in July. America's 
most important event since 
Pearl Harbor must not be for- 
gotten. On any day.

Afghanistan, Iraq and other 
parts of the world. 

Those horrible attacks left 
tears, blood, and scars on 
American soil everywhere, 
from New York and 
Washington to Natchitoches

Three missed field goals haunt OT loss to Tulane

Despite excellent play 
from the Demon defense 
and offense, the field goal 
units settled the game 
between NSU and Tulane 
Saturday night in the Big 
Easy. 

Three missed field goals 
doomed the Demons, espe- 
cially the field goal Josh 
Storrs missed with 7 sec- 
onds left to go in the game, 
helping Tulane get the win 
in overtime 27-24. 

Earlier in the game, kicker 
Tommy Hebert missed two 
field goals, one from 39 
yards and one from 37 
yards. 

"Anytime you lose a foot- 
ball game it doesn't feel 
good," Demon Head Coach 
Scott Stoker said. "I thought 
we played good enough to 
win the football game, but 
just one of those deals 
where it was not meant to 
be." 

The Demons tied the 
Green Wave late in the 



fourth quarter. The Purple 
Swarm defense stopped a 
late Tulane drive when safe- 
ty Neil Ponstein put a 
vicious hit on Tulane wide 
receiver Chris Bush, halting 
Tulane' s momentum and 
forcing them to punt two 
plays later. 

"Luckily I got a good read 
on him and it felt good," 
Ponstein said, "He came 
across the middle, and I had 
good timing, and got him 
good." 

This set up quarterback 
Davon Vinson's final drive 
down the field. The Demons 
moved the ball to midfield 
when Vinson hit wide 
receiver Toby Ziegler for a 

22- yard pass play to set 
NSU up in field goal range. 
NSU killed the clock with 7 
seconds left, but a bad snap 
caused Storrs' kick to fall 
short. 

In overtime, NSU took 
posession first but had to 
settle for a field goal to take 
the lead 24-21. Tulane took 
the ball in overtime and, in 
two short plays, scored on a 

23- yard touchdown pass

from Tulane quarterback J. P. 
Losman to running back 
Mewelde Moore, giving the 
Green Wave its victory. 

This was the Demons' sec- 
ond overtime game in 



school history. The other 
overtime game was against 
another Conference USA 
opponent. The Demons beat 
TCU 27-24 two seasons ago. 
The Demons outgained 



the Green Wave in total 
yards 490 to 436. Penalties 
were numerous during the 
game, stopping the Demon 
offense on several drives. 
NSU finished the night with 
12 penalties for 86 yards 
while Tulane had 10 penal- 
ties for 104 yards. 

"We opened up a little bit 
more, we played better 
offensively, but penalties 
hurt us bad in the first half 
of the game," Stoker said. 

"We were a whole lot bet- 
ter on offense this week, we 
got running receivers and 
they came up and made big 
plays tonight," Vinson said. 

The Purple Swarm de- 
fense held strong all night 
against Losman and the 
potent Tulane offense. 
Senior safety Eric Louis led 
all Demons with 14 tackles, 
two broken up passes, a 
sack, and a forced fumble. 

NSU dropped a single 
spot to No. 19 in the Sports 
Network/ CSTV I- A A Top 
25 rankings while moving 
up four spots to No. 19 in 
the ESPN /USA TODAY 
Division I-AA Top 25 poll. 



Demon fanatics increase attendance

After an opening week- 
end home crowd that one 
radio broadcaster referred to 
as "disappointing", research 
found out that 

Northwestern State ranks 
high in fan attendance in the 
Southland Conference. 
The results found showed 
NSU ranking number 2 in 
most sports except soccer, 
which is expected to grow 
when lights are added to the 
soccer field. 

The football and women's 
basketball programs were 
especially well supported 
during the 2002-2003 school 
year. Both programs ranked 
second in the conference for 
home attendance, and the 
football team ranked 24th 
nationally among Division I- 
AA schools. What makes 
this finding even more sig- 
nificant is the fact that this 
year's home opener drew 
nearly 4,000 more fans than 
last year's. 

This is indicative of the 
overall trend spanning the 
last few years, said Sports 
Information Director Doug 
Ireland. Northwestern ath- 
letics have seen "a positive

trend across the board" in 
terms of attendance, Ireland 
said. He points to a commu- 
nity atmosphere at NSU that 
stretches beyond athletics. 
Ireland said the band, spirit 
groups, and other student 
organizations are a primary 
reason for the high atten- 
dance. It is the atmosphere 



as well as Natchitoches itself 
that draws many fans from 
surrounding towns to sport- 
ing events. The administra- 
tion capitalizes on this inter- 
est by offering tickets at a 
reduced rate to fans from 
different parishes every 
week during football sea- 
son, Ireland said. 



However, it was not just 
the football and women's 
basketball teams that 
enjoyed large crowds. 
Every team researched (foot- 
ball, men's and women's 
basketball, baseball, softball 
and soccer) ranked at or 
above the conference aver- 
age for attendance at home 



games, with one glaring 
exception. The women's 
soccer team, which has con- 
tinually been one of 
Northwestern's most suc- 
cessful programs, played in 
front of smaller crowds than 
any other team in the 
Southland Conference. At 
first glance, this may be dif- 
ficult to understand, but 
upon a deeper look, the rea- 
sons become clearer. 

Soccer, the world's most 
popular sport, is only a 
recent addition to the sports 
scene here in Northwestern 
Louisiana-. Interest in soccer 
is on the rise because of local 
youth programs and high 
school teams in the area. 
The biggest reason for the 
small crowds is probably the 
lack of lighting. This forces 
NSU to play all home games 
during the day, when 
would-be spectators are 
either in class or at work. 
Ireland said, all the needed 
funds have been raised and 
lights will be in place at the 
beginning of next season.

Growing pains 



With enrollment on the 
rise, what is the 
University doing 
to accommodate new 
students?

Julia Marshall, a sopho- 
more elementary education 
major, has to leave home 30 
minutes early after sending 
her five kids to school just to 
find a parking space in time 
to get to class. Marshall is one 
among many non-traditional 
students and commuters that 
faces this problem daily. 

Enrollment has reached an 
all-time high. Along with the 
growing number of people on 
campus comes more traffic, 
less parking, larger classes 
and less available on-campus 
housing. 

NSU President Randall 
Webb said NSU is doing and 
is preparing to do many 
things to accommodate the 
changes brought by the 
growth in student popula- 
tion. 

Of the many things that the 
rise in enrollment has affect- 
ed, many students notice a 
lack of convenient parking. 

Senior psychology major 
Byron Simoneaux said, "I 
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Students wait in line at Vic's in the Student Union. With enrollment increasing each year, students are finding that a broad range of campus 
services, from food services to parking, are becoming harder to access. 



really don't notice the 
increase of enrollment other 
than that there is no freakin' 
place to park." 

Webb said that the 
University has been working 
to solve the parking problems 
on campus. 

"We have added new park- 
ing lots on campus, as well as 
increased the number of park- 
ing spaces available in exist- 
ing lots," Webb said. 
"Students can help one ano- 
ther tremendously if students 



who live in 
dorms and

would walk to

That is just one good way to 
get one's body in shape, and 
it's just a courtesy to other 
students. 

Webb said, "What I'm try- 
ing to ensure is that people 
don't have to park at the coli-

NSU is also analyzing and 
reworking the schedule of 
classes to minimize the 
amount of people in classes 
and the amount of traffic at 
any given time. 
"We look at peak times and 



try to spread classes out so we 
make maximum use out of 
our classrooms and reduce 
the parking problems that 
students and faculty may 
have," Webb said. 

Students that live on cam- 
pus are expected to park in 
standard parking lots instead 
of in the grass and in com- 
muter or faculty zones. 

Students have also noticed 
the build up of traffic that cor- 
responds with the parking

Power disruption 
blacks out classes

A faulty power wire over- 
heated air conditioning units 
in Kyser Hall, prompting 
administrators to cut power 
to most academic buildings 
Friday morning. 

The decision was followed 
by an announcement cancel- 
ing many Natchitoches cam- 
pus classes for the day as 
workers investigated and 
repaired the problem. 

Smoke, apparently origi- 
nating from the Ora G. 
Williams Television Studio 



and Auditorium on Kyser's 
first floor around 9:15 a.m., 
started to spread into the 
floor's halls and classrooms 
at about mid-morning 
Friday. 

The building's fire alarms, 
which an email to faculty 
said were being tested 
around the same time, were 
disregarded by some faculty. 
Students in at least one class 
on Kyser's first floor were 
told to disregard the alarms 
as tests, only to smell smoke 
minutes later and be instruct- 
ed to leave the building.

NSU released the fall 2003 enroll- 
ment figures on Wednesday, which 
showed that the number of enrolled 
students has reached a record high 
of 10,505. 

Compared to the records for last 
year's fall 2002 semester, there are 
about 340 more students registered 
for classes this year. 

Some students and faculty mem- 
bers are questioning whether the 
University is trying to accommodate 
the large increase. 

Jennifer Brock, a junior anthropol- 
ogy major, feels that high enrollment 
numbers can be good and bad for 
the school. 
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"It is apparent that enrollment has 
increased, which is good for the 
school. But, it is not necessarily good 
for the students, as nothing has been 
to done to accommodate the grow- 
ing student population," Brock said. 



The past 10 fall semesters at NSU 
have had mostly increases in atten- 
dance, except for the years 1996, 
1997, and 1998. In fall of 1999, the 
enrollment numbers started to rise 
again, and that trend has since con- 



tinued. The largest increase took 
place in fall 2002, which had an 
additional 744 students compared to 
2001. 

Richard Tanous, an assistant pro- 
fessor of criminal justice, thinks that 
one reason there is an addition of so 
many people is the struggling econ- 
omy. 

"One of the major issues is the 
economy of the country. People 
realize that with the loss of jobs and 
different career objectives, they have 
to change their career pursuits. 
That's part of the reason some 
return to college. I think younger 
people are seeing their parents go 
through hard times, so they are get- 
ting a higher education for better 
quality of life," Tanous explained. 

Parking spaces, or the lack of 



them, are a major concern for stu- 
dents. It has remained a familiar 
problem not only for students, but 
also for faculty members who drive 
to school. The campus police play a 
central role in controlling the traffic 
conditions at NSU. Tanous has been 
disappointed with their efforts to 
deal with the accumulation of vehi- 
cles and people. 

"The traffic on campus has drasti- 
cally increased and I don't believe 
the University Police Department is 
taking on a community policing 
philosophy. This means they must 
be more proactive in dealing with 
the growing numbers at NSU, and 
with problem-solving issues of the 
past in direct relations with traffic 
parking. I think officer discretion 
needs to reflect a community polic- 



ing philosophy in dealing with I 
students and faculty," Tanous sail 

Robyn Selders, a senior journ 
ism major, works as a computer 
assistant in the library and fet

Tremain Jones, a junior broadcast 
journalism major, said, "There are 
way too many people on campus 
and in traffic. Traffic is like, you get 
no where fast. If s like a parade. I 
feel like I should be throwing candy 
out the window most of the time." 

Webb said he hopes spreading 
out class times will help relieve 
many of the traffic problems on 
campus. 

Housing crowding 

The University is also planning to 
increase housing availability and 
improve existing dorms. 

Director of University Recruiting 
Jana Lucky said that if students 
apply for financial aid and housing 
in a timely manner, rather than 
waiting until the beginning weeks 
of the semester, many of the prob- 
lems will diminish. 

"The main thing we are experi- 
encing is as Northwestern contin- 
ues to grow, there will be growing 
pains along the way," Lucky said. 
"Students are having to make earli- 
er decisions." 



Webb said, "We are exploring the 
feasibility of building additional 
suites or semi-suites as well as look- 
ing at how we can upgrade existing 
student residence halls." 

Until these facilities become 
available, Webb encourages stu- 
dents to note the amount of quality 
off -campus housing that is offered. 

Services take a hit 

Many student services have also 
been affected by the increasing 
enrollment. 

Jones, who has been attending 
NSU since 1998, said, "When I first 
got here, it would take 20 minutes 
to an hour to get through fee pay- 
ment. Now, I'm lucky if I'm out in 
three hours if I go on the first day. 
People used to have time to tell you 
what you needed to get your class- 
es together and to go through finan- 
cial aid. Now it's like, 'Now serving 
number 402'." 

Webb said that students with this 
problem should consider using 
myNSU online. This service allows 
students to access almost every 
aspect of their college career. 



"On the Web site, we ask students 
to tell us how we can make it better. 
They are roughly half through with 
that portal and it will be extremely 
helpful in student services when it 
is completed," Webb said. 

He said that one of the helpful 
tools that is being added to the Web 
site is a calculator that will help stu- 
dents know how many hours and 
what grades are needed to take to 
maintain or heighten their GPA 
before graduation.

"People have been coming 
steadily throughout the day, and 
last year they definitely came in 
spurts," Miller said. "Last year, 
nobody voted until 10, but we had 
students voting at 8:15 this morn- 
ing." 

When the polls closed yesterday 
afternoon, a total of 370 students 
had voted. 

"It was a good turnout, today. 
We've been busy all day," Henry 
said. 

Henry said that the total aver- 
age student turnout of a fall elec- 
tion is between 600 and 900 stu- 
dents. 

"Judging from today, the 
turnout will probably be over 700 
students," Henry said. 

Miller said the polls were the 
busiest at noon, and the lines

An e-mail from Roy Vallery of 
e NSU Physical Plant said a 
,800 volt power cable under a 
f studenljienvenu Hall parking lot failed. 
10 are beflie cable's failure blew a fuse on 
)nger stif electrical feed switch that 
(elped supply power to the west 
e increased of campus. 
1 continu Th e blown fuse and cable failure 
jniversifpused a "single-phase condition," 
jr a serious disruption in the flow 
if electricity, that affected most 




buildings on the west end of cam- 
pus. According to the Wisconsin 
Public Service Corporation Web 
site, a single-phase condition 
would allow a motor, such as 
Kyser's air handlers, to continue 
ninning but would also overheat 
them due to the disrupted energy 
flow. 

Vallery's e-mail cited the single- 
phase condition as the reason sev- 
eral motors, including air handlers, 
burned up. He said there was no 
danger of a fire due to the condi- 
tion. 

University President Randall 
Webb and several other University 
administrators were contacted 
sonn after the smoke was reported. 
Webb soon arrived at Kyser and 
examined the situation with his 
aide, physical plant employees and 
other administrators. 

NSU22 director David Antilley 
said he was in the NSU22 news- 
room, separated by a door and a 
hallway from the TV studio, when 
he noticed strange behavior from 
the newsroom's computer moni- 
tors. 



"They were just clicking on and 
off," Antilley said. "I unplugged 
one and plugged it back in to 
another socket, and it started click- 
ing again. Then I plugged it into 
another socket and it worked fine. 

"That's when I smelled smoke 
and thought, 'Uh, oh. That's not 
good.'" 

Antilley and student broadcast 
media technician Roy Davis went 
into the studio and saw smoke 
drifting down from the ceiling, illu- 
minated by the studio and auditori- 
um lights. Smoke also filled the stu- 
dio's audio control room. Antilley 
said campus police arrived to the 
studio at about the same time. 

Vallery's e-mail said the process 
of isolating and repairing the fault- 
ed cable interrupted power to the 
west side of campus throughout 
the day. Rapides and Sabine resi- 
dence halls and Iberville dining 
hall both reported 30 to 45 minute 
outages Friday morning. 

Less than an hour after the 
smoke was reported, Director of 
Student Support Services Don 
Barker announced to students 
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standing outside Kyser's north 
entrance that the building was 
being closed for the day, all classes 
scheduled there were being can- 
celled, and electricity had been cut 
to much of the west end of campus. 
Kyser, Fournet, Williamson, 
Morrison, and Bienvenu halls were 
without power, as were the Family 
and Consumer Sciences building, 
the Health and Human 
Performance building, and the 
Teacher Education Center pods. 

Power was not cut to Russell 
Hall and the Creative and 
Performing Arts buildings, and 
Barker instructed students to go to 
classes there as usual. Food service 
in Iberville continued with some 
disruption, as staff moved to paper 
records for recording meal plan 
and declining balance usage after 
electronic card reading systems 
went down. Enough food had 
already been prepared, however, to 
continue serving students through 
the outage. 

Classes in all of the buildings 
except Kyser briefly continued, 
with many in-progress classes 



using windowed, sunlit rooms. 
Some faculty in Fournet Hall, wait- 
ing on word from University 
administrators, considered moving 
large lecture classes scheduled for 
blacked-out interior rooms into 
smaller rooms with windows. 

At least Fournet, Williamson and 
Morrison planned to remain open 
for class without power until 
instructed otherwise by adminis- 
trators. 

At about 11 a.m., department 
heads received notice from admin- 
istrators that classes in buildings 
without power had been cancelled 
for the day. A handful of classes still 
in session by the announcement 
continued until they were dis- 
missed. 

Physical plant workers and per- 
sonnel from the city of 
Natchitoches began repairs on the 
faulted cable by 2 p.m., restoring 
power to all of the west end of cam- 
pus except Watson Library and the 
Watson Library chiller station, 
which supplies chilled water for air 
conditioning to several nearby 
buildings. 



Vallery's e-mail said the cable 
was repaired by 10 p.m. However, 
problems resurfaced at the Watson 
chiller station on Sunday after 
physical plant workers noticed 
another current imbalance on one 
of the chiller's motors. 

Repairs to fix the problem began 
at 5 a.m. Monday morning. Power 
to the west end of campus was 
again briefly interrupted as city of 
Natchitoches workers repaired 
cables bringing power to campus 
from the city of Natchitoches. 
Watson Library and its chiller sta- 
tion were powerless for a couple of 
hours as physical plant workers 
repaired the chiller's transformer. 

Classes otherwise continued as 
usual on Monday. Some electronic 
locks in Kyser Hall were damaged, 
locking students and faculty out of 
some offices and a computer lab.

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Constitutional amendments flood state election ballo

Louisiana voters will decide on 15 
proposed constitutional amendments 
in the Oct 4 statewide election. The 
newest amendment proposals bring 
the total of proposals up to 184 since 
1974, with 111 approved, according to 
the public Affairs Research Council of 
Louisiana, Inc 

A PAR internet article quoted Jim 
Brandt president of PAR as saying the 
number of amendments approved 
since 1974 indicate a comprehensive 
review of the state's constitution may 
be necessary. An analysis of the pro- 
posed amendments and Brandf s com- 
ments are available online at 
http:/ / www.la-par.org/ 

The amendments on the Oct. 4 bal- 
lot, according to the PAR include three 
proposals related to funding sources for 
coastal restoration, a proposal that fail- 
ing schools should be taken over by the 
state, Transportation Infrastructure 
Model for Economic Development 
(TIMED) highway program changes, 
lottery proceeds dedication, the admin- 
istrative law system, use of public 
funds for economic development 



(two), membership to the workers' 
compensation corporation board, 
undoing drafting problems (two), leg- 
islative auditor political activity and 
judges' retirement age. 

Registration deadline has passed for 
the October election, however absentee 
balloting is from Sept. 22 to Sept 27. 
Information on absentee ballots and 
polling stations in Natchitoches is avail- 
able from the Louisiana Elections office, 
200 Church Street Natchitoches, or by 
calling 318-357-2211. Sample ballots for 
each Natchitoches Parish precinct are 
available at 
http: / / www.sec.state.la.us / cgibin / ?rq 
styp^BLTPD&rqsdta=10040335. Voter 
registration deadline for the Nov. 15 
runoff is Oct. 14, according to the 
Registrar of Voters Office. 

Proposed amendment No. 1 would 
provide $35 million annually to be 
given to the Wetlands Conservation 
and Restoration Fund. It would bring 
in more money by depositing the min- 
eral revenue settlements funds directly 
into the Restoration fund. The funds 
would allow for more highway con- 
struction, and the federal government 
would match the funds raised for high- 



way construction with federal money. 
People who support the amendment 
argue that it is important to fund the 
state's role in the $14 billion project to 
conserve Louisiana's wetlands. This 
amendment would be helpful in fund- 
ing the cost and "would demonstrate 
Louisiana's willingness and ability to 
pay its share," according to the Public 
Affairs Research Council of Louisiana 
Web site. 

People who oppose the Amendment 
argue that more research should be 
done before any more money is given 
to the restoration efforts. Opponents 
also argue that efforts to preserve the 
wetlands are pointless. According to 
the Web site, opponents "propose that a 
more logical solution would be to let 
nature take its course and dedicate 
funding instead to moving coastal 
communities out of harm's way."

Proposed amendment No. 2 would 
create the Louisiana Restoration Fund. 
The fund would take twenty percent of 
the revenues from the state's tobacco- 
settlement, placing the money in the 
state's treasury. The Coastal 
Restoration Fund would take 20 per- 
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cent of the revenues from the 60 percent 
it is getting for the Millennium Trust 
which is used to create funds for the 
Health Excellence Fund, Education 
Excellence and TOPS Fund. The rev- 
enues would come from the future sale 
of tobacco products in the state, but it 
would stay dormant except if the settle- 
ment is to be sold. The money would 
be used by the legislature for programs 
that would help reduce the wearing 
away of Louisiana's coast and wet- 
lands. 

People who support the amendment 
argue that the amendment would put 
money in a fund that would help 
restore Louisiana's coast and wetlands. 
The amendment would also get money 
to help preserve Louisiana's wetlands 
without having to increase taxes or 
decrease funds for other services. Some 
also argue that by adding the proposed 
amendment to Louisiana's state consti- 
tution, it would show the state's will- 
ingness to help restore the wetlands. 

People who oppose the amendment 
argue that the Louisiana Restoration 
Fund would take the money from the 
Millennium Trust, which is already an 
insufficient fund. Taking 20 percent 
from the tobacco-settlement revenues 
would subtract $1.9 million from pro- 
grams that help with public schools 
and health care. Another argument 
against the proposed amendment is 
that the money from the tobacco-settle- 
ment should be given to programs that 
are related closely to the revenues from 
the settlement, such as health care. 

Kindra Watson 

Proposed amendment No. 3 would 
permit the Louisiana legislature " to 
limit the state's liability for all damages 
caused by coastal restoration projects." 

The state of Louisiana now faces a 
$2.2 billion court payment to oyster 
farmers resulting from damaged leases 
the farmers had in the early 1990s. Due 
to raised salt levels in the water, more 
than 200 oyster farmers suffered losses 
with waterbeds that were not suitable 
for cultivation. 

According to the Public Affairs 
Research Council of Louisiana, people 
who support the amendment believe 
there should be a limit on the amount 
of money the state can award for dam- 
age of private property due to the on - 
going coastal restoration projects. 
According to the Council plaintiffs are 
receiving more than the total cost for 
the past 100 years and want to assure 
that the state has the proper funds to 
continue their restoration to coastal 
property. A vote for the bill assures the 
security of the funds and gives some 
compensation to the losses of those 



who lease coastal property. 

People who oppose the amendment 
believe oyster farmers are legally enti- 
tled to compensation for their present 
and future losses according the public 
affairs research council of Louisiana. 
They believe that the law should apply 
to other private property owners as 
well. Officials have estimated that the 
restoration to the coastal property 
could affect almost three-quarters of the 
private oyster beds and possibly wipe 
them out A vote against the bill allows 
property owners to receive damages 
without a limit on compensation

Proposed amendment No. 4 would 
allow the state Board of Elementary 
and Secondary Education to take tem- 
porary control of failing schools. 
According to a national survey, 
Louisiana schools are not ranked 
among the nation's best 

People who support this amend- 
ment are, for the most part school 
superintendents. 

The Louisiana Governor's Web site 
stated, "The passing of this amend- 
ment would give the superintendents 
the leverage they need to make big 
changes in failing schools." The Board 
would allow for an adequate supply of 
teachers by "providing scholarships 
and stipends for prospective teachers in 
areas where there is a critical shortage." 
The board will also provide money to 
fund school remediation programs. 

If the Board fails to gain control of 
the failing schools, the local school sys- 
tems will remain in control. 

John Smith 

Proposed amendment No. 5 would 
change the selection process for three of 
the 12 seats on the Louisiana Workers 
Compensation Corporation's board of 
directors. This amendment would do 
away with the current selection meth- 
ods and would demand that the three 
seats be filled from two separate lists of 
three qualified individuals. The 
amendment would also change the cri- 
teria for one of the positions, requiring 
that the individual be licensed by the 
state to sell worker's insurance and to 
have held an executive level position in 
the same field. 

People who support the amendment 
believe that it will further solidify the 
importance of the decade old corpora- 
tion In a presentation to the Baton 
Rouge Press dub, the amendment was 
touted by backers as advancing 
"LWCC's mission of providing stability 
and affordability in worker's compen- 
sation." The fact that the organization 
would now be able to operate as a pri- 



vate mutual insurance company

"Right now there is the ability to 
appeal" she said, and she believes that 
this should be kept because not all 
judges always make the right deci- 
sions. 

People who oppose the amendment 
would like to keep the current law sys- 
tem in place. This would leave 
Louisiana's state agencies without the 
right to appeal any decisions made by 
an administrative law judge. Those 
who oppose also understand that elect- 
ed officials are accountable to voting 
citizens, whereas the administrative 
law judges are appointed.

Amendment No. 11, known as the 
Budget Stabilization Fund, lifts the pro- 
hibition on the use of parish or city tax 
revenues dedicated to economic devel- 
opment. This fund was set aside when 
the state had surplus revenue. The 
amendment would let local govern- 
ments give money to private business- 
es for economic growth. The money 
received from the surplus revenue 
would be used for buying property, 
buildings, factories and machinery, and 
preservation 

People who support the amend- 
ment believe the Budget Stabilization 
Fund would help support the "Rainy 
Day Fund." Both will assist the gov- 
ernment during financially rough 
times by not allowing the state to do 
large budget cuts or raise taxes. 
Supporters also believe the fund 
would contribute to a low state debt if 
passed. 

People who oppose the amendment 
do not support the proposal because of 
the possibility of corruption and the 
use of misappropriated funds. Also, 
the amendment would only allow cer- 
tain businesses to develop economical-

Proposed amendment no. 12 deals 
with the issue of contraband. State law 
currently gives law enforcement offi- 
cers the right to confiscate illegal items 
related to drug crimes. According to 
the Public Affairs Council of Louisiana, 
the amendment would expand the 
current law by giving officers more 
power in confiscating items of any 
crime. 

According to The Public Affairs 
Council of Louisiana, this will remove 
any doubt as to what can be taken by 
police officers and may prevent future 
court cases. , . 

Information provided by the Public 
Affairs Council of Louisiana states that 
people who oppose the amendment 
believe that the legislature wants more 
power. Some people also argue that 
this amendment is already clear and 
needs no discussion.

According to 
the Web site, the comprehensiveness of 
the proposal is also a major concern 

'It would allow the donation of any 
immovable property owned by local 
government regardless of how it was 
obtained or its intended purpose," the 
Web site states.

Proposed amendment No. 14 

would prohibit certain political activi- 
ties by the legislative auditor and his 
staff and would prohibit future legisla- 
tive auditors from running for public 
office within two years of leaving office. 

The legislative auditor's function is 
to audit the fiscal records of state and 
local agencies and serve as a fiscal advi- 
sor to the Legislature. This proposal 
was made in reaction to the former leg- 
islative auditor who raised $30,000 in 
campaign contributions for himself 
prior to resigning from office to run for 
governor. 

According to the Louisiana Public 
Affairs Research Council Web site, pro- 
ponents of the amendment said the 
amendment is needed to "maintain 
credibility of the legislative auditor's 
office. Restricting the political activity 
of the legislative auditor and staff 
would reduce claims of political inter- 
ference and strengthen the office's 
integrity." 

According to Council opponents of 
the amendment "there is no need for a 
constitutional amendment when the 
internal policy of the office, in place for 
over a decade, far exceeds the limits on 
political activity placed on most other 
state employees. They argue further 
that the amendment simply adds 
unnecessary detail to the constitution 
that would be better placed in statuto- 
ry law. Also, they say the amendment 
may potentially weaken prohibitions 
currently restricting the political activi- 
ty of employees."

Proposed amendment No. 15 

would enable all judges the right to 
complete a term of office despite their 
age. According to the state's constitu- 
tion, "a judge shall not remain in office 
beyond his seventieth birthday." This 
proposed amendment would make it 
possible for any judge to finish his term 
even if his seventieth birthday falls dur- 
ing that time frame. 

The Public Affairs Research Council 
of Louisiana Web site states that people 
who support the amendment will help 
"save the state money by eliminating 
the need for special elections to replace 
judges who turn seventy during their 
terms," said the Public Affairs Research 
Council of Louisiana. People now live 
longer; therefore, several judges decide 
to wait later in life to begin their careers. 

According to the Web site, "oppo- 
nents see the amendment simply as an 
attempt to bypass the mandatory 
retirement age of seventy." 

In addition the Web site stated that a 
retirement age increase was denied by 
voters in 1995.

Communication could 
help ARAMARK 



For the fourth straight year, 
NSU's fall enrollment has bro- 
ken records. With more than 
10,000 students for the second 
year in a row — about two- 
thirds of them attending the 
Natchitoches campus in some 
fashion — students are raising a 
litany of complaints that, are 
growing familiar: parking and 
traffic are painful, long lines for 
expensive food are painful, get- 
ting a wanted dorm room is 
painful. 

While the University is work- 
ing to improve what it can, not 
everything is in its hands. 
Multinational corporation ARA- 
MARK is a central figure of stu- 
dent life at NSU, providing and 
controlling University food serv- 
ices. 

ARAMARK, while employing 
many people at NSU, has to face 
the challenge of serving thou- 
sands of students daily. Making 
communication work between 
ARAMARK and students must 
be a priority in order to succeed. 

Through features like their 
napkin comment boards and 
surveys, ARAMARK reaps plen- 
ty of feedback from students. 
But several problems that some 
students have with ARAMARK 
stem from a lack of communica- 
tion back from ARAMARK to 
them. 

Take, for instance, the 10A 
meal plan. While it's the stu- 
dent's responsibility to look into 
meal plans before paying for 
them, it's hard to resist getting 
— and for penny-pinched stu- 
dents, often necessary to get — 
the cheapest meal plan without 
asking any questions. 

The end result: 'many students 
are unprepared to deal with a 
meal plan that won't serve 
weekend meals or more than 
two meals per day, then blame 
ARAMARK for not getting a 
weekend lunch, or dinner when 
they've already eaten breakfast 
and lunch, because many 
believelO meals a week means 
10 meals whenever they want 
them. 

By thoroughly explaining how 
the meal plans work, not just in a 



brochure but also as an integral 
part of Freshman Connection, 
more students would know 
which meal plan suits them best 
— and not just which one costs 
the least. 

Compounding the problem, 
especially for students using 
declining balances or cash at 
campus eateries, are the prices of 
food. It's not just that a cheese- 
burger and a 20 oz. soft drink 
costs twice as much for half the 
food of most fast food eateries — 
it's that the cost isn't displayed 
until the food reaches the check- 
out counter. Price lists are few, 
especially in Vic's, and periodic 
discounts, specials or coupons 
are even less common. 

It's understandable that stu- 
dents are paying at least a little 
extra for the convenience of an 
on-campus meal. However, 
charging amusement park prices 
to college students — especially 
those locked into Disney World- 
length lines and declining bal- 
ance accounts full of Demon 
Dollars that can't go to a com- 
petitor — can only foster ill will. 

ARAMARK has certainly 
improved parts of its service 
over the last few years as it 
strives to cope with a burgeon- 
ing campus population. They 
also rely on facilities the 
University provides. But if ARA- 
MARK goes an extra mile to give 
students more practical informa- 
tion about food service, from 
detailed price lists to nutritional 
information, students may feel 
more like they're getting their 
money's worth.

Buffing up the meat pie

Sunday morning, while most of 
Natchitoches is still sleeping, the 
ducks on Cane River Lake will be 
joined by at least 200 athletes flut- 
ter kicking their way through a 
half-mile loop. 

This is how the first annual Meat 
Pie Triathlon will start. Then there 
is a 20 mile bike ride around town 
before the final leg, a 3.1 mile run 
under what the triathlon Web site 
describes as a "beautiful canopy of 
oaks along the lake." 

Three NSU students competing 
in the triathlon have entered under 
the sponsorsrtip of Quizno's Subs, 
where one of them works. Charlie 
Percy, a senior criminal justice 
major works at the sandwich store 
and has been training for the race 
for months. 

"Two of the events are what I 
love doing the most," Percy said 
about the running and biking 
phases of the race. He said he 
could swim moderately well, but 
he has been training more by run- 
ning or biking. 

Biking in any race can be made 
more or less difficult by the type of 
bike the rider is using. Road bikes 
are usually the ones used in races 
like the Meat Pie Triathlon. The 
wheels are smooth instead of full 
of ridges like its cousin, the moun- 
tain bike. Mountain bikes will 
generally slow down the competi- 
tor when racing on paved road 
surfaces. 

"My church gave me a bike," 
Percy said. He said he rides with 
the priest at Holy Cross Catholic 
Church often, and the priest gave 
Percy and old road bike to use in 
the triathlon. 

Percy's determination has been 
reflected in his regular training 
schedule with friends. Fellow 
NSU seniors and rowing team- 
mates Dave May, Seth Fornea and 
Richard Lynch are also training 
with Percy. 



"We have almost a routine 
schedule of when we bike, swim 
and run," Lynch said. 

"It has been a lot easier to train 
with my teammates Seth and 
Charlie." 

"I run a five mile loop around 
Natchitoches," Fornea said. "I 
swim an 1100 meter loop in Sibley 
Lake, and there's a 20-30 mile bike 
loop that I do out on Hwy.

'Once Upon A Time In Mexico' slings in three stars

Robert Rodriguez's Once 
Upon A Time In Mexico is the 
most beautiful gun slinging 
action movie to come along 
since. ..well, Robert Rodri- 
guez's Desperado. 

The plot concerns a guitar- 
carrying hitman known only as 
"El" (Antonio Banderas) who is 
pulled into the highly volatile 
world of political intrigue by a 
morally challenged CIA agent 
named Sands (Johnny Depp). 



This is the third in the El 
Mariachi series of movies by 
Robert Rodriguez, but if you 
haven't seen any of them, don't 
worry; there's little meaningful 
connection between them save 
the recurring Mariachi charac- 
ter. 

Besides, thinking too hard 
about the details of the plot 
would miss the point of the 
film entirely, which is to string 
one action sequence or breath- 
taking vista to the next. The 
one-liners in the film are 
among the worst ever commit- 
ted to film, paper, memory, or 



cable television; at one point 
Depp's character asks a hench- 
man if he is "a Mexican or a 
Mexi-can't." But ultimately, 
the script is of little importance 
and takes a backseat to the 
often stunning visuals. 

In fact, the film would be 
much more powerful if it were 
completely devoid of dialogue 
so the superb cinematography 
and score (both by Rodriguez) 
could stand on their own. The 
action sequences are topnotch 
and extremely stylized while 
still remaining highly inven- 
tive. Towards the end of the

film, however, this visual 
splendor starts to fall apart. 
The action scenes become more 
and more exaggerated and 
unrealistic, all but destroying 
the viewer's willing suspen- 
sion of disbelief. 

As the credits rolled, I felt 
disappointed at all the wasted 
potential of the movie, yet still 
willing to forgive Rodriguez 
for the valiant effort he put 
forth. I give Once Upon A Time 
In Mexico three stars out of 
five.

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Three's Company' star dies at 54 of undetected heart problem Probst ma]p oc<

Most actors detest docudramas 
about their lives. Not John Ritter. He 
praised an NBC film earlier this year 
about "Three's Company/' befriended 
die actor who played him and saluted 
former co-star Joyce DeWitt, who co- 
produced the tell-all about die ABC sit- 
com. 

"The thing I loved was what Joyce 
said at the end" Ritter said in a phone 
interview this spring. "With all thafs 
been said and done, we all do care 
about each other. This movie tries to 
highlight the dark side, but it was so 
much fun. We knew how much fun we 
were having." 

Ritter, who helped turn "Three's 
Company" into one of die biggest hits 
of 1970s' and 1980s, died Thursday 



from a heart problem that had gone 
undetected. His publicist cited a dissec- 
tion of the aorta as the cause. Ritter 
would have turned 55 next week 

His death threw into doubt the 
future of his current sitcom "8 Simple 
Rules ... for Dating My Teenage 
Daughter." Ritter became ill on the set 
Thursday and later died at Providence 
St Joseph Medical Center in Burbank 
Calif. 

He is survived by his wife, actress 
Amy Yasbeck and their daughter, 
Stella, who turned 5 Thursday. He had 
three grown children from a previous 
marriage: Jason, Carly and Tyler. 

The Tuesday series was a modest 
success when it debuted last season, 
but ABC executives trumpeted it as a 
sign of the broadcaster's turnaround. A 
network statement read: "All of us at 
ABC, Touchstone Television and the 



Walt Disney Co. are shocked and heart- 
broken at the terrible news of John's 
passing." 

His death is a major blow to the 
Disney-owned network because, quite 
simply, he was the show as well-mean- 
ing but exasperated father Paul 
Hennessy. His passing raised specula- 
tion How do they continue with the 
show? And could any actor replace 
Ritter? 

There was wonderful irony in the 
casting of Ritter on "8 Simple Rules": 
Hennessy spent his time protecting his 
two daughters from bumbling skirt- 
chasers like Tripper. 

Many critics initially dismissed 
"Three's Company" as a lewd farce for 
its double entendres and racy situa- 
tions. It looks pretty tame today, but 
Ritter's brilliant work keeps it enter- 
taining. He won an Emmy as best com- 



edy actor in 1984. 

On the sitcom that ran from 1977 to 
1984, the lusty Tripper was roommates 
with two women, Janet Wood (DeWitt) 
and Chrissy Snow (Suzanne Somers). 
The series often made headlines for 
Somers' squabbles with producers for 
more money. She was written out of the 
show in 1981. 

Ritter reveled in his success but never 
played the prima donna. Bom Sept. 17, 
1948, he was the son of singing cowboy 
Tex Ritter, and he understood the ways 
of show business. 

In a 1991 interview with the Orlando 
Sentinel, he talked about his film 
"Problem Child." "If s a movie die crit- 
ics loved to hate and the public loved to 
see," he said. 

Then he was shooting "Problem 
Child 2" in Orlando, and he didn't 
seem concerned about the critical 



reception for it 'This movie, while ifs 
fun to do, is not something I take seri- 
ously," he said. "What I care about are 
other projects that I invest a lot more 
in." 

He continued playing Tripper in die 
short-lived ABC spinoff "Three's a 
Crowd" in 1984-85. In other major 
series roles, he was a minister on "The 
Waltons," a police detective on 
"Hooperman" and a senator's legisla- 
tive assistant on "Hearts Afire." 

The hard-working Ritter amassed 
many credits. He had a recurring role 
on "Felicity," appeared in die minis- 
eries "Stephen King's If and made 
guest appearances on "The Cosby 
Show" and "Anything But Love," 
which he also produced. His numerous 
TV movies included "The Dreamer of 
Oz," "Love Thy Neighbor," "My 
Brother's Wife" and "The Last Fling." 



Alumnae funds scholarship for music students

But the 
John F. and Joanna Magale 
Foundation created a scholarship 
fund to aid those who were inter- 



ested in the performing arts at 
Northwestern. 

In 1983, Joanna Magale, a gradu- 
ate of Louisiana State Normal 
College (now Northwestern) and 




her husband John F. Magale made 
the first donation of $25,000. 

"It was my first year in charge of 
the Performing Arts Department. I 
can remember it being a big deal 
because it was such a large amount 
of money," said the director of 
Creative and Performing Arts, Bill 
Brent. 

About 40 to 50 students benefit 
from this scholarship every semes- 
ter. The amounts of scholarships 
vary from $100 to $300. 



"It is used as an attraction to 
encourage students to come the 
university," said Brent. 

A student must be a music 
major to be awarded the schol- 
arship and must maintain aca- 
demic progress and a good 
standing with the university to 
keep it. Joanna Magale asked 
that the scholarship be offered 
mainly to students of North 
Louisiana, East Texas and 
South Arkansas.

Hello, I'm Johnny Cash. 
This is how the "Man in 
Black" would start off 
every show, a nice modest 
greeting. The humble 
country singer of huge 
fame died Friday at the 
age of 71. Cash died of 
complications from dia- 
betes at a hospital in 
Nashville, Tennessee. 

Cash recorded more 
than 1,500 songs and his 
career spanned four 
decades with hits like A 
Boy Named Sue, Folsom 
Prison Blues, Ring of Fire, 
and I Walk the Line. Cash 
also had 48 singles on 
Billboards Pop Charts 
rivaling both the Rolling 
Stones and the Beach 
Boys. 

Just when everyone 
thought his career was 
done Cash signed with 
American recordings and 
producer Rick Rubin. 
Cash's last four albums, 
American Recordings, 
Unchained, American III: 
Solitary Man and 
American IV: The Man 
Comes Around were on 
the American label. 

The last song off 
American IV was a cover 
of the Nine Inch Nails 
song Hurt. Cash's video 
for Hurt was nominated 
for seven MTV Video 
Music Awards, winning 
one for best cinematogra- 
phy. Cash could not make 
the show due to illness. 

Cash was also in the 
highly successful super 
group the Highwaymen 
that featured Cash, Willie 
Nelson, Waylon Jennings 
and Kris Kristofferson. 
Cash is in both the 
Country and the Rock and 
Roll Hall of Fame. 

Cash fought the system 
and never wore rhine- 
stones or cowboy hats; 
instead he wore a suit of 
black that became his 
trademark. Cash then 
recorded a song called the 
Man in Black explaining 
why he wore black. 

Cash was a legend, icon 
and a hero. He sang about 
outlaws of the Old West, 
murder and prison. Cash 
sang an unadorned, frank 
baritone about the com- 
mon citizen. His voice was 
the truth and the voice of 
the working man. 

My favorite Cash's 
songs and best lyrics: 

1) Folsom Prison Blues: 
"I shot a man in Reno/ 
Just to watch him die." 

2) Sunday Morning 
Coming Down: "Lord I 
wish I was stoned." 

3) "A Boy Named Sue: 
"My name is Sue/ how do 
you do and now you're 
going to die." 

I heard the news Friday 
of Cash's passing and my 
heart hit the floor. There 
will never be another Man 
in Black and Cash will be 
missed. I was raised on 
Cash and can remember 
listening to him with my 
dad when I was young. 

My favorite Cash songs 
came out of the American 
recordings, which were 
just Cash singing and 
playing guitar. His songs 
could haunt you for hours 
on end. 

Johnny Cash thanks for 
the memories, the songs 
and the music. I will never 
forget the Man in Black, 
and I am hoping country 
music goes back to the 
way it was, full of outlaws 
singing about women, 
booze, drugs and the 
working man just like 
Cash did.

Every couple of years a 
buzz starts circulating 
around NSU about one 
of its athletes finally reaching 
professional status. In 2002 
that buzz was all about Craig 
Nail. 

Nail, a senior transfer from 
LSU, was in the news for 
being drafted by the Green 
Bay Packers on his 23rd birth- 
day. 

Two seasons later Nail still 
finds himself in the buzz 
around Natchitoches, but this 
time for different reasons. 
Nail recently beat Akili Smith, 
a 1999 third overall draft pick, 
for the third string quarter- 
back position in Green Bay. 

Nail said experiences like 
this have given him just a 
taste of what he wants out of 
the NFL. 

"If s a big accomplishment 
for me to be able to fulfill my 
dream of playing in the NFL," 
Nail Said. "But at the same 
time I'm not satisfied with 
just that. I want to start on a 
regular basis one day." 

Nail was given that chance 
on a lower level this summer 
when Green Bay sent him to 
the NFL Europe to start for 
the Scottish Claymores. 
There, he started all 10 games 
leading all quarterbacks in 
touchdown passes and passer 
rating. 

Unfortunately, the 
Claymores did not make it to 
the championship, but Nail 
went home with a greater gift. 

"It helped me come into 
camp with a chip on my 



shoulder knowing that I can 
complete at this level," Nail 
said. 

That chip helped him keep 
his position from being taken 
by Akili Smith and also 
earned him respect among his 
teammates. 

Nail says veteran quarter- 
back Brett Favre has helped 
him in his quarterbacking 
skills for the past two years 
and has been a great help to 
him. 

"He's been really good, not 
only as a teacher of the game 
but also as a mentor," Nail 
said. " He's one of the best to 
learn from, and I'm really for- 
tunate to be in this position." 
"There's a lot of tradition 
here," Nail said, "and its real- 
ly special to step out on the 
field here at Lambo and look 
up at the names that have 
played here before and know 
that you are a part of that." 

Though his feelings toward 
Green Bay are strong now, 
Nail has never forgotten NSU. 

"Once you make a step in 
your career don't forget 
where you came from," Nail 
said. 

Demon Football Coach 
Scott Stoker and Director of 
Football Operations Dan 
Korn are just a couple on the 
list of people Nail said have 
been great teachers, support- 
ers and friends of his 
throughout his experience at 
NSU. 

Nail said such people 
helped make his more memo- 
rable moments as a Demon. 
The overtime win against 
TCU and his touchdown pass 
to his then roommate, Nathan 
Black, against Montana are

among his favorite memories 
as a Demon. 

With his solid position and 
the community's acceptance 
of him Nail said he would like 
to stay with the Packers for as 
long as possible. 

Nail said the people of 
Green Bay are encouraging 
because they always show 
their support for him and tell 
him that he will be the next 
starting quarterback for the 
Packers. 



It seems his dream may be 
within reach if the communi- 
ty's opinion holds true, but 
Nail says it takes more than 
good playing skills to make it 
as far as he has. 

He said the most important 
thing is to stay focused and 
take college seriously. 

"I think some guys really 
have the talent to make it to 
this league but miss the boat 
when it comes to responsibili- 
ty and character," Nail said. 



"If you get drafted or are on a 
team in the NFL you're basi- 
cally representing them and 
any little slip up looks bad." 

Nail still visits NSU occa- 
sionally when he comes home 
to Alexandria. He still sup- 
ports the Demons and even 
attended this season's home 
opener against Jackson State. 

Overall Nail said that he 
enjoyed Natchitoches and is 
glad that he made the move 
to NSU. 



Purple Swarm Defense stuffs the Hornets

Northwestern State turned 
in another dominant per- 
formance on defense, and 
Derrick Johnese racked up a 
career-high in rushing yards, 
as the Demons rolled over 
an outmatched Delaware 
State team. 

As bad as the 43-6 final 
score may sound, it could 
have been a lot worse for the 
DSU Hornets. Had it not 
been for a few self-destruct- 
ing drives by NSU in the 
first half, the score might 
have really gotten out of 
hand. The Demons finished 
the night with 4 fumbles, 3 
of which were lost, and were 
penalized 11 times for 90 
yards. These difficulties 
slowed the Demons offense 
early in the game, and kept 
the Hornets relatively close 
through the first half. 

However, while the 
offense struggled to shake 
off the after effects of last 
week's heartbreaker versus 
Tulane, the Purple Swarm 
defense was in top form. 
The hyper-aggressive 
defense, led by senior safety 
Eric Louis and junior line- 
backer Jamal Johnson (9 
tackles, 1 sack each) held the 
Delaware State offense to 
only four first downs for the 
entire game. 

The Hornets were only able 
to muster 131 yards of total 
offense, 80 of which came on 
a touchdown run by Andrei 
Francis just before halftime. 
The touchdown run was 
Francis' only carry for posi- 



tive yards on the night. 

Eventually, the Demon 
offense found its groove and 
piled up 512 total yards. 
Johnese single handedly out- 
gained Delaware State, with 
162 yards and one touch- 
down on 23 carries. 

After the career night 
against the Hornets, Johnese 
is up to 367 rushing yards 
for the season (122 per 
game) and is averaging 
almost 7 yards per carry. 
Redshirt freshman and fel- 
low Baton Rouge native 
Greg Skidmore also got in on 
the act, adding 87 yards on 
just 9 carries, and scoring his 
first collegiate touchdown. 

The passing game was 
inconsistent, but did not 
turn the ball over, and got 
the job done. Last week's 
Southland Conference 
Offensive Player of the Week 
Davon Vinson tossed two 
touchdowns and was 7-16 
for 109 yards. Vinson has 
not thrown any intercep- 
tions in his 72 passes 
attempted this season. 

Freshman quarterback 
Ryan Lewis saw his first 
extensive action of the sea- 
son. Lewis finished 3-5 for 
55, including a 35-yard 
touchdown strike to Marcus 
Gatlin. Lewis also showed 
some athleticism when he 
launched himself into the 
endzone, leaping from 3 
yards out on a 5 yard touch- 
down scramble. 

Sophomore Toby 
Ziegler was also a factor, 
chipping in with 187 all pur- 
pose yards, including almost 
30 yards per punt return and 
a 29-yard touchdown receo-

tion. 

Maybe the best aspect of a 
game like this is the oppor- 
tunity it affords coaches to 
get a look at some of the 
reserves. Most of the substi- 
tutions came in the second 
half after the game was well 
in hand, but in keeping with 
the strategy they've 
employed in all three games 
this year, Coach Scott Stoker 
rotated offensive linemen 
throughout the game. 

At one point in the second 
quarter all five starters rest- 
ed on the sidelines as the 



second teamers led the 
Demon offense on an 
impressive scoring drive. 

"We like to get those guys 
a chance to play early in the 
game because they're only 
one step away from being 
starters" Stoker said. "As 
long as they do their job and 
don't hurt us while they're 
in there we can give our 
starters a little rest." 

The defensive replace- 
ments also looked impres- 
sive as the Demon coaching 
staff emptied the bench late 
in the game. With most of 



the starters out of the game, 
the Northwestern State 
defense remained relentless 
allowing only 12 yards on 13 
plays in the fourth quarter. 

"We're pretty deep on 
defense. All those guys can 
play and I think we can go 
two deep at every position", 
Stoker said. 

With the win, NSU 
improves to 2-1 this season 
while Delaware State falls to 
0-2. The Demons travel to 
Monroe Saturday to take on 
Division I-A, ULM. Kickoff 
is at 7 p.m.

Judge blocks do-not-call list, 
says FTC overstepped authority 

CHICAGO (KRT) - Just days before Americans could 
expect to eat dinner without interruptions from an 
unwanted telephone pitch, a federal judge handed a 
reprieve to telemarketers. 

U.S. District Court Judge Lee West of Oklahoma ruled 
that the Federal Trade Commission had overstepped its 
authority in setting up a do-not-call list to protect con- 
sumers from unwanted phone solicitations. The FTC 
said it will appeal the decision and asked the court to 
hold off implementing its ruling. 

The registry was to go into effect next Wednesday, 
and West's decision appears to block that. But legal 
experts said the ruling confused them, noting that West 
did not order the FTC to do or not do anything. 

U.S. Rep. Billy Tauzin, R-La., and U.S. Rep. John 
Dingell, D-Mich., ignored party divisions to issue a joint 
statement promising they would take whatever legisla- 
tive action to let consumers stop intrusive calls."

Bush lowers expectations 
for U.N. resolution on Iraq 

UNITED NATIONS (KRT) - President Bush came home 
empty-handed Wednesday from his two-day push at 
*e United Nations to begin getting foreign troops and 
financial help in Iraq. 
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White House officials started lowering expectations 
tn at a U.N. resolution to encourage other nations to 
d °nate military and monetary help was on the horizon. 
T hey indicated that it could be weeks before a draft 
""^solution is presented and months before international 
ne lp is on the way, if ever. 

The Pentagon's second-ranking general said thou- 
sands more National Guard and Reserve troops might 
have to be called up by early November if it wasn't 
clear by then that other countries would send more 
forces. Some 170,000 National Guard and Reserve 
tr oop s are already on active duty - 120,000 of them 
°n duty related to Iraq — and officials fear the strain 
°n America's part-time warriors may lead to massive 
refusals to re-enlist.

Local mosque an American rarity 

Islamic Center of Natchitoches one of few built as a place of worship

The Islamic Center of 
Natchitoches on Caspari Str- 
eet was constructed to be a 
mosque, and that is a rarity 
in the United States. 

"Very few are built from 
the ground up," explained 
Asmar Akbar, who is a 
Muslim brother at the center. 
Akbar said most mosques in 
America are usually build- 
ings that were originally 
made for some other pur- 
pose. They are often rented 
or bought and then altered 
into a mosque. 



The Islamic Center of 
Natchitoches was once like 
those other mosques and 
changed locations many 
times in its history. Its com- 
pletion came after years of 
raising funds. 

"It really went on any- 
where from seven to eight 
years," Akbar said. "We 
raised money. We saved 
money. We bought the land." 

Rasul Abdullah, a fellow 
Muslim brother and a cousin 
of Akbar, said that most of 
the approximately $250,000 
it took to build the mosque 
came from donations. 

"We had a lot of outside 
help from different individu- 



als — local people and Mus- 
lims from outside Natchi- 
toches," Abdullah said. 

The building costs were 
lessened because local men 
from the neighborhood 
helped in the construction. 
The costs, however, are what 
extended the completion of 
the mosque. 

"We'd run out of money. 
Then we'd raise some money 
and go back to work," Ab- 
dullah said. "When the mon- 
ey ran out, the work stop- 
ped." 

The center is now complet- 
ed and used daily for prayer 
or services. There is no sign 
for the mosque yet, but 



Abdullah said there will be 
one. 

"We didn't just want to get 
a piece of plywood out there 
that says 'Islamic Center'," 
he said. The members want 
to save money for a nice 
sign. 

Abdullah and Akbar are 
converts to Islam. They both 
grew up going to Baptist 
churches, but in the mid 70s, 
they separately decided to 
start following Islam. 

"When I became a Muslim, 
I was seeking outside of 
what I already knew," 
Abdullah said. One of the 
things that Abdullah had

Jeri S. Wright, job and develop- 
ment location officer, said the

many more steps that will be 
taken to help the parking prob- 
lem. This bill just needed more 
supporting evidence." 

Senator Dustin Floyd said he 
opposed the bill because it is not 
going to effectively stop students 
and faculty from moving their 
cars. 

"If you stop traffic coming 
through the middle of campus, 
it's going to go somewhere. It's

At Monday's meeting, the SGA 
voted unanimously to raise the 
maximum amount of an SGA 
student loan from $50 to $75.

known in his religion was racism. 

"Islam did away with racism — 
racial ideas of righteousness," 
Abdullah said. 

"Islam also gave me a sober def- 
inition of my humanity. Because, 
you know, growing up the sixties, 
I'd inherited ideas about my 
humanity," Abdullah said. 

As a 21-year-old African- 
American, Abdullah said the 
word "black" did not signify intel- 
ligence, goodness, purity and 
righteousness to him. 

"Black had a negative definition 
that came with it. The church did- 
n't correct it to me," Abdullah said 
about his experience with 
Christianity. "Islam removed the 
racial pictures in humanity. There 
is no superior family or superior 
race." 

Abdullah acknowledges his 
past as part of his present. 

"I see that part of my life as part 
of journey to finding God. In find- 
ing God we find ourselves," 
Abdullah said. 

Akbar's conversion to Islam 
happened after he did not find ful- 
fillment in Christianity. Akbar said 
that when he was a child there 
was something called a mourning 
bench at his church. People would 
go sit on the bench, and they 
would leave the bench having 
found reconciliation with God. 

"I went to the mourning bench," 
Akbar said. "Once you came off 
you were ready to be baptized. I 
never came off the bench." 

Akbar said he found Allah, the 
Arabic word for God, in Islam and 
the teachings of Muhammad. 
Muhammad is believed by 
Muslims to be the final prophet of 
Allah. 

"We believe that Jesus said, 
'There is one coming after me that 
will lead you into all truth'," 
Akbar said. Christians generally 
believe Jesus was referring to the 
Holy Spirit, and Muslims believe 
he was talking about Muhammad. 

Muslims believe the Koran was 
the final revelation of Allah. 

"The Koran came 1,400 years 
ago as a book to clear up some 
things,'' Akbar said. 

Islam teaches that books such as 
those of Abraham, the Torah of 
Moses, the Psalms of David and 
the Gospel of Jesus Christ have 
their source in Allah. Muslims 
believe those books were revealed 
in truth and contained the same 
message as the Koran, but they 
were not preserved in truth. 

Abdullah said that Natchitoches 



Muslims were once very active in 
the community. 

"We started out basically as a 
group of converts," Abdullah said. 
"When we were struggling to 
learn our religion we were more 
active in our community." 

Some community-related activi- 
ties included street preaching, 
house to house visits, an Islam- 
oriented newspaper, and an 
attempt at establishing a food 
bank. 

In the early to mid 1980s, there 
was an influx of Muslim students 
at NSU. Abdullah said those stu- 
dents taught the converts a lot 
about Islam's practices. Around 
1986 those students, most of 
whom were Saudi Arabian, start- 
ed to leave NSU. Abdullah said 
one of the Saudi students told him 
it was because the tuition costs 
were increased. 

There are now a few faculty 
members from NSU and the 
Louisiana School for Math, 
Science and the Arts that go to the 
center. These Arabic Muslims pray 
alongside American Muslims and 
Abdullah said the differences are 
sometimes noticeable. 

"They don't encourage the par- 
ticipation of women," Abdullah 
said about congregational prayer. 
The main prayer room in the 
mosque adjoins a smaller prayer 
room which is separated by a 
series of wooden double doors. 
The ceiling is high and the wall 
does not extend to the ceiling's 
height. Abdullah said the women 
usually pray in that room and can 
hear because of the open wall 
space above the doors. 

Abdullah's wife attends the 
mosque with him often. "When 
she's there, I myself will open the 
door so she can hear what's being 
said," Abdullah said, "so she 
doesn't have to listen over the 
wall." Abdullah said that separat- 
ing the men from the women and 
children is a cultural practice and 
not religious in nature. 

There are five pillars that 
Muhammad said Islam is built on. 
The first is fasting. During the 
month of Ramadan, which is 
October, Muslims do not eat or 
drink from sunrise to sunset. This 
practice is meant to increase a 
Muslim's focus on Allah. 
Ramadan is believed to be the first 
month that revelation came to 
Muhammad. 

Almsgiving is the annual giving 
of at least 2.5 percent of a 
Muslim's savings if it is financial- 



ly possible. The money is given to 
a deserving needy person, a new 
convert to Islam, a traveler or one 
overwhelmed by debts. 

The pilgrimage to Mecca, Saudi 
Arabia is the third pillar of Islam. 
Akbar went on his pilgrimage in 
1996 and said it was a challenge at 
times. Those making the trip have 
to suppress passion, refrain from 
any bloodshed and be pure in 
word and deed. Successfully com- 
pleting the journey means forgive- 
ness for Muslims. The annual 
international conference lasts for 
ten days and is said to be the 
largest spiritual gathering in the 
world. 

"It's like all of my previous sins 
are forgiven. It's like a newborn 
baby," Akbar said about the effect 
the pilgrimage had on him. "It's 
like to being born again." 

Testimony of faith, the simple 
declaration of a Muslim's belief in 
Allah as a single deity and 
Muhammad as his servant and 
messenger, is the fourth pillar of 
Islam. This is how a person 
becomes Muslim. 

The last and most common pil- 
lar of Islam is prayer. There are 
five prayer times each day in 
Islam: Predawn, which is held 
daily at the Islamic Center of 
Natchitoches; noon; afternoon; 
after sunset; and evening, which is 
also held daily at the center. When 
Muslims cannot go to a mosque 
for prayer, they pray on their own. 

Friday is Islam's holy day.. In 
addition to predawn and evening 
prayer, the congregation usually 
joins for prayer at 1:30 p.m. at the 
mosque in Natchitoches. About 10 
to 15 people bow together, and 
prayer is led by one member. 

"What really determines the 
length of the prayer is the recita- 
tion of the Koran," Abdullah said. 
Some prayers last five minutes, 
and others, like special Ramadan 
prayers, include a recitation of the 
entire Koran. 

Some members of the center 
gather on Sundays at noon to 
study the Koran. Abdullah said it 
is mostly converts who go. They 
read the Koran and discuss it so 
they can understand it more. 
During conventional prayer the 
Koran is recited in Arabic. 

"I prayed in English until I 
learned Arabic," Abdullah said. 
He said that when his children 
were young, he taught the Koran 
to them in English. They are now 
all adults and have learned 
Arabic.

Foster, 
on the other hand, has given 
Jindal his full endorsement. If 
Jindal were to win he would be 
the youngest governor elected in 
the U.S. since William Jefferson 
Clinton was elected governor of 
Arkansas at the same age.

At 69 years old, the 
former congress- 
man and state leg- 
islator is the oldest 
candidate. Leach, 
whose campaign is 
almost completely 
self-funded, was 
indicted on vote buying charges 
in 1978.

Some activities included in that 
week are: Family Activity 
Tailgate Party, Bring your 
Significant Other to Class Day 
and Adult Student Friendly 
Awards, which go to five cam- 
pus offices that are most nontra- 
ditional student friendly.

Federal aid makes tuition costs rise

Americans, it seems, have never 
been better educated. Between 
1970 and 2000 the number of indi- 
viduals enrolled in institutions of 
higher learning increased from 8.5 
million to 15.3 million. Likewise, 
from 1971 to 2001, the percentage 
of 25- to 29-year olds in the United 
States holding at least a bachelor's 
degree rose 71 percent. So why, as 
Congress prepares to reauthorize 
the federal law governing higher 
education, are policy-makers so 
unhappy? 

The answer is the ever-rising 
cost of college tuition, and the 
anxiety it's causing the public. 
Fortunately, a new report from the 
U.S. House Committee on 
Education and the Workforce, 
"The College Cost Crisis," con- 
tains clues to the solution - if only 
policy makers would see them. 

As the report - released to her- 
ald the reauthorization of the 
Higher Education Act - begins, it 
identifies the tuition rocket's like- 
ly fuel: "Beginning with the 
Higher Education Act of 1965, the 
federal government ... has provid- 
ed significant funding to help 
ensure that low- and moderate- 
income students and families are 
not prevented from receiving a 
postsecondary education simply 
because of financial circum- 
stances." This year it accom- 
plished that by "investing roughly 
$90 billion in higher education, 
with the bulk of that money, about 
$65 billion, going directly to stu- 



dents. ..." 

Though the $90 billion figure for 
overall federal higher education 
funding is staggering, the prime 
suspect for ballooning tuition 
costs is the only slightly less stag- 
gering $65 billion going directly to 
students. Consider its effect on 
demand: A student will "pur- 
chase" education at a price he can 
afford. Extra education money 
enables him to pay a higher 
tuition. 

In the aggregate, billions of dol- 
lars of student aid artificially 
inflate demand - and average 
tuition - as students who might 
not have gone to college do, and 
others attend more expensive 
institutions than they otherwise 
would have. "The College Cost 
Crisis" acknowledges that federal 
aid has produced just such an 
effect: Pell grants alone, it boasts, 
have "made the dream of college a 
reality for millions of students" by 
helping to "defray the cost of 
higher education." 

On the supply side, federal aid 
makes universities less sensitive 
about their own costs. 

"Increases in financial aid in 
recent years have enabled colleges 
and universities blithely to raise 
tuitions, confident that federal 
loan subsidies would help cush- 
ion the increase," said then- 
Secretary of Education William J. 
Bennett in 1987. 

The "Bennett hypothesis" - the 
theory that as long as someone 
ensures the bills will get paid, col- 
leges will raise tuition - makes 
sense, especially in light of gov- 



ernment's guarantee of an afford- 
able college education for all who 
want one. It's a reality corroborat- 
ed by Murray State University 
President Dr. F. King Alexander, 
who in a recent hearing told the 
House Subcommittee on 21st 
Century Competitiveness that 
some schools do, in fact, raise 
tuition because government will 
cover it. 

Unfortunately, despite Alex- 
ander's revelation, subcommittee 
members spent little time digging 
deeper into the Bennett hypothe- 
sis. It's an attitude reflected in 
"The College Cost Crisis," which 
gives Bennett's theory only a cur- 
sory - but emphatic - nod, with 
quotes from recent articles in 
Newsweek and Forbes: "Because 
parents and students keep coming 
back for more, there is 'no market 
constraint to keep them from rais- 
ing tuition,' Newsweek quotes 
Ronald Ehrenberg, director of the 
Cornell Higher Education 
Research Institute, as saying.

That is exactly what these four 
women are doing. Laurie Brown is a 
junior in NSU's early childhood 
education program. In and out of 
school since 1995, Brown attained 
an associates' degree in early child- 
hood education from Louisiana 
Technical School in 1999. After a 
semester break she returned to NSU 
and has two years left before gradu- 



ation. 

Brown is a single mother with a 
seven-year-old son, Kaleb. They live 
in Natchitoches in the University 
Terrace apartments. While she gets 
some help from school loans and a 
Pell grant, Brown still works full- 
time at Cane River Children's 
Services while being a full-time stu- 
dent. She also works at Girls Town, 
and teaches at her church. 

"The hardest thing for me is emo- 
tionally handling it and being 
strong for my son.

Keri Patrick, a senior early child- 
hood education major, drops in on 
her 4-year-old daughter Kaitlin at 
the Headstart Center on campus, 
located across from the Warren 
Easton Laboratory School. Patrick 
said it is very easy to check on her 
daughter and volunteer at the 
Headstart Center while she is stu- 
dent teaching at the laboratory 
school this semester. 

Patrick, originally from Vidalia, 
La., said that she has lived in 
Natchitoches five years, having 
transferred from the University of 
Louisiana at Monroe. Patrick said 
she became pregnant at age 20 and 
sat out of school for a year. 

Kaitlin was six months old when 
Patrick decided to return to school. 

"I had a lot of support from my 
family," Patrick said, "My brother 
moved in for a while to help Kaitlin 
and me until we got on our feet, and 
he is like a father figure in her life." 

Patrick said the hardest part 
about being a single parent was 
leaving Kaitlin to go to work and 
school. She said the Headstart 
Center allows her to get involved in 
Kaitlin's education by volunteering. 

"We do have some stressful 
mornings when preparing for the 
day," Patrick said. "It can also be 
very hard when Kaitlin wants to 
play and I have to do homework, 
but we manage to maintain very 
well." 

Patrick said she is scheduled to 
graduate in May and has managed 
to maintain a 3.0 GPA each semester. 
Patrick said she is looking forward 
to her career as a teacher. 

"I love kids, and I love being 
around kids," Patrick said, "I

DUI speaker tells tale of tragedy

A crowd of NSU students gath- 
ered in the Student Union 
Wednesday to hear Mark Sterner's 
tragic tale of a fateful spring break. 

As the students settled into their 
seats, Sterner made his way up to 
the stage. "How many of you have 
done something really stupid 
when you were drunk?" Sterner 
asks. Almost everyone raised his or 
her hand. Sterner then proceeded 
to ask more and more personal 
questions related to drunken activ- 
ities. After a series of these ques- 
tions, Sterner asks, "How many of 
you have ever killed three of your 
best friends while driving drunk?" 
There he stood on stage with his, 
the sole hand in the air. 

At that point, Sterner asked that 
the lights be turned off and he 
played a video for the crowd. The 
video was a recording done by 
Sterner and his friends document- 
ing their last night on spring break. 
The last images of his friends 
before the fatal car accident are 
caught on that tape. 

As the crowd watched and lis- 
tened to Sterner's retelling, there 



were soft sobs and sniffing on all 
sides of the room. 

Sterner told the audience about 
his last night with his friends. 
Sterner was chosen to drive 
because he was the least drunk of 
the five. The last thing Sterner 
recalls of that night was dancing 
with his friends in a bar. Two 
weeks later he woke up in a hospi- 
tal room to the news that his three 
best friends, Jim, Aaron, and Pete, 
were dead. His fifth friend received 
only minor injuries. 

When he heard the news his first 
thoughts were not about going to 
jail, but about his friends and their 
families. 

Sterner was then charged for 
killing his friends while driving 
under the influence. Sterner served 
three years in a maximum-security 
prison in Florida. 

After the trial, Sterner had to 
meet with the parents of the friends 
that died in the accident. "All I 
wanted to do was die. I didn't want 
to go on without my friends," 
Sterner said. "Would I trade my life 
for my friends? In a heart beat," 
Sterner said. 

Every day, Sterner asks himself, 
"Would my friends be married 
now? Would they have kids?"

As the lights came back on, a 
flushed and teary-eyed Sterner 
offered to listen to anyone who 
wished to speak with him. 

Ashley Jenkins, a student who 
attended the program, said, "I've 
had friends that were killed in 
drunk driving accidents. I hope 
that everybody else got some- 
thing out of it that hasn't had a 
close experience like this." 

Senior Jessica Breaux had seen 



Sterner speak before. "I wanted to 
come by again to experience it 
with the students of 
Northwestern because I think it's 
something that we really needed 
on campus. 

Sterner has traveled all over the 
country speaking to students and 
adults alike. He has spoken to 
more than 110 groups this year 
alone and has told his story to 
nearly a million people. 



Heart of Spain exhibit warms Louisiana

Two hundred years ago 
Louisiana was purchased for $1 
million. 

Today in observation of the 
Bicentennial of the Louisiana 
Purchase, the Alexandria Museum 
of Art is hosting The Heart of Spain, 
an exhibit that has an overall value 
estimated at more than $61 million. 

The Heart of Spain is featuring 
the artwork of famous artists such 
as Goya, El Greco, Velasquez and 
many more. The pieces include 



paintings, sculptures, tapestries and 
jewelry, created between the 12th 
and 18th centuries. Many of these 
have never left their homes in 
Spanish museums, convents and 
monasteries.

Changing positions

When a team is down or in 
need of assistance it usually 
takes one individual's per- 
formance or will for the team 
to help drive the team to 
future victory. 

That is exactly the case of 
NSU Demon football player 
Cory Bell. Bell was moved to 
defensive back during pre- 
season training after playing 
three seasons at wide receiv- 
er. This means he will have 
to finish off his collegiate 
football career on the oppo- 
site side of the football. 

The idea for the switch 
came when Head Football 
Coach Scott Stoker saw the 
possible problems in the 
Demon's young defense. 

"We realized that our rook- 
ie wide receivers were more 
ready than our rookie defen- 
sive backs," Stoker said, 
"and rather than play some 
freshmen that aren't quite 
ready, we wanted to see if 
Bell could make the switch to 
help us in the secondary." 

Since preseason training, 
Bell has seemed to make the 
switch smoothly, but he says 
the knowledge of defense 
was already in him. 

Bell played wide receiver 
and defensive back at 
Garrison High School in 
Garrison, Texas before com- 
ing to NSU as a safety on 
defense. After a plague of 



injuries to the offense in his 
first season as a Demon, Bell 
was moved to wide receiver. 

"The transition back to 
defensive back is not as 
hard," Bell says. "It is 
already there, I'm just 
refreshing it." 

Bell admits he has been a 
little rusty through the 
switch to defensive back, but 
says he is confident that he 
will be totally ready by con- 
ference play, which starts on 
Oct. 18. 

Although Bell says he is 
excited about playing 
defense again, Stoker says he 
may still be used occasional- 
ly as a wide receiver. 

"Bell has all the skills and 
is by far the one of our best 
athletes," Defensive Backs 
Coach Jason Rollins says. 
"Defensive back is his natu- 
ral position, he's just coming 
home." 

Bell is also looking toward 
the future. He said he will 
attempt to play professional 
football after college. His 
speed, size and footwork are 
among the abilities he said 
may help him get to the 
National Football League. 

Another asset to his future 
in football is his ability to 
play all around the field. 
Having worked with offense, 
defense and special teams 
Bell has an advantage over 
those playing only one posi- 
tion. 

The NFL may be a possibil- 
ity for his future, but for now

Funds acquired to reconstruct NSU track

After two years of a con- 
demned state, NSU's Walter 
Ledet Track's reconstruction 
is finally under way. 

Last week Athletic 
Director Greg Burke 
announced that $600,00 was 
acquired to make the track 
useable once again. 

Burke said $250,000 will 
be given to NSU in the fall 
based on the state's Priority 



2 and $350,000 next year 
based on Priority 5. Money 
from Priority 2 will be given 
immediately to the school in 
order to begin work on the 
track and Priority 5 money 
will be given in the next fis- 
cal year after progress has 
been made. 

According to Burke, the 
drainage system is the main 
problem with the track and 
will be the first thing to be 
fixed. When water collects 
on the track it flows mainly 
to the south end causing 



cracks in the lanes and with 
the lack of a good drainage 
the ground stays saturated 
longer. 

"If we do it the right way, 
starting from the drain up, it 
won't be a problem for a 
long, long time," Burke said. 

The construction calls for 
more than just drainage 
repairs. The track will be 
totally re-laid and will 
include a new asphalt base 
layer and a rubberized track 
surface. 

Burke estimates that the 



construction will begin in 
the spring of 2004 and will 
be completed by the fall of 
that same year. 

This is exciting news for 
the track and field team who 
has not been able to com- 
pete at home in two years. 
Their track should be com- 
peted just in time to com- 
pete in the spring season of 
2005. 

"This will be a tremen- 
dous burden lifted off of the 
shoulders of the athletes 
and the coaches," Sports 



Information Director Doug 
Ireland said. 

This will also be a burden 
lifted off Natchitoches as 
well as NSU. The new track 
will allow home competi- 
tion from both the collegiate 
world as well as the high 
school level. 

"It's good business for 
Natchitoches and NSU," 
Ireland said. 

After construction is com- 
peted the new track will still 
be opened for all students to 
use. 



Last minute score lifts NSU football past UL-M

How to solve the traffic 
problem on campus has 
recently been a leading topic 
of

All legislation 
passed by the committee 
must be approved by the vice 
president of student affairs 
and the University president.

Immediately following 
the senate meeting, speaker 
of the senate Zachary Pul- 
liam and SGA vice president 
Scott Manguno held a work- 
shop for all of the new sena- 
tors and senators-at-large. 

"This is a rebuilding year 
for us," Pulliam said. "I saw 
a lot people in here, young 
freshman and sophomores, 
who I believe can make a 
great contribution this year 
and in the future." 

Freshman senator Hunter 
Landry, who was elected in 
last week's runoffs, said that 
he hopes to contribute in 
any way he can. 

"In high school I was very 
active in student govern- 
ment," Landry said, "I got 
involved in high school for 
various reasons and once I 
did, I really liked it. Every

IET program earns 
fast accreditation

The Accreditation Board of 
Engineering and Technology 
has accredited Northwestern 
State University's Industrial 
Engineering Technology (IET) 
program. 

The Board of Regents ap- 
proved the IET program, 
which prepares students for a 
wide range of careers in man- 
ufacturing businesses, in May 
2002. Initial accreditation was 
approved by ABET's Technol- 
ogy Accreditation Commis- 
sion in August 2003. 

The IET program started as 
Industrial Arts Education, a 
program to train shop teach- 
ers, in the 1940s. As the need 



for shop teachers declined the 
program developed into an 
Industrial Technology pro- 
gram that was much like an 
IET program. By changing a 
few details about the pro- 
gram, Engineering Technolo- 
gy Department Head Tom 
Hall and IET Coordinator 
Adam Jannik were able to 
attract the attention of ABET. 
Hall said that the program's 
history helped it to become 
accredited so quickly. 

Hall said ABET examined 
the program's faculty, cur- 
riculum, facilities, administra- 
tion, funding and examples of 
student work before granting 
the program accreditation. 

Only nine other PET pro- 
grams in the country are

dent member of the Traffic 
and Parking Committee, but 
he had not participated in 
constructing this proposed 
solution.

"They had a good discus- 
sion on it, " Henry said, No, 
they weren't in favor of 
blocking part of Sam Sibley 
On the other hand, I did not 
go to them to pass a resolu- 
tion. I went to them because I 
wanted their opinion." 

Henry said that the road- 
block proposal has already 
been passed by the Traffic 
and Parking Committee. 
However, Henry said that 
student input is still being 
taken into account, and the 
roadblock has not yet been 
approved by Vice President 
of Student Affairs Dan Sey- 



mour and University Presi- 
dent Randall Webb. 

Despite negative feedback 
from students, Police Chief 
Rickie Williams said that the 
proposed roadblock might be 
something that needs to be 
done anyway. 

"I know the students aren't 
going to support it, but in the 
long run they might see that 
it is to their benefit to do 
this," Williams said. 

One issue that was dis- 
cussed by the SGA is the pos- 
sibility of problems that 
could occur if students con- 
tinued to move their cars by 
going around the roadblock.

IET students are optimistic about 
the benefits of accreditation. 

"I think if 11 make the program 
well-known," said third year elec- 
tronics engineering major Donella 
Pearson. 

Third semester IET student James 
Fallice added, "There's going to be 
much more emphasis on a hands on 
approach, from supervision to 
material technology... it should 
help the program as a whole out in 
the real market." 

Accreditation will help the 70 stu- 
dents currently enrolled in the pro- 
gram to find jobs with good oppor- 
tunities for advancement, said Hall.

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Senator Dustin Floyd said he is 
concerned about possible traffic 
congestion on College Avenue. 

"There's a lot of traffic on Col- 
lege (Avenue) just from city traffic, 
and if we are going to add our traf- 
fic to city traffic, it's going to make 
it a nightmare for the businesses 
on College," Floyd said. 

Williams did not share Floyd's 
concern. 

"Yes, if s going to cause a prob- 
lem on College Avenue, but that's 
not going to be my problem," 
Williams said, "It will be the stu- 
dents' problem. Right now, this is 
my problem. There are a lot of 
wrecks on campus due to the 
amount of traffic on campus, but if 
there is a wreck on College 
Avenue, that's the city police's 
problem." 

Williams suggested that a sim- 
ple solution to the parking prob- 
lem would be enforcing a rule that 
is already on the books. 

Williams said NSU driving regu- 
lations state that commuters who 
have earned less than 45 credit 
hours must receive a stadium tag. 
Students with a stadium tag may 
park in stadium zones only. 
According to the University's 
parking zone map, these areas 
include the parking lots by South 
Hall, the fieldhouse, and Prather 
Coliseum. 

Williams said that the cashiers at 
fee payment are supposed to look 
at how many hours students have 
and charge them for the appropri- 
ate tags.

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Five students 
arrested, charged 
for marijuana

At the request of NSU, the 
Police Department and Campus 
police have been patrolling the 
campus in search of students pos- 
sessing narcotics. 

"The Natchitoches Police 
Department began working over 
the summer with the Multi-Juris- 
dictional Drug Task Force, on 
government grant funding, to 
interrupt street-level drug sales," 
said Natchitoches Police Chief 
Ralph Peters. 

Five NSU students were arrest- 
ed and charged with simple pos- 
session of marijuana as a result of 
the project. 

Students arrested were Jacobie 
Ellis, 20, Taurean Hankston, 18, 
Arinn Long, 18, Efaunte Morales, 
18, and Lawrence Washington, 21. 

Two other Natchitoches resi- 
dents, Derrick D. Armstrong, 26, 
and John C. Coutee, 21, were also 
charged with simple possession of 



marijuana, as well as possession 
of drug paraphernalia. 

Agents with the Natchitoches 
Multi-Jurisdictional Drug Task 
Force and NSU Campus Security 
apprehended the students after 
discovering them smoking a cigar 
containing marijuana in the park- 
ing lot of Rapides Hall. 

According to the police report, 
"All suspects were written a sum- 
mons for simple possession of 
marijuana and were later 
released." 

In Article IV of the Student 
Handbook it states, "The follow- 
ing types of conduct is prohibited 
and individuals found to have 
committed such infractions are 
subjected to the sanctions being 
imposed including the sanction of 
probation, suspension, or expul- 
sion from the University." 

The NSU Student Handbook 
states, "For unlawful possession 
of a controlled substance, a per- 
son is subject to up to one year of 
imprisonment and fines up to 
$5,000." 



State primary elections begin Saturday 

Run-off forum, speakers already planned

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Military has mixed 
opinion of Clark

WASHINGTON - Not many 
of those who served with the 
general who would be president 
are neutral about him. They 
either love Gen. Wesley Kanne 
Clark, or they hate him. 

Clark, 59, who graduated first 
in his class of 579 at West Point 
in 1966, has shot toward the top 
of a field of 10 declared candi- 
dates for the Democratic nomi- 
nation for president in just two 
weeks. 

In an informal survey of 
active-duty and retired general 
officers, most of whom declined 
to be quoted by name, the most 
common descriptions of Clark 
were "very smart" and "very 
ambitious." 

At least four said that Clark 
was the "Courtney Massengale" 
of their generation, a reference to 
the anti-hero in one of the most 
popular novels among soldiers, 
"Once an Eagle" by Anton Myr- 
er. 

Myrer's hero is Sam Damon, a 
Nebraska farm boy without the 
political pull to get into West 
Point, who earns his battlefield 
commission in World War II. 
Damon is a loyal, honest, self- 
effacing officer whose first 
thought and lasting love is for 
his sergeants and soldiers. 
Damon's nemesis is Courtney 
Massengale, a fast-talking, polit- 
ically connected West Pointer 
who cares only about his own 
career. 

The book has a cult following 
among military men; most 
aspire to be Sam Damon and 
loathe the Massengales in their 
midst. 

Retired Lt. Gen. Paul Funk 
said of Clark: "The all important 
moral force just wasn't there 
when he was in command. His 
greatest asset was the ability to 
sort out which way the wind 
was blowing." 

Retired Gen. Barry R. McCaf- 
frey notes that Clark volun- 
teered for duty in Vietnam after 
finishing two years at Oxford as 
a Rhodes Scholar. Clark com- 
manded a company of foot sol- 
diers in the 1st Battalion 16th 
Infantry, 1st Infantry Division, in 
Vietnam in 1969 and 1970 and 
was badly wounded in combat. 



He earned a Silver Star for valor. 

"(He) is probably the most 
intelligent officer I ever served 
with," McCaffrey said. "(He has) 
great integrity, sound judgment 
and great kindness in dealing 
with people. He is a public ser- 
vant of exceptional character 
and skill." 

McCaffrey acknowledged that 
Clark doesn't fit the mold that 
most officers traditionally hew 
to, what he called the "model of 
courage, simplicity, lack of poli- 
tics, total downward focus, 
scheming only to stay out of 
Washington." He adds, "Wes 
does not fit - except for the 
courage - but he still has been a 
treasure to the national security 
process." 

A senior retired general said 
that Clark's penchant for going 
around his bosses eventually got 
him fired as NATO commander 
in Europe. "He constantly back- 
doored the secretary of defense 
(William Cohen) by going direct- 
ly to the secretary of state 
(Madeleine Albright) and the 
national security adviser 
(Samuel Berger) to work his 
agenda, rather than presenting 
his case directly to his boss." 

The general said Clark's 
downfall as NATO commander 
was hastened by his actions 
before and during the Kosovo 
crisis and air war against the 
Serbs. He said Clark predicted 
that two days of bombing would 
bring Serbian President Slobo- 
dan Milosevic to his knees. The 
war lasted 73 days. 

Two of Clark's champions, 
Defense Secretary William Perry 
and then-Chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff Gen. John Sha- 
likashvili intervened. They engi- 
neered the promotion of Clark to 
four stars and command of U.S. 
Southern Command in Panama. 
Clark had survived to fight 
again. 

What the generals who criti- 
cize Clark may not understand is 
that their ideal of a general offi- 
cer - humble, honest Sam 
Damon - wouldn't stand a 
chance in politics. Wesley K. 
Clark just might.

Give Rush Limbaugh credit. He 
took the high road after realizing 
his lowbrow comments had put 
ESPN in a quandary it didn't 
know how to get out of. 

There was no tucking the genie 
back in the bottle once things had 
gotten this big. 

ESPN couldn't circle the wagons 
once CNN had already broadcast 
Donovan McNabb's weekly press 
conference live. 

The network couldn't crawl into 
a shell and hide after it expanded 
"SportsCenter" to 90 minutes so it 
could devote special segments to 
the controversy its ill-placed com- 
mentator created. 

When presidential candidates 
have jumped into the debate, 
there's no burying your head in 
the sand and hoping it goes away. 

By midafternoon Wednesday, it 
was clear the furor over Lim- 
baugh's comments Sunday on 
ESPN's pregame show was not 
going to go away quietly. 

The political commentator pon- 
tificated that the Eagles quarter- 
back is considered an elite player 
only because of a media agenda 
designed to artificially elevate the 
status of black quarterbacks. 

By the time the evening news 
cycle hit and television crews were 
staking out the airport terminals 
here awaiting Limbaugh's expect- 
ed arrival for Thursday's National 
Association of Broadcasters Radio 
Show convention, it was clear 
ESPN was going to have to make a 
no-win decision. Either it had to 
fire Limbaugh or face charges that 
it was supporting a racially 
charged and hurtful statement 
uttered on the air by one of its rep- 
resentatives. 

Limbaugh took ESPN off the 
hook. At about midnight Wednes- 



day night, the conservative radio 
talk-show host released a state- 
ment saying that he had resigned 
from "NFL Sunday Countdown." 

ESPN quickly accepted the res- 
ignation, noting it was the appro- 
priate decision. 

Limbaugh bailed ESPN out. 

He saved the network from hav- 
ing to fire him or answer a string of 
questions about why not. 

When this story first broke Tues- 
day, ESPN spokespeople quickly, 
and somewhat arrogantly, dis- 
missed it as much ado about noth- 
ing. 

Once it evolved into the hottest 
story in the country Wednesday, 
they had changed their minds. 

"Although Mr. Limbaugh today 
stated that his comments had v no 
racist intent whatsoever,' we have 
communicated to Mr. Limbaugh 
that his comments were insensi- 
tive and inappropriate," ESPN 
said in a statement released early 
Wednesday night. "Throughout 
his career, he has been consistent 
in his criticism of the media's cov- 
erage of a myriad of issues." 

You always know people are 
scrambling when they issue state- 
ments rather than answer ques- 
tions. 

More than football fans were 
watching to see how this unfolded. 

"It is appalling that ESPN has to 
go to this extent to try to increase 
viewership," NAACP president 
Kweisi Mfume said, in condemn- 
ing Limbaugh's remarks as "bigot- 
ed and ignorant." 

"What's almost as bad as Lim- 
baugh's comments is ESPN's fee- 
ble defense for putting him on the 
air. 

"If this is the future of ESPN, I 
think fair-minded fans who tune 
in for sports news coverage, and 
not for racist views, should get 
their sports on other networks." 

In a letter to ESPN and ABC 



Sports president George Boden- 
heimer Wednesday, Democratic 
presidential candidate Wesley 
Clark urged the network to fire 
Limbaugh. 

"There can be no excuse for such 
statements," Clark wrote. "Mr. 
Limbaugh has the right to say 
whatever he wants, but ABC and 
ESPN have no obligation to spon- 
sor such hateful and ignorant 
speech." 

Later in the day Democratic can- 
didate Howard Dean issued a sim- 
ilar plea. Another candidate, the 
Rev. Al Sharpton, had scheduled a 
news conference for Thursday at 
ABC headquarters in New York 
and said he would call for a 
national boycott of the network 
this weekend if Limbaugh was not 
fired. The Walt Disney Co. owns 
ABC and ESPN. 

OK, with war still raging in Iraq 
and the economy in shambles, 
presidential candidates probably 
have more important things to 
worry about than a bigot talking 
football. But the NFL had to be 
concerned. 

Association with racism is very 
bad for business — especially if 
you appear to be indifferent to it. 

ESPN isn't beholden to the NFL, 
but you can be darn sure the big 
cheese of professional sports 
wields a mighty sword when deal- 
ing with any of its "broadcast part- 
ners." 

Wednesday afternoon, NFL 
commissioner Paul Tagliabue 
called McNabb to express support, 
the Eagles said. 

"Donovan's stature as a top 
quarterback reflects his perform- 
ance on the field, not the desires of 
the media," league vice president 
Joe Browne said. 

"This is true of Donovan as it is 
true of Brett Favre, Steve McNair, 
Jeff Garcia and others. 

"ESPN knew what it was getting 
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when they hired Mr. Limbauj 
ESPN selects its on-air talent, 
the National Football League."

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Fire Prevention Week is next week

Caldwell Hall, West Hall, 
Bullard Hall and the Women's 
Gym — those words have mostly 
vanished from conversations 
about present day NSU, just as 
their blackened and charred walls 
vanished in searing flames. 

Natchitoches Fire Department 
Chief Dennie Boyt said that in the 
last 30 years he has personally 
responded to seven major fires at 
NSU. There have been eight. 

"So you're looking at one seri- 
ous fire, on average, about every 
four years," Boyt said. 

Those fires do not include the 
less destructive occurrences such 
as this summer's lightning- 
induced fire at the University 
Columns apartments or the 2000 
candle-related fire in Sabine Dor- 
mitory. 

Next week is National Fire Pre- 
vention Week, several days that 
are set aside annually to educate 
the public on ways to protect 
themselves from fires. The week 
coincides with the Oct. 9 anniver- 
sary of the great Chicago fire of 
1871. Over a two day period, that 
fire killed 250 people and 
destroyed more than 17,400 struc- 
tures. Fire Prevention week began 
in 1922 and has continued for the 



last 81 years. 

Boyt said that approximately 
1,700 fires occur each year in col- 
lege apartments, fraternity hous- 
es and sorority houses. 

"One of the reasons for 
increased risk," Boyt said, "is that 
most students are living away 
from home, independently, for 
the first time in their life. They 
have a tendency to be more lax or 
irresponsible." 

Burning candles is a leading 
cause of fire-related injuries 
among college residences, but the 
number one cause of fire-related 
deaths is smoking. 

Boyt said it is important to be 
aware of potential fire hazards 
like neglected candles or ciga- 
rettes. Candles and burning 
incense cause 12,000 residential 
fires every year, according to the 
National Fire Prevention Associa- 
tion. 

A hazard that Boyt said is 
sometimes overlooked is electri- 
cal outlets. Those extra electrical 
outlets can be handy, he said, but 
plugging cords into all the recep- 
tacles can cause an overload. 

"Eventually at some point, it 
could and probably will cause a 
fire to occur," Boyt said. 

"We all get lazy, but a shortcut 
might take your roommate's life 
or a neighbor down the hall," 
Boyt said. 




Being sober is a method of fire 
prevention in itself. 

"A person could stumble 
around and knock a candle over," 
Boyt said about being intoxicated. 
"Your faculties aren't as sharp 
when you're under the influ- 
ence." 

Boyt explained basic escape 
and survival tips for people who 
do get caught in fires. An elemen- 
tary but necessary guideline is to 
be aware of two exits, in the event 
that one of them is blocked by 
smoke or fire. 

Another tip is consistent 
response to fire alarms. Boyt said 
NSU does not have a problem 
with people pulling the alarms as 
a prank. For other schools it is a 
serious issue, and causing a false 
alarm can always be grounds for 
criminal charges. When false 
alarms are frequent, Boyt said 
students tend to ignore them. 

"You're going to get some stu- 
dents who say it's just another 
false alarm. That's when you 
have a potential problem," Boyt 
said. 

Boyt said if there is a fire in a 
building on campus such as 



Kyser Hall or other buildings 
with stairwells, it is important to 
avoid the smoke. 

"Never enter a smoke-filled 
stairwell," Boyt said. "If there 
happens to be smoke in a build- 
ing, stay low to the ground." 

Boyt explained that smoke 
drastically cuts the amount of 
oxygen in the air. 

"Normally there's 20 percent 
oxygen in normal breathing air. It 
takes about 16 percent or so to 
maintain life," Boyt said. 

It is important to check doors 
for heat before opening them. 
Also, if a student is trapped in a 
room higher than ground level, 
he should wave something large 
and white to get the attention of 
rescuers on the ground. 

The Natchitoches Fire Depart- 
ment will visit local elementary 
schools during the week. 

"We interact with the school 
children. We go into the schools 
and do fire safety presentations," 
Boyt said. 

Some school classes also visit 
the fire stations to take a tour and 
learn about the daily routine of 
firemen. 



Success in the real world takes early planning

The Alta Coffee & Roasting Co. is a cool 
enough place. Tucked into an eclectic neighbor- 
hood on 31st St., it serves a good latte and the 
occasional poetry reading or music jam. 

It's just not the kind of workplace Melissa 
English had envisioned while studying for a 
business /economics degree at the University of 
California, Santa Barbara. 

But there she was, a high school valedictorian 
who graduated from college with honors, pour- 
ing coffee and politely asking if she should 
leave room for cream. 

Her credentials -no clue what to do in the real 
world -helped her rapidly advance to the posi- 
tion of president and CEO of the "I've got my 
degree, now what?" club. 

Meanwhile, she cringed each time she took an 
order from a young, well-dressed professional 
who apparently had figured out how to put his 
or her education to good use.

Fraternity helps 'Push' disability awareness

Many Greek organizations tradi- 
tionally participate in philanthrop- 
ic events, raising money or donat- 
ing time to a certain cause. North- 
western State University's Pi Kap- 
pa Phi chapter is involved with 
Push America, the fraternity's 
charity outreach program estab- 
lished by the national chapter in 
1977. 

The program's mission is to raise 
money for and awareness of peo- 
ple with disabilities. 

Traditional Push America activi- 
ties are six-week spring-break and 
weekend camp construction proj- 
ects to make camps more accessi- 
ble to people with disabilities; a 
cross country cycling event; a Flori- 



da cycling event; and a program 
that builds wheelchair ramps in 
low-income areas. 

The next Push America fund- 
raising event at NSU is Oct. 6 -10 
and is designed to involve students 
outside of the fraternity. 

The War of the Roses is a team 
event for groups of 10 women 
compete in three fields. Any 
organization can participate, but 
there is a $100 team-entry fee. 

Jason Stelly, the Pi Kappa Phi 
public relations chairman, said the 
$100 pays for T-shirts, event sup- 
plies and an empathy dinner. The 
remainder is donated to Push 
America. 

The athletic part of the competi- 
tion will be a game of beep ball, 
which is a version of Softball that 
allows the competitors to identify 
with the visually impaired.During 



the game, all of the participants 
will be blindfolded except the 
pitcher and catcher. The ball beeps 
audibly and so do the bases. The 
players have to listen for the ball. If 
the player makes it to the beeping 
base before an infielder catches the 
ball, a run is scored. 

The second area of competition 
is a general quiz bowl, and the 
third is fund raising. Each team 
will try to raise more money than 
the other teams. That money will 
be also be donated Push America. 

During the empathy dinner, par- 
ticipants will be assigned disabili- 
ties such as paralysis, loss of sight 
and restricted use of fingers, hands 
and arms. They must then attempt 
to eat dinner, with or without the 
help of others. The dinner is meant 
to demonstrate what difficulties 
those with disabilities face daily.

Matthews' solo work lacks originality

During the past ten years Dave 
Matthews has proven his ability to 
write and perform original, sponta- 
neous and clever songs, but on his 
recent solo album Some Devil he 
leaves some of that entertaining 
spunk in the past. 

The album opens with a promis- 
ing driving tune, "Dodo," but the 
second track, "So Damn Luckv," 



plateaus out by the first minute and 
a half. Matthews may not be fully 
to blame for the style lull, though. 

Despite being listed as guest 
musician, guitarist Tim Reynolds 
has become a staple to much of 
Matthews' work over the past five 
years. Reynolds contributes to 
nearly every song on the album. 

His contributions have become 
so commonplace on Matthew's' 
records that it's difficult to distin- 
guish him as a guest anymore. 
Reynolds' presence has altered 



Matthews' style for better and 
worse but has apparently filled a 
niche Matthews thought was emp- 
ty- 
On a brighter note, Phish gui- 
tarist Trey Anastasio brings the 
music to gasping life by sneaking in 
a few Phish-style guitar pops and 
fizzes. Anastasio gave several of the 
tracks a depth and texture that 
probably wouldn't have been there 
at all if he hadn't come along. 

The album's title track is an 
almost sappy, but flawlessly 



expressed, lament of a sad lover 
that gives the album its second hint 
of promise. Unfortunately, 
Matthews then sends his listeners 
back to finger tapping through the 
anti-climatic "Trouble." 

Two-thirds into the album 
Matthews makes up for a few of the 
CD's uninteresting tracks. His 
Chris Isaak-style "An' Other 
Things" sounds like it was inspired 
by a lazy afternoon on the beach 
surrounded by palm trees and hula 
dancers. The song is a nice, cool 



break, but Matthews picks up 
where he left off through the next 
four tracks. 

By the end, listeners may be won- 
dering what happened to the Dave 
Matthews they were accustomed 
to, but he manages a dose of his 
assertive "Don't Drink the Water" 
growl in the last track, an acoustic 
version of "Gravedigger," which 
seems to be a eulogy to his father. 

The album's additional live CD 
will satisfy listeners bent on hear- 
ing the charismatic and energetic 
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'Cabin Fever' never breaks a sweat

will lead her highly-ranked Duke 
Blue Devils against the North- 
western State Lady Demons. 

That game pits two of the win- 
ningest programs in women's bas- 
ketball over the past five years. 
Duke ranks third with 153 wins 
over that span and Northwestern 
is 34th nationally with 108 wins. 

The Duke-NSU game tips at 1 
p.m. on Dec. 20, followed at 3 by a 
men's contest matching Bossier 
City native Mike McConathy's 
Northwestern Demons against 
2003 NCAA Tournament entry 
Troy State, 26-5 last year.

NSU volleyball is no longer at the 
bottom of the SLC standings, 
thanks to youth and experience

The Northwestern State 
Lady Demons Volleyball 
program has suffered for 
many years at or near the 
bottom of the Southland 
Conference. 

Over the last two seasons 
the Lady Demons' record is 
a dismal 17 wins to 48 losses 
(5-35 in conference play). In 
fact, the 2000 campaign's 6- 
14 mark is the best confer- 
ence record for the NSU 
team since joining the 
league in 1987. That could 
change this year. 

Second-year head coach 
Leigh Mullins and the Lady 
Demons jumped out to a 2-0 
start in the SLC for the first 
time in school history, and 
earlier this year they 
brought home the Cente- 
nary Tournament trophy, 
sweeping the tournament in 
four straight wins. 

The Lady Demons have 
used their blend of youth 



and experience to forge a 
very competitive team. 
Freshmen Latoya Sanders, 
of Baton Rogue, and 5'11 
Janel Fisher are two of the 
newcomers who have 
stepped up and provided 
the team with good depth, 
an aspect missing from 
teams of the past. 

Sanders, a middle blocker, 
leads the team in blocks and 
has also added 2 kills /game. 

Fisher, who plays outside 
hitter, was named MVP of 
the Centenary Tournament 
and has chipped in with 1.8 
kills per game and 1.4 digs 
per game. 

On the other side of the 
coin are senior leaders, 
Becky David, Cathy Her- 
ring, and Evelyn Getzen. 
David, a returning starter at 
outsider hitter, leads the 
team in kills with 2.9 per 
game and is third among the 
Lady Demons with 2.1 digs 
per game. Herring, touted 
as one of the league's best 
defenders, leads the squad 
in digs with 2.9 per game.

Getzen, an outside hitter, is 
averaging 2.3 digs per game 
as well as almost 2 kills per 
game. 

Other major contributors 
to this year's early success 
include sophomore setter 
Flavia Belo, and middle 
blockers Priscila Augusto 
and Shannon Puder. 

The 5'11 Augusto and 6'2 
Puder provide the Lady 
Demons with good size and 
solid defense on the interior, 
while Belo is among the 
league leaders in assists per 
game. 

Puder is the team's tallest 
player and has contributed 
with 2.2 kills and about 1 
block per game. Augusto, a 
junior college transfer, and a 
native of Brazil, is averaging 
2.7 kills and 2.7 digs per 



game. 

Those numbers put the 
junior at second on the team 
in each of the respective cat- 
egories. Belo is another 
South American import and 
returns after a stellar fresh- 
man season. 

She leads the team again 
in assists with 10.5 per game 
to go along with 2 digs and 
1.2 kills per contest. 

With this kind of talent 
and depth it is easy to see 
why the Lady Demons have 
improved so quickly. After 
dropping a pair on the road 
last week, the team is cur- 
rently 7-8 overall and 2-2 in 
conference play but has 
actually won more games 
than its opponents (31-27). 

They currently sit right in 
the middle of the Southland 



Conference in a tie for fifth 
place. 

Conference play is just 
heating up, but at the 
moment the Lady Demons 
look like they will be turn- 
ing a few heads this year 
around the SLC. 

The conference's coaches 
and sports information 
directors each predicted a 
tenth place finish for North- 
western State in the 11-team 
league. The Lady Demons 
will take on McNeese State 
and Lamar this weekend. 

A successful road trip 
could serve as a turning 
point for this revamped 
team and would definitely 
go a long way in proving 
those dire predictions 
wrong.

NSU prepares new 
masters curriculum

NSU students could soon 
get a masters of the arts 
degree in Heritage Resources. 

The degree is under condi- 
tional approval right now 
which means that the social 
science department must pro- 
vide a description of the 
course curriculum they plan 
to study under the major 
along with additional faculty 
they plan to hire and more 
detail about the degree pro- 
gram to the board of regents. 

Kathleen Byrd, head of the 
social science department, 
said, "This will be a great pro- 
gram. We are really enthusias- 
tic about it." 

Heritage resources encom- 
passes all the aspects of histo- 
ry that focus on history as a 
whole. Heritage resources 
majors study the archeology, 
culture and economy of the 
past. Byrd said students 



studying heritage resources 
would study a site and look at 
all the components of this site 
in terms of the site's history, 
the people who lived there, 
how they lived, what 
resources they had and how 
they used the resources. 

"We would train people to 
be more sensitive to all 
aspects of the site, not just the 
basic history," said Byrd. 

Byrd said NSU is a good 
place to have this kind of 
degree program because 
Natchitoches is well-suited 
for heritage resources. 
Natchitoches has one of the 
only centers for preservation 
technology and training in the 
United States. 

The center is part of the 
National Park Service. 

Natchitoches is one of 22 
national heritage areas in the 
United States, which were 
designed by Congress. 

Natchitoches parish has 
two state parks and a number 
of house museums. 



"All of this together will 
make it possible for grad stu- 
dents to work in the area," 
Byrd said. "This also will 
allow for internships to be 
given." 

The social science depart- 
ment plans to get final 
approval during the summer 
so they can began recruitment 
in the fall of 2004 and hope- 
fully start classes in fall of 
2005. The department plans 
to hire one more faculty mem- 
ber to help teach the classes 
for heritage resources. The 
classes will concentrate on 
Louisiana history primarily 
due to the location, said Byrd. 

Byrd added, "The skills can 
be used anywhere, but 
Natchitoches is a great place 
to start." 

NSU would be the only 
school in Louisiana to have a 
heritage resources degree pro- 
gram. 

Byrd said, "This would 
make NSU unique in that 

way."

Senator Keith Gates, who 
voted against the bill, said that 
he feels that standard rules 
concerning club sports need 
to be placed in the SGA by- 
laws before an application 
process can be instituted. 

"The bill was a good idea, 
and I think that we need a 
way to determine what a club 
sport is, but I feel that for the 
sake of permanence, that 
should be placed in the by- 
laws. Then, next year when 
the new senate comes in, they 
can look at the by-laws and 
see what the rules are con- 
cerning club sports," Gates 
said. 



Two new bills were placed 
on emergency status and were 
voted on Monday night. 

The first was a bill propos- 
ing to allow this year's distin- 
guished lecturer speech by 
former presidential candidate 
Ralph Nader to be open to the 
public. This speech will take 
place on Nov. 6 in A. A. Fred- 
ericks Auditorium, which can 
seat approximately 1,200 peo- 
ple. 

The bill passed by only one 
vote. 

Senator Jack Halford voted 
against the bill. He said that 
since the Ralph Nader speech 
is being paid for by student

Financial aid: 
Refunds done 
by next week

As the semester progress- 
es, the Office of Student 
Financial Aid continues to 
issue refund checks to stu- 
dents who are due them. 

Director of the Office of 
Student Financial Aid Misti 
Chelette said the money to 
pay TOPS recipients has 
been received by the 
University and is currently 
being applied to student 
accounts. 

"We can't issue refund 
checks when the University 



closes its books every month, 
so that shuts us down for 
two days," Chelette said. 
"They did that last week, but 
this week they opened the 
books back up, so we started 
running refunds Monday." 

Chelette said that all TOPS 
money should be accepted 
and applied to students' 
accounts by the end of the 
week, and refund checks are 
being run nightly. 

Also, first-time borrowers' 
money has been accepted by 
the University and applied 
to the accounts of students 
who are still eligible for

fees, it should benefit the students 
first. 

"As controversial as I think Ralph 
Nader's opinions are, I think it's 
going to generate a lot of student 
interest on this campus," Halford 
said. "I don't think that we'll have 
room for the public. I'm hoping we 
won't have room for the public. 

"Out of 10,000 people, I hope we 
can get 1,200 to attend, and opening 
it up to the public takes spots away 
from students." 

Another option discussed by the 
SGA was charging a small fee to the 
public in order to attend. 

Keith Gates, who sponsored the 
bill, said that nobody should be 
charged. 

"It will be good publicity for this 
Universitv," Gates said. "We should 

J' 

invite as many people as we can. 
We should even pick them up in 
buses to come see Ralph Nader. 

"I don't agree with Ralph 
Nader's message, but the man ran 
third in a presidential election, and 
you can't beat hearing him speak." 

After this bill was passed, Buster 
Carlisle left the meeting, and he 



was the third senator to do so. The 
number of remaining senators was 
counted, and it was declared that 
there was no longer quorum. This 
means that fewer than two-thirds of 
the voting members were present, 
and the senate could no longer do 
business or pass legislation. 

However, just as the meeting was 
about to be adjourned, a recalcula- 
tion was done. It was determined 
that a mistake had been made, and 
there were enough senators remain- 
ing to continue business. 

A bill proposing to allocate $4,800 
to the NSU Flight Team to cover the 
expenses of attending a regional 
competition was passed. 

The senate also rejected SGA 
executives' appointment of sopho- 
more Josh Stelly to a senator-at- 
large seat. 

On Monday, the SGA will be vot- 
ing on a bill to combine the duties 
of the SGA treasurer and secretary 
into one position. 

Also, next week the SGA will also 
be voting on a bill to make a revi- 
sion to its by-laws. 

Currently, the by-laws contain

the phrase, "to oversee the 'SGA

to, "to obtain a weekly timeslot for 
the 'SGA Radio Show', if a time slot 
is available".

Two weeks ago, however, barri-

"Several complaints were made 
from students as well as staff in 
regards to safety," said Dan 
Seymour, vice president for student 
affairs.

According to NSU's student 
handbook, though, any person 
who wishes to advertise, promote 
or solicit on campus must fill out 
the appropriate request form, 
which can be picked up and 
returned to Student Union Room 
214. 

Although Recognized Student 
Organizations (RSO) must com- 
plete the solicitation form during 
recertification at the beginning of 
each semester, the form can be 
filled out at any time. Friday is the 
extended deadline for RSO recerti- 
fication. 

After the deadline, a list of all 
organizations that have not com- 
pleted the form will be given to the 
building managers, which gives 
them the right to pull down flyers 
posted by those uncertified organi- 
zations. 

The list says which organizations 
cannot solicit until the next recerti- 
fication period. 

Bulletin boards are located in 
each building on campus for signs 
and advertisements. Therefore, any

The rent does not include utilities 
or furniture. 

"If it included everything or 
some stuff it would be ok," Guillory 
said. 

Zack Horton, a sophomore 
English major lives with two 
friends in the Fleur de Lis apart- 
ments and said the cost of Frog 
Pond apartments would be a major 
deterrent. He personally pays one 
third of his apartment's rent, or 
$160 per month. 

Horton did think the apartments 
sounded nice. 

"I guess that's good if you've got 
$300 a month," Horton said. 

Joe Lejeune, a junior aviation 
major said, "They need more apart- 
ments. They need more living space 
around here. I think ifs a good 
idea." 

In a couple of months Frog Pond 
will have a trailer at the construc- 
tion site for prospective residents. 



"People will be able to come into 
the trailer, see the architectural ren- 
dition," Wyzanski said. 

Frog Pond's Web site, 
www.Frogpond.biz, has some info- 
rmation about the new Natchi- 
toches site. It includes a link to the 
Tallahassee apartments that pro- 
vides detailed information about 
their amenities, services and floor 
plans. 

Wyzanski said the Natchitoches 
apartments, however, will not be 
exactly the same. 

"It will be a similar living envi- 
ronment," Wyzanski said. The 
Natchitoches apartments will be 
1,350 square feet in area, while the 
Tallahassee apartments have more 
than 1,750 square feet. 

Natchitoches's Frog Pond will be 
made up of 10 residential buildings, 
each three floors high with four 
suites per floor. Each suite will 
house four people. 

"We do have roommate match- 
ing for groups of less than four," 
Wyzanski said. The management 



will match students according to 
their interests. 

An added option with these 
apartments is furnishings. For $50 
per month per person, residents can 
have their apartment furnished. 
Sofas, loveseats, tables, bedroom 
ensembles and 32-inch televisions 
will be rented out to those residents 
who choose this amenity. 

NSU's University Columns, one 



of the larger apartment communi- 
ties in Natchitoches offers four bed- 
room apartments for $291 per 
month. Fleur de Lis Apartments 
offer two bedroom apartments for 
$485 per month. The White 
Columns Apartments have two 
bedroom apartments for $474 per 
month. Welch Estate's two bed- 
room furnished apartments are 
$650 per month.

That, however, doesn't stop 
the researchers from probing the 
funny bone. The latest news in 
humor research is equally 
unfunny: Researchers have 
ascertained that along with 
everything else that stops work- 
ing as you get older, your sense 
of humor may go, too. Or at 
least, researchers found that the 
ability to understand more com- 
plex jokes can deteriorate with 
age. That's the conclusion of a 
recent study published in the 
Journal of the International 
Neuropsychological Society. The 
elderly still appreciate a good 
joke, they found, but they may 
not get the punch line as often. 

How do they know? Well, 
they tested seniors and com- 
pared their responses to younger 
folks. 

Here's a sample joke, in which 
the respondent is asked to 
choose from four different 
punch lines. The neighborhood 
borrower approached Mr. Smith 
at noon on Sunday and inquired, 
"Say, Smith, are you using your 
lawnmower this afternoon?" 

"Yes I am," Smith replied war- 
ily. 

Then the neighborhood bor- 
rower answered: 

1. "Fine, then you won't be 
wanting your golf clubs. I'll just 
borrow them." 

2. "Oops, as the rake he 
walked on barely missed his 
face." 

3. "Oh well, can I borrow it 
when you're done, then?" 

4. "The birds are always eating 
my grass seed." 

If you answered 1, your sense 
of humor is intact, according to 
the researchers. If you answered 
4, you should probably see your 
doctor soon. But what if you 
answered 2? That, according to 
the researchers, was a "humor- 
ous non sequitur," which, while 
funny, "did not provide a coher- 
ent ending to the joke." 

The elderly, the study said, 
made more errors compared to 
the young in selecting punch

lines to complete jokes and in 
selecting a funny cartoon from 
among an array of cartoons. The 
researchers suggested the trou- 
ble might lie in the right frontal 
lobe area — the area neurolo- 
gists say is critical to recognizing 
a joke — and the aging process. 

However, the researchers also 
said it is possible the elderly sim- 
ply did not find some of the 
punch lines as funny as younger 
people did. 

Maybe the sense of humor 
does go with age. Experience, 
though, suggests something 
slightly different: It changes. 
What struck you as hilarious at 
15 is not so funny at 35, or 55. 
(Case in point: Woody Allen.) 

The appreciation for slapstick 
wanes, in favor of a new respect 
for the well-turned phrase, the 
ironic aside, the perfect stiletto of 
a riposte. With age also comes 
the increased ability to laugh at 
oneself, invaluable in the pursuit 
of happiness and a longer life. 

So maybe seniors don't always 
get the punch line. But maybe 
that's because the birds were 
always earing the seed.

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An immigrant nation shouldn't be globally ignoran

I started taking international- 
studies classes at the University 
of Washington during the fall of 
2001 because I felt like I was 
behind. And in a sense, I was. I 
had traveled out of the country 
just once, briefly. My high 
school exposure to world histo- 
ry and affairs had been mini- 
mal. The only foreign language I 
could barely speak was French. 

In a world of terrorism 
digests, currency fluctuations 
and digitized cross-cultural 
interactions, I craved the infor- 
mation that would make me a 
more competitive, or even just 
more aware, citizen. 

But my decision to forgo 
majoring in international stud- 
ies came about for different rea- 
sons. In short, I felt what was 
being offered to me in terms of 
complex academic theory had 
not been preceded by enough 
basic anthropological and geo- 
graphical instruction to make it 
seem relevant. 

"Global education" is often 



geared toward elites: those 
lucky college students whose 
families vacation in Europe and 
South America, who were sent 
to preparatory high schools and 
tutored in other languages. 

For the rest of us, dealing 
with community poverty or the 
politics of a 9-to-5 job or the 
inner workings of the European 
Union seem to be far-off, if 
glamorous, concerns. 

Yet, in the changing environ- 
ment we live in, where technol- 
ogy blurs the borders of nation- 
states and international trade 
agreements affect even domes- 
tic-service workers, the failure 
to educate all elementary and 
high school students about such 
affairs hinges on discrimination. 

Those who understand how 
to navigate in an increasingly 
complex and interdependent 
world will be most successful in 
the future. 

At a Philanthropy Northwest 
members briefing last week, 
representatives from several 
local foundations discussed 
ways to increase global educa- 
tion in public schools. Guest 



speaker Nancy Bacon, vice pres- 
ident and director of education- 
al programs for the World 
Affairs Council in Seattle, 
acknowledged that currently 
there is no statewide assessment 
tool to measure social-science 
knowledge among students. 

Not only does this mean that 
studying other countries loses 
priority, it can also be focused 
on more heavily in some schools 
than in others. 

The irony is that the students 
who tend to receive better 
instruction are often privileged 
and white. However, as Phil- 
anthropy Northwest member 
and executive director of the 
Russell Family Foundation, 
Richard Wu, suggested: Refugee 
children in poor neighborhoods 
have much to teach their peers 
about international relations. 

Indeed, because we live in a 
country of immigrants, Amer- 
icans have more at stake in 
globalism than initially appar- 
ent. 

This September, Cleveland 
High School split into four 
smaller academies, funded in 



part by the Bill and MelirJ 
Gates Foundation. Students i 
the brand new School for Gloty 
Studies will be required to lean 
a second language and wj 
study international culture anj 
politics. For these participant 
it is a step in the right directioj 

But by promoting hands-d 
experiences in classrooJ 
everywhere, such as forem 
films, guest speakers, diveral 
clubs and exchanges, more sti 
dents will become engaged wil 
global affairs early on. 

Then, once they get to colled 
they will be ready and willingj 
tackle theories about econonl 
development and political stj 
bility. And the lack of knoll 
edge that Americans possdj 
regarding other cultures an 
international events will dimil 
ish — as will the informatiof 
gap here at home.

American society advancing to a developmental hall

Recent developments indicate 
that Americans are spending the 
majority of their time in "tech- 
nology advancement," while 
neglecting social and cultural 
progress. We create too many 
gizmos and not enough new 
cultural forms and institutions 
to improve the lot of humanity. 

In order to achieve a better 
social product — society — we 
need two things: creativity and 
the leisure time in which to 
develop or exercise it. Behind 
the situation are some paradox- 
es regarding work, productivity 
and leisure. 

Is the typical American over- 
worked? One side argues that 
the average workweek has 
steadily increased for both 
white- and blue-collar workers. 
They say Americans take fewer 
days off per year than workers 
in any other industrial country, 
and that this situation is forced 
upon the American worker. 

The other side presents labor 
statistics to show that the aver- 
age workweek has remained 
fairly constant over the last 40 
years. And, where the work- 
week has increased for certain 
individuals, it has been by 
choice: the typical American 
worker wants more hours 
because it means more pay or 
career advancement. 

Ironically, in the workplace 



we are increasingly productive 
and innovative. The U.S. gov- 
ernment tracks worker produc- 
tivity, which has hit record lev- 
els recently, according to the 
Labor Department. With greater 
productivity, one might think 
that there is more leisure time, 
but there isn't. 

The importance of creative 
leisure time was made abun- 
dantly clear by the ancient 
Greeks. They astounded their 
world with creations that are 
the very foundation of our 
Western Civilization. From 
their surplus of leisure came 
totally new forms and concepts: 
democracy, philosophy, natura- 
listic art and literature. 

What do we do with our 
leisure? 

According to a 2002 Harris 
Preference Poll, Americans have 
about 20 hours per week to pur- 
sue leisure activities, an amount 
largely unchanged since 1989. 
American adults indicated read- 
ing (26 percent) as one of their 
top two or three leisure time 
activities (respondents could 
name up to three activities). 
Other top activities were watch- 
ing TV (15 percent), spending 
time with family (11 percent), 
fishing (8 percent), gardening (8 
percent), playing team sports (7 
percent), going to the movies (6 
percent), and swimming and 
golf (5 percent each). Painting 
and writing were 2 percent and 
1 percent each, respectively. 

What conclusions can be 



drawn from this survey? 
Reading is an encouraging sign, 
depending of course on what is 
being read! Otherwise, the poll 
shows that Americans are 
involved in mentally passive 
leisure. 

Americans are spending their 
leisure time mostly entertaining 
themselves. Very few are creat- 
ing or discussing ideas, are 
thinking about society and the 
future, or are coming into con- 
tact with others who should be 
doing the same thing. What to 
do? 

In light of Sept. 11, our society 
needs more interaction and 
exchange of ideas in our various 
groups and communities. We 
know the impact the Internet 
has had on technological dis- 
course and development. We 
must also be aware of the 
impact it can have in promoting 
American social progress. 

Lately, political candidates 
like Howard Dean, former gov- 
ernor of Vermont, have realized 
the Internet's potential for polit- 
ical organization. Other things 
can and must be done in this 
electronic environment where 
any one person can found a 
non-governmental organization 
with every hope of attracting 
attention to their cause. 
Technology can be a major aid 
in socially constructive leisure. 

Of course recreation is still 
important. People will never be 
able to function at their mental 
peak if they are in poor physical 



health. Everyone needs to hai 
some time to kick-up his or hj 
feet or go swimming. TW 
Greeks knew this too. But thej 
still allotted time enough w 
reflection and pondering w\ 
meaning and improvement i 
life. 

These uses of time do flj 
seem to exist for today 
Americans. Lack of construe 
five leisure time is much to o4 
disadvantage as the world 
leading power. 

So what needs to be donfl 
Americans must realize tkj 
need for social advancement i 
well as technical and scientifi 
advancement. In the years I 
come, our technology will cot 
tinue to be superior, but if vd 
are unable to make progress as 
society, interacting with oi» 
another, the greatest technolc 
gies will be wasted in narrow 
applications. 

Leonardo da Vinci said, "Irt 
rusts from disuse, stagnaf 
water loses its purity and i 
cold weather becomes frozd 
even so does inaction sap tl 
vigors of the mind." Let us, ' 
Americans, not have our colle* 
tive brainpower waste away 1 
overlooking or ignoring sod 
concerns. We need to realtf 
value of those issues and stri< 
for more quality leisure time.

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NSU assists single parents

Finding proper child care and 
other assistance is important to 
single parents. 

Head Start is available on-cam- 
pus for single or married parents 
attending Northwestern. 
According to the Head Start 
brochure , the program's mission 
statement is "to provide the high- 
est level of educational services to 
eligible children and their families 
in improving their quality of life." 

Patricia Taylor, director of Head 
Start, said the idea for starting the 
program on NSU's campus was to 
provide childcare for student's 
children where students could 
visit their children between class- 
es. In turn, parents get involved 
with the program by volunteering 
hours of service in the classroom. 
With volunteers and four full time 
staff members the child / teacher 
ratio is 8-to-l. 

Debra Jo Hailey, the center 
supervisor said, "We encourage 
parents to participate through vol- 
unteering, and this is their way of 
paying the program back." 



Not only does the program 
allow the parents to participate in 
their children's education, it also 
provides counseling for parents. 
Head Start has had various speak- 
ers come to talk about different 
issues including mental health and 
saving for a child's education. 

"Through Head Start, parents 
can gain self-confidence, learn 
more about children and improve 
their quality of life," Harley said. 

The program can also help par- 
ents get food stamps and find jobs. 

Head Start is free but cannot 
take in every child. Families must 
meet certain requirements in order 
for a child to be accepted. Taylor 
said the program looks at the par- 
ent's income, the needs of the fam- 
ily and the ages of the children. 

Head Start only accepts children 
between the ages of three and four, 
with preference given to four-year- 
olds because there are limited 
openings, and the program is 
geared towards preparing children 
for Kindergarten. The program can 
only take up to 32 kids, which is at 
the moment full with 15 three- 
year-olds, and 17 four-year-olds. 

"Generally students with finan- 
cial aid qualify for the program," 
Hailey said. 

Head Start also encourages its

employees. Student teachers train 
through the program, and all 
employed staff members are 
required to continue their educa- 
tion while working for the pro- 
gram. Head Start encourages - 
employee's to seek grants to help 
finance their education, and, if 
needed, will pay for the employees 
to continue their educations. 

Located near the behind the 
NSU Elementary Lab School, Head 
Start is open from 7:30 a.m. to 3:30 
p.m. There is no transportation 
system for the program so parents 
must drop off and pick up their 
children. The latest time to drop 
off a child is 9 a.m. Head Start 
works with the public school sys- 
tem to helps keep the children up- 
to-date with their shots and physi- 



cals required for elementary 
school. 

The Women's Resource Center, 
located across from Campus 
Corner and behind the Baptist 
Collegian Ministry, is open on 
Tuesdays, Wednesdays, and 
Thursdays from 9 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. 
You can call, make an appointment 
or just walk in. Beverly Broadway, 
a volunteer counselor and the 
abstinence coordinator, said a fair 
amount of women they see are col- 
lege students. 

At The Center a person can 
receive counseling for anything, 
including pregnancy. Broadway 
said that most of the women they 
see concerning pregnancy are

either afraid or unable to afford a 
pregnancy test. Broadway said 
that the pregnancy tests are self- 
administered because none of the 
volunteers are certified to admin- 
ister them. For this reason the cen- 
ter will provide information on 
STDs and birth control and where 
to get tested, but does not actually 
do the testing. 

For the pregnant women who 
decide they want to keep their 
baby, there is a variety of help 
available. Along with the counsel- 
ing there are also parenting video- 
tapes for before and after the baby 
is born, information in nutrition 
and health through the pregnancy 
baby clothes that go up to 3T, and 
even diapers. For women who 
decide not to keep their babies, the 
center provides counseling and 
information on other options. 

And for those who may be won- 
dering, everything is anonymous 
and confidential. No names are 
used, not even in the filing system, 
which is coded for privacy. 

"That is a prime concern, their 
privacy," Broadway said. 



Broadway explained that the 
center moved because their pres- 
ent location is more private than 
where it was located before on the 
Hwy. 1 South. Age is also not a 
problem; even girls under the age 
of 18 can come in for help. 
Broadway said that there is no 
need for parental permission if the 
situation was between two con- 
senting adults. However, if the 
client is under 18, and child or sex- 
ual abuse is involved, the center 
will report it. 

Courtney Rusk and Tiffany 
Pennison are working on a class 
project to propose that NSU build 
a day care center on campus. 

"With enrollment continuing to 
grow, this was a problem that we 
felt needed to be solved," 
Pennison said. 

The group has developed a web- 
site to evaluate the need of the stu- 
dent body for a day care center. 
Rusk said the website will have a 
survey that is scheduled run until 
November.

(133) and East Texas Baptist 
(230) in the men's race.. 

ULL's Natalie Gills won the 
5,000-meter women's race in 
19:27.47, blowing away the 
field and leading the Lady 
Cajuns to victory in the team 
competition. 

Jacqualine Byrd of ULM was 
second in 20:05.93 followed by 
ULL's Jennifer Gautreaux in 
20:07.88 and Grambling's 
Hamiyda Sciplo in 20:21.04. 



Northwestern got three top 10 
finishes by Margeaux Fisher 
(seventh, 20:35.00), Abby 
Salomon (eighth, 20:51.58) and 
Jill Schenk (ninth, 21:03.95) but 
was edged by eight points by 
ULL for the team title. 

ULL scored 42 in the women's 
race, trailed by Northwestern 
(50), Grambling (83), ULM (88), 
Southern (113), East Texas 
Baptist (158) and Louisiana 
College (170). 

Rounding out the scoring for 
the Lady Demons were Christy 
Stark (12th, 21:21.62) and 
Lindzie Ledford (14th, 
21:37.00). Also finishing for 
Northwestern were Katy

To the rabid baseball fans of the 
Northeast, no other matchup 
would have the same appeal. If 
two American League teams are 
going to engage in a bare-knuckles 
scrap for the right to play in the 
World Series, there could be no 
fiercer combatants than the New 
York Yankees and Boston Red Sox. 

As well it should. The incredible 
devotion of each team's fans and 
their utter antipathy toward each 
other transcends the battle that 
starts with Wednesday night's 
American League Championship 
Series opener at Yankee Stadium. 
One can argue about Cowboys- 
Redskins, Lakers-Celtics and oth- 
ers, but few doubt that Yankees- 
Red Sox is the greatest rivalry in 
professional sports. Especially no 
one in these parts. 

Red Sox president Larry 
Lucchino dubbed the Yankees 
baseball's "evil empire" last winter 
after being outspent for Cuban 
pitcher Jose Contreras. His team 
outscored the Yankees, 109-94, this 
year, but went 9-10 against its chief 
rival. 

Yankees owner George 
Steinbrenner, for no apparent rea- 
son, issued a statement to the 
media on Monday declaring, "A 
quitter never wins, and a winner 
never quits. For us, winning isn't 
the only thing, it's second to 
breathing." 

Other than that, it's just another 
ballgame, as these teams meet 
with a Series berth at stake for the 
first time since 1999.

This delicious showdown came 
to pass only because Boston was 
able to win three straight games 
against Oakland after losing the 
first two in their best-of-5 Division 
Series. 

But it was a taxing series for the 
Red Sox. They had to use ace 
Pedro Martinez in Monday's fifth 
game, meaning he won't be able to 
pitch until Game 3 and perhaps 
only once in the ALCS. That leaves 
the opener to knuckleball special- 
ist Tim Wakefield, Game 2 to 
Derek Lowe and Game 4 to former

Burkett. The Red Sox also expect to 
be without center fielder Johnny 
Damon, who sustained a severe 
concussion in that finale in 
Oakland.

Purple Swarm Defense holds the Aggies to -1 total yards

It was a record-breaking 
night Saturday at Turpin 
Stadium. Northwestern 
State's Purple Swarm defense 
held Oklahoma Panhandle 
State to only one first down 
and -1 yards of total offense. 
Both feats are school and 
Southland conference records. 
Also, the NSU offense totaled 
514 yards, and the Demons 
squashed the Aggies 59-0. 

Last week the Demons 
were beaten by underrated 
and perennial division I-AA 
power Northern Iowa. This 
week, the 21-ranked Demons 
took out their frustrations on 
division II OPSU, a 1-4 team 
that features 33 freshmen on 
their 61-man roster. 

The Demons quickly 
showed their superiority after 
kicking the opening kick-off 
to Panhandle State to open 
the game. After a quick three- 
and-out, the Aggies' starting 
quarterback lined up to punt. 

In his only kick of the night 
Ty Sellers shanked one that 
landed only 10 yards beyond 



the line of scrimmage. The 
ball then took a Demon 
bounce back toward the line 
of scrimmage before Sellers 
downed his own punt for a 
net of just five yards. Seven 
plays later the Demons were 
in the endzone. 

The Northwestern State 
offense went on to score on 
their first six possessions, and 
led 42-0 at halftime. The 
monster running back duo 
Derrick Johnese and Shelton 
Sampson led the Demon 
offense. 

Each back rushed for 121 
yards and three touchdowns. 
Sampson's yards came on just 
11 carries, including a 40-yard 
TD burst, while Johnese 
turned in the relatively work- 
man-like performance on 17 
carries. 

Part-time quarterback Ryan 
Lewis had a big night as well. 
The freshman got his name in 
the record books by complet- 
ing his first 8 passes of the 
game. 

Lewis, who received con- 
siderable playing time in the 
blow out, finished 8-9 with 
128 yards through the air, 
highlighted by a 35 yard TD 



bomb to fellow freshman Ben 
Bailey who was running 
down the visitors' sideline. 
Lewis also added 24 yards on 
three carries. 

Picking out individual stars 
on defense is difficult when 
the entire unit plays so well, 
but stand-out safety Neil 
Ponstein had another big 
night. 

Ponstein stayed in the 
opponents' backfield most of 
the game and finished with 
three tackles behind the line 
of scrimmage. 

Head coach Scott Stoker 
and the NSU defensive staff 
brought Ponstein and his 
teammates in the defensive 
backfield up to the line of 
scrimmage, playing eight and 
nine defenders in the box 
much of the night to disrupt 
the Aggies' offense. 

Linebacker Jamal Johnson, 
the SLCs leading tackier, and 
defensive tackle Corey 
Mistric were also very active 
on defense and laid numer- 
ous big hits on Aggie ball car- 
riers. 

The Demon reserves were 
impressive again, as NSU 
gave the home crowd of 



12,648 another big win. 

Almost every Demon on 
the depth chart saw some 
action, with the first wave of 
substitutions coming with 
about four minutes left in the 
second quarter. 

Again, the Demons' sec- 
ond-team defense, led by 
Cory Bell, Brad Parmley and 
freshman Ed Queen, showed 
themselves to be almost as 
fast and physical as the 
starters. 

With the exception of a cou- 
ple of series, the starters sat 
out in the second half, yet 
OPSU tallied -13 yards of 
offense in the 3rd and 4th 
quarters. 

This Saturday the Demons 
will play host to Southeastern 
Louisiana, a team in the midst 
of a four- game losing streak. 
The SLU Lions are fielding 
their first football team since 
1985 and are currently 2-4. 

Next week's battle will be 
the last tune-up opportunity 
for the 4-2 Northwestern State 
team. The Demons open SLC 
conference play on October 18 
when they travel to San 
Marcos to take on the Texas 
State Bobcats.

Endowed Scholarship's first recipient is Daniel King of 
Flatwoods, La. He is receiving $250 per semester, but 
Gustwick said that hopefully the scholarship's value will 
increase to $5,000 per year in the near future. 

"That way we could either give one scholarship worth, 
that much or we could give two or three, and divide 
that amount up," Director of Institutional Advancement 
Tony Gustwick said.

Organization 
housing plan 
awaits funds 



Long-discussed plan 
for on-campus Greek 
and organizational 
homes on hold 
for now.

Students aren't the only 
ones waiting for checks in 
the mail before making 
some important purchases. 
The University is expecting 
a couple checks of its own 
to pay for the development 
of new on-campus organi- 
zational housing. 

For about six years, Uni- 
versity officials have dis- 
cussed a new organization- 
al housing project on cam- 
pus. 

The proposed organiza- 
tional housing row would 
be located between the 
Kappa Sigma fraternity 
house on Jefferson Street 
and where Tarleton Drive 
meets Chaplain's Lake. 

"We're getting close," 
Robert Crew, assistant to 
the University president, 
said. 

Crew said the only 
developmental hindrance 
is funding. 

"We're waiting for the 
checks on two pieces of 
property we sold," Crew 
said. 

The University sold land 
on University Parkway, 
across the street from the 
west end of campus, to the 



City of Natchitoches for a 
new Emergency Medical 
Services station. The ad- 
joining piece of sold land is 
the future home of Frog 
Pond Apartments, an 
apartment community set 
to open in fall 2004. 

Vice President of Student 
Affairs Dan Seymour said 
that putting the water and 
electricity in place for the 
houses would be funded 
by the property sale 
money. 

"We've been waiting for 
the check for months," Sey- 
mour said. 

The next step, after set- 
ting up the water and elec- 
tricity infrastructure, 
would be meeting with 
other university officials to 
discuss the use of the land. 

Seymour said there have 
been planning meetings in 
the past about this project, 
and the proposed plots of 
land would include several 
on the lakeside of Jefferson 
Street and a few in the 
region of the Tarleton and 
Jefferson intersection. He 
said that there would be 
about ten lots available to 
organizations. 

Seymour and Crew said 
that deciding which frater- 
nities or sororities can 
build on the new housing 
row will be random, but 
the lots are for all organiza- 
tions. 

"It's not a Greek row. It's 
an organizational row," 
Seymour said. 

The only non-Greek 
organizations that Sey-

SGA focuses on internal matters 



Proposal to combine 
treasurer, administrative 
assistant positions sent 
to committee.

The SGA presented a bill 
Monday night that would, 
revise the SGA by-laws to 
implement consequences 
for senators who leave 
weekly meetings early. 

According to the bill, 
which will be voted on at 
the next Monday meeting, 
there is currently nothing 
in the by-laws discourag- 
ing senators from leaving 
early. 

If the bill is approved by 
a student referendum, 
senators who are absent or 
leave meetings before they 
are officially adjourned 
twice in a semester with- 
out approved excuses 



could be removed from 
office with a two-thirds 
vote of the entire Senate. 

The SGA met Monday to 
discuss two bills and con- 
sider SGA President Greg 
Comeaux's appointments 
for senator-at-large seats. 

The first bill proposed 
combining the offices of 
SGA secretary and treas- 
urer into one position. 

According to the bill, the 
SGA treasurer is currently 
given half of a full-time 
scholarship, and the SGA 
secretary receives a stu- 
dent worker paycheck out 
of the SGA budget for 35 
hours per month. The bill 
proposes that the duties of 
the secretary be added to 
the position of the treasur- 
er, who would continue to 
receive half of a full-time 
scholarship. The student 
worker position would no 
longer exist. 

At the meeting, the bill's 
sponsor, Senator Alan 
Sypert, reminded the sen- 
ate that the student bodv 



would ultimately approve 
or disapprove of this deci- 
sion in the spring 2004 
elections. 

"If the SGA passes this, 
it won't take effect. It will 
go to the students," Sypert 
said. 

With little discussion, 
however, the senate voted 
to refer the bill to the 
Internal Affairs Commit- 
tee for further review. 

The second bill dis- 
cussed at Monday's meet- 
ing proposed another by- 
law revision. 

Currently, the SGA by- 
laws contain the phrase, 
"to oversee the 'SGA 
Radio Show' during the 
course of the semester." 
According to the bill, this 
phrase suggests that a 
radio show is or shall be 
provided for the SGA, and 
it places an expectation on 
the campus media to 
require KNWD to provide 
a time slot for the show. 
The bill proposed chang- 
ing the phrase to, "to 



obtain a weekly timeslot 
for the 'SGA Radio Show,' 
if a time slot is available". 
The bill passed in the sen- 
ate. 

Also, the presidential 
appointments of sopho- 
mores Jefferey Bergeron 
and Matthew Burrough to 
senator-at-large seats were 
both unanimously ap- 
proved by the senate. 

Next week, the SGA will 
also be voting on a resolu- 
tion concerning cracked 
concrete near the north 
entrance of the Student 
Union. 

The resolution states 
that wheelchairs and other 
wheeled objects must pass 
over this concrete, and the 
University should use any 
means at its disposal to 
repair it. 

The SGA senate meets 
Monday nights at 7 p.m. in 
the Student Union's Cane 
River Room. Meetings are 
open to the student body.

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mour said have approached the 
University about the project are 
the Fellowship of Christian Ath- 
letes and the Baptist Collegiate 
Ministry. 

Gerald Long, co-director of the 
Fellowship of Christian Athletes, 
said that he would like to see the 
housing row come into exis- 
tence, but he has not heard any- 
thing about the project lately. 

"In my opinion, it's at least a 
couple of years away," Long 
said. 

The land for the proposed 
housing row is mostly fields, but 
part of it is an old horse barn. 
Seymour said deconstruction of 
that building would have to take 
place before any water or elec- 
tricity could be connected. The 
work for tearing down the build- 
ing would be contracted out, a 
process that could take several 
months. Once the land is pre- 
pared, each selected organiza- 
tional house will have to be 
planned, funded and contracted 
out. 

"It's something I would defi- 
nitely like to do," Long said. No 
college campus in the country 
has an FCA house. 

With a slated meeting place, 
Long said FCA would have more 
flexibility. The group currently 
convenes in the athletic ready 
room in the Field House, and 
their meeting times hinge on the 
athletic program's use of that 
room. 

The other non-Greek organiza- 
tion that has shown interest in 
constructing a building on cam- 
pus is the Baptist Collegiate 
Ministry, which is currently 
located across University Park- 
way from the Watson Library 
parking lot. 

"We believe the future of our 
ministry is directly on campus," 
BCM director Bill Collins said. 
"We also believe we could pro- 
vide a brand new student- 
friendly building that could host

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a variety of events for both our 
organization and the Universi- 

ty" 

Collins said that a priority for 
the BCM is providing services to 
the students such as worship, 
spiritual growth and bible stud- 
ies, and those can take place 
anywhere. 

"But currently, students have 
to cross three lanes of traffic to 
get to our location," Collins said. 
In addition to being more acces- 
sible, Collins said the benefits of 
having a building on campus 
would be a higher retention rate 
of students. 

Yonna Pasch, the assistant 
director of student activities and 
organizations for Greek life and 
leadership development, said 
keeping students at NSU and 
involved in organizations are 
reasons that the University 
would benefit from having hous- 
es on campus. 

"We're moving forward when 
it comes to organizational hous- 
ing on campus," Pasch said. 

"Having an organizational 
row not only will help recruit- 
ment, but it will help with reten- 
tion," Pasch said. 

Specifically, sororities and fra- 
ternities could have easier 
recruitment with a row of houses 
to visit. 

"You just go from house to 
house to house," Pasch said. 

All organizations on the row 
will be more convenient and 



more visible, Pasch said, and the 
random selection of organiza- 
tions will give everyone the 
opportunity profit. "Everyone 
has an equal chance," Pasch 
said. 

One fraternity that did get the 
chance to build a house on-cam- 
pus is Kappa Sigma. About 12 
men live in the house, which is 
located next door to the pro- 
posed organizational row. Josh 
Stanley, a sophomore business 
administration major, shares a 
room in the house. 

"There's always something to 
do, as far as people to hang out 
with," Stanley said. Something 
he likes about living at the house 
is that there are usually a lot of 
people there, but he said study- 
ing is not that difficult because 
the house has a computer lab. 

"It's behind closed doors 
where you can just close it and 
get away from all the noise," 
Stanley said. The noise and dis- 
tractions are not overbearing to 
Stanley. 

"During the week it's not that 
bad," Stanley said. "It depends 
on if there's anything going on 
that night." 

Perhaps within the next few 
years more organizations will 
have the opportunity to experi- 
ence that kind of community liv- 
ing, but for now Seymour said 
the concrete plans only go as far 
as funding the development of 
housing infrastructure.

Thompson is associate dean for 
baccalaureate education at the 
University of Arkansas for Med- 
ical Sciences. Of the 2.6 million 
nurses currently in the U.S, she is 
only one of 1,500 that have been 
inducted as a Fellow into the 
American Academy of Nursing. 
Thompson served as a member of 
the NSU College of Nursing fac- 
ulty from 1982-1992. Thompson 
is a 1970 graduate of NSU with a 
bachelor's in nursing. She earned 
a master's degree in pediatrics at 
the University of Alabama at 
Birmingham and a doctorate in 



higher education administration 
at the University of North Texas. 

Thompson, who was president 
of the Louisiana Student Nurses 
Association between her junior 
and senior year, said, "While 
attending NSU, I began to devel- 
op some of my leadership skills 
that helped me move forward. I 
had a lot of opportunities that 
helped my growth." 

Thompson said she encourages 
all NSU students to take advan- 
tage of opportunities on campus 
that will help them learn, grow 
and later use what they have 
learned when entering the work 
force. Thompson also said she 
believes that it is an important 
obligation for students to give 
back to the community and oth- 



ers through volunteer efforts.

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Professor's comments make news

Last month, James Means, a 
professor of English at the 
Louisiana Scholars' College, 
found himself at the center of a 
debate based on comments he e- 
mailed to the Fox News organi- 
zation. 

Fox News' Web site, in a post- 
ing dated Sept. 16, quoted 
Means' e-mail as saying Fox 
News reporter Brit Hume was 
"the least objective reporter I 
have ever listened to. A total 
pig." The site also quoted Means 
for writing that Flume's show 
"is... an insult to thinking peo- 
ple," and says Means called Pres- 
ident Bush a "drooling redneck." 

However, Fox News declined 
to post the full e-mail, or full, 
unbroken quotes from the e- 
mail. Means also declined an 
interview with a Sauce reporter. 

The faculty handbook for pro- 
fessors at the University, posted 
on NSU's Web site, states that the 
University faculty has the right 
to academic freedom, which is 
defined as "the right of scholars 
in institutions of higher educa- 
tion freely to study, discuss, 
investigate, teach, and publish." 
This means that faculty have a 
right to express their views 
because when they speak or 
write as a citizen, they should be 



free from institutional censor- 
ship or discipline. 

"I see no problem with all fac- 
ulty expressing their views," 
said political science professor 
Alex Aichinger. "I think more 
faculty should." 

The faculty handbook says 
that with being part of an institu- 
tion certain responsibilities are 
placed on faculty in their writ- 
ings and opinions. 

The handbook states, "As per- 
sons of learning and educational 
officers, they should remember 
that the public may judge the 
profession and the institution by 
their utterances". 

Margaret Cochran, director of 
the Scholars' College, said, "One 
difficulty you can never predict 
is how one opinion may affect 
someone else," 

The University, in turn, 
expects that faculty will hold 
others' opinions in high esteem, 
and that the professor will 
remember to acknowledge that 
his or her opinion does not 
reflect that of the University as a 
whole. 

"I do believe that I should not 
pull the University into com- 
ments that I made," Steve Hor- 
ton, dean of the journalism 
department, said. "I also believe 
that the University should not 
hold it against me for comments 
I make." 

According to the handbook,

Nontraditional students with families can use midterms to celebrate 
together and share the knowledge gained from the class so far. While a 
four-year-old might not understand a 3000-level biology class, trying to 
explain concepts to her is a surprisingly easy way to reinforce the class' 
lessons, since it requires a different 
method of thought.

Survey finds NSU students lack knowledge

college student, living on your 
own, old enough to drink or vote. 
Not so fast though. You might not 
be as informed as you think. 77 
NSU undergraduate and gradu- 
ate students were asked to fill out 
surveys for a journalism senior 
seminar class. The survey posed 
questions about civics, current 
events and entertainment news. 
And you guessed it. Students 
knew more about entertainment 
than "real news." 

Is the color of Jennifer Lopez's 
engagement ring really that 
important? The unscientific poll 
shows that 45 percent of students 
knew the answer. However, when 
asked who Yasser Arafat is, only 
13 percent knew. Do you know? 
Television news and newspapers 
have a mixture of both entertain- 
ment and hard news. So maybe 
we're not all dumb. Many blame 
the media for covering too much 



entertainment. However, others 
say the media only responds to 
what we want. 

Nielsen Media Research is 
known for its TV ratings. Thou- 
sands of households have people 
meters attached to their TV, VCR, 
cable box or satellite dish, accord- 
ing to nielsenmedia.com. These 
meters tell Nielsen what channels 
and shows you watch, and how 
often you watch them. TV execu- 
tives know that people like to be 
entertained with celebrities, sex 
and violence.

Once noted for its rambunctious, 
sometimes racy stage behavior, the 
power pop quartet of singer /gui- 
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tarist Courtney Taylor, guitarist 
Peter Holmstrom (also known as 
Peter Loew, after he adopted the 
maiden last name of his wife), key- 
boardist Zia McCabe and drummer 
Brent DeBoer now draws attention 
with its richly layered sound. 

On the heels of its widely praised 
2000 album "Thirteen Tales From 
Urban Bohemia," the band's latest 
release, "Welcome to the Monkey 
House" (Capitol), may elevate The 
Dandy Warhols to a greater com- 
mercial plane. 

"Welcome to the Monkey House" 
marks the fourth album by the Port- 
land, Ore.-based band. The album 
exhibits sonic continuity with a 
smooth mix of aggressive and sen- 
sual numbers. Although content 
with the result, the band feels that 
"Thirteen Tales" was actually more 
musically diverse.

Formed in 1992, The Dandy 
Warhols gained notoriety early on 
for its antics onstage, which report- 
edly included Taylor appearing in 
the nude during live performances. 
Today, the group prefers to focus on 
long concert sets rather than risque 
visual surprises. The band generally 
shrugs off its colorful past, and 
thinks its live show reputation has 
been overblown. 

"Ifs totally hyped up from the 
press," explains Holmstrom. "Ifs 
not something that ever happened 
all that often. It probably hasn't hap- 
pened for five years, you know, but 
it still keeps coming up. Ifs gotten 
better on the last two albums. It real- 
ly has. We sort of realized that all 
you had to do is put out a third

As the purple smoke forms in 
the air over the end zone, the 
announcer begins to scream, the 
band begins to blast the Demon 
fight song and the Demons rush 
onto the field. 

"It's really exiting," Ponstein 
said. "You're focused on the game 
and ready to go." 

Though they were excited at the 
beginning of last Saturday's 
game, none including Ponstein 
could have known how historic of 
a game they were about to be a 
part of. 

The game against the Lions 
began as a normal game. The 
Demons fought for a few drives 
with average mistakes including

a critical missed tackle by Pon- 
stein. 

"You've got to have a short 



memory out there," Ponstein 
said. "If you think about it, it 
could effect you on another play. 
You just have to forget about it 
and make up for it the rest of the 
game." 

Ponstein later proved his words 
of wisdom to be true as he and the 
rest of the defense repeatedly 
pounded the Lions offense. His 
fumble recovery helped to create 
just one of the many turnovers in 
the game. 

By the half, the defense fought 
so hard they held the Lions to an 
amazing score of 45-15 and scored 
14 of those points. Needless to 
say, the Demons were pumped 
and ready for more. 

During halftime, Ponstein and 
the rest of the team sat for a well- 
deserved rest. Accounts of the 
great plays that had mounted up 
were told in loud, ecstatic voices. 
Words of encouragement were 



not needed from head coach Scott 
Stoker. Neil and the team only 
needed his quick slap on the 
shoulder to be ready to play 
another half of record-breaking 
football. 

The second half of the game 
was just as crazy and amazing as 
the first. Neil and the defense hit 
hard and took the ball away from 
the Lions play after play, and by 
the middle of the third quarter, 
the first string was resting on the 
sidelines. 

"Any time the defense and I 
can be on the sidelines with this 
much time left in the game it feels 
pretty good and shows we did 
our job pretty well," 

Ponstein talked with friends for 
the rest of the game as he watched 
his team run up the score to an 87- 
27 final, a score that earned a 
place in the record books. 

The historic game landed the 



2003 Demons into the NSU and 
Southland Conference record 
books with the single game scor- 
ing record. 

Ponstein's shock was obvious 
at the end of the game. 

"This feels great," Ponstein 
said. "If you would have told me 
before today's game that I would 
ever see a score this high, I would 
have told you you were crazy." 

His team now in the record 
books, Ponstein is already focus- 
ing on the next challenge: confer- 
ence play. 

"I know this has made us a bet- 
ter team," Ponstein said. "We are 
going to be more than fired up to 
start conference next week, but 
anything can happen during con- 
ference." 

With and the Demon's focus 
unwavering Ponstein's help, one 
can only imagine what is in store 
for he and his fellow Demons. 
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Hankins, forcing the errant throw. 
David Pittman would later score 
his first touchdown of the game 
on another interception return for 
69 yards. 

The Demons opened the second 
half of play with a 65-yard drive, 
capped by a one-yard run from 
Sampson. The Demons opened 
the lead to a 44-point margin later 
in the quarter when Pittman 
added his second score of the 
evening after the blocked field 
goal. A little over a minute later, 
NSU added another score. With 
just over two-and-a-half minutes 



left in the third quarter, the 
Demons broke the 45-year-old 
record for most points in a game 
when third team tailback Greg 
Skidmore ran to score a 15-yard 
touchdown. Skidmore, a fresh- 
man, finished the night with a 
career best 98 yards in 14 carries. 
The third quarter came to a close 
with the Demons leading 66-15, 
and the majority of the fans long 
gone, but the scoring was far from 
over. 

With 10:18 left to play, reserve 
defensive back Bruce Woods 
intercepted a pass and scored eas- 



ily from 8 yards out. Demon full- 
back Titus May scored on a bruis- 
ing 7-yard run before Woods, a 
walk on freshman, added his sec- 
ond interception and touchdown 
return of the night, this one cover- 
ing 33 yards, to end Northwestern 
State's scoring for the night. The 
Lions added a couple of inconse- 
quential touchdown passes late in 
the game to make the final score 
87-27. 

Ryan Lewis played all but one 
series against SLU after a stellar 
performance last week and fin- 
ished six of 13 with 78 yards and a 



touchdown through the air. 
Johnese led the Demons' ground 
attack with 145 yards and two 
touchdowns on 15 carries while 
Sampson contributed with 102 
yards and another pair of touch- 
downs on 14 carries. It marks the 
second consecutive week that 
both tailbacks have surpassed the 
100-yard mark. 

Despite being repeatedly ham- 
mered and intercepted five times 
by the hard-charging Demon 
defense, freshman quarterback 
Martin Hankins showed some 
potential and a lot of heart in the 



losing effort. He finished the 
night 21-48 with 199 yards pass- 
ing and three touchdowns. Hank- 
ins was actually taken out of the 
game until NSU's first team 
defense was pulled. The Demon 
defense accumulated only four 
sacks on the game, but was able to 
get to the SLU passers 25 times, 
including 17 bone-crunching hits 
on Hankins. 

Southland Conference play 
opens this weekend for the 5-2 
Demons as they travel to Texas 
State University to take on the 3-4 
Bobcats.

By all indications, nobody at 
Wrigley Field during Game 6 of 
the playoffs was rooting harder 
for the Cubs than Steven Bart- 
man. 

On Tuesday night, natural 
physical instinct took over. Seated 
in the front row of the left field 
stands, Bartman reached out to 
snag a Marlins foul ball as Cubs 
left fielder Moises Alou closed in 
for a catch. When Bartman 



knocked the ball away, Alou 
banged his glove and pointed 
toward the bewildered-looking 
fan. 

And with that reflexive act, 
Bartman's life-and perhaps the 
fortunes of the Chicago Cubs 
franchise-were forever altered. 

After the foul ball that might 
have been the second out in the 
eighth inning, the Marlins went 
on to score eight runs and force a 
seventh and deciding game. 

The Billy Goat curse had struck 
again. And this Goat arrived in 



the least suspecting of all forms- 
an unassuming, bespectacled 
Everyman who simply wanted to 
catch a foul ball hit almost right to 
him. 

Moments after the play, thou- 
sands of fans at Wrigley chanted a 
profane insult at Bartman. In the 
grandstand sections near Bart- 
man, angry fans pointed at him, 
shouted curses and hurled cups 
of beer and bags of peanuts. 

As security guards struggled to 
impose order, the din around 
Bartman grew louder and meaner. 



Many in the stands shouted they 
wanted Bartman dead, and one 
later shouted "Lynch him!" 

In the bottom of the 8th inning, 
Cubs' officials opted to remove 
Bartman for his own safety. 
Escorted by off-duty Chicago 
police officers, Bartman covered 
his face as he was led to the secu- 
rity office amid a chorus of jeers 
and insults and thrown objects. A 
few minutes later, guards let him 
go and he left, unrecognized, 
through the stadium's front gate. 

By Wednesday morning, Bart- 



man was the subject of intense 
ridicule across the country, on 
Internet sites, on national televi- 
sion, on talk radio, on the lips of 
Cubs faithful far and wide. Even 
Illinois Gov. Rod Blagojevich, a 
lifelong Cubs fan, piled on, call- 
ing Bartman's attempt to catch the 
ball "stupid." 

Television crews swarmed the 
Northbrook home where Bartman 
lived with his parents and police 
were called to keep order. At 
Wrigley Field on Wednesday 
night, one fan carried a placard 



chastising Bartman as the "Goat 
Boy." Another fan carried a sign 
saying "America's Most Wanted" 
above his photo. 

Emails of an Internet posting 
featuring Bartman swirled. Sati- 
rizing a credit card commercial, it 
showed a photo of a headphone- 
wearing Bartman sitting by him- 
self in the stands after the contro- 
versial foul ball. Over the picture, 
it read: "Cubs hat: $15. Head- 
phones: $45. Front Row Seats: 
$200. Costing Your Team Game 
#6: Priceless."

after dominating 

Southeastern 87-27.

For the second straight 
week the 2003 Northwestern 
State football team put their 
mark on the record books as 
they overcame some sloppy 
play early and almost 200 
yards in penalties to destroy 
the Southeastern Louisiana 
Lions, 87-27. Numerous 
records fell in the game 
including the record for most 
points, most combined 
points (114) and most touch- 
downs in a game (12). 

Even in an offensive explo- 
sion like this, the NSU 
defense was the catalyst. 
Leading 45-15 at halftime, 
the game was hardly in 
doubt after the first quarter. 
The nationally ranked No. 1 
Purple Swarm defense 
picked off six passes and 
returned four of those for

defense added yet another 
score when safety Eric Louis 
blocked a field goal attempt 
then threw the ball laterally 
to teammate David Pittman 
for a 62-yard touchdown. 

The Demon offense did 
their share of the damage as 
well. NSU scored twice in 
the first quarter, but those 
points were sandwiched by a 



pair of SLU touchdowns. 
SLU got on the board first on 
a three-yard touchdown pass 
from Martin Hankins to 
Dane Wobbema.

SGA issues organizational grants

In a 30 minute meeting 
Monday, the SGA senate 
approved two pieces of leg- 
islation and a presidential 
appointment with little dis- 
cussion. 

The first piece of legisla- 
tion approved was a resolu- 
tion that the University re- 
pair broken concrete near the 
north entrance of the Stu- 
dent Union. The senate 
unanimously approved the 
suggestion. 

The SGA also unanimous- 
ly approved an amendment 
to the SGA by-laws that will 
now allow the Organization- 
al Grants Committee to meet 



quorum, or the number of 
voting members that must 
be present at a meeting in 
order to do business, with 
five out of seven members. 
Previously, all seven mem- 
bers had to be present to 
meet quorum. 

Also, Casey Ponders was 
appointed to the SGA senate 
by a unanimous vote. Pon- 
ders formerly served on the 
SGA supreme court, but 
resigned from the supreme 
court to serve on the senate. 

At the meeting, the SGA 
supreme court announced 
that Sharmyn Little was re- 
elected as chief justice of the 
supreme court. 

Representing the Organi- 
zational Grants Committee, 
senator Dustin Floyd 



announced that two organi- 
zations were approved to 
receive grants from the SGA. 

Floyd said that Zeta Phi 
Beta will receive funds to 
organize a campaign against 
domestic violence, and the 
Public Relations Student 
Society of America will 
receive funds to organize a 
campaign about student 
parking, promoting the cam- 
pus shuttle service and 
encouraging students to 
walk to class instead of driv- 
ing. 

A bill proposing new con- 
sequences for senators who 
are absent or leave meetings 
early was withdrawn by the 
bill's sponsor, senator Alan 
Sypert. Sypert said that he 
wants to make changes to 



the bill, and he plans to bring 
it back before the senate 
soon. 

SGA president Greg 
Comeaux said that a bill pro- 
posing to combine the duties 
of the SGA secretary and 
SGA treasurer into one posi- 
tion died in the Internal 
Affairs Committee because 
of incorrect research. 

The original bill states that 
the SGA secretary receives a 
student worker paycheck for 
35 hours per month out of 
the SGA budget. However, 
the student worker paycheck 
does not come from the SGA 
budget. It comes out of the 
Student Union office budget. 

Three new resolutions will 
be voted on at the next SGA 
meeting on Monday at 7 



p.m. in the Cane River Room 
of the Student Union. 

The first is a resolution 
stating that that views of 
Ralph Nader, who was invit- 
ed by the SGA to lecture at 
NSU on Nov. 6, do not neces- 
sarily reflect the views of the 
SGA. 

Another resolution states 
that the fountain at the main 
entrance of campus is not 
kept clean and that the Uni- 
versity should have this 
fountain cleaned at least 
once a month. 

According to the third res- 
olution, the five pedestal 
tables on Normal Hill are 
cracked and hazardous to 
students. The resolution 
states that the University 
should replace these tables. 



Group teaches chemistry with tie dye

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NSUPD Segway recalled

Less than a year after university 
police got a Segway Human Trans- 
porter, it has been recalled. 

The Segway is a motorized 
scooter with two wheels that 
allows its rider to face forward 
while standing up. The University 
police's Segway is one of 6,000 
recalled by the U.S. Consumer 
Product Safety Commission. All 
series i, e and p model Segways 
pose a hazard of not delivering 
enough power when the batteries 
are low, causing riders to fall. 

Rickie Williams, university 
police chief, said, "We never had 
that happen to us and we'd run 
ours all the way down. And it will 
tell you to get off of it. Ours was 
working like it should." 

Med Express, the Segway dealer 



in Alexandria where theirs was 
bought, picked the Segway up last 
week to perform the necessary 
upgrades on the software. 
Williams said Med Express kept 
their Segway for only two days, 
and the police are now riding it 
again. 

Williams said, "I don't think 
there was anything wrong with 
ours, but they upgraded it any- 
way." 

When the university police first 
got the Segway, Officer Mark Rus- 
sell fell off of it and hurt his back 
when trying to balance it. 

"The hardest part of riding the 
thing is getting on it," Williams 
said. "It balances itself. It's got five 
gyroscopes in it and when you get 
on it, you've got a natural tenden- 
cy to try to balance. Whatever you 
do, it's going to fight you because 
it's already balanced and it knows 
that." 



Williams said Russell fell off 
because he didn't listen to him. 
"That's another reason he got hurt. 
He wouldn't do what I told him 
to." 

But that hasn't stopped 
Williams from letting students 
ride the Segway. He's let about 50 
students ride it and he even let me 
give it a try. Before I got on the 
Segway, a smiley face appeared on 
the LCD screen to show me it was 
ready When I started riding the 
Segway, I felt like it had a mind of 
its own because it could stand up 
by itself. However, it's surprising- 
ly easy to work. To turn the Seg- 
way, there was a knob on the left 
handlebar. When I stood still and 
turned the knob, the Segway 
spinned around in circles. Then all 
I had to do was lean forward to go 
forward and lean back to go back- 
ward. The Segway did the rest of 
the work.

Some incoming freshmen feel 
that they can do without Math 
Lab 1021 and the computer soft- 
ware it provides. 

The program being used for 
Math 1021, Phim2, is software 
developed by an independent 
company, Prentice Hall, to intro- 
duce students to intermediate 
algebra. 

The goal of Math 1021 is to 
help students understand the 
material being presented in 
Math 1020. It is targeted at stu- 
dents who made a 17 or 18 in 
math on the ACT, and it gives 
these students a chance to enter 
Math 1020 instead of remedial 
math classes. 

Slow logins, screen freezes, 
and lost assignments are just a 
few of the problems students 
found with the software. 

"The program hasn't helped at 
all," said Renee Liberto, an 
incoming freshman taking the 
1021 course. "If anything it has 
been doing the opposite in my 
understanding of math." 

Most of the class agrees that 
none of the program's material 
applies to Math 1020 and the 
program is more stressful than 
beneficial to learning math. 

Students have been finding it 
difficult to make the grades they 
need for the class when the pro- 
gram loses or deletes online tests 
from its memory, and the stu- 
dents are left with no choice but 
to take the online test again.

a shrimp boat captain," he said. 

"It's a broad field," Dunham 
said, "but it's not that popular." 

In addition to teaching the stu- 
dents how to dye t-shirts, NSU 
students explained the concept of 
moles to the sixth graders. 
Edward L. Boudreaux III, a sen- 
ior history and scientific inquiry 
major, explained the measure- 
ment method to the students 
because National Mole Day is 
Thursday. 

Boudreaux said that a mole is a 
way to measure the number of 
molecules that are involved in 
chemical reactions. A mole of any 
substance is made up of 6.022 x 
1023 molecules of that particular 
substance. To put this figure into 
perspective, Boudreaux said that 
if each molecule in a mole was 
the size of a grain of beach said, 
there would be enough grains of 
sand to cover the entire state of 
California. That sand would be 
ten stories tall. The sizes of the 
water molecules, however, are 
considerably smaller than grains 
of sand, and a mole of water is 
only 18 milliliters — about a 
mouthful. 

Gillian Rudd, the society's

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^Soaring college tuition prompts political response

WASHINGTON — The cost of a 
college education, which has risen 
steadily for a decade, soared for 
2003-04 school year. And now, 
j t jg becoming a political issue. 

A new report issued Tuesday 
showed that average tuition and 
fees at four-year public colleges 
jose 14 percent, to $4,694. Similar- 
ly costs at two-year public 
Schools rose 13.8 percent, to 
$1,095. 

And at private universities, 
w r n ere costs run higher, prices 
rose 6 percent, to $19,710. 

The College Board, an associa- 
tion of colleges and universities 
that issued the report, blamed the 
economy and a shortfall of feder- 
j and state revenues. The group 
said many students have been 
protected from tuition hikes by 
the growing availability of finan- 
cial aid. 

Even so, the latest figures took 
on a political charge as Republi- 
cans accused colleges and univer- 
sities of wasting taxpayer funds 
on lavish campus facilities. 
Among those cited were large hot 
tubs, sunbathing decks and mas- 
sage facilities, as well as a rock- 
climbing wall at a recreation cen- 



ter at the University of Houston. 

Elwyn Lee, vice president for 
student affairs at the University of 
Houston, objected to his school's 
264,000-square-foot, $53 million 
recreation center being used as an 
example of college largesse. He 
said the facility was built at stu- 
dent request and is being 
financed with a $75-a-semester 
fee. 

"There are no massage parlors. 
There are no pedicure places in 
our facility," Lee said. "Some peo- 
ple are speaking and letting their 
enthusiasm get away from them." 

But Rep. John Boehner, R-Ohio, 
chairman of the House Education 
and the Workforce Committee, 
said colleges and universities 
have not been held accountable 
for such spending. 

"Hyperinflation in college costs 
has been pummeling parents and 
students for more than a decade, 
and the problem has not been a 
lack of spending by states or the 
federal government," he said. 
"The bigger issue is whether insti- 
tutions are accountable enough to 
parents, students and taxpayers, 
and clearly they are not." 

College Board officials said 
schools have taken steps to tight- 
en their belts as the recession 
shrunk tax revenues. While they 
were reluctant to forecast future 



trends, they noted that college 
tuition and fees also had escalated 
during earlier recessions. 

"It is a problem, (but) it is not an 
unprecedented problem," said 
Sandy Baum, an economics pro- 
fessor at Skidmore College, who 
wrote the board's annual "Trends 
in College Pricing." 

In blaming the trend on tax rev- 
enue shortfalls, university offi- 
cials tapped into Republican 
angst about being accused of 
under-funding public education 
in advance of next year's presi- 
dential election. Democrats used 
the report to accuse Republicans 
of draining education coffers to 
pay for President Bush's tax cuts. 

"Republican tax and budget 
cuts have hurt students by forcing 
states to raise tuition," said Rep. 
George Miller of California, the 
ranking Democrat on the House 
education committee. 

Gaston Caperton, president of 
the College Board, warned 
against initiatives that would 
limit the ability of institutions to 
freely set tuition and fees. But 
Boehner has praised a bill intro- 
duced by Rep. Buck McKeon, R- 
Calif., that would allow the feder- 
al government to cut off federal 
subsidies to institutions that 
repeatedly impose "exorbitant" 
tuition increases. 



Daniel Langan, an Education 
Department spokesman, said the 
Bush administration would take a 
serious look at McKeon's propos- 
al. And he accused critics of using 
"inflammatory rhetoric," noting 
the administration's 2004 budget 
would boost funds for grants, 
loans and work-study opportuni- 
ties by $2.8 billion. 

The College Board report 
showed that during the last 
decade, tuition and fees rose 47 
percent on an inflation-adjusted 
basis at four-year public universi- 
ties and 22 percent at two-year 
public schools. Cost at private 
universities rose 42 percent. 

Despite the increases, college 
officials said they are struggling. 

"All of us need to focus on the 
mounting and troubling hard- 
ships of financing an education," 
said Caperton, who is a former 
Democratic governor of West Vir- 
ginia. 

David Ward, president of the 
American Council on Education, 
said reduced earnings on endow- 
ments and fewer financial gifts by 
alumni and corporations also con- 
tributed to funding shortages. 

"We are in the middle of a very 
difficult period in financing high- 
er education," he said. 

College Board officials said that 
a dip in room and board costs at 



Rising cost of college education 
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both public and private schools 
helped moderate the tuition 
hikes. 

They also said the effects of 
tuition and fee hikes were less 
burdensome on student pocket- 
books because almost 60 percent 
of undergraduates receive finan- 
cial aid. They said financial aid 
has been rising to further soften 
the blow. 

Statistics for student aid are a 
year behind tuition and fees. 

During the 2002-03 school year, 



total financial aid rose to $105 bil- 
lion, up 14.5 percent over the pre- 
vious year. And during the past 
decade, financial aid rose 203 per- 
cent, up from $34 billion in the 
1992-93 academic year. 

College Board officials said that 
financial aid left the "average stu- 
dent" well positioned to absorb 
increased costs. But they 
acknowledged that 40 percent of 
students receive no aid and have 
to shoulder the additional 
expense. 
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Bush speaks of tolerance in country with largest Muslim population

BALI, Indonesia — President 
Bush, pressing his message of toler- 
ance and democratic values, sought 
on Wednesday to dispel what he 
said was a deep-seeded perception 
in the Muslim world that "Ameri- 
cans believe that Muslims are ter- 
rorists." 

In a meeting with three moderate 
Muslim religious leaders, a Hindu 
cleric and a Christian religious 
leader on this island, rocked a year 
ago by a deadly terrorist bombing, 
Bush said he had made "very clear 
that I don't feel that way and Amer- 
icans don't feel that way." 

"Americans know that these ter- 



rorists are hiding behind Islam in 
order to create fear and chaos and 
death," he said. 

The president's conference with 
the religious leaders — a private 
session of about 30 minutes — 
came near the end of a weeklong 
swing through the Pacific. And it 
came, pointedly, in the country 
with the world's largest Muslim 
population. 

Bush discussed the meeting with 
reporters traveling with him on Air 
Force One, just after taking off for 
Canberra, Australia, his last foreign 
stop of the trip. 

Back in Bali, the Muslim religious 
leaders suggested their meeting 
with the president had gone a long 
way to improving very strained 
relations. 



"I felt he was a quite warm per- 
son/ Azyumardi Azra, a Muslim 
scholar at the State Islamic Institute 
in Jakarta, told The Associated 
Press. "He responded, and he lis- 
tened." 

Another of the leaders, Ahmed 
Hasyim Muzadi, chairman of the 
country's largest Muslim organiza- 
tion, Nahdlatul Ulama, with 40 mil- 
lion members, said that the session 
was only a beginning to better 
understandings and that U.S. poli- 
cy in the Middle had the "potential 
to divide Southeast Asia." 

"They did bring up the Middle 
East," Bush recalled, adding that he 
had explained his call for separate 
Palestinian state. But he warned 
that terrorist attacks in Israel and 
elsewhere in the region were stand- 



ing in the way. 

"There needs to be a concerted 
effort to fight off terrorists who are 
trying to prevent the establishment 
of a state," he said. 

Some of the religious leaders said 
the U.S. foreign policy was "titled 
toward Israel," Bush said, respond- 
ing, "Our policy is tilted toward 
peace." 

On Iraq, another contentious 
issue for many Muslims, Bush said 
he told the religious leaders that the 
United States intended to "do our 
job" in securing and rebuilding the 
war-torn nation, then turn it back to 
the Iraqis as soon as they have writ- 
ten a constitution and held elec- 
tions. 

"I don't want to put words in 
their mouth," Bush said of the reli- 



gious leaders, "but I think that 
relieved them to know that we have 
confidence in the Iraqi people's 
abilities to be a peaceful, free socie- 
ty-" 

Many Muslim leaders and others 
have been harshly critical of Bush 
and his policies, particularly the 
U.S.-led invasions of Afghanistan 
and Iraq. After the meeting, Bush 
said he felt he had had a good 
opportunity to offer his views. 

Some of the leaders had come 
with prepared remarks, he said, 
and he listened. 

"I'm glad I did it," he said. "They 
were, I think, appreciative of the 
fact I took time to listen to them and 
dispel some notions. 

"I reminded them," he added, 
"we've got a lot of Muslims living in

the United States, and they make an 
important contribution to our coun- 
try, and they're welcome in the 
United States. 

"We're a pluralist, free society. 
People can worship the way they 
want to worship," he said. "And it 
works well in America." 

Bush was in Bali for only about 
three hours because of ongoing ter- 
rorist threats. But the White House 
had been eager for him to proceed 
with the visit under tight security. 

During the news conference, Bush 
praised the Indonesia president for 
her fight against terrorism and for 
the "good progress" in strengthening 
democracy. And he pledged not 
only more aid to fight terrorism but 
also more money to support educa- 
tion and new elections next year.

The Gulf States Regional Com- 
munity Policing Institute (GSR- 
CPI) has received a grant from the 
U.S. Department of Justice Office 
°f Community Oriented Policing 
Services. 

This grant was one of 31 award- 
ed regionally, and the NSU 
branch has received $700,000 to 
be divided among the programs. 

GSRCPI has ongoing training, 
and the newest program will 
begin Wednesday. The class will 
focus on diversity issues and will 
be held all day in the President's 
Lounge in the Student Union. The 
diversity training is a tool for law 
enforcement officials. It educates 
them about cultures and cultural 
differences. Daphne Levenson, 
director of GSRCPI, says that one 
°* the training sessions helps offi- 



cials learn about "different eye 
contact patterns and different val- 
ues of other cultures." 

The Louisiana Community 
Policing Institute was formed six 
years ago in Shreveport at LSU-S 
and is now located at NSU. 

When it was started, it was to 
be a three-year program to train 
law enforcement officers to better 
work in their communities. The 
LCPI was the only free training 
available to strengthen relation- 
ships between police and civil- 
ians. Since its conception, LCPI 
has changed locations and their 
name. GSRCPI is now located 
here at NSU. From their new loca- 
tion, GSRCPI services training 
programs in Louisiana, Mississip- 
pi and Alabama. 

GSRCPI moved into their 
newly renovated building at NSU 
at the request of top University 
officials including Joe Morris of 
the criminal justice program with- 



in the school of social sciences. 
Together, they work with campus 
police training. The training 
focuses on ethics, integrity and 
advancing community policing. 

Levenson said, "We're here to 
prevent crime. We're funded 
through the Department of Justice 
to prevent crime and build better 
relationships between communi- 
ties and law enforcement." 

The funding is requested annu- 
ally, and next year GSRCPI will 
have to send in a plan on what 
training sessions they would like 
to offer. COPS will then award an 
amount based on merit. Levenson 
says they never have a problem 
spending their allocated money. 
There are always training sessions 
requested within the tri-state 
area.

Editor's response to all this 
response 

Mr. Gates is correct in saying that 
not enough of what the SGA has 
accomplished was mentioned in 
the editorial. 

However, his point about STAT 
requires some context. While Mr. 
Gates asserts that the SGA "set up" 
the Student Technology Advisory 
Team (STAT), the Student Technol- 
ogy Web site, at the address given 
by Mr. Gates as the STAT Web site 
(www.nsula.edu/student_labs) 
under the "User Fee Agreement" 
link, in section I ("History"), says 
the Information Technology Advi- 
sory Committee (ITAC) created 
STAT: 

"In the spring of 1999, ITAC cre- 
ated the Student Technology Advi- 
sory Team (STAT) to act as the pri- 
mary body responsible for the 
appropriate use of the Student 
Technology Fees and to develop a 
formal internal fee use agreement 
between the student representa- 
tives and the University that 
defines both the governance and 
appropriate use of the Student 
Technology Fee." 

According to the same docu- 
ment, ITAC was created by the uni- 
versity and chaired by the Dean of 
Information Systems after the SGA 
passed the Student Technology Fee 
in 1997. The SGA took that action 
after the state legislature "enacted a 
bill authorizing each management 
board to implement a technology 
fee for their colleges and universi- 
ties," but only after a University's 
SGA approved the fee. 

The SGA's role in the Student 
Technology governance structure, 
explained in the same document, 
is: 

"The Student Government Asso- 
ciation is responsible for providing 
members .to the Student Technolo- 
gy Advisory Team. The Student 
Government Association is also 
responsible for promoting student 
interest and awareness in student 
technology matters as well as over- 
seeing the Student Technology 
Advisory Team to insure that the 
student technology component of 
NSTEP is being followed."

Massacre': 
Tales from 
the chainsaw

It all started as a classic I97(ys 
American road trip: two attrac- 
tive young heterosexual couples, 
along with their amusingly off- 
beat yet nerdy buddy, set off on a 
marijuana-fueled jaunt through 
Texas with front row tickets for a 
Lynyrd Skynyrd show. 

Needless to say, when they 
encounter a dazed and creepy 
female hitchhiker outside of a 
backwoods little town, they stop 
to offer their assistance. Unfortu- 
nately for these youths, they are 
unfamiliar with the consequences 
of such an action, and are there- 
fore quite surprised when it leads 
them to a carnival of death and 
dismemberment at the hands of a 
chainsaw-wielding madman and 
his band of wacky sidekicks. 

But what is unfortunate for 
these teens is fortunate for the 
audience, as the latest incarnation 
of "The Chainsaw Massacre" 
proves to be an extremely enter- 
taining, if entirely predictable, 
splatter-fest. 

After a brief overview of the 
gruesome (and supposedly true) 
nature of the chainsaw murders, 
we meet our protagonists as they 
enjoy a pit stop at a secluded 
swimming hole. But the light- 
hearted mood established here is 
quickly shattered when the group 
picks up a nearly catatonic girl 
mumbling about murders. After 
she commits suicide in their van, 
the teens are forced to stop and 
seek out the local sheriff. 

From this point on, the film 
takes a turn for the tense and omi- 
nous, as a host of unnerving 
locals are introduced, each more 
disturbing than the last. Ultimate- 
ly, the party meets up with every- 
one's favorite hate-driven butcher 
of humanity, Leatherface. And oh, 
how the blood doth flow. 

For the most part, the cast of 
teenagers is precisely what you 
have come to expect from a high 
budget Hollywood horror flick: 
attractive with mediocre acting 
abilities. The one gem here is 
Morgan, the token comic relief 
guy, played by Jonathon Tucker. 
Tucker glides along smoothly as 
™s character's mood changes 
from laid back, to paranoid, to ter- 
ror-stricken, to resigned would-be 
hero.

Leading by 
example: 
Living after 
breast cancer

Two women are living for the 
lives of others. These women 
are survivors of breast cancer 
and are taking action to find a 
cure. 

Karen Kilpatrick, a manager 
at the Natchitoches National 
Fish Hatchery, was first diag- 
nosed with breast cancer in 
December 2000. 

"The first thing that goes 
through your mind is 'Oh am I 
going to die'," Kilpatrick said. 
"And the second thing is 'What 
about my husband and chil- 
dren'." 

Kilpatrick said that she had a 
mammogram in July 2000 and it 
came back negative. According 
to a pamphlet from the 
Woman's Hospital in Baton 
Rouge, a mammogram is the 
most accurate method for 
detecting breast cancer in its 
early stage. 

Kilpatrick said the symptoms 
began in October of that year 
when she felt a lump and sharp 
burning pain in her breast. 

Kilpatrick said the doctors 
told her that she had the most 



common type of breast cancer, 
Stage II carcinoma in situ. 
According to www.cancer.gov, 
Stage II can be one of the fol- 
lowing: 

• The tumor in the breast is 
no more' than 2 centimeters (less 
than three-quarters of an inch) 
across, and the cancer has 
spread to the lymph nodes 
under the arm; or 

• The tumor is between 2 and 
5 centimeters (three-quarters of 
an inch to 2 inches), and the 
cancer may have spread to the 
lymph nodes under the arm; or 

• The tumor is larger than 5 
centimeters (2 inches) but has 
not spread to the lymph nodes 
under the arm. 

Kilpatrick said that after 
going through the educational 
process and finding out what 
type of treatment she would go 
through to fight the cancer, she 
knew that she would have an 
excellent chance of surviving. 

Kilpatrick said that in Jan. 
2001, she began her treatment of 
chemotherapy and radiation 
therapy. According to 
www.cancer.gov radiation ther- 
apy is a procedure in which 
lines are drawn on the body and 




the use of high-energy radiation 
from x-rays, gamma rays, neu- 
trons, and other sources are 
used to kill cancer cells and 
shrink tumors. Kilpatrick said 
that the treatments were scary, 
but she continued to have a 
strong faith. 

"I have two boys that were 15 
and 12 at the time; and in 
August, I had brain surgery for 
the nerve problem, and then I 
had to turn around in December 
and tell them I had cancer," Kil- 
patrick said. 

Kilpatrick said that her family 
kept faith throughout her can- 
cer treatment. Kilpatrick said 
that she kept a positive attitude 
and looked to scripture and 
prayer to get her through each 
day. 

"I would tell people that I had 
a cancer policy and that my hair 
was going to fall out, but I'm 



going to come out of this [spiri- 
tually] richer, skinnier, and 
with better hair," Kilpatrick 
said, laughing. 

Kilpatrick said that despite 
her treatment she continued to 
go to the grocery store, cook for 
her family and do other ordi- 
nary household jobs. Although 
she could not do as much as 
before, she knew that she had to 
make the best of her situation 
and continue to have faith in 
God. 

"The big turning point was 
when my hair fell out because 
the chemo is like a poison that 
is killing off the cells in your 
body including your hair, but I 
ordered a wig and continued 
on," Kilpatrick said. "I even 
had a little fun with the kids at 
church by taking off my wig 
and letting them color my head

Brushing up on breast cancer awareness

Breast cancer is the most com- 
mon cancer for women in the 
United States. According to the 
National Cancer Institute there 
will be 212, 600 new cases of 
breast cancer in 2003. Are you at 
risk? 

Risk factors 

According to the NCI, there are 
many risk factors for breast can- 
cer including age, history and 
race. The risk of breast cancer 
increases with age, and women 
over the age of 60 are at the most 
risk. The risk is also higher if 
breast cancer already runs in the 
family. It is especially high for a 
woman under 40 years of age if 
her mother, sister, or daughter 
has already had breast cancer. 

Women who have already had 
cancer in one breast have an 
increased risk of developing it in 
the other. Race is another factor. 
Breast cancer is more prevalent in 
white women. For more informa- 
tion on risk factors, Visit the 
National Cancer Institute web site 
at www.cancer.gov. 

Though there are many risk 
factors involved, most cases of 
breast cancer occur in women 



with no previous history of the 
disease in their family. 

Stages of breast cancer 

There are four stages of breast 
cancer. Stage I is the early stage. 
The tumor is no bigger than two 
centimeters across, and the cancer 
has not spread to the rest of the 
body. The higher the stage, the 
farther along the cancer has 
become. Stage III is locally 
advanced cancer, and in Stage IV 
the cancer has spread to other 
parts of the body. 

There are several ways women 
can help prevent the more 
advanced stages of breast cancer. 
Women can get a screening mam- 
mogram. The mammogram can 
show breast lumps before they 
are big enough to be felt. The NCI 
recommends that women over 
the age of 40 should get a mam- 
mogram every one to two years. 

Women can also get a clinical 
breast exam, given by their health 
care provider. The health care 
provider will look for things such 
as unusual differences in shape 
and size, checking for rashes or 
dimpling, or lumps in the breast, 
collarbone and underarm area. 
Women can also perform a self- 
exam to check for abnormalities 
or lumps. 



Treatments 

There are several venues for 
treatment. According to the NCI 
web site, treatments depend on 
the stage of the cancer and one of 
the following: size of the tumor 
compared to the breast, test 
results, whether or not the 
woman has gone through 
menopause and the woman's 
health. 

Women with cancer up to Stage 
IIIA have a choice of treatments to 
choose from. They can have 
breast-sparing surgery, which is 
followed by radiation therapy. 
They can also choose to have a 
mastectomy. Stages MB and IIIC 
usually result in chemotherapy, 
and if the chemotherapy shrinks 
the tumor enough they can then 
have breast-sparing surgery, a 
mastectomy, or radiation therapy. 
Women with Stage IV cancer can 
receive hormonal therapy, 
chemotherapy, or a combination 
of both. The treatments for Stage 
IV may not cure the cancer, but 
they can help the woman live 
longer. 

National Breast Cancer 
Awareness Month 

October is National Breast Can- 
cer Awareness Month. Since 1985, 
NBCAM has helped educate 
women about breast cancer, and 



spread the importance of early 
detection through mammograms, 
clinical exams and self-exams. 
According to the NBCAM web 
site, every third Friday in October 
is National Mammography Day. 
National Mammography Day 
was first proclaimed in 1993 by 
President Clinton. On this day, 
radiologists provide discounted, 
and sometimes free, screening 
mammograms. This year, Nation- 
al Mammography Day fell on 
Oct. 17. 

NBCAM has had past victories. 
According to the NBCAM web 
site, breast cancer death rates 
showed their first decline 
between 1989 and 1995. Each year 
the death rate dropped by 1.4 per- 
cent, and increased to 3.2 percent 
from 1995 to 1998. In 1987, 27 per- 
cent of women 50 years and older 
had mammograms within the 
past two years. In 1998, that per- 
centage increased to 69. 

Federal funding has also 
grown. In 1991, funding for breast 
cancer research was $92.7 million, 
and in 1999, it was $660 million. 
More past accomplishments, 
future goals, and more informa- 
tion about NBCAM can be found 
at www.nbcam.org. And remem- 
ber, early detection saves lives.

with magic markers so that 
they wouldn't be afraid." 

Kilpatrick said that she went 
through four treatments once a 
month. After the chemotherapy 
came radiation treatment for 
approximately 30 days. 

"I had wonderful support 
from friends and family during 
those 30 days driving me to and 
from Alexandria for radiation 
treatment," Kilpatrick said. 

Lana Litton, office assistant to 
Natchitoches Fish Hatchery and 
friend of Kilpatrick, took her to 
her final radiation treatment. 

"I felt really privileged that 
she chose me to share that with 
her," Litton said. "It is because 
of her that I have increased my 
awareness of breast cancer by 
taking a yearly mammogram 
and doing self examination for 
myself." 

Kilpatrick said that though 
she was officially dismissed 
from treatment in June 2001, 
she continues to take a drug 
called Tamoxifen until Decem- 
ber 2005. According to 
www.cancer.gov, Tamoxifen is a 
drug that is used to treat breast 
cancer. Tamoxifen blocks the 
effects of the hormone estrogen 
in the body. It belongs to the 
family of drugs called antie- 
strogens. 

Kilpatrick said that she has 
become an activist for breast 
cancer by speaking at various 
events such events as the Pink 



Line Project sponsored by the 
City of Natchitoches. Kilpatrick 
has also worked with the 
Natchitoches branch of Rely 
For Life for two years. 

"There is no circumstance too 
big that God can't pull you 
through," Kilpatrick said. "If 
you learn how to praise him, it 
will make all the difference in 
your life." 

Like Kilpatrick, Brenda Webb, 
the first lady of NSU, continued 
to look to her faith throughout 
her treatment of breast cancer. 

Webb is five-year survivor 
and continues to be an activist 
for others throughout Natchi- 
toches. 

"I believe I was the one who 
brought it to Brenda's attention 
this past August that she was 
now a five-year survivor, and 
how proud of her and grateful I 
was for this accomplishment," 
Randall Webb, president of 
NSU said. "One never knows 
about this insidious disease, 
but she and I feel confident she 
has won this battle, and I could- 
n't be more pleased." 

Mrs. Webb said that doctors 
first discovered her breast can- 
cer after removing a large 
tumor in the walls of her chest 
during a breast reduction sur- 
gery. 

Webb said that a week after 
the breast cancer was discov- 
ered she had a mastectomy. 
According to www.cancer.gov a 



mastectomy is a surgery to 
remove the breast or as much of 
the breast tissue as possible. 

"My first reaction was a brief 
period of shock that turned into 
an immediate amount of faith," 
Mrs. Webb said. "I realized that 
I was going to have to go 
through it, and I had to contin- 
ue to remain positive." 

Mrs. Webb said that the first 
two months of treatment 
through chemotherapy were 
very difficult. She said that the 
doctor was extremely hard on 
her when it came to the treat- 
ments, but it was because of the 
doctor being so hard on her that 
she knew she was going to fight 
the cancer. She was hospital- 
ized during that time could not 
raise her head because of 
headaches and nausea resulting 
from her treatments. 

"I went through the first four 
treatments, and after a while I 
couldn't take it any more," Mrs. 
Webb said. "But I knew I had to 
do it for my family's sake." 

President Webb said, "I have 
great empathy for people, so 
you can imagine that, although 
Brenda was the one undergoing 
all of the pain, trials, and sick- 
ness associated with the 
chemotherapy and radiation 
treatments, I still felt deeply for 
her because of what she was 
having to endure," 

"I did my best to accompany 
her for treatments, because I 



wanted her to know how 
strongly I supported her. Much 
of my feeling was one of help- 
lessness, because I gladly 
would have borne all of this 
difficulty for her, but it was 
Brenda who faced all of this 
head-on, without complaint. 
Her approach to this disease 
and the treatment regimen epit- 
omizes the way she lives her 
life-grateful for each day and 
full of faith that all will work 
out well in the end." 

Mrs. Webb said she received a 
tremendous amount of support 
from friends and faculty at NSU 
during her treatments. 

"When I lost my hair, I began 
wearing a lot of wigs and hats," 
Mrs. Webb said. "My friends 
would give hat parties and 
soup luncheons. I felt really 
blessed to have their support." 

"My husband was very sup- 
portive," Webb said. "He would 
go with me and stay with me 
during my treatments." 

"Brenda's surgeon called me 
in August of 1998 to tell me that 
Brenda had breast cancer. I 
said that I would drop every- 
thing and go to the house to fol- 
low up on his call to her. He 
told me that telling Brenda was 
my responsibility, not his. I 
then headed to the house, 
where Brenda was in bed, recu- 
perating from her surgery, to 
carry out the most difficult mis- 
sion with which I have ever 



been faced," President Web 
said. "When I told Brenda, sl| 
was at total peace, because sj 
knew in her heart this was pj, 
of God's plan for her life, 
prayed about it, and I told her 
flfc never loved her more than 
did at that moment." 

Webb said that she continue 
to be an example to the commj 
nity and to others dealing wi| 
breast cancer. In her first yeJ 
of having breast cancer, WeM 
participated in Relay for Lij 
and continues to participate 
the organization. 

"I try to be a good example 
others," Webb said. 

"Today, our faith is strong 
than ever," President Wety 
said. "We both believe that tij 
als and tribulations appear j 
our lives as tests of our faifl 
and that they afford us oppoi 
tunities for personal and spiij 
tual growth, and I love an 
appreciate Brenda more thai 
ever. I am one of those fortu 
nate people who married th 
most wonderful person he eve 
met in life." 

"In dealing with breast can 
cer, you have to know yon 
body and the terminology, 
Mrs. Webb said. "Continue \ 
keep the faith and the suppoi 
of others around you."

Only two short years ago 
NSU's men's basketball 
team was playing on the 
biggest stage of them all. In 
the 2001-2002 season the 
Demons won the Southland 
Conference Tournament 
and with it, a ticket to the 
NCAA tournament. How- 
ever, the Demons would 
soon learn that good fortune 
is often fleeting. 

Last season, with many of 
the previous year's key 
players gone, the men's pro- 
gram suffered through a 
rebuilding year, finishing 
the campaign next to last in 
the conference and 6-21 
overall. 

Last year's squad, which 
featured 12 freshmen and 
two sophomores, garnered 
national attention from 
ESPN's Dick Vitale for field- 
ing the youngest team in the 
country, but earned few 



other accolades. 

This year the Demons are 
still a young team, but 
expectations will be higher 
as they return all five 
starters, including Jermaine 
Wallace, last season's Fresh- 
man of the Year in the 
Southland Conference. 

Coach Mike McConathy 
has also brought in a strong 
crop of newcomers and 
scheduled some challenging 
non-conference foes to help 
the team develop into a con- 
tender once again. 

Leading NSU will be a 
battle-tested group of soph- 
omores that includes the top 
five scorers and leaders in 
minutes played from a year 
ago. 

Tyronn Mitchell returns at 
point guard, where last year 
the 6'1 sophomore led the 
team in assists and steals 
while averaging seven 
points per game. 

Joining Mitchell in the 
backcourt will be the 6'3 
Wallace who led the 



Demons with 11 points per 
game. Wallace was also sec- 
ond on the team in assists 
and steals. 

The sophomore trio of 
Clifton Lee, Jermaine 
Spencer, and Byron Allen 
will lead the Demons front- 
court once again this year. 
The athletic forwards, Lee 
and Spencer, each stand 6'7 
and weigh 210 pounds. 

Lee was second on the 
team last year with 10.4 
points per game and led the 
team in rebounds averaging 
over six per contest. 
Spencer, who teamed with 
Mitchell at New Iberia High 
School, led last year's team 
in blocks and averaged 7.8 
points and 4.7 boards per 
game. Big-bodied center, 
Byron Allen will hold down 
the post position again this 
season. Last year the 6'7 
255 pounder averaged over 
10 points and 4.7 rebounds 
per game. 

The NSU bench will also

Brown-Stroud undergoes facelift

NSU's Brown-Stroud 
baseball field is undergoing 
a facelift this semester. 

NSU Athletic Director 
Greg Burke said the baseball 
field has been in need of 
work for some time. In the 
past, the seats were extend- 
ed and covered to allow for 
more comfortable seating at 
Demon baseball games, but 
now the field will be getting 
more improvements. 

Improvements include 
new turf, dugouts and foul 
line fences. 

The dugouts will be 
widened to comfortably fit 
each team and include their 
own rest rooms and water 
coolers. NSU's dugout will 
also be extended 10 feet to 
allow more room for the 
home team. 

The turf will be a signifi- 
cant improvement for the 
field as the current turf has 



become old and worn. 

"We need new turf in the 
worst way," Burke said. 

The already successful 
Demon baseball team hopes 
to prosper from the remod- 
eling. The work will allow 
Brown-Stroud to look more 
professional and may help 
attract more visitors. 

"Part of staying on top is 
putting yourself in the posi- 
tion to do so," Burke said, 
"and a big part of having a 
successful program relates 
to what kind of facilities 
you have." 

The work seems good for 
the Demons, but as the 
spring semester nears, they 
are hoping the work will be 
completed in time for the 
2004 season. Burke said 
that it currently looks as if 
the newly remodeled field 
will be ready, but outside 
factors may still affect the 
timing. 

Whether the field is ready 
for this season or not, it will 
most likely be ready for the

2005 Southland Conference 
Tournament which will be 
hosted by NSU. 

Burke said this opportuni- 
ty is long overdue, but will 
not be the last. 

Burke also said the reno- 



vations for the stadium will 
not end after these are fin- 
ished. New rest rooms, con- 
cession areas and a new 
entrance may be in the 
future plans for Brown- 
Stroud field. 



"As athletic director I 
don't have a wand I can 
wave to meet all of our facil- 
ity needs," Burke said. "It 
has to be a constant ongoing 
effort to make all of our 
facilities better." 



Football team wins conference opener

Northwestern State quar- 
terback Davon Vinson could- 
n't do anything wrong Satur- 
day night in the Demons' 
Southland Conference open- 
er. 

Meanwhile, Texas State 
quarterback Barrick Nealy 
didn't have time to do any- 
thing. 

The Demons' Purple 
Swarm defense recorded nine 
sacks of Nealy, who was third 
in Division I-AA with a 323- 
yard total offense average, 
and Northwestern steam- 
rolled Texas State 49-19 Sat- 
urday night. 

The Bobcats managed only 
65 yards of offense until mid- 
way through the fourth quar- 
ter, trailing 42-3 before they 
added a pair of late touch- 
downs and a pair of two- 
point conversions along with 
a lot of yardage against the 
Demons' defensive reserves. 

The window dressing did- 
n't threaten to alter the out- 
come as Vinson, who didn't 
start for the first time this sea-

son, ran for three short touch- 
downs (3, 1 and 1 yards) and 
completed 10 of 11 passes for 
145 yards as the Demons ran 
off 42 unanswered points 
after the Bobcats (3-4, 0-1) 
netted a field goal from a 
fumbled punt snap late in the 
first quarter. 

Vinson, a sophomore trans- 
fer from Baylor and one of 



nine Texas natives on the 
Demons' travel roster, tied a 
school record set in 1980 by 
future pro star Bobby Hebert 
by completing nine consecu- 
tive passes after an incomple- 
fion on his second attempt of 
the night. 

Northwestern (6-2, 1-0), 
ranked 19th in Division I-AA, 
won its SLC opener for the 



13th time in 17 seasons in the 
league. 

The Demons scored 40- 
plus points in three consecu- 
tive games for the first time 
in school history but may 
have lost quarterback Ryan 
Lewis indefinitely with a 
shoulder injury sustained 
midway through the first 
quarter. 

"We decided to start Ryan 
early this week and then 
Davon had his best week of 
practice, by far," said 
Demons' coach Scott Stoker. 
"We were going to play 
Davon a lot anyway but 
Ryan's injury forced our 
hand. Davon played well and 
the offense rallied around 
him." 

The Demons moved ahead 
7-3 11 minutes before half- 
time on a 3-yard sweep by 
Vinson capping an 80-yard 
drive in 10 plays. Safety Neil 
Ponstein made a diving inter- 
ception at the Bobcats' 23 on 
the next series and Vinson 
plunged in from 1 yard out to 
build a 14-3 lead that stood 
through the first half. 

Derrick Johnese, who ran 
for 79 yards on 20 carries, 



stretched the spread to 21-3 
on a 4-yard TD sweep less 
than four minutes after half- 
time. Linebacker Josh Burton 
set it up by recovering a 
Texas State fumble on a punt 
at the hosts' 12. 

Northwestern salted it 
away with .scoring drives of 
65 and 59 yards, dominating 
the line of scrimmage, late in 
the third quarter. The 
Demons had the ball for 13 of 
the 15 minutes in the quarter 
while taking command of the 
game. 

"We like to play physical 
football and that's what 
allowed us to take control 
tonight," said Stoker. "We got 
a couple of short fields that 
helped us get fairly easy 
touchdowns and once we got 
the upper hand, we put the 
game away." 

The Bobcats, suffering their 
first homefield loss in four 
tries under new coach Manny 
Matsakis, posted 261 of their 
326 total yards in the final 
eight minutes of play. 

Up next for the Demons is 
a SLC showdown against 
Nicholls with kickoff at 2:30 
p.m.

Dilworth's duties as vice 
president of university affairs 
include overseeing the physi- 
cal plant and its maintenance, 
renovations and construction 
projects.

In addition to this, Dilworth 
said that he hopes to teach an 
education course as early as 



this spring. 

Dilworth earned bachelor's 
and master's degrees in edu- 
cation from NSU, and he said 
that the opportunity to return 
to NSU attracted him to his 
new position. 

"I had a burning desire to 
come back to my alma mater," 
Dilworth said. "I wanted to 
come back to Natchitoches 
and Northwestern and work 
with the faculty and staff to 
make a difference for the stu- 
dents." 

Dilworth started his career 
in education in 1977 teaching 
health, physical education, 
special education and driver 
education at several Caddo 
Parish Schools. He became the 
assistant principal of Captain 



Shreve High School in 1980. 
He later served as principal of 
three Shreveport area schools, 
Fair Park High School, Hunt- 
ington High School, and 
Broadmoor Middle Laborato- 
ry School before becoming 
chief operating officer in 2000. 

Dilworth said his most 
enjoyable job was serving as a 
school principal. 

"I really love working with 
young people," Dilworth said. 
"When I moved to chief oper- 
ating officer, I didn't have the 
daily contact with the young 
people anymore, so when I 
was principal it was the most 
enjoyable time." 

Dilworth said that the 
accomplishment that he is 
most proud of is that he 



received a college degree 
despite the fact that his family 
was very poor. Dilworth is the 
sixth of eight siblings in his 
family, and he was the first to 
receive a college degree. 

Before beginning his career 
in education, Dilworth spent 
two years playing professional 
football. He played in the 
National Football League for 
the Miami Dolphins, and he 
played in the Canadian Foot- 
ball League for the Calgary 
Stampeders. 

Dilworth said that he real- 
ized very early that he had a 
talent for football, and he 
knew it was the way he could 
afford to go to college.

Physical Plant focuses on the details

You may have noticed the 
color change of the doors in 
Kyser Hall.

These small changes are 
among the many projects that 
the Physical Plant has been 



working on recently to 
improve and maintain the 
NSU campus. 

With a staff of approximate- 
ly 70 workers, the NSU physi- 
cal plant has completed a 
number of recent projects 
ranging from the completion 
of the new parking lot across 
from the Creative and Per- 
forming Arts building last 
spring to the painting of Kyser 



Hall stairwells last week. 

In one of its most recent 
projects, the physical plant 
cleaned the outside of several 
buildings on campus, most 
notably the Student Union, 
the CAPA building and Bien- 
venu Hall. 

Physical Plant Director 
Chris Sampite said that one of 
the ongoing projects of the 
physical plant is installing 



additional streetlights and 
lights on the sides of buildings 
to protect students at night. 

"Lighting is a big safety con- 
cern," Sampite said. "It is a 
general concern for all univer- 
sities to keep students safe." 

Also, the physical plant 
recently repainted stripes on 
campus streets, replaced side- 
walks and installed Ameri- 
cans with Disabilities Act 



compliant ramps at intersec- 
tions to aid students with dis- 
abilities. 

"When we do sidewalk 
projects we take into consider- 
ation the need for the ramping 
so that those students can get 
around," Sampite said. 

Sampite also said that ADA 
compliant water fountains 
were installed on every floor

coming to college wouldn't have 
been realistic for me. I enjoyed foot- 
ball, but most importantly football 
allowed me to receive a college 
degree," Dilworth said. 

After playing football for NSU, 
Dilworth was drafted by the Miami 
Dolphins. 

"I went there like any other rook- 
ie with eyes wide open, seeing peo- 
ple you watched on television for 
years and all of a sudden you're in 
the locker room with them and talk- 
ing with them and having dinner

with them," Dilworth said. "It was a 
very good experience for me. What 
it taught me, though, is that it is a 
business. Some terrible things can 
happen to you when you get hurt." 

Dilworth said that he was 
released by the Miami Dolphins 
after a knee injury, and he was not 
able to play again. 

"My message to the student ath- 
letes of Northwestern is to get your 
education and a degree. I can't 
stress that enough. I played with too 
many young men that did not have 



a degree, and they had nothing to 
fall back from," Dilworth said. "I'm 
not vice president of Northwestern 
because I played football; I'm vice 
president because of the education I 
received here." 

"My goal is to work with the fac- 
ulty and staff of Northwestern to 
make this campus the optimal 
learning environment for the stu- 
dents," Dilworth said.

This year the physical plant com- 
pleted roofing projects at the Stu- 
dent Union and Bienvenu Hall. The 
physical plant is currently repairing 
the Athletic Fieldhouse roof. 

"This is important because the 
roofs that start to leak create interior 
problems that cost us more money 
to fix," Sampite said. "For example, 
in the Student Union we had to 
replace the roof and the third floor 
ceiling because it had aged and 
stained a good bit, and in the 
process we repainted the interior of 
the building." 

Sampite mentioned a number of 
the physical plant's future projects 
including a parking lot that will be 
constructed across from the Well- 
ness Center for the additional traffic 
that will likely result when it opens 
late next fall. Plans also include 
another parking lot on the south 
side of Sabine Hall that will be con- 
structed to help parking problems 
on the west side of campus. 

Sampite said that a study by 
Noel-Levitz, a consulting firm for 
colleges and universities, found that 
67 percent of students consider the 
conditions of campus facilities and 
grounds when choosing a school. 

Braden Benedict, a sophomore 
criminal justice major, said that the 
condition of NSU's campus was a 
factor when choosing where to go to 
college. 

"I enjoyed the way the campus 
looked, how the buildings were 
close together, and the scenery of 
the campus," Benedict said. "The 
maintenance of our campus is not 
too bad, usually, and if the power 
ever goes out, it's restored fairly

quickly."

At the meeting Pulliam remind- 
ed the senate that senators are free 
to make their own decisions. 

"If you believe they should be 
removed, vote accordingly. If you 
think that they shouldn't, vote 
accordingly," Pulliam said. 

Carlisle and Fontenot did not 
attend the meeting on Monday. 

Pulliam also announced that 
Geoff Clegg and Chad Black 
resigned from the senate. 

SGA Supreme Court Chief Jus- 
tice Sharmyn Little announced that 
currently only four students are 
members of the Supreme Court, 
and five members are required in 
order to meet quorum, the mini- 
mum number of members that 
must be present in order to do busi- 
ness. This means that if a case were 
brought to the Supreme Court, it 
would not be able to meet and 
make a decision. A maximum of 
seven students can serve on the 
Supreme Court. 

At this week's meeting, the SGA 
senate passed three resolutions and 
approved a presidential appoint- 
ment. 

The first resolution stated that 
the SGA "should not seem parti- 
san," and that the views of invited 
Distinguished Lecturer Ralph 
Nader do not necessarily reflect the 
views of the SGA. 

The resolution's sponsors, Sena- 
tor Keith Gates and Senator Dustin 
Floyd shared their arguments sup- 
porting its passage. 

"I want Nader to come. I want 
him to express his views and give 
everybody the chance to hear his

views, but we don't want people to 
say, 'Well, there's a bunch of hip- 
pies up here at Northwestern. 
They're bringing in Ralph Nader,'" 
Gates said. "We don't want people 
to think that. We want people to 
think that the SGA is neither for nor 
against Ralph Nader, and we want 
to be neutral in this." 

Floyd said, "This is nothing big, 
guys. I would do it if Ralph Nader, 
George W. Bush or Mickey Mouse 
was coming. I'm just saying that 
we don't need to seem partisan on 
any issue." 

However, many senators argued 
that this resolution was unneces- 
sary, and SGA Vice President Scott 
Manguno suggested that a senator 
move to postpone the resolution 
indefinitely or dispose of it without 
taking a direct vote on it. 

However, the senate did vote on 
the resolution, and it originally 
failed by a significant margin. 
However, Floyd moved to recon- 
sider the vote, and the senate 
decided to resume discussion.

(Tonography is one of the oldest 
forms of Christian art in the world, 
dating back to the 6th century A.D., 
if not earlier. It includes symbolism, 
color and texture that is created to tell 
a story. 

This style of art has four major forms. 
The first and most frequently used form is egg 
tempera icon painting. Egg yolk and tempera 
paint are combined to provide a subtle glossy 
affect upon the canvas. 

The second form is metal tooling. The artist 
takes flat sheets of metal such as gold, silver, cop- 
per, brass, etc. and presses a biblical image into 
the surface. 

The third form is pen and ink drawing. The 
artist uses pen and ink creates a simple biblical 
image without color or intensity. 

Bill Bryant, coordinator of the art program, said 
iconography is Greek Orthodox and Byzantine 
Catholic in origin. It is an art that requires much 
patience and time. Some pieces can take weeks to 
months to complete. The art was produced in the 
past for those who were illiterate to tell stories of 
the Old and New Testaments in great detail. Some 
believe iconography is an art inspired by God. 

An NSU alumnus, Diamantis Cassis, is a 
Byzantine Iconographer known throughout 
America. He was born in Galaxidion, Greece, and 
later moved to Shreveport, La. where he received 
his secondary education and later attended NSU 
for a degree in art. He now resides in Houston, 
Texas, where he still produces his artwork. 

Works by Cassis are on display at NSU through 
Nov. 6th in the Orville G. Hanchey Art Gallery. 
The gallery is open weekdays from 8 a.m. until 
4:30 p.m. The exhibit — which will also include 
secular work he created, including some done 
while he was in college — is free and open to the 
public.

To drop or not to drop, 
that is the question

Tomorrow is the last day to 
drop classes, and if you haven't 
checked your midterm grades, do 
it RIGHT NOW! You can check 
your grades by going to 
www2.nsula.edu, signing in and 
clicking on grades. Now that you 
know your grades, you have to 
decide whether or not to stay in 
all your classes. 

If you are happy with your 
grades, great, keep studying and 
you will do well. But if your 4.0 
semester is not turning out like 
you had hoped, you have some 
decisions to make. 

Dropping a class should be 
your last resort, but it's a resort 
that just about all college students 
exercise from time to time. The 
trick is not to exercise this right 
too often. Dropping lots of class- 
es looks poorly on your academic 
record, especially if graduate 
school is in your future. Grad 
schools know that you only drop 
a class if you are getting a "D" or 
"F." 

But before you drop that class, 
ask yourself a few questions: does 
my midterm grade accurately 
reflect my current grade, if this 
class is a requirement for my 
major /minor, when is the next 
time it will be offered, and if I stay 
in this class what grade will I have 
at the end of the semester? 

Ifs been almost two weeks 
since midterm grades have been 
turned in, have you taken any 
tests or quizzes that mighf ve sig- 
nificantly changed your grade? 
Consult your syllabus to see what 
kind of grades you would have to 
make to earn the final grade that 
you want. Are there even enough 
points left in the class to get your 
ideal grade? 

If the class is for your 
major /minor ask the professor 
when the class will be offered 
again. Some of the classes I have 
taken for my majors /minors are 
offered every semester, others 
every year, and others still are 
offered on alternating years. 

Dropping a class now could 
mean having to stay in school 
longer that you had intended. 
My former roommate dropped 
several classes and had to make 
them up during summer in order 
to graduate on time. 

But if you can't get the grade 
you want, what grade can you 
still earn? And will you be able to 
do it? We only have about a 
month of school left, and if you 
aren't doing well in the class right 
now, then that means you have 



about five weeks to learn 16 
weeks of material. A daunting 
task, you should think carefully 
about whether or not you going 
to put in the necessary time. It 
will mean studying more, and I 
would suggest getting a study 
partner and /or tutor. 

If you don't want to stay in the 
class for a grade, you can audit 
the class instead of dropping it. I 
have audited a class because I 
knew I would retake it later. With 
an audit, you still go to class, and 
could take the tests if you want, 
but you won't receive a grade for 
the class. 

If you decide to audit or drop 
the class you can do it online, or 
go to the registrar's office in Roy 
Hall, but make sure you do it by 
the end of business tomorrow. 

There is no reason to feel bad 
about dropping an occasional 
class, perhaps you had too many 
other classes, hours at work or 
had a personal crisis in the first 
part of the semester. I have over 
225 earned hours at NSU where I 
have dropped two classes and 
audited one. You have to know 
when you have too much on your 
plate, and then push some of it 
into the dumpster. 

Forget about your dropped 
class for now, and stay focused on 
the classes you are still enrolled 
in. Work to make those grades go 
up as you will have more time to 
devote to them. If you plan on 
retaking the course, keep your 
notes, quizzes and tests because 
they may be helpful in the future. 

As far as your other classes, you 
should at least review your notes 
from each class that evening. 
Remember you are supposed to 
be putting in about three hours of 
studying for every class hour. 
Meaning if you are enrolled in 15 
hours, you should be studying 45 
hours a week outside of class. 
Thaf s a full time job! If you aren't 
studying that much you might 
have found part of your problem. 

If you don't have a study group 
yet, get one. But make sure your 
fellow students are there to study 
for the test, not gripe about how 
hard the test is going to be. When 
studying, tell yourself how well 
you are going to do. You've gone 
to class, you've read over your 
notes daily, you've done the 
homework and you are studying 
the material. You have the infor- 
mation locked in your brain, now 
you just need to be confident.

Natchitoches sponsors bewitching childrens' program

On Oct. 31, the city of Natchi- 
toches will sponsor their third 
annual "Witch Way to Main Street," 
an event hosted by Front Street 
businesses.

The Demons picked up where 
they left off, throwing and complet- 



ing consecutive passes to Sampson 
in the flats for good yardage. On 
third and two from the six-yard line 
Vinson took it to the end zone, scor- 
ing on a well-timed quarterback 
draw. 

Despite the score, the Demons still 
needed to convert the two-point 
attempt to give themselves a shot at 
a homecoming miracle. On the con- 



version attempt Vinson dropped 
back, found his favorite target 
standing just inside the goal line, 
and delivered a perfect pass, only to 
see it slip through Ziegler's hands. 

Vinson carried the bulk of the 
offensive load for the Demons in 
Johnese's absence. The sophomore 
threw for 220 yards and ran for 
another 78, including an impressive 



44-vard sprint to pay dirt. Ziegler 
led the receivers with six grabs for 
96 yards, while freshman Derrick 
Doyle contributed with four catches 
and 46 yards. 

Northwestern's defense stepped 
up in the second half allowing only 
92 yards after the break, but it was 
too little, too late this time. 

Nicholls State converted 66 per- 



cent of their third downs, including 
eight of nine in the crucial first 30 
minutes, probably the most signifi- 
cant statistic of the game. 

The Demons will take a wel- 
comed week off this Saturday, 
before traveling to Sam Houston 
State on Nov. 8 when they attempt 
to get themselves back in the playoff 
hunt.

The six-pack of games will 
involve seven or eight of the teams 



in this week's BCS top 10, and the 
games will go a long way toward 
determining the conference titles. 
In addition, Miami and Oklahoma 
are the only teams who can deter- 
mine their own fates; in other 
words, they are the only teams that 
know they'll be in the Sugar Bowl if 
they win out. 

There are some intriguing sub- 
plots to each game as well: 

Virginia Tech gets another chance 
to show it truly is an elite program. 
The Hokies have lost nine games 
since the start of the 2001 season, 
i.e. since Michael Vick left. Plus, 
Tech is 3-34 all-time against teams 
ranked in the top 10, including 2-19 
under Frank Beamer (those wins 
came over teams ranked 
ninth_West Virginia in 1989 and 



Texas in the 1995 Sugar Bowl). 

Michigan State basically has been 
overlooked since it lost to 
Louisiana Tech at home on Sept. 13. 
But the Spartans have risen to No. 9 
in the poll by winning five times 
since that loss. They are the only 
unbeaten team in Big Ten play and 
can take another step toward the 
Rose Bowl if they beat the Wolver- 
ines. The schools have met five 
times since 1974 when both were 
ranked and the Spartans have won 
just once, in 1999. 

Nebraska and Texas each have 
blown out their past two foes since 
losing big games on Oct. 11, the 
Huskers to Missouri and the Long- 
horns to Oklahoma. The winner of 
this one restores some of its lost lus- 
ter. 



Oklahoma State has won its past 
two meetings with Oklahoma, win- 
ning by 10 last season when the 
Sooners were ranked third and by 
three in 2001 when OU was fourth. 
Oklahoma was ranked No. 1 when 
they edged the Cowboys by five in 
2000. What does this all mean? It 
means OU may have a mental 
block when it comes to its cross- 
state rival. 

Actually, in the past two seasons, 
Okie State has taken advantage of 
OU's aggressive cornerbacks and 
hit some big plays in the passing 
game. If that happens again, shame 
on the OU coaches. 

Washington State is a game 
ahead of USC in the loss column in 
the Pac-10. The Trojans were 
expected to be good this season. 



The Cougars? They supposedly 
were hoping they could finish in 
the top half of the league. Instead, 
new Coach Bill Doba has the 
Cougars playing extremely well 
again; remember, they won the 
league last season, and even 
though they lost their star quarter- 
back (Jason Gesser) and their coach 
(Mike Price), a repeat is possible if 
they beat the Trojans. 

Florida has owned Georgia of 
late, winning 12 of the past 13. 
Indeed, last season, Georgia's best 
team of the past 20 years lost to 
arguably Florida's worst team in 13 
years. This season, a Florida team 
that had been left for dead comes in 
on a roll and Georgia comes in off 
back-to-back desultory perform- 
ances. "I don't know if we've got 



enough juice left," Bulldogs Coach 
Mark Richt said. "We barely had 
enough juice the last two weeks. 
We're as vulnerable right now as 
we've ever been." Is Richt pulling a 
psych job, or is he being realistic? 
The World's Largest Outdoor Cock- 
tail Party becomes even more inter- 
esting. 

The MAC has two bowl tie-ins, 
so things could get mighty interest- 
ing in the next month. Right now, 
Bowling Green, Miami of Ohio and 
Northern Illinois are playing well 
enough to deserve bowl bids. 
There's also Marshall, the league's 
premier program and a school that 
puts fans in the seats at bowls. It's 
mighty likely that two of those 
schools will be left at home for the 
postseason.

first offensive snap. 

The rest of the first half 
was a seesaw battle that saw 
the Demons leading 14-10 
after one quarter of play, 
only to fall behind 33-21 
before Josh Storrs drilled a 
48-yard field goal as time 
expired in the first half. 

The kick had cut the mar- 
gin to a nine point deficit 



and gave the Demons some 
momentum heading into the 
locker room at halftime, but 
the damage had already 
been done. 

The Demons star tailback 
Derrick Johnese, who came 
into the game averaging 
over 100 yards per game, 
was injured on just his sec- 
ond carry, and Shelton 



Sampson the team's second 
leading rusher was showing 
signs that a nagging toe 
injury was hampering his 
performance. Starting 
defensive end Gary Wesley 
was also injured and would 
not return. 

Meanwhile, Son was lead- 
ing the Colonels No. 1 
ranked rush offense up and 



down the field. Son, who 
has led Nicholls St. in rush- 
ing yards for three consecu- 
tive seasons, finished the 
first half with 52 yards rush- 
ing and one touchdown on 
the ground to go along with 
183 yards through the air on 
five of six aim, including the 
TD pass to Butler. 

The Demon defense, hav- 
ing adjusted to the Colonels 
style, came out ready to 
play in the second half. The 
defense shut out the 
Nicholls offense in the third 
quarter, but on the other 
side of the ball, Northwest- 
ern St. could not sustain a 
drive and neither team 
scored during the period. 

The fourth quarter began 
with more frustration for 
the Demon offense.

Bush signs abortion restriction law 

WASHINGTON (KRT) - President Bush on Wednesday 
signed into law the first federal restriction on abortion in 
30 years, winning cheers and applause from abortion 

at a signing ceremony that underscored his 
commitment to the anti-abortion movement. 



Less than an hour later, a federal judge in Nebraska 
Partially blocked the law's implementation. Other legal 
challenges were under way in New York and California, 
foe U.S. Supreme Court struck down a similar Nebraska 
statute in 2000, and abortion rights activists expressed 
confidence that they would prevail in court again.

Green Party presidential 
candidate and consumer 
advocate Ralph Nader will 
visit Northwestern's cam- 
pus today as part of the 
Distinguished Speaker 
Program. 

According to 
www.crashingthepary.org, 
Nader has been a freelance 
writer, environmental 
activist and newspaper 
columnist. He is the author 
of many novels, including 
Crashing the Party about 
his 2000 presidential cam- 



paign, and Unsafe at Any 
Speed, a book that helped 
"catapult auto safety into 
the public spotlight." 

Nader is a strong sup- 
porter of the third party 
system. He wrote in his 
preface to his new novel 
Crashing the Party, "The 
convergence of our coun- 
try's two major parties is 
widely noted phenome- 
non, even though the 
remedies of political com- 
petition from the outside 
are largely ignored." 

Nader is also a strong 
advocate for the removal 
of "sovereign" corpora- 
tions. 



In Crashing the Party, 
Nader wrote, "Our cam- 
paign reminded people 
that corporations, which, 
in their modern form, were 
created by state charters in 
the early nineteenth centu- 
ry, should be our servants, 
not our masters." 

Nader wrote that "great 
societies must have public 
policies that declare which 
rights, assets, and condi- 
tions are never for sale" 
because "such policies 
strengthen noncommercial 
values, which, nourished 
by public enlightenment 
and civic participation, can 
provide wondrous oppor- 



tunities to improve our 
country." 

Nader claims that we are 
trapped in a "democracy 
gap." The "democracy 
gap" he says is "the exces- 
sive concentration of 
power and wealth" of the 
nation being controlled by 
a small elite. Nader wrote 
in his preface, "Today, 
much of (the) economic, 
political, and technological 
power is in the hands glob- 
al of corporations wielding 
immense influence over 
our government." 

Nader became this 
year's distinguished

SGA senate 
votes to keep 
truant senator 



Academic committee 
to consider former 
professional wrestler, 
conservative speaker 
Warrior as NSU's 
next Distinguished 
Lecturer.

At the SGA senate meeting 
Monday, the senate held an 
impeachment hearing and 
voted to not remove from 
office a senator who had not 
fulfilled his required duties. 

At the beginning of the 
hearing Speaker of the Sen- 
ate Zachary Pulliam said that 
sophomore Sen. John Eric 
Fontenot had not completed 
his office hours for several 
consecutive weeks and did 
not attend last week's senate 
meeting. 

Pulliam turned the chair 
over to SGA Supreme Court 
Justice Sharmyn Little to pre- 
side over the impeachment 
hearing. 

A two-thirds vote of the 
senate is required to remove 
a senator from office. 

The senators' votes were

cast on pieces of paper rather 
than the usual roll call vote. 

According to the SGA min- 
utes, Pulliam, Sara Burling, 
Patrick Feller, Jack Halford, 
and Casey Ponder voted to 
remove Fontenot from office. 

Fontenot, Jeff Bergeron, 
Matt Burrough, Chris Faist, 
Ashlie Fisher, Dustin Floyd, 
Keith Gates, Josh Howell, 
Kelli Menard, Kelli Miller, 
and Leslie Ross voted to keep 
him in office. 

Mindy McConnell abstain- 
ed from the vote. 

Fontenot, who was present 
for the meeting, remains an 
SGA senator. 

Also, Pulliam said that 
Buster Carlisle resigned from 
the senate just before the 
meeting began. 

Three pieces of legislation 
were brought before the sen- 
ate Monday night. The first 
had been tabled at last week's 
meeting and placed on this 
week's agenda. The other 
two pieces of legislation were 
placed on emergency status 
and did not undergo a 
week's review by the SGA 
senators. 

The first bill proposed sev-

Work was scheduled to 
begin on Oct. 1, but has not 



yet started. 

Coordinator of Telecom- 
munications Tracy Brown 
said that work has been 
postponed due to a "state 
contract issue" with OTM, 
the organization in Baton 
Rouge that handles all 
wiring contracts for the 
state. 

NSU's contract with 
OTM is currently being 
renegotiated. 

"Every time we go 



through an award process, 
every three years, there's 
always a little bit of a 
delay," said Brown. 

Brown said the contract 
for the outdoor wiring was 
approved Monday, but the 
indoor projects are on hold 
until the contract pertain- 
ing to them can be 
approved. 

Despite the setback, 
Brown remains confident 
that the project will be 



completed by its original 
deadline next fall, as most 
work was already sched- 
uled to be done over the 
summer. 

"Summertime is the only 
time when the campus is 
not so populated, and we 
don't disturb as many 
users when we make 
changes to the network," 
said Brown. "We'll do the 
majority of the work over 
the summer."

SGA President 
Greg Comeaux said the SGA is 
given a budget each semester 
from the student government 
fees. 

Comeaux the administration 
takes one dollar from this fee 
for every full-time Natchitoches 
student.

NSU graduate Jeremy Hen- 
riques' first published article is 
set to appear in the winter edition 
of the "Journal for Undergradu- 
ate Chemistry." 

Henriques' article, titled "An 
Analysis of Environmental Fac- 
tors Modulating Fibrillation of a 
Small Neuroprotein ct-Synucle- 
in," shows the effect of anions on 
the neuroprotein a-synuclein as 
it undergoes a process called fib- 
rillation. a-Synuclein is associat- 
ed with disorders such as Parkin- 
son's and Alzheimer's diseases.

used that research to write my 
senior thesis, a requirement of 
my major, so the article was basi- 
cally a condensed version of that 
thesis."

Early registration for the Spring 
2004 semester is quickly approach- 
ing, and some students can begin 
registering online as early as Tues- 
day. 

Early online registration begins 
Nov. 11 for graduate students, Nov. 
12 for seniors, Nov. 13 for juniors, 
and Nov. 14 for sophomores. 
Departmental registration is Nov. 
17-21. 

NSU students are allowed to use 
the online registration system 
when they have reached the soph- 
omore level, providing that they 
have completed 30 hours of classes 
or more. Students with less than 30 
hours must go to their departments 
to register, and they must have 
their schedule approved by their 
advisor.

from University advisot 

• Political science adviser Greg Granger said that students should 
come to advisors with questions about the content of courses and thi 
order in which they should be taken. "Students should come talk to 
their advisors about the substance of courses," Granger said. "Am I 
really prepared for this course? What are the requirements for this 
course, and do I have the background for it?" 

• Professional writing adviser Joseph "Rocky" Colavito stressed that 
although 12 hours per semester is considered a full course load, stu- 
dents who continuously take this number of hours every semester an 
assured to take summer classes in order to graduate in four years. 

• Physics adviser Paul Withey said that one of the problems in his 
department is that students who do not come to advisors often miss 
taking rarely offered classes that are major requirements. "Some of 
our classes are only offered every second year because their enroll- 
ments aren't large enough," Withey said. 



"It makes it a lot easier for stu- 
dents and faculty. We don't have 
to stand in line, and it's less of a 
headache. Plus, it puts more of a 
responsibility on us to choose our 
own classes," said senior Scholars' 
College student Jared Monroe. 
However, Monroe said that he still 
consults his advisor before regis- 
tering online. 

Renee Hawkins, a senior nursing 
major, said that she always regis- 
ters online, and she rarely visits her 
advisor. 

"Some advisors try to make you 
take more classes than you can 
handle. Visiting advisors is incon- 
venient because between school 
and work it's hard to find time to 
go to them. During their office 
hours I'm usually in class. I 
haven't had any problems self- 
advising," Hawkins said. 

Language and Communication 
department head Joseph Colavito 
advises English majors with the 
professional writing concentration. 
Colavito said that he is not a big 
fan of online registration because it 
discourages contact between stu- 
dents and advisors. 

"It's absolutely imperative for 
there to be a close working envi- 
ronment between advisors and stu- 
dents," Colavito said. "Sadly, I 
have some faculty members who 
have never seen any of their 
advisees, and we have a small 
department." 

Chemistry and Physics depart- 
ment head Paul Withey primarily 
advises Physics majors. Withey 
said that students who register 
online should be required to come 
to advisors before they do so. 

"They should come see an advi- 
sor, double check their schedule, 
then register online," Withey said. 
"I don't have any problem with 
students registering online. It 
takes the burden off of us a little 
bit, and I would imagine that it 
makes the students feel better to be 
able to register as early as thev 
can." 

Jeannette Ralston is the advisor 
for music education majors. Ral- 
ston said that the music education 
degree is very complicated, and it 
is important for her to keep track of 
her students' progress. 



"I ask for those people that ai 
registering themselves to print 01 
a copy of their schedule and tacki 
to my door so I can go bad 
through and make sure that thei 
are taking the right courses,'' Rai 
ston said. 

Greg Granger, who advises poll 
ical science majors, said that it 
important for students to keepi 
touch with their advisors, but stu 
dents are capable of self-advisii 
to a large extent by consulting th 
NSU catalog. 

"I'm guessing about 80 or 90 pa 
cent of the time, when a studa 
comes to me for advice, the studa 
could have received an answer! 
his or her question simply by con 
suiting the catalog," Granger sail 
"What I see is the biggest probla 
is that students aren't takir 
enough responsibility." 

Ralston said that the NSU cat 
log is very difficult for music ed« 
cation majors to follow and tfo 
she has a great responsibility 
make sure students are awal 
which requirements apply to then 

"It's difficult when you're real 
ing the catalog and it says, 
example, that you need a ted 
niques course. Techniques to 
vocalist and an instrumentalist * 
totally different." 

Colavito said that many studeri 
who do not visit their advisors re| 
ularly have many problems grad' 
ating in the amount of time th 
they planned, and he has s# 
many students taking introductof 
core classes as seniors.

Withey also said that it is iml 
tant for students to have a di 
relationship with their advisi 
because advisors can inform ^ 
dents about student organizatfl 
and special events taking plaflB 
their departments. 

Colavito said that advisors J 
be valuable contacts in the futij 
as references for jobs and intej 
ships. He said that he urges ■ 
dents to take a class from tfil 
advisor. 
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^ revisions to the section of the

tional grants. The bill proposes

Also, currently organizational 
^ants are only given to organiza- 
tions that use the money for special 
projects or events that benefit all 
fJSU students. This bill proposes 
allowing organizations to receive 
grants for projects that will benefit 
the total image of the University 
within the community. 

"There have been some grants for 
the past three semesters now that 
were wonderful grants, wonderful- 
ly written, with really good theories 
hehind them, but they weren't for 
the students," said the bill's spon- 
sor Senator Kelli Miller. "However, 
if the organizations would have 
gotten money and done their proj- 



ects, it would have made the whole 
University look better." 

After little discussion, the senate 
voted to refer this bill to the internal 
affairs committee for further 
review. 

The second piece of legislation 
brought before the senate was a res- 
olution proposing that the Univer- 
sity Campus Parking and Driving 
Regulations be amended so that 
students cannot be issued a traffic 
citation for parking in a wrong zone 
when they do not park in an actual 
zone. According to the bill, students 
have been receiving two citations, 
wrong zone and no parking zones 
citations, when they park in a no 
parking zone. 

During the discussion, Senator 
Miller said, "If you are parked in a 
no parking zone, you're not parked 
in the right zone, because that is not 
your color group, therefore you are 
in the wrong zone." 

Senator Mindy McConnell said, 
"You're not in the wrong zone if 
you're not in any zone. This is a 
problem that has been on the senate 
all my time here. I think this is the 
best bill that has been written all 
semester, and it definitely should 
be approved." 

This bill passed by a unanimous 



vote. 

The third piece of legislation con- 
sidered Monday night was a bill 
proposing to allocate up to 53,500 to 
invite another distinguished lectur- 
er next semester. According to the 
bill, the proposed lecturer is War- 
rior, a conservative political speaker 
and former professional wrestler 
who was known as The Ultimate 
Warrior. The senate voted unani- 
mously to refer this bill to the aca- 
demic affairs committee for further 
review. 

The senate approved the 
appointments of former senators 
Chad Black and Liz Hughes to the 
Supreme Court. The appointment 
of Chris Henry to the Supreme 
Court was not approved by the sen- 
ate. 

Next week, the senate will be vot- 
ing on a resolution proposing that 
the University place at least 15 
additional trash receptacles in Wat- 
son Library. 

Also, the senate will be voting on 
a bill to require all student media 
organizations to turn in their pro- 
posed budget for the semester to be 
approved by the senate. According 
to the bill, these budgets should 
have been turned into the senate at 
the beginning of the semester.

Scholars' student: 'I have 
never felt ridiculed' 

Dear Editor: 

I must confess, upon reading 
reading Mr. McDaniel's response 
to Dr. Holly Stave's letter, I was 
quite perturbed at the thought of 
a lack of academic freedom 
among our student body. Then I 
realized that Mr. McDaniel has 
probably not sat in on a Scholars' 
College class. 

As the editor pointed out, the 
Bible is a part of the Scholars' 
College curriculum - one of the 
few texts that does not change 
from year to year. One class may 
read the Illiad, another the 
Odyssey, but all read the Bible, 
both Old and New Testament, in 
the first two required core classes 
of the Scholars' College, Texts 
and Traditions. Later in the cur- 
riculum texts by Martin Luther 
and Thomas Aquinas are read to 
expound upon the earlier read- 
ings. Why do we not teach Fried- 
man or Hayek? Quite simply, 
because they are not Darwin, 
Marx, or Freud - people whose 
ideas so shook the world that 
they are commonly known 
names. As to Friedman and 
Hayek... I was able to research 
Friedrich Hayek, who I assumed 
was a psychologist due to his 
proximity to Freud in the letter, 
but, alas, without a first name I 
don't know which of the 3.5 mil- 
lion Google results points to the 
Friedman you are speaking of. I 
will assume you mean Milton 
Friedman, of Chicago school of 
economics fame, however, as a 
replacement for Marx. I will 
guide you to Dr. Jim Picht's eco- 
nomics classes, where discussion 
of the Chicago school takes place. 

Mr. McDaniel says that both 
sides of an issue should be pre- 
sented to be "truly educated"; I 
hold that most of us grow up liv- 
ing in a Judeo-Christian world, 
and that we are already familiar 
with the Bible and its back- 
ground. What we are likely to be 
unfamiliar with is Marx, Freud, 
and the Koran - this is the view 
that Dr. Stave's letter was written 
from, not one of exclusion.

encountered "locked doors". To 
read a letter and cry "political 
bias" and "discrimination" 
shows a greater degree of bias 
than any shown in Dr. Stave's 
words. 

If you truly wish to see exam- 
ples of "academic discrimina- 
tion", I direct you to a USAToday 
story dated November 3, 2003, 
titled "On campus: Free speech 
for you but not for me?" It was 
on the front page, for those inter- 
ested.

lots of effort weekly in order to 
put on a good performance. They 
meet for practice on Mondays, 
Wednesdays, and Fridays from 3- 
4:50 p.m. 

Being together so often allows 
the members to bond with each 
other and start friendships. 

Desiree Dillard, a freshman ele- 
mentary education major, said 
that she enjoyed marching and 
learning new drills with her peers 
and loves it when they get to 
show off their talent. 

Clark also enjoys the time spent 
with his band mates. 

"You get to bond and relate to 
them. You get to know every one 
at least by name," Clark said. 

Dillard and Clark and the rest 
of their band mates still have 
plenty of time to relate with each 
other even though football season 
is coming to an end. 

The band will soon start prepar- 
ing for the Christmas parade. And 
during the spring semester, the 



band plans to divide into three 
concert bands to perform concerts 
on campus. 

Among those three bands, the 
top band, known as the Wind 
Symphony, will perform at vari- 
ous high schools for recruiting. A 
pep band will also be formed in 
order to play at basketball games. 

Many other members will 
remain active in the band's organ- 
izations. The Phi Mu Alpha Sinfo- 
nia fraternity, the Sigma Alpha 
Iota sorority, and the Tau Beta 
Sigma and Kappa Kappa Psi co- 
ed organizations will participate 
in concerts, visit area nursing 
homes, and perform at the 
Natchitoches Jazz and R&B Festi- 
val.

Harp prodigy visits, performs at NSU

On Oct. 30, 13-year-old Russian 
harp composer AlexanderSasha 
Boldachev gave recital in the Mag- 
ale Recital Hall. 

The show Boldachev played in 
Natchitoches was part of a U. S. 
tour where he played the previous 
night in Baton Rouge for 
Louisiana State University. Paul 
Bologna and his wife sponsored 
his show in Baton Rouge and 
informed Shirley Jennings, harp 
instructor for Northwestern, 

"Mrs. Bologna in Baton Rouge, a 
friend and fellow harp teacher, 
invited me to attend a friends 
recital where Bologna informed 
me of Sasha," Jennings said. 
"Bologna told me to bring my stu- 
dents to the show in Baton Rouge, 
but it was during the school week, 
so I planned to have a show here 
with Shasha." 

In his eight years playing the 
harp, Boldachev has won numer- 
ous first and second prizes in 
international harp competitions. 
At age six, young Boldachev had 
composed his first song on the 
harp, and by the age of eleven 



Boldachev had won his first inter- 
national competition. Along with 
his competitions, Boldachev has 
played in many European tours 
that including London, Paris, 
Orlean and Prague. Most recently 
Boldachev was awarded Britain's 
Brilliant Prodigy of 2003. 
Boldachev was the first non- 
British person to win this recogni- 
tion. 

Boldachev started his music 
career under his mother, a piano 
instructor in their home country of 
Russia, at the age of three. He first 
learned to play music on the 
piano, but his mother did not 
want him to be a pianist. The fam- 
ily had a friend, who played the 
harp, and soon after seeing a per- 
formance in Russia by the friend 
Boldachev began to practice the 
harp. He then later attended the 
Lyceum in St. Petersburg and the 
Rimsky Korsakov Conservatory. 

Despite his amazing abilities 
with the harp, Boldachev is just a 
normal boy. 

"I play football [soccer] and 
some computer games," 
Boldachev said, "and I collect 
coins." 

His mother, Irina Sharapova, 
has been surprised by his amazing

'WheeF turning a corner: Game show nears 4,000th episode

"Wheel of Fortune" has been in 
syndication for 20 years — a huge 
milestone — and this month it airs 
episode No. 4,000. 

Host Pat Sajak and letter-turner 
Vanna White recently taped the 
episode, a highlight reel of the 
game show's past moments, at 
Radio City Music Hall. 

Since it launched, "Wheel of For- 
tune" has been a staple on local sta- 
tions during daytime and early 
evening. 

It has been the most-watched 
syndicated series since 1984. Sajak 



replaced Chuck Woolery in 1981, 
while "Wheel" was still a network 
daytime show. White arrived a 
year later. 

"Wheel of Fortune" averaged 16 
million viewers last season, accord- 
ing to Nielsen Media Research. 

And it doesn't appear there will 
be a change in the winning formu- 
la anytime soon. 

Sajak says the simplicity of the 
show and the quality of the puz- 
zles are the keys to its longevity. 

"With all the technology that's 
available to us, we stick with this 
giant carnival wheel that goes 
clunk, clunk, clunk," he says. 

"But people love our clunking. If 



we ever got rid of that, we'd have a 
problem." White's popularity — 
and her ever-changing wardrobe 
— helps, too. Her 1987 autobiogra- 
phy, "Vanna Speaks," was a best 
seller. 

Sajak and White begin the first 
year of a three-year contract next 
summer, and stations have signed 
up for the show through the 2007- 
08 season. 

"My suspicion is that I'll go away 
before the show does, but I don't 
know when that'll be," Sajak said. 
"It could be three years from now, 
or maybe they'll have to wheel me 
out." 

The 4,000th episode will air next 



Monday. It's part of the show's 
November sweeps theme weeks, 
which include a National Basket- 
ball Association week and five 
nights of New York-flavored 
shows that began airing Monday. 

"We love being in a city that has 
real, honest-to-God sports fans 
who have a deep, longstanding 
allegiance to their favorite teams," 
said Harry Friedman, executive 
producer of "Wheel of Fortune" 
and "Jeopardy" for Sony Pictures 
Television. 

"There's great intra-city rivalry 
here and that fosters an even 
greater sense of spirited competi- 
tion."

After anchoring so manr 
episodes of the show, Sajak has 
congratulated thousands of win- 
ners and consoled as many losers, 
but he remembers very few d 
them. 

"When you've done that many 
shows and taped several in the 
same day, your mind is like i 
blender on the puree setting,' 
Sajak said. 

"The shows just sort of 
around in there, and it's hard tc 
isolate specific instances."

Texas State (8-9-2) plays sixth- 
seeded McNeese State (5-12-2) at 
11:30 a.m. with Northwestern (9- 
g-2) facing fifth-seeded 
Louisiana-Monroe (8-10-2) at 2 
p.m. Thursday in opening round 
games. 

The NSU-ULM survivor plays 
at 2 Friday against second-seed- 
ed Stephen F. Austin (13-4-2) 
while the Texas State-McNeese 
winner draws top-seeded South- 
eastern Louisiana (14-1-4) at 
11:30 a.m. Friday. The champi- 



onship game is at 11 a.m. Sunday 
with the winner advancing to 
the NCAA Tournament. 

Northwestern has won two of 
the last three SLC Tournaments 
under coach Jimmy Mitchell and 
also took the crown in 1997. 

"It's a good bracket and a very 
competitive field," he said. 
"We're going to have to play 
very well and be very fortunate 
to defend our tournament cham- 
pionship and get back to the 
NCAAs for a second straight 
year. Playing at home does give 
us an advantage but it comes 
down to which team plays the 
best this weekend." 

Northwestern's All-SLC selec- 
tions were headed by first-team 
picks Stephanie Miller and 
Natalie Waguespack. Hillarie 
Marshall, Katie Priest and Tara 
Powasnik represented the 
Demons on the second team 
while Brittany Hung, Nellie 
Latiolais and Heather Penico of 
NSU were honorable mention 
selections in voting by the eight 



head coaches in the conference. 

Miller, a sophomore midfield- 
er from Ft. Meyers, Fla., leads 
the Demons with eight goals and 
three assists to rank eighth in the 
SLC with 19 points. Wagues- 
pack, a freshman defender from 
Baker, has two goals and two 
assists for NSU. 

Marshall, a senior from San 
Marcos, Cal., won her fourth All- 
SLC award and was a repeat 
pick on the All-SLC second 
team. She is also a two-time Aca- 
demic All-SLC selection who is 
the Demons' third-leading scorer 
with 12 points (4 goals, 4 assists), 
including two game-winners. 

Priest, last year's SLC Player of 
the Year as a defender, is a junior 
from Raleigh, N.C., who missed 
five games with injuries and 
earned her second all-conference 
honor despite not scoring a 
point in 14 games. Powasnik, a 
sophomore defender from 
Logan, Utah, also earned her 
second straight All-SLC award 
on her defensive performance 



after scoring only once in 19 
games. 

Hung, a junior forward from 
Raleigh, N.C., was a second- 
team All-SLC pick last year who 
is the Demons' second-leading 
scorer with 13 points (5 goals, 3 
assists). Penico, a sophomore 
forward from River Ridge, was 
the 2002 SLC Freshman of the 
Year and a first-team All-SLC 
pick last year after leading the 
Demons in scoring. 

With a more balanced offense 
this year, she has three goals for 
six points. Latiolais, a junior 
goalkeeper from Lafayette, has 
seven shutouts this year, a 
league-best. 

Southeastern senior forward 
Kendra Oney was the SLC Play- 
er of the Year while Nicole Nel- 
son of Stephen F. Austin won 
Coach of the Year honors. Texas 
State forward Natalie Holder 
took Freshmen of the Year and 
Ashley Bock of Nicholls State 
was the Newcomer of the Year 
on the All-SLC team.

While traditional Demon 
competitions flood the week 
and the minds of NSU stu- 
dents, the NSU Inline Hock- 
ey Club plays just as hard for 
the same goal: victory! 

The NSU Inline Hockey 
Club has not been around 
long.

"I came here for the music 
department really, but the 
hockey sold me on the 
school," McGregor said. 

McGregor is one of many 
students who found the club 
through the NSU web site 
and booths the club set up at 
various recruiting events. 
These resources help enor- 
mously to put the Inline 
Hockey Club's name out for 
people to see. 

"I was amazed at how 
many incoming students 
came to our booth already 
knowing of our club," Club 
Advisor Kenneth Green said.

Study: Dark beer heart-healthier 

ORLANDO, Fla. (KRT) - Like chocolate and wine, the 
darker the beer, the better it may be for your heart, 
rence according to a new study. 

In a comparison of Guinness Stout, a dark beer, and 
teineken, a light beer, the darker brew had substantial- 
ymore anti-clotting activity, according to a University 
rf Wisconsin- Madison scientist who presented his find- 
ngs Tuesday at the American Heart Association annual 
neeting. 
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Guinness proved to be about twice as effective at pre- 
renting the blood platelets from clumping and forming 
he kind of clot that can cause a heart attack, accord- 
ng to the study's main author, John Folts, a professor 
medicine and nutritional director of the University of 
Visconsin Coronary Thrombosis Research and Vascular 
jology Laboratory. 

Folts did his research in test tube studies and on eight 
logs. 

He said a person would have to reach a blood alcohol 
evel of 0.06 in order to get the optimal anti-clotting 
iffect. He said that for the typical person, that could be 
iccomplished with two 12-ounce bottles. 

"We'd like to do a study and have people drink dark 
£er for two weeks and drink two weeks of light-col- 
,r ed beer," Folts said. "We haven't found anybody inter- 
red in funding that."

SGA allocates $3,500 for Warrior

Nader speaks 
to community

On Nov. 7, consumer and political 
activist and former presidential candi- 
date Ralph Nader told NSU students, 
"If you're not turned on to politics, 
politics will turn on you." 

Nader spoke at NSU as part of the 
University's and Student Govern- 
ment Association's Distinguished 
Lecturer series. 

Nader urged the audience of about 
360 "to become engaged in our own 
country's democratic process." He 
said that the nation's power is in "too 
few hands" and "few decide for 
many." Nader's solution called for all 
citizens to be in contact with their 
elected representatives. 

He said citizens need to be the 
watchdogs for their government, and 
that includes writing and e-mailing 
elected officials in Washington to keep 
them aware of local and state prob- 
lems and issues. 

Nader also stressed that citizens 
should ask elected officials to keep 
their congressional voting records 
posted on their Web sites. 

Nader has been on the controversial 
forefront since the early 1970's, when 
he first began his automobile safety

campaign while in law school. 

Nader said, "Some causes have had 
great permanent public effect and bad 
temporary personal effect." 

That was the case in the late 1960/s 
when he lobbied for a non-smoking 
compartment on airlines. After smok- 
ing on airlines was banned and he sat 
next to a smoker on the last official 
smoking flight he realized that his bad 
personal effect would be to have 
smoke exhaled towards him for the 
duration of the flight. 

Thursday's visit was Nader's sec-

Blanco fundraiser draws top University officials

Supporters of Kathleen 
Babineaux Blanco's guberna- 
torial campaign held a $25- 
per-plate dinner fundraiser 
Nov. 6 in the Student Union 
Ballroom. 

Attendees included city 
council members, former 
Mayor Joe Sampite, members 
of local government, mayors 
from the cities of Winnfield, 
Ferriday, Vidalia, Many, and 
other surrounding towns, 
Caddo Indian Tribal Council 
Chief Rufus Davis, and Rep.

residents. 

The dinner was a chance for 
Blanco to raise money for her 
campaign and get her word 
out to central Louisiana con- 
stituents. 

"The goal of tonight's 
fundraiser is to get Kathleen 
Blanco a chance to meet voters 
and express her platform," 
said councilwoman Sylvia 
Morrow. 

Blanco's speech outlined a 
need for citizens to vote, the 
role of strong public education, 
job creation and healthcare 



reform. Blanco told attendees 
her plan to set up two flagship 
colleges in the state, one each 
in north and south Louisiana. 
Blanco also spoke of her plans 
to create a healthcare council 
comprised of members of local 
medical communities in order 
to find ways to improve the 
state's healthcare policies. 
Other items on her list includ- 
ed the tourism industry, better 
nursing program and getting 
new automobile factories built 
to create new jobs. 

"My goal as the next gover- 
nor is not to just be the first 
female governor but to be the 
best governor," Blanco said. "I 
want to provide opportunities 
for our children. I want to be 
known as the governor that 
brought our children home." 
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Nader 
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ond to NSU; his first was in Decem- 
ber 1970. 

Nader spoke harshly about cor- 
porations and their rights given 
under law. He questioned the audi- 
ence about why corporations are 
given so many legal liberties under 
the civil justice system when they 
don't vote, fight in wars or act as 
individuals. If corporations don't 
act as individuals, he asked, then 
why should they be treated as such? 

Nader stressed that we, as a 
nation, have grown up corporate, 
and we accept too much. He said 
we should be asking the govern- 
ment why we can own (through 
taxes), but not control anything 
political. 



Nader also said he has problems 
with the medical industry. He 
spoke about heavy taxpayer subsi- 
dies and said that the taxpayer may 
as well be writing checks to the 
nation's health program. Nader 
said that taxpayers "pay to discov- 
er, test and distribute medicine." 
Nader said those who are paying 
aren't always receiving their equal 
share because "the drug industry 
spent $258 million lobbying Con- 
gress." 

Nader said that there is no money 
in vaccines, only money in daily 
drugs like blood pressure medica- 
tions and life-style drugs. For this 
reason, the government and indus- 
tries can increase prices on these 



must-have drugs. As a result, 
Nader said, "People go to Canada 
daily for cheaper medications 
because some in America must 
choose between food and medica- 
tion." 

Nader said that with the growing 
availability of doctor prescribed 
medications, 100,000 people per 
year "die because of over medica- 
tion or wrongly medicated, includ- 
ing children who wrongly receive 
Ritalin."

SGA 
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budget will have a balance of 
$5,616.15. Approximately $4,600 
will be collected in the fall semes- 
ter, so the amount of money that 
will be available to employ a fall 
speaker will be about $10,216.15. 

Boudreaux suggested that the 
senate save the Distinguished Lec- 
turer Series money for a speaker 
next year. 

"My recommendation is to bring 
in a bigger name," Boudreaux 
said. 

The $3,500 allocated for Warrior 
is less than one-fourth of the 
$15,200 the SGA reserved for this 
fall's lecturer, Ralph Nader. 

Henry said, "The Distinguished 
Lecturer Series was not meant to 
get speakers fall and spring. It was 
meant to get one good speaker in 
the fall. The more money you 
spend now, the less money you'll 
have on a national speaker." 

The bill's sponsor, Dustin Floyd, 
said, "The reason that I bring him 
(Warrior) to the table is not just 
because he's a former professional 
wrestler. I think that adds a lot to 
him as far as drawing ability. I 
think that this is going to bring a 
lot of students that would not nor- 
mally come to an SGA event. This 
is going to bring in some of the 
people that we don't normally 
reach." 

Floyd provided list of topics that 
the Warrior lectures about, and it 
will be up to the SGA to choose 
that topic. The list includes, 
"That's a conservative chip on my 
shoulder... go ahead, try to knock

it off," "Real man morality. 
Immorality is for punks and 
sissies," and "Freedom was never 
free and it is not now." 

"Due to my prior knowledge 
about how people get intrigued to 
do things, reading through his 
speech topics, they're kind of odd, 
so people are going to be intrigued 
to see what this man has to say," 
Senator Ashlie Fisher said. 

The bill was passed by a signifi- 
cant margin, and only two SGA 
senators, Casey Ponders and 
Shantel Wempren, voted against 
the bill. 

Wempren named her reasons for 
voting against the bill. 

"Number one, the speaker is 
going to make a laughingstock out 
of the SGA and the Distinguished 
Lecturer Series.

The bill proposed allowing study 
carrels in Watson Library to be 
used by both undergraduate and 
graduate students. The study car- 
rels were previously designated 
only for graduate students. 

The bill that was previously 
passed in the senate stated that the 
study carrels will be awarded on a 
first come, first serve basis for 
undergraduate and graduate stu- 
dents. The amendment changed 
the bill so that half of the study 
carrels will be designated to grad- 
uate students, and half of the 
study carrels will be designated to 
undergraduate students.

Getting tenure at NSU

For professors across the country, tenure 
is a highly desirable and sought after status. 
Forty-two percent of the professors at NSU 
cU rrently have it, and virtually all faculty 
. ^embers are quite familiar with it. 
ro However, while most students have heard 
Natch mention of it, few are aware of what tenure 
actually entails. 

When asked if she had ever even heard 
the term before, graphic communications 
major Lisa Nguyen replied, "I've seen it in 
the newspaper. I think they explained it, but 
I don't remember." 

Art major Josh Stelly responded similarly: 
"I think I might have heard of it," he said. 

Even students who are more knowledge- 
able about academic procedures and affairs 
i \\ T) seemed somewhat uninformed on tenure. 

"I know in the public school system after 
you've taught so long you get tenured, and 
you get some kind of special privileges, but 
I don't know what all it entails," said busi- 
CG ( ness administration major and SGA senator 
Keith Gates. 

"Honestly, I don't really know anything 
about it," Gates said. 

One student, who declined to be named, 
said she first thought the term was 'ten- 
yeared,' and was granted after a faculty 
member taught for 10 years at a university. 

According to NSU's faculty handbook, 
tenure is "intended to ensure and enhance 
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faculty members' academic freedom and job 
effectiveness." This means that professors 
who have obtained tenure have the freedom 
to express their ideas without fear of reper- 
cussions from the administration. 

Vice President of Academic Affairs Antho- 
ny Scheffler said, "It doesn't... in any way 
prevent the University from dealing with a 
problem if in fact there is a good reason for 
dismissal or demotion. 

"It allows faculty to exercise academic 
freedom without being possibly pressured 
by the administration or any other agency 
into promoting a particular idea or philoso- 
phy for fear of quick dismissal without 
cause." 

According to the handbook, "If the deci- 
sion is made not to grant tenure in the sixth 
year, it shall result in a terminal appoint- 
ment for the seventh year," meaning that the 
professor will lose his or her position at the 
end of the next year. 

Once a professor receives tenure, his posi- 
tion at the university is guaranteed unless 
he commits an unreasonably immoral act, 
the position he fills is eliminated entirely, or 
the university is in a state of financial exi- 
gency and is forced to make budgetary cut- 
backs. 

Fraser Snowden, a professor of philoso- 
phy for NSU and Louisiana Scholars' Col- 
lege, received tenure in 1975. It was his fifth 
year at the University, and he remains a pro- 
ponent of tenure. 

"I think it's a good way to protect faculty 
who may be speaking out on unpopular 



• Professors undergo a six-year 
probationary period, which may be 
shortened in rare special cases when a 
professor has earned exceptional 
prestige or has taught at other 
universities. 

• After this period, a professor may apply 
for tenure. The professor's department 
head, as well as tenured faculty in that 
professor's department, must 
recommend the professor to the 
University president, who in turn must 
recommend the candidate to the 
University of Louisiana System 
president.

topics or expressing unpopular opinions," 
Snowden said. "I can say whatever I want to 
say in class and I don't have to worry about 
losing my job. But 1 think with tenure comes 
a certain responsibility I don't think it 
would be responsible for me to just say all 
kinds of crazy stuff." 

He also believes that the current process 
for obtaining tenure is reasonable when 
properly followed. 

"In the 70' s, if they continued to hire you 
at the end of five years, you automatically 
got tenure ... (now) there is a system in 
place, and if it's done correctly, where there 
is a departmental tenure committee that is 
seriously looking at the non-tenured faculty 
and making a recommendation to the 
department head... then it's very fair," 



Snowden said. 

But not all faculty members feel as Snow- 
den does. Language and Communications 
instructor Patricia Helsel believes that the 
tenure system is flawed. Instructors, unlike 
professors, are ineligible for tenure. 

"It affects morale, I suppose ... I look 
around me and compare myself to other col- 
leagues who have a position and title that 
has more status than mine who may or may 
not have as much experience in teaching as 
I do, and who may or may not be a better 
teacher," Helsel said. "I've never been a 
strong advocate for the tenure process for 
that very reason. I don't believe it really pro- 
motes those people who are the best people 
to have as faculty... I think we've lost sight 
of the reasons for doing it in the first place." 



College students struggle with health insurance

DALLAS — Clint Bowers had 
always been in perfect health. 

So when the 24-year-old Baylor 
graduate was dropped from his 
family's insurance plan and could- 
n't land a job with health benefits, 
he took a gamble. 
He did without. 

Then four months ago, Bowers 
got the shock of his life. Suffering 
from a fever and fatigue, he went to 
see his doctor. The diagnosis: 
leukemia. 

"This is something you can't ever 
believe would happen to you," said 
Bowers, who went through three 
months of treatment before finding 
a way to get coverage. "I hadn't 
ever been sick in my life, and while 
I'm uninsured, I get hit with this." 

In the United States, the number 
of people between the ages of 18 
and 34 without health coverage has 
grown to 17.9 million people, 
accounting for 41 percent of the 
country's uninsured. Amid a soft 
job market and increasing insur- 
ance costs, experts fear that more 
and more people in this age bracket 
will forgo medical care. 
"The facts are, the younger you 
s are, the less likely you are to have a 
serious illness or need hospitaliza-

ie sched tion," said Len Nichols, vice presi- 
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dent of the Center for Studying 
Health System Change in Washing- 
ton, D.C "It is in some sense a 
rational bet, but it's a gamble, in 
capital letters." 

According to the most recent cen- 
sus data, 15.2 percent of the U.S. 
Population, or 43.6 million people, 
uninsured, up from 41.2 million 
to 2001. The number of people with- 
out coverage has grown steadily 
stoce 2000, coinciding with a strug- 
gling economy and a weak job mar- 



ket. Most young adults are dropped 
by their parents' insurance at age 
19, or 22 if they go to college. 

In the last year, young adults 
made up 50 percent of all new unin- 
sured cases. And studies indicate 
half of high school graduates who 
don't go on to college and two of 
five college graduates will spend 
time without insurance during their 
first year after graduation. 

Most of them, when they consid- 
er the costs and what they'll have to 
give up, choose not to buy it," 
Nichols said. "They're betting 
against the probability that a very 
bad event happens to them." 

Sarah Walker, a 23-year-old grad- 
uate student at Southern Methodist 
University, became ineligible for her 
parents' insurance when she turned 
22. With a part-time job that doesn't 
offer benefits and a slew of other 
expenses, she says health insurance 
doesn't fit into her budget. 

"I'm paying for my education, for 
rent, for food and for car insur- 
ance," she said. "All that comes 
before health insurance." 

Sara Collins, senior program offi- 
cer with the Commonwealth Fund, 
a health policy foundation in New 
York, said this age group is high- 
risk and needs to be insured. Young 
adults have the highest number of 
annual visits to emergency rooms 
and account for one-third of new 
HIV diagnoses. There are 3.5 mil- 
lion pregnancies among women in 



their 20s every year. 

"It's a time when you're becom- 
ing an adult, and you need to estab- - 
lish your own connections to the 
health system," Collins said. "If 
you're losing coverage at this time, 
if s very difficult to establish those 
relationships." 

Rob Guilbert, corporate commu- 
nications vice president with Fortis 
short-term health insurance, said 
the cost of medical treatment can be 
crippling. According to Parkland 
Memorial Hospital, a case of appen- 
dicitis can cost almost $9,000; the 
average broken arm costs $1,450. 

"They don't realize that a broken 
leg, a car accident, or even an illness 
could wipe them out financially," 
Guilbert said. "At a time when they 
are trying to start off on the right 
foot, and get a good job, they could 
be put under huge debt for many 
years." 

Young adults say they under- 
stand this risk. Although they have 
grown up insured and are told by 
parents to stay insured, once the 
responsibility falls to them, many 
say, they feel a degree of invincibili- 

When it comes to purchasing 
insurance, the biggest obstacle is 
cost. Nichols said the price of cover- 
age is rising faster than income, 
making it difficult for young people 
to get access to insurance. Some 
companies have even ended 
employee benefit plans, he said. 



The best bet for young adults — 
second to working for a firm with 
benefits — is to purchase insurance 
in the non-group market, Nichols 
said. There, healthy people will pay 
around $150 a month. People with 
pre-existing ailments could pay up 
to $10,000 a month for coverage, he 
said. COBRA, a federal program 
that enables people to buy insur- 
ance from former employers or 
their parents' plans, costs around 
$3,000 a year for an individual and 
$8,000 for a family, Nichols said. 
And short-term emergency insur- 
ance, which protects only against 
catastrophic events, ranges in price 
by state. 

Universities often offer their own 
coverage plans for undergraduate 
and graduate students. At SMU, the 
university policy costs $925 a year 
for healthy students. Those with 
pre-existing conditions have to pay 
out of pocket for related expenses 
for 12 months before full coverage 
kicks in. 

"If you're healthy and test clean 
on all the big markers, then you can 
get insurance reasonably priced," 
Nichols said. "The danger with any 
of these is, if you have a problem, 
they're going to mark you up for it." 



Laura Childers, a 24-year-old 
public administration graduate stu- 
dent at Sul Ross State University in 
Alpine, Texas, was dropped from 
her father's plan a year and a half 
ago. Faced with the responsibility of 
buying her own insurance, she 
decided to wait until she could 
afford it. 

Childers has been healthy so far. 
But her classmate, 27-year-old Amy 
White, hasn't been as fortunate. A 
university doctor examining White 
detected what she thought was an 
ovarian cyst during a routine check- 
up last year. 

"I asked her how much a sono- 
gram cost and she said $400," said 
White, who has been uninsured for 
five years. "She said I needed to 
have it, but I didn't have the 
money." 

A year later, White not only had a 
sonogram — she had surgery. After 
she paid $1,500 out of pocket for X- 
rays and lab work the county hos- 
pital helped arrange coverage 
under a low-income insurance plan. 
Doctors removed a 7-pound cyst. 

"Since I was young, health insur- 
ance had always been taken care of 
for me," White said. "I guess I did- 
n't know how to do it."

I decided not to write this col- 
umn as a review of the artists' 
performances. Attending multi- 
stage music festivals can be 
stressful sometimes, because you 
wish that you could split yourself 
in two. I spent the majority of my 
time at the Fuse Stage, and I am 
sure there were many excellent 
performances that I missed at the 
other stages. I will say that of the 
artists that I saw, I particularly 
enjoyed A Perfect Circle, The 
White Stripes, and of course Mar- 
ilyn Manson, whose shocking 
performance was the most pub- 
licly obscene spectacle that I have 
ever seen. 

It is likely that Voodoo will 
remain a three-day festival next 
year, and I recommend that those 
who can should attend.

each other, the ability to make 
medical decisions on each 
other's behalf, to seek wrongfu 
death compensation, to access I 
a decedent's estate in the 
absence of a will, to maintain li 
and disability insurance on a 
spouse. Also, legal marriage 
offers the eligibility for worked 
compensation death benefits 
to automatically hold property 
as tenants in common. In add! 
tion, there are more than 1,049| 
Federal laws triggered by legal 
marriage. Therefore, you see il 
is not just about wearing a dres 
and having a wedding. There I 
much more at stake here — equal 
ity for all citizens.

November is National Diabetes 
Awareness Month. Diabetes is a 
chronic disease that affects millions 
of Americans. 

There are two known types of 
diabetes, neither of which have a 
cure. Type one, diabetes, also 
known as juvenile on-set diabetes, 
is usually prominent in fairly 
young children and occurs when 
the pancreas is no longer able pro- 



duce insulin, a substance that regu- 
lates the body's blood sugar level. 
Type one diabetes is treatable by 
following a strict diet, monitoring 
blood sugar levels daily and 
administering insulin injections 
daily. 

Type two diabetes, also known as 
adult on-set diabetes, tends to occur 
in older adults as a result of bad 
dieting and obesity. However, with 
the sugar-loaded diet of today's 
youth, type two diabetes is show- 
ing up more frequently in children. 
This form of diabetes is occurs 



when the pancreas has trouble pro- 
ducing insulin, but does not com- 
pletely shut down. It is treatable by 
monitoring blood sugar levels daily 
and taking a prescribed pill. 

Several students at Northwestern 
are familiar with diabetes and are 
even affected by it. History major, 
Jada Hendrix, suffers from severe 
hypoglycemia. Her body makes too 
much insulin now, and doctors pre- 
dict that her overworking pancreas 
will eventually shut down and she 
will develop diabetes by the age of 
40. Both of her maternal grandpar- 



ents have type two diabetes. 

Hendrix feels people should be 
more aware of diabetes because "it's 
becoming more common and a lot 
of people don't know they have it," 
she said. "It's dangerous. It takes 
more lives than people know." 

Brandi Burns, a travel and 
tourism major, was diagnosed with 
type one diabetes when she was 
four years old. She was too young 
to understand what was going on 
at the time of her diagnosis, but as 
she got older she began to think, 
"Why me? Why did I get this?" 



She said diabetes has chaita 
her life because she has had to 
up faster and take on more respq 
sibilities. She checks her bio, 
sugar at least four times a day, ^ 
gives herself insulin shots thj 
times a day. She said, "Most Iq 
think you're different when you 
it, but you're really not." 

Students worried about develn 
ing diabetes can get tested at 
campus infirmary. A blood suj 
test is done, so it is best that no fa, 
is consumed at least 12 hours befu 
it is administered.

Northwestern State closed out 
their home season Tuesday night, 
being swept by Texas- Arlington 3- 
in Southland Conference volley- 
ball action. 

Riding a seven-game conference 
losing streak, the Lady Demons 
(11-20, 5-13) looked sharp in the 
first game as they let a late lead 
slip away, losing 30-26. Texas- 
Arlington (15-12, 13-6) dominated 



to win games two and three by 
scores of 30-17 and 30-19. 

UTA had three players spike 
down double-digits in kills with 
Melissa Robinett leading the way 
with 14. Stephanie Miklis added

NSU was held to just 38 kills on 
the night with Becky David and 
Vanessa Williams leading with 
nine each. As a team, NSU hit just

on 125 attempts while the Mavs hit 
.372 with 55 kills on 113 attempts 
and just 13 errors. 



Cathy Herring led the Lady 
Demon defense with 10 digs while 
Flavia Belo led the team with two 
blocks and 27 assists. 

NSU vs. Lamar 

The Northwestern State Lady 
Demons pulled out to an early 2-0 
lead but then faltered as the Lamar 
Lady Cardinals came from behind 
to take a 3-2 win Saturday in 
Southland Conference volleyball 
action. 

NSU (11-19, 5-12 SLC) came out 



strong hitting .455 and .484 in the 
first two games, putting away 36 
out of 64 attempts to win 30-15 and 
30-17. In game three the Lady Car- 
dinals (10-18, 3-14 SLC) out hit the 
Lady Demons .488 to .283.

gone," Mitchell said, fighting 
deep emotions. 

"Those relationships don't go 
away but the person's eligibility 
goes and eventually, they go too." 

Losing players like that is diffi- 



cult for the team, but Mitchell 
said some take that idea too far. 

"People wonder, 'how do you 
replace those people?'," Mitchell 
said. " You don't replace the per- 
son because everybody's differ- 
ent." 

The Southland Conference 
Tournament ended with number 
two seeded Steven F. Austin beat- 



ing No. 1 seeded Southeastern 
University for a place in the 
NCAA Tournament. 

Mitchell said his team begins 
training next week to bring them- 
selves back to a NCAA Tourna- 
ment team. 

"That's our goal and we will 
work really hard to do that," 
Michell said.

Northwestern State sophomore 
linebacker Paul Mefford, the sec- 
ond-leading tackier on the 
Demons' nationally-ranked Pur- 
ple Swarm defense, has parlayed 
his 3.91 grade point average in 



business administration into a 
spot as one of only 24 Division I 
linebackers on the 2003 Academic 
All- America ballot. 

Mefford was the only Division 
I-AA player voted a first-team 
berth on the CoSIDA Academic 
All-District VI all-star team for 
Division I-A and I-AA football 
programs in Louisiana, Mississip- 



pi, Arkansas, Texas, Oklahoma 
and New Mexico. Sports informa- 
tion directors elected 24 first-team 
and 24 second-team honorees. The 
first team winners advanced to 
the Academic All-America' ballot, 
with results of that election to be 
released next month. 

Mefford, who ranks fourth in 
the Southland Conference and 



second among the Demons with 
86 tackles this season, was one of 
only four sophomores on the aca- 
demic all-district first team. 

Northwestern State senior 
defender Hillarie Marshall was 
elected to the second-team CoSI- 
DA Academic All-District VI soc- 
cer team announced Thursday. 

Marshall set many records dur- 



ing her four years at NSU includ- 
ing goals scored in a Southland 
Conference game with two, goals 
in a season with eight and goals in 
a career with 15. She also holds the 
record for points scored in a SLC 
game with four and points in a 
season with 17. Her four game- 
winning goals in a season, nine in 
a career, four in a SLC season and 



seven in an SLC career are also 
records for NSU. 

A health and exercise science 
major from San Marcos, Calif., 
with a 3.738 grade point average, 
Marshall was a 2003 All-South- 
land Conference second team 
selection on a Demon soccer team 
that finished the season Thursday 
9-9-2. 
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The Demon sports teams 
suffered a bad week with 
every team taking a loss. 

The bad week started 
with the Lady Demon soc- 
cer team losing Thursday in 
the first round of the play- 
offs to the University of 
Louisiana Monroe. 

The Lady Demons played 
hard but came up short 
missing key scoring oppor- 
tunities and not capitalizing 
on Lady Indian mistakes. 

Congratulations to 
Stephen F. Austin on win- 
ning their first Southland 
Conference tournament. 

The volleyball team also 
lost last week and was 
knocked out of contention 
for the conference tourna- 
ment. The Demons can still 
set the school record for 
most wins in the conference 
by winning their last two 
games. 

The volleyball team can 
now play spoiler trying to 
knock a team out of a par- 
ticular seed or even out of 
the tournament. 

Now, moving on to the 
football team, apparently 
our team forgot to show up 
to play against Sam Hous- 
ton State.

Delaney, a true hero

On Oct. 28, 1978 Joe 
Delaney rushed his way into 
Northwestern State football 
lore. 

On that Saturday the 
Demons were squared off 
against Nicholls State in a 
scoreless tie at halftime. 
Delaney, a sophomore run- 
ning back for the Demons, 
had a quiet first half, carry- 
ing nine times for just 36 
yards, but his second half 
performance would be one 
for the record books. 
Delaney led the Demons to 
victory, rushing for 299 yards 
on 28 carries and scoring 
four touchdowns along the 
way. 

His numbers from that day 
have stood the test of time, 
and 25 years later Delaney 
still holds the NSU record for 
most yards rushing, most all 
purpose yards (379) and 
most rushing touchdowns in 
a single game. 

Delaney finished his career 
at NSU in 1980 as the most 
dominant offensive player in 
school history and was draft- 
ed by the Kansas City Chiefs 
the following spring. During 
his rookie season in Kansas 
City, Delaney enjoyed the 
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Joe Delaney runs against a conference opponent during his days as a Demon running back. Delaney still 
holds, among others, the record for most rushing touchdowns in a single game. 



same success he experienced 
in Natchitoches, earning 
AFC Rookie of the Year hon- 
ors as well as being selected 
as a starter to the Pro Bowl 
team after rushing for over 



1,100 yards. 

Now, over 20 years later, 
not many fans of the NFL 
recall his name, and most of 
his records at NSU have fall- 



en. 



However, in Delaney's 
case, we are reminded how 
insignificant superlative sta- 
tistics and athletic achieve- 
ments really are. Delaney 
was one athlete who would 



not be denned by his exploits 
on the field of competition. 

On a hot day in late June of 
1983 Delaney, a native of 
Haughton, La. was relaxing 
at Chenault Park in Monroe. 
Nearby, three boys played in 
a rain-filled water hole that 
had been left by construction 
workers. A few moments 
later Delaney heard the 
youths cry for help as they 
fought to stay afloat. 

Even though he could not 
swim, Delaney dove in to try 
to save the boys, giving up 
his own life in the process. 

Two of the boys died that 
day, but according to numer- 
ous reports, the 24-year-old 
Delaney, who left behind a 
wife and three children, had 
saved one child and became 
the kind of hero that tran- 
'scends the sports world in 
the process. 

Shortly after Delaney's 
death, Vice President George 
H.W. Bush traveled to 
Haughton and, on behalf of 
President Ronald Reagan, 
posthumously awarded 
Delaney the Presidential Cit- 
izen's Medal. 

Today, Delaney is remem- 
bered for the selflessness he 
displayed on that summer 
day and for his greatness on 
the gridiron.

Football prepares to Cowboy up

The Northwestern State 
Demons will look to snap a 
two-game losing skid against 
their heated rivals, the 
McNeese State Cowboys, in 
Lake Charles Saturday. 

The Demons are coming off 
back-to-back losses against 
Nicholls (40-30) and Sam 
Houston State (29-24) while 
the No. 1 ranked Cowboys 
have won their last seven 
games including last week's 
against Stephen F. Austin (20- 
17). The Cowboys have not 
lost since week two of the sea- 
son against Kansas State, a 
top-ranked division I-A 
school. 

McNeese leads the series 
against Northwestern State 
with a 30-20-1 record against 
the Demons. NSU has not

Buckley and guard Justin 
Brown back in the lineup. 
Also, backup quarterback 
Ryan Lewis is ready to play, 
but Davon Vinson is still the 
starting QB. 

Last week the Demons 
struggled offensively as Vin- 
son threw the ball 32 times but 



had only 12 completions for 
111 yards. Also, NSU ran the 
ball 40 times for just 182 yards, 
below NSU's average of 235 
yards per game. k 

The good news for Demon 
fans is that the Purple Swarm 
Defense is allowing oppo- 
nents just 97.1 yards rushing 
per game and just 172.6 yards 
in the air. 

The Purple Swarm has to 
face another deadly trio on 
offense this weekend. All-SLC 
quarterback Scott Pendarvis, 
All-SLC tailback Vick King 
and All-SLC wide 
receiver /kick returner B.J. 
Sims lead the McNeese State 
offense. The Cowboy's bal- 
anced offense is averaging 
211.7 yards rushing per game 
and 243.3 passing yards per 
game. 

Pendarvis has thrown for 
1,826 yards on the season with 
14 touchdowns and just five 
interceptions with an average 
of 202.9 yards per game. 




King has rushed for 897 
yards with an average of 112.1 
per game and has 10 touch- 
downs on the season. Sims, a 
dual threat, has 48 catches for 
734 yards and five touch- 
downs with an average of 81.6 
yards per game, and has 235 
yards on 22 punt returns. 

The Cowboy defense is 
strong, but has given up 
points in the last seven games. 
Five of the last six games the 
Cowboy defense have given 
up 20 points or more to oppo- 
nents. 

The Demons are averaging 
36.3 points per game while the 



Cowboys are averaging 36.2 
points per game. These stats 
show that it could be an offen- 
sive explosion in Lake Charles 
this weekend, but the two 
defenses look to shut down 
the high-powered offenses. 

The Demons are allowing 
an average of 20.8 points per 
game while the Cowboys are 
allowing an average of 23.6 
points per game. The two 
teams are evenly matched 
which should mean a great 
game between two heated 
Southland Conference rivals. 

McNeese heads into the 
game ranked No. 1 in both 
Division I-AA polls while 
NSU is not ranked for the first 
time since the 2000 season 
snapping a 32-straight regular 
season poll appearances. 

Game time is 7.p.m. Satur- 
day night. Students should go 
to the box office and buy tick- 
ets for the game. College 
Sports Television will televise 
the game live. 



Demon crew breaks marathon record

NSU Crew hosted the 14fh 
annual Marathon Rowing 
Championship in Natchitoches 
Saturday. 

Coach Alan Pasch said mere 
were 72 entries with 285 partici- 
pants from across the country 
mat came to race the 26.2 miles 
on Cane River Lake. 

"We had people come from as 
far as Wisconsin, Virginia, Ari- 
zona, Iowa and Honda," Pasch 
said. "We've been getting great 
feedback We had good com- 
petitors and good conditions, 
and it made for a good year." 

Senior David May has rowed 
the Marathon for the last six 
years. 

"This was the most competi- 
tive one I've been in," May said. 
"We didn't even stop once for 
water thanks to our awesome 
coxswain, Yonna, who tortured 
us." 

The torture paid off because 
the men's eight boat (eight men 
per boat) set a new NSU record 
finishing in 2:55:27. There were 



twelve course records broken on 
Saturday, with the University of 
Texas sweeping the main 
events, Pasch said. 

UT took the Grant Cup for the 
men's eight boat, the Brurnfield 
Cup for die women's eight boat 
and set a course record in the 
Men's Four Cup, Pasch said. 

In addition to coxing (steer- 
ing) the men's eight, Yonna 
Pasch served as treasurer for the 
Marathon. She said the 
Marathon awarded traveling 
trophies the teams will bring 
back next year to defend their 
title. 

Alan Pasch said this year's 
Marathon was the best ever, 
with the biggest profit margin of 
about $7000. 

"We try to put their name out 
there instead of just asking for a 
handout," Coach Pasch said. 
"Next year we want to get some 
corporate sponsors, more col- 
leges to come here and make it a 
weekend ordeal to keep people 
here Saturday night." 

Crew President Donald Seth 
Fornea said the team will buy 16 
new oars at $250 a piece with the 
profit from the Marathon and 
invest the rest to make next year

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Department of Social Science 
becomes new School 

The Department of Social Sciences has changed its 
name and status. 

Greg Granger announced at Tuesday's faculty senate 
meeting that the department has been named the 
School of Social Sciences. This change will bring faculty 
shifts to the school including naming Joe Morris as the 
new coordinator of criminal justice and Granger as the 
new coordinator of social sciences. Granger's new posi- 
tion will put him in charge of the anthropology, history, 
political science, social sciences, and sociology pro- 
grams. 

The Williamson Museum is one of the University's 
research centers and programs for which the school will 
be responsible. 

The School of Social Sciences will offer six baccalau- 
reate degrees to more than 600 students and will 
broaden its possibilities with the addition of a graduate 
degree in heritage resources. 

Director of the School of Social Sciences Kathleen 
Byrd said she feels this change will put the social sci- 
ences in a better position to raise funds in the future as 
well as better serve the students.

Faculty Senate passes measure to 
revoke athletes' early registration 

The Faculty Senate passed a resolution Tuesday that 
aims to revoke early registration priviledges to student- 
athletes. 

The resolution, which stated that "it is the sense of 
the Senate that each student registering for classes at 
NSU should be treated equally," must be approved by 
University Provost Anthony Scheffler and University 
President Randall Webb before it could be implemented. 

Athletics Director Greg Burke said he was surprised 
when the Sauce notified him of the resolution's exis- 
tence, or that it had passed. He said NSU instituted the 
Policy after an NCAA peer review, consisting of colleges 
of similiar makeup as NSU, suggested it in December 
2002, and that most Division I-A universities have simi- 
lar policies. 

Burke said revoking the registration policy could 

endanger NSU's athletic certification, which he said was 

roughly equivalent to accreditation to an academic

Fire Watchers patrol halls after inspection 

Inspectors cite lack of smoke detectors, quiet fire alarms in mandating new program

The state fire marshal 
imposed a Fire Watch Pro- 
gram Oct. 27 for NSU's resi- 
dence halls due to substan- 
dard fire detection and warn- 
ing systems. 

A recent fire at Louisiana 
Tech in Ruston, where several 
students were injured, 
prompted a state inspection 
of Louisiana college campus- 
es. Inspectors found that 
NSU's residence halls were 
not in accordance with revi- 
sions to the state fire code 
made after the fire at Tech. 

The fire marshall cited the 
lack of hardwired smoke 
detectors in dorm rooms as 



well as the insufficient vol- 
ume level of the fire alarms as 
grounds to mandate the Fire 
Watch Program. 

Assistant Coordinator of 
Residential Life Shelia Gentry 
said NSU was the only col- 
lege in the state that was com- 
pliant with the code. 

The program requires des- 
ignated student workers to 
make rounds throughout all 
campus dormitories. 

"As long as at least 10 stu- 
dents are in a residence hall, 
24-hour Fire Watch is neces- 
sary," Gentry said. She said 
Fire Watch workers must 
walk the halls and kitchens of 
their assigned area and "look 
for smoke, smell for smoke 
and look for danger." 

A Fire Watch worker who 



encounters smoke or fire 
must sound the alarm, warn 
the students on the hall and 
report the situation to the RA. 
The RA then notifies the sen- 
ior area coordinator who con- 
tacts the housing and fire 
departments. 

Fire Watch workers are 
paid the normal student 
worker wage of $5.15 per 
hour and are not allowed to 
do any other work during 
their hour-long Fire Watch 
shift. Gentry said that approx- 
imately 140 students are cur- 
rently employed as Fire 
Watch workers, 70 of which 
did not already hold student 
jobs. 

At any given time, around 
30 of the workers are on duty,

SGA senator to 
be impeached 
for second time 



Fontenot to be 
tried again for not 
completing required 
office hours; 
three other senators to 
be evaluated.

Sophomore SGA senator 
John Eric Fontenot will be 
tried at an impeachment 
hearing for the second time 
this semester. 

Also, three senators have 
been placed on administra- 
tive evaluation for failing to 
complete their required 
duties. 

At the SGA meeting on 
Monday, Speaker of the Sen- 
ate Zachary Pulliam read a 
letter addressed to Fontenot 
out loud to the senate. The 
letter notified Fontenot that 
because he had not complet- 
ed his required office hours, 
the senate will vote next 
week whether to remove 
him from office. The senate 



voted 11 to five to keep 
Fontenot in office during his 
first impeachment trial on 
Nov. 3. 

Pulliam also announced 
that freshman senator 
Hunter Landry, sophomore 
senator Jerry Whorton and 
junior senator Craig DeSoto, 
will be receiving administra- 
tive evaluations for not com- 
pleting their office hours for 
two weeks. According to the 
SGA by-laws, if these sena- 
tors fail to complete their 
office hours for one more 
week they will be placed 
before the senate for 
removal. 

The senate met on Mon- 
day and approved three res- 
olutions, a senate appoint- 
ment and an appointment to 
the Media Board by general 
consent. 

The first approved piece of 
legislation resolved mat the 
University should purchase 
at least six new industrial- 
sized garbage cans for the 
married student housing 
complex to alleviate a 
garbage overflow problem.

The resolution's sponsor, senior 
senator Jack Halford, lives in the mar- 
ried student housing complex. Hal- 
ford said, "Especially on weekends or 
when people move in; what we have 
there is not sufficient so we usually 
have garbage pile up. We have leaks, 
we have chicken bones, we have old 
food just lying all over the place out 
there, and there are children that play 
outside." 

The second approved resolution 
stated that the fence between the 
married student housing complex 
and the railroad tracks east of cam- 
pus is damaged, and the University 
should repair it for security purposes. 

According to the third approved 
resolution, "Roy Hall lacks a proper 
handicap access ramp in its parking 
lot," and the University should 
"place a handicap access ramp near 
the handicap parking spot at Roy 
Hall." 

"There's about a six-inch drop 
from the sidewalk to the parking lot," 
said sophomore senator Jeff Bergeron 
the resolution's sponsor. Bergeron 
said that this could create difficulty 
for disabled individuals. 

The senate also approved SGA 
President Greg Comeaux's ap- 
pointment of senior Matthew Bartley 
to a senator-at-large position. 

Former junior senator-at-large 
Leslie Ross was appointed to the Uni- 
versity Media Board. Ross filled the 
empty seat that was left after Andrew 
David resigned. Ross resigned from 
the senate last week. 

At the meeting the senate chose 
delegates to send to the Conference 
on Student Government Associations 
that will be held Feb. 22-25 at Texas 
A&M University. 

Only seven NSU senators can 
attend the conference, but 12 senators 
were interested in attending. Each 
senator voted for seven nominees on 
a paper ballot, and the seven senators 
who received the most votes were 
chosen to attend COSGA. The sena- 
tors who were chosen are Zachary 
Pulliam, Ashlie Fisher, Jeff Bergeron, 
Matt Burroughs, Shantel Wempren, 
Jack Halford and Alan Sypert. 

Six new pieces of legislation were 
tabled and will be discussed by the 
SGA senate on Dec. 1 at 7 p.m. in the 
Cane River Room of the Student 
Union. 

The first piece of legislation on the 
Dec. 1 agenda is a proposal to estab- 
lish guidelines in the SGA by-laws 
concerning the free scantrons that the 
SGA provides for NSU students. 
Upon approval of this bill, free scant- 



rons will be available to students one 
day of the school week for four hours. 
Students will have to present valid 
student IDs, provide their student ID 
numbers and print and sign their 
names in order to receive the free 
scantrons. 

A resolution proposing a campus 
shutdown during holidays and after 
midnight on non-holidays will also 
be discussed on Dec. 1. According to 
the resolution, "there have been 
many break-ins over the past year, 
particularly over holiday breaks and 
there have been several reports of 
burglaries and assaults on campus 
many of which are committed by non 
students." Also, the resolution states 
that "there is a noticeable drug-traf- 
ficking problem late at night in which 
students who are not residents of the 
university enter campus and visit res- 
idence halls or parking lots to distrib- 
ute drugs." 

The resolution did not cite specific 
sources for this information 

The resolution proposes blocking 
all campus entrances during holidays 
and after midnight on non-holidays 
except for the Caspari Street entrance 
where a police officer will check all 
entering vehicles for a hangtag 
and /or a student identification card. 

Without that, those who wish to 
enter campus must present a reason- 
able cause to do so. 

Another resolution on the Dec. 1 
agenda proposes adding a section to 
the student handbook prohibiting 
late-night loitering on campus. The 
resolution states that "there is a prob- 
lem of students gathering in front of 
Iberville, making other students who 
are attempting to enter the building 
uncomfortable, scared, and at times, 
harassed." 

The resolution states that there were 
three reported break-ins in the Iberville 
parking lot during the week of Nov. 7- 
13. However, the resolution did not cite 
a source for this information 

Also, the resolution states that 
Iberville Dining Hall closes at 8 p.m., 
and there is no need for students to be 
standing in front of the building after 
this time. The proposed addition to 
the student handbook is "after 8 p.m. 
quiet hours will extend into the out- 
side premises of all residential and 
dining facilities, in which excessive 
numbers of students in groups will 
be dissembled." 

The fourth piece of legislation that 
will be voted on Dec. 1 is a resolution 
proposing to let students choose 
whether or not to pay an additional 
student fee of $1 to the NSU theater 



department each semester. (The reso- 
lution named it the drama depart- 
ment). Currently, the theater depart- 
ment receives $1 from each full-time 
student each semester. According to 
the resolution, the theater depart- 
ment student self-assessed fee has 
not been increased in decades, and 
due to inflation the department "is 
forced to work with a budget that 
provides them with half of the mate 
rials they were able to purchase years 
ago, resulting in productions that are 
not at their full potential." 

Upon approval of this resolution 
the students will vote on this matter 
in the Spring 2004 elections. 

According to another proposed 
resolution the storm drain covers 
near Boozman Hall and A.A Freder- 
icks Performing Arts Center are not 
put into place adequately, and this is 
a safety concern for disabled students 
and cyclists. The resolution states that 
the University should correct this 
problem. 

The sixth piece of legislation to be 
discussed states that the views and 
opinions of any person chosen to 
speak by the SGA as part of the Dis- 
tinguished Lecturer Series do not 
necessarily reflect the views of the 
SGA. 

At the end of the SGA meeting on 
Monday, Senator Keith Gates 
announced that at the Dec. 1 meeting 
he will move to rescind a bill that was 
passed by the senate during the 
spring 2003 semester. The bill pro- 
posed allowing the students to vote 
on whether to continue paying a $1 
student self-assessed fee to the NSU 
rodeo team. 

"I really think this was unfairly 
picking at the rodeo team," Gates 
said. "Why don't we put all of them 
[student self-assessed fees] up [for a 
vote]? ... We should either put all of 
them up for a vote or none of them, 
but not just one." 

The original plan was that the deci- 
sion would be voted on by the stu- 
dents in the fall 2003 election. Senator 
Alan Sypert, who sponsored the bill, 
said that that it was never approved 
by Vice President of Student Affairs 
Dan Seymour, and that is why it was 
not on the fall ballot. 

All pieces of legislation passed by 
the SGA must be approved by Sey- 
mour and University President Ran- 
dall Webb in order to go into effect. 
Sypert said that he planned to speak 
to Seymour about approving the bill, 
and if it is approved, it could possibly 
be placed on the Spring 2004 election 
ballot.

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iVIedicaid cuts close Day Treatment Center

[slSU students and Medicaid 
patients can no longer go to the 
{Natchitoches Day Treatment Cen- 
to see psychiatrists. The clinic 
closed its doors about a month ago 
due to reduced Medicaid funding. 

Rebecca Boone, director of Coun- 
ting and Career Services, said 
j,at a lot of the federal funding the 
(leatment center received in the 
pa S t was Medicaid. When that 
funding was reduced, it was diffi- 
^t for the treatment center to con- 
Ijnue services to its patients. 

Many of those patients did not 
have the financial means to attain 
juch care without Medicaid. 

Boone said that in the same way 
jsjSU health services refers students 
to local physicians, the counseling 
and career service has referred stu- 
dents to a doctor at the treatment 
center. 



"We have a separate contract 
though health services for psychi- 
atric services," Boone said. 

For at least four years, Boone said 
the university has been referring 
students to a psychiatrist who can 
diagnose mental disorders and pre- 
scribe medications. For about three 
years that physician has been Ramil 
Baratang. Boone estimated that 15 
or 20 NSU students currently meet 
with Baratang. The students are 
only responsible for a $10 co-pay- 
ment and the cost of medications. 

Veronica Sisco, a senior social 
work major, said she has been see- 
ing Baratang since early July, when 
he diagnosed her with Attention 
Deficit Hyperactivity Disorder. 

"I went to see Dr. Baratang 
because I was having problems 
with concentrating," Sisco said. 
"Somebody told me I could be 
ADHD." 

Sisco went to Counseling and 
Career Services before meeting 
with Baratang. 



"Every student that comes 
through here won't have to see Dr. 
Baratang because it's not neces- 
sary," Boone said. 

Students needing prescriptions 
do need to see him because Boone 
and other counselors cannot pre- 
scribe medications. 

Sisco's visits with Baratang have 
been reduced from once a month to 
once every three months. The clos- 
ing of the treatment center compli- 
cated scheduling appointments. 

Baratang had a contract with 
NSU, separate from the treatment 
center, and now drives from 
Alexandria to Natchitoches to meet 
with students in the Counseling 
and Career Services office. Boone 
said he is able to visit NSU three 
Tuesdays per month. 

"He is a very compassionate, 
knowledgeable person who cares 
about the student, and they have a 
lot of respect and trust for him. So 
we're glad we didn't have to find 
another psychiatrist," Boone said. 



"He set our appointments up, 
and I had an appointment three 
months ahead of time," Sisco said. 
"And now I don't even know when 
my appointment is." 

The new location is an advantage 
for NSU students, but Sisco said the 
change has a downside. 

"It's more convenient for us, but 
it sucks for the kids on Medicaid 
because they don't have anyone," 
Sisco said. 

"She put a day treatment center 
here," Sisco said about the center's 
owner, "because there was no facil- 
ity for the kids to go to within a 50- 
mile radius." 

Another negative effect of the 
center's closing is that it is now 
more difficult for Sisco to get her 
medication. 

"Before, I would just go up to 
Natchitoches Day Treatment," 
Sisco said. Now she has to call 
Baratang, who, in turn, calls the 
NSU infirmiry to authorize them to 
give her the medication. Her once- 



a-day medication is free because it 
is Stratterra, a new non-stimulant 
drug, which is offered in samples. 

Another student, a junior male 
who did not wish to be named, 
recently started seeing Baratang. 

"I went as a result of what they 
call a minor depressive break- 
down," he said. "It was an emer- 
gency visit." 

The student had a panic attack in 
late October that included 
headaches and nausea, and he 
went to the Natchitoches Parish 
Hospital emergency room. They 
sent him to the treatment center. 

He described his mental state as 
a culmination of stressful, angry 
and violent emotions all in one sec- 
ond. 

"You're walking on the street, 
and you're fine. Then you turn a 
corner, and everything in the world 
is horrible," he said. 

The student said Baratang diag- 
nosed him as being type two bipo- 
lar. He now takes Zoloft, an anti- 



depressant and Trileptal, a mood 
stabilizer. 

"Before, I just felt like I had no 
control over my emotions, and I 
was just floating in a fog some- 
where," he said. 

One reason he decided to seek 
help was becausehis thoughts were 
becoming more suicidal, and his 
actions were more violent. He said 
violence and self-mutilation releas- 
es endorphins, and that made him 
feel better. 

Boone said that students who 
receive medication prescriptions 
through Baratang are required to 
continue in counseling. Those 
meetings vary from once a week to 
one time each month. 

Boone said that medication alone 
was not a solution, but if someone 
is on medication, regular therapy is 
important. 

"Research has shown that people 
do much better if they're receiving 
medication and therapy," Boone 
said. 



ROTC program more than just an extracurricular

The Demon Battalion, NSU's 
Army Reserve Officers Training 
Corps program, gives cadets more 
than just college credit. 

Unlike most college students, 
ROTC cadets have jobs waiting for 
them upon graduation. 

Cadets leave NSU as Lieutenants 
of the Army. Major George Milton, 
who is NSU's Admissions and 
Recruiting Officer, said, "For stu- 
dents who don't know what to do 
after high school, the program does 
two things. First, it gives an oppor- 
tunity to serve your country. Second, 
it gives an opportunity to serve an 
organization they (students) may 
not have considered." 

Milton said military tiaining can 
lead to other opportunities in the job 
market. There are two programs 
available, non-obligatory and Offi- 
cer Candidate School. 

The non-obligatory program is the 
same training, course work and 
involvement. The only difference is 
mat a student can participate in the 



program for two years with no obli- 
gation to the U.S. Army. This gives a 
student an opportunity to be 
involved in the organization and try 
the military before deciding to enroll 
inOCS. 

OCS trains and prepares cadets to 
be Army Lieutenants. Training 
involves course work, physical 
tiaining and volunteering. Milton 
said that volunteer service is critical 
to the cadets program. 

He sees the cadets' volunteer 
work as a way of giving back to the 
community that they will be serving. 
Recently, NSU cadets helped to raise 
$1,400 for the Natchitoches Parish 
Library through a book sale. Cadets 
also have an on-going volunteer 
program in which they collect items 
to send in care packages to members 
of the military serving overseas. 
Items they are collecting include 
canned foods and toiletry items. 

Cadets can also participate in the 
Green to Gold program. The pro- 
gram is open to soldiers who have 
prior or current service, are leaving 
Fort Polk and want to become an 
officer. The idea is they trade their 
green battle dress uniforms for a

The age limit for entering this pro- 
gram is 31. Milton said that current 
cadets in the program can be "sol- 
diers today, students tomorrow and 
officers of the future." 

Milton said that the military train- 
ing, leadership skills and college 
education provided by the Army is 
of such good quality that the Army 
loses a lot of Captains to outside cor- 
porations. One way to safeguard 
those losses is for the Army to offer 
to pay for the officer's master's 
degree. 

Leaving the Army is not an option 
that all cadets take. Cadet Carry 
Hemphill started her military train- 
ing with four years of high school 
ROTC. She said she plans to serve 
four years in Active Duty with the 



Army and another four years with 
the National Guard. In exchange for 
her service, the Army is paying for 
her four-year degree. She said that 
she enjoys all aspects of the tiaining 
including her physical tiaining 
between 6 and 7 a.m. even though 
it's so early in the morning. 

Cadets, such as Merlin Dupont, 
often look to the fighting troops with 
reverence. 

"Troops need more support," 
Dupont said. "The country is not 
giving enough support. (Soldiers) 
are doing their job." 

He says that veterans need to be 
honored as people who gave their 
lives for us to be here. 

Cadet Sohyun Song believes the 
program is challenging and said it 
gives people an opportunity to push 



themselves physically and academi- 
cally. Song said that if a people want 
to be in the program, they'll do well. 

Song became aware of the pro- 
gram last summer. When intro- 
duced to ROTC she was impressed 
with the people, academics and 
physical activities. Song is from 
Korea and has been in the United 
States for five years. She said that 
even though she is separated from 
her family, she feels welcome here. 
She said that instead of getting a stu- 
dent loan, the Army has been a great 
financial support when her family 
couldn't help 100 percent. She was 
surprised to find that the Army 
would not only pay for her dentistry 
schooling but give her a salary as 
well. 

Milton said the ROTC program is 



open to any administration or staff 
that has military affiliation, includ- 
ing those with children serving 
overseas. Milton has helped staff 
members locate military family 
members serving overseas. He 
reaches out to students and faculty 
through Freshman Connection, sen- 
ior days, presidential breakfasts and 
by visiting various departments. 

Speaking for himself and fellow 
officers, Milton said about duties 
and volunteer services, "We would 
not want these cadets to do some- 
thing that we wouldn't be expected 
to do." He takes that idea seriously 
and applies it to his own military 
life. 

Milton spent the first five years of 
his military service as enlisted before 
applying too OCS. He was deployed 
in the first Gulf War in 1990. 

Accepting the fact that everyone 
has personal pros and cons towards 
war, he said "No one hates war more 
than soldiers." However, when the 
military is called upon, he said, they 
go willingly and gladly.

Bush confronts critics in London

LONDON — Looking beyond 
his British hosts, President Bush 
challenged Europe on Wednesday 
to embrace his vision of spreading 
democracy around the globe and 
reshaping the Middle East. 

On a pomp-filled, protest-laden 
fet day of a three-day state visit, 
Bush forcefully confronted critics 
°f his handling of Iraq and the war 
°n terrorism, warning them that 
■nactivity and complacency could 
s pur more terrorist attacks. 

"The hope that danger has 
P a ssed is comforting, is under- 
standing, and it is false," Bush said 
before 220 academics at Banquet- 
tag House. 

There are principled objections 
to the use of force in every genera- 
jton, and I credit the motives 
"ehind these views," Bush said, 
adding: "Those in authority, how- 
^ are not judged only by good 
Motivations. The people have 
& Ven - us the duty to defend them. 



And that duty sometimes requires 
violent restraint of violent men." 

The president said Europe needs 
to confront the world's dangers 
through a "three-pillar" strategy of 
working through such internation- 
al institutions as the United 
Nations, being willing to use force 
to stamp out "aggression and evil" 
and dedicating itself to spreading 
democracy to prevent the rise of 
dictatorships such as that of former 
Iraqi President Saddam Hussein. 

Bush said democracy is also the 
key to solving the Israeli-Palestin- 
ian conflict. The decades-old battle 
will never be resolved, the presi- 
dent said, until there is a democrat- 
ic Palestinian state bordering 
Israel. 

To achieve that goal, Bush said 
Europe must combat anti-Semitism 
and end its political and financial 
support of "any Palestinian ruler 
who fails his people and betrays 
their cause," a veiled reference to 
Yasser Arafat. 

Bush reiterated his call for Israel 
to freeze construction of settle- 
ments, dismantle all unauthorized 



outposts and "not prejudice final 
negotiations" with construction of 
a security fence that would sepa- 
rate the Jewish state from Palestin- 
ian territory. 

The fence has outraged Palestini- 
ans, who claim it will infringe 
upon Palestinian lands. 

Bush spoke after an elaborate 
arrival ceremony at Buckingham 
Palace that was heavy on 
pageantry and light on spectators. 
Londoners, warned for weeks 
about protests and massive securi- 
ty around the area, stayed away.

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Warrior a waste 
of student money

Two weeks ago, former presi- 
dential candidate Ralph Nader 
returned to NSU to speak to 
students for more than three 
hours. 

Nader gave a prepared 
speech for two hours that 
ranged from his fight to ban 
smoking on airplanes to having 
uniform standards on natural 
gas pipelines. 

In 1965 a gas pipeline explod- 
ed near Natchitoches, killing 17 
people. Out of the ashes of this 
tragedy, Nader said he was able 
to secure the National Gas 
Pipeline Safety Act in 1968 
because he showed members of 
Congress pictures of the car- 
nage. 

After the speech Nader field- 
ed questions for more than an 
hour, dropping the hourly cost 
of his speech from $15,000 to 
about $5,000. That's a steal for 
students. 

Nader was the third speaker 
to come to NSU since the Dis- 
tinguished Lecturer Series was 
revitalized three years ago. The 
first to come was Herman 
Boone, who was the head foot- 
ball coach of an integrated high 
school in Virginia in 1971. Dis- 
ney made the movie Remember 
the Titans about his experiences 
as head coach. The second was 
motivational speaker Dr. Rick 
Rigsby from Texas A&M Uni- 
versity. 

NSU has a begun a remark- 
able tradition of bringing in 
nationally well-known speak- 
ers that should not end with 
Nader. 

Some members of the SGA 
want to bring in the Warrior in 
an attempt to "balance out" the 
views of Ralph Nader. War- 
rior's price tag of $3,500 would 
be a waste of your money. 

His possible speaking topics 
can be found on www. 
ultimatewarrior.com/ 
projwarr.htm and include "It's 
my money and I want to keep 
it, Wide eyes at the barrel's end, 
Socialism sucks... the life right 
out of living." 

While I relish the idea of 
bringing a conservative speaker 
to contrast Nader, the students 
should get an accomplished 



speaker, not a retired profes- 
sional wrestler turned speaker. 
Even after reading the material 
Senator Dustin Floyd made 
available to the senate, I am 
unconvinced that Warrior has 
the credentials to be named a 
"distinguished speaker." 

If the senate decided to forgo 
a speaker in the spring, it could 
bring in a $13,000 speaker in the 
fall or a $17,000 speaker in the 
spring of 2005.

Competion digs up the dirt in soil contest

This past Thursday Northwest- 
ern hosted the 42nd annual Land 
Judging Career and Development 
competition in Prather Coliseum for 
members of the Future Farmers of 
America (FFA) club. 

High school seniors and juniors 
from 75 schools around the state 
meet this past Thursday November 
13th to test their knowledge of soils 
for land development. Many of 
these schools have preparing their 
students for a few months to get 



ready for the competition. 

"This is our state soil judging con- 
test," Mark Arceneaux, agricultural 
science teacher at Thibodaux High 
in Thibodaux, said, "We practiced 
for three months for this." 

Students starting early last Thurs- 
day morning meet at the Prater Col- 
iseum to be taken by school bus to 
ditches where upon they began 
their competition. At the ditches the 
students were expected to run vari- 
ous tests to study the soil. By study- 
ing the soil texture, ph levels, sur- 
rounding vegetation, and other 
such factors the students were 
expected to determine which if any 



crops could be grown and how. 
Each test had to be done by hand. 
The overall goal of the competition 
was for the students to decide 
which is the best crop for the soil 
they studied. 

"They are trying to get an area of 
land to grow the best crops they 
can," Marie Trahan, agricultural sci- 
ence teacher at Acadiana High in 
Lafayette, said. 

The FFA Land Judging Career 
Development competition is the 
biggest event for students involved. 
The competition gives the students 
a chance to visit universities around 
the state as well as develop their 



skills in land development studies. 

The top five teams at the compe- 
tition not only received awards in 
the form of trophies and plaques 
but also got a chance to compete in 
the nation wide competition held in 
Oklahoma City. As well these stu- 
dents were also given a chance to 
see the city of Natchitoches and 
explore the Northwestern campus. 
This chance many of the students 
may never have had.

"They cry. They have deaths in their fam- 
ilies. They are just normal people." 

This mindset is what has set Foster in 
the sights of many professional scouts. 
Foster gets many calls and visits from 
NFL scouts, who know him as Thomas, 
about players they are looking after. 

"The same scouts come here year after 
year," Foster said. "The coaches tell them 
what they need to know about the play- 
ers ability, but they come to me about 
their character because I know them out- 
side of football." 

His knowledge of scouting could easi- 



ly get Foster a job as a scout at the pro- 
fessional or collegiate levels, but he said 
that he is not interested. 

"Kids, kids," Foster stated passionate- 
ly. "Once you see them grow up and 
mature, it makes you proud to see them 
walk out on the field on Senior Day and 
then go on to face life." 

"There is a feeling of relief that they 
have finished four years of college and 
are going on to face the world and be 
successful," Foster added. 

This is what Foster called the most 
rewarding part of it all. He said he loves 



to visit with old players who return for 
homecoming games. After years, they 
still remember Mr. Foster and take time 
to catch up with him. 

"It makes you feel kind of special 
because you live and die at Northwest- 
ern," Foster said. 

Foster may never leave NSU, and may 
be here still when this year's seniors 
visit. He may not be known much out- 
side of the athletic department, but one 
thing is sure, long after he is gone, the 
spirit of Thomas Foster will never leave

Sinking all nine of their three- 
point shots, Diamond Cosby scored 
23 points and Amanda Bennett 
added 18 while All-American can- 
didate La'Terrica Dobin had 17 
assists Thursday night as North- 
western State cruised to a 91-77 
exhibition basketball win over Divi- 
sion II power Henderson State. 

The Lady Demons had 13 players 
score in their second exhibition vic- 
tory over a Division II foe. North- 
western, 17-11 last season, opens 
the regular season next Friday 
night against Ball State in the 
Moran Realty Classic hosted by 
DePaul, with a second-round game 
next Saturday against either DePaul 
or Wisconsin-Milwaukee. 

Northwestern got 10 points 
apiece by Katrina Swanigan and 
Beth Tallant while hitting 48 per- 
cent of its shots, including 51 per- 
cent after taking a 42-33 halftime 
lead. 

Dobin, a 5-3 senior point guard 
who can become the first woman in 
NCAA history to lead Division I in 
assists in three straight seasons, also 
added a team-high seven rebounds 
and scored six points. Cosby hit all 
six of her 3-point shots while sink- 
ing 8 of 12 shots overall and Bennett 
went 3-for-3 on treys and made 7 of 
11 overall. 

Aesha Carter scored a game-high 
26 points and added a game-best 11 



rebounds for the Lady Reddies, 
who won 20 games and reached the 
NCAA Division II Tournament last 
season. 

Maggie Sauls added 18, Crystal 
Oates 13 points and 10 rebounds 
and Rochelle Vance had 12 points 
for Henderson State, which upset 
NSU in a regular-season matchup 
73-68 last year, snapping a 22-game 
Lady Demon homecourt win streak 
that ranked second in Division I. 

All 15 of Northwestern's players 
got in at least five minutes of action. 
Cosby drained a three-pointer on 
the opening possession of the sec- 
ond half and NSU's lead never 
dipped under double digits again. 

NSU vs. Southeastern 
(Volleyball) 

The Northwestern State Lady 
Demon volleyball team closed out 
their season Saturday by dropping 
a 3-0 decision to Southeastern 
Louisiana in Southland Conference 
volleyball action. 

Evelyn Getzen led the team with 

14 kills followed by a 13 kill per- 
formance by Becky David as the 
Lady Demons, 11-22 overall and 5-

and he rushed a throw and missed 
the guy we had getting open. On 
third down, Davon got the ball to 
Derrick and he slipped like he hit a 
patch of ice and went down with- 
out anybody around. That was 
unbelievable. Then we miss the 
field goal. Tough angle, but you 
have to make those kicks. We've got 
five plays to score, and on three of 
those, it's our fault that we don't." 

On the Demons' last chance, after 
moving 63 yards to first-and-goal at 
the McNeese 5, more frustration 
awaited. A near miss came again on 
a Vinson-to-Johnese throw on third 
down. Johnese made a leaping 
catch at the back of the end zone, 
but barely missed dragging a foot in 
bounds for what could have been 
the winning touchdown with under 
four minutes left. 

Then went the wrong way on first 
down when we called an inside 
handoff to the fullback. If we make 
the handoff the fullback is going to 
walk in and score. McNeese gam- 
bled and guessed wrong, but 
instead, we missed the handoff and 
Davon had to throw the ball away. 

Second down, I made a bad play 
call and McNeese was all over it for 
a three-yard loss. Third down, we're 



just so close, 3-4 inches away, from 
getting a foot dragged inside the 
end zone for the go-ahead touch- 
down on a great catch. Fourth 
down, we executed poorly and did- 
n't give ourselves a chance to make 
a play on a pass from the 8. 

"Games come down to a handful 
of plays and who gets the breaks 
and who makes the breaks. In those 
goalline situations, whether it was 
bad luck, bad execution on our part 
or good defense by McNeese, they 
got the lion's share and they walked 
away the winners. If one play goes 
the other way, we feel a lot better 
today. It didn't, and we've got to be 
better next time," said Stoker. 

"Last year up here, they beat us 
27-3 and although we competed 
well, you could tell there was a dif- 
ference. We got to the playoffs and 
went out in the first round, and 
McNeese played in the national 
championship game. 

This year I think showed we've 
made some progress, that the gap is 
closing, to go down there and be a 
goalline play away from winning 
with such a young but obviously 
talented team. It gets me excited 
about the future, if I stop being frus- 
trated about coming up short at

"If you work hard every- 
day, something good will 
happen," said Coach James 
Smith as the Lady Demons 
work hard in practice to 
avenge a first round exit in 
last year's Southland Con- 
ference Basketball Tourna- 
ment. 

Louisiana Monroe 
knocked the Lady Demons 
out of the SLC tourney 71- 
62 in Prather Coliseum. 

The Lady Demons lost 
three key players. They are 
forward Jami Callais, 
guards Angela Davidson 
and Anna Means, but the 
team has two starters and 11 
letterwinners returning this 
season. NSU finished 17-11 
overall last season and 14-7 
in the conference, finishing 
third. 

"We are ready to start 
because we are bored prac- 
ticing," Smith said. "A lot of 



unanswered questions for 
this team losing three 
starters from last year, but I 
feel good about this team, 
and it's their time to step 
up, and I love the way this 
team works." 

This season, the Lady 
Demons were picked in the 
coaches and SID polls to fin- 
ish in fifth place. Texas State 
was predicted to finish first, 
followed by Texas-San 
Antonio, Stephen F. Austin 
and Texas- Arlington. 

Senior point guard 
La'Terrica Dobin, who led 
the nation in assists for con- 
secutive seasons, will look 
to lead NSU this season. 
Dobin will attempt to 
become the first player in 
NCAA history to achieve 
the feat for a third straight 
season. 

Dobin averaged 10.6 
assists per game and 11.7 
points per game last season 
and was selected to the SLC 
preseason all-conference 
team. 



Dobin will be joined in 
the backcourt by junior 
guard Diamond Cosby. 
Cosby averaged 11 points 
per game while only play- 
ing an average of 19.1 min- 
utes per game. 

Also returning is senior 
forward Katrina Swanigan, 
junior forward Amanda 
Bennett and junior center 
Ashley Sparkman along 
with other letterwinners to 
help push NSU towards 
another SLC title and an 
NCAA automatic berth. 

The Lady Demons kicked 
off the 2003-2004 season on 
the right note, easily win- 
ning both exhibition games 
at home. 

NSU beat Division II Oua- 
chita Baptist 70-60, in which 
Dobin, Cosby and sopho- 
more guard Sheronda Bell 
shined for the Lady 
Demons. 

The Lady Demons then 
cruised past Division II 
powerhouse Henderson

Thomas Foster: a special part of NSU

"Anything to better 
Northwestern," Thomas 
Foster said of his feeling 
towards his job at NSU. 

The odd thing about his 
job dedication is that Foster 
is not a high profile admin- 
istrator with a window 
office and a three-piece suit. 
He is a mild-mannered jani- 
tor in the NSU Athletic Field 
House where, for the past 22 
years, he has done more 
than just clean house. 

To understand the vast 
range of work Foster has 
undertaken, one must know 
how he got to this point in 
his career. 

In 1981, Foster started as a 
custodian in the NSU art 
department. Three months 
into his employment, Ath- 
letic Director Tynes Hilde- 
brand- allowed Foster to 
replace the female worker in 
the field house. 

"We didn't think it was 
appropriate for her to work 
here," Foster said. 

Since then, Foster has 
built a life in the field house 
through work relations and 
relationships with every 



person he has come into 
contact with. 

Through the years, Foster 
has also acquired an amaz- 
ing amount of connections, 
ranging from NSU coaches 
to NFL scouts, though per- 
haps his most important 
connections were those he 
made with the hearts of 
many athletes. 

"Athletes are students, so 
they come first to me," Fos- 
ter said, spinning off the 
NSU motto. 

With every freshman class 
that enters NSU, freshman 
walk-on and recruited play- 
ers join the Demon teams. 
This gives Foster a new 
batch of students to both get 
to know and help transfer 
into the college world. 

"The coaches talk to them 
about football, but occasion- 
ally they need someone to 
ask how their parents are 
doing," Foster said. "I like to 
help them with things out- 
side of football, like where 
to get a haircut, getting good 
deals on cars. Kind of like a 
father figure." 

There were many times 
Foster helped athletes in 
need, but two instances 
stand out most in his mind. 

Foster recalls a day in 1988

when he watched a group of 
athletes boarding their bus 



for one of their many road 
games. One boy stood out 



to Foster on the cold day as 
he stood in line for the bus 
without a jacket. Foster 
approached and offered the 
brand new London Fog jack- 
et his wife had given him 
that Christmas to the boy. 

The boy took the jacket for 
the road trip, but never fully 
realized what he had given 
Foster in return. 

"It just feels so good to me 
to help out these kids, and 
that never goes away," Fos- 
ter said. 

Foster also remembers 
when he met an aggravated 
Al Evans after a tough day 
of freshman year football 
practice. Al had gotten fed 
up with football and threat- 
ened to quit the team and go 
home. 

After reasoning with him, 
Foster convinced Evans to 
stay with the team and fight 
through practices. 

"I told him, 'Stick with it 
and come talk to me in four 
years,'" Foster said. "I've 
got his first Super Bowl 
sweater at my house now." 

"When they come in as 
freshmen, they seem like 
they're looking for some- 
thing," Foster said. "You 
have to kind of catch them

Demons come close to beating Cowboys

The gap is closing but there's 
still a difference that accounted 
for top-ranked McNeese State's 
veteran football team overcom- 
ing the upset bid of an inspired, 
young Northwestern State 
squad in the Cowboys' 13-9 tri- 
umph Saturday night in Lake 
Charles, Demons coach Scott 
Stoker said Sunday. 

"We played well enough to 
win. When you watch the tape, 
it really hurts. But the bottom 
line is that McNeese made the 
plays they had to have to win. 

That's what they've done to 
win three straight conference 
championships. We played 
really well defensively, and 
except for 34 plays, had a great 
performance against a very 
good offensive team. But 
McNeese made those 34 plays 
and in a low-scoring game, it 
was enough to win," he said. 

The Demons' Purple Swarm 
lived up to its statistical rank- 
ings as the top defensive unit in 
the Southland Conference, 
holding the explosive Cow- 
boys 23 points and 180 yards

NSU outgained McNeese 345- 
272. 

McNeese (9-1) staged two 
goalline stands, in the second 
and fourth quarters, holding 
Northwestern (6-5) scoreless 
on two of three first-and-goal 



series. 

When the Demons finally 
broke through late in the third 
quarter on a 40-yard touch- 
down pass from Davon Vinson 
to Derrick Doyle, the Cowboys 
roared to life and answered 
with the eventual game-win- 



ning TD. 

McNeese got a 43-yard kick- 
off return by Henry Smith to 
midfield. Vick King who ran 
for 145 yards on 22 carries, con- 
verted a fourth-and-1 with a 2- 
yard sweep from the NSU 41. 
On the next play, backup quar- 
terback Ryan Corcoran and 
Britt Brodhead connected on a 
25-yard pass play to the 
Demons' 14, followed immedi- 
ately by an 11-yard sweep by 
B.J. Sams for a first-and-goal. 

On third down on the three, 
Corcoran found a leaping 
Sams for the touchdown, 
which proved the game-win- 
ner after the Demons failed to 
get points after moving 63 
yards on 14 plays to first-and- 
goal at the McNeese 5 in the 
dosing minutes.

"They're the leaders on 
a te am full of veteran guys, 
with 20 seniors who have been 
there and done that and handle 
clutch situations the way you 
want." 

But McNeese didn't have a 



monopoly on gutsy plays Sat- 
urday night, he said. 

"We're beginning to make 
some plays. We did Saturday 
night in some clutch situations 
in a big game against a quality 
opponent on the road. Differ- 
ent guys all across the board 
rose up for us," he said. "There 
were plays everybody could 
see, the great catches by Der- 
rick 

Doyle and Toby Zeigler, the 
way Derrick Johnese ran, and 
then there were a lot of great 
blocks and other plays on 
offense that get overlooked, 
and hustle plays and lots of 
good things on the defensive 
end. 

"In a game that everybody 
knew was going to be very 
physical, at the very least, we 
held our own," said Stoker. "I 
was proud of how we compet- 
ed in that respect." 

The Purple Swarm's per- 
formance started up front, he 
said, as Northwestern con- 
tained an explosive McNeese 
passing game by allowing only 
89 yards in the air on 11 of 25 
accuracy.

SGA ends semester with long meeting

Monday the SGA's last 
meeting of the semester last- 
ed approximately two hours, 
and the senate discussed 10 
pieces of legislation and sev- 
eral other pieces of business. 

Speaker of the Senate 
Zachary Pulliam announced 
that six SGA senators have 
received letters informing 
them that the senate will 
vote whether to remove 
them from office next semes- 
ter. Each SGA senator is 
required to write at least two 
pieces of legislation each 
semester, and those senators 
failed to do so this semester. 
Those senators are Chris 
Faist, Craig Desoto, Jerry 
Whorton, John Eric 
Fontenot, Josh Howell, and 
Sara Burling. The SGA will 
vote on their removal during 
next semester's first meet- 



ing. 

Also, Pulliam said that 
due to a paperwork error, 
sophomore senator John Eric 
Fontenot was incorrectly 
accused at the last meeting 
of not completing his 
required office hours. At the 
Nov. 17 meeting, Pulliam 
announced that the senate 
would vote this week on 
whether to remove Fontenot 
from office. Monday, Pul- 
liam said that Fontenot had 
completed his office hours, 
and the vote would not take 
place. Pulliam said the error 
was due to poorly kept 
timesheets. 

Also, at the Nov. 17 meet- 
ing, six pieces of legislation 
were tabled and placed on 
this week's agenda. 

The first piece of legisla- 
tion was a bill proposing to 
add a section in the SGA by- 
laws establishing guidelines 
concerning free Scantrons 
that the SGA provides for 



NSU students. The bill pro- 
posed making free Scantrons 
available to students one 
day of the school week for 
four hours. 

Immediately, Senator 
Dustin Floyd moved to refer 
the bill to the Academic 
.Affairs Committee for fur- 
ther review. His motion 
failed with a vote of 11 to 
seven, and discussion of the 
bill continued. 

After the vote, Floyd said, 
"I don't believe in its current 
wording this is going to pass 
tonight. That's why I wanted 
to send it to academic affairs 
and get it reworded just so 
we can expedite this meeting 
along." 

Senator Kelli Miller said 
that she also disapproved of 
the bill. 

"First off all, only four 
hours is unrealistic," Miller 
said, "Because you also have 
nontraditional students who

Fire Watchers patrol halls

(Editor's note: This story did not 
run in full in the Nov. 20 issue. The 
following is the complete story.) 

The State Fire Marshall has 
imposed a Fire Watch Program 
Oct. 27 for NSU's dormitories 
due to substandard fire detection 
and warning systems. 

A recent fire at Louisiana Tech 
in Ruston, where several students 
were injured, prompted a state 
inspection of college campuses. 
Inspectors found that NSU's dor- 
mitories were not in accordance 
with revisions to the state fire 
code made after the fire at Tech. 

The Fire Marshall cited the lack 
of hardwired smoke detectors in 
dorm rooms as well as the insuf- 
ficient volume level of the fire 
alarms as grounds to mandate the 
Fire Watch Program. 

Assistant Coordinator of Resi- 
dential Life Shelia Gentry said 
NSU was the only college in the 
state not compliant with the code. 



The program requires designat- 
ed student workers to make 
rounds throughout all campus 
dormitories. 

"As long as at least 10 students 
are in a residence hall, 24-hour 
Fire Watch is necessary/' Gentry 
said. Each worker must walk the 
halls and kitchens of his or her 
assigned area and "look for 
smoke, smell for smoke, and look 
for danger," she said. 

A Fire Watch worker who 
encounters smoke or fire must 
sound the alarm, warn the stu- 
dents on the hall and report the 
situation the RA. The RA then 
notifies the senior Area Coordi- 
nator who contacts the Housing 
and Fire Departments. 

Fire Watch workers are paid the 
normal student worker wage of 
$5.15 per hour and are not 
allowed to do any other work 
during their hour-long Fire 
Watch shift. Gentry said that 
approximately 140 students are 
currently employed as Fire Watch 
workers, 70 of which did not 
already hold student jobs. 

At any given time, around 30 of 



the workers are on duty. 

The workers' opinions on the 
effectiveness of the program vary. 
"I don't think it does much good, 
but it is keeping the dorms 
open," said Valerie Broussard, a 
Fire Watch worker for Boozman 
Hall. 

Candice King, a worker for 
Sabine Hall, said, "I think it 
helps. If you were the one on 
duty, you could pull the alarm. 
Most people in their rooms can't 
pull it." 

The program will continue 
until either the alarms are 
upgraded and the smoke detec- 
tors are installed, or new dorms 
are built to replace the substan- 
dard ones. Work is already being 
done to upgrade the alarms, and 
the smoke detectors should be in 
place by the end of the summer, 
Gentry said. 

Director of Student Services 
Frances Conine said that $350,000 
has been allocated to fund the 
endeavor. There are no plans in 
place to install additional sprin- 
klers in existing dorms, Conine 
said.

"They laugh with you every now 
and again, but until they know that 
you're a cool person like that — I 
think thaf s what kills a lot of that 
racism stuff. You just have to break 
the ice off the top," Garner said. 

On Racism 

Becoats said he has encountered 
more than the awkwardness of get- 
ting to know someone from a differ- 
ent race. He was inquiring about an 
apartment for rent recently when 
the woman he was speaking with 
appeared to doubt his ability to 
afford it. 

"I walked in, and I asked her... I 
was like 'How much was the apart- 
ment and everything?' And at first 
she was just looking at me like, 'You 
can't afford that apartment," 
Becoats said. 

"She going to ask me what's my 
income and everything, and I told 
her. She was just basically telling me 
I wasn't going to be able to get the 
apartment, and I wasn't going to be 
able to afford it. And ifs only like 
400 something dollars." 

Garner told Becoats his treatment 
was probably a result of his appear- 
ance. 

"You got your hat on backwards. 
You got the baggy clothes. The first 
thing they're thinking is criminal, 
gang banger. We don't need this in 
here," Garner said, "If they just take 
the time to just actually sit down 
and talk with one of us, you know, 
and get to know us before they just 
start judging us, then we'll be 
alright." 

Becoats said racism is often a 
result of upbringing. 

"There ain't no changing nobody 
that been raised up on something 
like that," Becoats said. 

"You going to have racism every- 
where you go. It's everywhere you 
go. You can't fight it," Garner said. 

Since Natchitoches is a growing 
college town, Garner said racism 
issues are starting to dissipate. 

"Ifs getting a whole lot better. 
This is the generation where ifs 
going to get better," Garner said. 

On Culture Shock 

Branch Guidry, a Caucasian first 
year nursing major, said, "You don't 
see people intermingling. Maybe ifs 
because everybody just thinks they 
should hang out with people they 
know." 

Guidry said that if there were 
organized events that focused on 
learning about various races, she 
would attend. 

"I would participate because I 
don't like the fact that just because 
our parents are born in the 1960s, 
we have to live in their atmos- 
phere," Guidry said. "We have to be 
our own person, and if we want 
hate to stop we got to do it our- 
selves, and the only way to do it is to 
start talking to each other." 

Junior physics and pre-engineer- 
ing major Irvin Osborne is African 
American and said that any segre- 
gation among his peers is voluntary. 
The word segregation does not 
describe Osborne's view of the way 
races sometimes do not interact

much on campus. He said it had 
more to do with being comfortable 
with the people in a social group 

"I notice ifs more like self-segre- 
gation. Ifs not that the school is set 
up so that we'll all be separated. Ifs 
because that's the way we choose to 
be," Osbome said. "Everybody's in 
their comfort zone,, and there's no 
real urgency to get out of them." 

Osborne said, "Eventually you 
learn that as you get older you have 
to deal with all kinds of people. At 
some point in our lives we'll have to 
realize that we're here together." 

Freshman music education major 
Chris Hampton, a Caucasian, 
echoed Osborne's opinion. 

"I think there's nothing wrong 
with segregation in a sense because 
we end up segregating ourselves. 
You know, like white people hang 
out with white people just because 
our cultures are so much alike, and 
black people hang out with black 
people because their cultures are 
alike," Hampton said. 

"You have to realize that black 
people have a different culture than 
white people, and Mexicans have a 
different culture than black and 
white people, and Chinese people 
have a different culture," Hampton 
said. 

Hampton does not equate cultur- 
al contrasts with internal differ- 
ences. 

"If you were to peel the skin off of 
everybody in the world, we'd all 
look the same, except for the people 
with lung cancer, like me, because I 
smoke," Hampton said with a 
chuckle. 

On Relationships 

Some people said that differences 
are substantial enough to refrain 
from engaging in romantic relation- 
ships that cross cultural and physi- 
cal lines. 

A white senior male who did not 
wish to be named said that interra- 
cial dating was never an accepted 
option for him growing up. 

"We had black friends, but we 
were just told not to date them," he 
said. 

"That's just how I was raised. 
And everybody's like, 'Why don't 
you date black people,' ifs because 
that's the way I was raised."

I The next piece of legislation dis- 
ci by the senate was a resolu- 
proposing to support a cam- 
^5 shutdown during holidays in 
all campus entrances will 
u blocked except for the Caspari 
jUjet entrance. There, a police 
jfgcer would check all entering 
jghides for a hangtag and /or a 
jtudent identification card. The 
^solution stated that the campus 
jjiutdown would help prevent 
-on-student thieves and drug 
dealers from entering campus, 
jhe original version of the reso- 
lution proposed using the road- 
blocks after midnight on non-hol- 
jdavs as well. However, the reso- 
lution's sponsor, Mindy 
jlcConnell, moved to amend the 
^solution, and the amendment 
was approved. 

I would love to keep in 'after 
midnight.' The reason I took it out 
is because people were telling me 
that it was way too radical," 
McConnell said. 

However, Senator Jack Halford 
disagreed with taking out "after 
midnight." 

We just took the way of moni- 
toring the drug-trafficking prob- 
lem late at night out when we said 
we're not going to do this after 
midnight, just on holidays," Hal- 
said. "If anybody was here 
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on campus over the holiday, there 
were maybe ten people on cam- 
pus. There was nobody to distrib- 
ute drugs to except those few peo- 
ple." 

Floyd said he was concerned 
that assigning police officers to 
monitor the Caspari Street 
entrance of campus would reduce 
the number of cops patrolling the 
other campus streets during holi- 
days. 

Senator Keith Gates said, "I 
think this bill is a good idea, and I 
think it would be a lot easier to 
implement this than it would be 
to tell the campus police to go out 
and patrol." 

Eighteen members of the senate 
were present at the meeting, and 
there was a tied vote of nine to 
nine. Speaker of the Senate Pul- 
liam's tiebreaker vote passed the 
resolution. 

The next resolution on the agen- 
da proposed adding a phrase to 
the student handbook prohibiting 
late-night loitering on campus. 

The proposed addition stated, 
"After 6 p.m. quiet hours will 
extend into the outside premises 
of all residential and dining facili- 
ties, in which excessive numbers 
of students in groups will be dis- 
sembled." 

The resolution stated that this 
new rule would help resolve 
problems caused by unruly 
crowds loitering in front of 
Iberville Dining Hall at night. 

"Girls should not have to go 
through what they go through 
when they walk through that 
(Iberville) parking lot," said Sena- 
tor Jerry Whorton. 

Senator Craig Desoto said, "I 
used to date a girl who lived in 
the (Sabine) dorm. When I would 
go to pick her up, when she 



would walk out, there would be 
30 to 50 people hollering at her, 
making rude comments - sexual 
and graphic type comments. I 
think this is a very good idea." 

The bill passed by general con- 
sent. 

The fourth piece of legislation 
discussed Monday night was a 
resolution proposing to let stu- 
dents vote whether to pay an 
additional student self-assessed 
fee of $1 to the NSU theater 
department each semester. The 
theater department currently 
receives $1 from each full-time 
student each semester, and the bill 
proposes raising the fee to $2. 

Roger Held, the head of the the- 
atre department, attended the 
SGA meeting and passed out fly- 
ers that gave reasons why he 
believed the senate should 
approve the resolution. 

According to Held's flyer, the $1 
student self-assessed fee has not 
been increased since it was put in 
place 20 years ago, but costs of 
theatrical productions have 
increased dramatically. The new 
student fee would increase the 
quality of productions and pro- 
vide higher quality and safer tools 
for students to build sets with. 

Senator Floyd argued against 
the fee increase. 

"This bill has merit. Yet the bot- 
tom line is that it is a fee increase 
for students, and everybody 
knows I am against student fee 
increases," Floyd said. "I've 
always been against student fee 
increases. That's one of the rea- 
sons why I've been elected to my 
fifth term because I've always 
promised that I would vote 
against student fee increases." 

Senator Patrick Feller argued 
that the resolution would not 



cause the student fee increase, 
and that the issue would be 
resolved by a student vote. 

"This wouldn't be us bringing a 
fee upon the students," Feller 
said. "It would be us giving the 
students the option to decide if 
they feel it's worth it." 

The senate approved the resolu- 
tion by a 17 to one vote. Students 
will vote on this matter during the 
spring 2004 elections. 

According to the next piece of 
legislation, the storm drain covers 
near Boozman Hall and A. A. 
Fredericks Performing Arts Cen- 
ter are not put into place ade- 
quately and are a safety concern 
for disabled students and cyclists. 
The resolution stated that the Uni- 
versity should correct the prob- 
lem. The resolution was passed by 
general consent. 

The next piece of legislation 
proposed establishing a general 
disclaimer stating that the views 
and opinions of any person cho- 
sen to speak by the SGA as part of 
the Distinguished Lecturer Series 
do not necessarily reflect the 
views of the SGA. This resolution 
was passed by general consent. 

After giving prior notice at the 
SGA meeting on Nov. 17, Gates 
moved to rescind a bill that was 
passed by the senate during the 
spring 2003 semester. The bill pro- 
posed allowing students to vote 
on whether to continue paying a 
$1 student self-assessed fee to the 
NSU rodeo team. After the bill's 
passage in the spring, it was orig- 
inally planned to be placed on the 
fall 2003 ballot for the students to 
vote on. However, the bill was not 
signed by Vice President of Stu- 
dent Affairs Dan Seymour, and it 
was not placed on the ballot this 
semester. All pieces of legislation 



passed by the SGA must be 
approved by Seymour and Uni- 
versity President Randall Webb in 
order to go into effect. 

The senate's discussion on 
whether to rescind the bill lasted 
over 20 minutes. 

"This bill was picking on the 
rodeo team. If you take away this 
dollar, you are going to kill the 
rodeo team," Gates said. 

Desoto said, "My deal is that if 
we're going to take a dollar away 
from one organization, then why 
don't we talk about some of them 
that have four dollar or five dollar 
fees? If you're going to talk about 
one, you need to talk about all of 
them." 

Senator Alan Sypert was one of 
the original sponsors of the bill. 
Sypert said that it is unrealistic to 
put all of the student self-assessed 
fees up for a vote. 

"You can't put every student 
self-assessed fee that we have 
control of up at once, and say 
'Hey, do you want to keep paying 
this? It's about 30 bucks. Do you 
want to save 30 bucks this semes- 
ter?' That's going to tilt their 
minds for a different reason," 
Sypert said. 

Senator Casey Ponder said, "I 
think that we should respect the 
decision that the senate before us 
made." Ponder made a motion to 
end discussion, and it was 
approved. 

The motion failed with an eight 
to nine vote. 

The rodeo team fee decision is 
expected to appear on the spring 
2004 ballot. 

Approximately an hour and a 
half into the meeting, the senate 
moved on to new business. 

First, the senate approved the 
Media Board recommendation of 



Current Sauce Managing Editor 
Kristen Dauzat for the interim 
editor-in-chief position for the 
spring 2004 semester. 

Then, the senate voted on a 
runoff between senators Ashlie 
Fisher and Mindy McConnell for 
a nomination to attend the Con- 
ference on Student Government 
Associations that will be held Feb. 
22-25 at Texas A&M University. 
McConnell was chosen to attend 
the conference. 

Four new pieces of legislation 
were placed on emergency status 
this week and they were all 
approved by the senate. SGA 
President Greg Comeaux said that 
all of the legislation placed on 
emergency status proposed proj- 
ects that could be completed over 
the Christmas break. 

The senate approved a resolu- 
tion proposing that the University 
repair the damaged ceiling, walls 
and lighting system in Magale 
Recital Hall. 

The senate also approved a res- 
olution stating that the restrooms 
in Bossier Hall lack proper stall 
doors, and the University should 
install these doors to provide stu- 
dents with the privacy they need. 

The next resolution approved 
by the senate stated that the sec- 
ond floor walkway into the Stu- 
dent Union has become a safety 
issue, and the University should 
repair it. 

The last piece of legislation 
approved by the senate was a bill 
that changed the deadline for sen- 
ators to turn in legislation for an 
upcoming meeting from noon on 
Monday to noon on Friday. 

Five additional pieces of legisla- 
tion were tabled, and they will be 
discussed at the first SGA meeting 
next semester.

Well everyone, the holiday sea- 
son is rapidly approaching and do 
you know what time it is? 

It is time for the 77th anniversary 
of the Natchitoches Christmas Fes- 
tival, which will be held on Satur- 
day beginning at 11 a.m. in the 
downtown and riverbank areas of 
Natchitoches. 

The Natchitoches Christmas Fes- 
tival began in 1927 when Max 
Burgdorf, superintendent of utili- 
ties for Natchitoches, decided that 
there was a need in the community 
for something to better express the 
Christmas feeling. Burgdorf decid- 
ed a street and riverbank lighting 
program was just what the com- 
munity needed. 

This year, the Festival will be 
adding high tech lasers and two 
huge screens on the riverbank to 
compliment the traditional fire- 
works that evening. 

There will be two laser and fire- 
work shows during the weekend 
of Natchitoches Christmas Festival. 
The first laser and fireworks show 
will be held on Saturday at 6 p.m. 
The second one will be held on 
Sunday at 7 p.m. In addition, in 



case you miss the laser and fire- 
work show on both those dates 
there will be a final laser and fire- 
works show on New Year's Eve at 
midnight. 

"Wow, I haven't even heard 
about that, but I look forward to 
seeing it," said Thomas Waddle, a 
sophomore aviation major at NSU 
after being informed that there will 
be an added high tech laser show 
with screens complimenting the 
fireworks during the Natchitoches 
Christmas Festival. 

"What we wanted to it do for a 
long time is bring in a sort of Dis- 
ney World Epcot Center laser look 
for the Christmas festival," said 
Nick Pollacia, Jr., executive vice 
president of the Natchitoches 
Chamber of Commerce, on adding 
a high tech laser show and screens 
to the Festival, which will be oper- 
ated by computer technicians. 

The grand marshal of the Christ- 
mas Festival parade will be Todd 
Walker, is the second baseman of 
the Boston Red Sox who were just a 
win away from going to the 2003 
World Series. When he was young, 
Walker and his family at one time 
lived in Natchitoches and later 
moved to Shreveport. The parade 
will begin at 1 p.m. 

The Natchitoches Christmas Fes- 




tival will also feature Rock and Roll 
legend Starship, featuring Mickey 
Thomas. They recorded hits such 
as "Jane", "No Way Out", "We 
Built This City", "Sara", "Nothing 
Is Going to Stop Us Now" and the 
Major League Baseball adopted 
theme song "It Ain't Over Until Its 
Over." Starship will begin at 4 p.m. 

There still is a great deal of work 
to be done before the Christmas 
Festival. The City of Natchitoches 
officially turns on the Christmas 
lights for the first time on Novem- 
ber 25 at 6 p.m. during a fireworks 
show on the Fleur de Lis Stage in 
downtown Natchitoches and they 
are working hard to get all the 
lights put up. 

"There are around 20 workers 
that put in around 10 to 15 hours a 
day and it takes around three and a 
half weeks to four weeks to put all 
the lights. We work all the way up 
to the official turn-on of the lights," 
said Charles Brossette, electric 
supervisor of Natchitoches who 



estimates the cost of putting up the 
lights in Natchitoches is around 
$300,000. 

Brossette also mentioned the 
lights are tested every night 
around 5:30 p.m. until November 
25. 

The Natchitoches Christmas Fes- 
tival is always held on the first Sat- 
urday in December and annually 
draws more than 100,000 visitors. 

"Our turnout grows each year 
and the City of Lights gets better 
each year," said Mark Wethington, 
junior broadcast major at NSU. 

There will be an admission fee of 
$5 for entry into the downtown 
and riverbank area for adults and 
children 12 and over. Admission 
for children between the ages of 11 
and 6 will be $2. 

Courtney Hornsby public rela- 
tions manager for the City of 
Natchitoches, is responsible for 
providing information regarding 
the Natchitoches Christmas Festi- 
val.

Alpha Kappa Alpha hosted a 
Buckle-Up Safety Awareness 
workshop Monday night. 

Only 10 students attended the 
approximately hour-long event 
held in The Alley of the Student 
Union. 

The program was designed to 
inform students about traffic 
safety and the dangers of irre- 
sponsible driving. 

Miranda Jones, a patrol officer 
for the Natchitoches Police 
Department for seven years, was 



the guest speaker. 

During the first half of the 
presentation, Jones, who has 
been a part of the traffic division 
for the past three years, spent a 
few minutes stressing how 
important it is for a driver to pay 
attention to his or her surround- 
ings. Jones also explained the 
importance of wearing a seat 
belt and discussed automobile 
crash statistics involving safety 
belt violations. 

Jones also answered questions 
from attendees. Jones cleared 
up some myths and rumors 
about driving that the students 
may have heard. 



For example, Jones said that it 
is not illegal to talk on cell 
phones while driving in Natchi- 
toches. However, she said talk- 
ing on the phone is a major dis- 
traction and decreases the dri- 
ver's alertness. 

She also cleared up the myth 
that drivers are allowed to 
exceed the posted speed limit by 
five miles per hour without 
being ticketed. She said that 
statement was false, and it is at 
the officer's discretion to write a 
ticket once the law is violated. 

Also, Jones revealed a com- 
mon traffic violation that is 
made here in Natchitoches-one 



that many of the attendees 
found surprising. Jones said 
that she has warned several 
drivers that it is illegal to use the 
center lane to merge right when 
leaving Natchitoches' Wal-Mart 
parking lot. She said that the 
lane is a left-turn lane only. 

Dorothea Wilson, a junior 
broadcast journalism major, said 
she was happy that she attended 
the program. 

"I wanted more information 
about traffic and traffic safety. I 
have learned so many facts that 
will be very beneficial while 
driving," Wilson said. 

Danielle Mitchell, a senior 



journalism major and vice pre^ 
dent of the AKA sorori^ 
explained why it was necess^ 
to host such the event.

For Muhammad Ali, a real heavyweight book, too

MIAMI — You wouldn't call it 
just a book any more than you 
would call Muhammad Ali just a 
boxer. A larger-than-life subject 
requires a larger-than-life biogra- 
phy. And so, introducing, in this 
corner, weighing 75 pounds, filling 
800 pages and costing $3,000, the 
heavyweight of tomes, GOAT 
(Greatest of All Time). 

The brainchild of German pub- 
lisher Benedikt Taschen, GOAT 
will make its U.S. debut at Art 
Basel on Saturday night when the 



champ himself and members of his 
famous entourage will be in atten- 
dance at a private gathering inside 
the Miami Beach Convention Cen- 
ter. Taschen is planning to re-cre- 
ate a semblance of the scene when 
Cassius Clay took the title from 
Sonny Liston on Feb. 25, 1964, 
complete with a boxing ring and a 
master of ceremonies — in this 
case, actor Will Smith, who por- 
trayed Ali in a feature film. 

Guests can get a look at the 20- 
inch-by-20-inch collector's item 
and order it — if they can afford it. 
Only 10,000 copies, all signed by 
Ali and American artist Jeff Koons, 
are being printed. The first 1,000, 



which include a sculpture by 
Koons and four photographs by 
Howard Bingham, cost $7,500. 
Each. The remaining 9,000 cost 
$3,000. 

The book is bound by the official 
bindery for the Vatican in pink 
leather, the color of Ali's first 
Cadillac. Each copy comes in a 
silk-covered box illustrated with 
Neil Leifer's classic photo, "Ali vs. 
Williams," from Ali's 1966 third- 
round knockout of Cleveland 
Williams. 

The idea behind the project was 
to create the ultimate tribute to Ali, 
even after countless words, pic- 
tures, broadcasts and films have 



been produced on the man whose 
name and image resonate through- 
out the world. 

"He is the most recognizable liv- 
ing icon on the planet," said Ali's 
manager, Bernie Yuman. "In 250 
years, this book will be the refer- 
ence to who he was and what he 
meant to our civilization. It will be 
passed down through generations. 
Obviously you're not going to 
carry it around, but you can ask 
people over to your home and 
they can turn the pages and be in 
awe." 

What does Ali think of it? 
"When we first showed him the 
finished product, and he closed 



the back cover, he said, "Man, 1 
never knew I was so great," 
Yuman said. 

Taschen, who publishes high- 
end books on art, architecture, 
photography, film and entertain- 
ment, has been an Ali fan since he 
was a young boy in Germany. 
When Ali's fights were broadcast 
live on TV, his father would wake 
him up at 3 a.m. and they'd watch 
them together. 

"He was always so elegant and 
eloquent, and for a black man in 
the 1960s to stand up for his beliefs 
was so inspirational that people 
still get a tear in their eye when 
they read about it," Taschen said.

Northwestern State junior line- 
backer Jamall Johnson, who led 
the Southland Conference with 
117 tackles and 19 tackles for lost 
yardage, was voted "Newcomer of 
the Year" and won first-team All- 
SLC honors as the league's football 
coaches announced their all-con- 
ference team Tuesday. 

Johnson, a LaPlace native and 
product of Destrehan High School, 
transferred to Northwestern after 
two years at Division II Delta 
State. The 6-1, 210-pounder aver- 
aged a shade under 10 tackles per 
game with a high of 16 in a 14-10 
win at Louisiana-Monroe. 

He was twice named the SLC 
Defensive Player of the Week. He 
was second in the SLC in quarter-

Lady Demons beat Centenary 

Diamond Cosby sparked a 13-5 
[un in the final 2:48 as the North- 
western State Lady Demons pulled 
out a 76-70 win over the Centenary 
Ladies here Tuesday night. 

Trailing 65-62 after back-to-back 
tree throws from Centenary's Julie 
Danieles, Cosby started a 7-0 run 
with a three-pointer followed by a 
short jumper and a steal and layup 
byChassidy Jones to give NSU a 69- 
65 lead. After a missed jumper by 
Danieles just under a minute to 
play, Cosby sealed the game with 
her second three-pointer in just over 
a minute giving the Lady Demons a 
72-65 lead with 38 seconds remain- 
ing. Centenary was forced into the 
foul game the rest of the way. 

"Different as night and day," 
Lady Demon head coach James 
Smith said of the second half from 
the first half. "We really put up 
some bad shots in the second half 
and didn't take real good care of the 
ball." 

NSU, 3-1 for the first 'time since 
the 2000-01 season, controlled the 



game in the first half, leading by as 
much as 16 points early on and tak- 
ing a 43-28 lead into the half. 

"We knocked some shots down in 
the first half," said Smith. "(Aman- 
da) Bennett really come out strong 
for us and gave us the opportunity 
to get a big lead on them." 

Bennett connected for 21 points in 
the first half but was held to two 
points in the final 20 minutes of play 
but still finished with a career-high 
23 points. She completed the dou- 
ble-double with 10 rebounds to lead 
the team. Cosby scored 20 of her 
game-high 26 points in the second 
half. 

NSU shot 40 percent (27-67) from 
the floor while Centenary was 24- 
for-69 for 34.8 percent shooting. The 
Lady Demons where held to 9-of-31 
shooting for 29 percent in the sec- 
ond half but connected on their final 
four field goals of the game. 

The Lady Demons will return to 
action next Tuesday when they host 
Harding University in a 7 p.m. tip- 
off at Prather Coliseum.

scored 24 points and had 5 assists 
for the Gents in front of 2,250 at the 
Gold Dome. 

The Gents scored 12 unan- 
swered points over a six minute 
span midway through the first half 
to open a 27-12 lead 5:27 before 
halftime. That triggered a 25-5 
burst that put the game out of 
reach, leaving Centenary ahead 44- 
21 at halftime. 

Northwestern (1-4) was never 
able to get closer than 20 points in 
the final 20 minutes. Centenary (2-

Faculty senate tries to end 
athletes' early registration

The faculty senate is push- 
ing to end early registration 
for athletes. 

Over the past few weeks, 
the faculty senate has been 
working to get a resolution 
passed that would take the 
early registration option from 
athletes saying it is unfair to 
other students on campus 
when registration time comes 
around. 

Greg Granger, the former 
head of the faculty senate, 
said he feels that allowing 
athletes to register early does 
not give regular students a 
fair chance. 

"It's all about student 
equality," Granger said. 
"Every student should have 
the same opportunities." 

Athletic Director Greg 
Burke said he understands 
student equality but the deci- 
sion to implement the early 
registration was based on a 
recommendation by a peer 
review team for NCAA certi- 
fication. 



"The members of this peer 
group would not recommend 
something that was not hap- 
pening on their campus, and 
these members come from 
schools on our level like 
Northern Iowa and Georgia 
Southern," Burke said. 

Burke said the recommen- 
dation came after athletes 
were interviewed by the peer 
review team and mentioned 
how difficult it could be to 
enroll in a needed class as 
they filled rapidly. Burke said 
the review teams tend to dis- 
miss topics that are not 
important, but the team 
chose to help resolve the situ- 
ation. 

While Granger said this is 
still unfair to other students, 
Burke said, "This has nothing 
to do with giving athletes 
preferential treatment. It's 
about giving them the oppor- 
tunity to get into classes they 
need to make satisfactory 
progress with NCAA stan- 
dards." 

According to the NCAA 
bylaws, athletes must com- 
plete 75 percent of semester 
hours required for progress 




toward their degrees as well 
as specific percentages of 
classes toward their degrees 
by the end of each academic 
year in order to maintain 
NCAA eligibility. 

Burke said this prevents 
athletes from taking some 
needed classes during the 
summer when there are no 
conflicts with other classes or 
practice times. He said class- 
es fill too quickly for some 
athletes to register nearly 
putting them out of eligibili- 

ty- 

Burke said early registra- 
tion mainly helps freshman 
and sophomore athletes who 



have trouble meeting these 
requirements because of the 
accelerated closings of fresh- 
man and sophomore level 
classes. 

Granger said many faculty 
members feel academics 
takes a back seat to athletics 
too often and feel the resolu- 
tion is still in the best inter- 
ests of all students, but Burke 
said academics are held in 
high regard throughout 
NSU's athletic department. 

"This department takes a 
very serious stance on aca- 
demics," Burke said. 

He said the new academic 
center in the field house and 



the record number of athletes 
on the Dean's List are exam- 
ples of this stance. 

"As an athletic depart- 
ment, we could have raised 
money for almost anything, 
but chose to focus on the aca- 
demic progression of our ath- 
letes," Burke said. "This 
department has demonstrat- 
ed its academic worth and its 
appreciation for the academic 
mission of NSU." 

The resolution has not been 
approved yet, and must still 
go before the University's 
acting Provost and Vice Pres- 
ident for Academic Affairs 
Anthony Scheffler and Uni- 
versity President Randall 
Webb. 

Although he is no longer 
with the faculty senate, 
Granger said he believes the 
senate will continue to push 
the resolution that Burke said 
will not do any good. 

Burke said the athletic 
department was only com- 
plying with NCAA recom- 
mendations and going 
against those recommenda- 
tions would not be a good 
thing. 



Red Soxer to be grand marshal

LSU Baseball great and 
current Boston Red Sox star 
Todd Walker will serve as the 
grand marshal of the 2003 
Natchitoches Christmas Fes- 
tival Parade. 

Walker, 30, a former 
Bossier City resident who 
graduated from Airline High 
School, has spent the last 
nine seasons in major league 
baseball after he was the 
eighth overall selection in the 
1994 baseball draft following 
an All-America career at 
LSU. 

He burst onto the national 
scene late this season with 
heroic play in the pennant 
race, making a huge impact 
in his first season as the sec- 
ond baseman for the Boston 
Red Sox. 

Walker has strong family 



ties to Natchitoches. His 
grandfather, O'Quinn Walk- 
er, served as an insurance 
agent in Natchitoches from 
1958 to 1963. Todd's father 
and uncle spent some years 
growing up in Natchitoches. 

He will preside over the 
Natchitoches Christmas Fes- 
tival parade, which will 
begin at 1 p.m. on Saturday, 
Dec. 6 in downtown Natchi- 
toches. 

Walker was a pivotal force 
in the Red Sox' drive to the 
American League playoffs. 
Walker hit a Red Sox-record 
five postseason home runs in 
Boston's run to Game 7 of the 
American League Champi- 
onship Series. 

In the regular season, he 
hit .283 with 13 home runs 
and a career-high 85 RBI and 
was the toughest player to 
strike out in the American 
League. 

Walker, a career .290 hitter, 



was recently ranked the 18th- 
best free agent in this year's 
crop by Baseball America 
magazine. 

His postseason perform- 
ance, especially in the high- 
pressure atmospheres of Fen- 
way Park and Yankee Stadi- 
um, reinforced the notion 
that he developed in 1993 as 
a big-game player. 

That season, Walker was 
the Most Outstanding Player 
at the College World Series, 
in which LSU won its second 
national championship in 
three years. 

At Airline High School, he 
was named the state baseball 
Player of the Year and also 
played football and was an 
all-state soccer star before 
signing with Coach Skip 
Bertman to play baseball at 
LSU. He was an All-America 
pick from 1992-94 for the 
Tigers, becoming the first 
player in LSU history to hit

Football ends disappointing season

For the first time in three 
years, Northwestern State 
football players didn't share 
Thanksgiving dinner togeth- 
er, anticipating a Division I- 
AA playoff game on the last 
Saturday in November. 

For head coach Scott Stok- 
er, dating back to his days as 
an assistant at McNeese 
State, this week is the first 
time in eight years he's not 
been game-planning hoping 
to reach the national champi- 
onship game. 

"Forget about eating 
turkey, I feel like one," he 
said. "It's a miserable feeling. 
This is not something I want 
to go through again." 

The Demons finished 6-6. 
After being ranked as highly 
as 11th in Division I-AA early 
in the season, Northwestern 
stumbled down the stretch, 
losing its last four. The first 
three defeats were close calls, 
notably a 13-9 loss at No. 1- 
ranked McNeese. 

But the last one, a mortify- 
ing 44-14 loss last Saturday 
to rival Stephen F. Austin, 
left no room for doubt and 
plenty of questions rumbling

through Stoker's gut. 

"I'm so disappointed in the 
way we ended. There's a lot 
we have to iron out, a lot of 
lessons that we need to teach, 
and if we can progress, we 
have the opportunity to have 
a good team next year," he 
said late Wednesday, sitting 
in his office at Turpin Stadi- 
um. 

The Demons should wel- 
come back 17 of 22 starters. 



They could have as many as 
53 letterwinners back - 28 on 
offense, 21 on defense and 
four on special teams, lack- 
ing only deep snapper Seth 
Ortego there. Waiting in the 
wings is a talented group of 
redshirt freshmen. 

Stoker is confident in the 
ability of the returning play- 
ers. The key to a break- 
through 2004 season, he said, 
is the approach the players 



take when they return from 
Christmas break to begin off- 
season work toward spring 
practice in March. 

"We're going to have good 
players back, and more good 
ones who have redshirted 
this season ready to play," he 
said. "As coaches, we have to 
get them in the right frame of 
mind consistently. We were 
beaten soundly in two games 
this year, at Northern Iowa 
(43-10) and by Stephen F. 
Austin. 

Otherwise we could have 
won the other four — a play 
here, a play there. There's 
really not much distance 
between the penthouse and 
the outhouse in this business 
and we saw that this season. 

"Winning is an attitude. It's 
about your approach, day 
after day, and preparing to 
play on Saturdays a dozen 
times or so. 

We fell way short twice, 
and we weren't as good as 
we needed to be four other 
times. It's a concern, a major 
issue. We're going to do some 
things in the offseason pro- 
grams and in spring practice 
and all throughout the year 
next year to address it," said 
Stoker. 

Whatever the 2004 



Demons-in-training will be, 
they won't be complacent. 
And if Stoker's plan works, 
they'll be intensely competi- 
tive. 

"Every job will be open. 
We've got starters back, but 
there are no guarantees. We'll 
see who the best guy is each 
and every day, and he'll be 
the starter," he said. 

"I've never been big on the 
depth charts before now, but 
now we'll have a daily depth 
chart that the players will 
see. If you're going to be a 
starter, you've got to practice 
like it every day. Being one is 
going to mean something 
special. 

I'll have the final call at 
each position to take a little 
pressure off the position 
coaches. They work so close 
to their players that they nat- 
urally get attached to them 
and at times, they may tend 
to give an edge to a guy who 
has been productive over the 
long haul over a guy who 
practiced better that day. I'll 
talk to the coaches and make 
the calls. 

"I want the best ones out 
there, who bleed purple all 
the time. That's what we're 
after. Those guys will play. I

Vaccine shortages not unusual 



The U.S. flu vaccine shortage -one of seven vaccine 
shortages in the past two years -is just the latest 
symptom of an ailing national vaccination strategy, 
Public health experts and two federal reports say. 

"Our vaccine system is broke in that we're having 
*ese shortages," Frank Sloan, a Duke University health 
economics professor, said Wednesday as federal offi- 
cials scrounged for more flu vaccine overseas in the 
mi dst of a serious influenza outbreak. 

J-ast year, there were shortages of shots for diphthe- 
na -tetanus-whooping cough, measles-mumps-rubella, 
Pneumococcal disease, tetanus and chicken pox. In late 
2001 and early 2002, flu vaccine also was in short sup- 
pl V- The seven shortages disturb Sloan, who chaired a 
re cent vaccine-policy study by the National Academy of 
fences' Institute of Medicine. The U.S. General 
^counting Office, Congress' watchdog arm, has identi- 
fied additional shortages that required rationing. 

While immunizations have improved public health dra- 
stically, the Institute of Medicine study, released in 
^ust, cited numerous "warning signs" of problems 
* itn vaccinations. Those signs include "delays in reim- 
plement to health care providers for vaccine costs, 

°tages in the vaccine supply system, dwindling 
nu mbers of vaccine manufacturers in the United States, 
^ a Ps in the coverage of recommended vaccines by pri- 
^ health plans and hesitation to recommend newly 



Sensed vaccines because of concerns about higher 
costs."

Professor loses over $4,000 in identity theft

Do you bid on EBay, use 
PayPal or shop online? Are 
you sure you know the 
risks involved? 

Over the Thanksgiving 
break Dr. Thomas Petitjean, 
an assistant professor of 
English, fell victim to iden- 
tity theft. 

"Apparently, someone 
got a hold of my checking 
account routing number 
and account number and 
started using my PayPal to 
pay for things that they 
bought through EBay," 
Petirjean said. 

Since the theft involved a 
bankcard instead of a credit 



card, Petirjean is responsi- 
ble for all the charges to his 
account. 

"It's unlike a charge card 
where with a charge card 
$50 is all you're responsible 
for, with a bank account 
you're responsible for 
everything. My entire last 
paycheck went towards 
that," Petirjean said. 

In addition to being 
responsible for all charges 
to his account, Petirjean 
must also pav restitutions 
to the bank for the $1,000 
his account was over-draft- 
ed, bringing the total loss to 
over $4,000. 

Petirjean believes this

SGA plans for safer campus over winter break

The holiday season is finally 
here. The lights are twinkling on 
Front Street, holiday sale signs have 
begun to adorn shop windows. 
There has been mass burglary on 
campus. 

NSU students as well as Faculty 
members have plans to thwart this 
holiday seasons would be Grinch- 

es. 

According to last week's 
police blotter, six break-ins and one 
attempted break-in were reported 
on campus. 

"The campus police were 
advised to be more thorough with 
their inspections," said SGA Presi- 
dent Greg Comeaux, "but with 
only three officers allowed on duty 
at once there is only so much they 
can do." 

The campus police are required 
to have two officers respond to 
every call from the dispatcher, 
spreading their numbers even thin- 



ner. 

"Once we get the proper funding 
we will try to put another officer on 
campus," Comeaux said. 

Comeaux said he would also like 
to put more emergency phones 
around campus. 

"The current phone company we 
deal with is going out of business, 
so we are currently looking around 
for other arrangements," Comeaux 
said. 

The SGA also have two bills 
awaiting President Webb's signa- 
ture that may help deter criminal 
activity. One proposes securing all 
of the entrances to campus during 
the holiday break. Students and 
faculty would be admitted with 
proper identification. The bill was 
originally intended to deter drug 
trafficking, but the bill's sponsor, 
SGA Senator Mindy McConnell, 
believes it will also help prevent 
campus burglary. 

"I believe there is no need for 
anyone to be on campus unless 
you're living or working," 



McConnell said. 

The other bill, also proposed by 
McConnell, deals with the loitering 
problem outside of Iberville dining 
hall. According to the bill, the 
crowds in front of Iberville are 
unruly and display "pre-nightclub 
activity." McConnell said she has 
tried to pass this bill before but it 
was shot down, citing racial preju- 
dice. However, in light of the three 
vehicular burglaries between Nov 7 
and Nov 13 the bill has finally seen 
the light of day. It was passed by 
the SGA, and if approved by Webb, 
students will not be allowed to loi- 
ter in front of Iberville dining hall 
after 6 p.m. 

Director of Student Services 
Frances Conine said, "I think both 
bills will be very effective in deal- 
ing with campus safety. A lot, if not 
most, of the people who committed 
crimes on campus are not students, 
and these bills will kind of weed 
them out," Conine said. 

Conine also thinks the residential 
halls' staff are well-trained. 



"We have a really good staff this 
semester. They caught a guy actu- 
ally scaling a wall the other night at 
Rapides," Conine said. 

Conine said the biggest difficulty 
on campus is breaking and enter- 
ing. She also said the most impor- 
tant thing is to be aware of your 
environment. Students can do sim- 
ple things such as locking their 
doors and not leaving possessions 
in their cars. They can even set up 
a neighborhood watch organiza- 
tion for their hall. 

Residents at NSU dorms that 
leave their property in their room 
over the holidays must sign con- 
sent forms. The forms read that 
NSU can not be held accountable in 
the event of a theft or damage to the 
property left behind. 

Assistant Coordinator of Resi- 
dential Life Shelia Gentry said, 
"The forms also let the student 
know that it is a risk leaving your 
stuff in the dorms over the break. 
Everything is inventoried in the 
room and RA's check the rooms

theft came as a result of cleaning 
his house one night. 

"I cleaned all the drawers, 
closets, and things, and I threw 
away all my old statements from 
the bank. I didn't shred them. I 
didn't burn them, and because I 
do live in Rapides, I just put the 
trash outside my door like I 
always do." 

Petitjean believes someone 
may have used these statements 
to access his bank account. 

This is not the first time Petit- 
jean has seen identity theft. Last 
month his father became a victim 
when someone got his Discover 
card information. 

Offering advice to anyone else 
who makes online purchases, 
Petitjean said, "When you're 
given the opportunity to leave a 
credit card on EBay, PayPal or 
any Internet vendor you may 
use, don't leave your credit card 
number online."

How to protect yourself from identity theft 



There is little doubt that identity theft is a major 
concern in the United States. The U.S. Federal 
Trade Commission says that identity theft is its 
number one source of consumer complaints. 
Studies show that 1 out of every 20 consumers 
has been a victim of credit card fraud in the past 
year and identity theft happens to 1 out of every 
50. But even in an increasingly dangerous 
marketplace, there are still ways for consumers 
to protect themselves 

Be very careful about to whom you give out 
personal identification information, such as your 
mother's maiden name and your Social Security 
Number, ask if it can be kept confidential. Inquire 
into how it will be used and with whom it will be 
shared. 

Never provide any personal, bank account or credit 
card information to anyone who contacts you 
through a telephone solicitation. Instead, it is 
advisable to demand they mail you information 
so that you can further research the company 
and their products and services. 

Keep items with personal information in a safe 



place. Keep a list of all credit cards, account 
numbers, expiration dates, and the customer 
service phone numbers in a secure place so that 
you can quickly contact your creditors in case 
your cards are lost or stolen. 

Tear Up/Destroy all ATM and bank receipts, old 
insurance forms, bank checks, expired credit 
cards, and any other papers that include 
personal information, identification, and account 
numbers about you. This includes pre-approved 
credit card solicitations! Thieves oftentimes 
search through your garbage to find these forms 
and information and use it to apply for credit in 
your name. 

Minimize the number of credit cards and other 
items with personal information printed on them 
that you carry. Cancel all inactive accounts. Even 
though you do not use them, those accounts 
appear on your credit report, which can be used 
by thieves.

Hazing charge cites water as a deadly weapon'

Eight men could face up to 20 
years in prison on a charge that 
they assaulted Southern 
Methodist University fraternity 

pledges with an unusual deadly 
weapon: water. 

In a Dallas apartment last 
month, Braylon Curry and another 
fraternity pledge were forced to 
drink hot sauce and gallons of 
water and were beaten with wood- 
en paddles, authorities said. 

Curry, an SMU junior, went into 
a coma, suffering from pulmonary 
edema, a condition in which water 
enters the lungs, and hyponatrem- 
ia, a sodium imbalance brought on 
by excess fluid consumption, doc- 
tors said. 

"If they refused to drink, if they 
stopped drinking if they weren't 
drinking fast enough, they were 
beaten with paddles," said Bill Tur- 
nage, a deputy Dallas police chief 
in the northeast division. 

Dallas police arrested three men 



Monday and have issued arrest 
warrants for five more connected 
with the Alpha Phi Alpha fraterni- 

ty- 

SMU students Brandon Perry 
and Cornelius Smith were taken 
into custody in their dormitory 
rooms. A former member, Uche 
Kalu, 23, was arrested at his apart- 
ment. 

One student who has not been 
arrested attends another area col- 
lege, police said. The others are for- 
mer members of the fraternity. 

Hazing experts and attorneys 
said the case appears to be the first 
in Texas in which water has been 
considered a deadly weapon. The 
weight of the felony charges is 
unusual for hazing cases and could 
challenge the state's definition of 
"deadly weapon," they said. 

"When the Legislature wrote that 
statement, they didn't know it was 
going to be used for water and-^or 
air," said Greg Westfall, a criminal 
defense attorney in Fort Worth. 
"We're seeing more and more folks 



getting creative with how high 
they can make the offense." 

Texas law defines a deadly 
weapon as anything that in the 
manner of its use or intended use is 
capable of causing death or serious 
bodily injury. 

To prove their case, prosecutors 
will have to show that the fraterni- 
ty members knew the dangers of 
drinking too much water. 

SMU officials said the university 
had held an educational anti-haz- 
ing event the Friday before the 
Nov. 14 incident and published a 
half-page advertisement of Texas 
hazing law in the campus newspa- 
per that day. 

"They had prior knowledge that 
consuming that much water could 
cause death or serious bodily 
injury," Deputy Chief Turnage said. 

In a similar incident in Pitts- 
burgh, N.Y., 11 members of a State 
University of New York fraternity 
were charged with a combined 172 
charges, ranging from conspiracy 
to criminally negligent homicide, 



after an 18-year-old student died 
from drinking excessive amounts 
of water through a funnel. 

The students all pleaded guilty 
to the lesser charge of hazing. One 
student faces a year in jail, was 
expelled from the university and 
was ordered to pay thousands of 
dollars for an educational video on 
the dangers of hazing. 

In Texas, vehicles, fists and pen- 
cils have been classified as deadly 
weapons. 

"We have had cases in Texas 
before where items were declared 
deadly weapons, and I'm not really 
sure should have been," said Cyn- 
thia Orr of the Texas Criminal 
Defense Lawyers Association. 

She pointed to a 2000 case in 
Austin in which a man was 
charged with giving cocaine to a 
minor 20 to 30 times. The court 
found that cocaine was not a dead- 
ly weapon because the man did not 
intend to injure the victim and 
because the minor ingested the 
cocaine voluntarily, she said.

• ALWAYS lock your door 
especially when you are in your 
room or leaving your room for 
an extended period of time.

There's a new store in town, and 
it is "the dojo of all games." 

Game Fu, located at 411-A 
Bienville next to Causey's pharma- 
cy, offers a wide variety of mer- 
chandise. They buy, sell and trade 
used and new video games ranging 
from pre-Nintendo to the latest sys- 
tems like the Playstation 2 and 
Xbox. They also sell collectable card 
games like Magic: The Gathering, 
and RPGs like Dungeons and Drag- 
ons. If you are an anime fan, they 
offer DVDs, wall scrolls, T-shirts, 



and other collector's items. 

Game Fu owner Dave Stabley 
said they do something many stores 
don't: they special order anything. 

"We really want to get it through 
that this is more than just a store 
that you walk in to and buy, and 
then leave. We are more communi- 
ty-oriented, and not just another 
Wal-Mart," Stabley said. 

Stabley also said that his prices 
beat Sam Goody and Wal-Mart, by 
at least $2-$3. 

Game Fu is currently open Mon- 
day thru Saturday from 10-7 p.m., 
and Sunday from 1-5 p.m. due to 
zoning, but Stabley said this will 
change next semester. Because of 



zoning problems, they are limited 
in the hours the store can be open, 
and it also prevents them from 
gaming. 

After the area is rezoned, the 
store's hours will change to 12 p.m. 
12 a.m., and Stabley said it will start 
to have events such as 'Anime 
Night' where everyone can join 
them in watching anime on the 60- 
inch television. People will also be 
able to come in and play collectable 
card games for hours. Stabley said 
they have to game at other places, 
and had their first Magic game 
night last Friday at the Tin Cup on 
Fourth Street. 

Stabley is from Albuquerque, 



New Mexico, where there were 
already 15 competitors open. He 
said he opened Game Fu in Natchi- 
toches because he could offer some- 
thing that people here could not get 
anywhere else in town. Customers' 
ages vary as much as their mer- 
chandise, from seven years old to 
70. "People think I'm this big corpo- 
rate store, and I'm not. I'm just me," 
Stabley said. 

Game Fu also has a website at 
www.gamefu.net. The site has chat 
rooms, forums, video game hints 
and even live cameras that show 
what is going on inside the store.

If you want to buy songs online and listen to them, 
here's how it works in 10 (mostly) easy steps:

Step 6: If you want' te-listen to the music on your 
PC, fire up the software that came with the site and 
kit play. Or open Windows Media Player, Real Play- 
it or the music program of your choice and tell it 
Nhere you put the downloaded files. You're ready to 
BckV roll; skip to Step 10. 

Step 7: If you want an audio CD, use the site's soft- 




ware to make one _ or use a commercial music soft- 
ware program if the site doesn't have its own soft- 
ware. Use the instructions built into the software. 
Head to Step 10. 

Step 8: If you want to use a portable player and the 
files are in a format your player can handle, use the 
site's software or the program that came with your 
player to load the tunes. Skip to Step 10. 

Step 9: If you want MP3 files because that's what 
your portable player likes, but the service you chose 
uses Windows Media Audio (WMA) or Advanced 
Audio Coding (AAC) files like these four sites do, 
you've got an additional, irritating step. Make an 
audio CD, then use a music software program like 
Windows Media Player or MusicMatch Jukebox to 
rip the tracks back off to your hard drive as MP3 
files. Now you can do what you want with them. 

Step 10: Listen and enjoy.

While there might still be a slight 
taboo, the divorce rate has been so 
high for so long that I wonder if 
there's any American over the age of 
5 who doesn't know at least three 
divorced people.

been divorced allows a man to say, 
"Look, I tried. It just didn't work out, 
but at least I am good enough to get 
someone to say yes when I ask." 

The fact that getting married and 
then divorced shows no more sign 
of commitment than those who stay 
single is a concept foreign to many 
people in the dating trenches. 

I'm not convinced that divorced 
folks hold the upper hand in the dat- 
ing world, but I do feel that in the 
baggage department, divorce once 
represented a hefty suitcase. Now 
that luggage has been reduced to a 
duffel bag that fits easily in the over- 
head compartment.

Todd Walker speaks on

Former LSU Baseball star 
and former Boston Red Sox 
player Todd Walker served 
as the 2003 Natchitoches 
Christmas Festival Parade 
grand marshal this past Sat- 
urday. 

Walker said he was happy 
to be in Natchitoches and it 
was nice to be at home. He 
also said it was nice to be in a 
city like Natchitoches 
because of its history with 
the Christmas Festival. 

"We used to talk about the 
lights all the time when I 
lived in Shreveport," Walker 
said. "I haven't been able to 
come as much as I would like 
but it feels good to be back in 
Natchitoches." 

Walker is a former Bossier 
City resident and he went to 
Airline High School. After 
high school Walker went to 
LSU where he had an Ail- 
American career. At LSU, 
Walker was the first Tiger in 
LSU history to hit .400 for a 
season. He also played for 
Team USA before going pro. 

Walker then made his big 
league debut in 1996 with 
Minnesota, was traded in 
2000 to Colorado and then to 
Cincinnati in 2001. He has 
played in 749 major league 
games. In 2002, Walker 
joined the Boston Red Sox. 

Walker established his

name in the major leagues 
with his play in the 2003 
playoffs with the Red Sox. 
He hit a record five postsea- 
son home runs in Boston's 
push towards the World 
Series. 

The Red Sox lost in Game 7 
to the New York Yankees in 
the American League Cham- 
pionship Series. In the regu- 
lar season, he hit .283 with 
13 home runs and a career- 
high 85 RBI. 

Before the parade, Walker 
had a press conference where 
he talked about his former 
team, Alex Rodriquez, Curt 
Schilling, being a free agent 



and the steroid scandal in 
Major League Baseball. 

Walker said that his friend, 
General Manager Theo 
Epstein, would probably not 
trade for Alex Rodriquez. He 
also said that players these 
days are driven by market- 
ing and money. 

"You can't win in baseball 
with a position player for 
that much money," Walker 
said. "It comes down to the 
money and Boston does not 
have the money to afford A- 
Rod." 

Walker also said that the 
Curt Schilling trade for 
Boston was a good move, 



just not that good. He said 
that players like Schilling 
make more money off their 
names and that Boston 
should have gotten a 
younger pitcher, like Mark 
Prior. 

"Curt is a lot like Roger 
Clemens, he has a hard 
straight fastball and a split- 
finger that can strike out bat- 
ters if he gets ahead," Walker 
said. 

Walker said he enjoyed 
playing in the biggest rivalry 
in baseball, when the Red 
Sox and Yankees squared off 
in the post season. 

"It was hyped up more 



than I felt as a player," Walk- 
er said. "I was aware of how 
dramatic the rivalry was in 
game 7 of the ALCS." 

Walker also discussed the 
steroid scandal in baseball. 

"It is proven to help 
enhance baseball players but 
it is known to cause harmful 
side-effects that could hurt a 
players' career," Walker said. 
"It also puts everyone else, 
like myself, that does not 
take steroids on an uneven 
playing field." 

Walker said that a player's 
career could be shortened 
because of steroid use and 
for years some baseball play- 
ers have taken that risk and 
that it is up to the individual 
to take such risk. He also 
mentioned that MLB would 
start to impose more penal- 
ties this season after finding 
out that over the 5% thresh- 
old of players takes steroids. 

Walker also mentioned 
that he would be a free agent 
soon. He has talked to differ- 
ent clubs and looks to head 
to somewhere else. 

He said he will miss play- 
ing in Boston and it was well 
known that he wanted to go 
back to the club, but it did 
not work out. 

"Hopefully, I can move on 
and to a new team and win a 
World Series championship 
with them," Walker said.

NSU Football 2003 

Among the Demon sports 
teams, the Demon football 
team was possibly the most 
followed this season.

Demons through their 87-27 
win against Southeastern 
Louisiana and 59-0 shutout 
over Oklahoma Panhandle 
State, but many fans dropped 
off after the Demon's harsh 
homecoming loss to the 
Nicholl's State Colonels. 

Fans watched in awe as the 
Demons ranked as high as 
11th in the nation with a 6-2 
record and fell in shame as 
they lost their final four 
games. The Demons ran 
through teams like Jackson 
State and Delaware State, but 
fell short to conference teams 
Sam Houston State and 
McNeese State in conference. 

This may be because of the 
Demon's unbalanced sched- 
ule as conference play 
proved to be more difficult 
than the rest of the season. 

Overall, the Demon 
offense played well as Der- 



rick Johnese and Shelton 
Sampson rushed for 989 
yards and 728 yards respec- 
tively. Sophomore quarter- 
back Davon Vinson and 
freshman wide receiver Der- 
rick Doyle also put up good 
numbers this season.

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Downtown bridge closed indefinitely, 
under repair for structural failures

The Church Street Bridge 
was closed Saturday by the 
Louisiana Department of 
Transportation and Develop- 
ment due to two structural 
failures. 

Rhett Desselle, district 
maintenance engineer, said 
that a cap and girders are in 
poor condition. The pilings 
that hold up the bridge are 
capped in concrete. Girders 
connect those caps to each 
other, and the force of traffic 
weighs primarily on the gird- 
ers. Desselle said the approxi- 
mately 14000 cars that cross 
the bridge daily cause the 
weight. 

A DOTD maintenance crew 
supervisor was driving across 
the bridge last week and 
noticed a vertical difference in 
its surface. 

"The bridge is actually 
starting to slide down into the 
river," Desselle said. 

After a closer look, the 
DOTD restricted traffic flow

to cars Friday. Desselle said 
they originally thought the 
cap was the one source of the 
sinking. An in-depth inspec- 
tion on Saturday revealed 
that the girder that connected 
to the breaking cap was also 
failing. 

"The next large load that 



came over could've put the 
span in the water," Desselle 
said. 

The bridge has since been 
closed and the repair could 
take weeks, Desselle said, but 
not months. 

Some businesses on Front 
Street have been affected by 



the closure, but others credit 
the customer slow-down to a 
yearly January decrease in 
patrons. 

Jen£ Havens, a waitress at 
Papa's Bar and Grill and sen- 
ior nutrition major said the 
flow of traffic has slowed. 

"People are probably more 



avoiding this part of town," 

Havens said. This has led to 
less lunch hour customers. 

Rachel Robinson, a first 
year graduate student in 
sports administration, also 
waits tables at the restaurant. 

"It's usually pretty full," 
Robinson said. She said there 
are 40 to 50 tables during a 
normal lunch shift but she has 
been serving just a few in the 
past few days. 

"It has slowed down a lot," 
Havens said. 

The Hall Tree, a store locat- 
ed on the corner of Church 

Street and Front Street, has 
been slow this week. 

Ashley Brister, a Hall Tree 
employee and junior educa- 
tion major, said, "We're slow 
anyway after the Christmas 
Festival." 

The Church Street Bridge 
was built in 1936 and under- 
goes required inspections 
every two years. Desselle said 
the time between inspections 
on bridges can vary from six 
to 12 months depending on 
the condition of each bridge. 

Desselle said the only major 
constructive changes in the 
Church Street Bridge have 
been cosmetic in nature and 
not structural.

The Speed Demon system 
has become more and more 
accepted, but there is a 
debate over whether it is bet- 
ter than the declining balance 
system. 

Speed Demon, 
which works similarly to a 
debit card, may be used as a 
cash alternative at vending 
machines, washing machines 
and dining facilities on cam- 
pus. SGA President Scott 
Manguno is trying to spread 
the news of the system. 

"When Greg 
[Comeaux] and I ran for Pres- 
ident and Vice-President we 
really wanted to see some 
meal plan reform on campus, 
and we're trying for a much 
larger thing having the Uni- 



versity actually go to a 
rollover system and a refund 
policy," Manguno said. "But 
right now what we can do is 
jump on the bandwagon 
with [Speed Demon] and 
take advantage of this. If 
you're 21 and if you're a sen- 
ior or if you don't live on 
campus or you don't meet 
the other requirements for 
not having a meal plan, you 
can take advantage of that." 

The debate is about 
the lack of a rollover plan for 
the declining balance system. 
Students who have a meal 
plan are required to use all of 
their balance before the end 
of the semester or they will 
lose whatever is not spent. 

The Speed Demon account, 
however, is a rollover system, 
so any money you put on the 
card will remain on the card.

No money will be lost. 

ARAMark, the food serv- 
ice provider on campus, has 
agreed to the usage of the 
Speed Demon card in their 
dining facilities, allowing 
users to purchase meals at 
Vic's or Iberville. Kristy 
Vienne, coordinator of the 
OneCard operation, 
explained in detail how the 
Speed Demon account 
works. 



Vienne said, "[Students 
with the Speed Demon card] 
can use their Speed Demon 
account at any of the dining 
locations, as well as the book- 
store. They can use it at the 
snack machines. They can 
use it at the new convenience 
store that ARAMark has just 
opened, as well as the laun- 
dry facilities at all the resi- 
dence halls. We're also work- 
ing with Coca-Cola to hope- 



fully have all the Coke 
machines up and running by 
Mardi Gras holiday, if not 
sometime shortly after." 

Other plans for the card's 
usage will be at local printing 
shops, such as The Ink Spot, 
as well as being able to be 
used at the copy machines at 
the library rather than the 
Vendamat cards. 

"Currently it only takes a 
minimum of a $25 deposit to 
open the account, and none 
of that goes to the University. 
All $25 goes to the student's 
account, then the student can 
come back and add any 
amount." Vienne said. 

There may be cause for 
concern if the card is lost. 
Without any pin numbers to 
activate, anyone who finds a

Flu season more intense 
than usual, Infirmary 
offers tips for students

With the peak of the 
flu season present and col- 
lege students living in tight- 
knit living quarters, the risk 
of contracting the flu is high. 

It is easy to pass the 
flu from one person another 
in a college setting because of 
dormitory-style living, shar- 
ing beverages, having poor 
hygiene and increased stress. 

There has been an 
increase of cases of the flu 
this year. 

NSU staff nurse Lisa 
Thomas said the NSU infir- 
mary has seen early cases of 
the flu and flu-like illnesses in 
students since before Thanks- 
giving break on campus. 

Thomas said the flu is 
more serious than having a 
cold, because the symptoms 
are more severe and last 
longer. 

"Once you are 
exposed, you are talking 
about a down time of five to 



10 days of class time," 
Thomas said 

Thomas said over-the- 
counter medicines, such as 
Tylenol or decongestants, are 
given to treat students with flu 
symptoms. 

Thomas said there are 
flu medications available, 
such as Tamifiu or Flumadine 
if flu symptoms are caught 
within 24 to 48 hours. The 
medications greatly reduce 
the number of sick days. 

"Unfortunately a lot 
of times people don't realize 
they have the flu until after 
three days, when they realize 
they are not getting any bet- 
ter, ' Thomas said. 

Thomas said by the 
third day of symptoms, that 
the medications are too late to 
take to be effective. 

A flier in the infir- 
mary published by ETR Asso- 
ciates, suggests that people 
should see their health care 
provider, when they have 
shaking chills, a high fever 
that lasts more than two to 
three days, a severe headache, 
or severe muscle pain. 
Wheezing, and dark urine are 
also signs to see a doctor. 

According to the Cen- 
ters for Disease Control, the 
difference between the cold 
and the flu is that with the flu, 



there are an increase in mus- 
cle aches, fever, chills, 
headaches, dry cough and 
weakness. 

"With a cold, you usu- 
ally have more sinus 
drainage," Thomas said. "The 
flu is usually more of a dry, 
hacky, painful almost type of 
cough.' 

According to the ETR 
Associates flier, contracting 
the flu can be prevented by 
getting a yearly flu vaccine, 
by washing the hands often, 
exercising regularly, eating 
healthy foods, and restraining 
from smoking. 

After contracting the 
flu, get plenty of rest, drink 
lots of clear fluids, take 
aspirin, and gargle with salt 
water for a sore throat. 

It also states that the 
flu vaccine can reduce the 
chances of getting the flu by 
75 percent. People should get 
the flu vaccine each year 
because the two most com- 
mon strains, A and B, mutate 
every year. 

The flier stated that 
the peak time for the flu is 
between mid-December and 
mid- January. However, it is 
best to get vaccinated for the 
virus between October and 
November.. 



Bush proposes manned flights to 
moon, Mars; cost a question mark

President Bush set a soaring 
"new course for America's space 
program" on Wednesday by pro- 
posing manned exploration of the 
moon within a generation and of 
Mars sometime after that. 

The price could soar, too, to 
about $170 billion, according to a 
NASA document. But Bush spoke 
mostly of the challenge he saw 
ahead. 

"We do not know where this 
journey will end," Bush said, 
standing before photos of the 
moon and Mars at NASA's head- 
quarters, "yet we do know this: 
Human beings are headed into the 
cosmos." 

Comparing the new quest into 
space to the Lewis and Clark 
expedition that opened the Amer- 
ican West, the president declared: 
"The desire to explore and under- 
stand is part of our character." 

Astronauts could return to the 
moon to establish a more perma- 
nent outpost, instead of brief visits 
as in the Apollo era, as soon as 
2015 or as late as 2020, according 
to Bush's plan. 

Wednesday's much anticipated 
announcement was heavy on the 
what and the where of this new 
initiative, but light on the how 
and the how much. 

The missions would employ a 
not-yet-designed "Crew Explo- 
ration Vehicle" that would replace 
the current space shuttle, which 
would be scrapped in 2010. Con- 
struction work on the Internation- 
al Space Station, the world's cur- 
rent presence in space, would fin- 
ish at the same time. It could be 
used to help on the moon-Mars 
mission. 

Robots similar to the Spirit 
rover now on Mars will pave the 
way for manned moon missions, 
which could be launched as soon 
as 2008. 

Bush gave no date for humans 
visiting the red planet. Sean 
O'Keefe, NASA's administrator, 
said: "Our principle destination is 
Mars to be sure. That's why we're 
there right now." 

Bush also offered no overall cost 
estimate for NASA's vast new 
mission. Nor would NASA. A 
NASA document distributed after 
Bush's speech showed three gen- 
eral categories involving the 



moon-Mars mission and a few 
other smaller programs, which 
would cost a total of about $170 
billion by 2020. More than 80 per- 
cent of that spending would occur 
after Bush leaves office, even if he 
is elected to a second term. 

Retiring the limping space shut- 
tle program would free some 
money in NASA's tight $15.4 bil- 
lion budget, as would curtailing 
construction for the over-budget 
International Space Station. Bush 
pledged to invite other nations to 
join in the missions to the moon 
and beyond, but O'Keefe said 
they'll be U.S.-led. 

NASA veterans, including 
Christopher Kraft, who oversaw 
the Apollo Program, said the cur- 
rent agency is too old and rigid to 
do what the president wants. 
NASA will reorganize, in light of 
its new mission, on Thursday, 
O'Keefe said, with an emphasis on 
"being flexible." 

The key to getting to the moon 
and eventually Mars is likely to be 
money, however, and NASA has 
had a hard time managing that. 
Former NASA officials and out- 
side space experts point to a histo- 
ry of massive cost overruns and 
poor NASA budget estimating. 

Going to the moon and Mars is 
important, and "the next thing an 
exploring nation ought to do," 
said Humboldt Mandell, a former 
NASA cost estimating expert who 
managed the agency's moon-Mars 
exploration program in the 1990s. 
But he added: "You should never 
give anybody a blank check." 

With NASA, said Mandell, now 
at the University of Texas' Center 
For Space Research, "costs just 
grow as long as you stay within 
the established bureaucracy." 

When President Reagan pro- 
posed the International Space Sta- 
tion in 1984, for example, it was 
supposed to cost $8 billion, about 
$14 billion in current dollars. Con- 
gress has appropriated $32 billion 
already. 

Mandell, who participated in 
NASA's pricing effort, said he ini- 
tially estimated the space station's 
cost in 1984 at $18 billion to $20 
billion. Senior managers, he said, 
felt they couldn't sell it to Con- 
gress at that price and created an 
$8 billion cost estimate. 

"The belief is that if you really 
tell people what your honest esti- 



mates are, they're not going to 
approve it," said Roger Launius, a 
former NASA chief historian. 

The first President Bush discov- 
ered that in 1989 when he pro- 
posed a moon-Mars expedition. It 
died when Congress balked at its 
$400 billion price tag. 

The most famous example of 
accurate NASA budgeting is a 
moral fable in its own right. The 
first time NASA went to the 
moon, Administrator James Webb 
was in the car on the way to the 
White House when on a whim he 
doubled the $10 billion cost esti- 
mate that NASA officials had 
come up with for the Apollo pro- 
gram, Launius said. 

The program came in about 20 
percent under budget. 

The space agency is already 
having problems with moon-Mars 
project cost estimates. 

O'Keefe said Wednesday on 
CNN: "We're talking about every 
taxpayer contributes, on average, 
about 15 cents a day. The price of 
a monthly cable television bill is 
what's being contributed by the 
average taxpayer." 

That'd come to about $4.50 a 
month. According to the Federal 
Communications Commission, 
the average American house- 
hold's monthly cable television 
bill last year was $40.11, or $1.32 a 
day. 

President Bush proposes to 
increase NASA's total budget by 
$1 billion over the next five years. 
He'd add $11 billion diverted from 
other agency projects, mainly 
from reductions in shuttle and 
space station spending. 

Spending for the moon-Mars 
project will be heaviest in the 
vote-rich states of Florida and 
Texas, where NASA manages and 
launches rockets. The moon-Mars 
project has a key ally in the House 
of Representatives because the 
Johnson Space Center is in Hous- 
ton, home to powerful Majority 
Leader Tom DeLay. DeLay attend- 
ed Wednesday's NASA event, 
along with at least three Apollo 
astronauts. 

One of them, Eugene Cernan, 
the last man to leave the moon, 
beamed after the speech: "I want 
somebody dearly to take that 
dubious honor of being the last 
man on the moon off my shoul- 
der."

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Holiday roadblocks 
garner small success 
during semester break

The NSU police tested a new 
strategy for preventing crime over 
the Christmas break by blocking 
off all campus entrances with the 
exception of the Caspari Street 
entrance. 

The SGA passed a bill to impose 
the roadblocks due to concerns 
over the safety of student posses- 
sions left unattended in campus 
dorm rooms and apartments. SGA 
senator Mindy McConnel spon- 
sored the bill, which required all 
incoming campus traffic to be tun- 
neled past the police station in 
hopes of deterring would-be 
thieves. 

The roadblocks were set up Dec. 



20 following the winter graduation 
ceremony and were removed at 
noon Jan. 4. 

Doug Prescott, NSU campus 
police detective, said, "It isn't 
uncommon to have one or two 
break-ins reported after the break." 

At press time, the police depart- 
ment had received one report of 
theft at the University Columns 
Apartments that occurred during 
the semester break. Prescott gave 
no other details on the robbery. 

Prescott remained optimistic 
about the effect of the roadblock 
strategy despite this incident and 
said that it would be employed 
again in the future. 

"It served its purpose well, I 
believe," Prescott said.

|he Student Government Associ- 
ation is preparing to begin a new 
jester of business. 

5GA Vice President Scott Man- 
said the first official SGA 
feting of the semester is sched- 
uled for Jan. 26. 

However, Manguno said several 
cfch senators do not want to wait 
(pf Jan. 26, and a meeting may be 
piganized sooner. 

five pieces of legislation were 
UPled at the Dec. 1 meeting, which 
was the last official SGA meeting of 
jj, e fall semester. This legislation 
,,-ill be discussed at the first meet- 
ing this semester. 

The first piece of legislation pro- 
poses amending the section of the 
5GA by-laws that lists the require- 



ments a student must meet in order 
to run for SGA treasurer. 

Currently, a student must have 
completed two accounting classes 
with a grade of "C" or better in 
order to run for SGA treasurer. If 
the bill is approved, this require- 
ment will be removed. 

The next piece of legislation pro- 
poses amending a section of the 
SGA by-laws that establishes the 
scholarship allotment for the SGA 
president. 

According to the bill, the SGA 
president receives a full-time schol- 
arship and includes a 19A meal 
plan ($738). 

If the bill is approved, the term 
''full-time scholarship" will be 
replaced with "SGA Presidential 
Scholarship." The bill states that 
the newly established scholarship 
will "provide a stipend equivalent 
to the cost of the infirmary fee, 
rental of a dormitory room, regis- 
tration fee, and any other fees 
charged at registration excluding 
those of a meal plan." 

Another piece of legislation is a 
resolution proposing that special 



privileges given to student athletes 
concerning class registration be dis- 
continued. The resolution states 
that "students who are not athletes 
should not be denied the right to 
obtain a seat in a needed class sim- 
ply because he or she lacks athletic 
ability." 

The fourth piece of legislation 
that will be discussed at the first 
meeting is a bill proposing to 
amend the section of the SGA by- 
laws that states that each SGA sen- 
ator is required to write two pieces 
of legislation per semester. 

Upon approval of this bill, SGA 
senators will only be required to 
write one piece of legislation each 
semester. 

The last piece of legislation states 
that there are currently no bike 
racks located near Morrison Hall 
and the Family and Consumer Sci- 
ence building, and the University 
should place bike racks in these 
locations. 

SGA meetings are held on Mon- 
days at 7 p.m. in the Cane River 
Room of the Student Union and are 
open to all current NSU students.

The Democ- 
rats vying for 
nomination in this 
year's presidential 
elections are using a tactic that 
served nominee Al Gore quite well 
in the last election: televised 
debates. This format catches peo- 
ple up in the fervor of politicking 
and also provides a great deal of 
public exposure at relatively little 
cost to the candidates, but it puts 
the discussion under the control of 
moderators chosen by the organi- 
zations that sponsor these forums. 

Minority and race issues have 
been represented out of all propor- 
tion in this election period's round 
of debates thanks to sponsorships 
from groups like the Congression- 
al Black Caucus, and Sunday's 
debate in Iowa was actually called 
the Black & Brown Presidential 
Forum.

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Remembering the King

Monday is the national holiday 
in which we celebrate and remem- 
ber the life and triumphs of the 
Rev. Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. in 
his advocacy of equality between 
the races. 

So what is so special about the 
Martin Luther King Jr. holiday? 
Assistant Professor of History in 
the school of Social Sciences Elaine 
Thompson said that the holiday 
"gives all Americans a chance to 
stop and commemorate the strug- 
gles of all African-Americans in 
their efforts to gain civil rights." 

It took many years of struggle to 
get the King Holiday passed as a 
federal holiday, including a few 
setbacks. On April 8, 1968, Con- 
gressman John Conyers introduced 
the first legislation to provide for a 
Martin Luther King Jr. federal holi- 
day. January 15, 1969, The King 
Center sponsored the first annual 
observance of Dr. King's birthday, 
setting the model and tone for cele- 
brating the holiday. They held an 
ecumenical service and called for a 



nation-wide commemoration of 
his birthday. 

In April of 1971 the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference 
gathered 3 million signatures in 
support of a holiday for Dr. King 
and presented them to Congress. 
However, Congress did not take 
action to move it forward. 

In 1973, Illinois was the first 
state to pass a King Holiday bill. 
The following year Massachusetts 
and Connecticut followed, and in 
1975, the New Jersey State 
Supreme Court ruled that the 
state had to provide a paid holi- 
day in honor of Dr. King. On Feb. 
19, 1979, Coretta Scott King testi- 
fied before the Senate Judiciary 
Committee hearings for the King 
Holiday and urged for Rep. Cony- 
ers to bring the bill up for floor vote 
in the U.S. House of Representa- 
tives. After, Mrs. King and The 
King Center began a nation-wide 
King Holiday petition campaign, 
collecting over 300,000 signatures 
by the end of the year. 

The King Holiday bill finally 
began to move through Congress, 
but in November it was defeated in 
the House by five votes. Mrs. King 
continued in the next year to speak 
before the Senate, and Stevie Won- 
der joined with and presented with 
Mrs. King and The King Center, in 
1982, petitions with over 6 million 
signatures in support of the King 
holiday to the Speaker of the 
House. 

In June of 1982, Mrs. King once 
again testified before Congress, 
and in August of that same year the 
House passed the King Holiday 
Bill. It provided that the third Mon- 
day of January would be used to 
observe the King Holiday. The bill 
passed with a vote of 338 to 90. On

Nov. 3, 1983, President Ronald Rea- 
gan signed the bill, which estab- 
lished that the holiday would 
begin being observed nationally in 
1986. 

From there the fight was not fin- 
ished. In 1990 The Wall Street Jour- 
nal reported that only 18 percent of 
businesses provided a paid King 
Holiday, and on Aug. 23, 1994, 
President Clinton signed the Mar- 
tin Luther King Jr. Federal Holiday 
and Service Act. This expanded the 
mission of the holiday as a day of 
community service, interracial 
cooperation and youth anti-vio- 
lence initiatives. 

Today the King Holiday is 
observed nation-wide and has 
even extended to other countries, 
like Trinidad. To learn more about 
the King Holiday and The King 
Center go to 

www. thekingcenter. org. 

This year, Natchitoches is cele- 
brating Dr. King's life and legacy 
with a number of activities, starting 
with a celebration brunch at 9 a.m. 
The brunch will be held at the First 
Baptist Church Amulet Street H.B. 



Barnum Fellowship Hall. Special 
guests include local poet Monica 
Raymo, Dr. Doris Benjamin Small, 
and Rev. Ronnie Evans and the 
Friendship B.C. choir. The brunch 
is $5, to be paid at the door. 

The activities continue at noon 
with a youth emphasis service, to 
be celebrated at the Martin Luther 
King Recreational Complex, and 
then a wreath-laying ceremony at 
5:15 p.m. at the Martin Luther King 
Triangle. The ceremony will 
include a march from MLK Trian- 
gle to the MLK Recreational Com- 
plex. It is asked that those partici- 
pating in the ceremony bring a can- 
dle wrapped in non-flammable 
material. The MLK Recreational 
Complex is located at 660 MLK Dr., 
and the MLK Triangle is at the cor- 
ner of Barry Street and MLK Drive. 

The day's festivities will con- 
clude at the MLK Recreational 
Complex with a climaxing service 
at 6 p.m. The service will be led by 
Pastor Dewayne Roberson and will 
feature the choir from the North 
Star Baptist Church.

We'll start this one with a little 
white lie. "It happens to every 
guy." You know what I'm talking 
about: premature ejaculation, 
source of enormous embarrass- 
ment for every man on the planet. 
The myth that it happens to every 
guy is categorically untrue, but it 
does happen with some frequency 
among younger, less sexually expe- 
rienced men. 

Premature ejaculation is defined

bath or engage in a sensuous mas- 
sage. Communication is another 
way to relieve anxiety, but it has to 
be done delicately so as not to ruin 
the moment with the clinical expec- 
tation talk. 

Engage in foreplay! This is the 
easiest way to get your partner 
worked up and take the pressure 
off performance during inter- 
course. Do not be afraid to take a 
break, whether during foreplay or 
intercourse. Partially losing your 
erection allows you time to build 
back up to the moment when cli- 
max will be satisfying for both of 
you. 

The SHIC offers a wide variety of 
techniques that help lessen the 
need to ejaculate prematurely.

president Bush gives election 
year State of the Union address; 
focus on state of economy, war

President Bush 
described a nation at 
peril Tuesday in a State 
of the Union speech 
that focused on the 
threat of terrorism, the 
challenges in Iraq and 
the need for more eco- 
nomic growth. 

In a nationally tele- 
vised address that pre- 
viewed the themes of 
his re-election cam- 
paign, Bush defended 
his decision to invade 
Iraq and warned Ameri- 
cans that the nation 
remains vulnerable to terrorists. He sought to play to 
his political strengths by casting himself as a tough- 
minded leader dealing with big challenges. 

Borrowing a page from Abraham Lincoln, who urged 
voters during the Civil War to avoid "changing horses 
in midstream," Bush called on Americans to stick with 
him as he confronts terrorism, Iraq and economic 
problems. 

"We have faced serious challenges together and now 
we face a choice. We can go forward with confidence 
and resolve, or we can turn back to the dangerous 
illusion that terrorists are not plotting and outlaw 
regimes are no threat to us," he told a joint session of 
Congress. "We have not come all this way _ through 
tragedy and trial and war _ only to falter and leave 
our work unfinished." 

On issue after issue, Bush described a nation con- 
fronted by challenges _ at risk from terrorism, at risk 
from "thugs" in Iraq, at risk from "activist judges" who 
nave been "redefining marriage" by striking down laws 
a 9ainst gay marriage. 

Declaring that "the people's voice must be heard," 
he threw his support behind a proposed constitutional 
amendment to outlaw same-sex marriages. 

If judges insist on forcing their arbitrary will upon 
^ e People, the only alternative left to the people 
Would be the constitutional process. Our nation must 
defend the sanctity of marriage," Bush said. 

He also urged Congress to renew the Patriot Act, an 
anr -i-terrorism law that's set to expire next year. Critics 
% the law's expanded police powers trample on 
Americans' constitutional rights, but Bush called it a 
Wal law enforcement tool. 

Although Bush highlighted U.S. accomplishments in 
^ and in the war on terrorism, he said much more 
J^s to be done. He urged Americans to avoid being 
"lied by the absence of attacks on the homeland

University Presi- 
dent Randall Webb appoint- 
ed Anthony Sheffler to the 
position on July 1 of last 
year to serve an interim 
term of one year. Sheffler 
left his job as Dean of the 
Graduate School to fill the 
vacant slot in order to give 
the university time to search 
for a permanent vice presi- 
dent. Sheffler's interim peri- 
od will conclude on June 30. 

The position is 
being advertised in the 
Chronicle of Higher Educa- 
tion, a national journal with 
a section devoted to adver- 
tising available positions at 
colleges and universities. 
Director of the Social Sci- 
ences Department Kass 
Byrd is heading a committee 
to conduct the application 
and interview process. The 
committee will then present 
its findings to Webb, who 
will make the final decision 
on whom to appoint. 

"[The committee] will 
obviously have a major role 
in this process because 
they're representative of the 
faculty and staff of the uni- 
versity," said Webb. 

The vice president over- 
sees a wide variety of uni- 
versity departments and 
functions. 

"Anything that has to do 
with academics, meaning all 
the colleges, the library, the 
student services... the regis- 
trar, loans, financial aid, all 
of that falls under it," Shef- 
fler said. "It is responsible 
for coordination among the 
department heads to see

Warrior's speech at NSU 
will be a composite of his cen- 
tral beliefs written specifically 
for Northwestern students. 

"Ralph Nader was very left- 
ist, and I wanted someone 
more to the right... (Warrior 
and I) both think there are a 
lot of people on campus that 
are conservative but don't 
know it," Floyd said. 

Warrior gained fame dur- 
ing the 1980s and early 1990s 



as a wrestler in the World 
Wrestling Federation while 
performing under the 
moniker "The Ultimate War- 
rior." He has since legally 
changed his name to "War- 
rior" and now focuses on 
writing and speaking about 
his conservative political 
views, according to his official 
website, www.ultimatewar- 
rior.com. 

Comeaux expressed opti- 
mism about Warrior's lecture. 

"It's going to be interesting 
to see how he goes about it. I 



don't think he's going to run 
around and throw chairs and 
act like a professional 
wrestler. I'm looking forward 
to it... I just hope a lot of stu- 
dents go," Comeaux said. 

Other NSU students do not 
share Comeaux's enthusiasm. 

Sophomore Brandon Chau- 
vin said, "I don't want to see 
the Ultimate Warrior talk 
about politics. It's ridiculous. 
It's like seeing a cartoon come 
to life." 

Floyd, however, remains 
confident that the lecture will 



be a success, as he feels that 
Warrior will draw many stu- 
dents who would not ordi- 
narily attend a political 
speech. "People will be sur- 
prised to find out how intelli- 
gent he is and how friendly 
he is," Floyd said. 

Warrior's speech will take 
place Wednesday at 7 p.m. in 
the University Ballroom in 
the Student Union.

Some progress in faculty audit

Small developments have 
occurred in one audit investi- 
gation involving NSU faculty 
while another continues its 
progress through the 
Louisiana political system. 

The first of these investiga- 
tions dated Oct. 30, 2001 
involved former Dean of 
Continuing Education Alvin 



Brossette and two colleagues, 
Glenn Moffett and Sherman 
Vogel. 

Then Louisiana Legislative 
Auditor Daniel Kyle found 
that Brossette had faked 
invoices, which allegedly led 
to the misuse of $60,000. 

After a month on paid 
administrative leave, the 
Louisiana System's Board of 
Supervisors denied the termi- 



nation appeals of the three 
faculty members and the 
employment of all three was 
terminated. 

Natchitoches District Attor- 
ney Van Kyzar plans to meet 
with U.S. District Attorney 
Donald Washington within 
the next two weeks to discuss 
possible criminal investiga- 
tions pertaining to the audit. 

Another NSU faculty mem- 



ber involved in questionable 
money management is for- 
mer Coordinator of Residen- 
tial Life Woodrow Blair. 

David West, coordinator 
for the NSU news bureau, 
said Blair is still on paid 
administrative leave original- 
ly enacted on June 19, 2003. 

No new details of the inves- 
tigation were available at 
press time.

The C-Store is one of the ways 
we were able to do that," Martin 
said. 

Marketing Manager of Food Ser- 
vices Niki M. de Sota said, "Tell us 
what you want out here, that we 
can carry. We'll go ahead and get it 
and put it in the store." 

Freshman music education 
major Lindsay Brown said, "Ifs 
convenient. It is expensive, but it's 
an adequate selection for what it 
is." 

David Steele, freshman music 
education major, said, "I think 
probably in emergencies, or if I 
needed something I couldn't get 
somewhere else - if I couldn't go 
off campus - I'd be like, 'Oh well I 
can just go there and get it.' I think 
maybe it's a little bit over priced." 

Martin said not to expect grocery 
store deals, like 3 cans for 99 cents. 
"This is not a grocery store. If you 
need something real quick, there it 
is," Martin said. 

Martin said, "The C-Store has the 
standard convenience store prices. 
It's a convenience store, not Wal- 
Mart or Brookshire's." 

Prices are based on a national 
average taken by the grocer supply 
company from which the C-Store 
receives its products, Martin said. 

"Prices at the C-Store are well 
within the lines of prices at other 



convenience stores," Martin said. 

Sophomore business administra- 
tion major Lauri Johnson said, 
"You don't have to go all the way to 
Wal-Mart to get stuff you need. 
Maybe for a class or if I ever need 
milk, I can get a little thing of it." 

The store includes personal 
hygiene products, microwavable 
meals, snack foods and bulk candy. 
Because Northwestern has an alco- 
hol-free campus, no alcoholic bev- 
erages will be available at the C- 
Store. 

The C-Store also does not have 
tobacco products. Martin said, "At 
this point we don't have any plans 
to sell them right now. I don't think 
parents would want their kids 
spending their food money on cig- 
arettes." 

Martin said that ARAMark 
decided to experiment with the C- 



Store idea after reviewing student 
surveys conducted over past 
semesters. 

"Some of the suggestions we 
received from students said they 
needed some sort of convenience 
store on campus," Martin said. 

Martin said that the C-Store was 
fully funded by ARAMark, and 
that none of the money came from 
student accounts. Martin said, "We 
are trying to do something for the 
students. We hope they appreciate 
the fact that we are trying to do 
something new for them." 

De Sota said, "It's really good to 
give back to the kids, to say thank 
you. We appreciate you letting us 
put this in for you." 

The store is open 2 p.m. to 10 
p.m. Sun., 10 a.m. to midnight 
Mon.-Thur., 10 a. m. to 8 p.m. Fri.

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gtudies employ trickery 
to find why U.S. so fat

On a brisk fall morning, profes- 
jor Brian Wansink welcomed four 
graduate students to his lab for 
what they thought was a taste test 
of tomato soup. 

Unbeknown to the students, two 
t'the four soup bowls were rigged 
10 jernain full, fed by hidden tubes. 
Twenty minutes later, the two stu- 
dents were surprised to learn their 
tawls had supply holes in the bot- 
(og! and that they had eaten a third 
pore than their colleagues. 

That test is one of the experi- 
ments the University of Illinois' 
yVansink has conducted to figure 
oU t why people often eat more 
than they should, a concern when 
the medical community, the food 
industry and the government are 
under pressure to figure out why 
50 many Americans are overweight 
jnd what can be done about it. 

Wansink is among researchers 
nationwide who are studying how 
external factors from packaging to 
advertising to dining companions 
influence eating behavior. Experi- 
ments show that people do not 
necessarily stop eating when their 
stomachs tell them to and in some 
oses offer lessons that could help 
to curb the obesity epidemic in 
America. "People believe they're 
pretty good at calibrating what 
they eat," said Wansink, 43, who 
studies the psychology of food. 

"I don't think they are. I think 
they rely on benchmarks, essential- 
ly the fill level of the bowl. There 
tends to be this visual cue that 
you're full." 

During two years of Wansink's 
soup experiment, students with 
bottomless bowls tended to eat 40 
percent more than test subjects 
with regular bowls. 

"I wasn't aware of it," said Nina 
Huesgen, one of the students with 
a trick bowl. "That's why I feel so 
filled up, I guess." 

Jason Stokes, who was similarly 
duped, said, "I did notice that my 
bowl level wasn't going down very 
much, but I thought that was 
because I wasn't eating very 
much." 

The soup test is one of the meth- 
ods Wansink has used to show that 
people often struggle to control 
their eating. People will shovel in a 
bucket of popcorn even if it's stale, 
and they'll gobble one candy after 
another if it's within arm's reach, 
Wansink has found. 

The research by Wansink, a pro- 
fessor of marketing, nutritional sci- 
ence and agricultural economics, is 
particularly relevant because 
recent studies have shown that 
portions in restaurants and in 
homes have increased in the last 
few decades, most notably in 
super-size" fries and soft drinks 
offered by fast-food restaurants. 

Recognizing the importance of 
Portion size, the federal govern- 
ment is reworking the serving-size 
Action of the nutrition facts label 
°n food packages to try to make it 
more useful to consumers. The cur- 
tent description of serving sizes is 
f° confusing that consumers may 
be underestimating how much 
* e y are eating, the Federal Trade 
Commission said in a recent letter 
to the Food and Drug Administra- 
which had sought comment 
^om other federal agencies on con- 
tolling obesity. 
Jhe FTC also questioned 
ne ther serving-size information 
°" the food label was "sufficiently 
de « and prominent." 

Some argue that the food indus- 
^ should help by crafting smaller

size is a factor that contributes to 
obesity, along with such features of 
modern life as elevators and com- 
puter games that discourage exer- 
cise 

"In the obesity war, portion size 
is the first casualty," said Wansink. 
"It's easy to point at, and we don't 
have to take responsibility because 
we can blame the restaurant or the 
packaged food manufacturer." 

Wansink, who founded the Uni- 
versity of Illinois' Food & Brand 
Lab, suggested that the federal 
government, which is in the 
process of revising the nutrition 
label on the side of packaged 
foods, could reconfigure the label 
so that consumers can better relate 
what and how much they are eat- 
ing to their weight. 

For example, instead of stating 
that a handful of granola has 200 
calories, the label instead could say 
the consumer would have to walk 
two miles to burn it off. 

As for ways the food industry 
could help, Wansink conducted an 
experiment that people who have 
stuffed themselves on potato chips 
might appreciate. 

He offered three different groups 
Lay's Stax potato chips, a product 
that boasts "The crispy crunch will 
keep you coming back for more." 

The first group received regular 
chips; the second got chips in 
which every seventh chip was red, 
and the third were served chips in 
which every 14th chip was red. 

Without being told the reason for 
the red chips, participants nonethe- 
less used them as a guidepost for 
how much to eat, Wansink said. 
The participants who ate the least 
had the potato chips in which 
every seventh chip was red, fol- 
lowed by the group in which every 
14th chip was red. 

"With chips, we kind of eat until 
we feel sated," he said. "But what 
happens if in a very in-your-face 
kind of way at the seventh chip 
there's a divider and you say, "Hey, 
how many have I eaten?' All of the 
sudden, it's an abrupt way to mon- 
itor how much you ate." 

Wansink's research has pro- 
duced some common-sense tips for 
weight-conscious consumers. 

Office secretaries ate 25 percent 
more candy when it was on top of 
their desk rather than in a desk 
drawer. People who drank out of 
short, fat glasses consumed consid- 
erably more than those who used 
tall, skinny glasses, even though 
the glasses held the same amount. 

"The tendency we have is to 
focus on heights instead of 
widths," Wansink wrote in a report 
on the study. "That's why, for 
instance, people say, "Boy, is the St. 
Louis Arch high.' But they never 
say, "Boy, is it wide,' even though 
the dimensions are identical." 

In one of Wansink's more reveal- 
ing experiments, he offered free 
popcorn to moviegoers at a $1 
movie theater outside Philadel- 
phia. The movie "Stargate" was 
showing, and Wansink told the 
moviegoers the free popcorn was 
part of a celebration of the theater's 
anniversary. Half the audience was 
given fresh popcorn, either in small 
containers or in jumbo buckets; 
half received 14-day-old popcorn 
in small and jumbo containers. 

"We had them write down what 
they thought about the popcorn, 
and 82 percent of the people who 
were given the old popcorn said it 
was terrible," Wansink said. 
Nonetheless, the moviegoers with 
the jumbo buckets of stale popcorn 
ate 33 percent more popcorn than 
those with the smaller container. 

In the soup experiment, Wansink 
and his colleagues had to work out 
some early kinks before they could 
gather reliable data. During one 
taste test, the tubing came loose, 
causing one of the bottomless 
bowls to drain like a bathtub onto 
the floor; clamps are now used to 
hold the tubing in place. 

Other problems surfaced 
because the level of the soup bowls 
and the stockpot were not calibrat- 
ed to make sure the soup flowed 
properly through the tubing. 

On one occasion, a student's 
soup started bubbling because of 
an imbalance between the stockpot 
and the bowl, said James Painter, 
chairman of Eastern Illinois Uni- 
versity's Family and Consumer Sci- 
ences Department who collaborat- 
ed with Wansink. Another time, a 
student who wasn't eating much 
soup was stunned to see her soup 
rising in the bowl; the experiment 
was stopped when the bowl start- 
ed to overflow. 

On the other hand, at times the 
experiment has worked all too 
well. 

"One guy drank almost a quart 
(of soup)," Painter recalled. " I said, 
"What were you doing?' And he 
said, "I was trying to reach the bot- 
tom of the bowl.'"

Sheffler said that he feels 
his term is going well, and has 
applied to keep the position. 

"But I told Dr. Webb to get the 
person that he feels, and that the 
committee feels, is best suited for a 
long term stay. . .and I will support 
whoever gets the position 100 per- 
cent," Sheffler said. 

Webb declined to com- 
ment on the likelihood of appoint- 
ing Sheffler to the position perma- 
nently. "He has been doing well 
thus far... I don't want to bias the 
committee," Webb said.

Staff editorial 

What's up with the audit? 



Headlines announcing faculty 
and staff members of NSU being 
placed under fire for alleged 
misdoings have made common 
appearances in the Sauce over 
the past few semesters. Howev- 
er, the Sauce staff, to much dis- 
may, has found it extremely diffi- 
cult to properly update these 
notable cases. Here, the staff 
asks, "Where is that information, 
and why aren't we readily 
receiving it?" 

Beginning in Nov. 2002, the 
Current Sauce ran a series of sto- 
ries regarding the then alleged 
misuse of $60,000 of University 
funds by three NSU faculty 
members, most notably former 
Continuing Education Dean 
Alvin Brossette Jr. An investiga- 
tion followed confirming the 
allegations of money misuse, 
and after a series of appeals, the 
University officially terminated 
the three faculty members in 
March 2003. 

Eventually, the whole story 
came out, but Sauce reporters 
found it exceedingly difficult to 
obtain much-needed informa- 
tion. 

One reporter noted that 
sources would not talk, and 
many of them claimed that the 
University instructed them not 



to release information to the 
press. 

The Brossette audit is long 
over, but the question remains: 
Will the three men involved 
eventually pay a larger price for 
their misdoings than simply los- 
ing their jobs? As earlier noted 
by the Sauce, misappropriation 
theft in Louisiana has a maxi- 
mum criminal penalty of a 10- 
year jail sentence. It is nearly 10 
months after the conclusion of 
the audit, and no aiminal 
charges have been filed. Why is 
that? 

In June 2003, another NSU 
employee was placed under 
investigation. The NSU News 
Bureau reported that Coordina- 
tor of Residential Life Woody 
Blair was placed on paid admin- 
istrative leave for allegedly "vio- 
lating student employment pay- 
roll procedures". Unfortunately, 
the phrase quoted above is 
vague, and the Sauce has been 
unable to obtain any new infor- 
mation since June to clarify it. 

The Sauce understands that 
Blair has not been officially 
charged with anything, but the 
vagueness of the allegations 
against him leaves one to ques- 
tion if the University has some- 
thing to hide.

It is widely assumed that the 
average adult only needs six hours 
of sleep to be healthy.

"The first thing that happens if 
you don't get enough sleep is you 
have problems with your memory 
and concentration. Usually there 
are word-finding difficulties-you 
can't, find the words you are think- 
ing of. People also get irritable with 
lack of sleep. At its extreme, sleep 
deprivation can lead to death; for 
example, lab rats die of infection if 
they are sleep deprived. So we 
know that sleep is somehow relat- 
ed to the immune system. It 
restores the body physically." 

Sleep needs are based on the 
individual requisite. A young child 
and an elderly adult need about the 
same amount of sleep: eight to ten 
hours. Adults from 25-50 years in 
age are said to only require about 
five or six hours of sleep per day. 

The big surprise to most young 
adults (ages 16-24) is that the daily 



requirement of sleep should be 
from seven to eight hours. 

Stephanie Campbell, a Regis- 
tered Nurse at NSU Health Ser- 
vices said, "Everyone is different. 
For some students, only five or six 
hours of sleep are needed while 
others need seven or eight hours a 
night." 

A newly discovered disorder, 
Social Sleep Disorder, has been 
found to be affected by the envi- 
ronment of a typical college stu- 
dent. Students in college are more 
incline to stay up later to either 
party or study when others are 
doing so as well. 

Along with this, students still 
have to get up early the following 
morning to attend class. 

Sleep studies have been shown 
that without a proper sleep sched- 
ule, a student may not be inclined 
to attend or do well in class, as 
opposed to a student who follows a 
regular sleeping pattern every day. 



Campbell also noted that there 
was a recent study of the effects of 
sleep deprivation on the brain. The 
study deprived several human 
subjects of sleep for 48 hours. After 
that period, it was observed that 
these subjects who lacked sleep 
began to have mild to strong hallu- 
cinations. 

Dr. Ira Freidman, a clinical psy- 
chologist, noted on webMD that if 
a student is having trouble sleeping 
at night, he or she should limit their 
use of nicotine, alcohol and caf- 
feine. 

Also, if sleep deprivation is 
caused by noise within the resi- 
dence halls, he suggests wearing 
earplugs or a white-noise machine. 
If a student is not getting enough 
sleep at night, it also could be due 
to a lack of regular exercise. A solu- 
tion to this problem is to walk for 
30 minutes every other day; the 
body will believe it is tired and will 
want to rest.

"It was comparable to the SAT," Brandon 
Wilks, a senior psychology major said, "The 
verbal was the most difficult section for me 
with the two essays being the easiest." 

Melinda Cortez, also a senior psychology 
major, agreed that the verbal was the hardest. 

"Study the dictionary," Cortez advised. 

Registration, Due Dates, Centers 
and Fees 

The general GRE can be taken in one of 
two ways, either on the computer or on 
paper. The computer-based tests have the 
advantage of being given year round, but 
open test dates cannot be confirmed until a 
person registers. It is advised to register early 
because testing centers fill up quickly. Regis- 
tration for the paper-based test is Feb. 6, and 
the test is on March 13. The subject tests are 
not given on the computer, and registration is 
due by Feb. 27, with the test on April 3. 

Testing centers differ for the computer and 
paper-based tests. For the CBTs, the closest 
testing center is in Bossier City. There are also 
centers in Baton Rouge, Metairie, Monroe 
and New Orleans. There are no testing cen- 
ters available at this time for the paper-based 
general GRE, but the subject GRE can be tak- 
ing in several places, one of which is on the 
Northwestern main campus. Other testing 
centers for the subject GRE are Baton Rouge, 
Lafayette, Monroe, New Orleans and Shreve- 
port. Phone numbers for testing centers can 
be found in the GRE registration booklet. 

Registration can be done by mail, and the 
forms can be found outside the Testing Cen- 
ter on the third floor of the Student Union. 
Just pick up the GRE booklet sitting on the 
bookcase outside the doors. Registration can 
also be done by phone with the Prometric 
Candidate Services Call Center at 1-800-473- 
2255, or the specific test centers, and on the 
internet at www.gre.com (this requires a 
credit card). 

Of course nothing is truly free in this 
world. Like any other nation-wide education 
test, the GRE has a fee. The general costs 
$115, and the subject $130. But there is help. 
For those eligible, there is a fee waiver. The 
waivers are for college senior and unenrolled 
college graduates who meet certain require- 
ments. The requirements can be found in the 
GRE registration booklet, or by calling the 



financial aid office. The financial aid office on 
campus said that they were too busy to com- 
ment on the waiver or the requirements. The 
GRE booklet says that the waiver can be used 
for only one general and one subject test. If 
the requirements are met, the financial aid 
office is supposed to send the fee waiver and 
a copy of your Institutional Student Informa- 
tion Report. These must be sent in, by mail 
only, with the registration. 

Scores 

Scoring for each test is different. With the 
general GRE there are three scores, one for 
each section. Both the verbal and quantita- 
tive sections are scored on a scale of 200-800. 
In the analytical writing section, each essay 
receives a number on a scale of 0-6. The sub- 
ject test receives only one total score, on a 
scale of 200-990. The specific subsection (psy- 
chology, biochemistry, etc..) is scored on a 
scale of 20-99. 

The GRE also has something those pesky 
ACT and SAT don't: getting the scores over 
the phone before they are mailed out. The 
GRE scores take up to six weeks to come in, 
but those taking the general test can call on 
or after April 17 for their scores, and on May 
5 for subject tests. CBTs cannot be checked 
over the phone. This service has a $10 fee, 
and you must know your seven-digit regis- 



tration number, the test date and your social 
security number or 16-digit confirmation 
number. 

Preparation 

As with any test, it is important to study, 
and not just at the last minute. The EST pro- 
vides free materials for those who register on 
time. Those taking the CBT are sent the GRE 
POWERPREP CD-ROM, and those taking 
the paper-based general and subject tests are 
giving practice test books. 

While Cortez and senior psychology major 
Jonathan Norwood said they only used the 
POWERPREP to study, Wilks also used the 
Princeton Review and the Kaplan review to 
prepare. Of course it is always a good idea to 
use more than one source to study, but books 
are expensive. A few favorites were priced 
online for comparison using Amazon.com 
and Barnes and Noble online. 

Advice 

After asking the students on their GRE 
experiences, they offered some advice. Wilks 
advised to study for the test months in 
advance in order to build-up vocabulary. 

Norwood's advice to future GRE takers is, 
"Breathe. You have plenty of time and it's 
better to get a few right answers than a lot of 
wrong ones."

NSU Track 

Northwestern State All-Ameri- 
can Stephanie Sowell was voted 
the first Southland Conference 
Female "Athlete of the Week" for 
indoor track and field this season 
on Wednesday after her outstand- 
ing season debut last Saturday at 



the Houston Indoor Opener. 

Sowell, a senior from Natchi- 
toches, won at the Houston 
Opener in her specialty, the triple 
jump, with a 42-10 1/2 leap that 
was an NCAA provisional quali- 
fying performance. 

It was the third-best mark by a 
woman in SLC Indoor history, 
and less than three inches shy of 
passing her personal best and 
school-record performance set 
last year. 

Sowell was among three cur- 
rent NSU competitors, along with 
assistant coach Lamark Carter, 
who participated in the opening 
meet. The rest of the team makes 
its debut this Saturday at LSU. 

Carter won the men's triple 
jump, competing unattached, at 
Houston. The 2000 USA 
Olympian, who did not compete 
last season due to an injury, 
leaped 55-6. 

Demons took places 3-4. Cedric 
Scott went 48-4 1/2 and David 
Williams leaped 46-8 1/4 for 
NSU. The only better collegian 
was Lawrence Willis of 
Louisiana-Lafayette, who jumped 
52-6.

"We're excited about the sea- 
son and happy that Nicole, Lind- 
sey and Sarina were recognized," 
said second-year Demons coach 
Eileen Schmidt. "There's no 
doubt Texas State is the team to 
beat in the conference and there's 
a group of five or six teams hop- 
ing to be the one that upsets the 
apple cart. We believe we can be 
that team." 

Martin is a two-time first-team 



All-SLC pick. She made it last 
year at second base after earning 
SLC Freshman of the Year honors 
as an outfielder two years ago. 

A junior, Martin hit .292 with 2 
home runs, 21 RBI and 29 steals 
in 30 tries last season. 

Danzy, a senior, batted .372 
with 10 doubles, a home run and 
14 steals a year ago. 

Noack, a strong contender for 
SLC Freshman of the Year honors 
last year, led Northwestern with 
a .379 average and had 18 steals. 

The Demons open their season 
Feb. 6 in tournament play at Bay- 
lor.

Makowsky is currently in 
the Baltimore Orioles minor 
league farm system working 
his way up to the Orioles. 

He plays for the Frederick 
Keys, the Orioles A club. 
Last season, Makowsky 
went 2-2 on the season and 
finished with a 4.02 ERA and 
three saves. 

Makowsky is currently in 
his second year in the Ori- 
oles farm system and said 
there is an opening in Dou- 
ble A with the Orioles and 
hopes to move up this sea- 
son. 

"I say in about 2 years or 
so I will be called up to the 
majors," Makowsky said. "It 
would be unbelievable to be 
called up to the Orioles, that 
would be a heck of an 



accomplishment." 

Makowsky said it is a little 
different in the minor 
leagues, but he is getting 
accustomed to the lifestyle 
and being away from home 
for 6-7 months in a season. 

"Things are alright in the 
minor leagues. I like being 
on the road and seeing dif- 
ferent places but you always 
stay in a hotel and that gets 
tiring," Makowsky said. 
"Overall I love it." 

Makowsky said overall he 
has gotten better since he left 
NSU. He has become physi- 
cally stronger and mentally 
stronger, which is the hard- 
est thing to do in baseball. 

"The mental aspect of the 
game is so important 
because you have to learn 
how to educate yourself 
about the different hitters," 
Makowsky said. 

When asked about the 
steroid scandals, Makowsky 
said there are different opin- 
ions on the subject but his 
opinion is if it's your body 
then you should do what 
you want with it. 

He also said if you abuse 
the enhancements or steroids 
then you don't have the right 
to sue MLB, it's your fault.

that take steroids but I am 
not going to cry about it," 
Makowsky said. "The injury 
risk goes way up when you 
take steroids but if that is 



your last measure as a player 
then do what you got to do." 

Makowsky said that if you 
have a good work ethic, you 
cannot make it and you have 



to take enhancements to help 
yourself, then just shut it 
down and do not take the 
risk. 

Makowsky also said he is 
happy the Orioles are spend- 
ing money and trying to win 
again. The Orioles signed 
2002 Most Valuable Player 
Miguel Tejada, catcher Javy 
Lopez, pitcher Syndney Pon- 
son, first basemen Rafael 
Palmeiro and B. J. Surhoff in 
the off season. 

Makowsky said all the 
spending the Orioles did 
over the off season shows 
that Baltimore wants to com- 
pete against the Yankees and 
Red Sox. 

"Also, the Orioles have a 
great young pitching staff 
developing in the minors 
and in about two years the 
pitching staff will be able to 
compete against the other 
opponents in the tough AL 
East Division," Makowsky 
said.

Junior center Ashley 
Sparkman came close to 
breaking the single-game 
blocked shots record. Spark- 



man came up two block 
shots shy of the record, fin- 
ishing the night with six 
block shots. 

NSU played aggressive 
defense in the second half, 
limiting the Lady Cardinals 
to a low 27 percent shooting 
and 29 percent for the game. 
The Lady Demons also out- 
rebounded Lamar 55-34 as 
Lady Demon Chassidy Jones 
had game high 12 rebounds.

Two new endowed scholarships 
set up

Warrior urges thinking, not feeling

Yesterday evening the Ulti- 
mate Warrior, professional 
wrestler turned conservative 
speaker, visited Northwest- 
ern's campus to express his 
conservative philosophies 
and to motivate students to 
have more control over their 
lives. 

The Warrior began his 
speech by explaining the 
events in his life that led him 
to form his conservative 
views. The Warrior spoke of 
how he and his siblings were 
abandoned by his father 
when he was age 12. He 
informed listeners of how he 
befriended a universal 
weight machine that moti- 
vated him and gave him the 
determination to make some- 
thing out of himself. He 
spoke of his choice to become 
a chiropractor, how he 



became a professional 
wrestler to pay off his school 
debts, and then opened his 
own health club, where he 
discovered that most people 
were unhappy about life. 

"I thought everybody had 
the same motivation to get 
up in the morning and kick 
the world in the ass," the 
Warrior stated in his speech. 

In the Warrior's speech, he 
tried to motivate young peo- 
ple to form their own life 
philosophies and to follow 
through with them to make 
something of their lives. He 
believed that all beings are in 
control of their density. He 
felt that people are not at the 
mercy of anyone else or 
trapped by anything but 
their set limitations. In turn, 
this led to his ideas that

Variety of scholarships available Webb to

NSU students have two 
offices at which they can 
apply for scholarships: the 
NSU Foundation at the 
Alumni Center and the Schol- 
arship Office in the Financial 
Aid department. 

Director of Institutional 
Advancement Tony Gustwick 
said private donors fund the 
scholarships offered by the 
Foundation. 

"They're people sending in 
contributions, donations, set- 
ting up endowed scholar- 
ships... we have about 350 
scholarships, and they are all 
different," Gustwick said. 

Endowed scholarships are 
established when a donor 
makes a gift, usually $10,000 
or more, to the University for 
the purpose of funding a spe- 
cific scholarship. The donor 
also chooses the conditions 



that a student must meet in 
order to receive the scholar- 
ship. Therefore, some of these 
awards are given infrequent- 
ly. Semesters sometimes pass 
when no student meets the 
criteria to receive a certain 
scholarship, in which case the 
funds for that award continue 
to accumulate. 

"From Fall semester, we 
gave out 214 scholarships for 
$90,650 through this office," 
said Gustwick. 

The funds given by donors 
do not directly fund the 
endowed scholarships. 
Instead, that money is invest- 
ed, and "we use the interest 
off that gift to give the schol- 
arships. We never invade the 
principle. But if they give 
$10,000, in a year's time it 
may earn $500 interest, and 
then we take that $500 and 
give it to scholarships," said 
Gustwick. "So we would 



never go into the $10,000. 
That's what's called 
endowed, and it's here forev- 
er. As long as the University is 
in business, that scholarship 
will be there." 

Gustwick expressed a 
desire to make more students 
aware of what scholarships 
his department offers. 

"A lot of times the financial 
aid or scholarship office of the 
University will tell people, 
'Check with the alumni center 
and the foundation. They 
may have some scholarships 
available for you.' But that's 
something we need to work 
on, to make students more 
aware that we have scholar- 
ships here," Gustwick said. 

Students interested in these 
awards must apply through 
the foundation directly. 

In contrast, the Scholarship 
office deals mostly with insti- 
tutional scholarships, or 



awards funded entirely by 
NSU. 

Director of Financial Aid 
Misty Adams said, "We offer... 
valedictorian and saludictori- 
an for incoming freshmen, we 
have NSU awards such as 
work study which offers a job 
to those scholarship recipi- 
ents so they don't actually get 
money applied toward their 
fees, they get a paycheck 
based on their number of 
hours... that they're allowed 
to work. There's other NSU 
honors like presidential hon- 
ors, presidential leadership, 
those kind of things. All 
totaled, there's probably 
roughly about 10 counting 
transfer scholarships that are 
funded through the institu- 
tion." 

Adams said, "For fall 2004, 
those are the students that are 
graduating this May from

Physical plant busy with renovations

During the winter break 
students went home to enjoy 
weeks without homework, 
but NSU physical plant 
employees worked in the 
lonely corridors of Kyser 
Hall, doing maintenance 
work. 

Plant Services Director 
Chris Sampite said, "A project 
to make repairs and improve- 
ments to Kyser Hall is wind- 
ing down with the replace- 
ment of hallway lighting and 
repainting of all halls, stair- 
wells and several class- 
rooms." 

Broken clocks were 
removed, building directories 
were mounted on the walls, 
and wheelchair-accessible 
water fountains were 
installed. 

Sampite said, "We saw the 
completion of a brick plaza at 
Russell Hall. . . It was a project 
funded through some busi- 
ness alumni 'and friends.'" 

The work did not stop with 
the start of the spring semes-

ter. Physical plant employees 
are in the process of making 
more bathroom stalls wheel- 
chair-accessible in Kyser Hall. 
Renovations loom elsewhere 
on campus. 

Sampite said the old fine 
arts building will be getting 
some repairs and mainte- 
nance. Carpet replacement, 
improved lighting and new 
paint are a few of the projects 
planned. 

"We contracted to construct 
a 95-space parking lot which 



will be located south Sabine 
Hall to assist with parking 
shortages in that area," 
Sampite said. He said parking 
tag fees fund the lot construc- 
tion. 

A $70,000 sewage pipe 
replacement project is also 
being planned this semester. 

Two projects that could 
affect students in the next few 
years are the renovation of 
Williamson and Caspari 
Halls. 

"We are seeking capital 



outlay project funds in this 
legislative session," Sampite 
said. The State sets aside 
money to for such projects. 

Caspari Hall may become a 
student services center. Inside 
might be facilities for services 
like the registrar's office, 
recruitment and financial aid. 

Sampite said the recreation- 
al complex is at about 35 per- 
cent completion. 

During the winter break, 
barricades were placed at all 
but one campus entrance. 

"The University is con- 
cerned about safety of stu- 
dents, facilities and equip- 
ment on campus. A test was 
done during the holidays to 
limit traffic to Sam Sibley 
Drive," Sampite said. 

Sampite said the University 
is considering that the barri- 
cades be erected during holi- 
days and some weekends so 
the campus police could bet- 
ter monitor traffic.

University President Ran- 
dall Webb was awarded a 
$13,500 raise by the Univer- 
sity of Louisiana System 
board of supervisors earlier 
this month. 

Webb's 
pay raise 
was part 
of a

the system salaries. Accord- 
ing university system press 
release, the board of super- 
visors determined from this 
past year's accomplish- 
ments in improved depart- 
mental statuses, better 
financial management and 
continued increases in facul- 
ty salaries to allow for the 
president's raise. 

The real force behind the 
decision to increase the 
president's salary was the 
continued increases in facul- 
ty salaries. 

Director of Communica- 
tions for the University of 
Louisiana Systems said 
before the administration of 
a university can be given a 
salary increase, the salaries 
of faculty members must be 
at or near the average pay of 
those at peer universities. 
Webb and the other univer- 
sities in the system have 
worked toward making fac- 
ulty salaries comparable to 
those of their peers. In the 
past five years, Northwest- 
ern has increased faculty 
salaries by 24 percent, plac- 
ing the University's faculty 
at only eight percent below 
the average for salaries in

WGA holds first meeting

Monday the SGA disapproved a 
j that, if passed, would have 
faced the amount of scholarship 
nev an SGA president receives 
semester by excluding provi- 
soes tor a meal plan. 

Currently the SGA president 
^jves a full-time scholarship that

Jjjjl-time scholarship." The bill 
jjted that the newly established 
^olarship would "provide a 
dipend equivalent to the cost of the 
jjgpnary fee, rental of a dormitory 
jjom, registration fee, and any 
ot j yer fees charged at registration 
excluding those of a meal plan." 

The SGA president currently 
uceives $738, which is equivalent 
to the cost of a 19A meal plan, 
Ugardless of whether all of that 
jponey is used to purchase a meal 
Jan. 

Senator Alan Sypert, who spon- 
sored the bill, asked Comeaux 
^hat meal plan he purchased this 
[semester. 

' Comeaux said that his meal plan 
Lst $300 this semester. 
»' "So that's 400 more dollars of his 
•peal plan money that goes into his 
Locket," Sypert said. 

Mindy McConnell said that the 
'SGA president's scholarship 
should stay the same. 

I'm sure if someone tried to 
work out the amount of hours after 
Joffice hours, and trips and meet- 
and whatnot, it would work 
'out to a slightly over minimum 
•wage paying job. I don't think it is 
[unreasonable at all." 

The bill failed with a 5-9 vote 
Iwith one abstention. 
\ Another bill that failed in the stu- 
dent senate on Wednesday pro- 
posed changing the requirements a 
student must meet in order to run 
for SGA treasurer. 

Currently, a student must have 
completed two accounting classes

with a grade of "C" or better in 
order to run for SGA treasurer. The 
bill proposed removing this 
requirement and adding a new 
requirement stating that the candi- 
date must have been a member of 
the SGA fiscal committee for one 
semester. 

Sypert, who sponsored this bill 
as well, said that since computers 
now largely manage the SGA 
budgets, accounting skills are no 
longer needed to be treasurer. 

Despite Sypert' s argument the 
bill failed by a 10-5 vote. 

The senate also disapproved a 
bill proposing to reduce the num- 
ber of pieces of legislation that a 
senator must write each semester 
from the current requirement of 
two, to one. 

"I think this bill was idiotic," 
SGA senator Jeff Bergeron said. 
"The more bills we write, the more 
good we are doing for the student 
body." 

SGA Senator Craig Desoto, who 
sponsored the bill, said that he 
does his best work by going to 
committee meanings and endors- 
ing bills written by the committees 
he participates in rather than writ- 
ing himself. 

"Just because I don't write two 
bills doesn't mean that I don't do 
anything for SGA. I go to all of my 
meetings when I don't have class 
or work, and I voice my opinions 
there," Desoto said. 

The bill failed with a 4-11 vote. 

The student senate passed a bill 
by general consent that stated that 
there are currently no bike racks 
located near Morrison Hall and the 
Family and Consumer Science 
building, and the University 
should place bike racks in these 
locations. 

The SGA voted to allot $180 for 
the purchase of scantrons to be 
given away to the student body, 
$100 to manufacture official invita- 
tions for the SGA sponsored May- 
oral Debate to be held on Feb. 19, 
2004, and $400 to organizational 
grants.

peer universities. 

Along with improved university 
quality and comparable faculty 
salaries, the need to make adminis- 
trative salaries in the university 
system more competitive also 
influenced the decision to raise 
presidential pay. 

"The goal is to make sure we 
keep our presidential salaries com- 
petitive with those of the region" 
Heitman said, "We are trying to 
keep the best people around for the 
idministrative positions." 

Webb said his pay increase 
would be funded from the Univer- 
sity's existing budget. This means 
Siat students will not receive an 
increase in tuition to fund the raise,

president's salary. 

Webb's salary has been increased 
from $145,450 to $158,950, but even 
after the pay raise he will still be 
paid 14 percent below the average 
pay for university heads. 

"In a state with extremely limit- 
ed education budgets, the total 
sum of the LSU head coach being 
twice that of the eight university 
presidents combined is unfair," 
said Ben Rushing, associate profes- 
sor in math and president of the 
faculty senate. 

Webb expressed gratitude that 
the presidents were recommended 
for salary increases. 

"It is humbling because, for a 
significant portion of the Universi- 
ty, the faculty and staff set the level 
and quality of work for the Univer- 
sity," Webb said.

understood the U.S. Constitution 
to mean literally what it says as a 
tool to run this country.

high schools, it's a little bit over a 
million dollars that we have to offer 
those students." 

Adams also pointed out that 
there are many other types of schol- 
arships available from hundreds of 
sources, including corporations 
such as Burger King and Alliance 
Compressors. 

"We have probably in excess of 
over 1,000 different types of schol- 
arships, but they're not all North- 
western scholarships. Northwest- 
ern scholarships are your basic 
scholarships that we offer to incom- 
ing freshmen or transfer students, 
and that's what we're responsible 
for," Adams said. 

"Anything and everything that 
you can probably think of, there's 
probably a scholarship for it," 
Adams said. 

The Scholarship Office also han- 
dles the University's TOPS awards. 

"We disperse right about 4.5 to 5 
million in TOPS every year," 



Adams said. 

The application process for Insti- 
tutional Scholarships is simpler 
and better publicized than that of 
the Foundation. 

'Usually the recruiters in univer- 
sity recruiting, high school guid- 
ance counselors, those people are 



making... students aware that those 
scholarship applications are out 
there. There is a scholarship appli- 
cation that goes hand in hand with 
the admissions application," said 
Adams. "When we do senior 
nights, when we do high school 
nights, when the recruiters go out 



on the road, when people surf our 
web site... that information and 
those scholarship applications are 
all out there, and those are tools 
that we use to make students aware 
of the scholarship processes that 
we have."

Classroom creativity

Tired of the daily grind of the 
same old not-so-interesting class- 
es? Why not try something new to 
spice up the academic life? 

Northwestern offers a vast array 
of unusual and fascinating classes: 
Wine Appreciation, Karate, and 
Water Exercise. 

Wine Appreciation is a non- 
credit class offered to any student 
21 or older who wants to learn 
about and taste wine. The class 
focuses on comparisons between 
the great wines of Europe and the 
domestic American equivalents. 

Students will learn the correct 
pronunciation of different wines, 
how to order from wine menus, 
and how to select wine for food 



pairings. Lectures last about an 
hour and are followed by eating, 
drinking, and socializing. 

The class is instructed by Lynn 
Woods, begins the last Thursday of 
January and is held at 6 p.m. every 
Thursday for six weeks at the NSU 
Recreation Complex. 

Students will need five wine 
glasses per class. There are about 10 
spots available, and anyone who 
would like to participate can stop 
by Woods' office or mail her a 
check for $75. The check will cover 
the cost 6f all wines and lectures. 

'■ Mark Williams, owner of 
Ichiban Karate School, teaches a 
beginner karate class at NSU for 
those who have never had experi- 
ence with karate. The class teaches 
self-defense and aerobic exercise. 

"I wanted to take the class 
because I wanted to learn how to 



defend myself when necessary," 
Sherrita Youngblood, senior Gener- 
al Studies major said. 

Students are taught the basic 
blocks, kicks, punches and spar- 
ring combinations, as well as the 
principles of leverage and body 
movements. The class exposes stu- 
dents to the traditional formalities, 
courtesies and customs of another 
culture. 

"The hardest thing about the 
class is trying to remember all the 
techniques," Youngblood said. 

Warrior philosophy and the con- 
cepts of honor and integrity are 
also discussed. 

The class is offered every semes- 
ter and is worth two credit hours. 
Students must provide their own 
uniforms or purchase them from 
Williams for $25. 

The Water Exercise class is new 



this semester. It is part of a two- 
class series that has hot yet been 
completely set up. Once students 
have completed both classes, they 
will have obtained all information 
needed to teach a water exercise 
class. 

The class requires students to 
take written exams, write a paper, 
participate in class and give a 
group presentation. The class gets 
in the water two days a week and 
lectures one day. It is worth two 
credit hours. 

A non-credit, strictly water exer- 
cise class is offered free to students, 
and anyone in the community, who 
would like to come to the natatori- 
um and participate. 

The class is held Monday, 
Wednesday, and Thursday at 8 a.m. 
and 5:30 p.m.

the LSAT

If you are considering going to 
law school, congratulations. It has 
been said to be a very rigorous 
three years that consist of endless 
reading and on-the-spot question- 
ing by instructors. 

The Law School Admission Test 
is a required part of the application 
process to get accepted into law 
school. The 201 law schools that are 
members of the Law School 
Admission Council require this test 
before accepting applications. The 
test measures how well you are 
expected to perform in law school. 

Information on the LSAT 



The test is administered for 3 
hours, 30 minutes, on a Saturday 
morning and consists of 101 ques- 
tions. The lowest score possible is a 
120, and the highest is a 180. A 
score of 150 is considered average. 
There are four sections on the test 
consisting of Analytical Reasoning, 
two parts Logical Reasoning and 



Reading Comprehension. There is 
also a writing sample, which is sent 
to the actual law schools to which 
the student applies. The writing 
sample does not count toward the 
total score. There is an experimen- 
tal section, which also does not 
count toward the score, but it is not 
stated between which sections it 
will appear. It is also wise to 
answer as many problems as possi- 
ble, because the tester is not penal- 
ized for incorrect answers. 

Alex Aichenger, professor of 
political sciences, said that a poten- 
tial law student should enroll in an 
argumentative writing class to help 
them with the LSAT. 

The English department offers 
Argumentative Writing 2510 and 
Advanced Composition 3210, 
which may help a pre-law student. 

"Political science is what people 
normally major in," Aichenger 
said. 

Aichenger said that there are 
other majors that are suitable for a 
pre-law student. 

"The idea that political science is 
the only major is not right," 
Aichenger said. He said English, 




Sociology, and 
Business are all 
good majors. 

Practice tests are avail- 
able for purchase at local 
bookstores or online. 

The tests are administered H 
four times a year, including in 
June, December and February but 
the best time to take the LSAT is in 
October. It is also recommended 
that a potential law school student 
take the test only once. The regis- 
tration fee for the LSAT is $108. 
Late registrants must pay an addi- 
tional $54. 

Aichenger advises students to 
study prep-material from books 
such as Kaplan. 

Scott Manguno, who took the 
LSAT, said, "Ii I had to take the test 
again I would go ahead and bite 
the bullet and pay for one of those 
courses." 

"One thing that would help 
them [potential law students] is by 
taking logic games," Aichenger 
said. 

Students should remember to 
bring the following items to the 
examination: 



No. 2 pencils, eraser, photo 
card, stopwatch, 
snacks and the LSAT 
admission ticket. 
Manguno 
offered advice to 
students that are 
HMMMP r interested in taking 
^SpTthe LSAT. 
\ ^% "Keep studying and 
make sure you do take a 
full test," Manguno said. "The 
practice tests are actually pretty 
representative of an actual test." 

Arrive early to the test, dress in 
layers, use the restroom before the 
test and eat a high protein break- 
fast. 

The next test is Feb. 7. Testing 
centers nearby are located at NSU, 
Centenary College and Louisiana 
Tech. However, it is too late to reg- 
ister for this test date. 

Students can register online, by 
telephone, or by mail. 

There are packets available on 
the third floor of the student union 
for interested applicants.

The game was sandwiched 
between Northwestern's first six 
Southland Conference games and 
a Saturday afternoon showdown 
against Texas State in Prather 
Coliseum with the SLC lead at 
stake. 

"When we scheduled this game, 
we knew the possibility of a let- 
down was there, playing a lower- 
division team between conference 
games this late in the season," 
said Demons' coach Mike 
McConathy. "We were hoping for 
a breath of fresh air and instead 
we got a slice of humble pie." 

The Rams (8-13) got 25 points 
by Andre Jones and 20 from Jerry 
Shorter along with 19 by Derrick 
Bunton. After hitting 20 of its first 
37 shots and outrebounding NSU 
by 21-17 to post a 50-41 halftime 
lead, HTC went l-for-10 and was 
outrebounded 13-7 in the first 
eight minutes of the second half 



while the Demons went on a 19-4 
tear to snag the upper hand. 

Northwestern outscored the 
visitors 56-32 in the second half 
and outshot them 50 percent to 36 
percent whie outrebounding 
them 28-11. 

"When this team plays with the 
focus and intensity it's shown in 
the first six conference games, 
we're as good as anybody in our 
league," said McConathy. "If we 
don't, we'll find ourselves at the 
other end of the totem pole. We 
saw that in the first half tonight, 
with no disrespect meant to our 
opponents. We didn't bring the 
focus and intensity we've got to 
have. We took a half off. 

"Huston-Tillotson came to play 
and shot extremely well in the 
first half. They came in excited 
and their energy helped them 
beat us on the boards and to loose 
balls," he said. 

Northwestern helped its cause 



with 85 percent free throw aim, 
hitting 8 of 9 in the first half and 
21 of 25 in the second half. That 
offset 4-of-15 shooting from 
behind the 3-point circle. 

The Demons played without 
their second-leading scorer and 
top rebounder, sophomore for- 
ward Clifton Lee. He sat out the 
game with a sprained ankle suf- 
fered last Thursday in an 87-77 
win at Sam Houston State and 
reaggravated last Saturday in an 
84-82 overtime loss at Texas-San 
Antonio. He should be able to 
play Saturday afternoon against 
Texas State. 

NSU raised its record at home 
to 6-0 this year and to 35-18 in the 
fifth season under McConathy. 

Up next for the Demons is a 
home contest against top-ranked 
Texas State. The Demons then 
play McNeese State at home 
onThursday evening before they 
go on a 3-game road stint.

Two ultimate teams in the ulti- 
mate team sport are playing in the 
ultimate game, at least until next 
year. So why does Super Bowl 
XXXVIII have the personality of a 
beige sweatshirt? 

The Super Bowl is about glitter 
and glamour; the best football 
teams are about grime and grit. 

The top runners and receivers 
on the Carolina Panthers and New 
England Patriots are guys named 
Smith and Davis and Brown. The 
names on the jerseys ring no bells. 

It might be someone who's not 
even playing, like Carolina line- 
backer Mark Fields or linebackers 
coach Sam Mills, both incredibly 
afflicted with cancer as this season 
started and now buoying the spir- 
its of the Panthers as they undergo 
chemotherapy.

Christian Fauria has become one 
of the 42 starters used by the 2003 
Patriots. He is one of the role play- 
ers from 18 different teams that 
coach Bill Belichick has melded 
into another Super Bowl con- 
tender. 

Most 29 of them weren't mem- 
bers of the 2001 team that beat the 
Rams. 

Likewise, the Panthers are an 
assemblage of players from 16 
teams, 30 of whom weren't around 
in 2001. 

Team strength allowed the Pan- 
thers to win four of five overtime 
games and go 10-3 in games decid- 
ed by a touchdown or less. The 
same kind of togetherness made 
the Patriots 8-1 in games decided 
by a touchdown or less. 

Yet the teams are labeled boring. 

The Panthers boosted their run- 
ning attack by adding Stephen 
Davis from the Washington Red- 
skins in one of the best free-agent 
moves of the off-season. Or was 
that Steve Smith? Davis is the Pan- 
thers' leading rusher, Smith the 



leading receiver. Davis, by the 
way, is the only offensive player 
on either team voted to the Pro 
Bowl. 

Fittingly, the Patriots' leading 
rusher also is a guy named 
Antowain Smith. There's a Man- 
ning in the game, but it's Panthers 
rookie cornerback Ricky Jr., not 
Indianapolis superstar quarter- 
back, Peyton. 

The most famous player on the 
Panthers might be Rod Smart, but 
nobody recognizes that name. 
They recognize him as the player 
from the XFL who wore "He Hate 
Me" on the back of his jersey. 
That's the defunct XFL, by the 
way. 

If you want to see players cele- 
brating with cell phones or pom- 
poms, then probably this Super 
Bowl won't be right to watch 
either. For one thing, the game 
might be 10-7, minimizing the 
chances for end-zone antics.

The Northwestern State 
Lady Demons return home 
after a successful Texas two- 
step this past weekend. 

NSU started off the two- 
step on the right foot with a 
win over then-undefeated 
Sam Houston State (81-61) 
and then to defending 
Southland Conference 
champion Texas-San Anto- 
nio (71-64). 

Lady Demon senior point 
guard La'Terrica "Cooda" 
Dobin earned Southland 
Conference Player of the 
Week honors for her play 
throughout the two-game 
road trip. Dobin averaged 
17.5 points, 12.5 assists, 5.0 
steals and 4.5 rebounds per 
game. 

Dobin also scored a sea- 
son-high 24 points against 
UTSA while scoring 11 
points and a season-high 19 
assists against SHSU to earn 
her fifth double-double of 
the season. Cooda became 
the third Lady Demon to be 
named SLC Player of the 
Week. 

The Lady Demons are on 
a seven game winning 
streak with 10 games left in 
the conference schedule. Up 
next for NSU is the Texas 
State Lady Bobcats who are 
on a two-game winning 
streak and have a 3-2 record 
in the Southland Confer- 
ence. 

NSU has three Lady 



Demon players in the top 
ten scorers in the confer- 
ence. Junior point guard 
Diamond Cosby leads the 
league in scoring, averaging 
18.1 points per game while 
averaging 3.88 assists per 
game. 

Cosby is a two-time play- 
er of the week winner and 
also leads the league in 3- 
point field goal percentage 
with a .404 percent average 
and leads in 3-point field 
goals made with 40, while 
averaging 2.35 a game. 

NSU junior forward 
Amanda Bennett is third in 
the league in scoring, aver- 
aging 16.1 points per game 
and second in conference in 
rebounds with a total of 157 
rebounds, averaging 9.2 
rebound per game. 

Bennett is tied with team- 
mate Cosby on 3-point field 
goals made with 40 three- 
pointers, while averaging 
2.35 per game. She is lead- 
ing the conference in defen- 
sive rebounds with 112 and 
averages 6.59 per game. 
Bennett is also a former SLC 
player of the week winner. 

The other leading scorer 
is Dobin, averaging 13.2 
points and 9.8 assists per 
game. Another Lady Demon 
making an impact this sea- 
son is center Ashley Spark- 
man, a junior who leads the 
league in blocked shots with 
49 blocks and averages 2.88 
blocks per game. 

Sparkman has twenty 
more blocked shots than the 
second place Megan 



McDougald of Lamar Uni- 
versity. 

Texas State comes into the 
Saturday contest confident, 
and the Ladv Demons will 
look to shut down center 
Tori Talbert. 

Sparkman will have her 
hands full defending the 6'2 
Talbert, who is averaging 
15.7 points per game and 8.6 
rebounds per game. Talbert 
is the leading scorer and 
rebounder on the Lady Bob- 
cat team. 

As a team, NSU leads in 
several categories, or is at 
least in the top five. The 
Lady Demons are the num- 
ber one scoring team in the 
conference averaging 74.7 
points per game and leads 
in the scoring margin, beat- 
ing teams by an average of 
5.9 points. 

NSU also leads in field 
goal percentages, field goal 
percentages defense, 3- 
point field goal percentages 
and offensive rebounds. The 
Lady Demons also lead in 
blocked shots, averaging 
6.24 per game and in assists 
with 16.88 per game. 

After the Saturday home 
contest, the Lady Demons 
return home for a game 
against heated rival 
McNeese State on Feb. 5 at 
Prather Coliseum. Then 
NSU hits the road for a 
three-game road stint and 
returns home on Feb. 21 for 
a three-game home stand. 
Tip off is set for 2 p.m. on 
Saturday.

The NSU Demon basket- 
ball team has been soaring 
through this season, and if 
you thought the first half of 
the season was exciting, just 
wait for what is coming up 
next. 

Hard losses to the Univer- 
sity of New Mexico, 
Arkansas State and Okla- 
homa State had many fans 
worried about the season, 
but the Demons' fight to a 5- 
1 Southland Conference 
record and a second place 
conference gives high hopes 
for the remainder of the sea- 
son. 

The Demons started their 
conference run with a one- 
point win over Stephen F. 
Austin at Prather Coliseum. 
The win lifted the Demons 
out of a 2-8 losing season 
record and was the first of 
five straight conference 
wins as they went on to 
defeat McNeese State, 
Nicholls State, Lamar State 
and Sam Houston State.

ple of surprises landed the 
Demons their first confer- 
ence loss. 

Center Byron Allen fouled 
out of the game with eight 
minutes to go and star 
rebounding forward Clifton 
Lee went out on an ankle 



injury with five minutes left 
leaving both to watch the 
two-point overtime loss 
from the bench. 

"In this situation, you can 
only make sure everyone 
else is ready to play harder," 
Head Coach Mike 
McConathy said. 



Last night, the Demons 
proved they were by defeat- 
ing Huston-Tillotson Col- 
lege 97-82, bringing their 
season record to 8-9. 

Lee sat out of the game, 
but participated in pre-game 
practice. According to 
McConathy and Sports 
Information, Lee's injury 
was a sprain and will not 
take him out of team prac- 
tices. Lee is expected to start 
Saturday's match up against 
Texas State-San Marcos. 

McConathy said the 
Demons will spend Thurs- 
day and Friday preparing 
heavily for the 4 p.m. home 
game. 

"We really need to get 
ready to deal with their zone 
defense," McConathy said. 

Saturday's game means 
more than just a possible 
win for the Demons as they 
were tied with the Bobcats 
for first place in conference 
before their loss to Texas- 
San Antonio. 

A win against the Bobcats 
would place the Demons in 
solo first place. 

"We definitely need to do 
our best in that game," 
McConathy said. "They 
shoot well and they're going 
to be tough." 

Though this week's 



preparation may help the 
Demons Saturday night, 
McConathy said he knows it 
needs to reach farther. 

"There are a few teams 
who want beat us to help 
them get back into posi- 
tion," McConathy said. 
"There are only eight spots 
in the conference tourna- 
ment and everyone wants to 
be in it." 

McConathy' s worries may 
be well founded as the same 
five teams the Demons 
swept earlier in the season 
have second chances in the 
coming weeks and though 
they don't compare much in 
the conference, the Demons 
have held their own on the 
court. 

Jermaine Wallace ranks 
fifth in conference in overall 
scoring while Clifton Lee 
ranks 16th. Clifton also 
ranks third in rebounds with 
121 total rebounds. Tyronn 
Mitchell also showed his 
help on the court as he 
placed seventh in assists 
and fourth in steals. 

Overall the Demons have 
been finding ways to domi- 
nate in each game and have 
given themselves the edge 
that should get them into 
the Southland Conference 
Tournament.

A committee of high-rank- 
ing University officials, which 
did not include student repre- 
sentation, reviewed early reg- 
istration procedures for stu- 
dent athletes on Tuesday and 
may have produced a prelim- 
inary new policy. 

Faculty Senate President 
Ben Rushing said members of 
the committee "have what we 
think will be a good answer to 
the issue" but declined to 
release any details, riting that 
there are issues that must still 
be addressed. 

"Rather than get word out 
on the street, it's best to get all 
of the background down," 
Rushing said. "I think all par- 
ties will be pleased." 

He said recommendations 
from Tuesday's meeting will 
be presented to the Deans' 
Council at its next meeting, 
which is scheduled for Feb. 
16. 

Athletics Director Greg 
Burke said the committee, 
which operates as a subcom- 
mittee of the council, brain- 
stormed ideas to help student 
athletes register for necessary 
classes while being fair to all 
students. 

Currently, student athletes 
are allowed to register for 
classes before the rest of the 
student body. Burke said this 
policy was approved by Uni- 
versity President Randall 
Webb and Thomas Burns, the 
University's former vice pres- 
ident of academics, in January 
2003. 

The Faculty Senate passed 
a resolution in December 2003 
declaring the policy unfair to 
non-athletic students. 

Burke said the policy was 
selected to help NSU's stu- 
dent athletes comply with 
NCAA-mandated continuing 
eligibility standards by ensur- 
ing they can register for nec- 
essary classes without con- 
flicting with athletic practices 
and events, an issue that the 
NCAA claimed the Universi- 
ty inadequately handled. 

Rushing, Burke, and athlet- 
ics academic adviser Julie 
Lessiter have seats on the 
eight-member University 
subcommittee, which was 
formed after a meeting 
between the council and 
Burke on Jan. 26. The other 
subcommittee members 
include Nursing Dean 
Norann Planchock, who led 
the subcommittee; Education 
Dean Vicki Gentry; Leesville 
campus director Larry Monk; 
Sdence and Technology Dean 
Austin Temple; and Universi- 
ty College Dean Sue Weaver. 

Anthony Scheffler, NSU's 
acting vice president of aca- 
demic affairs, said on Mon- 
day that the subcommittee's 
goal would be to research 
possible alternatives to the 
existing policy while main- 
taining compliance with 
NCAA regulations.

Airport offers flight training

The Natchitoches Regional 
Airport is supporting a pro- 
gram that is educating every- 
day people about General 
Aviation. 

The Be A Pilot program lets 
the public to take a general 
flying course and even allows 
them to fly the plane on their 
first lesson. 

The airport manager for 
the Natchitoches Regional 
Airport Chris Kendrick said, 
"The Be A Pilot program is an 
ad campaign to get more peo- 
ple interested in aviation." 

The introductory flight les- 
son costs $49, which is about 
half the cost of a typical flying 
lesson. 

The lesson lasts for about 
45 minutes, and includes 
learning an overview of the 
plane, learning to fly the air- 
plane, and even getting on 
the airplane and flying 
around Natchitoches. In a

short time participants get to 
hop in the pilot's seat and 
actually are to taxi the run- 
Way, pull back on the controls 
to take off, and fly the air- 
plane at around 2,500 feet. 

When asked about security 
against terrorists, "There are 
security fences all around the 
perimeter of the airport with 
barbed wire on top," 
Kendrick said. "There are 
also many security gates in 
which you would need a 
security code to get through." 

"This program has been 
going on for about the past 



two years now here in 
Natchitoches," Kendrick 
said. 

Many people are learning a 
lot about aviation in the BE A 
PILOT program and some 
may even have discovered 
new career choices in the field 
of General Aviation, which 
has been begging for new 
pilots.

senators 

removed

The Student Government 
Association held impeach- 
ment hearings Monday for 
three senators who failed to 
complete their required 
duties last semester and 
voted to remove two of these 
senators from office.. 

Sophomore Senator Jerry 
Whorton, senior Senator 
Chris Faist and sophomore 
Senator John Eric Fontenot 
were placed before the sen- 
ate for removal hearings 
because they failed to write 
two pieces of legislation last 
semester, which is required 
for all senators each semes- 
ter. 

Student Supreme Court 
Chief Justice Sharmyn Little 
presided over the hearings. 

Speaker of the Senate 
Zachary Pulliam served as 
the prosecutor in the hear- 
ings. 

A two-thirds vote of the 
entire Senate membership is 
required to remove a senator 
from office. There are cur- 
rently 18 members of the 
senate. Three senators were 
absent from Monday's meet- 
ing, including Faist and 
Fontenot. One senator 
entered the meeting late. 

The impeachment hearing 
for Whorton was held first. 

Pulliam said that Whorton 
had only completed one 
piece of legislation last 
semester. However, Pulliam 
said that Whorton was 
working on one at the end of 
the semester but never 
turned it in. 

During the hearing, 
Whorton was given the 
opportunity to defend him- 
self. 

"It's my fault, nobody 
else's fault other than mine," 
Whorton said. "I've got a lot 
of good ideas, though, and I 
have been actively working 
on stuff." 

Whorton said he did not 
wish to be removed, and he 
planned on serving in the 
SGA for his last four semes- 
ters at Northwestern. 

The SGA voted unani- 
mously not to remove Whor- 
ton from the senate. 

The impeachment hearing 
for Faist was held next. 

Pulliam said that Faist had 
completed one piece of legis- 
lation last semester only by 
"pure technicality" by co- 
sponsoring a bill that was 
tabled at the last meeting. 
Faist did not attend the Jan. 
26 meeting, he was not pres- 
ent at the impeachment 
hearing, and he did not com- 
plete his office hours last 
week, Pulliam said. 

Senator Dustin Floyd 
argued in favor of Faist. 

"He is a senior senator. 
He was elected by the sen- 
iors in his class. If we take 
him away, we are taking 
away their elected represen- 
tative," Hoyd said.

Roach said that most partici- 
pants specialize in the same area in 
which they received their bache- 
lor's degree. However, students 
have the opportunity to concen- 
trate within any subject offered by 
the program. 

Roach said that NSU PREP par- 
ticipants attend three summer 
classes, then complete a paid 
internship and take three hours of 
coursework during both the fall 
and spring semesters. Participants 
receive their certification at the 
conclusion of the spring semester. 

Roach described NSU PREP as a 
challenging and fast-paced pro- 
gram. 

"The classes are very intense," 
she said. "We address the same 
content and same material that is 
ordinarily addressed across a full 
semester of class time." 

Requirements for entering the 
program include a bachelor's 
degree by May 31, a minimum 
overall GPA of 2.5, and passing 
scores on the Praxis I and Praxis II 
Subject Area tests. Applicants must 
also supply a resume, cover letter, 
three official college transcripts, 
and complete applications for both 
NSU PREP and NSU's graduate 
school. The application deadline is 
March 31. 

"If s a very competitive program 
to get into," Matt said. "The appli- 
cation process isn't easy, and if you 
can get through it, you can be a 
good teacher." 

The application process, mean- 
while, is only the first step toward 
entering the program. Roach 
stressed that participants must also 
acquire a letter of intent to hire 
before starting summer course- 
work. This document, which acts 
as a contract between a school dis- 
trict and an NSU PREP participant, 
specifies the terms of the eventual 
internship. Students are not offi- 
cially admitted into the program 
until they have obtained this letter, 
which is due the Friday before the 
first summer class.

Burke said any policy formed bv 
the subcommittee must ensure that 
student athletes, especially fresh- 
men and sophomores, are not 
denied access to classes they must 
take to meet continuing eligibility 
standards, which require students to 
complete a certain percentage of 
their degree program by their third, 
fourth and fifth years of study. 

"This is an issue with certifica- 
tion," Burke said. "How do we 
ensure that a freshman student ath- 
lete is getting into the classes he or 
she needs to get into so they main- 
tain continuing eligibility?" 

NSU's athletic programs could 
lose their NCAA certification, and 
student athletes could lose their eli- 
gibility, if there is no policy ensuring 
that student athletes can register for 
necessary classes at times that do 
not conflict with sport practice and 
other athletic responsibilities, Burke 
said. 

To NSU's athletic department, a 
lack of such certification would be 
equivalent to an academic depart- 
ment losing its accreditation, Burke 
said. An uncertified program may 
be unable to participate in NCAA 
team and individual champi- 



onships, lose NCAA funding, and be 
viewed as substandard compared to 
certified programs when recruiting 
students and applying for confer- 
ence membership. 

On Monday, Scheffler said since 
the existing policy is already in place 
at the University and approved by 
the NCAA, there will be no change 
unless the subcommittee comes up 
with a new policy that is similarly 
approved. He said if the subcommit- 
tee cannot create a new policy, the 
existing early registration policy 
would stand. 

He emphasized that keeping the 
athletic programs certified is a chief 
concern of the subcommittee. 

Scheffler said on Monday that the 
subcommittee or council could solic- 
it students' input on ideas formed by 
the subcommittee. However, no stu- 
dents were present for the subcom- 
mittee meeting. 

Nonetheless, Rushing said that he 
was confident both faculty and stu- 
dent concerns were addressed. 

"While there weren't any students 
present at the meeting, I was there 
campaigning on their behalf," Rush- 
ing said. 

Rushing said the Tuesday meeting 



may be the subcommittee's last, L 
added that it may end up having? 
regroup on some "managenJ 
issues." He declined to specify ^ 
those issues may be or what W(m 
specifically cause the subcommjj(L 
to meet again. 

Burke said that in December ; 
an NCAA peer review team \Z 
issue with the University for o^j 
ing student athletes inadequ^ 
assistance in registering for rieo, 
sary classes. Problems with regis^ 
tion limited some of NSU's al 
300 student athletes' ability to ^ 
continuing eligibility goals. 

Students who do not meet s^j 
goals are declared ineligible L 
competition in any NCAA-sa^. 
tioned sport. 

Burke said the team, consisting 
administrators and faculty repress 
tatives from other universities, & 
not suggest or dictate a solution k 
the issue. 

"They identified an issue, and* 
have to respond to that issue satis, 
factorily," Burke said. 

After consulting other univerg. 
ties, the athletic department 
posed the current early registratjJ 
policy in January 2003.

Senator Alan Sypert said,"He's 
taking up a space in our quorum. If 
he's not going to be here to repre- 
sent the seniors who elected him, 
we need to replace him with some- 
one else." 

Three senators voted to keep 
Faist in the senate, ten senators 
voted to remove him, and one sen- 
ator abstained from the vote. How- 
ever, because four senators were 
absent during the vote, there were 
not enough votes to fulfill the two- 
thirds requirement needed to 
remove a senator. The motion 
failed. 

Then, the impeachment hearing 
for Fontenot began. 

Pulliam said that Fontenot had 
only completed one piece of legis- 
lation last semester, he had not 
attended the Jan. 26 meeting, and 
he did not complete his office hours 
last week. 

On Nov. 3 Fontenot was placed 
before the senate for a removal 



hearing for not completing his 
required office hours. The senate 
voted to keep Fontenot in office. 

During the Fontenot hearing, 
Senator Keith Gates said, "I under- 
stand that he hasn't done every- 
thing that he could have done, but 
it seems to me that it would be 
unfair for us to impeach him and 
not impeach everybody else who 
hasn't done what they should have 
done." 

Senator Jack Halford said, "Fail- 
ing to show up to talk to us not 
only shows lack of respect for us as 
a body, it also shows a lack of 
respect for the people who elected 
them. To leave them in a position 
in which they are not performing 
makes no sense, and to not bring 
them up for impeachment shirks 
our own duty to make sure that we 
have quality people within." 

Two senators voted to keep 
Fontenot in the senate and 13 voted 
to remove him. The motion 



passed, and Fontenot was removal 
from the senate. 

At this point, a motion was rnai 
to reconsider the vote on the Fais 
hearing. This motion passed onet 
14. 

The second vote to remove Fait 
passed by a two to 13 vote, and 
Faist was removed from the senatt 

Whorton, Faist and Fontenoi 
were elected to the SGA in the M 
elections. 

One piece of legislation w» 
tabled, and it will be discussed i 
the next SGA meeting. It is a bi 
proposing to require the speakeroi 
the senate to send all pieces of leg- 
islation to an applicable committe 
for review before it is placed on k 
agenda of the SGA meetings. 

The SGA will sponsor a mayoral 
debate Thurs., Feb. 19. 

SGA meetings aie held on Mon- 
days at 7 p.m. in the Cane Rivet 
Room of the Student Union. Meet- 
ings are open to all students.

Everyone at Northwestern has 
probably heard about the Lady of 
the Bracelet pageant.

The first Lady of the Bracelet 
pageant was held in the 1920s, but 
the well-known bracelet did not 
come about until 1958.

"I feel really blessed to be in busi- 
ness," Mrs. Franklin said.

Marcus Jones, assistant professor 
of business law at Northwestern, 
enjoys his lunch at the restaurant 
twice a week. 

"My favorite is the baked chick- 
en and red beans and rice," Jones 
said. "The atmosphere is very nice, 
quite and clean. The owners are 
also very friendly." 

The Franklins said in the future 
they hope to set up a discount pro- 
gram for students and other profes- 
sors like Jones and extend their 
hours of operation. They also plan 
to set up a hot meals program for 
children after school. 

"The food is great and it kind of 
reminds you of home," senior jour- 
nalism major Quantia Mills said. 
"It is not expensive and the 
employees treat you like your 
grandmother or mom." 



Testing Zone 103: A guide for the GMAT

timed sections. 

The first section of the exam is 
analytical writing. During this sec- 
tion, students are given two essay 
topics in which they have 30 min- 
utes per topic to respond. 

The next section is the quantita- 
tive section. This section measures 
the understanding of elementary 
concepts and basic math skills. 

According to the GMAT Infor- 
mational Bulletin, the quantitative 
section also measures students' 
abilities to reason quantitatively, in 
problem solving, and to interpret 
graphic data. The quantitative sec- 
tion contains 37 questions and is 
given 75 minutes to take. 

The last portion of the GMAT is 
the verbal section. This section 
measures students' abilities to read 
and comprehend written material, 
to evaluate arguments, and to cor- 
rect material that contains errors, 
according to the GMAT Informa- 



tional Bulletin. The verbal section 
is made up of 41 questions and is 
also given 75 minutes to take. 

Dean of the College of Business, 
Joel Worley, appreciates what the 
test stands for, as it does not focus 
on students' previous work. 

"It is a measure of that student's 
ability rather than their past per- 
formances," Worley said when 
comparing GMAT to tests such as 
the ACT. 

Preparing for the GMAT does 
not require anything additional 
other than the education received 
from grade school through college. 

"Do very well in first and second 
grade," was Worley's advice for 
preparing for GMAT. 

Worley also encouraged takers 
of the GMAT to enroll in calculus 
courses, which, he believes, will 
help them in the quantitative sec- 
tion. 

Susan Nealy, program coordina- 



tor of Northwestern's Carl D. 
Perkins Programs, took the exam 
and found other means for prepa- 
ration. 

The NSU alumna said that tak- 
ing practice tests helped her to pre- 
pare for the GMAT. 

How to prepare 

Several preparatory books fea- 
turing practice exams can be found 
at the Campus Bookstore. The 
prices range from $13.95-39.95. 
Many of the more expensive books 
come with CD-ROMS that have 
additional material to help prepare 
for the test. 

Other GMAT test samples may 
be found at the test's web site, at 
www.mba. com. 

The GMAT is administered at 
the Prometric Testing Center, an 
associate of Sylvan Learning Cen- 
ter. The nearest location is in 
Bossier City on Viking Drive. 



The GMAT is computerized and 
requires minimal computer skills 
for completion. 

According to the Sylvan Learn- 
ing Center, the registration fees for 
the GMAT is $225. 

Scheduling for testing appoint- 
ments can be done within a few 
days of the test date, and may be 
done by mail, phone, fax or online. 

The test is given year-round. 

Students do not need to bring 
anything to the exam. Pencils and 
scratch paper will be supplied, 
according to the Sylvan Learning 
Center. 

The GMAT Informational Bul- 
letin can be found at the Testing 
Center in Room 306 in the Student

year football letterman. He 
also is a two-year letterman 
in baseball and one year let- 
termen in basketball and 
track. 

"He is a blessing in dis- 
guise," laughed Stoker. "He 
is a big left tackle with long 
arms and good feet that can 
block well." 

Coons is an offensive line- 
man from Warren HS, Texas.

"Coons is the biggest guy I

The last offensive lineman 
signed is Stephens who is 
from Galveston Ball HS, 
Texas. Stephens is a first- 
team All-Greater Houston 
and All-Galveston County 
player. He also is first-team 
all district and a three-year 
letterman in football and 
basketball. 

"He is a biscuit from 360," 
Stoker joked. "He can play 
almost anywhere, and just 
smashes people off the ball. 
When he fills out his upper 
body he will be even bigger." 

Bellock is a linebacker 
from White Castle HS, Texas. 
Bellock is an All-State Class 
2 A performer with 125 tack- 
les and is all-district and all- 
parish most valuable player. 

He is also an All-Metro 
selection and was district 
MVP his junior season. Bel- 



lock also earned a letter as an 
eighth-grader making him a 
rare five-year football letter- 
winner. 

"He goes right through 
you when he tackles," Stoker 
said. 

Dampier is a linebacker 
from West Monroe HS and is 
a two-year Class 5A All-State 
linebacker. He also made the 
Monroe News Star Top 13 
list of senior prospects, all- 
district, all-Northeast 
Louisiana and second-team 
All-State. 

Daniels is a linebacker 
from Neville HS, Monroe, 
where had had 143 tackles, 
seven sacks and two inter- 
ceptions. J.D. Henry is a safe- 
ty from Bunkie HS, LA and is 
currently enrolled but will 
start to play in the fall. 

The last defensive player is 
Jones, a defensive lineman 
from Sulphur Springs HS, 
Texas. He is honorable men- 
tion All-State Class 4A and 
the District 11-4A Defensive 
MVP after making 75 tackles, 
five sacks and 12 tackles for a 
loss. 

"Jones led his team in tack- 
les and is a smart player with 
a little mean streak in him," 
Stoker said.

The three-time SLC cham- 
pions lost only three seniors 
from last year's team which 
finished 9-9-2 overall and a 
third place finish in the 
league. 



Headlining the 2004 class 
is forward Erin Hebert from 
Carencro, LA, and Tiffany 
Kawana-Waugh a midfield- 
er from New Plymouth, 
New Zealand. 

Demon Head Coach 
Jimmy Mitchell said Hebert 
is one of the top players in 
Louisiana, is extremely tal- 
ented and very athletic. 

"She will make an immedi- 
ate impact on our program, 
and I look for her to chal- 
lenge for a starting spot 
immediately," Mitchell said. 
"She is fast, highly skillful 
and tenacious. She could be 
the goal-scorer that we have 
been missing." 

Waugh is a four-year letter- 
winner out of Spotswood 
High School and helped her 
team to three state high 
school championships. She is 
a two-time state high school 
player of the year and was 
named the MVP of the 
National High School Pre- 
mier Tournament. 




"Tiffany is a very sophisti- 
cated player and her knowl- 
edge of the game goes 
beyond her years," Mitchell 
said. "I believe she will help 
up elevate our program to 
another level and she is an 
extremely talented player." 

Other signees include Car- 
rie Crowell and Shamika 
Ealy, both from Arlington, 
Texas, and Katrina Pence 
from Mansfield, Texas. 
Crowell and Pence are mid- 
fielders while Ealy is a 
defender. 

Crowell led her high 
school team, James Martin 
High School, to a district 



championship and two state 
playoff appearances. She 
was also named as captain 
of her Dallas Texans Club 
team for three years. 

"Crowell looks like she 
wants to fight everyone on 
the field, but she is not just a 
fighter but a smart fighter," 
Mitchell said. 

Ealy is a two-year soccer 
letter-winner and also let- 
tered in Softball and track. 
Ealy went to Summit High 
School and was named to 5A 
Second All-District team as a 
junior. 

"She is an extremely tal- 
ented athlete and is fast and 
quick," Mitchell said. 
"Shamika makes our team 
much more athletic immedi- 
ately." 

Pence is a two year letter- 
man and was a member of 
the Dallas Texans Soccer 
Club. Pence is a triplet and 
her sister will be a part of the 
NSU Soccer program this 
season. 



"Katrina is a skillful player 
and has extremely technical 
ability," Mitchell said. "She 
will be one of our more tech- 
nical players." 

Overall Coach Mitchell 
said he thinks the team will 
have a good season with a 
great group of players com- 
ing back. 

"We did not have a bad 
season last year, but we are 
not satisfied," Mitchell said. 

Mitchell said the new play- 
ers should fill holes that the 
team needed filling and 
improve their scoring abili- 
ties. 

Mitchell also said the new 
signees will up the Lady 
Demons athleticism, and that 
is something NSU needs to 
compete against teams in 
their conference and teams in 
the SEC and Big 12. 

The NSU Soccer team will 
also be getting lights for the 
soccer field. The lights 
should be done in time for 
the 2004 season. 



Demons lose a close one at home

The Demon basketball 
team fell to third place in the 
Southland Conference after a 
67-64 loss to the Texas State 
Bobcats Saturday.

With his injury, Lee still 
managed 15 points in the 
game, shooting 6-11 in field 
goal attempts and 2-2 from 
the free throw line. 

Wallace and fellow team- 
mate Byron Allen also pulled 
their weight in the game. 
Wallace topped Lee overall 
as he earned his fourth dou- 
ble-double of the season 
scoring 18 points and grab- 
bing 10 rebounds. 

Allen picked up nine 
points and nine rebounds 
leaving him just short of his 
first double-double of the 
season. 

McConathy said though 
the loss may have been hard

Spring enrollment sets record 

Fully-accredited online degree programs draw in out-of-state students

There are 9,881 students 
taking classes at NSU this 
semester, setting a new spring 
record for enrollment at the 
university. 

Registrar Lily Bell cited the 
growing prominence of Inter- 
net-based courses as a major 
factor in the enrollment 
increase. 

"We had a continuous 
increase in enrollment of stu- 
dents taking undergraduate 
and graduate courses deliv- 
ered electronically through 
distance learning technolo- 
gies," Bell said. 

This increase is largely due 



to the fact that out-of-state 
fees no longer apply to Inter- 
net courses. 

"More and more out-of- 
state students are taking Web- 
based courses due to the 
change in policy for out-of- 
state fees, and the fact that the 
online degree programs are 
fully accredited," Bell said. 

Bell also said that the uni- 
versity hopes for further 
enrollment increases despite 
the fact that new admissions 
standards for the university 
will go into effect in the fall 
2005 semester. 

Under the new standards, 
first-time freshmen will be 
accepted only if they have 
obtained a TOPS scholarship 



and need no more than one 
remedial course. Bell said also 
students will need to have 
either a cumulative high 
school GPA of 2.00 or better, a 
minimum ACT composite 
score of 20 or an SAT score of 
at least 950 from a single test, 
or a ranking in the top 50 per- 
cent of their graduating class, 
Bell said. 

Bell expressed optimism 
about the effects of enroll- 
ment increases, saying that 
more students mean an 
increase in revenue for the 
university. 

"We are equipped and we 
have been preparing to meet 
the challenges on internet- 
based registration," Bell said.

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TOPS refunds to disperse 
within next three weeks

The TOPS scholarship refund 
checks will be written and mailed 
in about two and a half weeks, 
according to the Director of Stu- 
dent Financial Aid, Misti Adams. 

The TOPS scholarship refund 
process is long and complicated 
and requires a lot of waiting on 
the state. Misti Adams said that 
the university has to wait fourteen 
days after enrollment to bill TOPS 
and send it to the state. The day 
after the fourteenth day, the finan- 
cial aid office verifies the report 
and then sends the bill to TOPS. 
The bill is sent to the state office by 
e-mail. 

"It used to take about a month 
to get us a check in the mail." 
Adams said. "We now receive 
those funds by EFT (Electronic 
Fund Transfer). Once we went to 
EFT, it cut off two weeks of the 
processing time. Usually it is 
about a month and a half into the 
semester before we get the TOPS 
money." 

Transferring funds by EFT 
began in the summer of 2003. 

"We are hoping to get the 
money by the end of this week, 
the first of next week," Adams 
said. "Now, this is not a guaran- 
tee. That is just the target dates 
that we are looking at." 

Adams said that after the TOPS 
money is received, it goes into a 



bank account that the university 
has set up and business affairs 
notifies the financial aid depart- 
ment that the money has been 
received. TOPS then sends a "dis- 
persement roster" to show what 
students receive the money. 

Adams said that in two to two 
and a half weeks the TOPS refund 
checks should be in the mail. 

If a student has a loan and a 
TOPS scholarship there are pro- 
grams in place that can help the 
student receive the loan refund. 

"If we have a student that 
comes to us and says that they are 
in an emergency situation and 
need the loan money before TOPS 
comes in, we have what we call an 
Early Refund Appeal Process," 
Adams said. "If they can show us 
documentation we will go ahead 
and give them their refund on 
their loan and wait for the TOPS 
money to come in to pay the 
account." 

Book vouchers are available to 
students so that they can purchase 
books before any scholarship 
money comes in. 

"We are the only institution in 
the state of Louisiana that process- 
es book vouchers... because we 
don't have refunds readily avail- 
able," Adams said. 

She explained that in every 
other institution in the state, a stu- 
dent has to pay in full before 
attending. Northwestern has pro- 
visions such as installment plans 



and allows students to attend 
while waiting for their scholar- 
ship money. 

"We had to come up with a way 
for students to get books even 
though they couldn't physically 
get their refund until the week 
after fee payment," Adams said. " 
Because after fee payment is over 
you have two days to add and 
drop and change your classes. 
After that we start processing 
refunds to make sure students are 
eligible for the money we are giv- 
ing them." 

She said that the university is 
essentially giving the student 
credit on the scholarship and loan 
money that will be coming in 
later. A student can receive a book 
voucher of up to $450 as long as 
the credit equals or exceeds that 
amount. This amount was 
increased last year from just $300. 

Provisions are in place for art 
students, nursing students, and 
first level clinical students to 
receive larger vouchers because 
they have to buy approximately 
$700 worth of materials, Adams 
said. 

"If a student needs more than 
the $450 for books the bookstore 
will write a letter saying that the 
student needs more. As long as 
they have the credit, it will be 
increased," said Adams. 

Adams estimates that the TOPS 
refund checks will be in the mail 
near the beginning of March.

College of education under new dean

^ new acting dean recently com- 
(penced leadership of the College 
pf Education, midway through the 
department's lengthy and critical 
^accreditation process. 

On Jan. 5, Vicki Gentry began 
jjjving as the College of Educa- 
jlon's interim dean. Gentry who 
.pent the past three years as depart- 
jj^nt head of health and human 
performances, replaced John Tollett 
£ the College of Education's acting 
dean- 

Tollett, who served as dean for 
£ and a half years, declined to 
(pmrnent on his reasons for relin- 
quishing that position. He has 
^turned to his previous position in 
tde Education Leadership Program. 

Vice President of Academic 
affairs Anthony Scheffler said that 
Gentry was appointed interim 
jean by the administration. 

The position will be open to can- 



didates and permanently filled 
through a hiring committee in a 
year. 

Scheffler said Gentry was chosen 
because of her leadership qualities 
and previous experience with the 
National Council for the Accredita- 
tion of Teacher Education. 

"Dr. Gentry has that background 
of experience that brings to the 
position an expertise that I think we 
found very appealing in prepara- 
tion for NCATE," Scheffler said. 

Gentry said her primary goal as 
interim dean is making progress 
toward NCATE. 

Martha Henderson, dean of 
graduate studies and research, as 
well as chair of the State Unit 
Accreditation Board, expressed 
how important NCATE is to the 
department and the university. 

"NCATE is the agency recog- 
nized by the United States Depart- 
ment of Education to accredit 
teacher education programs," said 
Henderson. 



"We have to maintain our accred- 
itation with NCATE in order to 
continue to prepare students in the 
College of Education to become 
teachers. It's very, very critical. It's 
absolutely essential," Henderson 
said. 

Henderson explained that NSU's 
Education Department undergoes 
a re-accreditation process every five 
years. 

It is currently under continued 
review, due to changes within 
NCATE's requirements. 

NCATE adopted new standards 
in 2001, and Henderson said that 
this has made the process more 
complicated. 

"Even though we are accredited 
and are just going through a contin- 
uing review, the standards are dif- 
ferent, so that makes it much more 
difficult," Gentry said. 

Gentry said that there is much 
work to be done in preparation for 
NCATE. 

"We had two consultants come in 



in the fall, and both consultants 
said that we were not at the point 
where we needed to be," she said. 

Gentry said NCATE's reviewing 
team will visit NSU in October. 
This team will interview faculty 
and students, visit classrooms, and 
examine evidence of how the 
department is meeting national 
standards. 

Henderson said, "The emphasis 
is on looking at the data that we've 
collected that shows that our stu- 
dents are successful in the class- 
room." 

Although she has only occupied 
her position as dean for a few 
weeks, Gentry has already been 
applying NCATE's new standards 
to the college's programs and 
improving cited problem areas. 

She has made committee reas- 
signments within the college, and 
she led a forum on Jan. 8 to 
improve collaboration between the 
College of Education and other 
departments on campus. 



She and seven other NSU repre- 
sentatives also attended a confer- 
ence recently, sponsored by the 
American Association of Colleges 
for Teacher Education. This confer- 
ence, which took place Feb. 6-10, 
was held in Chicago. 

Instructor Kim McAlister, who is 
on the College of Education Lead- 
ership Team for Accreditation, par- 
ticipated in this conference. She 
explained the reasons for attending 
the conference, prior to having 
gone to Chicago. 

"The purpose of this conference 
is, first of all, for us to receive infor- 
mation from other people involved 
in the process so that we'll be as 
prepared as possible," McAlister 
said. "Secondly, ifs for us to net- 
work with other professionals to 
make sure that the things we're 
doing here on campus - the best 
practices, the preparation of teach- 
ers - are meeting national guide- 
lines." 

Gentry said that progress is 



already being made but that there 
is still much to do before October. 

"Change has to be gradual," she 
said. "You just can't come in and 
turn the tables over and start over. 
You have to work with what you 
have, and you have to convince 
people that this might be better." 

Scheffler expressed confidence in 
Gentry's methods and said that fac- 
ulty members and administrators 
are already praising her perform- 
ance. 

"Going through an accrediting 
process is arduous under the best of 
circumstances," Scheffler said. 
"Coming into a new position is dif- 
ficult under the best of circum- 
stances. Trying to do both is incred- 
ibly difficult, but we've gotten great 
feedback." 

Gentry will have the opportunity 
to apply for the permanent position 
when the selection committee is 
formed toward the end of the year, 
but she said she does not yet know 
if she will do so.

What do you want for your money?

Spring elections are coming up 
and one issue that everyone likes 
to vote on is money. The question 
of raising fees or lowering fees is 
always talked about, whether it is 
popular or not, but the real ques- 
tion is, where does YOUR money 
go? 

Your money actually goes to a 
variety of places. A break down of 
your account will tell you were 
every dime of it goes. A couple 
places that your money goes to is 
the SGA and the SAB. Both organ- 
izations put in a lot of hours mak- 
ing sure that you get what you 
need here at Northwestern, but do 
you realize that you have a say in 
what you get as well? 

An offer that's on the table that 
requires spending money is the 
USA Today Collegiate Program. 
Scott Manguno, VP of the SGA, is 
the brainstormer behind this proj- 
ect. The program would provide 
more than 500 newspapers daily 
for the use of Northwestern stu- 
dents. (You will no longer have to 
purchase papers in Vic's or the 
University Bookstore) The selec- 
tion would provide not only USA 
Today but the Financial Times as 
well as several local and regional 
papers. What's the price tag on 
this you might ask? The program 
would cost about $25,000 per year. 

Schools such as Yale and Penri 
State host similar programs. On a 
local note: Nicholls State, in Thibo- 
daux, is a participant of this pro- 
gram. 



Can Northwestern host a simi- 
lar project? Well, Northwestern 
can but the question is: where is 
the money going to come from? 
The idea was bom in the SGA, but 
the SGA cannot afford to host the 
$25,000 program due to the fact 
that its budget is very small. The 
SGA only collects $2.25 from full 
time students. 

The possibilities are open about 
how to pay for this. Students 
could vote for a student assessed 
fee of about $5 for all full time stu- 
dents or another $2.25 for all stu- 
dents. Another possibility would 
be for an organization such as the 
SAB to pick it up. The SAB is in 
charge of student programming 
and picks up the tab for events 
such as homecoming week and 
Spring Fling. Would the students 
like the SAB (which receives $10 
from full time and part time stu- 
dents) to pick up the tab and have 
a few less activities such as magi- 
cians and game show hosts or 
would the students like the SGA to 
suggest another fee that comes 
with a lot of benefits? 

Students of Northwestern, ifs 
your money and I urge you to 
voice your ideas. If you don't 
know a Senator of SAB representa- 
tive, please feel free to visit either 
of the offices in the Student Union 
and make suggestions or you may

Support for Gay Marriages 



Let me begin by applauding 
Elaine Broussard's column on the 
legalization of same-sex marriages, 
since she was to the point on the 
question of whether said unions 
should be legal (as opposed to 
whether they are morally correct). 
However, I would like to address 
certain problems I have found in 
Mr. Tummons' editorial on gay 
marriage, based on what I have 
learned while writing my senior 
thesis on sodomy laws and the 
Supreme Court. 

]n response to his first argument

If he is claiming that homo- 
sexuals refuse to attempt to have 
sexual relationships with members 
of the opposite sex, then I disagree 
vehemently, for reasons that I feel 
are too obvious and too many for 
me to ennumerate in this limited 
space. 

With regards to what the Bible- 
or the Qur'an, or any other holy 
book, for that matter-says on the 
topic of homosexuality, I would 
like to point out that such things 
cannot shape American lawmak- 
ing, since the First Amendment 
clearly states that Congress cannot 
pass any legislation with a reli- 
gious bias, such as prohibiting 
homosexual conduct in the United 
States simply because the Bible 
says so. Furthermore, any claim 
that the United States is a Christian 
nation or that the Founding Fathers 
were Christians who drafted the 
Constitution with Christian princi- 
ples in mind is highly misinformed 
and ignorant of the multiplicity of 
ethnic, religious, and cultural back- 
grounds that encompasses the 
American experience today. 

From a legal standpoint, I would 
like to state that what the U.S. 
Supreme Court, the Massachusetts 
Supreme Court, and the supreme 
courts of all the states that have 
struck down sodomy laws have 
used as a basis for protecting same- 
sex unions is a notion very much 
akin to the philosophies of John 
Stuart Mill and his harm principle: 
if they are not hurting anyone, then 
leave them alone. Professing that 
the legalization of gay marriage 
will allow for "human and animal

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The original location of 
the funeral home was on the first 
floor of the Odd Fellows Lodge 
Hall. At this time manufacturing 
was lending aid toward produc- 
tion for World War II. Because of 
this, Johnson had to learn to make 
his own caskets. He later devel- 
oped this into a company. 

Johnson started Winnfield 
Funeral Home because there was a 
need for burial services in the black 
community. Back then funerals 
only cost around $300-$400. How- 
ever, many could not even afford 
this. 

So Johnson started the Winnfield 
Colored Burial Association, the 
forerunner of the Winnfield Life 
Insurance Company. He charged 
only $1 a month no matter how 
many people there were. 

"It was a need for a decent, 
Christian burial, and a need to 
maintain a policy that would care 
for the financial needs of a decent 
Christian burial," Ward said. 

Johnson also established the 



Winnfield Building Company 
because the minority community 
was not being served well. Johnson 
financed and physically helped to 
construct a large number of homes, 
churches, fraternal buildings and 
businesses for blacks in the 50s, 60s 
and 70s. 

Today Winnfield has seven 
branches and can be found in 
Shreveport, Alexandria, Lafayette, 
and Baton Rouge. Ward said that 
although the majority of Winn- 
field 's business is of minority races, 
Winnfield does not discriminate 
according to race, religion or creed. 

The Natchitoches branch of Win- 
nfield Funeral Homes was estab- 
lished second, in the late 1930s. 
Johnson began by selling insurance 
policies, and then followed with 
the funeral home. 

The Natchitoches branch of Win- 
nfield serves Natchitoches and all 
surrounding parishes. 

Winnfield provides complete 
final care. This can include removal 
of the body, embalming, prepara- 



tion of the body for viewing, taking 
the body to the crematorium, 
funeral services and the burial. 

Winnfield also has premade 
plans that can be purchased if a 
person would like to be more selec- 
tive in the care they receive after 
death. 

These plans do not increase in 
payment over time, and allows for 
options on how the body is pre- 
pared, clothing selection from their 
own line of attire if desired and the 
type of wake or visitation service. 

Jermicka Williams, the funeral 
director and embalmer for the 
Natchitoches branch of Winnfield, 
said that today the costs of funerals 
usually range from $4,000 - 
$30,000, depending on the services 
the family chooses. 

These include services, the cas- 
ket, the amount of restoration 
needed and other merchandising. 

Williams said her first experi- 
ence with the company was an 
internship in late 1999 and early 
2000. She left for a period of time in 



2002, but returned in 2003. 

Williams said she does just 
about anything she is asked, from 
training clerks on death certifi- 
cates to embalming and cosmetiz- 
ing. 

"I love it. This is a cherishing 
experience and a privilege to be in 
Natchitoches and be around such 
a sharp and great mind, which is 
Mr. Johnson," Williams said. 

Mattie Petite, a clerical worker 
at Winnfield, also loves working 
for the company. 

"I've been here for 37 years, I 
think I love it," Petite said. 

Petite said that Johnson is being 
honored in this year's Black His- 
tory Month parade, which will be 
held on Feb. 21, and will run on 
Front Street. Johnson, however, 
does not think he needs a parade. 

"I don't need no parade. I'm a 
servant, I'm not used to being 
served, I'm not used to that," 
Johnson said.

Community Service Project

Brittany was up for weight train- 
ing at 7:30 a.m.

Lady of 
the Bracelet contestants receive no 
exceptions. Hence at 10 a.m., when 
tiaining is over, she gave a small 
interview over a cup of coffee 
before rushing off to class. 

Classes consist of management 
at 11 a.m., marketing at 12:30 p.m., 
and logic at 2 p.m. Brittany is a jun- 
ior business major, and plans to 
attend law school after NSU. 

"I'm taking that class (logic)," 
Brittany said, "because I heard it 
was supposed to help with the 
LSAT." 

After class, Brittany meets with 
Director of Dancelines Abe Antho- 
ny III and Assistant Professor of 
Theater Pia Wyatt, both of whom 
are choreographers for the pag- 
eant. They recommended that Brit- 
tany wear her evening gown, 
which Brittany's mother sewed, as 
her opening dress and her opening 
dress be worn as her evening gown 
during rehearsals that afternoon.

The Cowgirls were predict- 
ed to finish second in the SLC 
in the coaches' poll and fifth 
in the Sports Information 
Directors' poll. 

MSU also had one player 
named to the third-team pre- 
season AU-SLC. Sophomore 
pitcher Jessica Denham had a 
2.46 ERA in 2003 and went 
12-6 with 108 strikeouts.

NSU Crew medals at Erg Sprints

The NSU rowers Seth 
Fornea and Mathew Hooker 
won big this week at Geor- 
gia Tech's Atlanta Erg Sprint 
Race. 

The Erg Sprint Races are 
done on a rowing machine 
called Concept II Rowing 
Ergometer for 2000 meters, 
or roughly 1 mile. 

Select members of the 
NSU Crew traveled to Geor- 
gia Tech Saturday to com- 
pete against top-ranked 
schools like the University 
of Georgia and Clemson as 
well as each other. 

Other schools that attend- 
ed were Georgia State Uni- 



versity, Berry Davidson, 
Emory and the University of 
North Carolina. 

Fornea topped the pack 
and took the gold medal in 
the 2000-meter race with a 
time of 6:20.5. 

"Not many people pull a 
time that low. He pretty 
much blew the competition 
away," Head Rowing Coach 
Alan Pasch said. "He is the 
fastest rower we've ever had 
at NSU." 

Pasch also said with a lit- 
tle hard work, Fornea could 
be looking towards higher 
goals soon. 

"If he could shave 15 sec- 
onds off of that time, he 
could try for the Olympic 
team," Pasch said. 

Hooker, a freshman rower, 



showed his importance to 
the team as well as he took 
the silver medal just behind 
Fornea with a time of 6:36.0. 

Pasch said the perform- 
ances of Hooker and fellow 
newcomer Travis Lowin 
show the bright future of the 
crew. Lowin placed seventh 
in the competition after join- 
ing the crew only, three 
weeks before the race. 

The two medals won by 
Fornea and Hooker were the 
first medals ever won by the 
NSU Crew team at the Erg 
Sprints. Overall 14 rowers 
from NSU competed at the 
Sprints and 10 rowers made 
the finals. 

Pasch said the interesting 
part of the race was that 
teammates raced against 



each other, unlike normal 
races where it is based on 
individual times. 

"Rowing is such a team 
sport," Pasch said. "Individ- 
uals don't get a chance to 
show what they've got until 
an event like this." 

Pasch said success like 
this helps the team look for- 
ward to the remainder of the 
season. 

"Everything looks good 
and has everyone excited 
about the season," Pasch 
said. 

The crew's season will 
continue in March, as they 
will compete in the Cane 
River Sprints in Natchi- 
toches and in the Heart of 
Texas in Austin, Texas.

Two of NSU's top 10 men's 
basketball players are facing 
police charges that they stole 
a man's identity. 

Chief of Police Ralph Peters 
of the Natchitoches Police 
Department said sophomore 
Kerwin Forges of Natchi- 
toches and freshman Keenan 
Jones of Opelousas were 
arrested Feb. 4 for charging 
more than $500 on two of the 
victim's credit cards from his 
stolen wallet. 

Peters said Jones and his 
cousin, Charles Ray Angello 



Jr., also of Opelousas, were 
charged of stealing the wallet 
at Natural Mystic #2 on U.S. 
Highway 1. 

Peters said Angello is not a 
student at NSU. 

Peters said the purchases 
were made at Wal-Mart in 
Natchitoches. 

The three men were booked 
and released on bond, Peters 
said. 

If convicted, the men could 
receive up to 10 years in jail 
and or a maximum fine of 
$10,000, Peters said. 

Peters also said a court date 
has not been set. 



Sports Information Director 
Doug Ireland said since the 
crime took place off-campus, 
Forges and Jones are still able 
to attend their classes. The 
incident has not had an effect 
on the two students' scholar- 
ships, either. 

However, Forges and Jones 
were suspended from playing 
in any games, but they are 
still on the team, said men's 
basketball Head Coach Mike 
McConathy. 

McConathy said the ongo- 
ing suspension for the two 
men will remain until a for- 
mal decision is made that 



would best resolve the situa- 
tion. 

Along with the suspension, 
Forges and Jones must meet 
other disciplinary measures. 

McConathy said Forges 
and Jones had to attend a Fel- 
lowship of Christian Athletes 
conference last week. 

The two players also have 
to complete daily discipline 
activities set up by 
McConathy. These activities 
are community service, phys- 
ical work, and conditioning, 
McConathy said. 

McConathy said Forges' 
and Jones' activities such as 



going to class, to practice, and 
even to go have meals must 
be cleared through the coach- 
ing staff. 

Finally, Forges and Jones 
must apologize to the appro- 
priate parties which are Uni- 
versity President Randall 
Webb, the victim, and anyone 
else who is deemed as need- 
ing an apology. 

McConathy also said he 
thought these disciplinary 
measures were better than 
kicking the two players off 
the team or to just "slap them

SGA supports parking resolution 

Plan proposes restricting students, faculty to assigned lots

Monday, the Student Gov- 
ernment Association 
approved a resolution sup- 
porting the University Traffic 
and Parking Committee's 
decision to begin restricting 
resident parking. 

Under the committee's 
decision, all resident students 
will be assigned numbered 
hangtags corresponding with 



the parking lots of their resi- 
dence halls. They will only 
be able to legally park in their 
assigned lots during the 
hours of 7 a.m. to 3 p.m. 

Director of Student Activi- 
ties and Organizations, Carl 
Henry, who is also the SGA 
advisor and chairman of the 
Traffic and Parking Commit- 
tee, said the decision is part 
of a proposed pilot program 
designed to eventually 
restrict all residents, com- 



muters, faculty and staff to 
assigned parking lots. 

The program proposes that 
residents be restricted first, 
followed by commuters the 
next year, and then faculty 
and staff the next year. 

Henry said these new 
restrictions will significantly 
help the parking problem on 
campus, which he said is 
caused by students moving 
their cars between classes. 

"There is no campus in the 
United States where people 
can move their cars like we 
do," Henry said. 

At the SGA meeting, Sena- 
tor Jack Halford, who spon- 
sored the resolution, remind- 
ed the senate that they were 
voting on a decision that was 
already made by the Traffic 
and Parking Committee. 

"This isn't something that 
we're acting upon as the sen- 
ate by telling the University 
to do this. This is saying that 
either we support what Traf- 



fic and Parking did or we 
don't support what Traffic 
and Parking did," Halford 
said. 

For the proposal to go into 
effect, Vice President of Stu- 
dent Affairs Dan Seymour 
and University President 
Randall Webb must approve 
the proposal. 

Senator Casey Ponder 
argued against the resolution. 
Ponder said that she is con- 
cerned about the effect the 
new parking restrictions will 
have on residents of Dodd 
Hall, because of a shortage of 
parking for Dodd residents. 

"Being an area coordinator 
in Dodd, I personally don't 
want to upset at least 200 res- 
idents. Placing my support 
behind this bill, no, I would 
never do it in a million 
years," Ponder said. "It's 
great, and it works well for 
all of the other residence 
halls. However it is a prob- 
lem, and I don't want to 



upset the students who are 
already going to get their fees 
increased." 

Halford reminded the sen- 
ate that restricting resident 
parking is only the first phase 
of the proposal. 

"The committee said that if 
we had done everything that 
we actually proposed, it 
would have caused too great 
of an uproar with the stu- 
dents, and Dr. Seymour and 
Dr. Webb might not have 
supported a decision that 
radical," Halford said. 

The senate passed the reso- 
lution with an 11 - 5 vote. 

Also, senior Amanda 
Almond and senior Robert 
Silvie were appointed to sen- 
ator-at-large positions with 
unanimous approval of the 
senate. 

Senate meetings are held 
every Monday at 7 p.m. in 
the Cane River Room of the 
Student Union.

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Students head Second 
Stage theater season

For the first time, students of 
NSU's theater department will 
direct, act in and design full- 
length productions for the newly 
formed Second Stage Season. 

In addition to the productions 
selected by the theater depart- 
ment faculty, a board of seniors 
chose five other productions that 
make up the Second Stage Sea- 
son. 

Scott Burrell, assistant profes- 
sor of theater, said, "When Dr. 
Held came in this year, one of the 
things he wanted to do was to 
give the students more opportu- 
nities to do shows and to do the- 
ater work, be it technical or acting 
or performing — it didn't matter." 

Burrell said that he and theater 
department head Roger Held 
concluded that all graduating 
seniors would be allowed to be 
on the board responsible for 
choosing Second Stage Season 
acts. 

Students of the theater depart- 
ment that want to produce a 
show must present a proposal to 
the board explaining all of the 
details of their show. 

Second Stage board member 
Larry Soileau said, "Anybody in 
the department can write a pro- 
posal. We review these proposals 



and say 'Does anyone have any 
objections to this particular play, 
to the merits of the play, to what 
the director wants to do with this 
piece? Do you feel that it's worth 
our time and our energy?' And if 
everybody says yes, then we try 
to pack it into our schedule." 

Junior theater major Adam- 
Louis Breaux said that the depart- 
ment did allow students a chance 
to direct before Second Season, 
but "it was not so pre-packaged. 
You had to do it all on your own." 

Soileau, who is directing a play 
for Second Season, said, "Before 
this, the only 

chance students got to direct 
was in the directing classes and 
those were one act plays 

that were only 30 minutes long 
at the max, and now I'm getting 
to direct a two-hour play on A.A. 
Fredericks, our main stage." 

Before the board was created, 
students could work on their own 
productions, but could not be 
guaranteed time and space on a 
stage, Breaux said. 

Now the Second Season pro- 
ductions are given show times 
and places at the beginning of the 
semester, along with a $100 budg- 
et for expenses. 

Soileau, a theater major, will be 
directing the first Second Season 
production. Luigi Pirandello's Six 
Characters in Search of an 



Author, scheduled to run Feb. 26- 
28, is the story of a group of 
actors that show up at the 
rehearsal for a Pirandello play. 

These actors explain to the 
manager that they are characters 
of an unfinished drama, and that 
they need a writer to finish their 
story. The manager is unable to 
tell acting from reality when the 
six characters begin acting out a 
scene from their story. 

"When the audience comes to 
sit down, they're not going to 
know exactly when the play is 
going to start, or exactly when 
each act is finished, or perhaps 
when the play itself is finished 
because there's no lighting cues," 
Soileau said. 

He said that no lighting is nec- 
essary for this production. All of 
the cast members who are play- 
ing technicians at the theater 
company will also be doing the 
technical work on the set. 

Audience members will be 
seated on stage during the per- 
formance and the stage will look 
as though students are still 
rehearsing. 

"There are some innovations — 
some out of creative inspiration 
and some out of necessity," 
Soileau said. "But, necessity is the 
mother of invention. So, our limi- 
tations and restrictions really 
make this a better show."

Proposed registration changes give 
priority to disabled, honors students

A proposed plan to change regis- 
tration procedures would give top 
priority to students with disabilities 
and honors students. 

However, the council of high- 
ranking faculty and administrators 
did not vote on the proposal 
because the chairwoman of the sub- 
committee who formed it could not 
attend the meeting. 

Also, the plan has computer 
issues that would need to be 
addressed and would most likely 
delay any wholesale changes to 
early registration until Spring 2005. 

The proposal, presented Monday 
to the Deans' Council by Faculty 
Senate President Ben Rushing in 
place of absent subcommittee chair- 
woman Norann Planchock, would 
recognize students with a cumula- 
tive GPA of 3.5 or higher as honor 
students and allow them to register 
on the first day of early registration. 
Also, students with disabilities who 
have filed the proper paperwork 
with the University before registra- 
tion would also be allowed to regis- 
ter first. 

These newly-defined groups 
would share the first day of early 
registration with graduating sen- 
iors and graduate students, who 
already register on the first day 
under the current policy. 

Student athletes, who can now 
register before the rest of the stu- 
dent body, would be able to register 
on the second day of early registra- 
tion under the proposed plan, and 
only if the student athlete has com- 
pleted fewer than 60 credit hours of 
class. 

Under the current plan, the order 
of the five-day early registration 
period is based entirely on classifi- 
cation with one exception — all stu- 
dent athletes register one day 
before the general student body. 
Graduating seniors and graduate 
students can register the next day, 
on the first day of general early reg- 
istration. 

On each following day, registra- 
tion opens up to senior-class stu- 
dents who are not graduating, jun- 
iors, sophomores, and freshmen 
respectively. 

Honor students and students 
with disabilities are not currently 
recognized as separate groups for 
registration and instead register 
based on the number of completed 
hours. 

Students classified as seniors but 
who are not graduating would 
share the second day of early regis- 
tration under the proposed plan 
with student athletes who have less 
than 60 hours of class. Student ath- 
letes with more than 60 hours 
would register based on their classi- 
fication. 

Also, student athletes — along 
with any other student — who 



meet the honors student criteria 
would be able to register on the first 
day. 

Early registration rules for jun- 
iors, sophomores and freshmen 
would not change under the pro- 
posed plan. 

This committee and its proposal 
were made to address concerns 
voiced by the Faculty Senate in 
December. The senate claimed the 
early registration privilege for stu- 
dent athletes were unfair to stu- 
dents who did not participate in 
sports. 

"We were pretty incensed about 
it, and think students were too," 
Rushing said. He said he started 
asking other schools and saw what 
they did. 

"To me, it (the proposal) is a little 
more palatable to the students," 
Rushing said. 

The student athlete privilege was 
started in January 2003 to satisfy 
NCAA certification requirements. 
An NCAA peer review team cited 
NSU in December 2002 for its stu- 
dent athletes' problems in getting 
help registering for classes they 
need to meet continuing eligibility 
requirements. 

Those requirements brought 
about the current athletes-first poli- 
cy, which are in line with several 
universities in NSU's athletic con- 
ference, the Southland Conference. 

In particular, athletic and Univer- 
sity administrators made the 
change tameet the NCAA-mandat- 
ed need for student athletes to com- 
plete 40 percent of a degree pro- 
gram within two years of college or 
be declared ineligible for NCAA 
competition. 

A student athlete so declared 
would lose any athletic scholar- 
ships they had, as they would not 
be able to compete in any NCAA 
sport — a requirement of athletic 
scholarships. However, if they reg- 
ister for classes that conflict with 
athletic practice times, they would 
also violate scholarship require- 
ments to attend practices. 

Rushing said the committee did 
not address any other student 
organizations with similar scholar- 
ship and scheduling issues, such as 
band members, cheerleaders, dance 
line or theater students, because 
they did not have overriding certifi- 
cation issues with registration. 

"The NCAA rules — that's just 
the way it is," Rushing said, adding 
that the committee had the oppor- 
tunity to address other important 
registration issues like students 
with disabilities and high-GPA stu- 
dents. 

"We want to say if you worked 
your way academically, you should 
be rewarded," Rushing said. "We 
wanted to make a statement that 
academics are important." 

He stressed that the proposal 
remains just a proposal, as the 
council has yet to vote on it. He did 



Registration elsewhere 

When students register at other Southland Conference schools 

Lamar - Student athletes, graduating seniors and students with dis- 
abilities can all register about a week before the general student 
body. 

Texas State - Student athletes, honor students, students with dis- 
abilities and graduates can register a day before anyone else. 

Texas-San Antonio - Student athletes, honor students, Presidential 
Scholars, graduates, seniors whose names fall within a defined sec- 
tion of the alphabet, and students with disabilities can register on 
the first day of registration. 

Nicholls - Student athletes can register with seniors a day after grad- 
uate students and honor students. However, since phone and Inter- 
net registration allows seniors to register early and fill classes quick- 
ly, Thompson said the athletic department there is trying to get stu- 
dent athlete registration moved a day earlier.

stress that student feedback would 
be essential to the proposal's suc- 
cess. 

"We need, we want student input 
into this process," Rushing said. 

No students were members of the 
subcommittee, and none were pres- 
ent for its meeting on Feb. 3. Rush- 
ing said he and other council mem- 
bers can address some of the stu- 
dents' concerns, but noted his pri- 
mary responsibility is to represent 
the faculty. 

"What makes the faculty happy 
makes the students happy, and 
what makes the students happy 
makes the faculty happy," he said. 

Athletic Director Greg Burke said 
he thought the proposal showed 
how well the University communi- 
ty works together. 

"Hook on it as a very positive 
thing that we as a campus commu- 
nity have worked on this together," 
Burke said. 

He said he had not presented 
details of the proposal to student 
athletes, but was sure they would 
trust him and athletics academic 
adviser Julie Lessiter to get them 
into the classes needed to maintain 
eligibility. 

Without some policy that would 
help student athletes register for 
needed classes, the athletic depart- 
ment could lose its NCAA certifica- 
tion and the privileges, prestige and 
money it provides. 

Rushing, who was a member of 
the council subcommittee that cre- 



ated the proposal with Burke, 
Lessiter, and several University 
department heads, said the com- 
promise proposal should satisfy all 
requirements. 

The delays to implementing the 
proposal, Rushing said, were due to 
the scope of changes that would 
have to be made to the computer- 
ized registration system that facul- 
ty, staff and students use. The sys- 
tem would have to be recoded to 
recognize students with the 3.5 
GPA requirement. Currently, it only 
allows registration by academic 
standing and classification. 

In a separate but related propos- 
al, Rushing said the subcommittee 
recommended moving the start of 
early registration from Tuesday to 
Monday. Under the current early 
registration rules, the five-day peri- 
od starts on Tuesday and ends on 
the following Monday, wedging a 
weekend between sophomore and 
freshman registration. 

Rushing said that students who 
can change their schedules through 
the Internet often change their class 
schedules over that weekend. 

Freshmen who are told a class is 
open on Friday may show up for 
registration on Monday to find it 
closed. Rushing said making early 
registration fall within a single cal- 
endar week could alleviate such 
problems. 

The Deans' Council will meet on 
March 8 to hear the proposal again 
and possibly vote on it.

SAN FRANCISCO — Georgy 
gussell, 27, made headlines across 
foe country in the fall for selling 
thong underwear to finance her 
campaign for governor in Califor- 
nia's recall contest. She persuaded 
2,216 people to support her, but she 
still can't persuade her younger 
sister, Sophie, to tune in to politics. 

Such is the dilemma of the youth 
vo te. While the potential payoff is 
immense — about 1 in 5 eligible 
voters is younger than 30, accord- 
jjig to the University of Maryland's 
Center for Information and 
Research on Civic Learning and 
Engagement — getting those vot- 
r ers to turn out can be difficult, even 
when they're related to the candi- 
date. 

Young voters are notoriously 
hard to turn out at the polls. In 
presidential election years from 
1972 to 2000, the turnout rate 
declined by 13 percentage points 
among voters 18-24 years old, 
according to the University of 
Maryland. In 2000, 42 percent of 
voters 18-24 years old voted, while 
70 percent of citizens 25 and older 
did. 

If recent surveys are any indica- 
tion, however, 2004 could be the 
year that younger voters make an 
impact. More young people say 
they plan to vote in this year's 
presidential contest than four years 
ago. And a new series of initiatives 
spearheaded by such diverse play- 
ers as Hollywood producer Nor- 
man Lear to wrestling superstar 
Bradshaw are focused on making it 
happen. 

A recent MTV poll conducted by 
Peter D. Hart Research Associates 
found that 4 out of 10 of the 18- to- 
24-year-olds surveyed said they 
will "definitely vote" in the next 
presidential election — up nearly 
30 percent from 2000. A survey by 
Harvard University's Institute of 
Politics found two-thirds of college 
students were registered to vote 
and 82 percent of those said they 
planned to vote this year. 

"If s clear that there's a lot of 
young interest this year," said Ara 
Khachatourian, the media director 
for MTV's Rock the Vote campaign, 
which is entering its 14th year. 
"The economy and, of course, 9-11 
wd war in Iraq have really 
engaged folks. This year they're 
pausing and looking at issues out- 
side of their immediate realm." 

Early signs are promising: Exit 
Polls taken during the Iowa cau- 
cus es in mid-January showed voter 
Jumout among those younger than 
* almost doubled to 17 percent, 
nt>m 9 percent in 2000. The number 
°f voters younger than 30 was 
higher than that of the 30- to 44- 
year-old crowd. 

Even so, young voters aren't a 
sure bet. 

Former Vermont Gov. Howard 
r^ 1 was among the first of the 
^ field to use the Internet to 
^ch college students and other 
^"ng people. His Web site 
■"dudes a separate section targeted 
jj younger voters, called Genera- 
Dean. But the early buzz on 
° lle ge campuses hasn't been 
^ough to help him win a primary 



or caucus. 

Four years ago, Nima Niakan, a 
28-year-old Silicon Valley techie 
was like many young professionals 
with good civic intentions. He reg- 
istered to vote and planned to sup- 
port Al Gore. But when Election 
Day rolled around, he was busy 
and never made it to the polls. At 
the time it wasn't a priority. 

Four years later, things had 
changed. Niakan's still busy — but 
he's also grown increasingly disen- 
chanted with the Bush administra- 
tion. 

"I don't like the 'We're going to 
do it our way' approach," he said. 
"I'm a person who's traveled to 10 
or 15 countries over the last three 
years, and I've found that that pol- 
icy reflects back on me. I get sub- 
jected to questions about what 
Bush does." 

This year he vowed to do more 
than just vote; he was going to par- 
ticipate. Niakan became the San 
Francisco coordinator for C Com- 
pany, the Wesley Clark effort to 
attract young professionals. C 
Company campaigned for Clark 
through e-mail and the popular 
Craig's List Web site. Gatherings 
were held at apartments or hip 
nightspots. 

Other nonpartisan efforts are 
joining forces to reach out to young 
voters in 2004. 

Producer Lear's initiative, 
"Declare Yourself," includes tours 
of 18 different college campuses. 
The group has also linked with 
Friendster, the popular Web net- 
working site to launch "voter par- 
ties" featuring cast members from 
MTV's "The Real World." 

"We're really trying to reach 
young people where they live, 
work and play using popular cul- 
ture," said Declare Yourself 
spokeswoman Christy Salcido. 
"Research shows ifs important to 
get them early." 

World Wide Entertainment's 
effort — "Smackdown Your Vote" 
— includes voter registration 
drives at wrestling events. The 
drive will culminate at WrestleMa- 
nia XX in New York next month. 

Russell, who's mulling a run for 
city council in Mountain View, 
Calif., if she doesn't get into busi- 
ness school, said getting young 
people's attention can be difficult, 
but it can be done. The key is talk- 
ing to them, she said, not at them. 

As for Niakan, he's still engaged. 
His mission now is to get his 
younger brother, Navid, to register 
to vote. 

"Maybe something will hap- 
pen," he said. "It's all about having 
the conversation." 

From professional wrestlers to 
spoken-word artists, many non- 
partisan groups and celebrities 
have kicked off aggressive cam- 
paigns to reach out to young peo- 
ple this year. Here are some Web 
sites to learn more about their 
efforts:

Degree program seeks approval

The Department of Social Sci- 
ences has been working to earn 
final approval for a new gradu- 
ate-level degree program in her- 
itage resources management. 

The new degree will be 
offered to students with back- 
grounds in history, anthropolo- 
gy, archaeology and geography 
as an interdisciplinary program 
to train students to manage 
parks, museums, scientific dig 
cites and historic buildings. 

The program will incorporate 
studies in management, law and 
writing. Students who finish the 
program should learn how to 
manage these heritage resources 
by being able to preserve and 
interpret them for the public. 

Also, students will be taught 
how to apply for grants from 
federal agencies and about laws 
affecting heritage resources. 

"It's a heritage management 
program," H.F. "Pete" Gregory, 
professor of anthropology and 
curator of Williamson Museum, 
said. "It is an interdisciplinary 
program to deal with cultural 
heritage issues." 

Courses will include a series 
of team-taught classes that will 
bring together all aspects 
involved in the study of her- 
itage resources. 

For example, students in the 
program will take a readings

and theory class that will look at 
how each discipline involved 
with heritage resources comes 
together to create an image for 
interpretation and preservation 
for the public. 

The teaching teams will be 
made up of professors who spe- 
cialize in different fields of her- 
itage resources and will try to 
incorporate all fields of study in 
this area. 

Students will be taught by the 
teams to make use of all levels 
of heritage resources in order to 
manage teams of historians, sci- 
entists, archeologists and 
anthropologists. 

"We are trying to give our 
kids a real three-dimensional 
grasp on how to approach her- 
itage resources," Susan Dollar, 



associate professor of American 
history, said. 

Part of the program's appeal 
comes from Natchitoches itself. 

The city is one of the oldest 
settlements in the Louisiana 
Purchase, and there are several 
parks, museums, and historic 
buildings in the area, as well as 
the National Center for Preser- 
vation Technology and Training 
located on Northwestern's cam- 
pus. 

Part of the degree program 
will involve gaining an intern- 
ship with one of the local her- 
itage resource centers in town. 
By doing this, it is hoped that 
students will get real-world 
experience working with her- 
itage resources by having to fol- 
low federal regulations, making 



sure that items are properly 
maintained and learning to gain 
and work with funds allocated 
for the job. 

"Natchitoches and North- 
western State University are in a 
unique position," Byrd said. 
"We ought to be able to offer a 
program of this nature." 

Byrd said the program has not 
yet been approved, but the 
department has been working 
with employers in the field of 
heritage resources as well as 
other similar study programs to 
plan out the curriculum. 

They hope that by doing so 
students will be trained in what 
they need to do to manage her- 
itage resource areas. 

Dollar said that the program 
is meant to teach students what 
they need to know in order to 
get a job as a heritage resource 
manager. If given final 
approval, the program should 
be ready by the spring of 2005.

Dean ends campaign for White House

Howard Dean, who just six 
weeks ago seemed to have the 
Democratic presidential nomina- 
tion in his grasp, dropped out of 
the race Wednesday, declaring that 
he would convert his Internet-built 
campaign into a permanent move- 
ment to "take back our country for 
ordinary Americans." 

As a candidate, Dean lost 17 
straight primaries and caucuses 
over the past four weeks after lead- 
ing in the polls for much of last 
year and in early January. "I am no 
longer actively pursuing the presi- 
dency," he told 250 hushed sup- 
porters in a hotel ballroom. 

But Dean suggested he still 
would like to win votes and accu- 
mulate delegates in the coming pri- 
maries in order to have a voice in 
the party's direction. Noting that 
his name will remain on primary 
ballots, he urged backers to "partic- 
ipate" in the rest of the nomination 
process. "Use your network to send 
progressive delegates to the con- 
vention in Boston," he said. "We 



are not going away." 

On the other hand, Dean said he 
wouldn't offer a third-party bid for 
the White House and urged his fol- 
lowers not to be "tempted" into 
supporting an independent candi- 
date. "The bottom line is we must 
beat George Bush," he said. 

Dean has won 202 delegates so 
far. The 104 who were chosen in 
primaries or caucuses are pledged 
to vote for him on the first ballot in 
Boston, but the 98 who are "super- 
delegates" — party leaders and 
elected officials who had only to 
declare that they would support 
Dean — are free to change their 
allegiance at any time. 

In bowing out, Dean sought to 
frame his campaign's accomplish- 
ments for posterity. He said his 
message — confronting President 
Bush — had emboldened the other 
Democrats to assail the "special 
interests" in Washington. 

"We have demonstrated to other 
Democrats that it is a far better 
thing to stand up to the right-wing 
agenda of George W. Bush than to 
cooperate with it," Dean said. "We 
have led this party back to consid- 



ering what its heart and soul is." 

Aides said Dean had no immedi- 
ate plans to endorse another candi- 
date, though he has had kind 
words recently for Sen. John 
Edwards of North Carolina, and 
the two have talked since Sunday. 
Edwards and Massachusetts Sen. 
John Kerry, a particular target of 
Dean's barbs on the campaign trail, 
praised the former Vermont gover- 
nor Wednesday for energizing the 
Democratic base. 

"He has done an extraordinary 
job of invigorating a whole group 
of people who were divorced from 
the political process," Kerry said in 
Dayton, Ohio, calling Dean's cam- 
paign innovative. Kerry said he 
was unconcerned about his rival's 
attacks, saying he often regretted 
things he said in the heat of the 
moment. "That's the way life is," 
Kerry said. "We're going to be uni- 
fied." 

Edwards, in a statement, said 
Dean "has energized and revolu- 
tionized this race, and excited a 
whole new generation of young 
Americans. He deserves our 
thanks."

Keep Tradition Alive 

As a student of Stephen F. 
Austin State University I am 
unsure if the students and faculty 
at Northwestern State University 
are aware of the debate that has 
been brewing over the Chief 
Caddo statue here in Nacog- 
doches. Before it seemed as 
though it was a minor scuffle but 
now the possibility of ending the 
44 year tradition has been raised. 
SFA's Native American Club and 
Multicultural Center, in short, 
argue that the tradition is offen- 
sive, and plays on the stereotypes 
of "Indians". You can find more 
information in a letter written to 
The Pine Log (SFA's publication) 
at www.thepinelog.com. 

The fact that an individual 
named Chief Caddo never existed 
is no secret. The story of the estab- 
lishment on the towns of Nacog- 
doches and Natchitoches varies 
according to different historical 
documents yet it has been estab- 
lished that the story we know is, 
just that, a story. It is a fairy tale 
that has been embellished over 
the years from loose knowledge 
we had of the Caddo Indians. 
Now that we know more, the 
story we once knew of an Indian 
Chief sending his two sons to 
establish settlements that became 
Nacogdoches and Natchitoches is 
false. 

It has enhanced SFA and NSU's 
tradition of battling for the Chief 
Caddo statue. So if very little of 
the story of the statue isn't true, 
then why has it become such an 
issue? 

When the statue was created in 
1940, the knowledge of the Caddo 
Indians was scarce. The origin of 
the story we know today is also in 
question so why should we stop 
believing what we have known 
for so long? We recognize that it is 
not true and even in the times 
that we thought it was no one had 



the malicious intent to win in 
order to capture the "Indian". The 
statue was created in 1940 to 
honor a man we thought existed 
and to honor his people. It was 
never made so that we could bat- 
tle over possession of the "Indi- 
an". 

Finally, the Native American 
club speaks of stereotypes. I 
would agree that there is a stereo- 
type of the traditional "Indian" 
but not today's "Native Ameri- 
can". Would it make a difference 
to carve off the headdress of the 
statue, carve a smile onto his face, 
and dress him in proper attire? 
Would it even be an issue if it was 
a statue of a European-American 
explorer? No, because the Euro- 
Americans never faced injustices 
like the Native Americans so it 
would be deemed acceptable. 

The statue would not have been 
made if its purpose was to dis- 
criminate Native Americans. Free 
speech was rampant in the 70's, 
80's, and 90's yet it is only the 
newest generation of Native 
Americans who seem to oppose 
this statue. Everyone feels the 
deepest regrets for the events that 
took place long ago when Texas 
was becoming a state. But it does- 
n't give Native Americans the 
right to use that history to justify 
disbanding a 44 year tradition. 
Too many people lay down and 
admit fault to claims brought up 
by minorities in fear that they will 
be labeled a racist because of 
whatever injustice their ancestors 
suffered. But I'm not lying down. 
I am proud to be a Lumberjack 
and enjoyed learning of our 44 
year tradition at my freshman ori- 
entation. And if you agree with 
what I have written I ask that you 
send a letter of support to Keep- 
TraditionAliveSFA@yahoo.com 
so that we can take the next step 
in this ongoing debate.

When it comes to culture, a black 
person's hair is very different. Two 
local beauty salons give tips to stu- 
dents of both cultures on how to 
maintain their mane. 

Renee Gillam, a senior nursing 
major, said she prefers to keep her 
hairstyle simple while attending 
class. 

"I keep my hair in braids so I 
don't have to mess with it," Gillam 
said. "I just spray with braid spray 
and go." 



Braids are just one of the popular 
and easy hair styles recommended 
by a local black beauty shop. 

Phyllis Swafford, owner and 
stylist for 14 years at Sister 2 Sister 
Beauty Shoppe, answers all the 
questions about the black salon. 

Swafford said a black person's 
hair is very different than that of 
any other ethnicity. It is coarse, dry 
and thick and needs to be taken 
care of fairly regularly. Also, it 
takes a lot more heat to curl or 
straighten a black person's hair. 

Swafford said when black hair 
grows the roots become fuzzy, a 
condition called "nappy." In order 
to soften the roots and leave 
strands straight and easier to style, 
a perm must be applied. To a 
white person, this would be a 



chemical treatment that leaves hair 
curly, but to a black person, it 
means smooth and silky tresses. 
Without chemicals, hair can be 
unmanageable and unattractive. 

Swafford said black hair does not 
grow as quickly as white people's 
hair and must be deeply condi- 
tioned in order to keep it from 
breaking. However, it is not neces- 
sary to use oil-based products. 
Even though black hair is dry it can 
stay healthy without the aid of any 
greasy products if thoroughly con- 
ditioned and protected with ther- 
mo-cremes before heat-styling. 
The two most used products are 
Nioxin and Tea Tree Oils by Paul 
Mitchell. These products are rec- 
ommended because they will keep 
black tresses moisturized without 



saturating strands with oil. 

"Most people that come into the 
shop complaining of dry and itchy 
scalps expect me to say they need 
to drench their hair and scalps in 
olive oil or something, but that's 
not what I would say," Swafford 
said. "A clean scalp is a healthy 
scalp. If you shampoo and condi- 
tion your hair regularly, you won't 
have to worry about it." 

Swafford said a factor in the 
breakage of black hair in Natchi- 
toches is the water. Because of the 
chemicals the city uses in the water, 
permed black hair can become brit- 
tle. 

Roller wraps, layers, straw-curls 
and red-highlights are also some

Illuminations, a popular 
nightclub in Natchitoches 
where many NSU students 
spend their free time, originally 
began with a dare between 
friends. 

Natchitoches resident Ron 
Bolton said that seven years 
ago, his favorite club, then 
known as The Spot, was always 
overcrowded. He said the 
owner of The Spot used to brag 
that nobody could compete 
with his club. 

Bolton soon decided that he 
wanted to start his own club by 
revamping an old building that 
used to be a truck stop, but his 
friends dared him that he could 
not do it.

Bolton's bankers warned him 
that the average life-span of a 
nightclub is about a year and a 
half. This did not discourage 
him. Bolton said seven years 
later, Illuminations is still a 
profitable business.

Bolton said when he first 
opened Illuminations, he target- 
ed an older crowd rather than 
college students. 

"The older crowd tends to tire 
of things," Bolton said. "It gets 
old real quick. This being a col- 
lege town, we started targeting 
college students." 

Illuminations is open on 
Thursdays, Fridays and Satur- 
days from 10 p.m. to 1:30 a.m. 



Tamara Nora, a bartender at 
Illuminations, said that Thurs- 
day nights are when the most 
NSU students go to the club. 

"On Thursdays, 80 percent of 
the people here are college stu- 
dents," Nora said. "On Satur- 
days, though, it's about half and 
half between college students 
and the older crowd." 

Atara Johnson, a senior busi- 
ness administration major at 



NSU, is also a bartender at Illu- 
minations. She said she enjoys 
her job because she gets to party 
and work at the same time. 

"The hours are tough, 
though," Johnson said. "By the 
time we get everything cleaned 
up, it's 2:30, and then I have to 
get up for class on Friday when 
I work Thursday nights." 

Ronnie Louis, also known as 
DJ Sho, has been working at 
Illuminations for three years, 
and he said his job comes natu- 
rally to him. 

"I do what I love," said Louis. 
"A lot of people just work, but 
when you have a job doing 
something you love, it's just 
like breathing." 

Louis said that he is discour- 
aged by the fact that Illumina- 
tions has been labeled a club 
that only black people attend. 

"I want to see all races and 
cultures together, slapping 
hands, drinking, having a good 
time," Louis said. "I want to 
see a black girl dancing with a 
white boy and all of that. 

"When white people come 
here, we show them love. They 
have a good time, and we make 
them feel right at home."

Testing Zone 104: MCAT mania

Students hoping to achieve a 
future as a medical doctor must 
master the MCAT before entering 
medical school. 

The Medical College Admis- 
sion Test is a standardized, mul- 
tiple-choice test designed to 
assess problem solving, critical 
thinking and writing skills. Stu- 
dents planning to take the exam 
must also know science concepts, 
such as biology and chemistry, 
and other principles of medicine. 

According to the Association of 
Medical Colleges, the test is 
given in April and August each 
year. According to AAMC, the 



only way to register and obtain 
testing sits for the MCAT is 
online at www.aamc.org/ 
meat. 

The Web site registration 
takes approximately 15 weeks 
prior to each test date. Registra- 
tion for April MCAT opens on or 
about Jan. 5 and the August 
MCAT opens on or about May 3. 

The cost of the MCAT is $190. 
AAMC Fee Assistance Program 
provides assistance for students 
with financial need. Students 
applying for to the program must 
go to the AAMC Web site for the 
application. 

The Test 

According to the AAMC, the 
MCAT is approximately 6-8 
hours. The test is divided into 




four sections: 60 questions of 
verbal reasoning, 77 ques- 
tions for physical science, 
77 questions for biological 
sciences, and two writing 
samples. 

"Certain parts of the biolo- 
gy and physical science sec- 
tions were difficult for me," 
Amanda Jones, senior scholar 
pre-med major said. 

Each section is scored from 1- 
15 with the highest score being 
15. Each score is added together 
to create an overall score with the 
highest being 45. 

According to AAMC web, site 
the writing section provides a 
specific topic that requires an 
expository response. The topics 
for the writing sample do not 



pertain to the sciences or any- 
thing pertaining to the medical 
field. The essay is scored from J- 
T with the highest being T. 

Preparation 

"The biology department does 
not offer any preparation for the 
MCAT," said Dick Stalling, advi- 
sor of pre-medical department. 

Stalling said he recommends 
books from Kaplan and the 
Princeton Review. 

"The best thing is to practice. 
Take the practice test to get a feel 
of the questions on the MCAT 
and how long it takes," Jones 
said. 

Information on practice tests 
can be obtained through the 
AAMC Web site or at www.e- 
mcat.com.

but they are only recommended for 
professional use. 

Swafford said there were three 
basic pieces of advice she could 
give: "It is extremely important to 
shampoo and condition once 
weekly, if not more than once; use 
heated styling tools as less as possi- 
ble; when deciding on a color 
change, have it done professional- 
ly." 

Susan Verzwyvelt and Lori 
Swindle, cosmetologists at Trend- 
setters, said the main difference 



between black and Caucasian hair 
is the texture and thickness of the 
hair. 

"Your hair has keratin, which is 
protein, in your hair," Verzwyvelt 
said. "The strands of a black per- 
son's hair are thinner and easier to 
break than a Caucasian person." 

Verzwyvelt and Swindle said if a 
person's hair is dry it is usually 
because they have dry skin. A per- 
son with oily skin obviously will 
have oily hair. 

Verzwyvelt said the best type of 



products for a Caucasian man or 
woman's hair depends on its tex- 
ture. For thin or fine hair, people 
should use a volumizer to give hair 
lift and body without being 
weighed down. A smoother can be 
used to tame down or straighten 
curly hair. 

Swindle said the most manage- 
able styles for females are stacked, 
such as a bob which goes from high 
in the back of the head to the chin, 
long and straight, shagged and the 
tousled look. For guys, she recom- 



mended the shag or the fade, 
which is a blended haircut from 
nothing to a great grade of hair. 

"A salon visit for females should 
be made every six weeks to get a 
trim," Verzwyvelt said. "If you have 
color, for male or female, it should 
be every six to eight weeks depend- 
ing on how fast your hair grows. 
Guys come to the salon unless their 
hair grows long." 

Verzwyvelt and Swindle said to 
maintain healthy hair on a college 
budget, students should not wash 



their hair every day in order to 
allow natural oils to nourish strands 
and make hair more manageable. A 
wash and condition every other day 
is healthy and will help a student 
save money by not using cleansing 
products daily. If you are planning 
on having an up-do, wash your hair 
the before your hair appointment. 

"Look for Ph-balanced, non-strip- 
ping neutral products with low 
alcohol for hair," Verzwyvelt said. 
"Make sure to use products recom- 
mended for coloring."

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Underneath it all: J-Spot visits Northwestern 



University-sponsored 
sex educator 
discussed "taboos" 
to a student crowd.

Jay Friedman told a crowd of 
NSU students Tuesday night that 
"men are like microwave ovens, 
and women are like crock pots," in 
his lecture titled "The J-Spot: A Sex 
Educator Tells All." 

Friedman, an award-winning 
writer, speaker and sex educator 
from Seattle, Wash., used the analo- 
gy to explain to an audience of 
about 50 the speed difference 
between men and women on a 
scale of sexual arousal. 

The Office of Student Activities 
sponsored his lecture. 

In an interview prior to his 



appearance, Friedman said that the 
goal of his lecture was to get stu- 
dents more comfortable talking 
about sex and that he would dis- 
cuss a variety of issues. 

"My goal is to stay sex-positive 
while addressing the negatives that 
result from sexual ignorance," 
Friedman said. 

Friedman also said "since sex is 
still taboo," he has had some oppo- 
sition to his lectures throughout his 
career. 

Friedman spoke about several 
topics, including the three condi- 
tions that need to be met before two 
people have sex, condom use, mas- 
turbation and the sexual pressures 
males face growing up. 

Friedman said that there are 
three conditions, all beginning with 
the letter "A," needed for two peo- 
ple to engage in sexual intercourse. 
They are to affirm intimacy and the 
need for sex, accept responsibility 
and assure mutual pleasure. 

He also gave tips on using water- 
based lubricants with condoms for

increased pleasure. 

Friedman said the condom buy- 
ing process is filled with options 
and should be like shopping for a 
car. 

Friedman said that sexual issues 
such as masturbation should not be 
looked down upon and should be 
talked about more freely. 

"We have such a stigma against 
masturbation in our society," Fried- 
man said. "If s normal if you do it. 
It's normal if you don't." 

"I'm trying to create a campus of 



'sexperts,'" Friedman said, describ- 
ing sexperts as people always will- 
ing to learn more about sex and talk 
about it openly. 

Friedman said that men face 
pressures like "locker room talk" 
and homophobia when they are 
growing up. 

He said that men see sex similar 
to the pressure of a baseball game, 
where they "go racing around the 
bases with this locker room talk 
with this scoring mentality." 

Friedman said this mentality has 



probably contributed to the high 
statistics of AIDS, teen pregnancy 
and sexually transmitted diseases 
in America. 

The greatest pressure for men is 
homophobia, which, Friedman 
said, is not "simply fear or hatred of 
homosexuality," but "a fear of 
being perceived as gay." 

"It's amazing what we don't 
know about our very own bodies," 
Friedman said. "Your most impor- 
tant lovemaking tools are not 
between your legs, they're between 
your ears, in your mind." 

"My audiences demand, desire 
and deserve quality information 
about sex," Friedman said. 

He stressed that sex is good, but 
ignorance about sex is not. 

Friedman also discussed current 
sexual issues in the news, including 
the debate over gay marriages and 
Janet Jackson's breast exposure in 
the half-time show of the Super 
Bowl. 

He said even though he thought 
Janet Jackson exposing her breast 



was wrong, the reactions to th^ 
issues show how uptight Americ^ 
society is about sex. 

In a question and answer sessi^ 
following the speech, Friedm^ 
spoke about a past relationship ^ 
his college years, during which h, 
and his girlfriend decided to ha^ 
an abortion because of ^ 
unplanned pregnancy. He said tj^ 
this experience is what drove 
to become a sex educator. 

Ashley Samson, a sophom^ 
psychology major, said that Fried, 
man was a dynamic speaker. • 

"I thought he brought out to ^ 
open a lot of the issues that peop^ 
are afraid to talk about," Sarnscj 
said. 

Assistant Director of Srudaj 
Activities for Greek Life and Le^j. 
ership Development Yonna 
said Friedman's speech was a djf. 
ferent twist on sex education.

In honor of of Black History 
Month, here are a few pioneers who 
dedicated their lives to the pursuit of 
freedom and equality. 

Heroes from the past... 

Theodore Roosevelt Poston 

Born in 1906, Ted Poston was a 
pioneer African-American journal- 
ist who accomplished much in his 
lifetime. 

Poston began as a railroad porter 
but left to pursue a career in jour- 
nalism. His first journalism job was 
as a columnist at the prominent 
black newspaper the Pittsburgh 
Courier. 

In 1932, Poston went to Russia to 
film a movie about racism in Amer- 
ica. In 1935, he helped to form the 
American Newspaper Guild, and in 
1936 became the first African- Amer- 
ican employed by the New York Post. 

This made him one of the first 
African-Americans to work full 
time on a mainstream, white-owned 
newspaper. 

During World War II, Poston 



became a member of President Roo- 
sevelt's "Black Cabinet," and in 
1949 was nominated for the Colom- 
bia University-sponsored Pulitzer 
Prize. 

Poston retired in 1972 and died in 
1974. 

Carl T. Rowan 

Carl Rowan, reporting in the time 
of the Jim Crow laws, covered 
desegregation cases being heard in 
the Supreme Court. 

Rowan also wrote controversial 
pieces, such as the "How Far From 
Slavery" series, that reflected the 
segregated South from a black 
man's perspective. Rowan later 
turned this series into the novel 
"South of Freedom." 

Rowan then shifted to the field of 
public relations, where he took the 
position of director of the United 
States Information Agency. 

As director, Rowan became the 
highest ranking black in the federal 
government, and the first African- 
American to sit on the National 
Security Council. 

Rowan eventually returned to 
print journalism and continued to 



speak out on social injustices, and 
encouraged young African-Ameri- 
cans to excel in everything that ther 
do. 

Rowan also established Projea 
Excellence, a program that provide 
minority students with the 
they need to build self-esteem ami 
afford them the opportunity to 
attend college. Rowan died in Sep- 
tember 2000.

NSU's first woman track and field Ail-American 
making huge strides as a long jumper

It would be hard to find an 
athlete who defines 'All- 
American' as well as NSU's 
Stephanie Sowell. 

Sowell, a senior track and 
field athlete, a three-time 
All-American and the first 
woman selected as a track 
and field All-American at 
NSU, is one of the best ath- 
letes in her sport. 

Sowell has been very suc- 
cessful since she first laced 
up her cleats for NSU. She 
has won five combined 
Southland Conference' titles 
in the long jump and triple 
jump. In 2003, she also 
became the first woman in 
conference history to win 
both the indoor and outdoor 



long jump and triple jump 
titles in the same year. 

This season Sowell won 
the triple jump at the Hous- 
ton Indoor Open with a 
jump of 42T0". This was the 
third-best jump in confer- 
ence indoor history. She also 
won the long jump at the 
Purple Tiger Invitational at 
LSU with a leap of 20'6". 

A 2000 Natchitoches Cen- 
tral High School graduate, 
Sowell was selected as a 
high school All-State athlete 
in the long jump and triple 
jump. She also won the Class 
5-A long jump title her soph- 
omore year of high school 
and the triple jump title her 
senior year. 

Sowell's high school 
accomplishments led her to 
be recruited by several 
schools. However, in the end 



she knew she would choose 
Northwestern State. 

"ULM, Florida and a 
bunch of other schools sent 
me letters, but I threw them 
all away," Sowell said. "I 
wanted .to come to NSU 
because Coach Dean John- 
son is a good coach, and he 
coached All-Americans." 

She feels that the reason 
for her success is the coach- 
ing. 

"They are good teachers of 
techniques," Sowell said. 
"I've improved three feet in 
the triple jump and I'm more 
consistent because of the 
coaching." 

Dean Johnson was the 
women's head coach in track 
and field at NSU for nine 
years. During his tenure, all

Ford had two complete 
games with one shutout, giv- 
ing up six hits, and two 
earned runs while walking 
five and striking out 26 in 18 
innings. 



"Ford is doing great, she 
has a good mindset and is a 
positive kid," Demon Head 
Coach Eileen Schmidt said. 
"She is not trying to do too 
much or trying to overthrow, 
she is just doing what she 
does best." 

The Louisiana Classic was 
supposed to start Friday at 
11:45 a.m., but a light drizzle 
started during the beginning 
of the first game. After the 
first inning, the drizzle 
turned into a downpour.

Athlete dies; cause unknown

Demon football player 
Chris Waddell died Mon- 
day evening after collaps- 
ing during a spring football 
practice. 

Waddell, 18, collapsed 
while running drills at 
Monday's practice. NSU 
Sports Information reported 
Monday that NSU sports 
medicine staff members 
attempted to resuscitate 
Waddell before paramedics 
arrived. 

Paramedics transported 
him to Natchitoches Parish 
Hospital, where he was pro- 
nounced dead. 

Director of Sports Infor- 
mation Doug Ireland said 
that although no official 
report has been given, the 
coroner believes a heart 
condition was the cause of 
death. 

Waddell passed the 
required physical examina- 
tion, and NSU's sports med- 
icine staff was unaware of 
any existing conditions. 

Waddell was a redshirt 
freshman offensive lineman 
for the Demons from New 
Orleans. He made the team 
as a walk-on from Holy 
Cross High School. 

Monday's practice was 
not an intense workout, as

it was the first of the 
Demon's spring training 
workouts. 

Head Coach Scott Stoker 
had said practice would be 
postponed, but on the 
request of Waddell' s moth- 
er, Celeste Waddell, prac- 
tices resumed yesterday. 

"She wanted everyone try 
to get back to a normal rou- 
tine," Ireland said. 

Though Stoker was not 
available for comment, the 
mood in the Athletic Field 
House could easily be felt. 

Mourning coaches and 
athletes didn't seem to 
know what to do or say as 
they tried to carry on Tues- 
day's business. 

"We're just crushed and in 
a state of shock," Stoker told 
NSU Sports Information. 
"No words describe what

we're going through, but 
our hearts go out to his fam- 

"Chris was a great 
young man, a good foot- 
ball player who never gave 
us one problem, the kind 
of kid you'd like your son 
to be, somebody who 
enjoyed being part of this 
team and being at NSU. 
This is so hard to under- 
stand." 

Waddell's mother trav- 
eled from New Orleans to 



collect Chris' belongings 
and speak to the football 
team. 

Waddell is not the first 
student-athlete death in 
Northwestern's history. In 
1979 Demon Basketball 
player Mike Hoop died of 
an unknown heart defect 
while running a lay-up 
drill during an in-season 
practice. 

Ireland said former bas- 
ketball coach Tynes Hilde 1 
brand spoke to Stoker to 



console him and help him 
get through this troubling 
time. 

"When you are really 
close to people, you never 
get over that," Hildebrand 
said. 

A memorial service was 
held Tuesday night to 
honor Waddell. A scholar- 
ship fund will be set up in 
his name, and other forms 
of memoriam for the 2004 
football season are being 
explored. 



Three percent tuition hike approved

The Board of Supervisors 
for the University of 
Louisiana System has 
approved a 3 percent 
tuition increase that will go 
into effect this summer. 

According to UL officials, 
the money from the 
increase will be use to off- 
set cost-of-living expenses 
at universities. 

Director of Communica- 
tions for UL System 
Catherine Heitman said 
tuition is still low com- 
pared with other schools in 
the Southeast. 



"You'll note that after the 
3 percent increase, North- 
western's tuition is still 
about 25 percent below the 
average tuition in the 
southeastern region of the 
United States," Heitman 
said. 

According to a summary 
of the System's report, the 
per-semester cost of tuition 
and fees for a 12-hour 
schedule at NSU will 
increase $88 this summer, 
to $3,078. 

The raise will not affect 
the TOPS scholarship pro- 
gram. 

"The 3 percent tuition 
increase will be covered by 



TOPS," Heitman said. 

Since 19.92, UL System 
tuition rates have risen 51 
percent, compared to 102 
percent in the Southeast 
and 131 percent nationally. 

Other UL System schools 
will be affected by the 
increase. 

They are McNeese State 
University, Nicholls State 
University, Louisiana Tech 
University, Grambling 
State University, University 
of Louisiana at Monroe, 
UL-Lafayette, and South- 
eastern Louisiana Universi- 

ty- 

The average increase for 
these schools is $89.

Mayoral candidates face off at NSU

Two candidates running 
for mayor of Natchitoches 
addressed NSU students' 
issues in a debate on Feb 19. 

The event featured 
incumbent Mayor Wayne 
McCullen and former NSU 
vice president John Win- 
ston. The mayoral election 
will take place on Tuesday. 

The candidates responded 
to questions from NSU stu- 
dents and a three-member 
panel consisting of KSLA 
reporter Nordia Higgins, 
Natchitoches Times editor 
Carolyn Roy, and Executive 
Vice President of the 
Natchitoches Area Chamber 



of Commerce Rick Pallacia. 

Although the guidelines 
of the debate prevented the 
candidates from addressing 
each other directly, Winston 
and McCullen clashed on 
several issues, including the 
local economy, education 
and the relationship 
between NSU and the rest 
of Natchitoches. 

Winston said McCullen 
has failed to create jobs and 
attract new businesses to 
the city during his adminis- 
tration. 

"Because of our underem- 
ployment and unemploy- 
ment, we have some serious 
problems ... if our students 
here at Northwestern want 
to stay in this beautiful 



town, then we ought to be 
able to have the businesses 
to employ them. We have 
not done a good job in this 
area," Winston said. 

McCullen refuted this, 
saying, "We had 105 new 
businesses (open) last year... 
we have a lower unemploy- 
ment rate than anyone 
around." 

Natchitoches' unemploy- 
ment rate is about 6 percent, 
while the lowest in the state 
is around 4.5 percent, 
McCullen said. He did not 
cite a source. 

The candidates also dif- 
fered in their responses to 
questions from students 
concerning the lack of chain 
restaurants near campus 



and the "substandard" qual- 
ity of some off-campus stu- 
dent housing. 

McCullen said NSU's 
drastic enrollment increases 
have made it difficult for 
the city to meet the stu- 
dents' needs. 

"We are seeing unprece- 
dented growth... we are 
experiencing growing 
pains," McCullen said. 

He said the city is 
addressing these issues by 
attracting more eateries and 
student housing facilities, 
such as the Frog Pond apart- 
ment complex, a Chili's 
restaurant and a new Sonic 
on College Avenue. 

"You're going to continue 
to see restaurants and other 



businesses come to Natchi- 
toches," said McCullen. 

Winston expressed con- 
cern over the prospect of 
opening new restaurants, 
saying they might harm 
existing ones. 

"Natchitoches is pretty 
well saturated already with 
eateries... I would try to get 
involved in areas that still 
could stand some work," 
Winston said. 

He also said many com- 
muter students live in low- 
quality housing because 
most students who live in 
Natchitoches are looking for 
the best buy. Winston 
agreed, however, that more

Athletes removed from suspension

Two basketball players who 
were arrested on a charge of 
identity theft last month have 
been allowed to play in games 
again after a month-long sus- 
pension. 

Men's basketball Head Coach 
Mike McConathy said utility 
player Kerwin Forges of Natchi- 
toches and guard Keenan Jones 
of Opelousas were released from 
their suspension after he 
observed how they have han- 
dled legal and disciplinary 
measures during the past 
month. 

McConathy said the two play- 
ers have missed more than a 
quarter of the team's 16-game 
conference schedule. 

McConathy said he and the 
coaching staff decided it was 
fair to move forward in the 
process. 

"They've been under a micro- 
scope, and to their credit, 



they've not only met what has 
been required of them, but 
they've surpassed those expec- 
tations," McConathy said. 

While Forges and Jones can 
keep playing in games, they still 
are required to meet the coach- 
es' disciplinary measures, 
McConathy said. 

McConathy said some of the 
disciplinary measures would 
always continue. 

"Some of those will be in 
effect for the remainder of their 
careers as basketball players at 
Northwestern," McConathy 
said. 

The daily disciplinary actions 
include community service, 
physical work and conditioning, 
McConathy said. 

Forges and Jones also must be 
cleared by the coaching staff to 
go to meals, to practice, and to 
class, McConathy said. 

McConathy said the measures 
remain because ending them 
after only a month would not 
help Forges, Jones or anyone 



else understand how dedicated 
the coaching staff is to making 
its players accountable for their 
actions. 

McConathy also said the 
measures help to maintain a 
high standard of conduct that 
reflects NSU and the basketball 
program positively. 

Jones, a sophomore, said the 
whole experience has made him 
more mature and a harder work- 
er. 

Forges, a freshman, said he 
has become stronger and works 
harder not only for himself, but 
also for everybody. 

Everybody, from their parents 
to their coaches and to their 
teammates, has supported them, 
Forges and Jones said. 

The players have not been 
convicted of any crime as of yet. 

McConathy said the team has 
one regular season game left. 

The team hopes to qualify for 
the Southland Conference Tour- 
nament that begins on Monday, 
McConathy said.

IM construction making 
progress despite rain delays

Renovations to the on-campus 
intramural building have steadily 
progressed, but costly rain delays 
have slowed work. 

According to physical plant 
director Chris Sampite, the rain 
has been difficult to deal with 
because crews are still working 
outside. 

"The ongoing rain is causing 
delays in the project and creating a 
muddy site that's hard to work in," 
Sampite said. He is concerned that 
the rain delays may throw off the 
scheduled opening of the build- 
ing, which is currently for late fall 
or early spring. 

Roofing materials have come in, 
and it is scheduled to be put up in 
a couple of months. Sampite said 
once the metal roof is finished, 
working conditions will improve 
regardless of any future rain. 

To date, the concrete foundation 
has been poured, I-beam walls are 
being put up, interior walls have 
been constructed, and the air and 
heating systems have been 
installed. All of the materials sit- 
ting outside of the Caspari build- 
ing are scheduled to be worked on 
as soon as the rain clears up. 

The building itself will enclose 
84,000 square feet of floor space.

The basement will house racquet- 
ball courts; free- and selectorized- 
weight areas; a cardiovascular 
machine area; an aerobics studio; a 
spin cycle area; an equipment 
service center; men's and women's 
locker rooms; and a game room 
with pool, ping pong, video 
games, air hockey and foosball. 

The first above-ground level 
will have a reception area, two 
gymnasiums with four basketball 
courts, a student technology cen- 
ter, a cafe', an all-purpose room, 
and an administrative area. The 



top level will have a 1/9-mile 
indoor track and two stretching 
rooms. 

Members of the student affairs 
department and an SGA commit- 
tee collaborated to write a propos- 
al of policies and procedures for 
the IM building once it is opened. 

Commissioner of Student 
Affairs Keith Gates said the com- 
mittee began working on the pro- 
posal at the beginning of the year, 
but it has yet to pass through the 
senate because they are awaiting 
some approvals. 



"I think it'll pass," Gates said. "I 
don't foresee any problems. I think 
90 percent will go through." 

Associate Director of Student 
Activities and Organizations 
Patric DuBois, who will be in 
charge of the new Wellness Center 
once it has opened, said they are 
always tweaking the proposal 
based on a lot of input, but he 
looks for it to pass within the next 
month. 

DuBois said that the project is 
coming along very nicely and tar- 
geted to open in the fall. 



Proof of water 
found on Mars

Exuberant NASA scientists 
announced Tuesday that their lit- 
tle Mars rover Opportunity has 
struck pay dirt: the first solid evi- 
dence that at least one place on 
Mars once was soaking wet and 
therefore could have supported 
microscopic life. 

"We're at a place that at one 
point in time was suitable for 
life," said Steve Squyres, the prin- 
cipal investigator for Opportuni- 
ty and its twin, Spirit, which is 
exploring the other side of Mars. 

"It's a stunning result," said 
James Garvin, the space agency's 
top Martian scientist. "What an 
amazing time to be alive and 
exploring Mars." 

After years of hope and specu- 
lation, the conclusive proof of liq- 
uid water — an essential ingredi- 
ent for life as we know it — 
turned up in a rock about 16 
inches high, called Capitan, that 
Opportunity came across two 
weeks ago a few yards from its 
landing site. 

Scientists said the clincher was 
the discovery that the rock was 
packed with salty minerals, rich 
in sulfur, that are created only in 
liquid water. One of the minerals 
is similar to the familiar home 
remedy Epsom salts. 

Sulfur compounds apparently 
made up as much as 40 percent of 
Capitan.

Saving the echoes 
of the Black Press

Throughout the years, African- 
Americans have struggled to have 
voice heard, and what a power- 
ful voice it is. It is the voice of oppres- 
sor!, creativity and insurmountable 
strength. Thanks to the emergence of 
the Black Press in the late 1800s, the 
plight of the African-American was 
(den allowed to have a voice that 
could be appropriately documented. 

Black abolitionist Fredrick Dou- 
glass along with Samuel Cornish 
and John Russwurm founded Free- 
dom's Journal in 1927 making it the 
first black published newspaper. 
Douglass also wrote for The North 
Star starting in 1847 and continued 
to write even after the liberation of 
slaves after the Civil War. 

During the 1870s the White Press 
chose to use their medium to pro- 
voke and inflict harm to blacks fol- 
lowing their liberation from slavery 
after the Civil War. This continued 
until writers, namely Ida B. Wells of 
Memphis, began to address the 
printed atrocities that promoted the 
mauling and lynching of her people. 
Wells, among other writers of the 
Free Speech movement, were 
attacked by lynch mobs. She contin- 
ued to write about these types of 
experiences and eventually they 
were heard. This set the stage for 
"Black Journalism." 

The Black Press eventually began 
to evolve into publications like The 
Chicago Defender, which was start- 
ed by Robert Abbot in 1905. Writers 
for The Defender wrote to promote 
serial change here in America and 
gave the African-American a 
glimpse of hope in overcoming the 
morbid turmoil in which they faced 
on a daily basis. 

Other publications began to 
emerge. The Pittsburgh Courier hit 
die scene during World War II. The 
Courier was popular for campaign- 
ing equality for the African-Ameri- 
can considering the risk he was tak- 
ing in fighting for the very country, 
which despised his existence. Dur- 
ing this time a black person was not 
even allowed to vote but The Couri- 
er hoped to change that by promot- 
ing their "Double V" campaign 
which stood for victory in the war 
and victory here in the states for the 
equality of black African Americans. 
Though the campaign stirred up the 
government (President Hoover 



wanted to ban black published 
newspapers altogether) the paper 
endured due to their adamant stance 
on equality for blacks here in Ameri- 
ca. 

The Civil Rights movement 
emerged in the 1950s and with it the 
white press's interest involving the 
plight of the African- American. This 
also began the downfall of black 
newspaper publications due 
African- American journalist finding 
more interest in the mainstream 
media. 

The days of the Black Press have 
died and withered away and with it 
died it's eminence of igniting the 
flame of black consciousness. Pro- 
moting social change among 
African-Americans today almost 
seems like an exercise in futility. I'll 
use the music industry as an exam- 
ple, mainly hip-hop. We have sold a 
portion of our culture (soul) to the 
music industry (the devil) and in 
return we receive all the "ice" (jewel- 
ry) and "throwback" jerseys so that 
we can "shine." Now every time you 
hear a hip-hop song or see a "main- 
stream" nip-hop artist they aren't 
manifesting anything with sub- 
stance or soul. Instead they invade 
the living rooms of millions of black 
children masquerading around the 
screen bragging about what they can 
buy. 

Music, especially hip-hop, is a 
medium that reaches the hearts and 
minds of many children today. I 
believe that it is our responsibility as 
black artists to promote a positive 
message among our youth because if 
we don't then those who sweated, 
bled, and died for our voices to be 
heard would have done so in vain. 
Hip-hop artists need to remember 
that music is a tool; a medium in 
which one can reach a mass audi- 
ence and make a positive difference 
in someone's life. Talk about the 
overcrowded prisons packed with 
minorities. Talk about the poverty 
that plagues this nation; mainly 
minorities. Talk about the impor- 
tance of reading and getting an edu- 
cation. Talk about the importance of 
understanding where we came 
from; and not just your black roots 
but the root of all existence. These are 
issues that I rarely heard addressed 
in the hip-hop scene or in many 
black publications for that matter. 
Lefs save the music. Lefs save our 
children. Lefs save our voice.

Imagine being a freshman at Northwestern 
and having to tell your family a secret that has 
affected your life since elementary school. Imag- 
ine having to say, "Mom, dad, I'm gay." 

Teddric Matthews, a junior theater major with 
a minor in dance, told his mother he was gay his 
first semester at NSU, and she experienced a 
traumatic reaction. Matthews said out of all his 
family, his mother was the hardest to tell. 

"I always knew I was gay," Matthews said. "I 
remember having crushes on boys in elemen- 
tary school. I have always looked at guys in an 
affectionate way." 

Matthews said his family has grown to feel 
comfortable with his lifestyle, and he is grate- 
ful that his family and friends have accepted 
his way of life. 

"I could never be straight," Matthews said. "I 
could live a lie of liking women, but I wouldn't 
be happy. I was born this way." 

Matthews's first real same-sex relationship 
began in 2003. Matthews said the relationship 
was very emotional and eventually ended at the 
end of the year. 

"He wasn't right for me," Matthews said. "I 
was putting forth more effort in the relation- 
ship." 

One stereotype for gay men is that they fre- 
quently jump from relationship to relationship 
and do not start looking to settle down until 
they are a lot older. Matthews said he admits 
that the stereotype of gay guys being "players" 
first and settling down later in life is true. 



"I'm not looking to be a play- 
er anymore," Matthews said. 
"When I was younger I was- 
n't worried about being 
committed to someone.

gious beliefs, too. Matthews said he has a very 
strong belief in God and does not pay attention 
to those who condemn his lifestyle. 

"My God loves me," Matthews said. "I don't 
think God wants me to be miserable and unhap- 
py. I'm not a murderer or a rapist. I just like 
boys." 

Matthews said he does not worry about the 
negative remarks from those who do not accept 
his lifestyle. 

"Being gay is only a lifestyle," 
Matthews said. "It's like being a book 
worm, being preppie, or being a thug. It 
is not the end of the world." 

Matthews said he tries to make every- 
one feel comfortable around him. 

"I always think straight men feel 
uncomfortable around me and that makes 
me feel uncomfortable," Matthews said. "I am 
human and I have feelings and emotions. I 
should not be treated differently." 

Watkisha James, freshman pre-med major and 
one of Matthews' friends, said Matthews 
inspired her to feel comfortable with her gay 
lifestyle. 

"He's gay, I'm gay, and we are one happy 
family," James said. 

Matthews is currently preparing for the NSU 
production of Cabaret as Kit Kat Klub dancer. 
Matthews said he plans to have a future as a 
well-known Broadway superstar and win an 
Academy Award. 

Marriage and adoption are hot topics in the 
media today. Several states have banned same-

Made in Marriage: Same-sex 
couples fight for their rights

Controversy over same-sex mar- 
riage has stormed across the 
nation. The gay and lesbian minor- 
ity has found a voice, and they 
have found a sympathetic ear for 
their cause. 

The recent chain reaction started 
with the court case of Lawrence v. 
Texas. On the night of Sept. 17, 
1998, sheriff's deputies entered the 
home of John Geddes Lawrence 
after a neighbor reported seeing a 
gunman enter the premises. 

Instead of a gunman, the 
deputies found Lawrence and 
another man, Tyron Garner, engag- 
ing in homosexual activity. This 
was a violation of Texas Penal 
Code section 21.06. 

Both men were held in jail 
overnight and each issued a $200 
fine for violation. 

Lawrence and Garner then chal- 
lenged the Texas Penal Code claim- 
ing that it violated their rights to 
equal protection and privacy, as is 
given by both Texas and United 
States constitutions. 

Harris County Criminal Court 
stated that the penal code did not 
infringe upon any claims to equal 
protection provided by the consti- 
tutions. 

Lawrence and Garner appealed, 
and after three more separate court 
hearings the United States 
Supreme Court heard the case. On 



June 26, 2003, in a 6 to 3 vote, the 
Supreme Court struck down the 
Texas anti-gay law. 

In November of 2003, a Massa- 
chusetts court ruled that same-sex 
couples were entitled to the rights 
of marriage. On Feb. 4, according to 
USA Today, the Massachusetts high 
court ruled that allowing for civil 
unions between same-sex couples 
was not enough, that same-sex 
couples deserved marriage. 

According to USA Today, on Feb. 
11 legislators in Massachusetts 
were fighting over whether or not 
to try and amend the state constitu- 
tion. The amendment would over- 
rule any decision made by the state 
Supreme Court to legalize same- 
sex marriages. 

USA Today reported that at the 
time, members of the House and 
the Senate had already defeated 
two proposals. 

The Massachusetts high court 
ruled that starting on May 17 the 
state must issue marriage licenses 
to same-sex couples. 

Following in the footsteps of 
Massachusetts, on Feb. 12, San 
Francisco went against the Califor- 
nia state constitution and began 
issuing marriage licenses to same- 
sex couples. 

The marriage licenses are in vio- 
lation of Proposition 22, which 
bans the recognition of same-sex 
marriages in California. Proposi- 
tion 22 was approved by the voters 
of California in 2000. 

The San Francisco Chronicle 



reported that San Francisco Mayor 
Gavin Newsom argued that the 
state law, which defines marriage 
as being between a man and a 
woman, was unconstitutional and 
discriminated against gays and les- 
bians. By the end of the first day, 
118 marriage licenses had been 
issued. 

"I believe this is just one small 
part of a bigger picture," said 
Assistant Professor of Social Sci- 
ence Greg Granger. "It's an indica- 
tor of the splits within this country. 
I don't think this is going away any 
time soon." 

The first marriage to kick off the 
momentous occasion was per- 
formed for Del Martin and Phyllis 
Lyon. According to the San Francis- 
co Chronicle, the lesbian couple, 
who had been together for 51 
years, exchanged vows at 11:06 
a.m. 

The San Francisco Chronicle also 
reported that the wording on the 
marriage licenses was changed to 
make the certificates gender-neu- 
tral. "Bride" and "groom" became 
"first applicant" and "second 
applicant," and in the ceremonies 
"husband and wife" was changed 
to "spouse for life." 

As of Monday, San Francisco was 
still issuing same-sex marriage 
licenses. The San Francisco Chronicle 
reported that by the end of last 
week 3,400 same-sex marriages 
had been performed. 

The question remains of whether 
the marriages would be honored, 




or if the licenses would be nothing 
more than pieces of paper. 

On Feb. 14, the San Francisco 
Chronicle reported that the county 
clerk's office was handing out dis- 
claimers with the licenses, inform- 
ing newlyweds that because of the 
marriage they could lose rights as 
domestic partners and that the 
marriages may not be valid any- 
where except San Francisco. 

There has been some backlash. 
Because of these recent challenges 
and violations of the law, President 
Bush has begun to strengthen and 
hasten a push for a United States 
constitutional amendment stating 
that marriage must be between a 
man and a woman. 

"I'm worried about the idea of a 
federal constitutional amend- 
ment," Granger said, "because I 
agree with those who say that con- 
stitutional amendments expand 
rights, and now we have one that's 
going to limit." 

USA Today reported on Feb. 12 
that several states (Nevada, 
Nebraska and Alaska) have 
already passed constitutional 
amendments banning same-sex 
marriages.

This 
is family entertainment that's 
good for all ages," Nelken said. 

Meeks, who placed third in 
CenLa Idol last year, is no 
stranger to these competitions.

Testing Zone 106: PRAXIS prep

Every education major that is 
thinking about going into teacher 
candidacy or student teaching has 
to take the PRAXIS, which is 
required by most of the United 
States. 

The PRAXIS is a standardized 
test that consists of multiple choice 
questions and a written essay. The 
PRAXIS is made up of many small- 
er tests put into two groups, PRAX- 



IS 1, or PPST, and PRAXIS 2. 

The PPST, or Pre-Professional 
Skills Test, is made up of writing, 
reading and math tests. PRAXIS is 
given to attain teacher candidacy. 

The PRAXIS 2 is given to get into 
student teaching and is made up of 
tests that are specific to the stu- 
dents' area. 

The PRAXIS is given throughout 
the year at Sylvan Learning Centers 
and on certain dates at some col- 
leges — not Northwestern. The 
dates are in January, March, April, 
June, September and November. 



The colleges that offer the test are 
Louisiana State University at Alex- 
andria, Southeastern, McNeese 
State, University of Louisiana at 
Monroe, University of New 
Orleans, Louisiana Tech, Centenary 
College in Shreveport and Nicholls 
State. The mailing will take 10 busi- 
ness days to get the center. 

The cost of each test varies 
depending on the test and whether 
it is computerized. For each time 
the tests are taken, there is a nonre- 
fundable $35 registration fee. The 
test fee ranges from $25 to $130. 



The Test 

The first group of tests can be 
given on computer or with pencil 
and paper. There are 46 questions 
for both reading and math to com- 
plete in two 75 minute periods. 

The writing has 44 questions to be 
completed in 38 minutes and an 
essay to be completed in 30 min- 
utes. The second group of tests 
varies from one to two hours. The 
number of questions depends on 
which test is being taken. 

Preparation 

Cathy Seymour, director of field 



experience, recommends students 
talk to their advisors on when fhev 
should take each test. 

Nicole Thornburg, a senior edu- 
cation major, said she used work- 
books and her schoolbooks to pre- 
pare. Rebekah Brown, a senior edu- 
cation major, said she reviewed her 
content area subjects before she 
took the test. 

Information on testing places, 
dates, registration and practice tests 
can be obtained through the educa- 
tion department or at 
www.ets.org/ praxis.

On Jan. 30, the SFA bas- 
ketball team also lost a 
great athlete and young 
man in Greg Wallace. Wal- 
lace was shooting hoops at 
the William R. Johnson 
Coliseum when he col- 
lapsed and later died at a 
nearby hospital. 

The team was traveling 
to Southeastern to play 
but returned home when 
they heard the news. 

I asked Kaspar how his 
team dealt with the sud- 
den death of a teammate 
and a family member. 

"It takes time to get over 
something like this, but 
initially you are numb and 
in shock," Kaspar said. 

Kaspar said his team 
was able to handle the 
tragedy better because 
they were in the middle of 
the season and had to 
move on. 

"With NSU in the offsea- 
son right now, it will 
linger on longer for them," 
Kaspar said. 

Kaspar said that NSU 
has bigger problems than 
SFA did because Waddell 
collapsed in front of his 
teammates and they 
watched the trainers and 
paramedics work on him. 

"With them seeing it 
happen, it will be tough 
for them to get over and 
move on," Kaspar said. "It 
can make a team stronger 
especially with us because 
Greg's parents came in 
and told the team to move 
on and that is what Chris 
would want us to do. It is 
sort of like teammates 
coming around a fallen 
comrade." 

I know it will be hard 
for the football team to 
move on, but I know the 
Demons will pick up the 
pieces. 

The NSU athletic 
department is like family, 
unlike this staff where 
some people are not taken 
sincerely. I know the 
coaches and players will 
help each other in this 
time of tragedy and be 
there for each other.

Memorial held for Waddell

"Tonight has been a crazy 
night. Today has been a 
crazy day." 

These were the opening 
words of Demon Football 
team Chaplain Carroll 
Long's closing speech at a 
memorial service for Chris 
Waddell, who died Monday 
after collapsing at a spring 
football practice. 

These words described the 
mood of the service and of 
the athletic department 
throughout the day. 



The memorial service 
brought about 300 students, 
athletes and administrators 
to mourn Waddell's death 
and celebrate his life. 

The reverend Ail Harris of 
Abundant Life Church said 
he felt anger, hurt, pain and 
confusion from the crowd as 
he spoke, but urged mourn- 
ers to try to make good out 
of a bad situation. 

"This goes far beyond any 
bad situation, but we are 
here to celebrate a life," Har- 
ris said. 

Foundation of Christian 
Athletes' area representa- 
tives Gerald and Rose Long, 



Father Dan Cook of Holy 
Cross and NSU Athletic 
Director Greg Burke joined 
Long and Harris in honoring 
Waddell's life. 

Burke said Waddell's 
mother, Celeste Waddell also 
traveled from New Orleans 
to speak to the members of 
the Demon football team 
Tuesday afternoon. 

"You will move forward 
and you will never forget 
Chris, but you will move for- 
ward," Ms. Waddell told the 
team. "Let's all move togeth- 
er and be blessed with what 
God has given us." 

Other family members 



also traveled from out of 
state to attend Tuesday 
night's service. 

As each speaker 
approached the podium, 
hopes of consoling the 
mourning crowd, many ref- 
erences to Waddell's reli- 
gious beliefs were made in 
an attempt to give hope as 
well as many words of 
encouragement to live life to 
the fullest. 

"St. Christopher died as a 
martyr and a warrior," Cook 
said. "Chris died as a warrior 
on the football field." 

"It's not the years in your 
life that matters," Harris 



said. "It's the life in your 
years." 

Gerald Long also urged 
the crowd to leave footprints 
in such a way that there are 
some left for others to follow. 

To honor Waddell's foot- 
prints, NSU will create a 
scholarship in Waddell's 
memory as well as other 
memorial ideas for the 
upcoming football season. 

"The hardest part of going 
through something like this 
here at NSU is that we are so 
close. We're like a family," 
Burke said. "But that is what 
will bring us through it."

Housing audit 
report released

The state legislative audi- 
tor released a report Mon- 
day addressing Coordinator 
of Residential Services 
Woodrow Blair's involve- 
ment in improprieties in stu- 
dent worker timesheet 
recordkeeping. 

According to the report, 
Blair prepared and 
approved rimesheets for two 
students that included over 
200 hours that the students 
never worked. 

A University press release 
states that both students 
have paid back the money 
they received due to the dis- 
crepancy. 

Blair was placed on 
adrninistrative leave in June 
2003 and is still receiving 
leave pay pending results of 
the investigation by the Uni- 
versity. 

Vice President of External 
Affairs Jerry Pierce said he 
does not know how long 
Blair will continue to receive 
pay. 

The University's response 
to the auditor's findings 
were published with the 
auditor's report. The 
response includes several 
adjustments and clarifica- 
tions to University policy 
inluding: 

Students will not be per- 



mitted to record any time on 
their rimesheets until the 
time is actually worked. 

Supervisors will review all 
rimesheets for accuracy, and 
any changes will be marked 
by the supervisor. 

Student employees will 
not be allowed to have 
access to their rimesheets 
after approval by their 
supervisor. 

Students will not be per- 
mitted to work during times 
when they have classes 
scheduled. 

Supervisors may not 
allow students to work over 
their assigned hours. 

The auditor's report also 
addressed its investigation 
of English professor Thomas 
Petitjean's record of leave 
pay. The report states that 
Petijean recorded himself 
present rather than marking 
official leave time for 31 days 
when he was absent due to 
personal health issues. 

During that time Petitjean 
was paid $5,681 in salary. 
According to the Universi- 
ty's response to the report, 
the University "will charge 
back appropriate leave time 
for all documented time for 
which leave should have 
been, but was not taken." 

Petitjean is currently 
teaching classes and fulfill- 
ing duties required of an 
area coordinator. 



Natchitoches re-elects McCullen

Incumbent city Mayor 
Wayne McCullen defeated for- 
mer University Vice President 
John Winston Tuesday and 
retained his office, winning 58 
percent of the vote. 

According to unofficial final 
returns released Tuesday 
night, Winston won eight of 
the 22 precincts, but lost 12 
precincts and the absentee 
vote. 6,551 votes were cast in 
the mayoral election. 

Two precincts recorded no 
votes for either candidate, 
who are both Democrats. 

More than 500 more voters 
showed up to the polls for this 
mayoral election than the last 
one, a runoff between 
McCullen and Winston on 
April 15, 2000. McCullen 
defeated Winston in that elec- 
tion by a mere 64 votes out of 
5,988. 

At McCullen's victory party, 
which sprawled across a 
packed banquet room and 
onto the balcony of The Land- 
ing on Front Street, McCullen 
wore a small plastic gold 
medal and beamed to sup- 
porters between interviews 
with Shreveport and Alexan- 
dria television reporters. 

Members of NSU's staff and 
faculty mixed with NSU stu- 
dents, city employees and 
Natchitoches residents at the 
party. 

Meanwhile, at Ben Johnson

Auditorium on Martin Luther 
King drive, Winston helped 
his supporters pack the 
remainders of their day-long 
rally after giving his conces- 
sion speech. 

Winston said that while he 
did not regret how he ran his 
campaign, he did wish he had 
reached out to more campus 
organizations. He said the 
turnout, while better than in 
2000, still contributed to his 
loss. 

"He (McCullen) is good 
friends with President Webb, 
and he has good contacts with 
the athletic staff, the coaches," 
Winston said. 

During the day, NSU stu- 
dents, as well as Natchitoches 
residents and other support- 
ers, held signs at intersections 
across town promoting both 
candidates. 

The candidates had previ- 
ously debated on NSU's cam- 
pus, and informally spoke 
with students on campus 
March 4. 

Winston said that while he 
was naturally disappointed, 
he did not dispute the election. 

"Ifs not like sour grapes," 
Winston said. "Hell, I lost. Ifs 
just politics." 

Councilman-at-large Don 
Mims Jr. was decisively re- 
elected to his council seat, 
defeating challenger Marvin 
Blake Jr. Blake lost the District 
3 council seat to Democrat 
Sylvia Morrow last year.

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SGA approves organizational grants^

The SGA approved $200 grants 
to two student organizations for 
planned projects. 

The senate also discussed three 
pieces of legislation, all spon- 
sored by Senators Dustin Floyd 
and Keith Gates, at the Monday 
meeting. 

The SGA unanimously 
approved the Organizational 
Grants Committee's decision to 
grant the Wesley Westminster 
Foundation a $200 grant to help 
fund its wireless Internet project. 



American Chemical Society 
Student Affiliate was also award- 
ed a $200 grant to sponsor a com- 
munity service project. 

Floyd and Gates' first piece of 
legislation was a resolution pro- 
posing to provide feminine 
hygiene product dispensers in at 
least one women's restroom in 
each academic building on cam- 
pus. 

The bill passed by general con- 
sent. 

This is the fourth time the reso- 
lution has been passed by the 
senate, the last time occurring in 
the Fall 2002 semester. 



Another piece of legislation 
was a resolution proposing to 
reduce the scholarship amounts 
of the SGA President, Vice-Presi- 
dent and Treasurer to equal the 
scholarship amount of the SGA 
Speaker of the Senate. 

Currently the SGA President 
receives a full scholarship, the 
SGA Vice President receives a 
three-fourths scholarship and the 
SGA Treasurer receives a half 
scholarship. The bill proposed 
reducing these scholarships to 
tuition waivers, which is the cur- 
rent amount of SGA Speaker of 
the Senate's scholarship. 



This proposal was previously 
discussed on March 1 when 
Floyd presented it to the Senate 
as a motion from the floor. The 
motion failed with an 11-5 vote. 

Although the proposal had 
been discussed at a previous 
meeting, it continued to generate 
a lengthy debate on Monday. 

The bill was originally a deci- 
sion to be made by the SGA 
alone. However, Floyd proposed 
amending the bill to open the 
decision to a student vote in the 
upcoming election. 

Senator Abby Brocato argued 
against opening the decision to a 



student vote. 

"As a regular student on this 
campus, I wouldn't have known 
what to vote for, and I don't think 
it should be open to the students 
unless they are totally knowl- 
edgeable and informed about this 
whole thing," Brocato said. 
"What is going to be on the ballot 
isn't going to be as informative as 
the discussion at these meetings." 

The SGA disapproved the 
amendment with a 9-7 vote. 
However, the amendment was 
reconsidered, and was ultimately 
passed with a 15-2 vote. 
Despite Floyd's amendment, 



the bill failed with an 11-5 y, 
with one abstention.

Members of the NSU English 
faculty have been approved for 
a grant with the National Writ- 
ing Project to set up an annual 
summer writing seminar. 

Suzanne Green, an associate 
professor of English, and Lisa 
Rougeou, a national board-cer- 
tified teacher, came together in 
an effort to write the grant 
needed to set up a National 
Writing Project site here on 
campus. 

The grant was for about 
$30,000 this year and will 
change in amount each year for 
any additional funding needed 
to run the project. 

Green said the National Writ- 
ing Project is an organization on 
the campus of Berkeley Univer- 
sity in California. 

The project was started so 
that college campuses can have 
writing seminars to instruct 
teachers in all disciplines of 
study on how to teach students 
to write better. 

Coordinators have been 
working to place the project on 
college campuses across the 
nation in order to fill the need 
for better education in writing. 

"One of the big focuses is get- 
ting teachers back in the chairs 
of students," Green said. "In 
other words, getting teachers 



back in touch with what stu 
dents go through as writers." 

Two people — a college repre- 
senative and a classroom 
teacher — run a National Writ- 
ing Project on a college campus, 
Green said. At NSU, Green will 
be the representative, and 
Rougeou will be the classroom 
teacher. They will set up the 
needed curriculum and admis- 
sion of people to the program. 

The project is meant to teach a 
group of about 20 public school 
teachers how to better educate 
students in writing. 

These teachers then spend 
five weeks during the summer 
learning how to apply better 
writing skills to their field of 
study. 

During the seminar, the atten- 
dees will be taught interdisci- 
plinary techniques to improve 
the teaching of writing in all 
subjects. 

"We are hoping to be the cen- 
ter of a web that will spread out 
through the northwestern 
Louisiana region," David Cau- 
dle, an instructor of English, 
said. 

The grant was proposed due 
to faculty concern about the 
level of writing that incoming 
college students have, Caudle 
said. 

He went on to say that most 
secondary teachers are good 
writers themselves but do not 



have the skills needed to edu 
cate others on how to write bet 
ter. 

"Personally, I got involved 
because of concerns for the 
ways secondary schools are 
preparing students for not only 
standardized testing such as the 
leap test, but also what I see 
coming into the college class- 
room," Caudle said. "I see a 
very spotty range of skills rang- 
ing from very high to very mod- 
est." 

The National Writing Project 
seminar is scheduled to begin 
this summer starting June 7 and 
ending July 9. 

It has been opened to all pub- 
lic school teachers in all disci- 
plines of study. 

Through the help of the of 
University President Randall 
Webb and Acting Provost 
Anthony Scheffler, as well as 
the head of the English Depart- 
ment Rocky Colavito and other 
English faculty, tuition has been 
waived to all those accepted to 
the project for this summer only. 

Upon completing the project, 
the people who attend will have 
earned six hours of college cred- 
it at the graduate level in Eng- 
lish.

The OTM handles all state 
^communications contracts. 
One of the companies com- 
peting for the indoor wiring 
ontract for NSU felt that they 
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did not get "a fair shake," 
Brown said. 

The contract awarding 
process is now being reviewed 
by the state purchasing office, 
which will then decide what 
action the OTM should take. 

"That's all handled in Baton 
Rouge," Brown said. "That's 
not the University." 

The contract for the outdoor 
wiring to the buildings, howev- 
er, has been issued successfully. 

"We're going to go ahead and 
do the outside wiring probably 
sometime in the March time- 
frame," Brown said. 

Despite the indoor contractu- 
al setback, Brown said the proj- 
ect should still be completed by 
its original deadline of next fall. 

The project will outfit the fol- 
lowing buildings with wireless 
network access: The Health and 
PE Majors Building, Nesom 
Natatorium, the Creative and 
Performing Arts buildings, 
Bienvenu Hall, North Hall, 
Fournet Hall and Russell Hall. 

Brown said that Roy Hall and 
the Teachers' Education Center 
already have a wireless net- 



work layer. 

"There's talk about (a cam- 
pus-wide wireless layer)," 
Brown said. "We were going to 
consider it in this capital outlay 
project, but we kind of got cut 
on our funds." 

"It's one of the projects just 
kind of sitting on the shelf wait- 
ing for funding to come. We're 
trying to get the basic needs 
taken care of first," Brown said. 

"We're also working... on try- 
ing to come up with some fund- 
ing models for bringing in 
additional Internet connections 
for just student access," Brown 
said. 

He said the. University is try- 
ing to get a new Internet con- 
nection that would give stu- 
dents sole access to twice as 
much bandwidth as students 
and faculty currently share. 

No timeframe has been estab- 
lished for this project. 

"I can't say when it will be," 
Brown said. "I hope we would 
have it available for fall, but I 
can't say for sure. Hopefully 
we'll have something next 
month out on that."

This name was 
landed down to our city from 
4e Caddo tribe. 

Natchitoches becomes home 
to many students after they reg- 
ister at Northwestern State Uni- 
versity. However, before stu- 
dents thought about attending 
the college, before there was a 
milding to call a university, a 
group of people had claimed 
this settlement as their own. 
They are rarely given credit. 

Visitors from the Caddo tribe 
will be meeting with NSU 
anthropologists and students on 
Friday and Saturday in the Stu- 
eth BOlt im Tj nion Ballroom as part of 



the annual Caddo Conference 
hosted this year by the state of 
Louisiana and Northwestern. 

On Friday at 8 a.m., anthro- 
pologists and others are sched- 
uled to present essays they have 
prepared on specific issues 
affecting Caddo life. On Satur- 
day, essays will be read in the 
morning, but after sundown tra- 
ditional Caddo dances will be 
featured. 

Several types of dances will be 
included, such as memorial 
dances honoring those who 
have died, stomp dances featur- 
ing leg instruments, powwows 
or social dances and the Turkey 
Dance which is a woman's 
dance commemorating ances- 
tors. 

Observers of the dances may 
notice that some are danced 
clockwise and others counter- 



clockwise. A counterclockwise 
dance indicates it has been bor- 
rowed from another tribe. 

H. F. Gregory said the confer- 
ence is important because it will 
be a good experience getting rid 
of stereotypes. 

Moreover, students that 
attend will have the chance to 
experience what anthropologists 
do. 

Texas, Arkansas, Oklahoma 
and Louisiana take turns every 
year hosting this specia 1 event, 
and Gregory agrees it's "our 
turn to make them feel at 
home." 

NSU students are encouraged 
to take advantage of this oppor- 
tunity and attend these events, 
free of charge.

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Police keeping eye on hip-hop stars

Miami and Miami Beach police 
are secretly watching and keeping 
dossiers on hip-hop celebrities like 
P. Diddy and DMX and their 
entourages when they come to 
South Florida, a move police say is 
to protect the stars and the public. 

Officers say they have pho- 
tographed rappers as they arrived 
at Miami International Airport. 

They stake out hotels, nightclubs 
and video shoots. They consult a 
six-inch-thick black binder of 
every rapper and member of his or 
her group with an arrest record in 
the state of New York. 

The binder begins with a photo 
and rap sheet of Grammy-nomi- 
nated rapper 50 Cent. 

It ends with Ja Rule. Both men 
are embroiled in one of the most 
bitter feuds in the hip-hop indus- 
try, one that Eminem, 50 Cent's 
producer, has warned in the song 
"Bully" could lead to bloodshed. 

The policing effort of top enter- 
tainers _ which hip-hop experts 
criticize as unnecessary stereotyp- 



ing _ was created, police say, to 
protect the public and musical 
celebrities who have chosen to 
make South Florida their destina- 
tion to live and party. 

"We have to keep an eye on these 
rivalries," said Assistant Miami 
Beach Police Chief Charles Press. 
"The last thing we need in this city 
is violence." 

Government agencies keeping 
tabs on musicians is not new. The 
Nixon administration investigated 
former Beatle John Lennon in the 
1970s and tried to have him 
deported. 

The band Body Count led by 
rapper Ice-T got the attention of 
police nationally in the early 1990s 
with the song "Cop Killer." But 
those cases involved individual 
artists or groups, not monitoring 
across a musical genre. 

"There's been no shortage of rock 
stars and other musicians" scruti- 
nized by police, said Anthony 
DeCurtis, contributing editor at 
Rolling Stone magazine. "But 
there has never been anything like 
this." 



Several music executives and 
legal scholars say the intelligence- 
gathering highlights the misunder- 
standing between the police and a 
$10-billion industry. 

The police, they contend, have 
used the slayings of high-profile 
artists like Tupac Shakur, the Noto- 
rious B.I.G. and Run DMCs Jam 
Master Jay, to justify tracking 
many in the industry. 

"Some people see gangs and hip- 
hop artists as being synonymous," 
said Benjamin Chavis, president 
and chief executive officer of The 
Hip-Hop Summit Action Network, 
a government-watchdog and 
voter-registration group. 

"That's a mistake. The recording 
industry is a legitimate American 
enterprise, not a gang." 

Said attorney Bruce Rogow: 
"This kind of conduct shows insen- 
sitivity to constitutional limita- 
tions. 

It also implicates racial stereo- 
typing." Rogow successfully repre- 
sented 2 Live Crew when the rap 
group was prosecuted for obsceni- 
ty in the early '90s.

said. "I know that that isn't true, 
but it's still the perception. 

"Also, most Americans suffer 
from what I call 'superpower men- 
tality,'" Hansen continued. "Since 
a relatively small percentage of 
average or ordinary Americans 
ever leave the country, they seem 
to believe that the American way is 
the only way. I'm here to tell you 
that it's not." 

Hansen, who is also president of 
the Inland Northwest professional 
chapter of the Society, was encour- 
aged to lecture at NSU by the vice- 
president of the University's Soci- 
ety chapter, Tasha Braggs. 

"Pia and I met at the Ted Scripps 
Leadership Training conference in 
Indianapolis," Braggs said. "We 
met at a social, and she and I just 
became really good friends." 

Braggs and Christal Navarre, 
NSU's Society president, applied 
for a grant through the main Soci- 
ety office in order to pay for 
Hansen's travel expenses. Their 
grant was recently approved. 
Navarre said Hansen's ability to

provide an international perspec- 
tive on American media influenced 
her decision to select Hansen as a 
lecturer. 

"I wanted people to see that 
everything and everyone does not 
revolve around the United States 
all the time and that other coun- 



tries have vastly different opinions 
and ideas of American media," 
Navarre said. 

NSU's Society sponsor Neil Ral- 
ston said this lecture is likely to 
appeal to students from various 
fields of study. 

"I think a lot of students will be 
interested in the way media from 
other countries portray America, 
especially now with everything 
that's going on in Iraq and 
throughout the world," Ralston 
said. 

Braggs said students should be 
prepared to ask Hansen questions 
at the forum. 

"She will pull you out of the 
audience," Braggs said. "She feels 
like, as journalists, you should 
know how to ask questions. And I 
respect that from her very, very 
much." 

Ralston said the Society typically 
invites one or two lecturers to cam- 
pus per semester. 

"They're not always from so far 
away," Ralston said. "We may have 
one or two more lecturers but we 



don't have that planned out yet." 

Braggs said there are about 10 
members in the Society, which 
meets every other Thursday at 3:45 
p.m. in Kyser Hall Room 225. 

Ralston described the organiza- 
tion as a useful and positive 
resource for journalists. 

"It stimulates high standards 
among journalists and ethical 
behavior," Ralston said. "It also 
serves as a center for improving 
journalism both in its practice and 
its theory, and it encourages free- 
dom of the press and free speech." 

Hansen commented on the bene- 
fits of the Society as well. 

"SPJ, more than anything else, 
helps you build a network," 
Hansen said. "I joined when I was 
a student, and I got to meet the 
people who later hired me at pro- 
grams and functions. 

"I also got to listen to the conver- 
sations and discussions real work- 
ing reporters had at the meetings," 
Hansen said. "That gave me a 
much better insight into what it's 
really like working as a journalist."

NSU wins in first round

The Northwestern State 
Lady Demons have one com- 
mon goal, to win the South- 
land Conference Tourna- 
ment and to become the first 
NSU women's basketball 
team to make the NCAA 
tournament. 

The Lady Demons are two 
games closer to their goal 
after dispatching the Sam 
Houston State Lady Bearkats 
at Prather Coliseum Tuesday 
night 69-61 in the opening 
round of the conference tour- 
nament. 

The Lady Demons have 
never won the tournament 
and have finished in the run- 
ner-up spot eight times. 

"In this conference, every- 
body wants to win, and we 
were expecting them to come 
out and give us their best," 
junior center Ashley Spark- 
man said. "We know we are 
capable, and the level to play 
to win." 

The Lady Demons started 



off the game on an 8-0 run 
and held the lead throughout 
the game despite several 
comeback attempts by the 
Lady Bearkats. 

SHSU battled back and cut 
the lead to three points twice 
in the second half, but NSU 
did not allow the Lady Bear- 
kats to make a field goal in 
the final 3:25 and hit four 
straight free-throws to ice the 
game. 

With the win, NSU 
avenges its only loss (84-65) 
at Prather this season to the 
same Lady Bearkats who hit 
a record 15 three-pointers in 
that game. 

NSU defended the Lady 
Bearkat's three-point shoot- 
ers better, and Sam Houston 
State only hit 25 percent from 
behind the three-point line. 

The Lady Demons also 
played tough defense inside 
the three-point line, out- 
rebounding the Lady Bear- 
kats by 14 and holding them 
to just 30 percent shooting 
from the floor. 

"We had Ashley playing 
behind their tallest player 



and took that position away, 
and then we were able to get 
out and defend their three- 
point shooting," Lady 
Demon Head Coach James 
Smith said. 

In the last game between 
the two, SHSU shot 50 per- 
cent from the floor and 58 
percent from behind the 
three-point line, while NSU 
shot 36 percent from the 
floor and 29 percent behind 
the three-point line. 

"We practiced hard testing 
three-pointers in practice 
because we knew they like to 
shoot threes," senior guard 
La'Terrica Dobin said. "We 
knew the last game, it was 
just their night, and nothing 
against us. It was embarrass- 
ing losing that game." 

NSU also broke individual 
and team records with the 
win. NSU set a new confer- 
ence tournament record with 
13 blocked shots, while 
Sparkman helped the defen- 
sive effort by blocking nine 
shots and grabbing a career- 
high 17 rebounds.

NSU's men's basketball 
team could not close out the 
their first game in the confer- 
ence tournament, losing on 
the road to Southeastern.

"We go ahead 2 points, but 
youth came in to play and we 
tried to get the ball to Allen 
inside, but we turned the ball 
over," McConathy said. "That 
led to the three-point play for 
them and that was the game." 

The Demons helped the 
Lions by turning the ball over 
17 times compared to SLU's 
six. Both teams' shot evenly 
from the floor as the Demons 
hit 40 percent from the floor 
and 20 percent from behind 
the three-point line. 

The Lions shot 40 and 20 
percent from the floor and 
behind the three-point line 
also. 

"We made only four of our 



last 11 free throws, and we 
made 17 turnovers to just six 
for them," McConathy said. 
"We got outscored 22-0 on 
points off turnovers and

20 at-large SGA Senators win seats without election 

Court lowers bar 
for treasurer seat

After a slew of preliminary discrepancies, the 
final ballot for the Spring 2004 election was 
released Wednesday. It includes two SGA presi- 
dential tickets, but not 20 SGA senators-at-large 
who were awarded positions by acclamation. 

Filings for the elections ended at 4:30 p.m. on 
March 11. As filings came to a close, it was still a 
mystery whether the long-established SGA Presi- 
dential/Vice Presidential ticket of Senator Mindy 
McConnell and Senate Speaker Zachary Pulliam 
would be opposed. 

On the afternoon of March 11, SGA Treasurer 
Beau Boudreaux said he had unofficial plans of

McConnell for SGA 
President with Sen- 
ator Alan Sypert. 
However, Boudre- 
aux said that at 
about 2 p.m., Sypert 
called and said he 
had decided to back 
out of the race. 

About five minutes before the end of filings, Sen- 
ator Dustin Floyd filed papers to run for office. 
When asked by fellow SGA members what office 
he had filed for, Floyd said that he had filed for 
SGA Treasurer. Later, Floyd announced that he had 
in fact filed for SGA President, and that Sypert 
would be his running mate. 

Sypert did not comment on why he chose to run 
with Floyd instead of Boudreaux. Sypert stressed 
that his plans to run with Boudreaux were never 
official and always subject to change. 

Also, before filings closed on March 11, 21 NSU 
students filed for SGA senator-at-large positions. 
Because there were 20 positions available, it was 
speculated that an election would be needed to 
eliminate the extra candidate. However, the Elec- 
tion Board disqualified a candidate whose grade 
point average was too low. 

The remaining candidates won their positions by 
acclamation, and there will be no election for sena- 
tor-at-large positions. 

The SGA Supreme Court's Monday decision to 
allow high school accounting courses to fulfill the 
class requirements a student must meet in order to 
run for SGA Treasurer finalized two candidates for 
that position: Current SGA Treasurer Beau 
Boudreaux, who is seeking a second term, and 
Senator Kelli Miller. 

Two referendums will be voted upon by the stu- 
dent body. Students will also vote from a field of 13 
candidates for 10 open SAB representative-at-large 
postions.

The SGA Supreme Court ruled on Monday that 
high school accounting courses can qualify candi- 
dates for SGA Treasurer. 

Previously, a student must have completed two 
accounting classes with a C or better in order to be 
eligible for the Treasurer position, as stated in the 
SGA by-laws. 

On March 1, the SGA voted 13-1 to approve a bill 
proposing to delete this requirement. Whether the 
changed requirements would be applied to the 
Spring 2004 election became subject to debate. 

Current SGA Treasurer Beau Boudreaux protested 
the requirements being applied to the upcoming elec- 
tion. In an appeal to the SGA Supreme Court and 
University President Randall Webb, Boudreaux stat- 
ed that the passing of the bill occurred too late to be 
applied to the Spring 2004 elections since the filing 
process began on Feb. 26. Boudreaux stated that it is 
unjust to change the rules for candidacy once the elec- 
tion period is already in progress. 

Boudreaux is the only non-graduating SGA mem- 
ber who has completed two college accounting class- 
es with a C grade or better. 

In his appeal, Boudreaux also pointed out that ' 
senate previously rejected a similar bill proposing to 
delete the accounting class requirements in their Tan. 
26 meeting, and if that bill hau pa>sc>d, there aouIc 
have been no controversy since election filings would 
not have yet begun. 

The SGA President, the University Vice President 
of Student Affairs and the University President must 
sign all legislation passed by the SGA. 

When election filings ended on March 11, Univer- 
sity President Randall Webb had not signed the bill, 
thus leaving Boudreaux as the only eligible candidate 
for Treasurer. However, senators Jerry Whorton and 
Kelli Miller filed to run for Treasurer anyway. 

The Election Board met the night of March 11 and 
ruled that high school accounting classes, such as 
classes that Miller took in high school, may be used to 
fulfill the course requirements. 

This decision was reviewed by the SGA Supreme 
Court, and the court ruled 3-1 that the Election 
Board's decision was constitutional. Chief Justice 
Sharmyn Little abstained from the vote since she is 
the Election Board Commissioner. 

Little determined on Wednesday that Whorton 
had not taken high school or college accounting 
classes, and he was disqualified from the race. 



Columns break-ins under investigation

Several apartments at the 
University Columns were 
burglarized during the 
Mardi Gras break. The Uni- 
versity police are still inves- 
tigating the break-ins. 

Nine different apartments 
were broken into and vari- 
ous items were stolen while 
students were gone for the 
break. 

According to Detective 
Doug Prescott of the Univer- 
sity police, laptop and desk- 
top computers, clothes, jew- 
elry, shoes and a lamp were 
stolen. 

He said that entry was 
gained into most of the 
apartments by breaking win- 
dows. This happened on the 
first and second floors. 

He was unable to com- 



ment on any leads while the 
investigation is underway. 

As far as the break-ins 
over the Thanksgiving 
break, Prescott said that they 
are following several leads 
and that they do not know if 
the two sets of break-ins are 
related. 

The University Police are 
trying to get students to 
come forward with any 
information about any of the 
burglaries. 

"We have asked the radio 
station to put on some public 
service announcements re- 
questing that anybody that 
has any information that 
might have been staying 
here during the breaks, if 
they saw anything to please 
contact the University police 
as soon as possible." 

"You can't break into this 
many apartments without 



somebody seeing some- 
thing," Prescott added. 

The detective wanted to 
encourage students to take 
certain measures to make 
sure they keep their apart- 
ment and possessions 
secure. 

"Students should take 
stuff like any kind of com- 
puters and expensive items 
home with them when they 
leave," Prescott said. "Keep 
all blinds and shutters closed 
so that people cannot see 
inside the apartments." 

He also said that students 
should write down the 
make, model and serial 
numbers of any electronics 
so that they can be positively 
identified if found. 

The University Columns 
management was unable to 
comment on the break-ins 
due to company policy.

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Student vehicle burglaries up sab representative-at-large candidat^C

Car burglaries are becoming a 
regular occurrence in Natchitoches 
and appear to be increasing espe- 
cially in heavily populated student 
areas. 

Natchitoches police said the 
hardest hit areas in Natchitoches 
are North Street and Indian Sum- 
mers Apartments. 

"They (thieves) aren't necessarily 
after students, but a lot students 
live in those apartments," said Jen- 
nifer Winters, a data entry. Winters 
also said early morning and late 
night hours seem to be the times 



when cars are most often targeted 
While there is no specific model 
or make of car burglarized more 
often, cars with high priced equip- 
ment are sought out. 

"A lot of your cars with after- 
market things like stereos, CD 
players are being broken into," 
Natchitoches police Lt. Harman 
Winters said. 

The department has seen an 
increase in the number of car bur- 
glaries within the past three 
months. 

"We've had a 15 to 30 percent 
increase," Winters said. 

Winters pointed to a stack of 
police report and stated that the 



majority of them were related to car 
break-ins. 

"Seven out of the 12 are vehicle 
burglaries," said Winters. 

Winters said the best way to help 
protect your car is to avoid adver- 
tising your car to thieves. 

"Driving around blasting your 
system draws attention," Winters 
said. "That tells the person what 
you have." 

Also, women shouldn't leave 
their purses unattended even for a 
short period of time. 

"You'd be surprised how many 
ladies do that," Winters said. 
"That's an invitation to them."

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Fate of fee, treasurer up to students

On Wednesday and Thursday, 
NSU students will vote whether to 
approve two referendums placed 
before the student body by the Stu- 
dent Government Association. 

The first referendum, passed by 
the SGA on Dec. 1, proposes 
increasing student-self assessed 
fees by $1 to be given to the NSU 
theatre department each semester. 
Currently, the theatre department 
receives $1 from every full-time 
student each semester, and the ref- 
erendum proposes raising the fee 
to $2. 

At the Dec. 1 SGA meeting, 
Roger Held, the head of the theatre 
department, appealed to the senate 



to support the fee increase and pro- 
vided reasons why it was impor- 
tant. 

According to Held, the $1 stu- 
dent-self assessed fee was imple- 
mented 20 years ago, and it has 
never been increased despite the 
increasing costs of theatrical pro- 
ductions. 

Held said that the fee increase 
would help theatre students stage 
higher quality productions, and 
they would have use of higher 
quality and safer equipment. 

The second referendum, passed 
by the SGA on Monday, proposes 
eliminating the offices of SGA Trea- 
surer and SGA Administrative 
Assistant, and combining their 
duties into the office of SGA Secre- 
tary. 



The "Treasurer Reorganization 
Act of 2004," brought before the 
senate Monday stated that the 
duties of the SGA Treasurer have 
recently diminished due to com- 
puter upgrades while the duties of 
the SGA Administrative Assistant 
have increased. 

Currently, the SGA Treasurer 
receives a half-time scholarship, 
and the SGA Administrative Assis- 
tant receives a student worker pay- 
check. If these positions are com- 
bined, the SGA Secretary will 
receive a tuition voucher. 

Although the students will vote 
on this referendum in the Spring 
2004 election, the new position, if 
created, will not be implemented 
until the Spring 2005 election sea- 
son. 



Job fair draws businesses to campus

NSU's Spring Job Fair attracted 
more than 50 businesses, govern- 
ment agencies and universities to 
recruit on campus Tuesday. 

Seventeen law enforcement agen- 
cies dominated the Student Union 
Ballroom presentations, including 11 
municipal police departments, 
Louisiana State Police, the IRS and 
the U.S. Marshals. In the Union 
lobby just outside the Ballroom, 
about 10 youth camps from New 
Jersey to Oklahoma recruited in 
front of tables and displays. 



Other businesses at the fair 
included several retailers, industrial 
businesses, and representatives from 
the Army Air Force and Marines. 

Walgreens representatives Terry 
LeBlanc and Danny Fontenot said 
their corporation was planning to 
open about 450 new stores a year, 
including plans for two stores in 
Alexandria and one in Pineville. 

Since the new stores will be hiring 
all positions, from stocking and 
management to pharmacists, 
LeBlanc said they were considering 
students of all majors during the fair. 

Mary Kay cosmetics also made its 
first appearance at the fair. Indepen- 



dent sales director Phyllis Stroud 
said she spoke to about 20 students 
and would follow up with six of 
them. 

She said most recruitment takes 
place in one-on-one sales. Working 
with Mary Kay, she said, takes disci- 
pline and self-motivation since stu- 
dents are essentially their own boss- 
es, with corporate support but no 
quotas. 

The next job fair will be in the fall. 
Fair administrator Traci La Bom said 
Counseling and Career Services, 
which put on the fair, had merged 
the old summer job fair with the 
spring fair.

According to the Federal Reserve 
Bank of San Francisco, 
EconEdLink.org and the National 
Center for Policy analysis, mone- 
tary policy affects the economy 
within two to three years of 



being legislated. What this 
means, ultimately, is that you 
cannot continue to blame the for- 
mer president for the declining 
economy while simultaneously 
claiming the tax cuts of the cur- 
rent administration are aiding the 
economy. There is a fairly obvi- 
ous flaw there. 

Finally, to every one of you out 
there that does not vote because 
you think you have no political 
agenda, you are wrong. If you 
have morals, an idea of how 
things should be run, or have 
ever complained about the gov- 
ernment, you have a political 
stance. Furthermore, it is impor- 
tant that you know where you 
stand. As Ralph Nader said 
when he spoke at NSU, "If you 
aren't turned on to politics, poli- 
tics will turn on you." To give 
you a start, the three major politi- 
cal scales are liberal v. conserva- 
tive, libertarian v. authoritarian, 
and Democrat v. Republican. 
Find out what they are, find out 
what you are, and start voting. 
Even the upcoming SGA election 
is more important than you 
think; just read the SGA stories 
sometime.

The Tibet Situation 

According to the Students for a 
free Tibet website, 1.2 million 
Tibetans have died since China's 
illegal occupation in 1949. Thou- 
sands have been imprisoned and 
tortured and well over 120,000 
have been driven into exile. These 
gross abuses of human rights are 
based on a misunderstanding of a 
700 year-old treaty with the 
Mongul Empire. In the 13th cen- 
tury, China was under Mongol 
rule, but Tibet was not. The treaty 
guaranteed they were protected; 
they were only an ally of the 
empire. Political ties were broken 
in the mid 14th century, before 
China gained its independence 
from the Monguls. Yet China still 
claims according to the treaty, 
Tibet is a Chinese province. Why? 
I have two words for you: Space 
and resources. 

China is big, very big. Its popu- 
lation is 1.2 billion and growing 
faster than they can handle, 
despite efforts at population con- 
trol. Luckily for them, Tibet is 
right next door. Five of Asia's 
great rivers flow through Tibet 
and the country contains several 
other resources. The Tibetan env- 
iorment has been severely dam- 
ages by strip-mining, dumping of 
nuclear waste, and deforestation. 
Its population is also dwindling. 
The Chinese government 
enforces sterilization and abor- 
tion among the Tibetian people 
and encourages immigration of 
ethnic Chinese into Tibet. 
Tibetans have become a minority 
within their own country. 

Several hundred political pris- 
oners in Tibet are imprisoned for 



their beliefs. The Tibetan govern- 
ment is a theocracy. That , linearis 
the leader of Tiber, the Dalai 
Lama (who also lives in exile), is 
both the political and religious 
leader of the country. China, on 
the other hand, is a communist 
nation. There is no religion and 
there are very few basic free- 
doms. Any prominent leader 
found still living in the country is 
incarcerated. Such as the Panchen 
Lama, a 14-year old boy intended 
to take over for his holiness, the 
Dalai Lama, when he dies. The 
Panchen Lama has been a prison- 
er since he was six. Imprisonment 
is not confined to Tibetans. Any 
outsiders found trying to help the 
Tibetan people, such as mission- 
aries or medical personnel, are 
arrested and usually executed. 

After all of this, I'm sure many 
of you are wondering why Tibet, 
there are certainly plenty of other 
countries in similar situations, or 
what anyone can do. We want to 
make a precedent. The Dalai 
Lama has encouraged nonvio- 
lence among his people for years. 
He wants to find a peaceful solu- 
tion to Tibet's problem. That solu- 
tion is simple. Lobby for trade 
sanctions against China. Write to 
your congressman, your senator, 
the Attorney General, and the 
United Nations. It is true that 
China is a major source of cheap 
labor and mass production, but 
they need us as well. Tibetans 
have a right to their freedom as 
much as anyone else. They can 
regain their freedom, they can 
regain their culture. All we have 
to do is take stand.

NSU Choirs lift their voices

When you think of choirs, you 
think of church and gospel music, 
right? 

If so, most of the choirs at North- 
western are something other than 
you would imagine, said Burt 
Allen, director of choral activities. 

There are five different choirs at 
NSU: the Chamber Choir, the Uni- 
versity Concert Choir, the Men's 
Chorus and the Women's Chorus. 
Allen says that there is also a stu- 
dent-run choir called Lifted Voices. 

Allen said the choirs do both 
"secular and sacred music," and 
are even trying to branch out from 
western literature into music from 
different countries and cultures. 

Allen described the variety of 
music the choirs perform as "art 
music," incorporating periods such 
as the Renaissance, Baroque, classi- 
cal, 20th century and various folk 
songs from different countries. 

Participating in the choir is also 
a good way for students to meet 
other people who share an interest 
in music and singing. 

Kristian Gorr, who is a member 
of the Chamber Choir, the Univer- 



sity Concert Choir and the 
Women's Chorus, said, "Socializ- 
ing with other people in the choir is 
fun." 

Gorr, a freshman music major, 
also enjoys singing in different 
pitches. 

"I used to be soprano. I'm an 
alto now, and that's fun too," Gorr 
said. 

Allen said Lifted Voices is a stu- 
dent-run choir independent of the 
Creative and Performing Arts 
Department. The members are in 
charge of membership and pick 
their own director. 

They rehearse on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays at 6:30 p.m. in Magale 
Recital Hall. This is the only choir 
at Northwestern that sings pre- 
dominately gospel music. The 
president of Lifted Voices this year 
is Tobris Washington. 

Quanisia Jenkins, a freshman 
nursing major at Northwestern 
who sings alto, is a member of Lift- 
ed Voices because she "loves to 
sing." 

Jenkins said it "is like a family to 
me when my real family is not 
here," and that her favorite memo- 
ries of Lifted Voices are of the Fall 
Fest. 

The Chamber Choir consists of 



34 voices this year. It has been run 
by Allen since he formed it in 1987. 
Membership to this choir is grant- 
ed through audition. 

The Chamber Choir is open to all 
students, but Allen said most mem- 
bers have previous experience in 
choirs, are well-trained and have 
taken voice lessons. He also said 
that it requires dedication, as the 
members meet to rehearse five 
days a week at 2 p.m. 

Bill Brent, the Director of the 
School of Creative and Performing 
Arts, said that the Chamber Choir 
is made up of Northwestern's 
"very best singers" and is very 
select. 

Allen said the predominantly 
male Chamber Choir usually con- 
sists of 32 voices, but women are 
sometimes added to balance out 
the somewhat stronger voices of 
the men. The choir consists of four 
groups: tenors, altos, sopranos and 
basses, each with about eight mem- 
bers. 

The Chamber Choir has more 
frequent performances than the 
other choirs, Allen said. It goes on 
tours both in Louisiana and other 
states, such as Florida, New York 
and Texas. The choir once per- 
formed at Carnegie Hall, and it has 



attended various professional con- 
ferences such as the Louisiana All 
State Choir Convention. 

Next year, the Chamber Choir 
will be the feature performing 
group at the All State convention. 

Allen said that one of the per- 
formances the Chamber Choir is 
known for is "Lessons in Carols," 
which is an event started by King 
College in England. This event 
occurs in both Natchitoches and 
Alexandria. 

The choirs that participate per- 
form nine lessons, or scripture 
readings, beginning with the Old 
Testament and ending with the 
birth of Christ, then sing carols that 
relate to each of the lessons, Allen 
said. 

The University Concert Choir, 
which is also run by Allen, consists 
of about 80 voices. Membership is 
open to all students across the cam- 
pus through an audition. 

Allen said the Concert Choir has 
been around since Northwestern 
was founded. The rehearsal days 
and times for the Concert Choir 
have not changed since its found- 
ing. The original members decided 
on Mondays, Wednesdays and Fri-

The theater department's big- 
scale musical production "Cabaret" 
premieres tonight at 7:30 in the A.A. 
Fredericks auditorium. 

Students get in free with their 
NSU IDs, while others will be 
charged $5 for admission. 

The production will be repeated 
on Friday and Saturday. 

Artistic Director Roger Held, 
who is directing the play, said he 
chose "Cabaret" because of its 
appeal to students and its theatrical 
renown. 

"It was one of the plays that stu- 
dents wanted to do for a long time," 
Held said. "It's a large enough cast 
that there's a lot of opportunities for 
students to get on stage, and ifs a 
reputable musical, a distinguished 
musical from the canon of musical 
theater material." 

Held said the play is set in Ger- 
many in 1929, at the onset of Nazi 
political power, and follows two 
doomed romantic relationships 
within that volatile environment. 

"Ifs a little like our times, and I 
suppose that's another one of the 
things that's attractive about it," 
Held said. "It's about human rela- 
tionships in times of social strife, 
social stress. Their faith in the 
future has been shaken, so people 



are living a very hedonistic 
lifestyle." 

Held said the production's con- 
tent is more poignant than tradi- 
tional musicals. 

"Ifs a little more serious, a little 
darker and a little more about 
human relationships than most 
musicals," Held said. 

Junior theater major Ronald E. 
Hornsby, who plays the male lead 
Clifford Bradshaw, expressed con- 
cern about how viewers might 
respond to the show's controversial 
subject matter. 

"I'm anxious to see how the con- 
tent of the show goes over with the 
Natchitoches community," Horns- 
by said. "I think we're all a Utile on 
edge. It's a fairly risque show, as far 
as dance and costume goes, so I'm 
interested to see how the audience 
takes it, as well as the content of the 
political aspects of the show." 

Hornsby said he actually trans- 
ferred to NSU from Louisiana Tech 
in order to perform in "Cabaret." 

"Ifs one of the hardest roles I've 
had to do," Hornsby said. 

Director of Dance Pia Wyatt, who 
choreographed "Cabaret," said the 
controversial content will actually 
be one of many incentives for audi- 
ence attendance. 

"I think they're going to love this 
show because of the controversy 
that the show is about, because of 
the struggles, and because of the 



parallels that we have in our society 
right now, as well as just being able 
to sit back and enjoy some good 
singing and dancing," Wyatt said. 

Held explained that "Cabaret" is 
only scheduled for a three-day run 
because of the size of the A.A. Fred- 
ericks auditorium. 

"Doing 'Cabaref requires a big 
stage," Held said. "That means 
1,400 seats, h three days we can 
put everybod in Natchitoches who 
wants to see abaref in that the- 
ater." 

Senior theater major Tiffyiy 
Rogers, who plays the female pro- 
tagonist Sally Bowles, said the role 
has been difficult to develop. 

"Ifs been a lot harder than I 
thought it was going to be because 
the dramatic side of it - the charac- 
ters' emotions - run a lot deeper 
than you think when you first see 
the play," Rogers said. "They come 
off as so flippant almost, but then 
you realize, toward the end of the 
play, there's a deeper side to these 
people." 

Rogers expressed high expecta- 
tions for opening night. 

"I hope there will be a lot of peo- 
ple there," Rogers said. "I hope 
they won't just come out saying, 
'Oh, that was fun, it was flashy, a 
good thing to watch, the costumes 
were pretty.' I want them to be 
touched by it, and to understand 
something when they leave."

What is the best sunscreen 
to use?

A: Well, I don't know if I 
can give you specific brands, 
but I can tell you what to look 
for when investing in a good 
sunscreen. While the paler 
folks among us are obviously 
at a higher risk for skin can- 
cer due to sun exposure, sun- 
screens are for everyone. 

The SPF number reflects 
the relative amount of time 
that a sunscreen protects

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against sunburn. 

For example, an SPF of 5 
would allow an individual five 
times the amount of time in 
the sun without burning, com- 
pared with using no sunscreen 
at all. 

Most of us require an SPF of 
15 for complete protection. 
Higher SPFs of 30 or more are 
only indicated for those using 
medications (such as certain 
blood pressure drugs) which 
render skin more sensitive to 
sunlight. 

A sunscreen with an SPF below 
15 probably doesn't offer enough 
protection, while one with an SPF 
over 30 may not offer any addi- 
tional benefit. 



Make sure your sunscreen is 
waterproof. This won't just pro- 
tect against lotion loss while 
swimming - non-waterproof 
sunscreens can wash away in the 
body's own sweat as well. 

Check for both A and B. Sun- 
screen should protect against 
both ultraviolet A (UVA) and B 
light spectrums - both can dam- 
age skin. The average adult body 
requires at least two tablespoons 
of sunscreen, evenly applied, for 
all-body protection. 

Some sunscreens can bring out 
allergic rashes in sensitive skins. 
Products containing titanium 
dioxide are less likely to do so. 
Allergies are also often tied to 
individual product fragrances. 



days at noon because this was the 
time during which most of the 
members had no classes.

Another event the Concert Choir 
participates in is the annual Natchi- 
toches/Northwestern Symphony 
Christmas Gala. 

The Men's Chorus is run by 
Michael Rorex and consists of 
about 30 voices. The Women's Cho- 
rus is run by Terrie Sanders and 
consists of 40 voices. Rehearsals for 



both are on Tuesdays and Thurs- 
days at 11 a.m. 

Allen said the Men's Chorus and 
Women's Chorus were both 
formed in the early 1990s. The two 
groups had been known collective- 
ly as the Natchitoches /Northwest- 
em Chorale, and it met on Thurs- 
day nights. 

By splitting it into a Men's Cho- 
rus and a Women's Chorus, it 
allowed for more flexibility and a 
wider variety of music, Allen said. 

One thing that Allen said is 
unique about the choirs at NSU is 
they usually do one performance of 
a major work with the orchestra. 
Some years, depending on the 
piece being performed, all four of 
the main choirs participate, Allen 



said. 

Allen also said that this y^ 
only the Concert Choir and t}^ 
Chamber Choir are participatinc, 
and they will be performing J. 5 
Bach's "Magnificat." Previous 
formances have included Hande]' s 
"Messiah" and Mendelssohn's 
"Elijah."

La'Terrica "Cooda" Dobin broke 
her hand early this season and found 
herself fighting to get back in the 
playing system. 

Dobin did not expect to get 
benched in one of her games back, 
but her benching turned out to be a 
good thing, as it turned Dobin's sea- 
son around and got her refocused. 

That game for the senior guard was 
against the Auburn Tigers. NSU 
made the championship game of the 
Auburn Tournament, but lost the 
game 103-52. 

Dobin played only two minutes 
before being benched. Dobin shot 
only once, had one steal and one 
turnover. Dobin said that the Auburn 
game turned her around and taught 
her to play in the system and not as 
an individual. 

"As I was sitting on the bench, I 
realized my team needed me and I 
needed them," Dobin said. 

NSU Assistant Coach Jennifer Graf 
said the Auburn game made Dobin 
realize that you have to play hard 
every game. 

"She didn't come out focused and 
ready to play," Graf said. "We 
benched her because she didn't play 
her hardest" 

Graf also said that it was a reality 
check for Dobin and that every game 
after the Auburn game she played as 



hard as she could. 

"It made Cooda realize she can 
play with anybody on the floor," Graf 
said. 

After the Auburn game, Dobin was 
refocused and on a mission with her 
team. She then went on to help the 
Lady Demons win a Southland Con- 
ference Regular Season Champi- 
onship and their first ever Southland 
Conference Tournament champi- 
onship. 

"It felt like it proved that we were 
the best in the conference," Dobin 
said on winning both champi- 
onships. "A lot of naysayers were 
against us, but we proved them 
wrong." 

NSU advanced to the NCAA Tour- 
nament after winning the tourna- 
ment championship and finished the 
season with a 24-6 overall record and 
a 14-2 record in the conference. 

NSU Head Coach James Smith 
said Dobin is vital to the team. 

"She controls the tempo, creates on 
offense," Smith said. "She is tena- 
cious and is competitive." 

Dobin said this season was differ- 
ent than her other seasons because 
the team meshed together. 

"We came together with a common 
goal: win as many times as we can," 
Dobin said. 

Dobin also said this team was spe- 
cial because the ladies are like a band 
of sisters that stick up and encourage 
each other. 

Teammate Amanda Bennett said 



there are so many ways to describe 
Cooda. 

"She is an amazing player," Ben- 
nett said. "She is already a great play- 
er and has so much potential to be 
even better." 

Dobin has had a stellar career at 
NSU, but she saved her best season 
for last. This season Dobin became 
the school's all-time assist leader with 
915 assists in her career. She is also the 
first player in NCAA history to lead 
the nation in assists for three consecu- 
tive years. 

Dobin said she has not really 
thought about being all-time assist 
leader because the team has been 
winning. 

"The individual goals haven't 
crossed my mind," Dobin said. 
"When college is over, then I will 
think about the individual awards." 

Cooda was also named the SLC 
Player of the Year, named to All SLC 
first team and named Tournament 
Most Valuable Player. 

Dobin said her accomplishments 
this season have been a team deal and 
that her teammates kept encouraging 
her. 

Another aspect in Dobin's career 
that has changed is her maturity 
level. 

Dobin said she has matured great- 
ly as time has passed. When she 
missed a shot last season, she would 
get down for two or three plays while 
the other team would still be going. 

"I got to keep the wheels turning," 



Dobin said. "I keep my teammates 
happy and encouraging them. That is 
how I matured, I keep everybody 
up." 

For the future, Dobin is looking for- 
ward to playing Duke again this 
weekend at Durham, North Carolina. 

Dobin said she is going out to win 
the game against Duke. 

"I am playing to have fun but the 
combined goal is to win the game," 
Dobin said. 

Dobin said she thinks the Lady 
Demons deserved a higher seed than 
what they were given by the 
Women's NCAA Committee. Cooda 
also said that the Lady Blue Devils 
put their clothes and shoes on just like 
NSU does, and that the Lady 
Demons are going to try and play 
their hardest 

Dobin said she will miss the fans 
that supported the Lady Demons and 
she will really miss this team because 
they bonded this year. 

"You can't say that about too many 
teams," Dobin said. "I will also miss 
the coaches, especially Coach Smith 
because he keeps on me and makes 
me better." 

Dobin ended by saying that she has 
future plans, but Smith is not big on 
individual awards and that he will 
tell her when things are done what 
she should do. 

"I hope to move on, possibly the 
WNBA, but who knows," Dobin 
said.

screamed. 

The Lady Demons had fought so 
hard through the game, and Dobin 
wanted to make sure they finished 
off strong as well. 

That is how the Lady Demons 
had played all season, but they 
could not have done it without a 
few key ingredients: each other. 

In game after game, the starting 
five showed just how important 
each ingredient can be. Through 
out this past season, the Lady 



Demons starters repeatedly 
defined the word 'team' through 
their actions on and off the court. 

On the court the ladies fought 
hard to win each game while keep- 
ing each other focused on the goal 
of becoming the Southland Confer- 
ence Champions. 

"We just have chemistry as a 
team and that helps us so much," 
junior forward Amanda Bennett 
said. 

Bennett is not alone in her feel- 
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ings about the starters' chemistry. 
Senior forward Katrina Swanigan 
said the starting five have a cama- 
raderie that can not be contested. 

"On the court we are all busi- 
ness," Swanigan said. "We are 
always there to pick each other 
up." 

"We all have confidence in each 
other," junior guard Diamond 
Cosby added. "When one of us is 
not playing well, someone always 
steps up in their place." 

The chemistry between the five 
starters is evident throughout each 
game, but junior center Ashley 
Sparkman pointed out another of 
the many positive sides of the Lady 
Demons. 

"We are so different. We each 
bring something different to the 
table," Sparkman said. "Everyone 
knows their roles and plays them 
well." 

The Lady Demons seem to have 
everything covered when it comes 
to team elements. Bennett and 
Cosby's great scoring averages 
showed their roles as shooters. 

Cosby's top rankings in three- 
point percentage and assists show 
her other roles within the team and 
Swanigan's many blocks and steals 
put her near the top of the defense. 

Sparkman found her niche in the 
team's starring crew as her 107 
blocked shots led the Southland 
Conference and gave her the single 
season blocked shots record. 

However, one player continually 
received the same reaction from the 
other starters. 



All four other starters could not 
deny that Dobin led the team in 
multiple ways. 

Bennett and Cosby agree that 
Dobin is the pace setter of the team 
setting the tempo in every game, 
but they also agree that she is an 
amazing player. 

"She gets us all in position and 
always knows where her shooters 
are," Bennet said. 

"When she has the ball, nobody's 
able to defend her," Sparkman 
said. 

Swanigan described Dobin as an 
emotional player; a label she also 
gives to Bennett. 

"Amanda is the most deter- 
mined player on the floor," Swani- 
gan said. "It's like she has the eye 
of the tiger." 

Bennett is also described as the 
team shooter as Cosby said Bennett 
loves to take three point shots. 

"She'll take them from way out 
deep and she still knocks them 
down," Cosby said. 

Cosby loves the way Bennett 
shoots and according to Bennett, 
she feels the same way about 
Cosby. 

"We have so much in common, 
Diamond is like my partner in 
crime," Bennett said. "We always 
want to shoot the ball." 

"She is very offensive," Spark- 
man said. "She can shoot the three 
or take it to the hole. Either way it's 
good." 

Swanigan agreed with Bennett 
and Sparkman saying she believes 
Cosby has never seen a shot she 



did not like. 

"We call her 'AND V because she 
has the AND 1 show tape moves,' 
Swanigan said. 

Swanigan's nickname for Cosby 
helps paint a picture of Cosby's 
skill as a player, but when the 
tables were turned Swanigan's 
nickname showed a side away 
from the court. Cosby, Bennett and 
Sparkman labeled Swanigan as the 
team's crazy princess. 

"She is such a princess/'Cosb; 
said. "After the games everything 
is done up. Her hair, her clothe* 
everything." 

"She's crazy," Bennett said 
"She's so fun to be around and so 
girly." 

"She is so off the wall," Spark- 
man agreed. "You never know 
what she'll put out there or wW 
she'll do next." 

While Sparkman was quick to 
tell of her teammates, she was 
stunned silent when it came to talk- 
ing about her own achievements 
That may be why she has be* 
labeled as the team's quiet giant.

"There are 360 teams in division 
I and we made it to the top 64! It's 
pretty amazing if you think about 
it," Bennett said. 

Although the bid means the 
team will be able to prove their 



worth to the nation, the players dis- 
agree with the seed they were 
given in their division. 

The Lady Demons ranked 57 
overall in the tournament, but were 
given a bottom seed in the Mideast 
division placing them against 
Duke in the first round. 

"We are pretty upset," Bennett 
said. "Statistically, we should be a 
14th seed, but we can't turn back 



on the hand we've been dealt." 

The rest of the starters seem to 
agree with Bennett's outlook on the 
tournament, looking forward to the 
game and getting ready to play as 
hard as they can. 

Cosby agreed, saying she feels 
the team has made significant 
improvements snce they last 
played Duke in late December. 

"We're just going to have to 



show them what we are made of 
and try to come out on top," Cosby 
said. 

Swanigan said she believes the 
Demons have an advantage going 
into the game since they have 
already played against Duke mak- 
ing the game less intimidating. She 
also said she feels Duke may go 
into it thinking lightly of the game, 
giving the Lady Demons a possible 



second advantage. 

Overall, the Lady Demons 
starters have worked hard to get 
where they are now and have 
found a way to mesh in a way that 
has improved their play beyond 
any practice. This season has tested 
their will as players and friends, 
but no matter the outcome of this 
Sunday, they will come out as win- 
ners.

One of the biggest surprises this 
season is the play of Chassidy Jones. 
Jones is the 2004 Southland Confer- 
ence Freshman of the Year. Jones' 
scoring average of 8.9 points per 
game ranked fourth on the team and 
24th in the conference. 

"Jones has a good knowledge of 
the game and she learns quickly," 
Smith said. "She has a good shot 
and great hands for handling the 
ball." 

Jones credits the coaches and her 
teammates for helping her make the 
transition from high school to col- 
lege basketball. 

"It was a big transition because 
the competition is harder and prac- 
tices are more intense," Jones said. "I 
have great teammates and a great 
coaching staff." 

Backup forward Beth Tallant is 
another reason for the team's suc- 
cess this season. Talant's 3.5 
rebounds per game and 20 blocked 
shots for the season make her an 



asset on the defensive side of the 
court. She also averaged 3.8 points 
per game. 

"We lose height inches when Beth 
comes in for Ashley (Sparkman), but 
her long reach still made her a big 
threat to block shots and rebound," 
Smith said. 

Tallant said her contributions to 
the team cannot be measured on a 
stat sheet. 

"I think I provide a spark when I 
come into the game," Tallot said. "I 
just get fired up and love to play the 
game." 

The sophomore trio of Sheronda 
Bell, LaTonya Perry and Shenise 
Milliner also contributed this sea- 
son. Bell's offensive skills and Perry 
and Milliner's defensive presence 
this year helped the team and pro- 
vided valuable experience for the 
upcoming seasons. 

The reserve players said they 
have a hand in the team's success 
even when they are not playing. The 
moral support they provide is as 
valuable as a three-pointer or key 



defensive rebound. 

"We have to back up the team no 
matter what," Perry said. 

Sheronda Bell also feels it is her 
duty to motivate the team while on 
the bench.

Burke said the travel arrange- 
ments are made through a travel 



agency designated by the NCAA. 
He said the team would fly to North 
Carolina either by a charter or com- 
mercial flight. 

Burke also said the team will not 
receive any money for competing in 
the tournament. 

However, Burke said he believes 
recruiting for women's basketball 
and Northwestern's student enroll- 
ment will receive a boost. 

It is natural for talented players to 
want to be a part of a successful pro- 
gram, Burke said. 

Regarding NSU's enrollment, 
Burke said having successful athlet- 
ic teams brings a level of pride and 
recognition to NSU, which creates a 
positive image for high school stu- 
dents. 

Burke said the ESPN telecast of 
the game will reach hundreds of 
millions of homes worldwide. 
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Zerwick's win was her seventh 
straight in singles play, and the 
team's victory was its seventh 
out of its previous eight games.

Young and Villegas won the 
No. 1 doubles match against Kor- 
bout and Gibbs 8-6, and Zerwick 
and Nieto beat Martinez and 
Bakker 8-6 in No. 2 doubles.

NSU wins tournament

The 10th time was the 
charm for the Northwestern 
State Lady Demons as they 
finally broke a 0-9 Southland 
Conference tournament 
record Saturday at Prather 
Coliseum. 

NSU held off a late charge 
by the University of Texas- 
Arlington and won their first 
ever conference tournament 
championship 78-71. 

The Lady Demons 
advanced to the NCAA Tour- 
nament with the win and 
was seen on Fox Sports 
Southwest. The other time 
NSU made the NCAA Tour- 
nament was in 1989 with an 
at-large bid. 

After finishing in the run- 
ner-up spot eight times, NSU 



was able to cut the nets down 
at home in front of a record 
crowd of 2,713. The crowd 
was the fourth-largest for a 
women's basketball game at 
Prather. 

"We have been to the 
doorstep many times but we 
had to do it somewhere else, 
and that is always been a lit- 
tle bit more difficult," Direc- 
tor of Athletics Greg Burke 
said. "When you are at home 
and you have a crowd like 
this, how high it picks you up 
and it reminds you are not 
tired when you really are. 
Tonight should be a very 
good reminder of why you 
want to play the tournament 
on your home court." 

The Lady Demons won the 
game on a simple component 
of basketball: defense. NSU 
shut down UTA's inside 
game as the Mavericks inside

girls could not score against 
the tough Lady Demon 
defense. 

With the inside game gone, 
the Mavericks had to depend 
on their outside shooting, but 
could only hit 14 of 43 from 
the floor. 

"We did something differ-

Parish Health Clinic conducted a mock bio-terrorism 
treatment event last Thursday.

The candidates for SGA president 
and vice president squared off in 
debate Tuesday afternoon. 

The event pitted Senator Mindy 
McConnell and running mate Senate 
Speaker Zachary Pulliam against Sena- 
tors Dustin Floyd and Alan Sypert. 

The debate began with Floyd's open- 
ing remarks. 

"I think there's been too much poli- 
tics in this election," Floyd said. 

Floyd went on to address the issue of 
student fees, saying that he has voted 
against every fee increase proposed 
during his terms as senator. 

"When our fees go up, why doesn't 
the quality of the campus increase as 
well?" Floyd said. "Something is 
incredibly wrong... we as students 
must stand up and say, 'Find the 
money elsewhere, because our wallets 
are tapped.'" 

McConnell also expressed concern 
over fee increases in her opening state- 
ment, and went on to point out her 
leadership experience. 

"Throughout my years of service I 
have enjoyed giving back to the stu- 
dents by listening to their concerns and 
producing concrete results," 
McConnell said. "It is my promise to 
work with the student body presidents 
to fight the state legislature's consistent 
attempts to make budget cuts to higher 
education." 

Moderator and current SGA Vice 
President Scott Manguno then asked 
the candidates questions about their 
plans for the SGA and issues facing 
NSU students. 

Both candidates suggested that more 
security cameras would make the cam- 
pus safer. Floyd proposed paying for 
these cameras with student technology 
fees while McConnell favored obtain- 
ing state funding. 

McConnell also pointed out that she 
has written legislation on loitering laws 
to make women feel safer outside their 
dormitories and Iberville Dining Hall. 

"I also implemented the campus 
shut down project over Christmas 
break," McConnell said. 

The program closed off all campus 
entrances except for one, funneling 
traffic flow past the police stations in an 
effort to reduce break-ins and theft. 

Floyd also gave an example of work 
he has done to increase campus securi- 

ty- 

"When the locks were out in Sabine 
dorms...I actually went to the dorms

and I got television crews there until 
the locks were fixed," Floyd said. 

One point on which the candidates 
did not agree was the proposal of a 
new one-dollar student fee increase to 
help fund the theater department. 
McConnell and Sypert co-authored the 
bill, and Floyd was the only senator 
that voted against proposing it to the 
students. 

"I did vote against this measure just 
to keep my 100 percent record of voting 
against student fee increases," Floyd 
said. 



McConnell then pointed out that the 
senate vote had been to determine 
whether to allow the student body to 
vote on the issue, not to put it into 
effect. 

"I know that this is the only way that 
(the theater department) can get 
money to make better productions," 
McConnell added. 

Sypert agreed with McConnell and 
said, "As long as the students always 
end up with the last say in the matter... 
that's the most important thing." 

Approximately 25 students attended 



the event. One of the few in attendance 
who was not affiliated with the SGA, 
the NSU 22 crew or the Current Sauce 
was KNWD music director Brad Hart- 
ley. 

"I think Mindy did a really good job 
of getting her point across," Hartley 
said. "Dustin Floyd definitely got the 
comedy appeal, but I don't think it's 
about that. It's about the issues." 

The SGA and the journalism depart- 
ment hosted the debate in The Ora G. 
Williams Television Studio in Kyser 
Hall at 7 p.m. 



Ecuador trip offers students credit hours

Students who sign up 
before April 1 have the oppor- 
tunity to go to Ecuador and 
earn 10 credit hours for the 
trip. 

Head of Biological Sciences 
Michael Bodri is offering a 
short course for the fall semes- 
ter in tropical ecology, which 
includes a trip to Ecuador 
from Dec. 26 to Jan. 29. Bodri 
said the commitment date is 



April 21 to secure cheaper air- 
fare. 

"My first trip, we were able 
to get tickets at about $300 a 
person," Bodri said. "So the 
whole trip cost about each 
person about $800." 

"Last year we had to cancel 
the trip because people signed 
up so late, airfare alone was 
over $1,000," Bodri added. 

Although anyone can sign 
up for the trip, those seeking 
to earn credit hours must 
enroll in a one-hour seminar 



course in the fall semester. The 
grade for the seminar course 
will be delayed until after the 
trip, which Bodri said will 
count for nine lab hours. 

Even though the trip is 
scheduled for the holidays, 
Bodri said he was not con- 
cerned about international ter- 
rorism. 

"Travelling out of the coun- 
try is not really a 
problem," Bodri said.

Student elections began on 
Wednesday with strong cam- 
paigning efforts from both SGA 
presidential tickets and a promis- 
ing voter turnout. 

When the polls closed Wednes- 
day at 4:30 p.m., 569 students had 
voted in the election, said current 
SGA President Greg Comeaux. 

"I am amazed at the voter 
turnout," said SGA vice presiden- 
tial candidate Alan Sypert. "It is 
very impressive." 

Sypert said that in the Spring 
2002 election, approximately 700 
students voted both days of the 
election, and 569 students on the 
first day is an impressive number. 

SGA presidential candidate 
Mindy McConnell and her run- 
ning mate Zachary Pulliam cam- 
paigned outside of the student 
union throughout Wednesday. 

"We've been out here all day," 
McConnell said. "I got here at 7, 1 
started putting up flyers, I haven't 
left the Student Union, and I've 
gotten such a positive response 
from students who are eager and 
interested, so I'm feeling great."

Campaigning efforts through- 
out the day included multitudes of 
flyers and signs for both tickets, a 
bicyclist waving a campaign flag 
for McConnell-Pulliam and a fig- 
ure of Santa Claus representing 
the Floyd-Sypert ticket. 

"I think the day has been fantab- 
ulous," Pulliam said. "I think that 
both tickets have come out strong 
with all the crazy hijinks and peo- 
ple supporting them." 

"I am very happy with the 
record turnout," said presidential 
candidate Dustin Floyd. "It does- 
n't matter who students vote for, 
as long as they get out and vote. It 
was very important to me that stu- 
dents had a choice in this elec- 
tion." 

It has been two years since NSU 
has held an SGA presidential elec- 
tion. Last spring, Greg Comeaux 



and Scott Manguno won the presi- 
dent and vice presidential seats 
unopposed. 

SGA Treasurer Beau Boudreaux 
won a second term unopposed 
after his challenger Kelli Miller 
was disqualified by the Election 
Board on Tuesday. 

The board ruled that Miller did 
not meet the requirement of hav- 
ing taken at least two accounting 
classes in high school or college. 

Election Board Commissioner 
Sharmyn Little said that she 
received Miller's high school tran- 
script on Monday, and it showed 
Miller had taken one accounting 
class in high school and a finite 
math class. The Election Board 
ruled on Tuesday that finite math 
cannot be counted as an account- 
ing class. 

"I think the election board made 
the right decision, but I am disap- 
pointed with Sharmyn, the elec- 
tion board commissioner, for tak- 
ing so long to realize that finite 
math is not an accounting class," 
Boudreaux said. "This could have 
been settled much earlier. This 
represents a gross incompetence 
on her part for not consulting pro- 
fessors or a course catalog." 



Students call out for campus safety

After witnessing a new safety 
program at Southeastern 
Louisiana University, one NSU 
counselor and several students 
are calling out to other students to 
shape the future of safety on cam- 
pus and in the community. 

Counselor Leah Lentz, who 
organized the trip to Southeast- 
ern, said the students involved in 
Project Safe Campus - the first of 
its kind in the University of 
Louisiana system - sponsored 
four on-campus events. Each 
event dealt with issues that regu- 
larly confront college students. 

The first event, "Behind the 
Shades," consisted of four stu- 
dents delivering monologues 
about rape. 

"The monologues were testi- 
monials that students from other 
colleges had written and sent in," 
Lentz said. "It was just four stu- 
dents talking," Lentz said. "No 



props, no spacing or anything." 

After networking with the com- 
munity, regional authorities, and 
other students at Southeastern, 
Project Safe Campus also staged a 
car accident. 

"They covered every point, had 
everyone in the region that would 
respond to a car accident, from 
the chief of police to everyone 
who would be involved," Lentz 
said. 

One of the other events con- 
cerned the facts, myths and signs 
of college suicide. Senior history 
major Erica Johnson, one of the 
attendees, said that "Yellow Rib- 
bon" was not just suicide educa- 
tion, but prevention. 

"The typical amounts of suicide 
rates among college students are 
incredibly high," Johnson said. 
"So if you know someone who's 
thinking about suicide, you give 
them a card with a ribbon, and 
maybe they don't give it a second 
glance, but when they hit rock 
bottom, they might see that." 



"Depression just sets in and 
eats you alive," Johnson added. 
"Ribbons are placed all over cam- 
pus as a way of saying, 'Hey, 
there is somebody who cares.'" 

Like Lentz, Johnson mentioned 
that student involvement at 
Southeastern was key to the suc- 
cess of the project. 

"If students initiated it, it 
makes everyone excited," John- 
son said. "And if the college gets 
excited about something the com- 
munity gets excited too, because 
if the college is safer than the 
whole community is safer." 

All students interested in cam- 
pus safety are welcome to get 
involved, but Lentz is actively 
seeking younger students for the 
project. 

"I wanted mostly freshmen to 
keep the project alive for at least a 
few years," Lentz said.

"The silent phase is when you 
jontact key donors and seek their 
support," Webb said. 

After the silent phase, the Uni- 
rersity has to seek funding from 
j,e general public to reach its 
pal. During this time, the Uni- 
lersity has to find support from 
Jie surrounding community as 
( ell as small donations from 
nhoever is willing to contribute 
poney. The University has 
planned a luncheon on May 15 as 
part of the campaign's public 
exposure. 

"I would be open to anyone 
(ontributing in any form. We can 
use it," said Joel Worley, dean of 
ne business department. "North- 
western does not waste money." 
Once NSU raises its campaign 
pal, the money will be distrib- 
uted to its specific areas of inter- 
est. Some of the money has been 
set aside for things such as 
endowments of scholarships, 
professorships and chairs within 
departments; improving campus 
buildings; landscaping; and in 
some cases gifts to members of 
certain departments. 
Chris Maggio, director of alum- 
ni affairs and development, said 
the money from the capital 
campaign would be used mostly 
on the students. The ultimate 
joal of the campaign has been to 
elp students. 



'Everything done here in the 
long run is for and because of the 
students," Worley said. 

Through endowed scholar- 
ships, professorships and chairs 
in departments, Worley said he 
believed the reputation of the 
University would improve. He 
explained that by having 
endowed scholarships the Uni- 
versity could recruit merit schol- 
ars improving the standards for 
the types of students at the Uni- 
versity. Endowed professorships 
and department chairs can bring 
better professors to the Universi- 
ty. The money from these 
endowed positions can be used to 
pay for additional salaries or 
trips to conferences. 

"If you get a reputation it 
builds on itself," Worley said. 

Most of the $12 million has 
come in the form of endowed 
money. Traditionally, this money 
is placed the endowment in an 
interest-earning account. Once in 
the account, the interest would be 
distributed to specific areas. The 
original money would never be 
touched, ensuring either a schol- 
arship or endowed professorship 
or chair would always exist — 
even if it does not always pay 
out. 

"Endowed means we will 
never touch the principle," Mag- 
gio said. 

About $500,000 of the money 
raised by the school has come in 
the form of "planned giving". 
People who include the Universi- 
ty in their will or do not have 
cash to give often utilize planned 
giving. Such donations include 
property, homes and cars. The 
University could then either lease 
or sell these items for their value 
or even use them. 

"The campaign is not to offset 
budget cuts, but with enough we 
can," Worley said. 

Instead, the money would help 
smooth out differences in state 
funding that could occur during 
the year, Worley added. With 
enough endowments Worley said 
the University could ask the state 
to stop funding it. The more 
money raised the less the state 
will play in the funding of the 
University. 



Bush campaign goes on 
offensive; regains footing

Escalating his counterattack on 
Democratic presidential candidate 
John Kerry, President Bush this 
week will accuse the Massachusetts 
senator of creating a $1 trillion "tax 
gap" between the cost of his prom- 
ises and the money available to pay 
for them. 

Bush aides said Sunday that the 
gap between Kerry's $1.7 trillion in 
promised new spending and $700 
billion in promised new taxes on the 
wealthy would force Kerry to either 
raise taxes on the middle class or 
abandon his promise to cut the fed- 
eral budget deficit in half. 

"Middle class families who hear 
Sen. Kerry say he's going to pay for 
his proposals by soaking the rich 
better get out their umbrellas," said 
Bush campaign manager Ken 
Mehlman in a telephone interview 
previewing a Monday kickoff of the 
new campaign offensive. 

The Kerry campaign did not 
respond to a request for comment. 
But Kerry in the past has denied 
any plan to raise taxes on the mid- 
dle class and said he would flesh 
out details of his budget plans later. 

The Bush campaign's critique of 
Kerry's 2004 budget proposals 
comes as Republicans enter the first 
week of spring newly confident that 
Bush has moved beyond a winter of 
missteps and sliding poll numbers 
and is again finding his political 
footing. 

"They had a rough start. But 
they're getting into gear," said Dan 
Schnur, a Republican strategist in 
California. 

After focusing largely on Kerry's 
national defense record in recent 
days, Bush's campaign in the com- 
ing week will focus on domestic 
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issues, most notably those involv- 
ing budget and taxes, jobs and the 
economy, Mehlman said. 

Mehlman said Kerry has pro- 
posed 73 new federal programs and 
that there are cost estimates avail- 
able for 28 of them from either the 
Kern' campaign, the Congressional 
Budget Office or news media 
accounts. He said the programs 
would cost $1.7 trillion over 10 
years. 

He also said that Kerry would 
raise $700 billion in new tax rev- 
enues at most. He said he reached 
that figure by combining Kerry's 
promised repeal of tax cuts for those 
making more than $200,000 a year, a 
Democratic proposal to restore 
some of the estate tax, and a pro- 
posal to raise corporate taxes. 

Mehlman and other Bush aides 
said that Kerry could not possibly 
fulfill his promise to expand federal 
spending, raise taxes only on the 
wealthy, and cut the federal budget 
deficit in half.

SGA Supreme Court Justice 
finds headline misleading

On behalf of the SGA Supreme 
Court I would like to clear up a lit- 
tle misunderstanding that was 
presented in your paper in last 
week's publication. In front-page 
article entitled "Court Lowers Bar 
for Treasurer" (March 18) the title 
conveys a message to the students 
that I think misrepresents the 
intentions and the job of the SGA 
Court.

The art of gaming 1: 

Choose your deck

What do the Arcbound Ravager, 
Morphling and Abyss have in com- 
mon? 

They're all magic. .Magic cards, 
that is. 

These cards, along with others 
such as the Circle of Protection and 
Birds of Paradise, are just a few of 
the more than 9,000 cards to collect 
playing Magic: The Gathering. 

Magic has been around for about 
10 years. Dave Stabley, owner of the 
gaming store Game Fu, said Magic 
is the grandfather of collectible card 
games. Stabley said it is a card 
game where chess meets poker. 

"The more you play, the more 
you learn Magic is a unique game," 
Stabley said. 

Players continuously collect and 
trade cards to build their decks. The 
goal is to try to out-strategize and 
bluff opponents at the same time. 

Stabley says players try to envi- 
sion themselves and their oppo- 
nents as wizards trying to out-spell 
one another. 

"We have a nickname for the 
game, Cardboard Crack, because 
thaf s what it is," Stabley said. "If s 
a very addictive game." 

Stabley said it has become hugely 
popular and appeals to people of all 
ages. People ranging from age eight 
to 70 come in and buy cards. 

Right now, a very rare card called 
The Black Lotus goes for about 
$1,200. 

Stabley said Game Fu gets about 
50 people a week for their Friday 
night Magic games. The crowd has 
grown so much that they are look- 
ing for a new location. 

A Magic tournament was held at 
Game Fu on March 13. Stabley said 
this tournament was a big deal 
because it was the first ever DCI- 
sanctioned Magic tournament in 
Natchitoches. DO, which stands 
for Duelist Convocation Interna- 
tional, is the international govern- 
ing body of the rules of Magic. 

Thirty-one participants came 




from Alexandria, Natchitoches and 
Shreveport. About ten of the partic- 
ipants were NSU students. 

Chris Gregory and Nick Cortez, 
both NSU students, won the tour- 
nament. Gregory won the Swiss 
Rounds, and Cortez won Top 8. 

Levi Eldridge, a senior general 
studies major, started playing 
Magic when he was about 15 years 
old. He has as many as 7,000 cards 
and plays everyday, preferably 
with control decks. 

"It's a very mentally challenging 
game," Eldridge said. "You just 
have to play it to experience it." 

He finished third in the tourna- 
ment and is currently trying to 
make it on the pro tour. 

"There's value in it. If you get 
serious enough about it, you can 
make a career out of it," Eldridge 
said. 

Just about everyone he hangs out 
with in Natchitoches he met by 
playing Magic. Eldridge and about 
eight to 10 of his friends have 
played together for a long time. 

"I would have never met my 
closest friends now if it weren't for 
Magic," Eldridge said. "It definitely

builds friendships." 

Shannon Troquille, a sophomore 
accounting and business adminis- 
tration double major, was intro- 
duced to Magic through a friend 
and has been playing since Dec. 
2003. 

Troquille said she has collected 
about 1,500 cards since December 
and prefers to play haste decks or 
the green life game. She plays as 
often as she can, which is usually at 
least once a day. 

"It's highly addictive if you like 
playing card games," Troquille 
said. 

Magic has provided her with a 
kind of stress release. When she 



needs to calm down, she organizes 
her cards. 

Her most interesting experience 
with Magic was when she played a 
girl who was playing with an 
unglued deck, which is a joke deck 
of cards meant to make players 
laugh. 

Troquille has met tons of people 
through Magic. 

"You find people with the same 
interest and hang out with them 
more," Troquille said. 

Troquille said Magic is primarily 
a guy's arena, but there are a hand- 
ful of girls who play, and they are 
always looking for more girls to 
play.

The pamphlet also stated that to 
help Baghdad in the process of 
attaining books for the universities, 
NSU Director of the School of 
Social Sciences Kathleen Byrd and 
other committee members have 
established The Books for Baghdad 
Committee. The committee is 
designed to revitalize three univer- 
sity libraries that were bombed 
during the Iraq War. 

"I support The Books for Bagh- 
dad Committee," Webb said in an 
e-mail interview. "Since one of our 
alumnus is an officer in the Iraq 
War, the book fund will show Hun- 
saker and Mosawe that we support 



them and their efforts to 
rebuild the universi- 
ties." 

NSU and the 
Natchitoches 
Parish Library 
have decided 
to help the 
committee 
with their 
book fund. 

Granger, also 
coordinator of ^31 
social sciences, said 
he hopes that NSU 
students will participate 
in the book drive. 

"I hope that students will not sell 
all their text books back," Granger 
said. "Instead, they can become 
valued participants in the recon- 
struction of Iraq's educational pro- 




grams. 

Students can drop 
off their text books 
at various loca- 
tions on campus, 
such as: The 
Department of 
Social Sciences 
at 301 Kyser 
Hall, James A. 
Noe Military Sci- 
ence Building 
and Watson 
Library. 
If students are off 
campus, they can stop by 
the Natchitoches Parish Library to 
donate their books. 

"We are glad to help NSU in their 
efforts to make the Books for Bagh- 
dad project a success," Natchi- 
toches Parish Library Community 



Outreach Coordinator Kaleb 
Breaux said. "Education is impor- 
tant and everyone has a right to 
receive it." 

NSU's ROTC will store the text- 
books, and the soldiers at the Ft. 
Polk Army Base will then ship the 
books to Baghdad. 

All textbook donations are tax 
deductible. Faculty can donate text- 
books also, but they cannot be 
books purchased by NSU. 

"Everyone will get a receipt for 
tax purposes," Granger said. "The 
receipt will show your name and 
how many books that you donate, 
and it is up to the individual to 
determine how much the textbooks 
are worth when they file their 
taxes."

Internationally acclaimed Pol- 
ish-born pianist Adam Wodnicki 
will be performing as a part of 
the Louisiana Piano Soloists 
International series this Sunday.

Demons lose in Durham

The Northwestern State 
Lady Demons went to 
Durham, NC looking to pull 
off a big upset by beating the 
No. 1 seeded Duke Blue 
Devils on their home court in 
the opening round of the 
NCAA Tournament. 

NSU met its goals all sea- 
son, including winning the 
Southland Conference Regu- 
lar Season and Tournament 
Championships, but could 
not meet its goal of beating 
top ranked Duke. 

The Lady Demons played 
hard at Cameron Indoor Sta- 
dium but came up short as 
they were outsized and out- 
played by the Blue Devils in 
a 103-51 loss on Sunday. 

"Obviously, Duke is 52 
points better than us," Head 
Coach James Smith said. 
"We played them twice, and 
it was almost the identical 
score." 

The Lady Demons did not 
have an answer for Duke's 
size as six-foot-three-inches 
center Mistie Bass, six-foot- 
five-inches Iciss Tillis and 
six-foot-seven-inches Alison 
Bales who was four of four 
from the floor with nine 
points and five blocked 
shots, dominated the paint. 

"When they're that big, 
that strong, and that fast, 
and we're playing with five- 
foot-nine-inches and five- 
foot-ten-inches people on the 
back line, it makes it pretty 
difficult," Smith said. 

Duke ran out to an early 
10-0 lead, as NSU could not 
get a shot to fall against the 
Blue Devils. NSU missed 
their first nine shots of the 



ballgame. 

The Lady Demons finally 
scored at the 13:57 mark in 
the first quarter on a lay up 
by Diamond Cosby. 

The Lady Demons fought 
back after being down by 10 
early and cut the lead to six 
(17-11) at the 11:42 mark in 
the first half. 

The Blue Devils then went 
on a 10-point run to shut 
down the short lived Lady 
Demon rally. 

Duke used a stifling 
defense with different looks 
from man-to-man, zones and 
traps throughout the game 
that had the Lady Demons 
puzzled. 

"Duke has done a great job 
in the last month of changing 
defenses. Back in December, 
they were playing a lot of 
man," Smith said. "Now 
they'll go to change a lot of 
defenses on you, and you 
have to be a pretty good 
point guard that can recog- 
nize what they do. They're 
hard to prepare for." 

"It was pretty difficult. All 
I saw were numbers on jer- 
seys; I didn't even see faces," 
senior point guard La'Terrica 
Dobin said. "You knew it 
was coming. I guess I wasn't 
as prepared as I thought I 
would be." 

The Duke defense held 
NSU to a measly 28 percent 
from the floor and held top 
scorer Amanda Bennett to no 
points, for the first time this 
season. In Bennett's first 
game against Duke, she had 
23 points and 10 rebounds. 

Duke also heavily out- 
rebounded the Lady 
Demons by 25 as the Blue 
Devils finished with 55 total 
rebounds. 

As a team, the Blue Devils

had 30 assists, distributing 
the ball better than NSU who 
only had seven assists. 

"They tend to recognize 
when you score 23 on them 
(Duke)," Bennett said. "They 
put someone one you after 
that. I didn't feel comfortable 
in here (Cameron Indoor Sta- 
dium) all weekend." 

The Blue Devils used their 
size in the paint as they 
scored 44 points in the paint 
compared to the Lady 
Demon's 14. 

Duke also got help from 
their bench players, who 



contributed 43 points, while 
NSU's bench only had seven 
points. 

The leading scorer for the 
Lady Demons was Diamond 
Cosby with 17 points. Dobin 
followed Cosby with 14 
points and Katrina Swanigan 
scored 13 points. 

"I just came out to play 
hard and give everything I 
have to represent me, my 
teammates and Northwest- 
ern State basketball," Cosby 
said. "I just came out to play 
hard, and my shots fell." 

Leading scorer for Duke 



was Jessica Foley with a 
career-high 18 points and 
Tillis with 17 points. Bass 
and Monique Currie chipped 
in with 13 points each. 

NSU now looks to the off 
season and making the tour- 
nament again next year. The 
Lady Demons open the 2004 
season in a rematch against 
the team that knocked them 
out of the NCAA Tourna- 
ment. 

NSU will travel back to 
Cameron Indoor Stadium to 
take on the Duke Blue Devils 
in the season opener.

The last time the Demons 
faced the Mountaineers was 
in a 31-20 Demon victory in 
the 1998 Division I-AA play- 
offs at Turpin Stadium.

The Bisons also defeated 
the University of Montana 
25-24 last season, a team the 
Demons have never beaten. 

Coming off a 1-4 record in

NSU gets $250k for technology 
upgrades 

NSU has received a federal grant to upgrade its tech- 
nology on all its campuses. 

The Department of Education Congressionally Appro- 
priated Grant of almost $250,000 will be used to upgrade 
faculty desktop computers and expand and upgrade 
compressed video equipment, according to the Acting 
Vice President of Academic Affairs Anthony Scheffler. 

"By upgrading the faculty's computers, that will allow 
them to prepare better for all their classes," Scheffler 
said. 

"They'll also be able to take the kinds of things that 
students develop in student labs, which are way beyond 
what the faculty has, and use them in their office," 
Scheffler said. "It gives them the computing power nec- 
essary to conduct the kind of classes that they want to 
conduct and better communicate with students." 

Not all faculty members will receive desktop computer 
upgrades. Scheffler said they will be provided for those 
in the most need. 

It won't replace everyone's, but then at the same time 
everyone's doesn't need to be replaced," he said. 

The compressed video upgrades are primarily for the 
Shreveport campus. Scheffler said that it will expand and 
enhance Shreveport nursing courses, and the Natchi- 
toches and Alexandria campuses will receive some 
upgrades as well. 

The long process of proposing and finally receiving the 
grant took about a year. 

"Several individuals submitted a proposal outlining 
some of the needs of the University," Scheffler said. "Dr. 
Webb and other individuals work through the represen- 
tatives, particularly (U.S.) Rep. (Jim) McCrery, to try and 
Militate the funding of the proposal." 

Scheffler said that all grants proposed by the Universi- 
ty in recent years have been related to technology.

Arrest made in Columns thefts

University Police have 
arrested and charged an 
NSU student in connection 
with a rash of break-ins and 
robberies at the University 
Columns Apartments. 

Detective Doug Prescott 
of the University Police 
said officers arrested Mar- 
lon D. Cadet last week. A 
series of thefts at the com- 



plex began during the 
Mardi Gras break and con- 
tinued until last week when 
the Current Sauce reported 
two new incidents of bur- 
glary in the Columns. 
These included a car that 
was stripped of its tires and 
dashboard and theft from 
an apartment. 

Prescott said Cadet "was 
an NSU student who was a 
resident of the complex... 
he is currently being held at 



the Natchitoches Parish 
Detention Center pending 
additional charges. These 
charges are related to the 
burglaries which have 
occurred at the University 
Columns during Mardi 
Gras break and since that 
time." 

According to the NSU 
News Bureau, Cadet is 
being charged with 17 
counts of simple burglary, 
flight from an arresting 



officer, possession of a con- 
trolled dangerous sub- 
stance in a Drug Free Zone 
and possession with intent 
to distribute marijuana. 

Prescott acknowledged 
that more work is necessary 
to make the Columns safer, 
especially over the Easter 
break next week. 

"We are trying to work 
with the Columns in mak- 
ing some recommendations 
to them. We've been in 



almost daily contact with 
them," Prescott said. 

Despite these efforts to 
increase security at the 
complex, Columns resi- 
dents continue to have 
mixed feelings regarding 
their safety. Bo, a freshman 
who requested that his last 
name not be printed, said 
this is his first and last 
semester living in the com- 
plex.

SGA winners' campaign 
procedures under fire

The SGA President-Elect 
and Vice President-Elect were 
under fire this week for 
improper campaigning tech- 
niques. 

The Election Board ruled 
that Tuesday Mindy McCon- 
nell and Zachary Pulliam, who 
were named SGA President- 
Elect and Vice President-Elect 
on March 25, must publicly 
admit wrongdoings made 
during their campaign, includ- 
ing misleading statements and 
misuse of student technology 
equipment 

McConnell and Pulliam 
defeated opponents Dustin 
Floyd and Alan Sypert by 22 
votes. 

"I was very excited, of 
course," McConnell said. 
"When I heard the numbers, I 



realized the importance of 
every single student voting." 

On March 26, Floyd submit- 
ted a petition to the board for- 
mally contesting the election 
and accusing the McConnell- 
Pulliam campaign of improp- 
er campaigning. 

"We are challenging the 
results because there were 
some very dishonest things 
that were done on the other 
side," Floyd said. "During this 
whole campaign, Alan and I 
have run a straightforward 
campaign, and our opponents 
did not." 

"Initially, whenever I read 
Dustin's letter, I thought it was 
completely absurd" McCon- 
nell said. "I thought tiiat every 
single point he made was 
speculations. Then, once we 
entered the board meeting, 
and I listened to the points, 
See Election pg.

Students feeling heat of rising gas prices

College Avenue Texaco's prices 
topped out at $1.69 per gallon 
for unleaded fuel Wednesday.

Students at NSU are wary 
about where they travel since 
the price of gas has risen in 
Natchitoches. 

According to a report 
released Tuesday by 
CNN.com and the American 
Automobile Association, gas 
prices hit a record $1,753 per 
gallon average across the 
nation. The average price of 
gasoline in Louisiana is 
$1,652 per gallon, with the 
highest average prices in 
Hawaii ($2,131) and the low- 
est in Oklahoma ($1,612). 



Here in Natchitoches, gas 
is even cheaper at Wal-Mart 
on Keyser Avenue ($1.57 per 
gallon). The RaceTrac near 
Interstate 49 and the Keyser 
Avenue Shop Rite ($1.59) are 
the nearest competitors in 
price to Wal-Mart. 

Other places to get cheap 
gas are the Brookshire's 
Zippy B on the Hwy. 1 
bypass and Chevron and 
Citgo stations near the inter- 
state (all $1.62). The highest 
prices for gas around Natchi- 
toches are at Exxon near the 
interstate ($1.69) and the Col- 
lege Avenue Texaco ($1.66). 
All local prices 



were 



observed on Tuesday. 

What is the cause of gas 
prices rising throughout the 
nation? According to ABC- 
News.com, members of the 
Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries have 
reduced production over the 
past few months to help 
boost profits. Also, many 
refineries take this time of the 
year to do annual mainte- 
nance on their facilities, 
which has the effect of slow- 
ing production, and stations 
are changing to more expen- 
sive summer-grade fuel from 
winter-grade gasoline. 

Adam Fuller, manager of 



Shop Rite, said people are 
going to buy gas no matter 
what the price is, because 
people need gas. Fuller also 
said that Shop Rite is not 
making that much money off 
gasoline. 

"Right now the cost of gas 
and what people or students 
are paying for are really 
close," Fuller said. "We are 
not making much money on 
gas." 

Judy Remo, manager of 
RaceTrac, said the rise in 
prices is not hurting them 
because people need gas to 
get back and forth to work.

Indoor Sonic to open soon; Chili's in the works

NSU students will soon 
have two more restaurants 
to pick from in Natchi- 
toches. 

Wayne McCullen, the 
mayor of Natchitoches, said 
the city is getting an indoor 
Sonic and a Chili's Restau- 
rant this year. 

The indoor Sonic will be 
located at 5696 Hwy. 1 
Bypass, in the old Pirogue's 
building across from Brook- 
shire's. McCullen said the 
restaurant would have a 
dine-in area and a drive- 



through window. 

David Stamey, a real 
estate agent with Collins 
and Stamey, helped to locate 
the building for the new 
owners. Stamey said the 
Reiser family of Wichita, 
Kan. is the new owner and 
manager of the restaurant. 
The Reisers have been in 
Louisiana for 28 years. 

The Reisers own 28 other 
Sonic restaurants in places 
like Natchitoches, Monroe, 
Bossier City and Alabama. 
Merlin Reiser said the 
indoor location in Natchi- 
toches is scheduled to open 
on April 15. 



Reiser said the Natchi- 
toches location would be the 
second indoor Sonic the 
family owns, with the other 
in Farmersville. Reiser said 
his son Paul would manage 
the location. 

"I was looking into it and 
thought it would be a great 
idea," Reiser said. "I just 
decided to turn it over to my 
children." 

Reiser said the indoor 
restaurant will not have the 
typical '50s look of most 
Sonics, but rather a modern 
style. Reiser said he antici- 
pates this location to be 
great for students and fami- 



lies in the Natchitoches area. 

Chili's is famous for its 
baby back ribs and a variety 
of food styles, from Asian to 
Southwestern. 

McCullen said Chili's 
would begin construction 
on Keyser Avenue next to 
Ryan's Steakhouse in about 
30 days. 

Courtney Hornsby, 
Natchitoches' Main Street 
manager, said the restaurant 
is owned by Brinker Inter- 
national, Chili's parent com- 
pany. Hornsby said the 
company plans to finish 
building a 4,200 square-foot 
prototype restaurant in 



November. 

"The city of Natchitoches 
always welcomes new busi- 
nesses into the community," 
Hornsby said. "New busi- 
nesses mean greater eco- 
nomic activity in a particu- 
lar community." 

Hornsby said Chili's 
would provide 41 job 
opportunities for people in 
the Natchitoches. 

"The opening of Sonic 
and Chili's will likely mean 
more job opportunities for 
NSU students, as well as a 
great place for the student 
body to patronize," Horns- 
by said. 
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NSU Cultural Resource 
Center awarded $175k

NSU's Cultural Resource Office 
was recently awarded $175,000 by 
the LA National Guard to perform 
archeological work at Camp Beau- 
regard. 

Camp Beauregard is a 12,500- 
acre facility owned by the National 
Guard and located in Pineville. 

The office's Assistant Director, 
David Morgan, who is in charge of 
the project, said the office has been 
surveying Camp Beauregard since 
1997. 

"We cover the entire installation 
and dig basically very small exca- 
vations using shovels and screen 
all of the material coming out of it, 
every 20 meters, which is about 
every 60 feet or so," Morgan said. 
"That's an awful lot of testing and 
shovel holes over a 12,500-acre 
facility, but that way we make sure 
we're not missing these deposits 
that may be buried beneath the 
ground surface." 

Staff Archaeologist Brian Cock- 
rell said these past seven years 



have involved a type of excavation 
typically considered Phase I 
archaeological work. The office 
plans on completing such Phase I 
work this summer. 

Cockrell said the recent mone- 
tary award was given to support 
Phase II archaeological work at 
Camp Beauregard. This involves 
more extensive testing of particular 
sites on the facility to determine 
whether they are eligible for the 
National Register of Historic 
Places. 

The register declares specific 
sites important for historic or edu- 
cational value and particularly 
worthy of preservation. Morgan 
said most of the test sites were 
occupied by Native Americans. 

Morgan said he would continue 
performing Phase II test excava- 
tions over the next four weeks. He 
said he is working with private 
contractors to complete the project, 
and the majority of the project's 
funding is spent on the crew's 
salary. 

"We (from the Cultural Resource 
Office) don't earn a profit because 



we're members of the University, 
so we use this as research and train- 
ing opportunities for students," 
Morgan said. "The money that we 
make, that $175,000, goes to paying 
salary for the crew working on the 
project, equipment, shovels, 
screens, all that sort of thing, and 
housing. It goes for all those basic 
operating expenses." 

Morgan said he typically hires 
NSU students during the summer 
to assist with Phase I excavations at 
Camp Beauregard. 

"Ordinarily, when we run this in 
the summer, we try to hire North- 
western students to come and do 
the work with us because if s a way 
to provide them on-the-job training 
and sort-of practical field experi- 
ence that they need if they are pur- 
suing a career in anthropology," 
Morgan said. 

These students are paid for their 
work. 

"If they are working for us as 
employees, like during the sum- 
mer, they get paid just like anyone 
else would that's doing this as a 
contract employee," Morgan said.

Part-time students may get to vote in future SGA elections

Part-time students may get the 
ability to vote in student elections 
at the cost of higher student fees 
if full-time students approve a 
bill passed by the SGA Senate 
Monday. 

The bill, which passed the Sen- 
ate by a wide margin, must be 
approved by SGA President Greg 
Comeaux, University President 
Randall Webb, Vice President of 
Student Affairs Dan Seymour and 
a majority of the student body in 
a fall referendum. 

If students approve the bill, 
part-time students would be able 
to vote in SGA elections. Also, 
part-time students that meet all 
other eligibility standards, such 
as GPA and previous service, 
could run for election to those 
positions. 



Currently, part-time students 
cannot participate in student 
elections, either by voting or run- 
ning for office. 

However, those new privileges 
may come at a higher cost of stu- 
dent fees, according to Comeaux. 
Part-time students would be 
required to pay the same $2.25 
per semester fee to the SGA that 
full-time students currently do. 

The Senate passed legislation to 
buy the NSU Crew more 
coxswain boxes, or cox boxes. 
Crew representative Jason Stelly 
said the Crew has three of the 
boxes, which aid rowers in navi- 
gating their boats, especially 
when there is little light. Having 
more boxes would allow the 
Crew to practice more frequently 
and with more boats. 

Senators unanimously passed 
legislation to commission a new 
map of campus. 



Students currently have three 
maps available: 

• a street and building map dis- 
tributed by campus police with 
traffic and parking regulations, 

• a stylized, not-to-scale map 
distributed by Admissions and 
New Student Services, and 

• a set of street and building 
maps available on the University 
Web site. 

However, senators expressed 
displeasure with those existing 
maps. 

"We need more accurate maps 
because the maps that we have 
suck," Sen. Robert Silvie II said. 

Printing costs of the new map 
would be offset by advertise- 
ments printed alongside it. 

Senators also passed a bill to 
continue closing campus en- 
trances during holidays, despite 
concerns that the bill was redun- 
dant.

Miller said a bill passed last 
semester established the practice 
year-round. 

"We don't need to pass another 
bill, we need to enforce what we 
already have," Miller said. 

Sen. Jeff Bergeron said the new 
bill was necessary because the 
original legislation had been 
amended to only cover the 
Christmas break as a trial period. 
When Miller countered that she 
had a copy of the bill, Bergeron 
responded that it was an old, 
unamended copy. 

Also, the Senate approved reso- 
lutions that: 

• recommend that the Student 
Trust Fund committee purchase 
an ice-making machine for the 
new Wellness Center, 

• support city councilwoman 
Sylvia Morrow's re-election, 

• request stronger enforcement 
of city leash laws on campus. 



Finally, senators approved $500 
for plaques and an end-of-year 
awards banquet after the narrow- 
est vote and sharpest debate of 
the evening. 

While $250 for plaques to be 
given to senator, new senator, 
commissioner and faculty /staff 
member of the year was appro- 
priated by general consent, the 
banquet met opposition from sen- 
ators concerned about using an 
equal amount of student funds 
for food. 

"I'm not paying for ARA- 
MARK," Miler said. 

Sen. Dustin Floyd offered to 
pay his own meal or make sand- 
wiches for the Senate as part of a 
potluck dinner. 

"It is a waste of student money 
if we can pay for ourselves," 
Floyd said. 

SGA Adviser Carl Henry said 
concerns like Floyd's did not rep- 



resent how students felt. 

"I've never heard a student on 
campus complain about it," 
Henry said, adding that senators 
deserved an awards banquet once 
a year. 

The banquet legislation passed 
by one vote, with two senators 
abstaining. 

The Senate passed several 
pieces of legislation in a relative- 
ly short time, but the mood of the 
meeting was at times rowdy, with 
groups of senators repeatedly 
bursting out in unexplained fits 
of laughter. 

Speaker of the Senate Zach Pul- 
liam twice gaveled for order dur- 
ing the meeting as Senators broke 
into laughter throughout the ses- 
sion. 

"Is everyone on laughing gas 
today?" Comeaux asked after the 
Morrow resolution was passed.

His apartment was burglar- 
* ized over Mardi Gras when 
someone broke one of his 
windows and took "comput- 
ers, books, they knocked 
everything off the wall and 
just put it in my bed sheet and 
just carried it out. They took 
everything... posters, pictures, 
books." Bo also said the 
thieves took DVDs, a Playsta- 
tion, and a plasma screen TV. 

"This is my last semester 
living at the Columns," Bo 
said. "All my roommates and 
everybody are moving out. 
Everybody's going to move 
over to Frog Pond." 

Bo said he doesn't know if 
the Frog Pond Apartments 
will be safer, but that "it can't 
be any worse." 

Police recovered some 
stolen items after arresting 
Cadet, but have not identified 
any belonging to Bo. 

However, some students are 
not bothered by the robberies. 
Carrie Carter, another fresh- 
man Columns resident, does 
not plan to leave despite the 
fact that Cadet was hiding in 
her apartment when the 
police arrested him. 

"He came over here... he 
always came over here. He's a 
friend or whatever," Carter 
said. "And I looked out my 
window and I saw the police 
out by his house so I'm like, 
'What are you doing?' And 
he's like, 'I'm running from 
the police.' So I left. 

"My other roommates were 
here, some of them. But I left, 
because I didn't want nothing 
to do with it." 

The police then located the 
suspect and "broke the win- 
dow (because he wouldn't 
open the door). They came in 
and they got him, and he's in 
jail." 

Neither Carter nor her 
roommates were accused of 
any wrongdoing. 

Despite her feelings of per- 
sonal security in the complex, 
Carter did express the need 
for increased security. 

"We need to get a 24-hour 
security guard or some cam- 
eras in here or something, 
because something's got to 
give."

although I still disagree with many 
of them, there was one thing that I 
could kind of see where he was com- 
ing from." 

McConnell referred to a flyer that 
she designed that claimed that she 
helped buy 250 new mattresses for 
the dorms, but the actual number 
was 28 mattresses. She said that this 
was a typographical error. McCon- 
nell said that she meant to round the 
number from 28 to 25, and then she 
accidentally added an extra zero. 

The flyer also stated that 
McConnell was the author of the 
drama fee increase bill that was 
voted upon by the students last 
week McConnell did not mention 
on the flyer that her opponent's, 
Vice-Presidential candidate Alan 
Sypert, had co-written the bill with 
her. 

"In the end they felt that students 
based their decisions on false infor- 
matioa" McConnell said. "The only 
problem I had is that I did not mean 
for those flyers to be misleading in 
any way." 

Also, McConnell admitted that she 
produced campaign flyers on the 
SGA copy machine. Although 



McConnell said that she provided 
her own paper to copy the flyers, the 
board ruled that this was misuse of 
technology equipment. 

"I didn't see it as a problem," 
McConnell said. "I feel that I am a 
student, and I brought my own 
paper just like you bring your own 
paper to computer labs. That copier 
was there for me to use like any other 
student." 

The board ultimately ruled not to 
overturn the election, and McCon- 
nell and Pulliam will remain next 
year's SGA President and Vice Presi- 
dent. 

"The ruling wasn't exactly what 
we wanted," Hovd said. "Obviously 
the Election Board felt that Mindv 
and Zach were guilty of some 
wrongdoing, but I felt that they 
should have gone further. It's incred- 
ible to me that they did not overturn 
the results." 

McConnell said that she has no 
problem apologizing for her mis- 
takes, but she is concerned about her 
reputation. 

"I think the ruling is going to run 
Zach's and my name through the 
mud, and make every student think 



that their SGA leadership is lying 
cheating, horrible people, and that 
won't be good, but I guess they were 
looking for a punishment to fit the 
crime/'McConnel] said. 

The board is requiring McConnell 
and Pulliam to publicly admit their 
wrongdoings by purchasing a quar- 
ter-page advertisement in the Current 
Sauce with pictures of themselves, 
distributing 6,000 quarter sheet fly- 
ers, and submitting a letter to the edi- 
tor of the Current Sauce. Pulliam said 
that this will cost approximately 
$140, which he and McConnell will 
privately pay for. 

Pulliam said that he is glad that 
everything is over. 

"I'm content with the ruling and I 
hope that everyone else is as well," 
Pulliam said. "I just hope that every- 
one sticks to their word." 

However, the election contest may 
not yet be over. 

Election Board Chairman Shar- 
myn Little said that the Supreme 
Court will try to convene some time 
before spring break to appeal the 
board's decision. No actions will be 
taken on McConnell and Pulliam 
until the Supreme Court meets. 
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Remo also said that being close to 
the interstate is helping because it 
is consistent with people traveling 
and getting gas. 

However, Remo said college stu- 
dents have not been gassing up at 
RaceTrac as often. 

"Lately, I haven't seen as many 
college kids," Remo said. "But 
with spring break, college students 
are going home and will need 
gas." 

Remo said the corporate offices 
survey every day to help deter- 
mine gas prices. Students at NSU 
said the price of gas has affected 
how they travel. Nicole Prud- 
homme, a freshman criminal jus- 
tice major who lives about 18 miles 
from Natchitoches in Flora, said 
she sets aside a weekly allowance 
for gas. Prudhomme said she com- 
mutes every day to school and 
spends most of her gas allowance. 

"It is a 15-minute drive from 
Flora, but I am about to get a house 
in Natchitoches so I can avoid 
spending $20 a week on gas," Pru- 
domme said. "I try to avoid driv- 



ing around town because of the 
cost of gas." 

Laura Denmark, a junior ele- 
mentary education major, said she 
feels like she cannot drive her car 
anymore because of the prices. 

"If I do drive my car I think 
about how much it costs me," Den- 
mark said. "I can't drive to my 
friend's house just for fun any- 
more. It has to be a valid reason 
and not just for the heck of it." 

Denmark also said she has trou- 
ble going home on the weekends 
because it is too expensive to drive 
home.

Stepping around the corner, you 
enter a dark alley.

Counter-Strike is a popular first 
person shooter computer game 
and NSU student Nick Cortez's 
favorite game to play. 

Cortez, a senior double major in 
computer information systems and 
business administration, said he 
spends about 15 to 20 hours a week 
playing computer games. 

Cortez prefers first-person 
shooters and real-time strategy 
games and said that at the moment 
he is focusing on first-person 
shooter games. 

"What draws me to this genre 
the most, however, is the amount 
of teamwork and communication 
required to play competitively," 
Cortez said 

Counter-Strike is a multi-player, 
first-person shooter game consist- 
ing of two teams: terrorists and 
counter-terrorists. 

The object of the game is to out- 
strategize and kill enemies to 
accomplish map objectives. 

Erin Ponville, also a senior dou- 
ble major in computer information 
systems and business administra- 
tion, said her favorite computer 
games are first-person shooters as 
well.

Counter-Strike is not the only in- 
demand computer game. Dave Sta- 
bley, owner of Game Fu, said older 
games like FarCry and The Sims 
are still hot. 

"Just because it's old doesn't 
mean it's not good," Stabley said. 

Stabley said that at Game Fu, 
located at 411-A Bienville next to 
Causey's Pharmacy, games that are 
currently in high demand are Half- 
Life, StarCraft, Max Payne and the 
Lord of the Rings series. 

Militaristic computer games like 
Counter-Strike and Half-Life seem

to be very popular at the moment. 

Steve Cooper, a manager for EB 
Games, said the store's top sellers 
at the moment are FarCry, Battle- 
field: Vietnam, Call of Duty and 
Counter-Strike: Condition Zero. 

Stabley said two of the most 
anticipated computer games com- 
ing out are Half-Life 2 and Doom 3. 

Both Cortez and Ponville are 
eagerly awaiting the release of 
Half-Life 2. 

According to Amazon.com, 
Half-Life 2 is scheduled to be 
released on June 1, but things 
could change. 

"Its (Half-Life 2) release has been 
delayed for over eight months 
now, and that is starting to get on 
my nerves," Cortez said. 

With computer games, players 
can go online and play with friends 
or groups of people from around 
the world. 

Cortez said he rarely plays com- 
puter games alone. 

"There isn't much satisfaction in 
beating an AI script written by a 
programmer," Cortez said. " "The 
fun is knowing that you have best- 



ed another human." 

Stabley said that many of his 
customers meet online at game- 
fu.net to play computer games as a 
group. 

One thing he said they could not 
do right now is hold tournaments. 
However, he said this will change 
in the near future. 

Cooper said that EB Games, 
located next to Sam Goody on 
Keyser Avenue, will probably con- 
duct computer game tournaments 
that will give prizes away. 

So what is it about computer 
games that make them so attrac- 
tive? 

Stabley said that gaming is all 
about what it does to a person. 

Ponville said "Games are a fun 
way to escape from reality." 

However, Ponville warns new- 
comers not to get into monthly fee 
games. 

"I've lost friends because they 
are consumed by those games, like 
'EverCrack' (EverQuest)," Ponville 
said 

Stabley advises newcomers that 
the computer is the key to gaming. 



"It (the computer) needs to meet 
the specs of the games, and to meet 
the specs of future games." 

Stabley said one of the differ- 
ences between computer games 
and consoles is that console games 
cannot be played on any computer. 

"A Playstation 2 game can be 
played on any Playstation 2 at any 
time. Computer games depend on 
the computer's specs," Stabley 
said. 

However, a computer can be 
updated while a gaming console 
cannot. 

Computers can be outfitted with 
new video cards and more RAM, 
gaming consoles have only what 
comes prepackaged. 

For those interested in joining 
the computer gaming community, 
Ponville and Cortez both say 
Counter-Strike is a must. 

Ponville also recommends Halo 
and Rainbow 6, and Cortez said 
that role-playing game fans should 
check out the World of Warcraft 
when it is released. 

According to Amazon.com, 
World of Warcraft will be released 
on June 15.

No. 8-ranked University of 
Louisiana-Lafayette (32-4) defeated 
Northwestern State (18-21) in a 
doubleheader Wednesday night 
behind a strong pitching perform- 
ance by Ragin' Cajun ace Brooke 
Mitchell. 

Mitchell struck out 26 batters and 
allowed only three hits. 

"It is just frustrating we are not 
winning, I am sick of losing," fresh- 
man pitcher Amie Ford said. "I am 
frustrated we lost tonight." 

Mitchell (26-3) won both games 
in the doubleheader at Demon Dia- 
mond as NSU lost their second and 
third straight. 

ULL won the first game in a 
pitching duel between Demon 
pitcher Ford and ULL's Mitchell. 
The Ragin' Cajuns squeaked out 
the victory 2-0. 

All-American pitcher Mitchell 



gave up three hits in the opener 
while striking out 14 batters. 

Ford was just as impressive, 
striking out 11 while giving up only 
six hits and two earned runs in 
seven innings. 

ULL's first run came off a solo 
shot over the left field wall by 
Ragin' Cajun catcher Joy Webre in 
the fifth inning. 

The other run came in the follow- 
ing inning when Holly Tankersley 
scored off a RBI double by second 
basemen Brirrney Bryant. 

NSU could never answer back as 
Mitchell had the Demons' number. 
NSU managed only three hits and 
left four runners stranded on base 
in the opener. 

The Demon bats did not wake up 
for the second game either, as 
Mitchell picked up where she left 
off in the first game. 

Mitchell struck out 12 and gave 
up no hits in 4 2/3 innings as the 
Ragin Cajuns beat NSU 8-0 in six 
innings. 



The Demons did not get their 
first hit of the nightcap until the 
bottom of the sixth inning, when 
third baseman Lindsay Leftwich 
hit a single off relief pitcher 
Heather Bobbitt. 

"They had timely hits and we 
didn't put the ball in play when we 
needed to," senior NSU pitcher 
Crista Miller said. 

The Ragin' Cajuns wasted no 
time in the second game, jumping 
on NSU pitcher Miller in the first 
and third innings. 

ULL scored one run in the first 
inning off a RBI single by Tankers- 
ley. The Ragin Cajuns scored two 
runs in the third inning off a 
Danyele Gomez two-RBI double. 

"I felt good tonight, but some- 
times things just don't go your 
way," Miller said. 

Webre, who homered in the first 
game, added another in the fifth 
inning. Webre hit a two-run home- 
run over the left field wall, almost 
the same spot as her first. 



Hillary Guidry who went three 
for three and Tankersley, who went 
four-for-four from the plate, led the 
Ragin Cajuns. 

NSU had a chance to score runs 
in the sixth inning and extend the 
game, but the Demons could not 
capitalize on a bases loaded situa- 
tion, as Bobbitt got out of the jam. 

A bright spot for NSU was a div- 
ing play by Leftwich in the top of 
the first. Leftwich dived for a ball at 
third base and threw it to Amanda 
Glenn at first base, who stretched 
out for the ball by doing a split. 

This was just NSU's fifth home 
game of the season, as the Demons 
started a 13-game home stand 
Wednesday night. Up next for the 
Demons is a three-game series 
against rival McNeese State at 
Demon Diamond this weekend. A 
doubleheader is set for Saturday, 
with first pitch at 1 p.m. 

"I am excited to be at home and 
hopefully get wins and get our sea- 
son going," Ford said.

Faith motivates athletes s f£f s I

Athletes find their driving 
motivation in different ways. 
Here at NSU, faith plays a 
major role in the lives of 
many student-athletes. 

The Fellowship of Christ- 
ian Athletes is a non-denomi- 
national organization that 
meets the spiritual needs of 
athletes across the country. 

There are approximately 
8,200 "huddles," or groups, 
representing 325,000 mem- 
bers throughout North 
America. 

The University chapter of 
the Fellowship is one of 300 
in Louisiana. 

"The FCA sponsors many 
events for the athletes, 
including Tuesday night 
huddles and team Bible stud- 
ies," said Fellowship Area 
Representative Gerald Long. 
"Approximately 70 percent 
of the athletes have partici- 
pated in our events through- 
out the year." 

Several religions are repre- 
sented at NSU, but Long said 
most athletes are Christian. 

Ashley Sparkman, junior 
center for the Lady Demons 



basketball team, said she has 
been a devout Christian since 
she was 8 years old. 

Sparkman said she has 
attended church since she 
was a little girl, and her faith 
in God is one of the pillars of 
her life. 

"My faith is the basis, the 
reason and the strength of 
my life," Sparkman said. 
"My faith in Jesus is my life." 

Sparkman views each 
game she plays as an oppor- 
tunity to witness to others. 

"In every game I play, my 
focus is to play in a way to 
bring all the glory to God," 
she said. 

Tyler Priest, a senior track 
and field athlete, is also a 
Christian. 

"I didn't live my Christian 
faith till my freshman year of 
college," said Priest, who 
noted that he had attended 
church throughout his life. 
"Now, my faith defines who I 
am as a person." 

Priest said living his faith 
can be difficult sometimes, 
especially with the influence 
of the "me" culture prevalent 
among athletes. 

"It is difficult to glorify 
God in today's culture," he 
said. "A lot of athletes use 




their abilities to glorify them- 
selves." 

Even with these influences, 
Priest said he has friends he 
can rely on for spiritual sup- 
port. 

"There is a strong network 
of Christian athletes I can 
relate to on campus," he said. 

Tommy McClelland, senior 
deep-snapper for the football 
team and president of the 
Fellowship, agrees that there 



is support for his faith. 

"The athletic community is 
a big family," McClelland 
said. "Everyone may not be 
of the same faith, but since 
we all go through the same 
stuff, they respect you as a 
player." 

McClelland said he had to 
stop playing football due to a 
scholarship situation, but he 
rejoined the team this spring. 

"I feel God has given me 



another chance to play foot- 
ball, and I just want to glorify 
His name in this experience," 
he said. "The first three years 
of playing football was about 
me. The final year is about 
God." 

McClelland said he accept- 
ed Christ when he was 8 
years old but did not actively 
live his faith until his teenage 
years. 

"I didn't live a Christian 
life until my junior year of 
high school," McClellan said. 
"I recognized all that God 
had done for me and that I 
had become a 'closet' Christ- 
ian." 

Sparkman believes her ath- 
letic talents have come from 
God. 

"We have been placed here 
for a reason," Sparkman said. 
"God gave us our abilities." 

McClelland said a quote 
from the movie Chariots of 
Fire summed up his role as a 
Christian athlete: 

"I believe God made me 
for a purpose. I also believe 
He has made me fast. When I 
run I feel His pleasure. To 
give that up would be to hold 
Him in contempt. But to win 
is to honor Him."

The SGA senate renewed the Treasurer Reorganiza- 
jon Act, which students narrowly voted down in 
torch, at Monday's meeting. 

Also, the senate passed legislation banning cell

The renewed Treasurer Reorganization Act, which 
wuld combine the duties of Treasurer and Adminis- 
rative Assistant into a single executive officer called a 
Secretary and separate the Fiscal Affairs commission- 
trfrom the position, was amended to clarify that stu- 
(ent fees would not be raised as a result of the action 
md would require the SGA to promote the measure 
efore the election. 

Students voted against the act on March 26, by a 
nargin of only four votes. Sen. Alan Sypert, a co- 
wthor of the act, said he heard of several people who 
mistakenly believed the act would raise student fees. 

The cell phone policy would require students to keep 
fieir phone ringers off and leave the library to make 
ell phone calls. The carrel policy would allow faculty, 
jraduate students and undergraduate students work- 
ng on large research projects to rent a study lockable 
oom in the library for a $10 charge.

Students who have picked 
up their 2004 yearbooks and 
noticed a page missing have 
not been robbed — the Pot- 
pourri staff intentionally 
removed the page. 

A page contained a photo- 
graph of a computer screen 
showing a student's person- 
al information. Potpourri 
Editor-in-Chief Christine 



Harper said her staff 
reviewed the pages on a 
computer screen before 
sending them off to print, 
but did not realize the infor- 
mation would be visible in 
the yearbook. 

"We didn't see it on the 
proofs," Harper said. "The 
proofs come back (from the 
press) in big groups, 50 
pages at a time. So that's the 
last thing we would have 
even noticed." 



When the yearbooks 
arrived from the printing 
press, the student's informa- 
tion was clearly visible. 

Mary Brocato, the Pot- 
pourri's faculty adviser, said 
distributing the books with- 
out removing this informa- 
tion would have violated 
the student's legal right to 
privacy, so the Potpourri 
staff cut the pages out. 

"We considered a number 
of different options, one of

Dorm costs to 
increase this fall

Due to increasing rates in 
utilities, some dorm resi- 
dents will see a raise in their 
room fee. 

Housing Coordinator 
Felicia Young said students 
who have roommates will 
have to pay $50 more begin- 
ning in the fall semester. 
Double room fees will go 
from $925 to $975, Young 
said. 

Young said with the 
increase, the double rooms 
at NSU are still much 
cheaper than others in 
Louisiana schools. 

Young said students who 
have single rooms will not 
see an increase. Single-room 
residents are exempt from 
the increase because the 
price for single rooms, 



$1,500, is adequate com- 
pared to other schools in the 
state, Young said. 

For some students, these 
room fee increases seem to 
be a trend. 

Sophomore business 
major Christina Ballard said 
that ever since she has been 
at Northwestern she has 
complained about the room 
fee increases. 

With the increases, Bal- 
lard said she has seen no 
major improvements in her 
dormitory building, Sabine 
Hall. 

"The dorm looks the 
same," Ballard said. 
"There's no remodeling." 

Ballard said there is a lack 
of security on Sabine's back 
doors and feels her safety's 
threatened.

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Meal plan changes finalized 

Changes include balance rollovers from fall to spring, meal plans 9 names

Students at Northwestern State 
University will have more variety 
in their meal plans starting this 
fall. 

Dan Seymour, vice president of 
Student Affairs, has negotiated 
several changes to the meal plans, 
expanding some while eliminat- 
ing others. 

Seymour said that part of the 
contract with ARAMARK 
includes annual discussions con- 



cerning the food, staffing and 
facilities. 

"Sometimes these discussions 
are about, 'We need a new frying 
pan,' or a roof is leaking," Sey- 
mour said. "But they're also about 
the meal plans." 

Seymour said that results from 
an ACT student opinion survey 
showed students were concerned 
about their voices being heard on 
campus and the rising costs of 
tuition, room and board. 

Problematically, Seymour said, 
first-time students who chose to 



live on campus were required to 
get an Iberville board plan, which 
did not include declining balance 
options. 

"Lots of parents had com- 
plained to me about that," Sey- 
mour said. "There were no 
options." 

Now the three main meal plans 
automatically include a $50 or $45 
declining balance, which can be 
used at any restaurant on campus. 

This is in addition to last year's 
meal plan price increase of $30. 

"I wanted to try to tell parents, 



'Hey, we've got a new deal here,'" 
Seymour said. 

The meal plans' names have 
also been changed from 19a, 14a 
and 10a to Platinum, which costs 
$838, Gold, at $802.10, and Silver, 
at $771.20, respectively. 

Other changes to the meal plans 
in general have also been negotiat- 
ed. Seymour had an $850 declin- 
ing balance plan eliminated. 

"Last semester we sold nine of 
it," Seymour said. "We did away 
with it." 

Seymour and ARAMARK also 



initiated a rollover system for the 
declining balance plans, so any 
money left in an account would 
still be there the next semester, but 
only from fall to spring. 

"This doesn't mean you don't 
have to buy a plan," Seymour 
said. "If you're still required to 
buy a plan, having money in your 
account doesn't except you." 

Finally, whereas previously the 
10a meal plan was only usable on 
Monday through Friday, the Silver 
plan is now usable any day of the 
week. 



"We had students who wm| 
get here on Sunday and their 
plan would be no good." Seym,^ 
said. "And they would leave 
day at noon, so they were payj^ 
for 10 meals and only gettjj 
eight." 

Seymour said he hoped 1^ 
efforts would help keep studjj 
costs down. 

"I thought those changes vvq, 
very positive things," Seym^ 
said. "They'll be effective in ^ 
fall. It's signed, sealed and delj^ 
ered." 



McConnell to be impeached as senator

An SGA senator filed articles of 
impeachment against SGA senator 
and president-elect Mindy 
McConnell Monday 

The four impeachment charges, 
which are against McConneH's per- 
formance as a senator, were filed by 
Sen. Matt Bartley near the end of 
the senate's weekly meeting. 

The senate will serve as an 
impeachment hearing board at its 
next meeting, scheduled for Mon- 
day at 7 p.m. in the Student 
Union's Cane River Room. 

University Student Affairs Vice 
President Dan Seymour said the 
impeachment charges should not 
affect McConnell's status as presi- 
dent-elect. 

"Some people believe that, for 
some reason, she is not the presi- 
dent-elect," Seymour said. "Mindy 
McConnell is the president-elect." 

Even if McConnell is impeached 
as a senator, SGA Vice President 
Scott Manguno said she should still 
be inaugurated as president at the 
April 26 SGA banquet. 

According to Bartley's articles, 
three of the four charges are related 
to McConnell's use of an SGA copy 
machine for her spring presidential 



campaign: 

• Bartley's articles allege that 
McConnell violated the property 
infractions section of the NSU Stu- 
dent Code of Conduct "by using a 
State and University owned copier 
to create unauthorized publications 
for her personal benefit." 

However, Seymour said Bart- 
ley's claim was not true since Sey- 
mour, University President Randall 
Webb, or Student Services Director 
Frances Conine had not signed a 
letter stating that McConnell had 
violated the code. 

Seymour, Webb and Conine, as 
University judicial officials, are the 
only individuals at the University 
who can currently cite a student for 
violating the code. 

Without such a letter, Seymour 
said that McConnell had not violat- 
ed the code. 

He said a student must first be 
charged with violating the code, 
and the University must investi- 
gate those charges and decide in 
writing to sanction the accused stu- 
dent before someone could consid- 
er that a violation had occurred. 
Sanctions range from a verbal 
warning to expulsion from the Uni- 
versity and are decided by a judi- 
cial official. 

Seymour said that while people

had talked to him about their con- 
cerns with the spring elections, no 
charges of any violation of the code 
had been filed. Seymour can desig- 
nate other faculty and staff as judi- 
cial officials, but said he has not. 

Bartley said he would withdraw 
the charge before the meeting if it 
was not valid. 

• The articles also allege that 
McConnell abused her power as a 
student government commissioner 
by using her knowledge of the 
copy machine's security code, 
which is only known by SGA exec- 
utives and cabinet members. 

• The articles allege that 
McConnell's use of the copy 
machine violates Louisiana state 
statutes 43:31 and 18:1465, and 
Article XI of the state constitution. 

Statute 43:31 prohibits any 
"branch, department, agency, offi- 
cial, employee, or other entity of 
state government" from printing 



"any bulletin, leaflet, Christmas 
card, personalized memorandum 
stationery, or other similar commu- 
nication, house organ, circular, 
book, report, or similar publication, 
except those required by law." 

It also prohibits the same govern- 
ment entities from expending 
"funds of, administered by, or 
under the control of any branch, 
department, agency, employee, 
official, or other entity of state gov- 
ernment" to print material or urge 
electors to vote for or against any 
candidate or proposition on an 
election ballot. 

Statute 18:1465 prohibits the use 
of public funds in urging "any elec- 
tor to vote for or against any candi- 
date or proposition, or be appropri- 
ated to a candidate or political 
organization." 

Article XI, section 4 of the state 
constitution contains the 
wording of statute 18:1465.

Both of the statutes and the state 
constitution allow for "the normal 
dissemination of factual informa- 
tion relative to a proposition on any 
election ballot or a proposition or 
matter having the effect of law 
being considered by the legislature 
or any local governing authority." 

Bartley said he used the SGA 
Election Board's findings for his 
allegations against McConnell. 

The Board decided on March 30 
that McConnell and her vice-presi- 
dential candidate, SGA Speaker of 
the Senate Zach Pulliam, must pub- 
licly admit to making misleading 
statements and misusing student 
technology equipment — specifi- 
cally, using the SGA office copy 
machine to create materials for 
their campaign. 

McConnell and Pulliam's respec- 
tive opponents, Sens. Dustin Floyd 
and Alan Sypert, had submitted the 
petition to the Board that initiated 
that review on March 26. 

Seymour is currently reviewing 
an appeal to the Board's ruling. 

In the articles, Bartley wrote that 
the SGA constitution does not 
supercede state law or the state 
constitution, and that violation of 
state statutes should be grounds for 
McConnell's dismissal. 

The state district attorney's 



office, which could investigate 
rial charges of state law violation 
was not available for comment b| 
press time. 

Also, in his articles of impeadv 
ment, Bartley accused McConi^ 
of malfeasance, or misconduct, j 
office. According to Bartley's ai| 
cles, McConnell allegedly did ng 
create three committees that should 
be under her supervision. 

McConnell denied the allegatioi 

Bartley said he was acting al« 
in presenting the articles to thes* 
ate, and that he submitted them 
his own personal convictions, rat 
for personal gain.

McConnell said the allegations 
especially those concerning vki 
tions of state statutes and the stall 
constitution, were overstepping At 
authority of the SGA, and that k 
Election Board's ruling was st 
under review.

"deceitful". In a recent hearing, he 
explained in detail what exactly he 
found misleading in m y flyers. I 
found it funny. For example, Mr. 
Floyd found a problem with "cre- 
ated the 24 hour computer lab" on 
my flyer. He asked if I actually 
bought and installed all of those 
computers. If any students actual- 
ly thought that I bought and 
installed all of those computers 
from reading that flyer, please con- 
tact me. I'm not expecting many 
calls, though, because no one is 
that stupid. What I did do was 
respond to a student's suggestion, 
researched the possibility, contact- 
ed the appropriate people, devel- 
oped a plan, set the hours, found a 
location, got police patrol, and sin- 
gle-handedly wrote the legisla- 
tion. So I didn't think that "create" 
was a far stretch at all. People got 
the point. Mr. Floyd said that I list- 
ed measures made by entire com- 
mittees as my own. He was refer- 
ring to the statement that said 
"brought Ralph Nader to cam- 
pus." Once again, he asked me if I 
paid for Mr. Nader to speak out of 
my own pocket. And again I don't 
think that anyone thought that I 
did. However, my department has 
a committee that selects speakers. 
For a few weeks potential speak- 
ers were looked at by my depart- 
ment - me and one or two other 
senators. On the day that Ralph 
Nader was chosen, one senator 
was at the meeting - ME! Vice- 
President Scott Manguno and stu- 
dent Ashlie Fisher were present 
and gave their imput, but I assure 
you no "entire committee" made 
the decision. So "brought Ralph 
Nader" seemed legitimate to me. 

Perhaps the biggest accusation 
is that I claimed to write the bill 
about the theatre fee alone. My 
flyer did say "wrote the bill to 
increase funding for the theatre 
department."

For a 
man who claimed to want politics 
out of the race, he surely was play- 
ing a good game. 

In the end of his letter, he lugs 
pity out of students. A business 
with his sign was egged. Well, 
unfortunately people, dislike him 
enough to commit such childish 
acts. It is NOT my fault. I didn't do 
it and I don't know who did. He 
claims his signs were ripped 
down. So was ours. In fact our 
signs were ripped down within 
hours of being put up. But I didn't 
complain. I expected it. With Mr. 
Floyd being a veteran candidate, I 
would think that he would expect 
it too. I never took down one 
Floyd / Sypert sign. I am a very fair 
person and frankly, I didn't rip 



them down because I know I 
wouldn't like it if my signs were 
torn down, however elementary 
that reasoning may be. I'm sorry 
that Alan's tires were slashed, but 
people are malicious. I cannot con- 
trol 6500 students. Blaming my 
campaign was ugly. But before 
people go off weeping for Mr. 
Floyd, I want them to know that 
my campaign equally encountered 
wrongdoings and drawbacks. I 
urge students to step outside this 
box that Mr. Floyd has lured them 
into. He keeps telling people that I 
lied and lied and lied, so now they 
believe it. The truth of the matter is 
that he lost by only a few votes 
and he thinks that if he pulls 
enough tricks he can weasel his 
way into office. Senators who have 
been annoyed at Mr. Floyd's sly 
tricks and immature behavior (i.e. 
thongs with his face, Oprah Day, 
etc.), have suddenly fallen into his 
trap. I just don't understand. 

I have put a lot of time and effort 
for three years into the SGA. Near- 
ly every single bill that I've written 
produces a concrete, positive 
change on campus.

Mr. Floyd is bas- 
ing nearly every complaint on a 
flyer that I wrote late at night after 
a long day. I was tired and I infor- 
mally threw something together. 
Be certain, though, that I've 
learned the importance of proof- 
reading. 

The election is over and we have 
all learned a lot. I encourage 
everyone to move on. I am no 
longer concerned about Mr. 
Floyd's or any of his followers' 
schemes. This is the first public 
response I have made concerning 
Mr. Hoyd's crusade against my 
victory and it will be my last. I am 
looking forward to a productive 
year with almost an entirely new 
Senate in the Fall. And yes, Dustin, 
I did look at myself in the mirror 
this morning, and it smiled right 
back!

For Christians, Easter is the time 
to celebrate the resurrection of 
Jesus Christ, but the common fami- 
ly traditions of the Easter Bunny, 
candy and eggs have a different 
origin. 

The Easter holiday is actually 
related to the pagan celebration of 
Ostara. Jesus did not walk around 
Nazareth laying eggs for children 
to find and dye bright spring col- 
ors, nor did he create milk choco- 
late bunnies for children to get sick 
on. 

The images of the Easter Bunny 
and the Easter egg originate from 
the Teutonic goddess Eostre. Holly 
Stave, an assistant professor of Eng- 
lish at the Scholar's College and a 
Wiccan High Priestess, said that 
Eostre is associated with the hare, 
from which the image of the Easter 
Bunny is derived. 



The goddess' symbol is the egg, 
which svmbolizes a coming back to 
life. 

Stave said Ostara is when every- 
thing starts anew. Gail Kwak, the 
government documents librarian at 
Watson, said to her Ostara is a time 
of renewal. 

"Metaphysically, the vernal equi- 
nox is the time when darkness and 
light are equal in balance," Kwak 
said. "The spring signifies a return 
to life and activity." 

Ostara is not really a holiday 
because it is always present, Stave 
said. Whether or not a person is 
there to celebrate this time, the 
spring equinox always occurs. 

Ostara, however, determines the 
date Easter falls on. Stave said that 
Easter always falls on the first Sun- 
day after the first full moon after 
the spring equinox. 

Ostara can be celebrated in a 
variety of ways. Stave said that to 
honor this time witches will plant, 
chant, reenact myths and some- 



times perform the spiral dance, a 
dance that, when done properly, 
the spiral starts facing in and ends 
facing out. 

"In Wicca, nothing is set," Stave 
said. "There is not a set liturgy." 

Stave also said Wicca allows for 
more creativity and she likes her 
coven rituals to be group interac- 
tive. 

This year, Stave said her coven 
reenacted the myth of Persephone. 
The myth not only represents the 
coming of spring and a renewal of 
life but is also a lesson in life for 
something that all mothers and 
daughters go through in life. 

Kwak, who is not a member of 
Stave's coven but a solitary witch, 
said that for Ostara she plants seeds 
and makes new year's resolutions. 

"I love seeing the cycle of the sea- 
sons turn back toward summer 
when plants grow and flower," 
Kwak said.

A look inside Books for 
Baghdad: The History

Even before the latest war in Iraq 
Baghdad University's library was 
woefully bare. 

"There is a dusty nine-year-old 
journal on neuroscience and an 
almost new periodical in Portuguese 
from 1998," reported The Daily Tele- 
graph on Jan. 26, 2001. "In the refer- 
ence section, the last indices of scien- 
tific citations and dissertations date to 
before the Gulf war a decade ago." 

Northwestern State's social sci- 
ences department hopes to help fill 
those library shelves up with newer 
books — specifically, textbooks that 
NSU students no longer want. 

Greg Granger, a member of NSU's 
Books for Baghdad committee, said 
the program can help Iraqis rebuild 
their long-isolated academic system 
while showing them that Americans 
are compassionate people who want 
to help — an image that Granger said 
is needed more as violence in Iraq has 
escalated in recent weeks. 

Granger said Baghdad — a diverse 
city that is home to a million more 
people than the entire state of 
Louisiana, and a fifth of Iraq's 25 mil- 
lion citizens — has a thriving middle 
class with a great interest in higher 
learning. 

"There are a lot of people with 
Ph.D.s, more than other Arab coun- 
tries," Granger said. 

However, in a country whose eco- 
nomic progress was stymied for 
years by Saddam Hussein, Granger 
said getting Iraqis back on track to a 
more educated populace is necessary 
to build a solid economy. 

"Economic health leads to political 
health," Granger said, noting that an 
economically stable and self-suffi- 
cient Iraq would give its residents a 
better opportunity to resolve its polit- 
ical differences. 

Granger said those differences are 
complex, with three distinct groups 
struggling for representation, and a 
simmering distrust of colonization 
stemming back to Ottoman occupa- 
tion in the 16th century and British 
colonization which lasted until 1932. 

Muslims make up 97 percent of 
Iraq's population, according to the 
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CIA World Factbook with Shi'a Mus- 
lims representing more than 60 per- 
cent of the population and Sunni 
Muslims about a third. However, 
Sunnis have dominated the power 
structure in Iraq Granger said, with 
Hussein, a Sunni, long oppressing 
Shiites. Also, about three percent of 
Iraqis are Christian. 

However, the Factbook said about 
a fifth of Iraq's people are of Kurdish 
ethnicity, with many of them living in 
relative autonomy during much of 
Hussein's reign. Most of the rest of 
Iraq's population is Arab. 

Granger said the modern history of 
Iraq has an "artificial" feel to it. 

"It's a state with nations in it," 
Granger said, referring to the League 
of Nations action in 1915 that created 
Iraq around the Kurds, Arab Sunnis 
and Shiites. 

Baghdad is right near the center of 
the country, itself something of a 
microcosm of the nation, Granger said. 

"Baghdad has a little bit of many 
nationalities," Granger said. 'It's the 
economic center, the political center, 
but just one of several cultural centers." 

With three universities, Baghdad is

also a major educational center for 
Iraq and Granger said he hopes Books 
for Baghdad, and similar humanitari- 
an and educational acts, can help make 
the city a place that can unify those dis- 
parate cultural groups into a natioa 

He said reports of cooperation 
between Sunnis and Shiites in the 
insurgent actions against the U.S.-led 
coalition represents the wrong kind 
of cooperation — temporary alliances 
that will break apart as soon as their 
common enemy is gone. 

The Iraq-Iran war in the 80s, which 
unified Shiites and Sunnis under a 
common flag against Iran, shows that 
nationalism has the potential to work 
in Iraq, Granger said. 

Through Books for Baghdad, along 
with similar actions at universities 
from Harvard to the University of 
Edinburgh Granger said the United 
States and its allies flex their "soft 
power" — diplomacy and humani- 
tarian aid — to balance their immense 
military might, or "hard power." 

Granger hopes the end result will 
be a unified Iraq.

and R&B Festival at the riverfront.

It was a bright and sunny day at the Riverfront Stage in Natchitoches when 
the Good 01' Boys took the stage April 3 as one of the opening acts to per- 
form during the annual Natchitoches Jazz and R&B Festival. 

This year was the ninth year that the festival was held in the city. It start- 
ed in 1996, when a group of Natchitoches residents decided it was time to set 
up a spring festival, said Courtney Hornsby, main street manager for the city 
of Natchitoches. 

"It was originally started cause nothing was going on in Natchitoches dur- 
ing the spring," Mark Adkins, local resident and festival organizer said. 

Members of the community, local musicians and city officials came togeth- 
er to plan a local music festival. 

Rodney Harrington, local resident and member of Johnny Earthquake and 
the Moondogs, said the Jazz Fest was planned to promote local musical tal- 
ent as well. 

"A group of music lovers got together to start a jazz and rhythm and blues 
festival," Harrington said. "It was to spotlight local musical talent." 

And soon the first Natchitoches Jazz and R&B Festival began. Now hav- 
ing completed its ninth year the festival continues to expand, drawing 
crowds in the thousands. Due to the growing popularity of the festival, this 
year was the fourth year that the festival provided an alternative music stage 
to showcase the younger talent in the city. 

"We started that to get the kids out of the garage and out of their parents' 
hair," Adkins said. "It gives young talent a chance to showcase their stuff." 

The bands did just that on the Ads Parish Red Book Cane River Alterna- 
tive Music Stage. The festival began at noon when a group of 13- to 14-year- 
old boys jamming with their grandfather took the stage. The band was the 
Good Ol' Boys, and they played a set of covers that included "Purple Haze" 
by Jimmy Hendrix. They were followed later in the day by the bands TNT 
and Fusion. 

TNT played a song praising America while waving the stars and stripes 
and Fusion, a group of 15- and 16-year-old kids, followed playing covers of 
Nirvana and Coal Chamber that brought life into a few crowd members dur- 
ing the mid-afternoon heat. 

"I think it is pretty cool to come out to play and stuff," said Josh Sepulva- 
do, guitar player in Fusion. 

The alternative stage closed out the evening with acts from Nine Eleven, 
Aesthetic Vibes and D-Sypher, who all brought their own humor and music 
to show off. 

"Fusion, I thought, was pretty good" Nelson Springer, a festival attendee, 
said. "I kind of liked TNT; they seemed like they had it pretty together." 

The Natchitoches Idol competition also held their finals during the festival. 
The competition was started to help give local talent a chance to meet mem- 
bers of the music industry, Adkins said. 

"Natchitoches Idol will become a part of the Jazz Festival from now on," 
Adkins said. 

This year, Renn Ardoin from Gibsland, won the Natchitoches Idol compe- 
tition. NSU student Dezmond Meeks won second place. Harrington said that 
he was amazed by how well the competition took off in the community. 

"We never dreamed it would do as well as it did," Harrington said. "I 
would watch it like everyone else and say, 'Wow this is great.'" 

The Natchitoches Jazz and R&B Festival has been held the first weekend of 
April for its nine year run.

Elliot said no matter if Chief 
Caddo stays or goes, he needs to 
be changed to look like a Caddo 
Indian. 

"If we are going to use the myth, 
then the recreation is something I 
support fully," Elliot said. » 

Both sides of the opposition 
understand the opinions and rea- 
sons why they are fighting to get 
rid of or keep the statue. 

Griffin said he respected the 
opposition's opinion but believes it 
is a radical opinion from a small 
majority of a minority. 

"I can see why they (the profes- 
sors) are offended, but if they were 



Caddo Indians themselves then I 
would believe their opinion that 
much more," Griffin said. "I view 
their opinion as wanting some- 
thing to complain about because 
they are not Caddo and it is almost 
moot for them to complain about 
this." 

The Caddo Nation said in a let- 
ter addressed to SFA that they are 
totally opposed to the statue, find 
it offensive and want SFA to get rid 
of the statue all together. 

The Chief Caddo controversy 
will be over on April 20 when the 
Texas Board of Regents meet to 
decide the fate of the statue. 

NSU has had a small role in the 
Chief Caddo controversy because 
SFA wants to deal with the contro- 
versy themselves. 

SFA officials said after a decision 
is made, NSU could get involved 
and decide what they want to do 
with the statue.

hit a towering shot over the left- 
centerfield wall. 

"That was the big blow, no 
doubt," said Demon coach Mitch 
Gaspard. "Josh hit a good pitch 
and it gave us a cushion that as it 
turned out we needed. Dorton 
and Jones gave us seven good 
innings but we had a rocky 
eighth before we got out of it." 

Dwayne Hall, who allowed 
only one hit in seven innings at 
Louisiana Tech in February, gave 
up four hits and was charged 
with four runs, three earned, in 



only one-third of an inning as the 
Bulldogs rallied. Kyle Spangler's 
RBI double greeted Breaux, who 
overcame a fielding error behind 
him to notch a pair of strikeouts 
and strand two runners in scor- 
ing position.

Keep the Chief? 



In Texas, students, faculty and community 
clash over the biggest trophy in football

Northwestern State Uni- 
versity and Stephen F. 
Austin University usually 
fight over who gets to 
bring Chief Caddo home 
every year on the football 
field, but two groups at 
SFA have been fighting off 
the field over the tradi- 
tional statue and whether 
or not it should even exist. 

The fight over Chief 
Caddo is between the 
Caddo Indian nation with 
support from some college 
professors against the 
Young Conservatives of 
Texas at SFA. The contro- 
versy is whether or not the 
statue is degrading to 
Native Americans. 

Chief Caddo is a football 
tradition between NSU 
and SFA that started 44 
years ago. After the deci- 
sion to make a statue in 
1960, NSU and SFA decid- 
ed the loser of their 1961 
game would have a tree 
chopped down from its 
nearby forest to be sent to 
the winning school, who 
would have a statue 
carved. 

The Demons won that 
1961 match-up 35-19, and 
SFA delivered a one-ton 
black gum tree to NSU. 

The black gum was then 
carved into Chief Caddo 
which is 7'6" tall and 
weighs 320 pounds. 

The wooden statue is 
awarded to the winner of 
each year's NSU and SFA 
game and is symbolic of 



the kinship between the 
cities of Natchitoches and 
Nacogdoches. 

The statue was named 
Chief Caddo to honor the 
Native American tribe that 
first settled the two com- 
munities. 

One argument from the 
Caddo Nation and profes- 
sors opposed to the statue 
is that Chief Caddo is just 
a myth. The legend of 
Chief Caddo is he had two 
sons, Natchitoches and 
Nacogdoches, and one 
walked south while the 
other walked west. 

Where the two sons 
stopped is where the cities 
were supposedly 'estab- 
lished. The statue was 
then carved to honor this 
great Chief whose two 
sons founded Nacog- 
doches and Natchitoches. 

James Corbin, professor 
of anthropology at SFA, 
said the myth is a fictional 
story started sometime in 
the 1920s or '30s which 
was revamped in '60s 
when they carved this 
statue. 

"This statue didn't have 
a name until 1960, so when 
someone tells me they are 
honoring this great chief, I 
am like 'pfffft,'" Corbin 
said. 

"That's a legend we 
don't go by," Caddo 
nation member Bobby 
Gonzales said. "We don't 
have any legends about 
that in our oral history." 

Another argument 
against the statue is how 
Chief Caddo is degrading 
to Native Americans. 



"It belittles American 
Indians, be it Chief Caddo 
or Crazy Horse," said Paul 
Arnold, SFA acting direc- 
tor Office of Indian 
Affairs. 

Eva Pack, SFA assistant 
coordinator of the Multi- 
cultural Center and advi- 
sor of the Native American 
Student Association, said 
that when she looks at the 
statue, she does not feel 
like it is anything for her 
or Native Americans to be 
proud of. 

"It is not something I 
want to be portrayed as," 
Pack said. "This is not the 
view I want people to have 
of Native Americans." 

Pack also said that 
Native Americans should 
not be portrayed as stat- 
ues, mascots or trophies 
because they are people. 

"We are not against tra- 
dition," Pack said. "We are 
against this stereotypical 
view of Native Ameri- 
cans." 

The Young Conserva- 
tives of Texas at SFA are 
fighting the opposition to 
the statue and would like 
to keep the Chief Caddo 
tradition. 

Kenneth Martin, cam- 
paigns director of Young 
Conservatives of Texas at 
SFA, and Elliot Griffin, 
member of Young Conser- 
vatives, said when the 
opposition presented their 
case to the Board of 
Regents in Texas, the 
Young Conservatives 
found out about it. 

Griffin said the presen- 
tation was about how the

tradition should be excom- 
municated from SFA. 

"I find it really offensive 
because Chief Caddo was- 
n't created in any deroga- 
tory intent," Griffin said. 
"I believe if something is 
not derogatory, then to 



take it away is pure cen- 
sorship." 

Martin and Griffin then 
started up a Web site 
called keepthechief.com 
for students and faculty 
members who are for the 
■ See Chief, page 7

Webb offers Scheffler VP spot

NSU President Randall 
Webb has offered Anthony 
Scheffler the position of 
provost and vice president of 
Academic Affairs. 

Scheffler began a one-year 
interim term as vice president 
on July 1 after leaving his 
position as dean of the gradu- 
ate school. 

Webb then formed a com- 
mittee to conduct a nation- 
wide search for a permanent 
vice president. Scheffler 
applied to keep the position, 
and now Webb has recom- 



mended Scheffler to the Uni- 
versity of Louisiana System's 
Board of Directors. The board 
will decide Friday whether or 
not to approve Scheffler for 
the position. 

"It it's approved, then I will 
be in the position officially, 
instead of being an interim or 
acting vice president," Schef- 
fler said. "After that, you just 
keep doing what you're 
doing." 

The position of vice presi- 
dent carries with it a variety 
of responsibilities. 

Scheffler said the vice presi- 
dent's job is to oversee "any- 
thing that has to do with aca- 



demics, meaning all the col- 
leges, the library, the student 
services... the registrar, loans, 
financial aid, all of that falls 
under it. 

"It is responsible for coordi- 
nation among the department 
heads to see that the goals that 
the president sets for the uni- 
versity are operationalized 
and that we're addressing 
them... it's a stressful job, 
frankly." 

The responsibilities associ- 
ated with the position of 
provost are more loosely 
defined. 

"I think it's anything the 
president wants it to be," 



Vietnam 
wall ends 
local stint

The Moving Wall provid- 
ed area residents with the 
chance to pay tribute to the 
fallen soldiers from Viet- 
nam. 

The Moving Wall, which 
was in Natchitoches April 
13-20, is slightly longer than 
half the length of the Viet- 
nam Veterans MeiffriYtal 
Wall in Washington, D.C., 
and contains more than 
58,000 names of soldiers 
who died in Vietnam. 

The Moving Wall came 
about as a way to give peo- 
ple across the country the 
opportunity to experience 
the impact of the Vietnam 
Memorial Wall. 

Jenny Corder, former 
Miss City of Lights, helped 
bring the Moving Wall to 
Natchitoches. 

More than a year after 
Corder first proposed the 
idea of bringing the Wall to 
Natchitoches, a representa- 
tive from the Moving Wall 
organization contacted 
retired Chief Master Sgt. of 
the Air Force Charles Hug- 
gins and told him the Wall 
would be available this 
April. 

Huggins contacted sever- 
al local officials, including 
Mayor Wayne McCullen, 
and they approved bring- 
ing the Wall to Natchi- 
toches. 

Huggins said that the 
Moving Wall was a commu- 
nity event and was meant

for more than just veterans. 
He relied on volunteers 
from the local community 
to stay at the Wall all of the 
time. The volunteers were 
as diverse as the people 
who visited the Wall and 
included NSU sororities 
and fraternities. 

Huggins explained that 
bringing the Wall to Natchi- 
toches was important 
because the children need- 
ed to know that each name 



on that wall represents a 
soldier who died to protect 
this country. 

He also said the local vet- 
erans were very apprecia- 
tive and that attendance 
had been good throughout 
the week. Huggins said that 
there were a lot of emotion- 
al responses from people 
upon seeing the Wall. 

Fran Rushford said she 
knew first-hand how emo- 
tional visiting the Wall can 



be. 

"I still can't see it without 
crying even after all these 
years," Rushford said. 

She said she came to the 
Wall for Victor, a friend of 
hers who committed sui- 
cide after returning from 
Vietnam. 

Rushford, who was a 
peace advocate in the 1960s, 
said, "They say (Vietnam) 
was never a war, but look at 
all these names." 



Scheffler said. 

"(Provost) is kind of a pecu- 
liar term," Scheffler said. "It's 
just kind of a catch-all term. 
You pretty much do whatever 
the president wants you to 
do... it's a broadly interpreted 
administrative position." 

Although Webb's recom- 
mendation almost guarantees 
that the board will approve 
Scheffler as vice president, 
Scheffler said he is prepared 
for whatever decision the 
board reaches. 

"I never count my chickens 
until they've all hatched, 
grown up, and been plucked 
and eaten," Scheffler said. 

Potpourri 
stirs SGA 
senate

After a stern warning of 
potential legal action sup- 
ported by a former SGA 
president, the student senate 
voted to complain about the 
student yearbook, the Pof- 
pourri, but decided against 
giving individual students 
the option to refuse paying 
the fee. 

(In the interest of disclo- 
sure: The computers used by 
the Current Sauce, and some 
of the software, cameras, 
scanners and travel expenses 
it uses are paid for by funds 
collected through the $20- 
per-year Potpourri fee.) 

The senate passed resolu- 
tion SP04-036, sponsored by 
Sen. Keith Gates, in which 
the SGA "does hereby 
express its outrage over the 
article on pages 052 and 053 
of the 2004 NSU Potpourri 
Yearbook and does condemn 
such ludicrous 'journalism' 
and the wasteful use of 
good, hardworking stu- 
dents' money." It also claims 
the Potpourri encouraged 
"illegal and shameful" con- 
duct — the cited pages cov- 
ered student drug use, with 
photos of students using 
acid and marijuana — and 
said the article on the pages 
"will surely bring shame and 
degradation upon NSU." 

Gates struck a part of the 
resolution that claimed the 
SGA had the power to place 
the Potpourri's fee before stu- 
dents. 

In a roll call vote, senators 
passed the resolution 13-5.

Last week's story "Dorm 
costs to increase this fall" 
stated that Kristina Bullard 
resides in Sabine. Bullard 
actually lives in Dodd Hall.

Sens. Patrick Feller, Kelli Miller, 
Mindy McConnell, Zach Pulliam 
and Shantel Wempren voted 
against it. 

After that resolution, which took 
no action other than to express the 
SGA's opinion, the senate voted 13- 
3 to indefinitely postpone bill SP-04- 
099, "The Students'Choice Act of 
2004," that would have placed the 
Potpourri's fee up for renewal in the 
fall. 

The bill, which had been spon- 
sored by Sens. Gates, Dustin Floyd 
and Jack Halford, was changed 
before voting to remove Floyd and 
Gates as sponsors and statements 
that echoed the earlier resolution's 
content. 

Before voting, senators heard a 
lengthy speech by Potpourri adviser 
Mary Brocato. She said the Potpour- 
ri had "languished in our closets" 
because students viewed it as irrele- 
vant. 

"I will tell you that the copies of 
the yearbooks this year are flying 
off the shelves for some reason," 
Brocato said. 

She read from a letter written to 
her by the Student Press Law Cen- 
ter of Washington, D.C., which said 
the SGA's actions appeared to be a 
violation of the U.S. Constitution's 
first and 14th amendments, and 
that there were several U.S. 
Supreme Court precedents that 
made it unconstitutional for a uni- 
versity, including its student gov- 
ernment, to punish a student publi- 
cation's content by changing, 
removing or allowing another 
group to change or remove its fund- 
ing. 

Brocato also brought up a 1991 
case at the University of Louisiana- 
Lafayette, where the student editor 
of their yearbook was fired for 
including a picture of man eating 
spaghetti off a woman's bare 
breasts. 

Brocato said the editor sued the 
university and won $45,000 in puni- 
tive damages. 

"So I will also tell you that I sus- 
pect, having been a member of the 
media for a long time, that some of 
the ramifications of taking this kind 
of action, you really don't want 
them to happen," Brocato said. 

"I'm going to tell you the press is 
going to jump on this," Brocato 
said. "And if you think what was in 
the yearbook was bad and you did- 
n't like it, ifs going to get a lot 
worse, because you're going to have 
state newspapers in here. 

"You're going to have all kinds of 
press coverage of a university and a

student government association 
trying to censor student media or 
trying to punish student media 
because of something that was in 
there that perhaps you didn't agree 
with or you didn't like," Brocato 
said. 

Soon after, former SGA president 
and SGA Graduate Adviser David 
Gunn, during a farewell speech that 
admonished the SGA for infighting, 
also reassured Brocato that the 
administration would keep the Pot- 
pourri operating. 

"Lawsuits could happen. Puni- 
tive damages could happen" Gunn 
said. "The students could be 
deprived of a publication. I can 
assure you with 100 percent certain- 
ty that they will not." 

Gunn said he believed that 
because he believes the people in 
the room agreed with Brocato and 
the first amendment; and if the sen- 
ators did not, then SGA President 
Greg Comeaux did; and if Comeaux 
did not, University President Ran- 
dall Webb would. 

"As religious and moral and 
wonderful as a man Dr. Webb is, he 
may have his personal convictions 
and personal values system ... may 
disagree with that (content)," Gunn 
said. "But he kind of outweighs that 
by a realistic dislike for lawsuits. So 
I don't think that's going any- 
where." 

During the debate of the resolu- 
tion, senators expressed their dis- 
like for the Potpourri. 

"I don't do drugs and don't have 
casual sex," said Sen. Abby Brocato, 
no relation to Mary Brocato, while 
referencing another part of the year- 
book that showed two students 
embracing under a blanket. "I did- 
n't do it in my college years, so I 
don't want it in my yearbook." 

Feller said that he had never done 
drugs — "I'm a virgin," he said, to 
great laughter from the senate — 
but added that it is not govern- 
ment's place to ask media to change 
its content, and noted that the arti- 
cles — especially the text of the arti- 
cles — "in no way" promoted drug 
use or sexual promiscuity. 

"Those are things that are going 
on and should be reported," Feller 
said. "It's ridiculous to be condemn- 
ing journalists for doing their jobs." 

Sen. Jerry Whorton wanted to 
know how "the other 80 percent" of 
students were represented, and 
how students like him were 
ignored. 

"That is tacky and irresponsible," 
Whorton said. 
Potpourri editor Christine Harper 



said the stories were balanced, not- 
ing that above the picture of the 
embrace was a picture of students 
holding hands and wearing absti- 
nence rings. 

Also, she said the story on drugs 
told about a student whose life was 
ruined by drug use. 

Floyd said he did not support 
publications like the pornographic 
magazine Playboy and drug-centric 
magazine High Times with his 
money, so questioned why he was 
required to support the Potpourri. 

"Eight of 10 students would say 
the yearbook is trash," Floyd said. 

Gates noted that the "article on 
weed smoking" was unsigned and 
asked if the Potpourri was too 
ashamed to print the name. He also 
wondered where the line should be 
drawn about covering the campus 
in the yearbook. 

"There have been rapes on cam- 
pus," Gates said. "Are we going to 
take pictures of people being raped 
and put it in the yearbook?" 

He said the SGA should send a 
message to the students and staff 
about the content. 

"That is something we want to 
condemn, and condemn the people 
who made the yearbook," Gates 
said. 

This is the third academic year in 
a row that the SGA's actions have 
stirred controversy within student 
media. In the fall of 2001, when 
Floyd was speaker of the senate, 
senators voted to remove then-Cur- 
rent Sauce editor Rondray Hill. 

Floyd then said that the SGA was 
forced to take action because Hill 
was violating the SGA's bylaws by 
refusing to print the senate minutes. 

Rusty Broussard, the SGA's presi- 
dent at the time, vetoed the action 
as the senate was facing threats of 
legal action. 

In spring 2002 the senate, led by 
Floyd, voted down the board's first 
selection for the Argus literary mag- 
azine, Shane Erath. 

That fall, the senate then stopped 
short of approving a bill, written by 
Floyd, that would try to delay a sec- 
ond Media Board recommendation. 
Floyd had mentioned seeing and 
signing a student petition to end 
funding to the Argus while debating 
the delay. 

The senate then put a bill broad- 
ening the qualifications for student 
media leaders before students, 
which was passed, and approved 
Glenn Ward as Argus' editor. 

While Ward's Argus contained a 
photograph of a topless woman, the 
SGA took no action.

CNN's Spicer-Brooks speaks with students

Journalists have to make 
tough choices. Sometimes 
photos or video may be con- 
troversial and ethical deci- 
sions need to be made on 
whether to air them. 

The Director of News Stan- 
dards and Practices for CNN 
Marianna Spicer-Brooks, vis- 
ited NSU Monday and lec- 
tured about "Ethics in the 
Media." The speech was part 
of the News Makers and 
Shakers forum sponsored by 
the Department of Journal- 
ism. 

She explained how her staff 
chose to show mutilated, 
bloody images of Saddam 
Hussein's dead son Uday. 
Some had the opinion that the 
photos were too explicit for 
television. 



She said that sometimes 
you have to make tough deci- 
sions. 

"I wouldn't have shown the 
dead bodies. I would have 
waited for the DNA evidence 
to come in," said Department 
of Language and Communica- 
tions Head Joseph Colavito. 

"We did not want to be in a 
position where we were sani- 
tizing what was coming in," 
Brooks said. 

Photos also need to be in 
context. Brooks said it is 
important to warn the public 
that photos or footage may be 
graphic before showing them. 

After the Rhode Island 
nightclub fires, her organiza- 
tion had to decide if the 
footage from the event should 
be aired. 

Brooks said journalists have 
to ask how important it is 
from a news standpoint. 



In the case of underage vic- 
tims, Brooks said that they do 
not generally report the face 
or name of the victim or 
crime. 

Jared Dunahoe, a journal- 
ism student, raised the point 
that journalists should ask the 
family on running photos of 
sexually assaulted children. 

"If it's a rape victim, we 
don't show their picture," 
Brooks said. 

Brooks said that they try to 
make the decision on whether 
the photo is helpful. 

"It's a case by case basis," 
Brooks said. "There's no stan- 
dard answer to it." 

She ended her speech by 
reminding students to ask 
what news reasons there are 
for putting it on the air. 

"You really need to make 
your decision based on jour- 
nalistic reasons," Brooks said.

McConnell unsuccessfully impeached

A majority of senators voted to 
remove SGA President-Elect Sen. 
Mindy McConnell, but failed by 
four votes to gain the two-thirds 
majority necessary. 

Ten senators voted to remove 
McConnell, but the senate needed 14 
votes — two- thirds of the senate's 
active membership — for the 
impeachment to be successful. Eight 
senators voted against removing 
McConnell. 

Sen. Matt Bartley, who announced 
articles of impeachment with the 
senate on April 12, withdrew his 
charges of malfeasance and a viola- 
tion of the Student Code of Conduct 
at the beginning of the hearing. He 
said he believed McConnell was 
guilty of malfeasance, or miscon- 
duct, but not as he had charged in 
his articles, and noted that without 
action by a University judicial offi- 
cer, there could not be a violation of 
the code of conduct. 

That decision left charges of mis- 
using SGA property and misappro- 

Eriating state property before the 
earing. 

"She has dragged the name of the 
SGA through the mud," Bartley 
said. "She violated the oath she took 
when she took office." 

Bartley reiterated his charges, pre- 
sented last week, that McConnell 
misused her knowledge of the copi- 
er access code to create flyers for her 
presidential campaign and used 
SGA property for her personal bene- 
fit. 

"She abused her power, plain and 
simple," Bartley said. 

McConnell objected to the late 
withdrawal of those two articles of 
impeachment, saying that her 
defense was centered on disputing 
those articles. Hearing chair pro-tern 
Kristen Huben said that there was 
no problem with Bartley withdraw- 
ing impeachment charges without 
notification. 

In her defense, McConnell said 
she did not know the copier's access 
code because of her position as a 
commissioner and cabinet officer. 

"I had the code as a senator," 
McConnell said. "Any senator has 
the code." 

She called the only witness 
brought before the hearing, SGA 
President Greg Comeaux, who testi- 



fied under oath that there was no 
written rule about who should 
know the copier's access code. 

"If someone asked me (what the 
code was) in the fall, I'd've said no," 
Comeaux said. "But in the spring I 
was much more lenient." 

McConnell also said she thought 
it was "mighty presumptuous" for 
the senate to prosecute her on state 
laws, on which Bartley's charge of 
misappropriating state property was 
based. 

She referred to the 2001 senate 
action to remove former Current 
Sauce editor Rondray Hill, during 
which senators violated state public 
access laws by voting by secret bal- 
lot. No senators were impeached for 
violating those laws. 

She also said she did not know 
about the laws against using state 
property for elections and personal 
benefit. 

"I almost didn't want to give a 
defense because this is just ridicu- 
lous," McConnell said. 

She added that Sen. Jerry Whor- 
ton was impeached for failing to 
complete two pieces of legislation, 
and, mistakenly, not fulfilling his 
office hours. Whorton was present 
for the Monday meeting and hear- 
ing. 

Whorton was unsuccessfully 
impeached in February for complet- 
ing only one piece of legislation. The 
senate had unanimously absolved 
Whorton, who was defended by 
McConnell's vice president-elect, 
Speaker of the Senate Zach Pulliam, 
at that meeting. 

"I've done everything I've been 
asked to do," McConnell said. 
"What can you impeach me for?" 

She stressed that she had not 
wanted to be a commissioner, but 
was persuaded to do the job because 
"nobody else wanted it." 

In deliberations, Sen. Dustin 
Hoyd said that allowing University 
officials to tell SGA members how to 
govern their positions would not 
benefit the students. 

"We are going in very dangerous 
territory," Floyd said. 

Sen. Shantel Wempren dismissed 
claims that the state law-based 
infractions were irrelevant, saying 
that the ethical implications were 
relevant and that ignorance of the 
law was no excuse for violating it. 

Sen. Patrick Feller, who wrote 
unrelated promotional materials for 



McConnell's campaign, estimated 
that about $1 of toner was used to 
make the copies, which were do« 
with McConnell's own paper. 

"If we want to impeach her oval 
dollar ... this impeachment is draj 
ging the SGA's name through h 
mud," Feller said.

Research Day showcases 
student/faculty work

The NSU Research Council 
sponsored the 17th annual 
Research Day Thursday. 

The event showcases student, 
staff and faculty research done 
in recent years. 

"It's a place where people can 
get together to share what 
they've been working on," said 
SGA Vice President Scott Man- 
guno. 

Manguno presented his 
Scholars' College thesis, Must 
Carthage Be Destroyed?: A 
Comparative Look at the U.S. 
Led Regime Change in Iraq in 
2003 and the Roman Total 
Destruction of Carthage in 146 
BCE. 

"Research day is an opportu- 
nity to practice, to present in 
front of others," Manguno said. 
"This is a great chance to share 
what you've learned and when 
you get positive feedback. It's 
very rewarding." 

Nathan Hutchings, assistant 
professor of biological sciences, 
also said students were able to 
practice speaking and network- 
ing at Research Day. 

"It gives faculty and students 
an opportunity to see what 
going on at NSU and provides 
another level of education 
'hat's stress-free," Hutchings 
said. "Faculty and students can 
build relationships." 

Hutchings said that the 
importance of Research Day 
tvas based on the importance of 
research itself. 

"Research is true learning," 
Hutchings said. "You not only 
have to understand a principle, 
hut also apply that principle to

a problem." 

Hutchings said that research 
is an important type of learning 
that students normally do not 
in a classroom. 

"It's not suitable," Hutchings 
said. "We can't build a class 
around research because it's 
too unpredictable." 

Hutchings presented on RNA 
Inference of the Trypanosome 
PF20 Gene. Hutchings said it 
explains the function of the 
cytoskeleton to cell motility in 
blood parasites. 

"How do these parasites 
swim around?" Hutchings said. 
Hutchings added that these 
parasites cause lethal diseases 
and travel from insects to mam- 
mals. 

"If we can understand cell 
motility, we can, potentially, 
fight this disease," Hutchings 
said. 

Also presented at Research 
Day was the Dr. Mildred Hart 
Bailey Research Award. 

"The award is made for out- 
standing research or distin- 
guished artistic performance 
and /or creative work substan- 
tially completed during the 
past three years," according to 
the NSU Research Day Hand- 
book. 

The winner this year was 
Julie Kane of the Language and 
Communication department. 

"You know she's a great 
teacher and a fine researcher," 
University President Randall 
Webb said.

Reader links history to 
Chief Caddo debate 

After reading the story 
about Chief Caddo this week, 
I was reminded of another 
scandal about a racially insen- 
sitive statue that rocked the 
city of Natchitoches. In 1927, 
a statue was erected on Front 
Street entitled The Good 
Darky." This statue featured 
an old black man in a poor 
suit, bowing his head and tip- 
ping his hat. At the foot of 
the statue stood a plaque 
which read, "Erected by the 
City of Natchitoches in Grate- 
ful Recognition of the Ardu- 
ous and Faithful Service of 
the Good Darkies of 
Louisiana." Already a popu- 
lar tourist destination in 
Louisiana, the statue received 
national attention during the 
Civil Rights movement when 
Ebony ran a story on it, 
decrying it as a degrading 
racial stereotype. By 1968, the 
statue had garnered enough 
negative attention that it was 
quietly taken down and 
shipped to the LSU Rural Life 
Museum, where it still stands 
today. 

Chroniclers of the statue 
always make it a point to 
mention the statue's good 
intentions. Commissioned by 
Jackson L. Bryan, a wealthy 
planter, the statue was meant 
to commemorate the planta- 
tion hands he remembered 
fondly from his youth. This 
statue was in no way meant 
to be some kind of raost joke. 



Many whites in Natchitoches 
had sincere affections to 
African Americans who 
remained in the rural south 
after the Civil War. After the 
end of slavery, the economy 
of the South functioned in 
much the same way it had 
before the war, making 
African American labor an 
integral part. Those who fled 
to high paying industrial jobs 
in the north during the Great 
Migration were often seen as 
traitors. Hence the emphasis 
of the statue on the "faithful 
and good darkies." 

In the article about Chief 
Caddo, a student defended 
the statue by citing that it was 
not intended to offend any- 
one when it was built. The 
same can be said of "The 
Good Darky." However, we 
have matured as a culture 
and we can now see the 
errors of our predecessors. 
The statue may have been a 
sincere sign of thanks, but 
mo> em knowledge shows us 
the what the statue was truly 
sayL .g was "Thank you for 
not seeking a better life for 
yourself elsewhere, and 
remaining under our racist 
and paternalistic caste sys- 
tem." This is how it was seen 
during the Civil Rights move- 
ment, and this is why it was 
taken down. Whether the cit- 
izens of Natchitoches intend- 
ed it or not, this statue was a 
racial stereotype, portraying 
the ideal black individual as 
poor, humble, and sub- 
servient. We do not stand for 
this kind of portrayal of 
African Americans today, and 
we should not stand for simi- 
lar representations of Ameri- 
can Indians. 

We again find ourselves at 
the same crossroad with Chief 
Caddo. Though crafted in 
innocence, this statue is an 
offensive racial stereotype. 
The American Indian com- 
munity has suffered this kind 
of shame too long. They did 



not receive the same attention 
during the Civil Rights move- 
ment. Their community was 
simply too small to get the 
same kind of national atten- 
tion that African and Asian 
Americans received during 
this period. Even today, a 
person could go a whole year 
without seeing an American 
Indian, or go their whole life 
without ever getting to really 
know one. In this kind of 
ignorance, stereotypes flour- 
ish. Though these stereotypes 
may be innocent misunder- 
standings, they are still 
deplorable and if we want to 
mature as a community, we 
must address them. I stand 
by the Caddo nation and the 
faculty and students of Steven 
F. Austin University that call 
for the replacement of Chief 
Caddo. This action will not 
result in the betrayal of a 
tradition, as some have 
claimed. Rather, replacing the 
statue will simply be a sign 
that we have grown as a com- 
munity. Place Chief Caddo in 
a museum or a showcase 
where it can be viewed in 
context. There, we can still 
honor it as part of our past, 
but at the same time recog- 
nize that it is a racist anachro- 
nism that has no place being 
endorsed by any modem uni- 
versity. If the Texas Board of 
Regents fails to act on this 
issue, I propose that the stu- 
dents and faculty of NSU fol- 
low in SFA's footsteps in 
requesting the statue be 
replaced immediately. I am 
certain that we can find 
another statue to symbolize 
the competition and brother- 
hood of our two universities. 
At the same time, we can 
make a kind and mature ges- 
ture to the American Indian 
tribes of this area and foster a 
sense of brotherhood and 
community with them.

NEOs founder and president for the 
last four years, said they do a variety of 
community service projects in the 
Natchitoches area throughout the year 

Dafford said ever)' year NEO partic- 
ipates in Keep Natchitoches Beautiful 
Day and Keep NSU Beautiful. 

"We are an environmental organiza- 
tion dedicated to beautifying the cam- 
pus, recycling and promoting environ- 
mental awareness among the student 
body," Mangiaracina said. 

Mangiaracina and Dafford said past 
projects have included picking up trash 
in the Well Woods area and participat- 
ing in Tom Sawyer Day. 

Tom Sawyer Day is a clean-up proj- 
ect that happens every six months at 
the Caroline Dormon Nature Preserve. 

Dafford said NEO helps maintain 
the Preserve and plant flowers. In the 
past they have also dug a trench for the 
Preserve and leveled out a road. 

"NEO is an invaluable opportunity 
to do something for the community," 
Wilson said. 'It helps all of the Earth in 
the end." 

NEO also tries to keep the environ- 
ment safe by implementing a campus- 
wide recycling program 

Students may have noticed green 
trashcans around campus with twox 
small holes in the lid. NEO put the bins 
around campus to encourage student 
recycling. 

Students can recycle plastic, tin and 
aluminum, Mangiaracina said. 

Every Friday two crews pick the bins 
up and head to the recycling centers.

Dafford said the aluminum recycled 
and the money made from the recy- 
cling is donated to the Humane Society. 

"So far we have over $150 donated," 
Dafford said. "The aluminum sells for 
thirty cents per pound, so you can 
imagine how much we have recycled." 

Mangiaracina said that the plastic 
and tin are sent to IESI for recycling but 



no money is made for it 

Brandon Wilks, a senior psychology 
major and a NEO member from the 
beginning said that the recycling pro- 
gram has become better, especially 
now that they are able to recycle more 
products. 

"There is still trash though because 
people are throwing in unclean 



things," Wilks said. 

Wilks explained that students need 
to make sure mat all bottles and care 
are cleaned out before throwing them 
into the recycle bins.

Barry Bonds the "greatest"?

OK, all you doubters and 
iaysayers, you can put your 
Bterisks away. Barry Bonds is the 
>est baseball player who ever 
ived, helpful chemistry not with- 
ifanding. 

And he'll be universally recog- 
lized as such in, oh, about 50 
rears. In the meantime, says base- 
all historian John Thorn, Bonds 
fill have to be content with sim- 
ily destroying the game's most 
allowed records while waiting 
or the public recognition to catch 

I- 

"It's really difficult for us to see 
;reat baseball players in proper 
lerspective in their own day," 
ays Thorn, the author of five 
iozen books on baseball, the 
Bunding editor of the statistical 
tncyclopedia Total Baseball and 
he senior creative consultant to 
ien Burns' award-winning PBS 
miniseries "Baseball." 

"Nobody who watched Joe 
Morgan or Mike Schmidt thought 



they were watching two of the 
greatest players ever," Thorn 
says. "No one who watched Rick- 
ey Henderson thought this was 
one of the five greatest players in 
the history of baseball. You need 
the distance. The distance tends 
to improve our view, to burnish 
our view." 

Bonds' numbers, however, 
already have no parallel. He 
holds the single-season records 
for home runs (73), slugging per- 
centage (.863), on-base percentage 
(.582) and on-base slugging 
(1.381). He has twice as many 
MVP awards (six) as anyone else. 
And while just three other players 
have had at least 300 homers and 
300 steals, Bonds has more than 
500 of each. 

His two home runs last week 
moved him past godfather Willie 
Mays into third on the all-time list 
for career homers (at 665 entering 
Monday's game vs. San Diego), 
and by the end of the season he'll 
be the career leader in walks, rank 
among the top five all-time in 
slugging percentage and could be 
among the top 10 in RBI. 



He even has changed the way 
the game is played, opponents 
walk him nearly a third of the 
time now, even with the bases 
loaded. 

Oh, and by the way, he's also 
won eight Gold Gloves for field- 
ing excellence. 

N T've never seen a better player 
in my life," former teammate Matt 
Williams said last week. "I don't 
think anybody changes the course 
of a game like he does." 

Yet Bonds, 39, still can't shake 
his detractors. Lately the anti- 
Bonds camp has been pointing to 
the government's steroid-traffick- 
ing probe that has targeted Bonds' 
personal trainer. 

But, Thorn points out, even if 
Bonds is shown to have taken 
steroids and no evidence has sur- 
faced to prove that, baseball's 
rules did not prohibit steroid use 
before this season. Besides, he 
needed the help like Nolan Ryan 
needed another 10 mph on his 
fastball. 

"The whole steroids thing is a 
red herring," Thorn says. "There 
are very few Bonds home runs 
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that would not have been home 
runs if he were 10 percent less 
strong. Basically, he's got a 
grooved swing and he's got a 
mental approach to the game that 
permits him to use the count to 
know that he's going to get, in 
most cases, one good pitch to hit. 
He fouls off fewer hitable pitches 
than anybody I've ever seen." 

Still, we hear Bonds is not as 
dominant as Ty Cobb was, not as 
versatile as Joe DiMaggio was, 
not as good as Babe Ruth was. 
And while it's hard not to believe 
racism plays a part in those argu- 
ments, Bonds is black while Cobb, 
DiMaggio and Ruth were white. 
Thorn says baseball tradition is 
also at fault. The game, like no 
other, is passed from generation 
to generation, so the stars of the 
past seem to get better as time 
passes, even as their records fade 
away. 

Bonds is not only rewriting the 
record book, then, but he's doing 
so against far better competition. 
There can be no doubt, Thorn 
says, that he's the best player who 
has ever played the game. 
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Eli Manning 
wants a trade

Eli Manning is trying to pull a 
John Elway power play on the 
Chargers, a move that could get 
the Giants the franchise quarter- 
back they desperately want. San 
Diego has been informed that 
Archie Manning, Eli's father, does 
not want the Chargers to take his 
son with the first pick in Satur : 
day's draft and that Eli Manning 
wants to play for the Giants. 

Chargers GM A.J. Smith, speak- 
ing on the phone from San Diego 
on Wednesday night, said Tom 
Condon, Eli Manning's agent, 
broke the news to him in a phone 
call. The Chargers, who have not 
made the playoffs since 1995, 
passed up the chance to draft 
Michael Vick two years ago. 

Archie Manning knows about 
bad teams: He played 14 years in 
the NFL and never made the play- 
offs. 

"I got a call from Tom Condon 
informing me that Archie's wishes 
are we do not select Eli and he 
thinks that New York is a good fit," 
Smith said. "My response is I 
understand his position and his 
interest in the New York Giants, 
but we're going to do what is in 
the best interests of the organiza- 
tion. We have been informed of his 
wishes." 

There is nothing to stop the 
Chargers from taking Manning. 
He would have no leverage other 
than sitting out. San Diego might 
now feel compelled to trade Man- 
ning, the Ole Miss QB and brother 
of NFL co-MVP Peyton Manning, 
and avoid getting into a war with 
a player who does not want to be 
there. This news clearly strength- 
ens the Giants negotiating posi- 
tion; they are expected to make an 
offer by tomorrow. 

That phone call from Condon to 
Smith came after the Chargers, 
already aware of Archie Man- 
ning's feelings about not wanting 



his son to play for them, had him 
fly to San Diego to meet with them 
Tuesday. Archie Manning con- 
firmed that he first spoke to NFL 
commissioner Paul Tagliabue 
about the situation. 

Archie Manning, reached 
Wednesday night at his Manhat- 
tan hotel shortly after arriving in 
New York, acknowledged he was 
aware of what Smith said about 
the phone call. 

"My understanding is the 
Chargers have said that. I'm not 
going to comment on it tonight," 
he said. "I've got to huddle with Eli 
and Tom and see where we are on 
this thing. The only thing I'll say is 
I never talked to the Chargers 
about the Giants. I was asked to 
come to San Diego and see them." 

While he was there, he met with 
Chargers president Dean Spanos. 
He had dinner with Smith and 
coach Marty Schottenheimer. They 
were clearly trying to sell Manning 
on the organization. But it didn't 
work. 

The Chargers, who have 
received calls from the Giants, 
Redskins and Browns about trad- 
ing the first pick, have never said 
they would even take Manning. 
They have yet to even talk param- 
eters on a contract for Manning 
with Condon. 

Giants GM Ernie Accorsi spoke 
to Smith on April 6 to let him 
know they were interested in mov- 
ing up from the No. 4 spot. They 
have yet to speak again, but now 
it's crunch time with the first pick 
at noon on Saturday. 

Accorsi could be on the receiv- 
ing end of a player trying to force 
his way out. Accorsi loves fran- 
chise quarterbacks and the Giants 
have Manning at the top of their 
draft board. If Manning's power 
play works, the Giants would be 
set at QB for the next 10 years. 

Is this an Elway move? "I'm not 
even going to comment on it," 
Smith said.

Graduation plans made for May 7

May 7 will mark the end of 
a long road for many North- 
western State students who 
will be participating in the 
graduation ceremonies that 
day, but it will also be a 
chance for some alumni to 
take a look back. 

About 800 students attend- 
ing the University are sched- 
uled to graduate this semes- 
ter. The school is planning for 
U.S. Rep. Billy Tauzin to be 
the guest speaker at com- 
mencement. Tauzin repre- 
sents Louisiana's 3rd Con- 
gressional District. 

University President Ran- 
dall Webb said that he is excit- 
ed about the selection of 
Tauzin as the guest speaker, 
but he hopes that medical set- 
backs do not keep him from 
being able to address the 
graduates. Tauzin, Webb said, 
has had recent surgeries that 
have slowed his work and 
may interfere with his ability 



to be the speaker at the cere- 
monies. 

"We have let his staff know 
that we did not want this to be 
a burden on him because he 
has recently undergone exten- 
sive surgery, but he seems 
really committed to this 
which is very exciting for 
me," Webb said. 

Besides graduating stu- 
dents who will be recognized 
for their honors, the universi- 
ty plans to honor others as 
well. Retired Maj. Gen. Erbon 
Wise will be receiving an hon- 
orary doctorate in journalism 
from the University for 15 
years of contributions to the 
University, said Steve Horton, 
head of the journalism 
department. 

Webb said that through the 
years, Wise has distinguished 
himself as a businessman and 
publisher. 

Horton said Wise's most 
recent contribution to the Uni- 
versity was to help in setting 
up a $1 million endowed 
chair in the department of 



journalism. He helped fund 
the chair through a personal 
donation that was matched 
by the state. 

Wise has also served with 
the NSU Foundation and 
helped the University by 
gaining support and dona- 
tions for departments, setting 
up scholarships and helping 
find internships for students, 
Horton said. 

Horton said an honorary 
doctorate is not an academic 
degree, but it is the highest 
honor that a university can- 
give to a person in a field of 
study. Webb also said that an 
honorary doctorate is meant 
to honor those people who 
show excellence in a field of 
study but did not take the 
classroom time to earn the 
degree. 

Horton said to receive an 
honorary doctorate, a mem- 
ber of the faculty, staff or 
administration must first 
nominate a person. That nom- 
ination must be approved 
through the administrative 



ladder until it reaches the 
Board of Regents, who then 
have the final say. 

Horton said Wise's nomina- 
tion was well received 
throughout the department 
and administration. 

"The nomination was a 
unanimous decision in the 
journalism faculty," Horton 
said. 

In addition to the new grad- 
uates participating in next 
week's ceremonies, there will 
be many present who will 
receive their second diploma. 

Graduates from 50 years 
ago are awarded a second 
diploma through the Alumni 
Center, said Lillie Bell, a rep- 
resentative of the Registrar's 
Office. 

"Those students from exact- 
ly 50 years ago get asked to 
come back and receive a sec- 
ond diploma and be a part of 
the graduation ceremony," 
Bell said. 

This tradition has been 
going on for around 20 years, 
Bell said, and it gives a chance 



for alumni to see changes to 
the University since they were 
last here. 

The May 7 ceremonies have 
been split into two parts, sep- 
arating the graduating stu- 
dents into 10 a.m. and 2 p.m. 
ceremonies. Both ceremonies 
will be held in Prather Colise- 
um, and there are no plans to 
hold any practices for walk- 
ing during graduation before 
next Friday. 

Because of this, the Univer- 
sity is asking students to 
begin arriving early for their 
graduation time. The Univer- 
sity asks that all students 
graduating at the morning 
ceremony arrive for instruc- 
tions at 9 a.m., and students 
graduating in the afternoon 
should arrive at 2 p.m.

CIS students 
win national 
awards

For the fourth consecu- 
tive year, a group of North- 
western State computer sys- 
tem analysis students won 
first place at the national 
Association of Information 
Technology Professionals 
competition conference. 

Barbara Russell, the asso- 
ciation's faculty adviser, 
said NSU won one of the 
conference's largest awards 
by placing first in the sys- 
tems analysis and design 
contest. This year's winning 
team was Nick Hammonds 
and James Smith. 

Smith, who plans to grad- 
uate in summer 2004, said 
he feels NSU made a large 
accomplishment, but that 
there is never a way to know 
the capability of the other 
teams until awards are 
given. 

"We came, we saw and 
we conquered, again," 
Smith said. 



From April 1 to April 3, 34 
NSU students attended the 
AITP National Collegiate 
Conference in Omaha, Neb., 
during which they earned 
many of the top awards in 
several different categories. 

Russell also said NSU won 
the Outstanding Student 
Chapter of the Year award, 
as well as the Top Monkey 
award for the second year. 
The Top Monkey award is 
based on which school trav- 
eled the longest and had the 
most members. 

In the COBOL program- 
ming division, NSU won the 
top three awards. R.L. John- 
son and Jeremy Wilmot took 
first place, Hammonds and 
Curtis Penrod took second 
place and Beth Anderson 
won third. 

Penrod, who is double 
majoring in CIS and Busi- 
ness Administration, said 
NSU's success each year 
shows the quality of the pro- 
gram and faculty. 

"We haven't just had one

Kristin Aillet won another 
first place prize in the asso- 
ciation's student chapter 
banner contest. 

"At the awards banquet, I

NSU for about 15 different 
awards," Fontana said. She 
also said the hardest part of 
the entire competition was 
getting everything done in 
only a three-hour time limit. 

Some of the 84 other com- 
peting colleges and univer- 
sities at the NCC were 
Brigham Young University, 
Illinois State University, 
Ithaca College and Purdue 
University. 

Jack Russell, the CIS chair 
at NSU, said a lot of prepa- 
ration goes into a national 
competition, and there is 



great satisfaction in know- 
ing NSU's CIS program has 
been brought to a higher 
level. 

Russell said that it is a 
good feeling to be represent- 
ing a relatively unknown 
school to being listed in 
Business Week magazine as 
an area of excellence and 
listed as one of the top five 
institutions in the nation by 
State Farm Insurance.

Book adoption program helps smooth book buy-back

Thanks to early textbook 
adoptions by faculty, local 
bookstores are saying this 
semester's buy-back season is 
going smoother than usual. 

University Bookstore Man- 
ager Bobby Hamous said 
adoptions received before the 
opening day of buy-back are 
up almost 30 percent to 73 
percent, compared to Spring 



2003. 

Hamous said the increase 
was the goal of a campus- 
wide promotional campaign 
urging students to talk to fac- 
ulty about book adoptions. 

He said he also sent e- 
mailed letters to faculty ask- 
ing for adoptions to come in 
on April 15, almost two 
weeks before buy-back was 
scheduled to begin. 

Campus Corner Textbook 
Manager Jeremy Procell said 



that by the end of Tuesday, 
the first day of buy-back, all 
but about 3 percent of classes' 
book orders were entered into 
their computer system. 

The remaining classes, Pro- 
cell said, had not yet decided 
on a book, had not turned in 
an adoption form or still had 
unanswered questions about 
their adoptions. 

For classes that have not yet 
turned in an adoption form, 
both Procell and Hamous rec- 



ommend that students check 
back with the store later, since 
the stores are waiting on 
some faculty adoption forms 
to reach them. 

Both managers stressed 
that their bookstores want to 
buy used books at half price, 
and want to sell more used 
books next semester, but can 
only effectively do so if facul- 
ty decides to use the same 
books. 

"We have no problem 



showing students what the 
professor sent us," Procell 
said. "We offer and buy back 
what professors submit to us; 
it's 100 percent professor req- 
uisitioned." 

Hamous said his store 
ended up having to donate or 
dispose of used books from 
the last year, valued at about 
$100,000^ that the store could 
not sell because of changes in 
book adoptions

Coroner: Waddell's death 
caused by heart condition

According to a preliminary autop- 
sy report, the death of NSU student 
and football player Chris Waddell 
was caused by a heart attack related 
to a pre-existing childhood condition 

Waddell, an 18-year-old freshman, 
collapsed during football practice at 
Turpin Stadium last month. He died 
shortly afterward at Natchitoches 
Parish Hospital, according to a press 
release from the University Athletic 
Department. 

The autopsy report stated the offi- 
cial cause of Waddell's death was an 
acute myocardial infarction related to 
a childhood cardiovascular disease 
known as Kawasaki's syndrome. 

Natchitoches Parish coroner Dr. 
Charles Curtis said the autopsy 
results are preliminary findings 
awaiting toxicology and microscopic 
examinations to be finished in sever- 
al weeks ahead, but added that there 
is no reason to believe any other ele- 
ment was the cause of the death. 



NSU football Head Coach Scott 
Stoker said Kawasaki's syndrome is a 
very rare disease found among 
young blacks. 

Curtis said the syndrome could 
lead to early cardiovascular disease 
and the hardening of the heart. 

According to the press release, 
Waddell's mother said her son was 
treated in his childhood and medical- 
ly cleared for all activities. 

Stoker said Waddell passed his last 
physical in August. 

The players are required to have a 
physical at least once each year by the 
team's head trainer and doctor, Stok- 
er said. He said the physicals are very 
thorough evaluations and, even so, 
there was no way to detect Waddell's 
condition. 

Stoker said the physicians search 
for everything, including irregular 
heartbeats and hernias. He said the 
physicals require the players to fill 
out paperwork regarding their fami- 
ly's medical history. 

Also, Stoker said the workouts 
during the practice in which Waddell 



collapsed were not as intense ^ I 
pared to previous workouts. ' I

If you buy a new book, sell it back 
to the University Bookstore at half 
value, and another student buys 
that book used next semester at a 25 
percent mark-up, where does the 
money go? 

"Publishers don't make money 
off used books, only new copies" 
store manager Bobby Hamous said. 
"In our case, we don't mind telling 
you the price because we're not 
making a large profit on it." 

The University, through its con- 
tract with the store's parent compa- 
ny, Barnes & Noble, sets the mark- 
up on books for the store at 25 per- 
cent - meaning the store has very lit- 
tle power over how used books are 
priced. Off-campus stores, such as 



Campus Corner, and Internet book 
sellers set their own mark-up on 
books. 

Of that 25 percent mark-up at the 
University Bookstore, Hamous said: 

10 percent is automatically given 
to the University as a commission. 
Hamous said this covers the book- 
store's privilege to operate on cam- 
pus, and that off -campus bookstores 
are not required to pay the Universi- 
ty any money. 

About 9 percent goes to the store's 
payroll to pay its employees. 

Under most circumstances, about 
3 percent goes to the store's operat- 
ing expenses. 

If the remaining 3 percent goes to 
profit, Hamous said the store is 
operating "in good shape." Howev- 
er, there is an element of risk in buy- 
ing back a book, Hamous said: if a 



store buys a book back and cannot 
sell it the next semester, that 3 per- 
cent goes to cover that expense. 

What measures are in place to 
track and prevent people from sell- 
ing stolen textbooks back to the 
bookstores? 

Campus Comer Textbook Man- 
ager Jeremy Procell said students 
«hould first call University Police 
since the bookstore cannot take 
much action without the Unive r si ty 

"We can't question each student," 
Procell said. 

He said that the store does check 
student ID cards. He added that, 
when reporting a stolen textbook, 
students should identify specific 
traits that could identify that book. 
If the store suspects a book being 
sold back is stolen, an employee 
will notify police.

Hooks, a psychology major and 
cadet in the ROTC, said Sallis is 
now scheduled to return in August.

"He doesn't want to go back, but 
he says if he has to, he's not going to 
push the issue," Hooks said. "All 
the guys were pretty upset about it 
because they came home thinking 
that they would be home. They 
were supposed to start a two-year 
stabilization, which meant they 
were here in the United States train- 
ing." 

Hooks, meanwhile, has had to 
face her own disappointments, 
including the postponement of her 
wedding. 

"I cancelled every thing," Hooks 
said. "I cancelled the wedding, can- 
celled the honeymoon, lost a couple 
hundred dollars just canceling vari- 
ous things. I'm not happy at all." 

Other students and faculty are in 
similar predicaments, with spouses, 
family or loved ones still overseas. 

Edmonds, whose husband Jeffrey 
is a captain in the 2nd ACR, said she 
had to cancel her own plans and 
vacations, as did many of her 
friends and associates. 

"It was very, very disappointing," 
Edmonds said. "I found out right 
before Easter, and that's not a good 
time to hear bad news." 

Moreover, Edmonds said the situ- 
ation has negatively affected morale 
within her Fort Polk classrooms. 

"The majority of (my students) 
have husbands who are over there," 
Edmonds said. "A lot of them seem 
to have taken the news pretty hard. 
There's a lot of depression." 

Senior Ivonne Knutson, a general 
studies major at the Fort Pork cam- 
pus, was supposed to be reunited 
with her husband Timothy this 
week. She said it should now take 
another four to six months before he 
comes home. 

"I cope by talking about it a lot, 
writing him letters, sending him 
packages and just waiting for his 
phone calls," Knutson said. 

She said she also receives emo- 
tional support from the Family 
Readiness Group in Fort Polk, an 
organization that informs and helps 
the spouses of soldiers in the unit. 
Knutson said the group gives her 
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"I understand that you have certain 
tasks that need to be done. But doggone 
it, it just drains you."

Potpourri editor responds 
to yearbook controversy 

I am both delighted and disap- 
pointed by the response to this 
year's Potpourri. An amazing 
number of students have actually 
picked up their books and many 
have responded positively to the 
diversity of the coverage. Yet I am 
saddened by the negative 
response to two spreads that can 
be found under the "student life" 
section - notice this is not limited 
to "campus life." 

Sex and drugs are part of every 
student's life, whether you choose 
to partake or abstain. The most- 
requested songs, top television 
programs, movies, books, text- 
books, classical literature and our 
social conversations are dominat- 
ed by these topics. They are major 
issues of our generation and are 
entirely relevant and appropriate 
for coverage in a mature, colle- 
giate publication. The "negative 
image" the coverage has allegedly 
portrayed of this University has, 
in fact, been argued by those who 
have not seen, not read or misun- 
derstood the coverage. The stories 
are not intended to advocate or 
glorify these activities and we 
attempted to address the subjects 
from a number of angles. It is pos- 
sible that some may have misin- 
terpreted the content. However, I 
request that before you fire off an 
uninformed complaint letter, at 
least look at the book first. 

You may notice a motif of song 
lyrics as headlines. "Hooked On a 
Feeling" is a song popularized by 
BJ Thomas and "Let's Get It On" 
is a well-known Marvin Gaye 
song. They are simply song lyrics 
and were not intended to promote 
any particular activity. 

The "Hooked" spread features a 
large picture of students drinking 
in a bar. There is a smaller picture 
of a student smoking marijuana 
and another of a student with LSD 
on his tongue. Most people have 
seen far worse in PSAs, fourth- 
grade D.A.R.E. classes or even 
health textbooks. The story covers 
drug use, binge drinking - a seri- 
ous problem nationwide - and the 
life of a student ruined by drugs, 
who subsequently lost her schol- 
arships and had to start her life 
over. 

The spread about sex features a 
simple picture of two students 
lying together in bed, a student 
picking up condoms from the 
Infirmary and another of students 
holding hands with abstinence 
rings. The story covers those who 
have sex and their reasons why, 
condom bingo games and stu- 
dents who choose to abstain from 
sex and their reasons for doing so. 

To those individuals who have 
chosen or threatened to change 
schools or withhold funding, I 
wonder what world you are living 
in. I guarantee that every school - 
public or private - in every city 
faces these issues every day. I 
hoped our students, alumni and 
faculty could rank among those 
who address these issues with a 
mature, intellectual attitude. Some 
have, and discussions stemming 
from this debate have prompted 
constructive action by the Baptist 
Collegiate Ministry and in media 
and ethics classes. 

I am frustrated that these two 
spreads have overshadowed the 
unprecedented diverse coverage. 
We also featured academically- 
focused students, CIS victories, 
the rodeo team, the observatory, 
groundbreaking research pro- 
grams, the library's unique rare 
book collection, the English 
department's literary magazines - 
and the list goes on. 

The theme of the book is "a 
closer look." My notes in the back 
of the book explain, "College 
should challenge you to take a 
closer look at your views, atti- 
tudes and most importantly - 
yourself. If one picture, one story, 
one quote or one idea in this pub- 
lication makes you stop and think, 
then I have accomplished my 
goal. It is up to every individual 
to take a closer look at the things 
outside of your clique or comfort 
zone and learn to appreciate the 
diversity of not only this campus, 
but of this world." 

The Potpourri adviser Mary Bro- 
cato and I attended the SGA meet- 
ing to present legal information 
concerning the legislation regard- 
ing student media funding. This 
was never intended as a threat, 
but merely a presentation of the 



reality of the legality of the situa- 
tion. The voting senators who 
may not have been aware that the 
action would be illegal deserved 
to be informed. We attempted to 
erase the emotional and moral 
aspects from the dispute and 
assess the situation from a profes- 
sional standpoint. 

Everyone has every right to be 
disappointed, offended and dis- 
gusted. I would, and will continue 
to, fight for the right to express 
such opinions. However, wanting 
to stilfe the free press or choosing 
to ignore issues because they 
make you uncomfortable is a 
tragedy.

Short-fiction writer and former 
NSU English professor Anthony 
Bukoski said the south is where 
"life is real" in a writing workshop 
on campus Friday. 

"I envy your places of birth 
because of this great literary posi- 
tion," Bukoski told the group of 
about 11 NSU students and facul- 
ty members. "There are (writers) 
coming down here to learn what 
you have known your whole life." 

Scholars' College philosophy 
professor Fraser Snowden said 
Bukoski was an English professor 
at NSU for one year. During that 
time, Bukoski published his first 
short story collection, the 1986 
release "Twelve Below Zero." 



Bukoski is currently an English 
professor at the University of 
Wisconsin in Superior. He is also 
researching a novel about Polish 
immigrants working in the sugar 
fields of south Louisiana. 

"That's basically what he writes 
about, the Polish-American expe- 
rience," Snowden said. 

Bukoski also offered the stu- 
dents advice on getting their 
work published and the writing 
process. 

"There are magazines all over 
that will pay you," Bukoski said. 
"Don't wait for inspiration; just 
start writing." 

Bukoski went on to tell stories 
about his successes and failures 
as a writer. 

"My record was submitting a 
manuscript 27 times to various 
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magazines," Bukoski said. 

Despite the fact that they were 
largely unfamiliar with Bukoski's 
work, the students who attended 
the workshop found Bukoski to 
be informative and friendly. 

"I like how he connected to us... 
he wasn't an elitist," said Thomas 
Parrie. "He talked to us like we 
were all writers." 

"I really respected how he con- 
nected to his own heritage," said 
Argus editor Angelin Adams. "It 
makes you re-evaluate your own 
life." 

Bukoski also performed read- 
ings from his work Thursday 
night and attended a book sign- 
ing at The Book Merchant Friday 
afternoon to support his latest 
collection of stories, "Time 
Between Trains."

Remember when rock was 
drum driven and full of catchy 
guitar riffs instead of lots of loud, 
clashing noises? Did you love 
being able to roll down the win- 
dows and play a rock album at 
full-blast and sing along because 
you could actually understand 
the lyrics? 

If so, I definitely recommend 
checking out Authority Zero, an 
upcoming band out of Arizona. 
Their newest album "Andiamo" 
is solid from its starting "Painted 
Windows" to the last 'hidden' 
track of "Rattlin Bog." 

Authority Zero is an interest- 
ing blend of styles that take you 
back in time. But most impor- 
tantly, it keeps your head bop- 
ping and your feet tapping 
throughout the entire CD. While 
the undertone is like New Found 
Glory or Blink-182, there are 
influences from genres such as 
SoCal and Spanish to bands like 
Hootie and the Blowfish and The 
Aquabats. 

Jason DeVore's vocal stylings 
are reminiscent of Cowboy 
Mouth's Fred LeBlanc, and the 
songs are a mixture of fun and 
quircky with a side of kick-ass. 

Some standout tracks are the 
head-banging "Taking on the 
World" and "Society's Sequence," 
the ska-ish "A Thousand Year 
War" and "Retreat," an upbeat 
reggae-influenced song very 
much like 311's "Come Original." 
They even did a remake of the 
classic 80s hit "Mexican Radio," 
only with a rock edge to it. 

So my advice is to run, drive, 
swim or hitchhike if you have to, 
to get this album. Even pay full- 
price instead of waiting for it to 
go on sale. This is one CD worth 
the money.

Hansberry's original version

The play is set in the south 
side of Chicago during the late 
1950s. The story is about human 
conditions and racial prejudice 
during the 50s and 60s. 

The story takes place in a black 
home in poverty.

The main character Walter Lee, 
played by Bryan Williams, is a 
limo driver striving to make his 
dream of providing for his fami- 



ly a reality. Williams did an 
excellent job of portraying the 
character but was not convinc- 
ing in certain scenes. 

Walter Lee's wife Ruth, played 
by Ida Henderson, is a cook 
working hard to provide for her 
family and maintain her mar- 
riage to Walter Lee. The original 
actress for this part was Lawryn 
Wallace, but Henderson acted 
well throughout the play. 

Walter Lee's sister Beneatha, 
played by Krystal McBay, is a 
character searching for herself 
through her college experience. 
McBay brings a certain class and 
elegance to the part with her 



hard-core determination to keep 
the dream of becoming a doctor. 

Mama, played by LaWana Fel- 
ton, is the powerhouse of the 
production. Mama is the one 
that holds the family together 
and keeps them in their place. 
Felton did an excellent job of 
portraying my favorite character 
in this play.

Former Lady Demon La'Terrica Dobin is set to play ball in 
Spain after not receiving a call to play in the WNBA

After an athlete finishes a 
collegiate career, sometimes 
the player will enter a draft 
and take his or her game to 
the professional level like 
the NBA, NFL or the 
WNBA. 

La'Terrica Dobin entered 
the WNBA draft, but her 
name was never called nor 
did her phone ring telling 
her that a WNBA team was 
interested in the Northwest- 
ern State University point 
guard. 

Dobin finished her career 
at NSU on a winning note, 
helping the Demons win the 
Southland Conference Reg- 
ular Season championship 
and the SLC Tournament 
championship. 

This was the Demons first 
tournament championship 
and it gave them an auto- 
matic berth in the NCAA 
tournament, their first trip 
to the tournament since an 
at-large bid in 1989. 

Dobin also led the NCAA 
in assists for three straight 
years, the first player, man 
or woman, to accomplish 
this record.

"I am excited to play over 
there because I love to play 
basketball," Dobin said.
